The fr booke which uz C L 1 o, treating of the God- 
eſſes Celeſtiall, Terreſtriall, «Marine, 
and Infernall, 


a KEFORE wee entet iato a patricular traQate of theſe 
> Goddeſſes, it ſhallnot bee amifſeto ſpeake ſumething of 
z»=&< the opinions ſetled in ſundry Nations, concerning them: 
'®d Who were their firſt Adorers and Worſhippers ; the 
9 multiplicitic of their gods ; and what ſeuetall rights, and 
S\ cuſtomes, obſcruations and Ceremonies they vicd in 
D £4 their Oblations and Sacritices. The Erhiopians are ſaid 
ro bee the molt ancient, and the firſt beginners; of Diuine adoration, as 
Diodorius is of opinion , Imagining inthemſclues, and verely belecuing ſome 
of their gods ro bee cuerlaſting, and others to participate of a mortall and 
corruptible nature. The Phoenicians, they delivered admitable and ſtrange 
things concerning their gods, and the firſt beginning and Creation of things; 
aboueall others having in Diuine worſhip Dazopa and Chamas. The Atlan- 
tides (a people of Afﬀeica) they are confident thar the generation of the gods 
proceeded from them, and the firſt that raigned amongſt them they called 
Celwn, which is heauen, The Augitz another nation (in the Aﬀricke Conti- 
nent)acknowledged no other deityes than the Ghoſts of ſuch noble, perſons as 
weredeceaſcd, rowhoſe ſepulchers they vſuallie repayred rodemand anfwers 
of all ſuch things wherein they doubted. The Theologie of the Phrygians 
was not much different from theirs. The Perſians neicher ereted Statues nor 
Alcars, they worſhipped the Heauen, which they called 'opiter ; the Sunne, 
by the name of Mithra ; the Moone, Venus; the Fire, the w... .., che Winds, and 
the Water. 1/zo4or ſaith,the Grzcians firſt honoured Cecrops, whom they fti- 
led 1apiter, and were the firſt deuiſers of Images, ereers of Altars , and offe- 
rers of ſacrifice. The Tewes.as Coryelizs Tacitus relates, apprehended bur one 
diuine power, and that onely rhey acknowledged. The Germans of old (as 
the fame authoraffirmes ) were of opiticn, Tharthe gods could not bee com- 
prehended within walles, nor haue any bumane ſhape appropriared vnto 
them, meaſuring cheir incomprehenfible power by the magnirude of rhe tiea-' 
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firſt world ; the Plaroniſts, a ſecond world; and diuerſe other ScQiſts of

uens. Now concerning the diuers opinions of men, what this ſupreame deity 
ſhould be;ſome held it the vniuerſe or the gloabe of the world: of which opini- 
on-was Oricineg. in his fift booke againſt Cel/us, The Stoicks held it to beethe' 


Greece to bce a third world. Thales Mileſizs called God, a Mind, that faſhioned 
all creatures out of the water, that knew no beginning, and was not capable of 
end. Anaxmiander he aſctibeda deity tothe ſtarres and the planets, and theſe

cceleſtiall bodies,artriburing no honortothat Mind ;of which Thales dreamed. 
CAnaximenes, thought it to be the Infinire ayer, to which hee, attributed the 
Originall of all cauſes, and derived the birth of” the gods from thence, 
for fo Saint LA#2uſtine and Ciceroafhirmes. Democritus Abaerites( as Ciceroand 
Arnobixs teſtifie of him)was of opinion, that it was a Mind of fire, and the ſoule 
of the world. Plutarch in the lite of Nums, ſers downe P3thagoras: his opinion 
' concerning this godhead, and thus defines it: A Minde ſtill erauelling, neuer 
out of motion , but diſperſt and diffus'd through all the parts of the world, 
and things naturall; from which all creatures whatſoever that are borne 


the greateſt or ſmalleſt number, for ſo 0rj2ines faith . Archelans Phyficus would 
haue all chings to be created of earth wh. (as Epiphanias teſtates of him) the 
beginning of all things to proceede from thence. Pherecidas taught that the 
carth was before all other things, and therefore to that he appropriateda 
dininitie, Heraclizs Epheſius, conteſted the gods to be made of Fire ; ſo Yarro 
writes of him : of the ſame belecte was Hippaſus  Metapontinus (witnelle Sim- 
plicius,) Anaxagoras Clazomen called his god Homeomeria,that is, Likenefle of 
parts; and that a divine thought was the produRter of all things wharſocuer: So 
Aazuſtine reports of him ,, others, that he held an infinite Mind to bethe firſt 
moouer. Prodieus Ceus , as Epihanins tels vs, plac't his god in the foure Ele- 
ments : likewiſe in the Sun and the Moone,in which two planets there exiſted 
a liuing vertue . Diegenes Apollenaites derived his god from the Ayre, as the 
matter from whence all things had their reality , as likewiſe that it did parti- 
cipate of diuine reaſon, without which nothing could be created. Cleanthes 
Aſiizs would haue his god of the Firmament, as diuerſe other of the Stoicks, 
; Andas Arnobius witnefieth of him , fomerimes he called him the Will : now 
the Minde : then that part of the ayer which is aboue the fire : and ſomerimes 
againe the Reaſon . Stratos made Nature his /ammum bonum . Antiſthenes A- 
thenienfis, he taught that there were many popular gods, but one onely Archi- 
tector of the fabricke of the world. Chryſppms Silix the Stoicke, hee taught 
that god was anaturall power cendued with diuine reaſon , and then againe, 
| hecalled hima Diuine neceſſity. Jens Cuteiens, called him adiuine and natu- 
rall Law ; and ſometimes the Firmament. Jenophanes Colophonius called him, 
Whatſocner was infinite ina conioyned mind, or one vniuerſall and cuery 
thing that (as Theophraſis ſaith of him) he imagined ro be god . Parmenides 
Eliates, called him fantaſme, oran apprehenſion of an Imaginariething , ſome- 
thing reſembling a crown; which the grecks call Stephanos,conteining within it 
aficric light, anorbe, or girdle which compaſſethand embracerh the hea- 
uens : adhearing to his fantafte were Ciceroand Simplicius .. Empedocles Agrigen- 
tinus, he would haue foure natures of which all things ſhould ſubfiſt, and 
theſe he taught robe diuine : as alſo, that they had byrth, and ſhould ſee end; 
for ſo Cicero writes in his book de watura deorwm. Theodorus and Epiphanize ſpeake 


of one Theodorws firnamed Athees,the Atheiſt: Heaffirmed the gods to be meerc 


take life . Ly/is and Philolaws, call itan vnſpeakeablenumber, ora ſummuy of 


royes, 
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| royes, and not worthie of diuine honors that would perſuade men by their 


| examples rothefr, periurie, and rapine. Protagoras Abaerita was of opinion, 


That it was not lawful to inquire concerning the gods, whether they 
were or were not, or of what nature and qualitie, Xenocrates Chalredonins made 
eight gods, int che wandering ſtares the number of fue, in the whole numb er 
ofthe planc ts 0ne, a ſcauenth in the Sunne, an eighth in the moone . Plato A- 
thenienſis went more diuincly ro worke ; who taught that ir is neither the 
 ayre,nor rea{o1,nor nature, but that there is one onely God by whom alone 
the world was faſhioned, and made perſect, and miraculous . Jenophon Socra- 
ticus held argument, Thar the forme of the true God ,wasnot viſttble,and there- 
fore his eſſence not lawfull robe ſought into . Ariſton the Stoicke aftirmed, 

that God might be comprehended within his owne ſubſtance. Avriftotle pro- 


nob. in his eighth booke' reports . Alcmeon Crotoniates did attributea deitic, ro 
' the Sunne, the Moone, and the reſt of the Planets , in his ignorance (as Cice- 
roſpeakes of him) etwing immortality-to things meerely morrall. Ecphantus 


mind and ſoule . "Brachmane,(who were the Indian wile men,or Sophot) cal- 
ledit the Light;bur nor 2s the ſplendour of the Sunne, or Ayre, butthelight 
of reaſon by which wiſe and vnderſtand ing men might enquire iuto the 
darke and myſtical ſecrets ofnature . Ladtamtius and Cicero ,lay that it was the 
opinion'of the Stoicks, for the molt parr, That this inſtrumentallpower was a 
diuineſubſtance, intelligeable and ayeric, but wanting forme ; yet to bee 
tranſhapt, or made like ro whatſoeuer it beſt pleaſed it ſelfe . The ſame Phi- 
lofophers attributed a god-hoog ro the ſtarres andall other cceleſtiall bo- 
dies. Heraclides Ponticus, thought the World and the Minde, both diuine, and 
' was of opinion that this forme of thedeiry was mutable, reducing the earth 
| 2nd the heauens within the compaſſe of Godhead . Fpicurus Athenienſis, hee 
| made him gods of Atoms or Mortcs, allowing them bodies diftcring from 
| men, but bearing hamaine forme. AM. Terentius Varro , [uppolcd him to be the 
| ſoule of the world, and the world itſelf ro be god . Cicerodefines him thus, 
| acertaine pure and free mind ſeperate trom all mortallcommixtion ,cuer moo- 
uing, andall things knowing ; and 0r:zzxes adhering tothe opinion of Exilne- 
fon concludes, that the oods are eucr during. nor ſubject ro corruption , and 
| yeraltogerher without proutdence, Bar leaſt I ſhould grow tedious in the 
ſearch of ſo many diuer{c opinions, which ro ſome may appeare impertinent 
to the tractate in hand, yet not altogether vnneceſſary ro ſuch who haue 
nottrauclled inthe ſearch of theſe Antiquities : I wil comeneerer to the 
matter,and ro ſpeake of the goddeſſes, as vie promiſt. Hefrod hath lett to me- 
morie, thar there areno lefſe than thirtie thouſand gods within the compile 
of the world and euery one haue ſeucrall predominance cucr men, beats, 
fiſh, foules, andall other creatures vegetatiue and ſcnlatiue , Tertullan hee 
ſpeakes of three hundred /oues or Jupiters counted by M. Yarro. Therctore it 
was not permitted amongft the Romanes, to adore any other gods or god- 
defſes than ſuch as were approoued ind allowed by the Senate. Inthe books 
| of the high Prieſt ir was thus written, Ler no man bring in an innovation of 
any new gods, or aliens, to be privately adored, vnlefle rhey be publikely ap- 


 prooucd : : onely ſuchas hauc trom antiquitie beene held Cecleſtiall , and vnto 
B 2 whom 


Siracuſanus, as Eriomes relates of him, imagined the divinitie roexiſt in the. 
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poſed, Thar one Mind gouerned the whole world, and that it was rhe prime | 
and principall caufe of all things . Spencippus conlt: ured a naturall living po- | 
wer , by which all things were -gouerned, and that heſtil'd a deity, for (0 Ar- 
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Of the Goddeſles Lib. 1; 
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whom Temples and Alters have beene confecrated : letnone elſe hauc diuine 
worſhip . The Heathen of old amongſt their goddefles, counted thele, Padi- 
citia, Concordia, Mens , Spes, Honor, Clementia, and Fides : that is, Baſhfulneſle, 
Concord,the Mind , Hope, Honour, Clemency.,and Faith . Pliny writes Of a 
Temple in Rome, dedicated ro Honour . Certaine liuing creatures and other

things were in the old time reuercnced as gods. The Trogloditz(as the ſame 
authour teſtifies) worſhipped a Tortoiſe . The Agyptians had in honour, 
garlicke, and onyons ; they hauc the Crocodile likewiſe in diuine adoration, 
ro whom they offer ſacrifice , but the Ombyrz chiefly a people of that coun- 
trey , by whom he is held moſt ſacred; andifir ſo happen that their children 
be by him deuoured,the parents reioyce, imoginiug they are ſpecially beloued 
of the gods, thar are thought worthy tobegrr tood topleaſe their appetits.Ser- 
pents are honoured by the Phoenicians . In Gadera a citie of Spayne , two 
Temples were eredted; the one to Age,the other ro Death : roone asthe mi- 
ſtreſſe of Experience : rothe other, as a quier harbour or cefſarion from ali 
miſeries and calamitics . In other cirics were rhe like inſtiruted ro Pouertie, 
and to Fortune: leſt the one ſhould affii& rhem and that the other thould fauor 
them.Floods likewiſe andriuers were eſteemed as deities, ſome portraide inthe 
figure of men, andothers in the ſemblance of beafts . Amongſt the Laczde- 
monians as Plstarch retates, Temples were edifizd, one to Feare, another to 
Laughrter,athird to Death. The Myptians worſhipped rhe Sunne and Moone, 
the Goddeſle 1bis, acat, an cagle, anda goate. The Syrians adored a doue : 
the Romanes a goole, by reaſon that by the cackling of geeſe the Capitall was 
preſcrued from the ſacke. Amongſt the Thefſlalians it was held an offence 
Capirall rokill a Storke . Thoſe thar inhabite the Iſland Syrene, honour the 
fiſh called Pharos: thoſe that dwell in Mceotis,the fiſh Oxirimgw: In Ambracia, 
a Lyoneſſe, becauſe intimes paſt a Lyonefle ceaſed vpon a Tyrant and tore 
him to pieces; by which they were reſtored to their ancient liberties. Thoſe 
that live by Dclphos, aWalfe, who by ſcraping vp the carth diſcovered a great 
quantitieof gold buried, and rill then concealed , The men of Samos,a Sheepe, 
the Argiues a Serpent, the Iflanders of Tenedos, a Cow with calfe ; after whoſe 
conception they tender her as much ſeruice, as to a woman young with child. 
A Drazon in Alba (a groue iuſt oppoſite againſt 1w3oes Temple) was honoured 
by the Spartane virgins : to wh.ch ar certaine times they went, and fedde him 
from their hands . The Ayprians had e-4ſpes likewiſe in great worſhip, which 
they foſtered and brought vp rogether with their children . The Thebanes 
honored a Sea-Zamprey.There were gods called Medioxum det,or middlegods: 

of which Plawtws in his Ciftellaria makes mention , 1ta me dy deaque ſuper, et in- 

feri. + mediorwm , as the gods and goddefles ſupernall or internall,or thoſe be- 


twixtrhem borh,&c . Heſpeakes likewiſe of Dy potellary, ſuch as had power | 
ouer the diſhes thar were vſed in facrifices : ro which 0#/@hath reference in 
this verſe , Fert.. Miſ/os Veſt & pura patella cibos: T he cleane platter preſcnts thoſe 
cates ſent to Yeſta. And Plautus in another place, Dy me omnes, magni, mmuti,(>

patellary,gye . There be others called Semones ; who haue domination ouer as 
much as lyes open from the middle region of the ayre to the earth , and they 
arecalled by vs /emi-dei or halfe-gods : Fulzentius calls thoſe Semones , that 


mongſt whom he reckons Priapus, Hippo, and Yertummnus , In Italy there were 
divers others called Dy municipates, as belonging to priuate men.in citties, not 
called into any publicke office ; as amongſt the Cruſtuminians, Delw-ntinus,

| her infancie. In Argos and Micene, two chicte cities of Achaia thee was like- 
| wiſe much honoured, as their Queene and Parronefle, for ſo Horace af 
\ firmes /:b.1. Carmin, Ouidinh's 6 booke De faſtis ſaith, thatthe people called | 
Phaliſci, hauc her in great adoration, calling them Iunonicolti, asrho!e that 
honour Juno. Of her chaſtirie,maicſtie,her brawling and chiding with /upuer, 
her reuenge vpon his ſtrumpers and baſtards, diuers things haue beene di- 
uerſely commented, of which I will infiſt vpon ſome fewe . Juno hauing in 
{ {uſpition Semele the daughter of Cadmus and Hermione to haue beene often 
| proſtituted by 1upiter, ſhee changed her ſeclfc into the ſhape of her nource | 
Berge, perſuading her that ſhee ſhould beg of him , Thar he would grace her 
ſo much as to l:e with her inthe ſame ſtare and maieſtie, with which he bed- 
ded Jano, that as his power and potencie was great aboueall, ſo herembracings 
and wantonnings might be remarkeable aboue others : which he vawillingly 
granting,and ſhe as vnfurrunarely obtaining, was the occalton that ſhe with her 
pallace were both conſumed in his fires and thunders,

blinde : to recompence which loſſe , Jupiter inſpired him with the ſpirit of 


Diuination and Prophetic ; to which, her continnued anger further added, 
That howſocuer hce truely propheficd , yet his preſages ſhould ncuer bee 
belecued. 

Alcmena too, growing great of Herewles, and readic to bee delivered, ſhee 
taking on her the ſhape of a beldame, ſat her downe beforeher ovne altar 


with her knees croſſed, and her hands clutched,by which charme ſhee ſtopped | 


the paſſage of her child-birth , which Gallants c{pying,and aprehending (as it 
was indeed ) that to be the occafior; why her ladie could nor be deliuered, ſhe 
bethought her of a craft to preuent the others cunning ; for leauing Alc- 
mena in the middeſt of her throwes, ſhee aſſurncs a counterteit 10y , and with

| a glad countenance approcheth the altar to thanke the gods tor her Ladies 
| ſafe deliuerie : Which 1#nono ſooner heard , but vp ſhee riſcth and caſts her 
' armes abroad ; her knees were no ſooner vncroſt and her fingers open, but Alc- 


| mena was eaſed, and Herewles tound free paſſage into the world. Gallantss at

this laughing , and Juno chafing tobe thus deluded,ſhe afflicted her with anvn-! 
heard off puniſhment by tranfhaping her intoa Weelill, whole nature is to 
kindleat the mouth ; that from the ſame jawes with which ſhee had lied to 
the gods about Alemenaes childbearing ſhe ſhould euer after bring foorth her 

oung. 
n No lefle was her hatred to all the poſteritie of Cadmws : for when Aoane 
had loſt Pentheus,and Antinoe, Atteon;and Semele had becne conſumed by 7oues 
thunders z and there remained oncly two, Athamesand 1no , ſhee poſſeſt them 
both with ſuch madneſſe, that hee being on hunting , tranſpierſt his ſonne 
Learchus , miſtaking him for the game he chaled , and 79 ſnacht vp young 
Melwertes and with him caſt her ſelte downe headlong into the Sea, from the 
trop of an high promontoric . But at the interceſſion of Yenzs, who was borne 
of the waues, Neptune was pleaſed to ranke them in the number of the Sea- 
gods,ſorhat Melticertes is called Palemon ; and ns, Lexcothoe. I could further re- 
lace of manic other poeticall Fables, as of 7x/2z, who entertained and featted 
by 1#pier, attempred to {trumpet ano, and adultcrar the bed of 7&piter , which 
to preuent, and ſhunne the violence of a rape, ſhe tathioneda Clowd into her 
owne fimilitude and ſcmblance, which 1x10 miſtaking for 1uns, of that be- 
2ot the Centaures. As allo, the birth of her ſonne Yulcaze, and her daughter 
Eccho , he lame,andſheeſo deformed, that being aſhamed to ſhew her ſelfe or 
appeareto the eyes of any,ſhe hath ſoconceald her {clfe in thicke woods and 
hollow vaults and cauernes, that neuer any part of her could cuer yet be diſ- 
couercd more than her voice. 

Yet to ſhew that in all theſe ſeeming fables golden meanings were inten- 
ded, I will briefely thus illuſtrate them : 1wno was therefore called the daugh- 
ter of Saiwurye, becauſethe world was created by God,the great worke-maſter 
of Nature, Then, in his courſe was Time borne ; from thence, Ether,which is, 
whatſocuer is aboue the Element of Fire, the Firmament, or the Sky ; and 
next that, the Elements : The higheſt next 1upiter is A&r,namely 1uno,the mo- 
deratreſſe of the life of man, by whom the treaſures of raine and haile are 
diſpoſed and pouerned: of the Aire waxing hot,are generated creatures, trees 
and plants , &c. whoſe temperature hath an influence in the bodies and 
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| mindes of reaſonable creatures : therefore when from water «er is next bc- 
| got, ſhee is fayd to be nouriſht by Gceanwe and Thetzs,when the force of the 
| Element workes with the Aer inthe procreation of creatures, thee is then 
| ſayd tobethe wife of 7upiter + when ſhee is changed into hre,then thee brings 
forth Yulcan: when the benignitie of theaire hath cooperation with ſuch things 

as aregenerated, ſhee is then ſtiled the goddeſle of marriage. So likewiſe 

itis ſated of 7xion, that for attempting the bed of Jupiter he was from heauen 
| calt downeinto hell ; which ſome would bring within the compaſle of hiſto- | 
rie : But thar hee is there tortured vpona whecle inceflantly turning round, | 
muſt needs include moralitie . Moſt probable it is that 7xioz diſgrac't and | 
baniſht from the court of that king whoſe wife he had ſought to adulterar, | 
| was thereby made of all men the moſt wretched and miſerable, as one exctu- 
ciated with perperuall ambition andenuic : for ſuch as vnder theimaginarie 
Idea of vertue apprehend the realitic of vaine glorie, they can attempt 
nothing good, nothing ſincere or lawdable,bur all their a&tions are criminal], 
irregular and meerely abſurd ; importing thus much, Thar their eſtates can 
hauenocontinuance,that by ſiniſter and indirect courles ſecke to clime to the 
heigth and crowne of glorie.

| InPhryziathe miniſters of this goddeſle, called Gall, kept certaine feaſt dates 

in her honour, after the manner of Fencers or Gladiators, contending amongſt

Ouid 

in his Metamorp. among(t her prieſts,reckons vp Alphits : and Firgilt in his 11 

booke, Choreus. Meliſſa was 2 woman prieſt , of whom all that ſucceeded her 

were called Meliſ/e.Plutarchin Mar.nominats one Barthabaces, Per ea temspora,Q7c. 

| About thoſe times came Barthabuces prieſt to the great mother of the 

| gods, ſaying ſhe had ſpoken ro him in her Temple, and predicted victory. 

This Civele is likewiſe called Yet, and Rea. Therights of her ſacrifices per- 
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Of old with tincling ſaunds,did Ida ring, 
| But weakely,as young Infants crit or ſing. 
| Some beate thetr Bucklers, ſome their emptie cakes, 
(For this, of Cibeles Prieſts,the labogr askes) 
The myſtert's conceald- yet ſtill remaines 
| An imitation of thoſe auntient Straines, 
Cimbals for Helmes ; for Targets, Timbrils play, 
The Phrigtan Pipe [till ſounds, as at that day. 


Her prieſts were called Curetes, and Coribantes ; as alſo 14&# Da#ili, who 
| like mad-men wagging their heads and playing on Cimbals ran aboat the 
| {treets , prouoking others to doe the like : They came from Ida in Phrygia 
into Crecte, in which Ifland they cald a hill bythe name of Ida. 
The Poets(who in their Fables hidall che myſteries of learning,as the Egyp- 
tians in their Hierogliphicks ) by the motherot thegods, would haue vsrhus 
much vnderſtand , That when they meant to fignifie to our apprehenſions, 
that the earch, as the ſtabilitic of the world, and firmament of all naturall 
bodies,from whence all things borne had beginning; rhey therefore call Cybele 

| or Yeſts the mother of the gods,and to her ſacrifices brought all the firſt fruits 
of the earth as due to her . Further to expreſle the nature of the earth , many 
things haue from antiquitic beene remembredtouching her : for &hea ſignifies 
the Mics or ſtrengrh of the earth who paſſeth and ſhifterh, piercing into the 


generation of things.

She was honouredin Cyprus ; and eſpecially in 
Paphos, a citric ofthar Ifle : likewiſe in Memphis where the had a Temple : of | 
Cyprus ſhe had the denomination of Cypria, Cyprus, and Cyprigena : of Paphos, 
Paphia , of Gnydos, Gnyaia . Pliny reports that Praxitiles was nobilitated for his 
grauing of Marble , bur eſpecially for the Statue of Gnidian. Yenws. The Idali- 
an woods, the Ciclides, and the hill Cythera were to herſacred. Of Erix a 
mountaine 1n Sicilia ſhe was called Erecina : as Horrac. Carmin.lib.1 .

Ofher loue ro Adons,the inceſtuous iſſue of Mirrha and her father Cyniras ;

of eAneas, it might appeare f.:perfluous to inſiſt ypon. Theretore to auoide 
all prolixiric,I will briefly come ro the myſteries included. ny 

Becauſe ſome creatures arc borne of corruption, and orhers by copulation, 
the Poets by Yenus would illuſtrat what 15s requiſite and convenient toborh : 
Torkoſe which are bred of corruption, the mediocritie of heate ,and clemen- 
cie of the heauen is very neceſlari2 to their breeding . Againe, to thoſe that 
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the blood,it acquires a moderat heate, which is chiefly helped by the Spring: 
| for the temperature of the Spring is called rhe baude ro all procreation : and 
 therfpre the ancient writers, to expreſſethe matterof the ſeedv,and modera- 
' tion of the aire (both neceflarily ro meete in the appetite of gencration) haue 
| fabulated, That Yenws was borne of the generatiue parts of Heauen, as alſo of 
the Sea : For theſe parts,are the mediocritie of heate by motion,which is vſc- 
fall and necefirous inthe begerting of all creatures whatſoeuer. 
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He is likewiſe called Pall, borne of the braine of 7upiter ; ſhee isthe god- 
deſſe of Wiſedom, Diſcipline,and Armes,and thertore called Bellona, and 
therefore tranflared into the number of rhe gods,becaule the invention of 
artes and ſ{ciencesare attributed roher . The places celcbrated to her deitie, 
| were Ithinas a hillneereto Athens, where ſhee hada Temple erreed ; the 
mountaine Pireas,in Attica ; in Aracinthus, a place in Xtolia, from which(as 
Statizes Writes) ſhe was called Aracimhia. Flinie faith that Nea, one of the If- 
lands called Ciclades, was peculiar to her. Bur Athens was her place of moſt 
honour,which citie ſhe 1s {ayd to hane builr : From thence ſhe hath the name 
of Athnes, Attica , Cecropia, and Moſepia Horace Carm. lib, 1. The great citic 
called Alcomeneum,(cituate in Boeria, hath likewiſe by the teſtament of the 
firſt founder ſubmitted it {elfe to her patronage.Of Scira,a prophet of Eluſina, 
ſhee was called Sciras . The (olemnilation of her fteaſtivals were called Pana- 
thenea. There were certaine wrealthng - X74Y 76 Theſews in Athens 
firſt inſtituted to this goddeſle, as Plwtarchath deliuered . She had likewiſe 
her Q#inquatria yearely celebrated , which were kept ſacred fiue daics at- 
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after the Ides. In her ſacrifices it was their cuſtome tooffer a Goar, becauſe as 
Plinie hath left recorded, The biting of the goar is preiudiciall tothe Oliue 
tree, whoſe fruit Minerua beſt loneth ; the vericlicking of the rinde with their 
rongues makes it barren . Shee flew the beaft Alcida,a monſter rhat from his 
mouth and noſthrils breathed fire . e&lanws writes, that when Alexander 
brought hisarmie againſt Thebes ( amongſt manic other prodigies ) that the 
image of AMinerua, firnamed Atalcomineides was burnt by a voluntarie flame, 
no fire being neere it, At Aſſeſſum ſhe had two Temples : trom thar place the 
was called Minerua A//eſſis . From other places where ſhee was worſhipt, ſhe 
rooke the name of Pallenides and Pedaſia : Alea from her temple amongſt the 
Tegeates. Tutelarss ſhe was called by the inhabitants of Chios , and honoured 
as an Oracle amongſt the Xgyptians;ſhe had only aporch amongſt rhe Seians. 
In ſome places her ſtatues were couered with gold, in others they were of 
plaine ſtone. She had a Temple in Sigeum : three others, Sciradis, Zgis,and 
Craſtiz : ſhe was by ſome called Minerua Vrbana, and Miner ua 1ſliadi. Herodotus 
writeth that when Xerxes tranſported his armie into Greece,pafiing by Troy 
and being perufing the antiquities thereof ; vpon his departure thence,at the 
altar of Mizerua , hee ſacrificed a thouſand oxen in one day. Manie things are 
fabled of her by Poets,as of her contention in weauing,with Arachne which I 
purpoſely refer to her ſtorie asirfallsin courſe. Sheis the Hicrogliphick of

The Maclies.and the Auſes, are twonations that border vpon the ſpacious | 
Fenne Tritonides : Their virgins inthe yearcly feaſt of Mnerua, in celc bra- 
tions of their rights tothe goddeſle,diuide them{elues intorwoarmies, and 
fight one part againſt the other , with ſtones, clubs, and orher weapons of ho- 
ſtilitie : ſuch as periſh in the conflift, they hold robcenotrucand perfeR Vir- 
gins,becauſe not protected by the goddefle : Burſhee that hath borne herſelte 
the moſt valiant in the conflict, is by common conſent of thereſt, richly ador- 
ned, and beautified with the beſt armour, according to the manner of the 
Greekes , her head beautihed witha Corinthian creſt or plume, and ſeated in 
a Chariot drawn through the Tritonian Fenne. They hauc it by tradition,that 
Miners was the daughter of Neptane and the Fenne before named, and being 
reproued by her father, ſhee tooke jr in ſuch ſcorne, that ſhee vrterly reiefted 
him and gaue her ſclfe ro Jupiter, who. adopted her his daughter . Jalewcus 
when hee commended his lawes to the Loerenſes , to make them the better 
obſerued by the people , told them ,.Minerns had appeared to him, and did 
diate and propoſe ro him whatloeuer he had delivered rothem . The moſt |} 
famous ot Poets, Homer, hee made Minerua a companion with Yy/es in all his 
trauels , in whom hee perſonated the moft wiſe man amongſt the Grecians, 
who freed him from all daungers, labours,and ſhip-wreckes,and brought him 
inſ{afetic tohis Countrie, Parents, Qneene, Sonne, and Subiedts : thereby in- | 
timating, That by Wiſedomand Knowledge all difficult things maybe eafi- 
ly vndergone. This is that winged horſe Pegaſus, by which Perſeus ſubducd fo 
manie monſters. This is that ſhield of Pallas, ro which the Gorgons head be.

Pall hath beene often inuocated by the Poets , buramongſt infinite I will 
onelie inſtance one, and that for the elegancie . Homer in his long peregrina- 
tion through Greece and other countries, ſometimes by ſea, and ſometimes 
by land, and by the reaſon of his blindnefſe groaping his way, hee happened 
to paſſeby a place where Potters were at worke, and ſetting ſuch things as 
they had newlie moulded, into their furnace : who finding by hisharpe (for 
he feldome trauclled withour it, being one of the beſt meanes he had to ger 
his liuing) that hee had ſome skill in Muſicke, intreated him thathee would 
play them a fit of Myrth, and fing thema fine ſong; which it hee would doe, 
they would giue him ſomanic ſmall pots and neceſſary drinking cups for his 
labour, vayles that belonged to their trade. The conditions were accepted; 


and he preſcntlic to his harpe ſung this extemperoll dittie, called Caminws, or

was borne in Cinthus,2 mountainc hanging ouer Delos; of whom Sratzes laith, 
theyare both called Cinthy . In Epbeſis, acittie of Ionia or Lydia, ſhe had 
a magnificent Temple numbered amongſt the ſeauen wonders of the world. 
In Bauron, a cittic of Attica, ſhe was likewiſe honoured. And as Lacan te- 
ſtates, in Taurus, a mountaine in Sicilie : and as Yirzi/, in Delos,

From whence as Clandianrelates, ſhe had the name of «&1mea, Ainnea, and Ca- 
tanenſir : the like doth Selius, (4c. Latamtius reports, that into theſe her Tem- 
ples creed in theſe citries, ir was not lawtfull tor any man to enter, The man- 
ner of the rights among the Phigalenſes were, that no Sacritices ſhould bee 
llayne, onely the fruirs of planted trees, Hony-combs, and new ſhorne wooll, 
were laidevponthe Altar, and ſprinkled with (weete oyle, and were ſet a fire, 
burnt and offered: theſe Cuſtomes were priuatelie and publikelic obſerued 
PER, as Panſanias left recorded . The Argiues ſacrifice to this goddeflc 
»y the name of Ceres Clithonia,vpon certaine (et dayes in the Summer, after 
this manner : Their Sacrificiall pompe is attended by the chiete Magiſtrates 
of the cittie : after which companie, the women and childrennext followed, 
the boyes all in white roabes with chaplets about their browes of Hiacinthes 
interwouen : and inthe lagge end of the ſame troope were driuen a certaine 
number of faire and goodlic oxen, but bound in {tri bands, and drag'd tow- 
ards the Temple : being thither come , one of theſe beaſts with his cords loo- 
ſed was driuea in, the reſt ofthe people ſtanding without the gatcs , and loo- 
king on ; who, no ſooner ſec him entred, but ſhur the gates vpon him : with- 
in the Temple, are foure olde women prieſts with hatchers and kniues , by 
whom he isſlaine, and one of them harh by lot the office to cut off the head of 
the ſacrifice . This done, the doores are againe ſet open, and thereſt , one by 
one forc't in, and ſo inorder by the ſame women {layne and offered . In a 
booke of the {cituation of Sicilie, compoſed by Cl. Marius _Aretine, aPatriti- 
an, and of Syracuſa : Intituled Chorographia Sicalie , In the cirtie Anna, 
laith he (as Srrabo conſenting with him) were borne Ceres, and her daughter 
Libera, whom ſome call Proſerpins, From which place ſhee was rap't, and 
therefore is this cittie to her ſacred. Neere to this cittie is a riuer of an infi- 
nitedepth, whoſe mouth lyeth towards the North,from whence it is ſaid Ds, 
or Plato,with his chariot made aſcent, and harrieng the virgin thence, ro haue 
penetrated the earth againe not farre from Syracuſa+ This is that moft ancient 
Ceres whom not Sicilia oncly, bur all other nations whatſoeuer celcbrared . 
Moſt certaine it is, that ſhe was Queene of the Sicilians, and gauerhem lawes, 
taught them the vſe of tillage and husbandrie ; and that herdaughter Zivers 
was tranſported thence by Orcs, or Du, king of the Moloſhans . In her Tem- 
ple (part of which , not many yeares ſince was ſtanding) were two ftatues of 
Marble , one ſacred to her, another to Proſerpina ; another of brafſe, beaurifall 
and faire, but wondrous antient . Art the entrance into the Church inan open 
place without, were two other faire portraitures; one of her, another of Trip- 
tolemus , large and of exquiſite workemanſhip : In Cere-right hand was the 
image of Vicorie moſt curiouſlie forged. This Hiſtorie with many orher,is 
with muchnimbleanddextrous witte tabulated by 0wid : ro whoſe Metamer- 


In Ceres is figured to vs, an exhortation to all mento bee carefull inthe 
manuring and tilling of the Earth, ſince Ceres is taken for the Earth, the trea- 
ſureſſe of all riches whatſoeuer , and iuſt is that vſurie and commendable 
which arriſeth from thence : for the fertilirie that growes that way , is m_ 
by the temperature of the weather, and the induſtrie of mans labours . Shee 
is therefore ſayd to wander roundabout the earth, and oucr theſparious Vni- 
uerſe , becauſe of the obliquitic of the ſigne-bearing circle, and the pro- 


lantation and agriculture, and of that place had the name of Els/ina : ſhe was

reſſe of the Sunne beneath that , by which Sommer is in ſome parts of the 
world at all ſeaſons of the yearc,and elſewhere when not here., Beſides from 
hence this moralitic may bee colleted, No man vnpuniſhed can deſpiſe the 
gods : for miſcries are the hand-maides of diſhoneſtie, therefore of force 
4 wicked and irreligious man is ſubieRand incident to fall into many diltreſles 
and caſualties : therefore Pictie towards heauen, Wiſedome in managing our 
affaires, and Thrittineſſe in the dif] poſing of our priuat fortunes areall requi- 
fite in an honeſt, religious, a parfimontous, and well diſpoſed man.

Manie fables of Proſerpina haue bin introduc'd for our better inſtrution, 
by the ancient Poets ; which is onely ro expreſſe tovsthenatureof the ſeedes, 
and plants ; for Proſerpina , by whom is ſignified the Moone, ſhining to vs 
one halfe of the moneth, and lying the other halfe in thearmes of her huſ- 
band Plats, that is, being halfe the yearc in Heauen and the other in Hell, fixe 
moneths beneath the carth , and as manic aboue : ſo is it with the yertue of 
plants, whoſe ſappe for ſixe moneths ſpace, is by reaſon of the ſubterren cold, 
forc't and diffuſed vpward into the boughes and branches. : againe , by the 
extreamitie of the Winters vpper cold , it is compulſtuely driven backe 
downeward into the roote, beneath the earth : for ſodoth natureimpart her 
powerand yertue toall creatures and naturall bodies whatſocuer, that they 
many obſcrue a mutualitie (1t I may tearme ir ſo) in their cooperation. After 
the like manner is the day ſorted out tor our labours and affaires, the night for 
our reſt and repoſe . So likewiſe in explicating the power: of Zuns, orthe 
Moone : ſomecall her the daughter of Hiperion orthe Sunne , becauſe ſhee 
being Corpus diaphanes, thatis a bodie criſtaline, like refleCiue glafſe, tranſ- 
ferres the light recciued from her father, vpon the earth to vs ; for which 
cauſe ſhe is called alto the fiſtey of the Sunne : by the ſwiftneſſe of her courſe 
her proper motionsaredeclared . To expreſlſe her naturealwaies appearing | 
to vs greater, or ldſer, is to fignific her ſtrength and multiplicitie of wor- 
king, therefore they alot her a garment of diuers and ſundrie colours . In 
attributing to her the double ſexes of male and female ( as ſome haue com- * 
mented ) the reaſon is, inthat as ſhee is woman, ſhee infuſeth an humor ne- 
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| increaſe; for without this heate, invaine were her opveration, which is eaſi- 
' ly proued in all creatures raar are pregnant and bringing foorth :: therefore, 
| lee is called Lxcina,as rhe goddeſſe that brings creatures ro light. She is like- 
 wiſeoperatiue cocorruption',-which is the reaſo1 that ſicke men and ſuch as 
| are rroubl:& with anic greeuous maladic;are moſt in daunger of dearh in the 
| criticall dates of rhe Moone.

Hee is the goddetle of Reuenge and Wrath, and puniſher of theproude 
and vaineglorious . She had a Temple in Ramnus,a towne in Artica,trom 
which ſhee rooke the name of Rhammuſiz. Ariſtotle by the pathcn of In- 
dicnation, and afteftion of Commileration, ſaith Nemeſis is figured;and both 
of theſcrooke in the better part : Indignation when good men are troubled 
and vexed toſee bad men yſe good thingsill : Commileration, roſee honeſt 
and juſt men croſt with the diſaſters of che world. Platarch in his booke de 
capiendaex hoſtibus wiilitate, ſpeaking how ridiculous ir 15 for anie man tore- 
| prou* another of that vice of which hee is himſelte guiltie, or taint anie 
man for the leaſt deformirie vnto which hee is ſubic*thimſelte, brings in Leo 
Bizantius a crooked back't fellow , gybing at him , becauſe hee had a weake- 
neſſe and an infirmitie falne into his etes : rohim he thus anſwered, Why doſt 
thou mock me for this miſchance by fortune , when thou thy ſelfe carricſt 
| Nemeſis vpon thy backe by nature. Of what power this Nemeſis was, and how 
honoured, manie Authors as well amongſt the Greekes as the Latines, haue

Rite me matron vidiſtis, riteg, dedrcaſtts. 

! Soſuperſtitiousthey were in the daies of old that they attributed all cheir 
| intents, actions, and cuents of things,to the guidance and will of Fortune,nay 

that ſhee had a power in their verie birthdaies, and dayes of death : as of E- 
riptdes che moſt famous Tragick Poct, hee was borne on the ſame day that be- 
| fore Salamine, the Greeks and the Meades fought that famous Sea-battel,and 
died vpon the birth day of Dyoniſirs ſenior, the tyranr of Sicily. When as 
(Times ſayth) at one inſtant, Fortane tooke away the imitator of Tragicke 
calamities,and brought intheir true ator and performer. Aſcribed itis to For- 
tune , that Alexander the Conquerer, and Dyogenesthe Cynick, ſhould die both 
on a day :and, that king Attalzs left the world,the ſame day of the yere that h- 
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of the moneth that he was borne in Rome, the ſame (or as ſome will haue it 
| the day after ) he was beheaded in Xgypt . Pyndarus the Greeke Poet, borne 

in Pithea,conſecrated many diuine Hymnes to Appolls, patron of rhe place. 
Florus remembers Carniades in the celebration of Platos birth day , whom he 
calls a ſtout chamþion of the Accademie,obſcruing that they were both borne 
onthe feaſt day of Appollo, Plato in Athens, where the Thargetia wereacted; 


falling vpon the ſeucnth day, on which his prieſts ſry Appollohimlelte was 


| borne, and therefore they call him Septimanatus, and Hebdomagentms , as much 


as roſay,theſeuenth day borne . Thole therefore that call 7/ato the ſonne of 


| Lacedemonims hath lctt this character :

Deriu'd from mortall parents he was not : 

No, 'twas ſome Deity that hins beoot. 


{ Platarchin his queſt. Rom. the 64. queſtion, demands why Seruins Tallis 
dedicateda Templeto lirtle Fortune, or Short? (for ſo the Latine words im- 
ply, being Parue C4 Breui) becauſe faith he, that in the beginning from baſenes 


and obſcuritie ( as being borne of a captiue mother) by the benefite of For- 
tune 


Linie, Dyonifius Halicarnaſſeus, Lattantins , Plutarch , and others, aftirme that | 


entered intothe world. The like was read of Pompey the great , the ſame day | 


and Carniades in Cyrene,where the Carnia were celebrated; both theſe fealts 


Appolls ( as Plutarch faith ) have done the god no indignitic or diſhonour, hee | 
hauing ſucceeded him in the Oracles of diuinc philoſophie,of whom Tindarw |

| Diuine honours, and to inſcribe her inall his ations : for henor onely built 
| Temples to Fortuna bone ſþet, of good hope ; Averrance, to turne away her 
| anger: Blan4g,to her ſm\ling; Primogenie,as tothe eldeſt child of Inheritance;77- 
' rils, as ſhe was manly : but heerected onealſo to his owne proper fortune. He 
| gauC heralfo the denominations of Conxertentss, turning, or turning towards ; 
| Bene [þerants, of well hoping and Fortune wirging, Fortune the Virgin , like- 

wiſe Yiſcoſe, as catching and clinging to vs inall our attempts and actions. May 
| itnot therefore be obſerued, that this Temple, and theſe rights and ceremo- 
' nies were celebrated to Little Fortune , that ſhe may aſliſt and muchauaile vs 
 enen in things of the ſmalleſt moment ? Teaching vs,that in all occyrrents and 
; euents we ought ro intermit no occation or opportunitie that may auaile vs, 
| for the ſmalneſle in ſhew or fleightneſſe in appearance . But to apply theſe 
| thirigs to our better vſe, and ſhew that all theſe Diwine attributes beſtowed en 
' this goddeſſe were heatheniſh, and abſurd , I hold opinion with Flutarch, lib, 
de Fortuna, That Wiſedome guideth the lite and actions of man, not Fortune. 
Was itby Fortune (faith he) that Ari//idesliued in pouertie, when it was in his 
owne power to purchaſe wealth ? or thar Scypio hauing raken Carthage , nei- 
ther ſaw the prey, nor tooke part.of the ſpoyle © Thar Pþlocrates hauing recei- 
ued ſo many Talents of Alexanders, ſpent them vpon ſtrumpers, and Fiſhes. 
That Zaſthenes and Emthycrates , by propoſing to themſclues no other felicitic 
than the throate and belly,loſt Olynthus? If theſe things be atrribured to For- 
tune, we may as well ſay, Cats,Goates, and Apcs, areby chance giuen to yo- 
racitie, luſt, and ſquirilitie . If all things be attributed to fortune, whar can be 
deuiſed * whatlearnt ? what citties gouernment could fubſilt ? or what Kings 

counſell be managed without prouidence, and wiſedome to direct it? did For- 
rune ſway all ? Many bruite beaſts are bettcr furniſht in theirnatureand con-/ 
| dition than man; ſome are arm'd with hornes, ſome with teeth, ſome with 
prickles,not ſo much as the Porcupine,nay the Hedge-hogge, but as Empeatcles 
faith :

She hath yet beſtowed one thing vpon him, which makes good all the reſt, 
The w(e of Reaſon, Induſtrie, and Prouidence : nothiug more wild , or more ſwift 
than the horſe, yet he runnes to mans vſe : The doggeis abealt, fierce and cru- 
cl}, yet his feruant and keeper : with the Forreſts bcaft, the Ayers foule, and 
the Seas Fiſhhe feedes and banquets: what beaſt is greater than the Elephant: 
or tobchold, what more terrible 2 yetto him he is a ſpeQacle of pleaſure, like 
8 play in a publike Theatre ? Anaxagoras faith, That bruit beaſts excel] man in 
all things, yet whatſoeuer they haue, man applyes to his owne vic; hee ga- 
thers the honie from the Bee, and drawes milke trom the Cow, yet in all this, 
| Fortune hath no hang, onely Counſell and Prouidence. Looke but into crafts, 
arts, and ſciences, we ſeemettalls tried, houſes built, ſtatues caru'd, yet not a- 
ny of theſe by chance or accident, for the arts and crafts (as we call them) 
| acknowledge Ergana,that is, Minerus (not Fortune) for their goddeſle and Pa- 

troneſſe.

rroneſſe . Ir\is recorded of a Painter, that hauing drawne a horſe in all his li- 
niaments, coliierdichepe and every thing intheirrrue poſture,onelie the foame 
forced from the horſes mouth by the curbe or bir of the bridle he had nordone 
to his mind; which often blotting our, and againe ſeeking to make perfect , but 
in vaine, in a great. vexation and anger, he caſt his pencell(being then full ofthe 
ſame colour) againſt the table,which hitting in the ſame place gaue fo fortunar 
a daſh, that what art could nor doe,meere chanceand accident madecompleat 
and perfeR : and this is the onelic maſter-peece of Fortune that I haueread 
off. Inall ſciences, Artificers vſe their rules, ſquares, lines, plummets, mea- 
ſures, numbers, leaſt any particle of their cunning ſhould be conterd ypon hap 
or accident , There is a prouidence cuen in tunitig 'of an inſtrument, in ſtack- 
ning or ſtretching the ſtring; in the kitchin to ſeaſon meate rothe pallar : 
nor doth any man that hath bought cloath to ſuite himſelfe;kneele downe and 
make his oriſons to Fortune, to make them vp and fitthem rohisbodie. Hee 
that hath gathered together abundance of treaſure and riches, harh many cap- 
tines about him, and ſeruants to atrend him, dwells'in a Pallace with many 


tables, withour true wiſedome to manage all theſe, apprehends no truefelici- 
tie or happineſle of life . Therefore one asking Jphicrates, why hauing armes, 
and bowes, and weapons, and other militaric ornaments, What kind of manhe 
was that profeſt not any < heanſwered, he was that man that had. dominion o- 
ver all theſe, and power to vſethem at his pleaſure. Therefore wiſedome is 
neither gold, nor ſiluer, norgloric, nor health, nor riches, norſtrength, nor. 
beautie ; itts onelie that which by knowing how ro vie themwell, makes 
them laudableand profitable, withoutwhich they are meerelie vame, barren, 
yea,and oft rimes damnable, and to him that inioyes' them brings trouble and: 
ſhame . I will conclude this traQate with the ſaying of the Poer,

Sentis, had predominance ouer quicke and wittie ſentences . In marriages, 
/child-births, and funeralls , they vſed the inuocation of others, as Denewerra, |

| Mena, Tellwmone, Ruſona, Nents . For corne and graine were Tutulina, Nodimuz, 
| Folutina, Patalena, Hoſtilina, Flora, LaiFucins, Natura, Auerrunca, and Runcid, A- 
| gainſt thecues they had Spineofis : and to prelerue their fruites from blaſting, 
| and that they might ripen in time conuenicnt, Frad7eſa. Rurins was goddeſlc

| - Anaitis. Shee was agoddefle that was particularlic adored by the Lydiangs, 
| andnot knowne to any other nation : to her ſertiice were ſelected the choile 
and pickt damſells out of the chiete and principall of the Nobilitie. Theſe had 
no ſooner beene in her miniſterie and admitred to ſerue at her Altar , bur all 
\ modeſtic and ſhamefaſtnes ſet apart, they expoſed their bodies to publike pro- 
ſtitution ; by this meanes to be made more capable of husbands, and better 
pratiſcd againſt marriage. 

Angerona. She wasa goddefle honoured by the R omanes, when the whole 
cittic laboured of a diſeaſe called the ſquinancie, which is an inflammation or 
fieric heate of the Iawes, breeding a tumor in the throat, which ſuddainclie (if 
not preuented) ſuffocates and ſtoppes the paſſage of the breath : Inthis extre- 
| mitie they offered many ſacrifices to her . Her Sacreds and Feſtiualls were 
| called Angeronalia. Her image was,with her finger laid vpon her lips. Pliny 
| inhis ſecond booke thus ſpeakes of her : Angerons, ro whom the Romans vie 
to{acrifice, the thirteenth of the Calends of Ianuaric, hath her efhgies in her 
Temple, with the mouth cloaſed or ſealed vp. 

Atergatis. A goddeſle honoured by the Syrians,ſoſaith Strabe, That beyond 
Euphrates is the great citie Bambice (whom ſome call Edeſfa, others Hie- 
rapolis)in which Atergats the Syrian goddeſlſe hath diuine reverence. 

Drias, Or Bona dee,was adored by the Roman Matrons.,as alſo by the ordina- 
rie women of leſle ſtate and qualitic : to whole ſacrifices,no man could beeat 
any time admitted : of her Tibullus ſpeakes, 

Sacra bona maribus non adeunda dee. 

Her name was Dri4s, the daughter,or (as ſome will haue it) the wife of Fax 
| 8," who was of that modeſt Temperance and Continencie, that ſhe ſo much 
, retyr'd her ſelte from thefighe of all men, that ſhe neuer walked abroad, nor 
, wasatanytime ſeene in publicke . A. greataſpertion and calumnie ſtill liues

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| beſt affeQing deedes of darkenes. The Etruſcians call her the goddeſſe of Tots,

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impudentand irreligious, as to violare her'rights and ceremonies ; For in her

Flora, She was firſt a ſtrumpet in Rome , of extraordinarie fame, ſtate, and 
beaurie, who by herproſtitution attain'd to ſuch an infinite wealth, that ſhe' 
at her owne proper charge, not onelie repayred, butnew built a great part of 
the walles of Rome , After her death,the conſtiruted thepeopleof Rome for 
her heire : for which bountie they cauſed her ro be deified, and offered vnto 
herdinine honours. Her feaſts were called Floralis. Other 0wid thus ſpeakes in |

For ſaith he, From Pandora, 4 woman of all creatures the faireſt, and firſt crea- 
ted by the gods,all miſchiefes whatſoeuer were aiſperſt through the face of the whole earth, 
And though Palephatus in his fabulous narrations, and Plezaves Fulgentius 1n his 
 Mytholegicis otherwiſe interpret Pandora , yet Heſiodus 15 ſtill conſtant in the

; and artificiallie making them vp againe, bad 7upiter make choiſe oftheſe, which

[ thers, Neptune and Pluto, and hauing calt lotts for the tripartite Empire', the 

Hzauen tell ro 7upiter, Hell ro Plwo, and the Sea with all the iſles adiacent 
tO Neptune, who ſolicited the loue of Amphurice, but ſhre not willing to 
condeſcend to his amorous purpoſe, hee imployed a Dolphin to negoriate 
in his behalfe , who dealt ſo well in the bufinefſe, thar they were not only re- 
confiled, but ſoone afrer married, For which, in the perperuall memorie of fo 


| great and good an office doneto him, he placed him amongſt the ſtarres , not 


farre from Capricorne, as Hizmwus hath left remembred in his Fables, and Ara- 
ts in his Aſtronomicks : 0:hers contend that Yenilia was the wife of Neptune : 
but notwithſtanding hislouc ro, and marriage with Amphitrue, he had many 
children by other Nimphes, Goddefles, and wantons. Of Zyb4 he begot Phe-

Theogonia . This Thetis was the daughter of theearth and heauecn,and therefore 
as Oceans is called the father of the gods, ſois ſhee eſteemed as the mother of 
the goddefles . Epicharmus calls one Thetss the daughter of Chiron the Cen- 
taure : and Homer in his bymne to Apollo, the child of Nereus,which Rhoatns 
confirmes,as allo Ewripiaes in Iphigenia and in Aulide: ſhe was the wife of Peleus, 
and of all women liuing the moſt beautiful, of whom Apollodorusrhus ſpeakes, 
They ſay #piter and Neptune contended about her nuptials,bur ſhe not willing 
ro incline to /upiter, becauſe ſhe was educated by 1uno, therefore he in his rage

was the ſiſter of Titan, and brought foosth Ephyre(who was after married to 
Epimetheus) and Pleione, who as Ouid relates inhis booke de Faſts, was the wife 
of Atlas. Theſe are likewiſe numbered amongſt the daughters of Oceanus 
and Thets, Araſte, Admete, Aſia (that gauenametoa part of rhe world, till 
now called Afta)Climene, 1dyia, Epbire, Eudora, Eurinome, Janira, Liriope, Melobois, 
Metis, Plexams, Prinino, Rhodia, Thes, Thoe, Tiche, Xambhe , Jeuxo, Clitie, who was 
beloued of Apollo, bur being icalous of his affeQtion to Zexcothee , ſhe had dil- 
conered it to her farther 0rchamws, Apollo thereforelefe her : ingriete of which 


| | ſhe vowed an abſtinence from all ſuſtenance whatſocuer, onely with fixteyes 
ſtill gazing vpon the courſe of the Sunne , which the gods commilſeraring, 


changed her intoan Heliotropian, which is called the Suns lower,which til] 
inclines to what part ſocuer he makes his progreſſe . But whether ſhee be Te- 
thies or Thetis (he 1s no other than the reputed goddefle of the Sea : her name 
importing that huge maſſe of wateror clement (as Yirzill in his Pollio ſayth)ne- 
ceſſarie to the generation of all creatures whatſoeuer . Tawards the Eaſt ſhee 

| iscalled Indice, towards the Welt Atlantica , where ſhee diwides Spaine and 
Mauritania : towards the North Pontica and Glaciatis , as likewiſe Rebrs, and 
ca, for ſo Strabo relates,as alſo Rhianws in the nauigation of Hanne the 
Carthagenian. Stphilus in his booke de Theſ/ahia hath bequeathed ro memorie, 
That Chiron a wiſe and skilfull Aſtrologian, romake Pelews the more famous, 
conſulted with the daughter of Aclorss and Mirmiden, and betwixt them pub- 
liſhed abroad that he by the conſent of 1upiter, ſhould match 'withthe goddeſle 
Thetis, to whoſe nuptialls all the gods came in great ſhowers and tempeſts (for 


that the rumor firſtgrew, That Pelews had married Thets . But Dailochw and 
Pherecides report,that Pelexs hauing purged himfelfe of che murder of his bto- 
ther Phochus, murdered Antigone: others ſay that he firſt rooke Antigone, and at- 
ter her death,Thers ; & that Chiron being an excellent Chyrurgeon,was ſo cal- 
ledfor the lightneſle and dexteritie of hand (which is an exeljent gift in the 
ſearching and dreſſing of wounds,inany of that profeſſion. ) Apollodorms faith, 
that Ther after many windings, turnings, and tranſhapes, to preſcrue her vir- 
pee, was at length:compreſt by 7upzer. The Nimphes called Dorides were 
miniſters and handmaides.

Hey were the daughters of Nerews and Dors ; he is ſayd by Hefiod.tobe| 
the ſonne of Oceanus and Thetss, he is (tiled a prophet or ſouth-ſayer,who 


as Horace tells, did predi&tto Pars all the calamities that were to ſucceed 


at Troy. Apollonius tells vs that his cheife manſion or place of reſidence isin | 


the Xgean ſea. The fame is,that Herewles being ſent to fetch the golden apples 


of the Heſperides, /and not knowing where abouts they grew , went tothe 


nymphs that dwell by the bankes of Eridamus, ro be reſolued by them : they 


ſelte into ſundrie ſhapes, was notwithſtanding held ſo faſt by Hercules, that hee 
was forced to aſſume his o wne forme againe, and tell him ; for ſo Orphens in 
his Argonautics informes vs, He is ſayd to haue a principalitie inthe Sea, to be 
delighted inthe companie of nymphs and damoſells , as alſo tobe the begin- 
ning and end of waters ; of whom Orphews in one of his hymnes thus {ings : 


Tu fundamen «que tu terre Fins, (3 Idem 
Principium es cantt is. 


Euripides in oneof his Tragedies,ſayth he was educated and nourced by the 
waters, and calls him the father of the Nereides.He had daughters by Dors, 


thenymphs Halis, Spio, Paſites, and Lyz es ; Heſiod in his Theogonia reckons of 


them to the number of fiftie. Dor@ was the ſiſter of Nerews ; Horace and others 
deſcribe her with greene haire. Theocritws in Theſſalys, ſayth that the birds cal- 
led Halciones were to them moſt gratefull : ſome ſay that they vieto daunce 
and reuell in rhe waters, & play about the chariot of 77iton,as nimbly as fiſhes, 
Homer in his 1liades reckons of that ranke, Glauce, Thalia, Cymodoce,Neſea, Spin, 
Thoe, Halie, Cymothoe,: A ae, Melite, Agane, Amphithoe, Lere, Doto, Proto, Pheruſa, 
Dinamione, Doris, Amphinome, Panope, Callianirs, Dexamine, Galatea , Amath za, 
Callianaſſa, Climine, Ianira, 1anaſſa, Mera, Orithia « Hefiod behides theſe reckons 
vp Encrate, Sao, Eudore, Galene, Glance, Paſithea, Erato, Ennice, Doro, Pheruſa, 
Neſ ee, Protomedes, Dorws, Panope, Hyppothoe, Hypponoe, Cymatolege, Cims, Eiont, 
Halimeda, Glantonome, Panto, Pautopenia, Liagore, Enagore , Laomedala , Polixame, 
Antanoe, Laſianaſſa, Ewarne, Pſamathe, Menippe, Neſo, Eupompe, Themito, Proper, 
Nemertes. Apollodorus Athenienfis adds to theſe, Glaneothoe, Nonſithboe, Halia, Pi- 
one,Pleſrure, Calipſs, Cranto, Neomerss, Deianeira, Polinoe , Melie , Dione, 1/24, 
Devo, Eumolpe, Tone, Cets, Limmnorea,and all theſe are held to be moſt beautiful: 

iris therfore thus fabled, That CaſGope wife to Cephews king of Ethiopia, glo- 
ried ſo much inher beautie that ſhe held herſelf ro be the faireſt woman.n'the 
world, and didnot onely compare, butpreferre herſelfe before the nymphs 
called Nereides : for which,their indignation was kindled againſt her, and in 
that high meaſure, that they ſent into thoſe ſeas a Whale of an incredible 

greatneſle ; the people conſulting with the Oracle , how to appeaſe the 
goddefles and free themſelues from the monſter;anſwere was returned, That 

ir could not bee done, but by expoſing their onely daughter Andromeda, faſt 

bound toa rocke that ouerlooked the ſea,to bee a prey to the ſea Whale ; bur 
ſhe was thence releaſed by the vertue of Perſeus:and Cafſiopeby his meanes(as 
a perpetuall example thatall ſuch raſhenefſe ought to be auoided ) tranſlated 
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| varietie of things whatſocuer . It is therefore required of ſuch a man, to vie

amoneſt the ſtarres, for ſo much Aratews hath left to memorie incertaine ver- 
ſes interpreted by Cicero, 

This Nerzs is for no other reaſon ſaid to be the ſonne of Oceans and Teh , 
than rodenore vnto vs the counſel], indgement|, and cunning , in guiding 
and directing thips by ſea; and therefore rohaue many daughters, which are 
| nothing but inuentions, new deuiſcs, ſtratagems, and changes belonging to 
nauigation . He is therefore ſaid to be a Prophet, becauſe in all arts and di{ci- 
plines, therc is a kind of knowledge, by which we toreſceand divine of things 
to come : forhe is held no skiltull nauigator, that cannor foretell by the 
weather, the changes of winds, and cerraine f1gnes of cempeſts, thereby tovſe 
preuention againſt them before they ſuddainelie come. Hee is alfo ſaid ro 
change himſclfe into many figures, to giue vs rovnderſtand, thar it is the part 
of a knowing and vnderſtanding man to arme himſelte againſt all chances and 
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prouidence and care inall his affaires and actions, andnot to accuſe the gods it 
ahy thing finiſterlic happen vnto him through his owne temeririe and rathnes ; 
lince with a prudent and well gouerncd man, their helpe and affiftance is al- 
wayes preſent.

The daughters of PF RIT ON, 


Ceſander Calls Triton the ſonne of Neptune . Numenis in his booke de piſ- 
catoribus , derives him from Oceanus and Tethss , Lycaphronin thoſe verſes 
wherein he tells of a cuppreſented vato him by Medea, calls him the 
ſonne of Nerews . The Poets aſcribe tohim the inuention of the trumpet, and 
that it was firſt vſed in the Gigomantichia, the great battaile betwixt the gods 
and the gyants : forinthe midſt of the skirmiſh, when theeuent of the batraile | 
grew doubtfull, 77iton blew fo ſhrill a blaſt,thartthe gyants thinking ir had been 
the voyce of fome dreadfull and vnknowne monſter that vnderrooke the party 
of thegods, turn'd their backes and fled; by which accident they obrained a 
more ſuddaine and ſafe victoric , Pauſontzs calls Tritia the davghter of Triton, 
who was at firſt one of Mmeraaes prieſts, who being compreſt by Mars,brought 
foorth Mexalippmns,but that he had more than her,I hanenot read, 

Ino. She was the daughter of Cadmusand Harmonia,who with her fonne Me- 
licerta, were entertained inro the number of the Sea-gods, he, by the name 
of Palemon ; ſhe,of Leacothea : both theſe are ſaid rohaue predominance ouer 
laylers, and power in nauigation . That ſhe caſt her ſelfe headlong' into the 
Sea, I haue before related in the tracat of 7yno. She was a ſtepmother, and ſo 
proſecuted the children of MWephetes , that ſhe would haue ſacrificed one of 
them to the gods , for which (as Polizelus ſaith) her husband Athanas didpro- 
ſecute her with ſuch rage, that flying to Gerania (a mountaine amongſt the 
Meearenſes) from a rocke called Marurides ſhe caſt her ſelfe with her ſon into* 
the ſea; and of the ſame opinion is Pawſonias: lome thinke it hapnedart the fame 
time that the Nereides were dancing there , and that his bodie was tranſported 
by the waues to Siſphas, from Exhznuntia where the Ithnian paſtimes were 
firſt celebrated to his remembrance . They of the cirttie Megera affirme, her 
dodie to be caſt ypon their ſhore, and by Cl:ſoand Tawropolss, the daughters of 
Cleſen, tooke vp and buryed . She was afterwards called Matura, as Cicero in his 
Tuſcal. diſputations faith, 1nothe daughter of Cadmes, Is ſhenor called by the 
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Greekes Leacotze, and by vs Latines Matuta. And that the is taken for the mor. 
ning, is manifeſt by Lacretius, 1th. 5, Panſan in his Aeſſanatcis ſaith, that ſhe was 
' firſt named LZexcorocina ſmall village not farre from thecittie Corone, and 
| that ſhe had clemencie in the ſecuring and preſerving of ſhips, and pacifying 
' the violent and troubled billowes of the Occan . Pa/2mon 15alſo called Porty- 
| n16s, Or the Key-carrier{as one that keepes a key of all rhe ports and hauens, to 
| exclude and keepe out all forrzine enemies) and the ſonne of Matuta, or the 
| Morning;'in that time co:mmonly'the winds begin tobreath andrile with the 
| departing of night, and becauſe that from the land they ruth vpon the wa- 
| ters, they arc therefore ſaid to caſt themſelues head-long into the ſea ; for the 

morning is the moſt certaine interpreter either of ſuccecding winds and rem- | 
| peſts, or of the counrenance of a ſereane $ky and faire weather . Strabo calls 
Glawcus the ſonne of Antheden,a Boeotian, but Theophraſizs will hauce him the iſ- 
ſue of Polybus the ſonne of Mercury and Enbena : Promathid as Heraclzota, derites 
| him from 7horbu and the nymph Pampea, borne in Anthedon, a famous citric 
of Boetia : Thelytus Methimneus in his Bacchik numbers, brings his progenic

from Nopems. Epicus in one of his Hy mnes, from Exanthes the ſonne of Neptune 


and Meds. He is ſaid to haue rauviſht Syma,the daughter of 1clems and Dorw,and

' terof Sydnws Scioners, one that vicd to diueand fetch things vp from the bot-

rome. But of his iſſuethere is nothing lefr remembred. It is commented of

This was ſhe that when Menelans doubred of his 
returne into his countrey (hauing ſoiourned ſomewhat long in Agypt) coun- |

ſes, and counterfeitthemſclues to fleepe amongſt thelc Sea-cattle, and that | 
about the hear of the day, at what time Proteus vicd to come ourot thedeepes ;

and ſpying her head in Mineruaes glafſe , in which he ſti]] looked, it directed 
him ſo, that at one blow he cut it off, out of whoſe blood Pegaſus (prung forth, 
The other two fiſters, Sthumo and «Zuryale, awaking , and this ſeeing, with the 
lowde hifling of theſe innumerable ſnakes, made a.noyſe moſt dreadfull and 
horrible : From whence Pallas firſt deuiſed the pipe with many heads . The 
forme and ſhape of theſe Phorerde, Heſrod elegantlie deſcribes , Criſaoy and Pe- 
2aſus were begot of the blood dropping from Meduſaes head, as Apollonins 
Rhodius writes in his building of Alexandria, The Gorgons were called Gree,as 
Cetzes explicates in his twenty two hiſtorie. Menander in his booke de Miſterys, 
numbers Scilla amongſt theſe Gorgons , andthat they inhabited the Doracian 
Iflnds, ſcituate in the Arhiopick ſea , which ſome call Gorgades , of whom

ries, and Theopompus in his ſeauenteenth, afhrme their guirdles to bee of wrea- 
ched vipers : ſo likewiſe Polemo in his booke to Adeus and Antigonus. The occa- 
ſion of theſe tions arenext to be inquired after. By theſe Gy.ee the daughters 
of Sea monſters is apprehended, Knowledge,and ſuch Wiſedome as is attained 
tooby Experience: They are ſaid to haue but one cye, which they vied when 
they went abroad, becauſe Prudence is not fo alrogether neceſlarie to thoſe 
that ſtay within, and ſolely apply themſelues ro dometſticke affaires; as toſuch | 
as looke intothe world, and ſearch after difficulties . Ot this Wiſedome, or 
cheſc Gree (not impertinentlie called the fiſters of the Gorgons ) is meant 
the pleaſures and vaine blandiſhments of the world , with the dangers 
thatappertaine to the life of man : from either of which , noman without the 
counſell of Wiſedome can acquit himſelfe ; Therefore is Perſezs {aid to ouer- 
come the Gorgons, not without the Helmet of P/zto, the eye of the Gree, the 
{word of Mercury, and the mirror of Pallas , all which who ſhall vſcaright, 
ſhall prooue himiclfe to be Perſews, the friend and ſonne of Juprrer, |

Pavſarizs auers, that 
ſhe was neither changed intoa bird, nora monſter of the ſea, nor betrayde her 
father, nor was marryed to Ni/es, as he had before promilt her ; but that ha- 
uing ſurpriſed Niſza, he cauſed her to be precipitated into the ſea, whoſe bo- 
dy toſt roo and fro by the waues of the Ocean, till it was transported as farre 
as the Promontorie called Scylza, where her bodice lay ſo long vpon the con- 
tinent vnburyed, till it was deuoured by the {ea-fowles: this gaue place tothat 
fable in Owzad:

Zenoderis (aith, that ſhe was hanged at the ſtearne of ines his ſhip ,,and ſo 
dragged through the waters till ſhe dyed : and that Scyllz the daughter of Phoy- 
«was.2 dam(ſell of imcomparable beaytic , and vitiated by Neprame, which 
knowne to Amphitrite, ſhe caſt ſuch an inuenomous' confection into the foun- 
taine where ſhe accuſtomed to bath her ſelfe, thar it caſt her into ſucha mad- 
neſſe that ſhe drowned her ſelfe. Of his mind is 24iro Prianew in his firſt booke 
Rerum Meſſanicarum . Others imagine, that ſhe had mytuall conſocietie with 
Glamews the ſea god , which Circe (who was before inamiouredof him) vnder- 
ſtanding, ſhe ſprinkled the well wheremſhe vſe to laue her ſelfe with ſuch ve- 
nomous iuice, that from her waſt downewards ſhe was tranſlated into diuers 
monſtrous ſhapes ; which as Zenodatus Cyreneus faith, was the accafion of the 
fable commented vpon her . 1/acius thus deſcribes herdeformitie z She bad fx 
beads, the one of a canker-worme, the other of a dogge, athird of a Lyon, a 
fourth of a Gorgon.a fift of a whirle-poole or a whale,the ſixt of a woman. Ho- 
mer in his 0di/e25 deſcribes her with fixheads,and twelue fect, euery head ha, 
uing three order of teeth... Yirgill in Silenoſaith, thatall ſhips were wrackt and 
deuoured by thoſe dugges thartgrew beneath her nauell.

Charibais. She was likewiſe a moſt deuouring woman , who hauing ſtolne 


others conteſt, that ſhe was ſlayne by Hercules, andafter ſo tranſhaprt : oftheſe 
divers are diuerſlie opinionated . Strabe ſaith, that Homer imagined the vehe- 
ment flux and reflux of that ſea; about rhe. concaues of thoſe rockes 
made ſo terrible a noyſe, that therefore the Poets fabulated , that in her fides, 
and abour her interiour parts were the barkings of dogs continuallie heard. 7- 


Sicilie, hanging ouer the ſea, vnder which are many huge and maſſie ſtones hol- 
lowed by the billowes, in whoſe concauities many ſea-monſters inhabit, and 
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int. 8. agree that this Scille was the daughter of Ny/«s, King of the Megaren” 
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ate either ſwallowed by Charibats or Scylla, Charibtys being ſcituare dircfthe | 
ainſt Mcfſana, and Scilla againſt Rhegium : they are therefore ſaid'to be wo- 
men, becaufc afar off theſe promontories appeare as it were in a feminine 
ſhape, whart flecte ſoener by the tides and rempeſts w as forc'd ypon Charibdis, 

were there ſhipwrackt, & ſuch as by Charibas were roſt on'the rocks of Scilla 
| were there ſwallowed . In which fable is includedthe nature of Vertue and 
Vice. No man but inthe progreſſe of his life ſailes berwixttheſe rwo quick- 
fands : ifhe incline ro one hand more han the other, he is either ſwallowed by 
Sc:lls, or deuoured by Charibdis, What elſe doth this ſignifie, but thar which 
Ariſtotle in his Zrhicks illuſtrates, Vertue, which is the medium betwixt two 
| extreames? both which are to be atoided,and rhe middle,wherein is ſaferie ro

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be imbraced : for mans life is nothing elſe but a continuall navigation berwixt 
diners moleſtations of one hand, and tempting and vnlawfull pleaſures on the 
| other ; both whichare comprehended in theſe Syrtes,or places of certaine de. 
| ſtrution. For Scillais ſocalled 2 oltands, or repands , of ſpoyling or grieuing z 
| And Charibas of ſucking vpand iwallowing ; betwixt which two dangerous, 
| and almoſt ineuitable gulfes, a yertuous and pious man ſhall in thegreateſt 
| ſtormes and tempeſts (neither inclining to the right,nor the lefr) ſecurclic, and 
with great ſaferie atraine vnto his wiſhed harbour . Moreouer, where Scilla 
is ſaid robe tranſhapr into this monſter, by Circe, being ſo faire and beautifull a 
creature , Whatis it but ro demonſtrate vnto vs , that all ſuch as digreſſc [ih 
from reaſon, and the true inſtitution of good lifeand manners, doe withall put hy 
on a beſttall and brutiſh ſhape, fince Crree imports nothing els than a wanton hy 
tillation, inciting vs to immoderare and vnlawfull lufts and pleaſures : and fo \ 
much I gueſſe was intended by the Poers in theſe fables of Stilla and Charibdis,

| J"He Dryades had predominance ouer the woods and groaues, aS Pomona 
ouer the orchards and gardens . The Hamadriades werethe geny of cuc- 
| rie particular tree; and as Calimachws in a Hymne to Delos witneſleth of 
| them, they begin with their firſt plantation, grow with them, and conſume 
and periſh as they rot and wither : their number is not agreed vpon . Pauſoni- 
« in Phocicss calls one of them Tythorera ; in Arcadicys ,a ſecond, Erato ; and a 
| third, Phigalia. Claudianus in lawdibus Stiliconis , reckons them ſeauen . Charon 
| Lampſacenus produceth one Rbecus, who in the countrey of Aflyria hauing a 
goodlie faire oake, whoſe earth ſhrinking from the raore, and bring ready to 
fall; ashe was propping and ſupporting the tree, and ſupplieng the decayed 
| mould about ir, the nymph or genius of that tree, which was ro periſh with 
| it, appeared to him, andafter thankes for ſo great a courteſte, bid himdemand 
of her whatſocuer, and it ſhould be graunted, finceby the repayring of that 
plant ſhe was ſtill roliue : He taken with her beautie, demanded libertie free- 
lie roimbrace hir to his owne fill and appetite, to which ſhe inſtantlie yeelded. 
Appollonius in his eArgenaut. tells of the tather of one Par bins, who going to cut 
downeanantient faire oake that had ſtood many yeares, anymph in like man- 
ner appeared to him, humblie petitioning, that he would ſpare the tree for her 
ſake, ſince the age of it, and her, and the liues of both, were limited alike : 
which he refuſing”, ſo enraged theother of her fellowes, that many affliti- 
ons befell both himſelfe and his poſteritie. Mnefrmachu ſaith that they are cal. 
led Dryades, becauſe in the oakes their lives are included and Hamadriades, 
becauſe they are borne with them ; and J/acius the interpreter of Appollo, be- 
cauſe they periſhwith them, Twill conclude theſe with one tale recited by 
Charon Lempſacents: Archus (ſaith he) the ſonne of 1upiter and Calito,being cha- 
cing inthe forreſts, incountred one of the Hamadriades, who told him how 
{ neere ſhe was toruine, in regard thatthe riuer running by had eaten away the 
earth from the root of ſuch agoodly oake (to which ſhe pointed) and thatby 
ſaving thar, he ſhould preſerue her : at herintreatie, he curned the ſtreame a- 
nother way, and ſupplyed the roote with earth, for which thisnymph,whoſe 
| name was Proſpetis, granted him her free imbraces : of whom he begor Phil«- 
tr and Aphidantes , Whether theſe relations were true orfalſe, is not much 
to bee diſputed on ; if falſe, they were for no other cauſes deuiſed, but

If then the body be ſo fertill, how much more is the nobler part of man, the 
Soule and the Miad, plentifullic furniſht with theſe fecdes, that long for pro- 
duQion: as the inſtin&tof manners,of arts, of dilciplines, and ſuchlike, which 
aregenerated inthe breaſt, and in their fit and duetime haue their ſeaſonable 
birth. For no ſooner are we paſt the cradle, bur we begin to affet few things 
ood, honeſt,or profitable: but nonc at that age acquires after things vaknown. 
tis therefore a con{cquent, that there is borne with vs and bread1n vs,certain 
notions of thoſc outward things, the forms of which we apprehend,and their 
praiſe ſtudy. to imitate. This cuerie man, if he will but obſerue, may by ex- 
pericnce find in himſelfe . For if we recollec our {clues to apprehend any 
probleme or myſticall doubt, which is not within the compaſle of our preſent 
capacitie; after deepe conſideration and mature delibcration,all the barresand 
rubbes of qur fantaſic and fences being remooued , we retyre our {elues into a 
more priyate and, inward: contemplation, and then moſt ſubtillie rea- 
ſoning with our ſelues , we ſhall by degrees perceiue the clowd to vaniſh, and 
the truth appeare in full glorie and ſplendour. Therefore , when we preſent 
our ſelues vatoſchoole-mafters : the Ls faſhioneth in it ſelte many Ideas, 
without rule or cxample,yhich like a rank and well manurd ficld,hath inirthe 
leedes and grounds of many fruirfull ſciences ; theſe if a skiltull mantake in 
hand, bring oft times a croppe aboue expectation , Thus much Plato expreſt

Angels ſuggeſtion . With this ſhort preparation, we come now tothe Muſes, of 
theſe innate ſeeds, the glorious and cuer-during fruit . Heſiod pronounces them 
; to bethe daughters of Jupiter & Memorie,in his Theogonia.From hence it ſeemes, 
| the men of Gnydos had acuſtome to ſeleAlixtic graue and vnderſtandingmen, 
| out of the prime ofthe nobilitie, and to commit vnto them the affaires of the 
| Common-wealth, and ſuch they called _Amnemodes,or remembrancers. Alc- 
| meonand ſome few others, call them the daughters of Earth and Heanen. Pin- 
| darts in one of his Hymnes thus ſpeakes toone of them , Incipe vers Cali filia, 
| LAriſtareus and Mimnerca (if we may belecue Exftathins) determine, that the 
| Muſes were before 1upiter, interpreting-the word Muſa , the knowledge of tht 
| ſoule, which isa thing noleſle diuine than the ſoule it ſelfe . To him Homer al- 
| fents, calling it, The celeritie of knowledge . Plato in Cratilo deriues it fromdiligent 

ſearch and inquiſition, towhom Pharnutwsin his booke intituled,Of the nature 

of the gods , ſubſcribes , Of the ſame opinion 1s Swaas. They are therefore 
(faith he) derived from Inquirie,being the I and cauſes of all ſciences 
and difciplines : others, as Caſsodorws, becaule they conteine in thema con- 
ueniencic and concordance pf arts : or (to conclude)as Diedorws writes , They 
| were therefore called Mu/e, becauſe they comprehend rhe art of modulation 
; ortaning, witha conſent or agreeing ofall other diſciplines./ Diuers authors 
| much differ about their number, Yarro, as Seruius witneſſeth of him, allowes 
{ onelie three, na, which is bred by the motion of the water ; a ſecond, begot 
| by the ſprinkling of the ayer ; a third, meerelie ariſing from the ſound of the 


| of which, of three ſcuerall famous worke-men beſpake three eftgies or images 
ofthe Muſes ,to beſtow as a gift vpon the Temple of Apollo; and which of them 


 couldexpreſſe thegreateſt art and moſt exquiſite workemanſhip, he tobethe 
' beſt payd for his paines . It ſo hapned, that their three labours were equallic 
eautifull, and ſoeſteemed, in ſo much thar all the nine pieces pleaſing ge- 

crallie, they were all bought and dedicated to the Temple. Tocuery of 
which, the Poer Hefiod aftergauea ſcuerall Embleme gr Motto, Not (faith 
he) becauſe 7upiter had begot nine Muſes, bur that thret artificers had forged 
three apeece: and therefore the number of three ; becauſe itis cafte to ob- 
ſerue, thatcueric ſound which begets any materiall thing concerning mulicke, 
is tripartite by nature: cither it proceedes from the yoyce f1mplie, as to thoſe 
that ſing without an inſtrument ; or with the breath, as the Trumpet, Cor- 
net,or Sackbut;or by the ſtroakes, as the Lute, Harpe or Gitterne. Thenames 


of theſeſtatue-makers, Auge/tine ſaith, were Cephiſodotus, Strongilio, and Olimpt-

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more than three,(by Oro and Ephraltes the ſonnes of CAloews ) cald Meditation, 
Memorie, and Song or Muſicke . Archeftratus the Poet, affirmes as much , as | 
alſo, that theſe two were the firſt that offered diuine ſacrifice ro the Muſes, 
and impoſed theſe names vpon themin Hellicon. Some authours will approue 
butrwo; others will make them vp foure, for the excellencie of the number, | 
which the Pythagoriſts held to be ſoſacred, that by that (as Plutarchreplyes) 
they vicdto ſweare, Per quaternionem ſacrum, qui anime noſty 2 tradit naturam attr- 
nam,C3c. By the holy number of foure, which lends to the ſoule an eternall natare, 0%. | 
{ Some haue rayſed them to fiue ; others to ſeauen ; Pierins Macedo,he increaſed 
theirnumbertonine, Some are of opinion,thatthe names of the nine daugh- 


ters of Pierius were impoſed vpon the Muſes:theſe are charater'd by Hefiod in 


Lib.1.' 


ofthines. Pauſonias relates, that in times of old there were acknowledged no | 


his Theogonia .

ſome beſtow Coronets ofthe palme-tree vpon them, ſomelawrell , others 
chaplers of roſes : to which Saphsſeemes roallude, molt elegantlic raunting 
an valearned woman, 
Mortua lacebis 
Nee enim hortulum habes roſarumes Picria, 
Thou (halt lye dead 
Ilithoat Pierian roſes bout thy head, 
Cornatus ina booke intituled De watwra Deorum, faith, that there were firſt 
onelie three, according to that number which is attriburcd tothe deiric, as 
the moſt ſimple and perfect of all others . Thoſe that made foure, as Cicero, or | 
fiue, had reference to the auncient inſtruments of multicke then invie; and 
which yeeldedno more ſeucrall ſounds. Thoſe that approoued ſeauen,to the 
ſeauen liberall arts alluded the ſeauen Muſes . Bur therearenine receiuedand 
allowed amongſt vs, and that for diuerſe reaſons; as firſt becauſe the number 
of nine is held to be vercuall and perfe&, being an euen foure, ariſing from a 
firſt odde , and then odlic to an odde : itis likewiſe deuided anddiſtingutſhed 
intorhreeequall oddes,then it conſiſts of Triangulors, &c. Belides Atnems- 
fe, whois ſaid to be the mother of the Muſes, her nameconliſts of nine let- 
ters. Fulgentias ſaith, tharthe nine Muſes, with their brother Apollo, import 
nothing elſe than the tenne modulations of mans voyce , therefore is 4pol- 
| les harpe repreſented with ten ſtrings : ſo inthe Scripture we reade of the De- 
echord or P/alterie : others moraliſe it to be the foure former teeth, againſt which 
the tongue ftrikerh : the two [ps whichare the Cymbals or Inſtruments to ta- 
ſhion the words : the ron2we and the ſtring of the tongue: the pallate, whoſe concaui- 
tie begers a ſound : the wind-pipe which is the paſlage of the breath, and rhe 
lsn7s, which like a paire of bellowes, giuesand takes backe theayre or ſpirir. 
Firzill ofthe Muſes writes thus :

vnder the feminine ſexe, by the names of Virgins and women, as alſo their ef 
pictures drawne to the portraitures of damoſells , than either by maſculine m 


nomination,or according to the effigies of men, the rather {ince not onely the 
Ethnickes and Morrall men, buteuen Chriſtians and Theologiſts rhemſelues, 
inall their bookes and writings which they commit to poſteritie ſtill continue 
them vnder the ſame gender * for whois ignorant that Sophia, which ſignifies 
Wiſdome; was not from the beginning, and before the world ; who is ſayd to 
be the mother of the three Theologicall Vertues, Faith, Hope, and Charitie, 
and theſe repreſented as Women? why ſhould the ſ{euen liberall Arts, bee ex- 
preſt in Womens ſhapes ? why the nine Muſes bee the daughters of 7upiter ; as 
all writers agree * Why is Wiſdome called the Datghter of the higheſt, and 
not rather the Sonne , as witneſſeththe booke of Wiſdome © why Pallas, 0- 
therwiſe called Minerua,not the Sonne, but the Daughter of 7eue, (of whoſe | — 
braineſhe was borne? ) and why the moſt curious and diligent inquiſiters into 
theſe curioſities figure the liberal Arts and Diſciplines like women and not ra- 
ther like men or by whatreaſon the Mules ſhould be perſonated rather like 
Damoſells than young men, ſtrenuous and excelling in maſculine Vertue 2To 
all theſe obicRions, it is briefely anſwered by Ziliws Gregorine , as likewiſe by 
Cornutus whom ſome cal Pharnwtws, That by the ſymbole or ſemblance of ſuch 
women,much ſcience is begot,and beſides much fruit ariſerh from the ji:dg-\{ req © 
ment of theſoule : beſides it was a cuſtqme of old for Virgins toplay and MW! Bu 
daunce in companies , which excellently fitted the coupling and ſiſterhood] 
of the ſciences: theſe coherences are called by Martzanus Capella, Ciclice , from! 
whence Pitruuius grounded his Exciclium : beſides, the Greekes Euciclopedi| 
is frequent with Plixie,Flutarchand the reſt : likewiſe in Beroalduus comments iſ 
ries vpon the;Golden Afle, he adds this onething worthie obſeruation, tothe 
great honour and commendation of the feminine ſex : the foure parts ofthe 
world haue their denominations from women . Afia was ſo called of the 
nymph Afi, from whom and _ , Prometheus deſcended ; Europe, of 
Europathe daughter of «&genor;Lybia, which is Africa,of ZyWa the daughter 
of Epaphus ; in like manner America(fince diſconered) bearerhrhelike female 
figure: which (as Beroaldws faith)if the women of our age did fully apprehend 
and truely vnderſtand, how inſolently would they boaſtof their worth and 
dignitie? how would they glorie in vaine boaſts and oſtentations , how mu 
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continuall chidings would they vpbrayde their husbands, ſtill caſting in their 
diſhes their owne vertues and goodneſſe, ſtill commemorating and vrging, 
that women beare thenames of all the foure parts of the diuided world; that 
wiſedome and the theological vertues are perſonared vnderthe ſex of women; 
| that the Arts, the Diſciplines, the Muſes,the Graces, and almoſt whatſoeucr 
is go0d,are deciphered both by the names and in the perſons of women: there- 
fore(l teare)this had beene better kept as ſecret as myſteries in SanQuaries, 
and not to haue beene publiſhed to them in their owne mothers rongue, in 
which they are ſonimble and voluble ; leaſt calling a Counſell about this ar- 
gument, it may adde to their infolencies, who haue roo great an opinion of 
their owne worths alreadie, 

I will onelieſpeakebriefliefrom what places they tooke their generall deno- 
minations, and ſo procecde toeuery parricularperſon : They were called Pie- 
rides, of the mountaine Pieris, or as ſome will hauc it of Picriz, who had nine 
daughters : Likewiſe Camoene 2 Canendo, of linging ; Heleconiades of the foun- 


eaine called Hclicon,that flowed from a mountaine in Boetia z Pernaſsides , of 


the hill Pernaſſus, ſcituate in the Region of Phocis ; Aonides, of the Aonian 
mountaine ; Pegaſ;des, from a ſpring or well ſo called, firſt diſcouered by the 
hooffe of a5 the horſe of Perſexs ; Cithereides, of Citheron, a hill ncere to 
Thebes, Libethrides,from a fountaine in Magneſia , Pimpleades, from a place in 
Macedonia ; 1i{siades, from aflood by Athens , Theprades, from the Theſpians ; 
Lizye, of a people of Lariſſina, whoayded Xerxes againſt the Greekes ; Caſtal- 
des, of rhe founraine ſocalled , Corycides, of a hill, or rather a cane amongſt the 
Delphians ; Pateides, of a well in Macedonia ; Olimprades, of the mount Olim- 
pus ; Ardalides, of Ardalus the ſonne of Yulcan : of theſe you may further reade 
in Yarro, Herodotus, Terentianus, Platarchus, Pompeius , Panſonias, Solints, Seruins, 
Macrobins , Sidonius, Plactades, Lilius, Gregorins, Picus Mirandula, and others. 
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Efzodus in his Theogonia faith, that Cho is the daughter of Jupiter and Me- 
moria, and is the eldeſt of thoſe Muſes which he was nine nights aget- 
| ting : ſheis called Cl:o,aps ton kleno, which is Zaudo, to praile : or of 4ps 

tou eleows,tor glorie which learned men acquire; or that glorie which is confer-

| But Placidis deriues rhe Etimologie of her name from the cogitation and in- 
veſtigation of arts and ſciences. Some ſay, that ſhe hath the preheminenceand 
gouernment ouer hiſtorics, as Apollonizs in his Commentaries relates (and 
therefore at this time I am to inuocate her ayde and aſſiſtance in the proſecuti- 


tionand perfecting of this worke in hand.) She is moreouer taken for themo- 


therof * Hyalemus and Hymeneus, the god of marriage ; whoare therefore cal- 
led the fonnes of Clio, becauſe of their knowledge in Hiſtorie, for ſo Johannes 
Grammuticus is of opinion : the firſt, the Author of ſad and mourning Madri-

ſhe reprooued her for roo much dotage on Adonis) and thar by Pierius, ſhe had 
the boy #yatinthus : But that it is ſhe by whom all men are accited and ſpur'd 
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| red on eminent and great men,by the encomiaſticks of Poets,ſo ſaith Diodorus:”

| ontothe purchaſe of honour and glorie, whence elſe came that magnanimous | 
| and bold enterpriſe of Hercales in that. great, Centauromachia againlt the ſons 
| of Ixion? to callto combatall the robuſtious pyrats ar ſca, and robbers and 
' ſpoylers on earth? Tyrants and euill doers to tame * and horrid anddread- 
| full labours to ouercome * the invulnerable Lyon of Cytharon toteare inpie- 
| ces? The many headed monſter Xy4rato ſuffocate and ſtrangle * the Ereman- 
 thian boareto ſlaughter, and the golden horned hart toouercome ? The raue- 
nous Stimphalides to repell ? andall rhe monſters and terrours of the earth in 
ſingle monomachy to overcome? bur toattaineto the Apex and heigth of fame 
and glorie, What mooued Theſes (the ſecond Hercules)to remooue the rocks, 
and plucke thence and beare away the inchanted ſword?the Ainotaxreto kill ? 
the tedious way ro Athens to trauecll 2 the ſtreights and paſſages in his jour- 
ney to clecre and free? Corineta , with his owge proper mace to ruins Pitto- 
camptes Sins, the ſonne of Polypones,to oppreſſef\and many other enterpriſes of 
no leſſe danger to acquireand accompliſh £ What incouraged the Captaines 
and Generalls \of the Grzcian and Roman Empire to ſuch noble archieue- 
ments,{aue onelie the ſpurre of gloric toimmorraliſe their names ro all perpe- 
ruitie? So did his Poetric illuſtrate Homer ; his eloquence, Demoſthenes ; and 
his integritic, Ari/tydes . In like manner, others by other meanes haue celebra- 
ted their names to poſteritie, to whom this Excomwm may bee 1uſtle giuen, 
Such as haue wertue in priſe and eſtimation , they tread the illuſtrious path : for euery 
mays proper action doth nobilitate his owne name. Such therefore as defire to be e- 
ternifed.ie behooues them auſpiciouſly to begin with ſome at either of conſe- 
quenceor danger. For ſo faith Pindarmus in his fixt Hymne Olimp. In the begin- 
ning of an enterpriſe a couragious and an ondaunted countenance is behoonefull.For ver- 
tucs are ſ{enſclefſe of dangers. And Heſrod laith, 
Virtutem poſuere dy ſudore parandum, 
The gods hane plac't vertue, not to'be arrived too without ſweat and trauell. 

| Buririsnextro be inquired what the ancient Poets chicfly intimated in 
this Nymph Clio : She is called the daughter of Jupiter, and ſignifies Glorie; If 
ir be lawfull therefore to acquireglorie, and toleaue the memorie of yourno- 
ble actions to poſteritie, farre be it we ſhould ſecke the daughter but from the 
tather, or court her without his conſent : who from the memorie and con- 
templation of a deed well done, deriues to vs a fame, innoage not to be cele- 
brated.Sheis called Prima cogitatio, i. The firſt thought of ſeeking knowledge: 
and becauſe no mans meditations are about that by which he hathnot a pur- 
poſe toinlarge the dignitie of his ownename, therefore ſhe is called the firſt of 
the Muſes . Plutarch in his Simpoſatcon, diuides thenine Muſes into two halfes : 
the one to gouerne and haue dominion ouer paſtimes and pleaſures, leaſt any 
man ſhould fooliſhlie and vnaduiſed fall vpon actions diſhoneſt or vncome- 
lie, ſtirring him vp with ſongs,dances,and ſweet ſounding inſtruments, to ver- 
ruous exerciſes ; and reteining and keeping him backe from luſts, both vnlaw- 
| full and pernitious : the other diuifton incourages vs, toaQtions difficult, to at- 
faires ſerious and of import ; and theſe are Cho, Calliope, and Thalia : tor all 
things ought to be done in that Symmerriaand due proportion of mediocritie, 
that in our ſports we ſlide not into luſts, and in things ſerious weſtumble 
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not at the morofitie and peeuiſhneſſe of age. She had two ſonnes, [almus and 
| Himenews , men of two ſundry lots and conditions ; the one inno place, but 
where there was ejulation and mourning ; the other where there was euer 
ſport, myrth, banquets, and nupriall ioyes. And as A4thenaws obſerues from 
| Ariſtophanes 
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Lib. 2. Of the Mules. 


Ariſlophanes, In Luitu lalmus , in nuptys Himeneus. Nothing els is apprehen- 
ded by theſe two brothers of ſuch contrarie di[poſitions , but that all ſuch as 
ſeeke after gloric and the immortalitie of their names, are ſometimes with 
croſle and ſiniſter accidents oppreſſed, and ſometimes with faire and proſpe. 
rous ſucceſſes incouraged and puffed vp ; ſinging ſometimes the ioyfull ſongs 
of Hymenews , and forc'd at other times to be ſubiero the ſad and melancholic 
howlings of 1a/mwus. And ſomuch of Clio. 
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Very man hath his plcaſuresand delights,as well wiſe men asfooles: there 

is no man of ſoſeuere agrauitie or auſtere a condition (no not Timer him 

ſelfe) whoſe nature is not mollified ,, and made more tratable with the 
delight of ſome one thing or other. One is much pleaſed with horſes of good 
ſtomacke, another with dogges of exccllent ſent or ſwiftnefſe, ſome with 
wealth, others with honour, and ſoof thereſt ; and thus we paſſe through rhe 
pilgrimage of alife full of infelicities and calamiries , with the greater con- 
tenrandeaſe by pondering ſome ſuch things inour minds,in which we take the 
oreateſt pleaſureand comfort. Neither are the wiſe men without this alacri- 
tie, being ſometimes extafide in the contemplation of things ſublime and 
high . Plato in Philebss ( ſaith he) As the Imtemperat man takes pleaſure, ſo doth the 
temperat man in his temperance ; As the fosle is delighted jn his foolsſh opinions and vaine 
bopes, fo is the wiſe man in his wiſedome and conſtant parpoſes , but that their comtentsare 


| different and of contrarie qualities, no man makes queſtion . The wiſe man therefore 


and the vnwiſe hauedoth their pleaſures, bur ſo farre pre-excelling is the one, 
35 the other is vile, abie, and contemptible : for the once is gorged and ſur- 
fetred with his delicacies, euen to loathing and vomirz the other , incbriated 
or rather quickned and inſpired with the ſprightly near of contemplarion, 
flyes intothe celcitude and mareſtie of things infcrurable : neither conteines 
he himſelfe within the narrow and ſtraight empire of this vniuerſe, but ac- 
uires things aboue capacitic, and tranſcending nature ; for incited with the 
cepe ſtudie of meraphyficall philoſophy , he ſtriues cuen to trace the ſteps 
ofthe infinite maieſtie, though ir be confeſt that this ambition of his is both 
fooliſh andarrogant , yeris it daring, and noble, thar not ſatisfied with the 
knowledge of humble and terrhene things,piercerh deeper, and aymcth high- 
er, till it atraine that perfection of height, that the mind or vnderſtanding be- 
ing filled, may ſtoppe at the fartheſt , as therc hauing fixr ox witra . Bur this 
{mall digrefſion, being of Exterpe , which word implyes nothing els but ere 
deleZF tion or delight, Thope hath nor beene much impertinent. Hefiod cals her 
the ſecond Muſe in order, and the daughter of /wpicer and Memorie. Neanthes 
in his booke intituled Reram Grecarum,calls her the mother of Themiſtecles but 
Amphicrates in his traat of illuſtrious men, contraries that, and affirmes.the 
ſtrumpert 4brotonumto be his mother, Exterpe is called the goddefle of pleaſant- 
nes and iollitie, ſaid ro be delighted in all forts of pipes and wind inſtruments, 
and tobe both their inuentreſſe and guidreſle; therefore it is not probable 
orcredible, that Themiſtecles ſhould be her ſonne , when at a ſolemne CE 
KM. Tullizs witnefſeth, he refuſed the harpe, for which he was accuſed in that 
aſemblic of rudeneſſe and diſcourteſie,or elſe of want of skill , which was a 
kind of aſpertion in thoſe dayes and places. Galen ſaith , that the Lyre or

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| meetings and banquets, or the like inſtruments,was held laudable aud honeſt , ſo eyther 
| to deny it, or hae ns kill in it, was an opprobry and ſcandall . Lycurgus , though he 


| ter certaine great victories atchicued , where they were 1n great opinion of 


| phorbon, Monantus was likewiſe made of the Lote-tree,and moſt vſcd ar nupraals, 


£05, is compoſed of the ſtalkes of Barlie. There be as ſeuerall ſgrts of this 


 affirme that ſhe firſt inuented the Mathemarta, or diſciplines : others, that 
ſhe was much practiſed in Logicke. To ſpeake in one word what the Poets 
materiallie intended by Ewerpe, Plutarch beſt expreſſeth inhis Simpoſatcon, All 
attribute to Eurerpe, the contemplation of the truth of nature, eſleemin? no delettations 
tobee more pure,or recreations more faire, than ſuch as hane their birth from her. This 
therefore 1s the conſequence and coherence berwixt Clioand Emerpe, accor- 
ding to Falgentius : we firſt in Clioacquire ſciences, and arts, and enterpriſes, 
and by them honour and glorie : that obtained, in Ewterpe we find pleaſure and 
deleations in all ſuch things as wee ſought and attained : which agree with 
Platarchs words from Cryſippus, 1 rake ſomething to my ſelfe whith i appropriate to 
Euterpe, that ſhe hath in her that which inſtrutts men in ciuilutic and decencie. For Eu- 
terpe imports rovs nothing el{>, but the ioy and pleaſure which we conceiue in 
following the Muſes, and truely apprehending the myſteries of diſcipline and 
ſcience. Therefore with Oppianws in his Halzenticis I conclude, Laborewn ſequi- 
tur gaudinm. i, Toy (till followes labour. And ſo much of Exterpe. +

harpe (the pipe of which Eaterpe was the firſt deuiter) were held in great eſti. 
mation ard honour : theſe be his words, As in times of old to play wpon the harpe at

Qiſcof mulicke he did both allow and highly commend, as a ſollace by which 
the troubleſome burden of labour and trauell might be the ca{ilierrranſmit. 
red . Fairs ſaith, that ſongs cheere the gally-ſlaue art his oare, and the pipe 
though not exquiſitelie playd vpon, yer the modulation is comfortable to 
ſuch asare ouertrauelled . The firft vie of pipes amongſt the Greekes was af-/ 


themſeclues , but they were after relinquiſht in Athens, either becauſe they | 
were held as inciters to wanton meetings, or becauſe they rayſeda kind of yn-/ 
comclineſſe and deformitie in rhefaces of ſuch as playd vypon them.

' aer the daughter of Jupiter, and voyce of Appollo, nor without merit, it we 
bur retire ourſelues and looke backe intothe originall of things. Her name 
deriued from the Greeke dialeR,importing Gawere,to ſing ; and Concentum face- 
| re, to make conſent or concord: which includes the temperature and modula- 
tion of the whole world. For what is better moderated or kept within a more 
due proportion than melody : For as the many limbes and members of the 
body, though they haue diners place and motion,and haue ſundry gifts and of- 
fices , yet all their faculties are directed to one buſineſſe, as hauing one ſcope 
and ayme : {the yarietie thatariſcth from diuers yoyces or ſtrings, all agree 
and meete to make one mclody, whichas Platarch writes in his booke de Muſi- 
mes ca, lignifiesa* memberof the body. And that euery creature liuing is deligh- 
red with harmonic, Platodoth gather, becauſe the celeſtiall ſpirit from which 
the world firſt rooke life, had his firſt liuelic being and exiſtence from mufick, 
| Strabowrites that the elephants are made gentle, by the voyceand the bea- 
| ting of the timbrell, orthe tabor. And Plutarch in Sympoſiac , That many bruit 
beaſts are much affected to, and delighted in muſicke : Nam video,e7e. For 1 ſet 

(ſaith he) creatures wanting reaſon are much pleaſed with harmony ; as the Hart with 
thepipe, and the Dolphin with the harpe and vojce : Ot which Pindarw and Firgill are 
manifeſt witneſſes :

Pharnutus , who doth ctimologiſe Melpomene, from Molpe ,which ſignifies the a 
Sweerenefle of the voice: for one of the chieteſt ornaments in an Orator is firſt in 


Acion,then a conſtancic in Voyce,Motion,& Geſture beſeeming and comly. 
Moſt certaine it is, thatall theſe things commented of Melpomene, either con- 
cerning the deriuation of her name, or her inuention of arts, meete in this one 
center ( to which ſo many lines ayme) to ſtgnifie to vs a well ſpoken, learned, 
and cloquent man,from whole lipps iſſue all foecunditic and ſweerenes : And 
that he may atraine to this clegancie which ſo much gracethan Orator, be- 
hooues him take counſell of Af. Cicero, that is, to ioyne Wiſdome with his E- 
loquence,and ſubſtance and matter to his pronuntiation and phraſe ; by which 
practiſe, he may proue to the Common-wealcha moſt neceſfarie and profita- 
ble member, Laſtly Fulzentize teacheth, that by this Muſe is meanta maid gi- 
uen to meditation : as firſt, Clio begetsa will; ſecondly, Exterpe a deſire to pro- 
ſecutethat which the will is bent'vnto ; thirdly, Tha{zato be delighted in that 
which wee have acquired; fourthly Melpomene, to meditate vpon that in which 
weare delighted. And ſo much for meditation, or the fourth of the Muſes,

| TN thefiftplace ſucceedes Terpſichore, whoſe name is detiued 2 74m, deledFo, 
| | and x4 17;pudium, that is, delighting in dauncing : T his Muſe hath no leſſe rc- 
ferenceto Muſick than Melpomene her elder iſter;the one gouerns thevoice, 
and hath predominance over ſongs, the other ouer dauncing and meaſures. 
They arc by-the great writers much commended, who therefore make the 
Muſe the inuentreſſe of them, being the daughter of Jupiter : the originallof 
dauncing they deriue from the high heauens, from the order of the ſtarres 
and plancts, from their motion, their going forward and returne backeward ; 
which euen art the firſt creation began inan harmonaicall meaſure of the 
cceleſtiall bodies. | 
Of Daunces there be ſundrie kindes ; ſome tooke name from the ſong, and 
ſi:ch was called Emmeleia, that was.held tobe Tragicall : a fecond,was called 
Cordax Comics,or a countrie daunce;of ſuch Arriamnus in his Indian commen- 
taries remembers vs : ſome beſtow the inuention of ſuch vpon the Sarires, 
| others affirme that Baxrhus by his Orgyan leapings or daunces, brought the 
Tyrhenians, the Indians and Lidians , all warlike nations, to his ſubieQion : 
Therefore thoſe that were called $iccamaſte, they conferre on him or ſome of 
his fellowes and adherents, thoughthe Sicinni were the people of Creete, a- 
mongſt whom that kind of meaſure was moſt celebrated . In what eſtimari-

on theſe were of old, may be cally imagined, when no ſacrifice was offeredat 
Delos, bur daunces were the chiete inall their ſuperſtitious ceremonies. The 
Brachmani,a people of India, morning and enening in their adoration of the 
Sunne,, frequently vſe them.. Amongſt che Achiopians , the Thratians, the 
Egyptians, the Scythians, their facreds are nor folemniſed without then, as 
felt inſtitured by Orphezs and* Muſeus . Some daunc't in the honour of Mars. 
The Lacedemonians had them in conrinuall practife, fo likewiſe rhe Theflali- 
ans :in ſo much that the moſt wiſe Socrates after h2e was growne in yeares 
practiſed todaunce, and not only gaue ſuch exerciſes an extraondinarie chars» 
ter of commendations, but numbered them among(t the beſt ſciences. Theſe 
daunces were not in cuſtome without mulicke, eſpecially io-their feaſtinalls 
and facrifices ; for the boyes or young men went in the -fir{t place, ſomeplay- 
ing vpon harps and P! pes,and others ſelefted for the daunces ; whole cuſtome 
was, 25 they tripped and skipped abour the altar,they firſt proceeded ſo, thar 
fromthe letr hand they might incline tothe right, to oblerue che courſe of the 
Lodiacke ; and againe from the right hand turne tothe Jefr, ra imirate the 
motion of the Primun mobile. Pindarus calls _Apolis , Orcheſte, that 15, Saltator, 
a dauncer. Plato in his firſt booke de Legam latione, ſayth thar the firſt groundof 
lexrning procceded from the works of Apollo and the Muſcs ; holding thar 
man yntutered, and ignorant that was nor practited in the meaſures of the

| Muſes, and him accompliſht and beſt inſtruGed chat could tread them wiehthie 
beſt agilitie and cunning . By whichit may be conchided , that theſe Chorex 
were begot by mulicke, and fercht from rhe very jntrails of number vild-in

verſe(which tome of Ricthmus, call Rime)and from other;Echick obferuations! 
therfore ſame attribute to herthe invention of that which wecall Humanitats 
Diſciplina,wihch fignifies, The diſcipline of humanitie. By the ſonne of -Arhe- 
lows ſhee had the Syrenes ( though Fulgentizs calls them the daughters of Ca- 
liope) and by 1axs , Biſkone, of whom the countrie is called Biſtonia : ſhee is 
therefore rankt in the fift place, and ſayd, Chorezs delecari, becaule it isa plea- 
fure and delight to the Auditors, for the benefits they recciued. by hearing 
the myſteries of Icarning and knowledge manifeſted & layd open vnto them : 
asif we ſhould ſay Terpſichore, is a delight in inſtruction ; Or, to take  felicitie to be 
mſtructed. Fulzentius will haue Polimpnia to take place before her, his reaſon 
is, becauſe after inuention or much memorie (which is Polthimnz4) it isthetine- 
ceſſarie tojudgeand determine of that which was beforedeuiſed and inven- 
ted. Cornutus ſayth that good men tranſmit the beſt and greateſt part of their 
lives in deleQarion and ioy ; orelſe tharthey bring pleaſure and content to all 
ſuch with whom they ſhall conuerſe;of which delight this Mule is the patto- 
neſſe. Others thinke ſhe was ſo called, becauſe ſhe was ſo pleaſing to the foci- 
etie of the reſt of her ſiſters : but whence ſocuer thee had that name beſtowed 


' vpon her, ic was neither idle nor vamomentarie ; the fable of this Muſe thus 


much inſinuating, That part of the Muſes are intentiue onely vpon ſerious 
and follid matters,as Philoſophie,the Mathematicks,and rhe like : the reſt yp-

Rom Polymniz I proceed to Yrania, and from Memorie weare drawne 

vp to Heauen : for the beſt remembrancers , as Pliny ſaith, comprehend 

the whole world or vniuerſe, in which the heauens are included, and all 

the ſecrets therein, as much as by inveſtigation can be atraind ro, have the full 
and perfet knowledge: forthe moſt ſecrer and hidden things, are contained in 
the Heauens aboue, and therefore ſuch asare expert in them, cannor be igno- 
rant of theſe lefſe and more eaſe ro be apprehended below : Platerch of Yrania 
thus ſpeakes : Plato (as by their ſteppes) hath trac'd all the gods, thinking to find out 
their faculties by their names. By the ſame reaſon we place one of the Mules in the Hea- 
xens , 4nd about celeſtial things, which i V rania : for that which is abowe hath no need 
of diner ſitie of gonernment Hauing one oniuerſall direttreſſe, which is Natwre:where ther- 
fore there be many errors,exceſſes,ty tranſgreſſes there the expht remaining are tobe tranſ- 
mitted(and one particular Maſe ſtill reſerued)one to corret# this faalt , and another that. 
Frania therefore (according to Plwarch) hath predominance in things coeleſti- 
all, which by how much they are aboue things terreſtriall in excellence , they 
are ſo much the more difficult. Some ſtretch the influence of the ſtarres to Zo- 
riaſta's magicke, in which he was popularlie famous , nay more, his name by 
that art enobled : notwithſtanding , the annalls teſtifie that he was ſubdued 
and ſlaine in battell by Nin«s. Pompey the great was Curiouſlie addicted to theſe 
divinations ; yet his potencie fayl'd him, and he dyed a wretched death in #- 
ypt . Howbcit by theſe inſtances it is not to be inferred as the myſticalleſt 
and powerfull part of the Mathemaricall diſciplines . The inuentions of Ma- 
nilius moſt indireQlic conferres it ypon Mercury: Plato in Epinomide,would hane 
all that contemplate Aſtrologic,tobegin in their youth; ſuch is the excellencie 


icnorant that Aſftrologie is a moſt wiſe ſecret : for it is neceſſarie, thatthe true A-' 
ſtronomer be not that man (according to Hefiod) that ſhall onelie confidet the 
rifing and ſerting ofthe ſtarres , bur rather, thar hath afull inſpe&ion into the 
eight compaſſes, or circumferences,and how the ſeauen are turned by the firſt, 
and in what ordercuery ſtarre mooues in his owne ſpheare or circle: in which 
he ſhall not findany thing which is not miraculous. If therefore the prayſe of 
| Aſtronomy be ſogreat, What encomium then is Yrais worthy, who firſt illu- 
| ftrated the art? This onclie ſhal ſuffice, that by heris meant cceleſtiall Aſtrolg- 


| eald by the name of Heanen. So by this meanes Franis is acknowledged to be fre- 
quentin all ſciences below, and ſpeculations aboue wharfoeuer . Her Etimo-

Fxlgentizs ſaith, Thar ſome of the Greekeau- 
thours haue left written, that Linus was the ſon of Yranja : but it is elſewhere 
found that ſhe was called Yrania of her farher Yranus, otherwiſe ſtil'd Calum, 
whom his ſonne Saturne after diſmembred. Xenophon in Sympeſ. remembers, 
that Yewws was called Yrania, ſpeaking alſo of Pandemius: of both their Temples 
and Alrars, the facritices to Pandemiue were called Radiouorgarera ; thole to 
Venus, 4gnotera . Some (as Laftantius Placidas) call Heleneus that menacing T 
ſtar,Yranis. Ina word,that cceleſtyzall Muſe called 4/trologia, or Yrania,intimates p ” 
nothing elſe, than after mature iudgement, to deliberate what to ſpeake, what - 
to deſpiſe; ro make eletion of whart is victull and profitable, and to caſt off 
what is frivolous and impertinent,is the adiunct of a mind cceleſtjal.,and a wiſc- Rafi 
z4b.7.derepub. | dome inculpable .

Here are two things in the mind chicflie predominant, Knowledge and 
| Platah Gor. Diſpoſition, which as Plate ſaith, are in continuall and reſtleſſe motion, 
Knowledge, which by the Sophiſts vader a colour of truth, is abuſed 
| with things falſe and erroneous; and Diſpoſition or Aﬀection,which tem pred 
by the popular Poets, vader a bait of delight and pleaſure ſwallowes the hooke 
of many perturbations and diſtractions : thoſe Orators that are meerclie ſu- 
| perficiall and not ſeenc in the grounds of wifedome, corrupted ; with idle 
and yaine reaſons, they deludethe knowledge , and with vnneceflarie curiofi- 
| ries precipitate the affection. From Sophiſts we muſt altogerher beware, as pe- 
| ſiferousand infeRious : from Poets and Orators, in ſome kinds , bur not in 
all caſes. Plato confineth Sophiſters euery where and from all places, and Po- 
etst00, burnot all ; ſuch onelicas comment falſe and ſcandalous tales of the 
gods; nor theſe fromall places,bur from the citrics onelie,thar is,from rhe ſ0- 
| cietie of young men, and ſuch asare ignorant, prone to perturbation, and not 
: | capable of the allegorical ſence included:admitring onely ſuch as ſpeake well 
| of the gods, ſing diuine Hynes, and brauelie regiſter the ats of noble and 
| illuſtsions perſons; Such is the practiſe that Calliope teacherh her Poets: which 
practiſe as Ficmas witnefſeth, is nothing bur the rapture of the ſoule, with a

For when Platonames the god, he intends Appollo, when the Muſes, | 
he vnderſtands the {oulcs of the ſpheares : for 1wpiter is the mind of the deitie, 
who extaſies and illuminates Appollo, Appollo the Mules, the Mules the Poers, 
che Poers inſpire their interpreters , the interpreters make impreſſion in the 
Auditours. By diuerſe Muſes diners foules are enlightned, as it js in Tymexs, 
that ſundry ſoules are attributed to ſundry ſpheares . The Mule Callzepe, is a 
yoyce reſulting or rebounding fromthe ſound of che other {pheares, and of

Hee makes her the mother of Orpheus, and to inſpire him as Yrania did the 
Port uſes ; Clio, Homerus ; Polyhimnia, Pyndarus ; Erato, Sapho, Melpomene,Tha- 
mr 4s ; Terpſichore, Heſiodus, Thalia, Viroilius , Exterpe, Pub. Ouidius . Thus the 
nine Muſes , who haue reference and hold correſpondence with the nine ccele- 
ſtall ſounds, make one harmgnie and conſent by inſpiring nine illuſtrious Po- 
es: Amongſt them Callope is held tobethe molt antient , Antient likewiſe is 
Poetic, whote 'nuention is giuen ro Callzope , asto the Championeſle that de- 
tendsthe ſtandard of the Muſes . Beſides Orpheus, ſome ſay ſhe had two other 
' ſons, Jalmus and Hymeneus, of whom weſpake before. Hymeneus was beloued 
of Thamiras, who was the firſt Poetiſer of vnchaſt venerie. She is alſo faid ro 
' kauea ſonne called Cymothon,by Oeazrus ; ſome allo make the Syres the daugh- 
| ters of Calliope, others of Melpomene : Yenus (becauſe Orphems the ſonne of Calli- 
1 ge difcoucred Adonis, whom ſhe had deliuered ro Proſerpraato be ſix moneths 
| concealed) gaue him tobe laccrated and torne in picces by the Thraciati wo- 
men. Burnov to ſearch what was chicflic aymd at by the Poets in this Muſe 
Callzope : It appeares that by her they apprehended the {weetnefſe and modula-

A word or two of the Muſes in generall, and ſo conclude with them, 


| They are held tobe the ſoules of the Spheares : Yrania, of the ſtarric Heauen, 
| and of that ſpheare which is called Aplanes ; Polyhimnia,of Saturne,;Terpſichore,of 
Iapiter , Clio,of Mars , Melpomene, of the Sonne ; Erato, of Venus ; Emterpe, of Mer. 
cary ;Thalia,of Lum . Theſe cight Muſes are reterred to the eight Tones of the 
ſpheares ; from all which Callzope, not till now named amongſt them, ariſeth 
and is begot : theſe being neere tothe body that is firſt mooued, which is ſaid 
tobenextto the ſeat of the ſupreame deitie, are ſaid by Heſidus to daunce a. 
| bout the Altar of Tupiter, But becauſe diuerſe and ſundry are the ſtudics of 
| theſe Muſes , therefore by their influence the minds of mortall menare in- 
| fpired with ſundry and diuerſe delectations,which(as the Pythagorians thinke) 
| Soſcend downe vpon them from theſe ſpheares. Thoſe ouer whom the Moone 
hath predominance, participate of the nature of Thalia, and are therefore de. 
lighted with comick laſciuiouſneſſe and wantonneſſe, Thoſe whom the 
ſpheare of Saturxe gouernes, or Polyhimnia, being of a drie and cold tempera- 
ture, they are wondrous retentiue in the remembrance of things long paſt, 
For the diſpoſitions of the mind, and conſtitutions of the body, haue a conſo- 
nance to the nature of that planet vnder which they were borne : therefore 
ſome are delighted with one ſtudy, ſome another, according to the aſpedts of 
the planet. For example, if Mercary be ina good and pleafing aſpeR , he be- 
gets eloquence, facunditie, and elegancie of ſpeech, beſides skill and know- 
| ledge in many things, but eſpeciallic in the Mathematicks : the ſame being 
in coniunion with 1#piter , they are bred Philoſophers and Diuines : beeing 
ioyn'd with Mars in his rappy aſpeR, it makes men $kilfull Phyſirians and for- 
| tunate ; but in his bad aſpect, ſuchas prooue vnskilfull , valackie , and ſome- 
' times theeues and robbers,which commonliec happens when he is ſcorcht with 
| the planet of the Sunne . Being in coniunRion with Yezws, thence proceedes 
| Mufitians and Poets,ioyn'd with Zuna, waric merchants,and diligent and thrif- 

tie husbands ; with Saturn, it infuſeth men with prediftion and propheſie. 
But let this little ferue ro illuſtrate the reſt, ſo from the Muſes we come to the

Of their number the antient writers 
much diffcr, <£Slianws in his booke De waria Hiſtoria thus {1 peakes : There wer 
fonre Syvells, Erithr a4, Samia,igyptia,and Sardinia . Others to theſe adde fix mort, 
ta make the number tenne : amongſt which are numbred Cymaa, and Indea, with tht 
three Bachides, one of Greece , 4 ſecond of Athens, a third of _Areadis . It ſeemes he 
had forgot to reckon the tenth. Aretinein his booke De 4quils wolante, agrees

ns, Helikewiſe numbers tenne, the firſt (ſaith he) was of Perſia, the ſecond 
of Libiz, thethird was named Delphirs, being borne in the Iſland of Del- 
phos, and neere tothe Temple of polls, who prophefied of the warres of 
Troy; the fourth was called Omeris, and was of Iraly ; the fift Erythrea, and 
borne in Babylon, ſhe compoſed a booke, which inthe Greeketongue was 
nticuled Yaſilloors ; the ſixt was called Saris, or rather Samia, as borne in the 
Ifte Samos; the ſeauenth Cumars , ofthe cirtie Cuma, whole ſepulchre, as 
dorus writes,is in Sicilie, ſhe brought certaine bookes to Tarquinize Priſcus, 
which ſpake of the Roman ſucceſſion, and whatſhould fururelie beride them, 
preſcribing them the Ceremonies to be vied iritheirfſacrifices ; the eight Elle- | 
iaca, who likewiſe prophecied of the warres of Troy , the ninth, Phrigia , 
the renthandlaſt, 4/2urnes, who prophecied many things concerning the $a- 
uiour ofthe world. And fo farre Aretine. The opinion of lohannes Wyerins iti 
his booke De praſtiggs Demonum, is to this purpole, That the diuell in the the- 
atre of this world might pur a face of honeſtie ypon all thoſe Tragedies which 
heaym'dto execute ypon mankind, he inſtituted his Enthufiaſte and his Pythe- 
&@ Oracles , which were in vſe almoſt amongſt all nations, in ſomuch that 
| theirſuperſtitions,and prophanations hadcrept inamongſt the people of god-ſo 
that Moyes made a law thar all ſuch as-repayred to theſe iugling ſorceriſts, 
ſhould beſtoned to death . Amongſt theſe are counted ſome of the Sibells, 
though notall, as hirelings of the diuell, for the conſervation and confirma- 
tion ofhis kingdome : for out of their bookes the Romans were drawne into 
many lunacies and frenzies, as (beſides many other) iris manifeſt in Zozimus, 
who recites many of their verſes full of tradition, and ſuperſtirions meerelie 
wilawfull, though the two Sibelſs Erthrezand Camana in heroicke poems 
propheſied of Chriſt, and ſung anddeclared his prayſes : which as ſome con- 
iefture, they did by the fight of the propheſies of Eſaias and David. Theſe 0- 
racles laſtedrothe comming of our Sauiour, burthen ſurceaſt through all the 
parts of the world. There were alſoa kind of ſorceriſts , which ſome call Ze- 
mwes; the word importing the ſpirits and ghoſts of ſuch as pefiſhr before 
their times, or abqrriuelic, for from ſuch they. fathered their predifions and 
propheſtes. Of this kind there were many in Germany (as Wyerizs relates) 
who were of long continuance,and ſuch were called Alke muheres,orthe white 
women, which in their moderne tongue, implies as much as the white Sy- 
bells: and this ſort of people was ominous ro womenwith child , and to = 
in 
times of old they were moſt frequent and common, whenthe world attribu- 
ted roo much to the iugling illuſions of the deuill yer fince the Saujour of the 
world, and our onelie patron , hath ſupplanted him by the more pute and fer- 
vent preaching of the Goſpell ; theſe mockerics and fallacies, by which he 
cheated the vnlettered multitude of their faith, and god of his honour are 
meerelieadnichilated, in ſomuch there is ſcarce left to poſteritie the leaſt me- 
morie of their wicked traditions.Of ſuch as theſefit ſcems S. Hierom took elpe- 
ciall notice, when in an epiſtle writ fo Pauls vpon the death of Bleſilla, he thus 
gen, Que cauſaeſt vtſepe Dimuli ty Trimuls, (x obera lattantes, (56.1.

SYBILLA Lis1ica. 


He is by ſome called Phozmenoe,and held tobe the daughter of Apolls,firma- 

med Prima. By all antient writers ſhee hath the honour to be the firſt that 

inuented the heroick verle : of her perticular actions much isnot left re- 
corded. Ir is reported of a Pretet whoſe gouerment was ouer Cilicia, that 
he gaueno credit at all totheſe Oracles , and to make proote whether there 
was in them any thing worthie admiration, or belecfe, he inſcribed a queſtion 
which he ſcaled yp(his Anigma was not known to any ſaue himſelf this letter 
by one of his freed men whom he beſt loued and moſt truſted, hee ſent to the 
Oracle, charging him not to open it till hee had receiued adirectanſwere to 
the demand included. The meſſenger hauing made his Oriſons,voffered facri- 
fice, and preſented gifrs according to the cuſtome of the place, petitioned for 
an anſwere to his vnknowne requeſt, and ſolayd him downe to fleepe by the 
altar : in the morning being throughly awake,he remembered himſeclfe of a 
viſion that appeared vnto him it ſcemed vnto him that he ſaw one of the Sy- 
bells ſtanding before the altar, who onely ſpake to him this word, Nigram , (1 
blacke) and ſo vaniſht, With this ſatisfaRion hereturnes to his lord, and tells 
him cuerie circumſtance as ic happened, withal,the ſhort anſwer that he recei- 
ved by viſion: when the gouernor, m—_—_ the paper, diſcouered only theſe 
words written with his owne hand, Album tibi an Niprum imolabo txurun.t.Shall 
Ifacrifice vnto thee a white bull or a blacke? ro which the anſwere was giuen, 
8 blacke : this cuer afcer better poſſeſt him of the Oracles. The firſt Oracle 
that was heard, was by certaine ſheapheards, the chiefe of whom was called 
Coretas, theſe graſfing their flockes in the place where the Temple now ſtands, 
heard a ſound of certaine words vttered by Diuine inſtin& ; of which ar firſt 
they rooke ſmall heede, as meerely neglefting them: but when by proofethey 
found all thingsto happen punRualy according to the prediction, they gaue a 
ſacred reuerence to the place, which fince hath enlarged the fame thereof 
through allthe parts of the world. But concerning this Sybell, Zibica her pro- 
pheſies concerning Chriſt were ſomewhar to this purpoſe. 


A King, a Prieſt, a Prophet, all theſe three 
Shall meet tn one : ſacred Diuinitie

| Laden, of their mutuall compreſſion Daphne was begor ; of her Apollo grew 
| inamoured and layd daylic fiege to her chaſtitie, bur ſhee nor able ro oppoſe 
| his importunities,and willing to preſerue her virginitic pure and withour ble- 
| miſh, petitioned ro her mother Earth, Thatſhe would againe receiue her ( to 
| conceale her from the Sunne ) into her boſome, from whence ſhee ar firſt pro- 
| ceeded : to whoſe requeſt her mother condiſcended,and kepr her ſo long, 
till from her breſt ſhee ſprong our a Laurell tree, whom Phebus notwithſtan- 
ding courted,but in vaine. The manner of her tranſporrarion Owid with great 
elegancie relates in his Metamorph. Without this Laurell (as ſome thinke) the 
Tripos in Boetia(plac'tneere the vaticinaring caue) cannot be erected. All wri- 
ters confirme a her Sybell and a Propheteſle, belonging ro the Delphian O- 


racle,howſocuer the Poets haue fabled. Herprophcfic wasto this purpole.

There was in thole daies an antientand much adorcd altar ſacred ro Apollo, ro 
whichthe Z&olzxs and the Tonians in affrhetrhefitations repaired for counlell, 
it was ſciruate in the Mileftan fields, rieere to rhe pott called 'Patormus : ro 
this place wetefent men.both of birthand truſt, ro demand; fromthe Cuma-

| — from Parmeneſius, and relates it thus : There was a certaine King of Creete 
| called vell;{es,to whoſe daughters young Jupiter was ſent to be nurſed ; but 
| they wanting milke, brought vnto himagoat called by that name, which gane 
| him ſucke. This goat was ſofruitfull, thatſhe ever brought forth two kids, and 
| was thennewlic caſzd of her burden, when Jupiter was brought thither to be 
foſtred.In gratitude of which good done to him, he after tranſlated herand her 
| kids amongſt the ſtars: which Cleoſtratws Tenedins firſt oblerued, Muſans "__ 

the 
; charge of 1upiters infancie was committed, both beautifull Nymphes : Amal- 
| thea hauing a goat whom ſhe much loued, and with whoſe milke ſhe brought 
him vp. Palephatssin his fabulous narrations ſpeakes of the Horne of Amalihes, 
which Hercwles (till boare about him,which was of that vertue that it ſtill ſup- 
lyed him with all neceffaries whatſocuer : from which grew a Prouerbe, 
Thartall ſuch as were ſupplyed without complaining of want, were ſaid ro haue 
the Horne of Amalihes, 4 hiſtory is thus. Hercules trauelling through Bceo- 
tia to viſit his nephew 7olaws, ſoiourned by the way for a ſeaſon amongſt the 
Theſpians,where liued a woman of approved beautie and vertue, called Amal- 
thea,with whoſe feature Hercules being much delighted, he hoſted there longer 
than his purpoſe, which polass taking 111, Amalthes out of a horne in which ſhe 
had hoarded ſome quantitie of money, furniſhr Hercules with all things need- 
full : which ſome ſtrangers taking eſpeciall notice of, they rumord it abroad, 
and trom thence firſt grew the Prouerbe. But to returne to our Amalihes Cu- 
mana + This was ſhe by whoſe condudt e&xeas had free paſſage into hell, as Yir- 
zill expreſſeth at large in his fixt booke. She brought to Tarquinias Priſcas thoſe 
tree bookes of Propheſies, of which two were burnt, __ one preſerued.By 
which computation comparing the time berwixt «&neas and Tarquin , (he 
could liueno lefſe than fiue hundred yeares ; noris it altogether incredible, 
ſince when Liuia the daughter of Rauilins, Terentia of M. Cicero, and Clodia of 
Anlas, the firſt liued ninetie ſeauen yeares ; the ſecond, ahundred and thirtie; 
the third, a hundred and fifceene after the bearing of fifreene children. Gorgia 
Leontins (the tutor of 1/ocrates and many other learned men) in the hundred and 
' ſeauenth yeare of his age, being asked, Why he deſired toliue any longer ? an- 
ſwered, Becauſe he felt nothing in his body by which to accuſe age. Herodetw, 
Plizy, Cicero, and others, ſpeake of one _Arganthonins Gaditanus , who raigned 
foureſcore yeares, being {1xtic yeares of age before he came to his crowne. 
| Solynus and Cieſias withothers, auerre, that amongſt the Arhiopians a hundred 
and thirty yeares is but a common age, and many arriue vatoit. Hellanicus te-| 
| ſtates that the Epians, apeople of Arolia, attained to two hundred : whow| 
Damiates cxceedes, naming one Littorixs that reached to three hundred : the 
like we reade of Neſtor.

fore the Altar, who held mher armies as louely an infant”, at this apparition 
Ceſar afrighted, fell on his face : at which inſtaije was heard avoice asfrom 
Heaven, ſaying, This is the altar of 'the Sonne of God. In which place was af- 
ter built a Temple dedicated to the Virgin Merie, and called Ara Cali. i. The 
dar of Heaner. T his Policropices affirmes, and for the-truth chereof cireth ſaint 
Awouftine 11.1 8.cap,24. There is little more remembered of her life, ſauing, 
that in her bookes ſhe propheſied of the comming of the Sauioor of the world 
much after this manner : wr,

Chariots might meete vpon the roppe of them, and hauc free ponnge wirhout 
impediment. 4. The Temple of D1ana,of which I haue ſpoken before, was in 
length 425 foote, inbreadrch 220: It was beautified with 1257 Collumns, 
5. Thetombe of Mau/olar,built by Arrimefia queene of Caria,was in height 
25 Cubits : izwas compaſt with 36 collumns: ir contained from the South 
to the North 3; foote,the whole compaſſe contained 1 4 1 1 That part which 
lay towards the Eaſt, was perteted by Scpas ; that which was towards the 
North,was ended by Briax; that towards the Meridian, by Tywothess ; that 
which butted vpon the Weſt,by Lexcares. 6. The Coloflus of the Sun, which

his Res de Sicilia teſtares,was transferred into Latin, She propheſicd of all the 
Greekes that cameto the fiegeof Troy, deſigned the places whence, and how 
long they ſhould continue there. In thoſe bookes ſhe ſpeakes of Homer, and 
that he ſhould write of thoſe wars partially , according tohis affeRtion and not 
truth. In the ſame yolume ſhe prophefied of Chriſt,after this manner: 


The times by the great Oracle aſdignd, 

I hen God bim/elfe,in pittic of mankind, 

Shall from the Heau'n deſcend and be incarnate, 
Entring the world a lambe immagulate ;

To this goddeiſe Yefta ( whom ſome call the Earth, others the Mother of 
the gods ) Fire perpetuallie burning, was conſecrated : and to this obſeruati- 
on and couſto:ne, certaine virgins pickt out of the nobleſt families wgre cho- 
ſen,as direQors and chiefe oucrſeers of that Order,by whoſe negligcſfce it by 
chance at any time that ſacred Fire was extinguiſhed , their judgement was to 
| bee beaten todeath with ſtrokes by the hand of the chicfe. Prieſt or Flamin. 
Palerius Maximus reports that the ſame judgement was executed vpon the 
lame negligence, by P. Licinius Craſſus then in the high Prieſthood . All ſuch 
3 were found guilric of inceſt were condemned to bee buried aliue : nor was 
tlawfull (as Labeo Antiſtivs writes)for any vnder fix yearcs,or aboue ren,to be

Plutarch in Gracchs, in the Catalogue of theſe conſecrated vir- 
gins, numbers Licinis. And Pliny relates, that when Clodzws the Emperour was 
in oppoſition with his wife Meſ/alizs (that ſinke of luſt, and moſt incontinent 
of women)when their differences could be no wayes decided, Ae/ſ/alina ſent to 
Ybidia(one of the moſt reuerent amongſt the Veſtalls) by whoſe mediation at- 
tonement was made betwixt herand the Empcrour. The veſtall fire vpon a 
time going out, and it being imputed to their inchaſtitie , «Amilia with theſe 
words beſought the goddefle ; 0h Veſta,thou that art the proteFour of this famous 
cittie Rome, as I hame truclie and chaſtlic,almoſt for thirtie yearesſpace, celebrated thy ſa- 
crifices, fo either at this preſent crowne my puritie with fame , or before this multitude, 
brand my luſt with infamy. Theſe words were no ſooner ſpoken, but caſting her 
mantle vponthe Altar, the fire inſtantlie brake foorth, where before there was 
nothing in place ſauecold embers , by which prodigie her innocent lite was 
protected. Claudia the Veſtall was of no lefſe remarkeable chaſtitie, who 
when a barke laden with the ſacreds of the goddeſle {tucke faſt in the river Ty- 
ber, and by no human ſtrength could be looſed from the ſand : ſhe thus open- 
lie proteſted before the people, {quoth ſhe!s goddeſſe, I hae hitherto kept my cha- 
ſtitie onde filed, vouchſafe theſe may follow me: when taſtning a cord to the ſtearne 
of the ſhip, ſhe without any difficultie drew it along the riuer. Tuſcia likewiſe 
ſuſpeRed of incontinence, by the like wonder gaue teſtimonie of her inno- 
cence, who inuocating Yeffain theſe words : f (ſaith ſhe) 4 mother of the gods, 1 
haue offered thy ſacrifices with chaſt and undefiled hands, crant that with thes fieue Ima) 
take op water from the riuer Tyber, and without ſhedding the le1ſt droppe beare it onto 
thy Altar : which when ſhe had obtained and accordinglic ed , with 
lowdacclamations of the multitude, ſhe was abſolued, and her auſtere life c- 
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uverafter held in reuerence. The attributes of Modeſtie and Temperance. are

greater 'ornaments toa woman than gold or iewells; and becauſeall perfecti- 
ons cannotbein one woman at one time, this Modeſtie is that which ſupplycs 
all things that are wanting. Iris a dower to her that hath no portion, nor one. 
lie an ornament to deformitie, bur in blackneſle it impreſſes a kind of beaurie; 
irilluſtrares the 1gnobilicie of birth, ſupplying all thoſe defeRts wherein for- 
cune hath beene ſcanting. And ſo much ſhall ſuffice tor the Veſtalls. 


Of the Propheteſſes. 

PI Oncerning theſe Propheteſles, I will oncly make a bricfe cata- 

ZAXX'l logue of ſome few,whom the anticnt writers haue made moſt 
Pl eminent. We reade of Hyrtiathe daughter of Seſoftris king of 
@|| Egypt, moſtskilfull in divination, who to her father fore- 
told his Amplitude and Monarchy. Yolatteranus in Georg, 
— writes of one Zabiſ/a, adiuining woman, that was eminent for 
many predictions in Bohemia, whom ſucceeded her daughter Craco, as well in 
ill, as in fame . Plutarch in Marie ſpeakes of one Martha, whom Aarciws 
moſt honourablie circumducted in a horſe-litter,and at her appointment ce- 
lebrated many ſacrifices : herthe ſenate with a generall ſuffrage for her appro- 
ved $kill in augurie, rewarded with libertie, making hera free woman of the 
cittie. Polyxo 15 the name of one of the Phebaiedes ; of whom Yal, Flaccus in his 
Argonauts thus writes : 

Tunc etiam vates Phabo deletts Polixo. 

Where he calls her « Propheteſſe beloued of Phoebus. Soſipatra,, a woman by 
nation a Lydian, and the wife of «&deſius the Sophiſt, was poſleſt with that di- 
vining ſpirit and truc coniecture of future things that in their times accor- 
dinglie happened, that ſhe was ſaid to be educated and inſtructed by the gods 
themſelues. Of the like approbation was Sparina, who as Tranquillys teſtates, 
forewarned C/ar to beware of the Ides of March, who in the ſame day was 
murdered inrhe Capitoll, of which he bid him beware . Martianus Capella 
ſpeakes of one Symachia, and calls her one of the Sybells; and of teane by all 
authours granted, will allow but two; namelie, Herophile Troians the daugh- 
ter of Marmenſis, and Symachia the ifſue of Hippotenſis , who was bornein E- 
rythrza, and prophcſied in Cuma. Theano and Eucyppa, the daughters of one 
Seedaſus, ſung many oraculous cautions to the people of Sparta , yet could 
they not predic their owne diſaſter; for atter they were forciblie defloured 
by the young men of the ſame cittie , and {laine, and their bodies caſt into a 
well ; their tather after long ſearch finding them , confo.inded with the fight 
of ſoſad aſpeacle, vponthe fight thereof flew himiclte. Celius writes of 
2 woman borne in his countrey, called Zacoba, our of whole bellie vacleane 
ſpirits made acclamations of future things to come , of which one of them 
called himſelfe Cincinnatulus, who gaue maruellous an{wers toſuchas deman- 
ded of him, bur ſpakeas oft fallclic as truelie. Of better knowledge (as it 
lcemes) was 4ppollonius of Tyana, a cittie in Greece, who rold une Cy/tx,aman 
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ſue roall voluptuouſncile, That before three daycs were expyred ne thould 
flaine , which accordinglic happened. He vſcd to proteſt,that he ſpake no-

thing without the counſell of the gods and direction of the {pirit that atten. 
ded him : he profeſſed the knowledge of all languages and tongues, to haue 
inſight into the thoughts of men, ro diſcourſe any thing punctuallie that had 
paſt, and diuine as truelie of any thing to come; he was moreoueranexad in 
rerpreter of dreames : his life is compendiouflie ſer downe by Yollaterranuy, 
Parialla lined in the age of Cleomines , and was called the championeſle of all 
the Dcelphian prophetcfſes. Now how the diuell ſhould come to the fore. 
| knowledge of things to come,it ſhall be held no vnneceſlaric digrefſion briefly 
ro inquire. Theſe ſpirits being of a thinne ſubſtance (by theirtenuitie , ſubril. 
tie, and incredible ccleritie , moreouer by the quickneſle of their apprehen. 
ſions, in which they farre excell the flowneſle and culneſle of all earthlie bo. 
| dies) by thediuine permifſion, vnderſtand and deliver many things which ap. 
| peare tovs miraculous : Therefore S. Awewuſtine in his booke De Spiritu oF A- 
| ima, ſaith, That by reaſon of theirantiquirie, and benehr of the length of time 
(as hauing continued from the beginning of the world) they haue gathered to 
themſelees that abſolute and vnmatchable experience, of which man (by rea- 
ſon of the breuirie of his age) is no way capable , by which meanes, ſome of 
their ations ſceme the more admirable : ſome things they faſhion out of the 
holy Scriptures themſelues, as hauing them all at their fingers ends, and oft 
times predict {uch things as they themſelues haue purpole toadt ; by this 
meanes tempting and ſeducing mankind. Therefore Plats in Epinomiae, attri- 
butes vnto them, acuteneſle of witre, retentiue memorie,and admirable know. 
ledge. Clemens in Recog. ſaith, That theſe ſpirits therefore know more, and 
much more perfe&lic, as not being burdened or dulled with the grofle weight 
of the body. Tertallian in his Apologicagainſt the nations th1s argues : All ſpi- 
rits are winged, and therefore are euery where inan inſtant , the ſpatious earth 
and all the corners thereof, are to them but as one place, and whatſoeuer is 
therein done, they can as cafily know as ſuddenlic declare: by this means they 
make themſelues the authours of many things ; and ſo they arc indeed of mil- 
chiefes often, of good things never. The Croctians and the Pirhians make it 
moſt apparant with what deceiuing cunning he hath ſhadowed the ambigui- 
ries of his Oracles. No queſtion bur the diuell by the infallible propheſies of 
Eſay and Daniell (both which had liuelie and expreſſelic deliniated the young 
man Alexander) knew that this Alexander by ſubduing Darize, ſhould entoy all 
Afia, and transferre the Monarchy from the Babylontans tothe Grecians. The 
Prince therefore comming tothe Delphian Oracle, and of the Propheteſle 
demanding the fuccefſe that ſhould follow his intended expeditions , ſhee of 
long time made him noanſwer , but he not ſo ſatisfied, by intreaties,menacies, 
and all manner of importunities, at length wreſted from her theſe few words 
Inuittus eris Alexander, Oh Alexander, thou ſhalt be inuincible : which words , had 
they fayled in the fucceſſe of his warres, yet had a ſhadow of truth,in that his 
vrgence ouercame the ſilence of the Oracle, After,trajeing his army againſt 
the Perſians , diuers prod:gies appeared ; ar hi$entrance into Aſia, the ſtatue 
of Orpheus was ſeene to ſweat ; in his conflit with Darins, an Eagle was ſtill 
viſibly, ſeenc ſoaring and houering ouer his head,and as it were menacing the 
enenue : theſe were, no queſtion,the mockeries of the diuell, ro auerc the 0- 
pinions of ſuchas gaue nor much credit ro the ſuperſtitions of rheſe vaine 
Auguries, and to the firmer eſtabliſhment of his own kingdome. He knew be- 
fore out of the Propheſics of E/ay, That Tyrus ſhould be deſtroyed by the 
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Macedonians, for ſo faith the Prophet : The burden of Tyrus : howle ye ſhips

would inſtantlic forſake the Cittie :: that thecuent anſwering the pre- 


idols. Tothis purpoſe makes thar of the Pirhiandamſell in theAdts of the Apo- 
ſtles, thus ſaith the text ; And it came to paſſe, a3 we went _— 4 certaine maide 
hawing 4 ſpirit of dinunation met ws, which gate her maiſter mach vantage with diuining : 
 ſbe followed Paul and vs, aud cryed : ſaying, Theſe men are the ſeruants of the moſt high 
God, which ſhew unto you the way of [aluation ; and thus did ſhe many dayes. Hcre we 
ſcethe diuell confafſerh rhe truth, but nor with*th' intent to mooue the peo- 
pleto giue beleefe to his dectrines : For thatappeares by the ſcquele. For 
when Paslgrieued, turned about, and ſaid to the {pirit, 7 command thee in the 
name of leſ us that thou come out of her , and he came out the ſame houre. For inſtantlic 
followes the innate malice of the diuc1l : for when her maiſters ſaw the ho 
of their gaine was gone, they caught Pawland Silas, and drew them into the 
market place vnto the Magiſtrates,&c. The divell proſecuting his hate againſt 
them, euen to falſe accuſations, beating with rods, and impriſonment. This 
ument I willend with one hiſtoricall diſcourſe. Johannes Wyerins in his firſt 
booke, De preſt. Demon. tells vs,that vpon a time mention _ made of HedFor 
and Achilles before the Emperour S8faximilian in his 1mperiall pallace, one of 
bis chiefe nobilitie, and aprime counſeller of Sate amongſt the reſt beganto 
ſpeake moſt affeRionatlie in their praiſe, extolling their actions , ſtrength, 
and vallour, inthat high meaſure , that the Emperour was moſt defirgus (if 


lit were poſſible)ro behold them intheir true effigies and portrature. A Magi- 


tian at the ſametime liued about the court, who boaſted ſo much of his $k1ill, 
thathe profeſt himſelfe able to accompliſh rhe defires of the Emperour, and 
that without danger or preiudice to any : this comming to the eares of the 
Emperour, he was ſent tor , and. commanded ro ſhew ſome teſtimonie of his 
art. The Magitian,in hope of reward,and promiſe of {ilence,free from all iater- 
ruption , vndertakes it, and morcouer toſecure the ſpectarors from danger : 
when placing the Emperour in his regall throne, he caſt about the ſame a wide 
and ſpacious circle, that done, he mumbles certaine vnknowne words to him- 
ſelfe, which he ſeemed to reade out of a ſmall booke of characters, which hee 
drewe out of his pocker. This was no ſooner done, but HeFor beates at the 
doore with ſuch violence, that at the terrour of the ſtroakes,the whole pallace 
ſcemed to tremble : the doore being opened, Hefor enters armed'Cap ape in a 
helmet plumed, his targer vpon hisarme, and m hisright handalong mightie

eyes lookes roundabout the roomehis ſtature much larger than any that hath 
lived in our latter dayes. Aranother doore, firſt knockes, then enters Achilles, 
with the like maieſticke gate, complearlie armed, withan auſteare and mena- 
cing brow,beholding Hefor, ſhaking and charging his ſpearc againſt him, as if 
be inſtantlie purpoſed toinuade him. Theſe two.,atter honour done vnto Ca- 
ſar, hauing gone on, and returned backe three times, vpon the inſtant 
vaniſht, This a&being paſt,next enters on the ſtage king Dawidghis head crow- 
ned with a rich diademe, and adorned with all kinglie magnificence, playing

the land of Chitrim, it is reuealed vnto them. This land Cethim, many hold 
robe Macedonia, for atterthat diale& the Macedoniansare called by Zomer. 
Others by Cethims, interpret the land of the Cyprians. Now when after the 
deteare and vrrer ſubuerſion of Dariws, Alexanger had inueſted his army be- 
fore Tyrus, the diucll by oracle forewarned one of the prime cittiſens, That

peare, headed with braſle : who thus accountred, with terrible and flaming |

and ſo likewiſe vaniſht. The Magitian being asked by the Emperour, Why, of 
the reſt, Dawid had onelie denyed rodoe him honour * he preſentlie anſwered, 
| Tharall kingdomes to the kingdome of David muſt ſubmit themſclues\, be. 
| cauſe Chriſt himſelfe came of his ſtogke and linage. Thus we ſec how the di. 
uell is neuer without ſcripture in his mouth,though blaſphemie and execrati- 
on in his heart . Beſides theſe kind of Diuiners,there are ſuchas are called Sor. 
tilge , and theſe predict by lots , and that afrer fundrie manners, of which] 
| will inſtance one onelie: They make a roumd circle,and divide ir into foureand 
twentic equalldiſtinces,according tothe number of the Greeke alphaber,eue. 
ry ſpace hauing the character of one of theſe letters , vpon which they put a 
graincof wheat or barlie ; then is put forth a Cocke kept for the purpoſe, and 
by thoſe graines that he picks vp from the letters, they makerheir coniecures, 
Yalens the Emperour much perplexed in his mind about the ſucceſſion in the 
Empire,retyred himſelfe to this kind of Augurie : when the letrers and the 
graines being placed as is aforeſaid, the vaticinating Cocke (called AletFiowman. 
ricw)'was turned out, who pickt vp the graines , and made bare theſe fiue let- 
ters,T H E O D: by which'was ſignified Theodefims,who after ſucceeded.Other 
predictions were gathered out of the ſentences of the Poets : but eſpeciallic 
Ilied.g, out of Homer of the Greckes, and Yirgill for the Latines. Socrates being in pri- 
ſon, our ofa verſe in Homey told to £/chinus , That he ſhould not outhue rhe 
third day. Alexander Seatrus thus meaning®to calculate what ſhould fururclie 
betyde him,happened vpon this verſe in Yirgill: 
Enid. 6. Tu regere 1mperio populos, Romane mements. 

And after ſome few yeares hee attained to the Empire. Clawdins the Empe- 
rour acquiring his owne fate the like way,happened vpon thar 1a his ſixt booke 
of his /Eneid : 

Tertiq dum Latio reenantem Viderit ſt as. 
Neither did hee raigne aboue two yeares. The lame Claudies inquiring afrer 
his brothers fortunes, he light vpon that verſe, which after Gordianws 1unior 
chanced vpon, 

Oftendunt terris huns tantur fata. 
| This Gordianus was {laine within ſeauenteene dayes aftcr hee had taken vpon 
him the emperiall purple. Claudiss Seewndis,predeceſiourroth. Emperour 4v- 
ITY of the ſucceſle of his poſtcritic, had the lor of this verie in 
Virgul: + 
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His ego, nec metas rerium nec nomina pono. 


Whoſe progenie laſted for a long time after. Of this kind there were inh- 
nite, which I purpoſelie pretermit. The Pithian woman that fare ſtradling | 
with herlegges vpon the Tripos, receiued the vncleane ſpirit at the immode 
parts of her body,from whence ſhe was likewiſe heard to deliver ſuch anfwets 
as were demanded of her, with a ſtrange furor and rapture; her heire fcartered 
about her cares,and foaming at the mouth, ſhe delivered her franticke oracles. 
Methodins againſt Origen writa booke of theſe mad diuinors,as Sophranins faith. 
Others there were,cal'd Fexeriloque(ſo nam'd by SuAwgaſtin)becauſe they wert 
hearto ſpeake from their wombs and bellies, Termwl. a great authour, affirms 
that hehath ſeene ſuch women, that from theirimmodeſt parts (fitting) have 
vrrered ſuch kind of oracles, anſwering in thar manerrco queſtions Te”

Toconclude with theſe, Cehus Zodomtews that liuvedin the memorie of our fa- 
chers, in his eight booke Antiqniz. lath left recorded,rhat he hath ſeene fuch a 
woman in- Rhodigium,a citticof Italic, trom whole ſecret parts ſuch avoice 
was often heard, which though ſmall and weake , yet was altogether intelli- 
gible : that'which ſhe vrrered was ſtrange tothe hearers ; bur in futurethings 
her words were ful of vanitie and lealings.To ſpeake of Fortune-tellers, Gyp- 
fies, Wiſewomen , and ſuchas pretendtorell of things loſt ( aprofeſſion roo 
much ſuffcred, as moſt frequently abufiue in this age) would but fill much pa- 
per, and giue {mall or no content atallrothe Reader, I will therefore ſhut vp 
all their impoſturouslies in one ſhort and knowne truth £ A cunning woman 
thatnot long fince-liued about this cittie (whom I forkeare for ſome reaſons to 
name) pretended great skillnot onely in Palmeſtric,tocell maides how ma- 
nie hushands they ſhould hauc ; and young mcn, what wiucs, and how manie 
children legittimarte, or baſtards, with ſuch like ridiculous and illuftue conie- 
Qures ; but beſides this Art, ſhe profeſſed the knowledge of things loſt , and 
to returne any ſtolne goods to the true owner : growing by this ſopopular, 
that ſhe grew nor onely in fame but in wealth , and of great opinion amongſt 
the vulger . It happened that ina certaine houſe afiluer ſpoone being loſt,and 
ſome of the familie aboue the reſt ſuſpeed abour the felonie, two of the ſer- 
pants knowing themſclucs innocent, toclecre themſclues, and finde out the 
private thiefe , made a ſtocke berwixt them of ten groats ( for that was her 
tee)and verjeearly in the moming repaired to this cunning womans houle, be- 
cauſe they would be ſure both to take her within,and find her at leaſure. They | 
d rocome juſt at the time when ſhe her ſclfe opening the (treet doore, 
the firſt thing ſhe caſt hereye vpon was, that ſome beaſtly fellow or other had 
egregiouſly playd the ſlouen iuſt before the threaſhold of her doore, at which 
being tcnting y mooued,ſhe in her anger thus {aid, Did I but know or could 
I find out what raſcall hath done this, I would bee revenged on him though it 
coſt me twentie nobles.

Yid in his firſt booke de Faſt leaues remembred , how Atlas tooke to 
wite Plejone the daughter of Oceanus and Thetss, by whom hee receiued 
{euen daughters : theſe, when 0r40s ( with their mother ) had for the 
ſpace of fiue yeares together proſecuted onely to vitiate and deflower 
then, they all jointly petitioned to the gods, That they might bee reſcued 
from all violence ; whoſe prayers spiter hearing,and withall commilſerating 
theirdiſtreſſe, hee changed the ſcuen ſiſters into ſeuen ſtarres, whoſe names

All theſe ſtarres are plac't in the head of the Bull, two in his eares, two in 
his eyes, two in his noſthrills, and one inthe middle of his torchead where 
the haire curles and turnes vp . Some reckoned the daughters of Atlas tothe 
number of twelue,and that Hyas was theirbrother , who being ſtung to death 
by a ſerpent, fiue of his ſiſters tooke his death ſogrieuouſly that rhey dyed 
with ſorrow ; of whom Jupiter tooke ſuch pittie that he tranſlated them into 
lomany ftarres, which ſtill beare their brothers name,and are called Hyages. 
Heſiod thus giues vs their names, Phoeola, Corons, Cleia, Phoeo,and Eudora, 

Quas nimphas, Hyades mortales nomine dicunt. 

Others nominate themafter this manner, Ambrocia, Corons, Eudora, Dione, 
A/ila, and Polyxo : Others haue added to theſe,Thiene and Proitele, which they 
haue beleeued to be the Nourſes of Bacchw : as allo Dodeninas lo called of Ds- 
donus the ſonne of Eeropa, but write them as deſcended from other parents, 
whence ſome held them for the daughters of Erechews,others of Cadmiz:ſome 
would haue Calypſo to be the daughter of Arl.s. Neither 1s their number free 
from controuerſie . for Thales Mileſius holds them but two, the one Anſtralrs, 
the other Borealis. Euripides in his Tragedie de Phactonte addes a third. Achews 
makes them foure , and Exripides fix : ſome thinke them called Hyades becauſe 
they were the Nurſes of Bacchus, whois alſo called Hyes,of which opinion Es 
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Hy cornuto Dioniſio Irats, 'E- 
Others thinke them to haue tooke name of the Raine, becauſe their new | 
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Of the Civdces: 


ſtill pretends ſhewers in the Spring , Beſides, theſe are the moſt certaine 
fignes of weather which the Nauigators arſea gather from the riſing of theſe 
Starres , aS Euripides in Tone moſt perſpicuouſly demonſtrates . Thele Pleiades 
and Hyades are therefore called the daughters of A:las , becauſe Atlas fignifies 
Axis mundi, i. the axeltree of the world . The Collumnes of Atlas are the

North and the Meridian or South poles , on which the Heauen is thought to 
be ſupported . Now the axcltree firſt made, the Starres were next created: 
Some thinke them the iſſue of Atlas. Libicus who being a moſt skilfull Aſrono. 
mer, called his daughters by the names of the ſtarres,thereby to ererniſe t heir 
memorie, as diuerſe others haue done the like. Amongſt whom was Conon, 
who lia'd in the time of Ptolewews,who called his Coma,and Berenices.Proclms in 
his Comenr.vpon Heſtodas his workes and daies,writes that thefe Pleiades are 
all dwine,and their ſtarres the ſoules of the Planers;as Celeno is the ſoule of Sa 
turne ; Stergpe, of the ſphere of Jupiter 5 Merope, of Mars , Electtra, of Apollo or | W 
the Sunne ; Alcione, of Yenus , Maia, of Mercury ; and Taigete,of the Moone, Of 
| whome ſome haue had congreſſe with their owne Planets , and ſome with 0- 
ther ofthegods. Which 0/4 in his fourth booke Faffor hath with much ele- 
| gancierclaced : 


Pleiades Incipiunt humeros releware paternos. 


The wanaring Pleiades gadding abroad, 

Begin to eaſe their father of his Load. 

Who though in number Senen all ſhining bright, 
Jet owely fix of them uppeare in ſight. 

Twice three of theſe themſelues hane proſtrate caſf 
Into the gods imbraces : Mars clings faſt 

To Sterope; Alcionethe faire, 

And ſweete Celzno, Neptunes darlinos are. 
Maia,Elc&ra,and Taigetethree 

of that bright ſiſter-hood Toues wantons be :

The thought of which fatt ſhe doth ſo deteſt,

And fo moch for the Pleicdls and Hiedss thall ſuffice; 
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Of theGraces. 
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== Heſc whom the Latines call Gratie or Graces , the Greekes call 


Charites. Heſwd calls them the daughters of Inpiter and Bart 
nome, thelc called Oceanus father . Orpheus in an hymne ſoong 
tothe praiſe of theſe ſiſters, calls them the daughters of E#- 
nomea and 1upiter. Amtilemachus derives them from «/Seles and 
the Sunne , others from Antinee and Jupiter : as they _ in 
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Tib.2. Of the Graces. 
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their brith, ſo they doein their names andnumber : ſome allow but two, and 
name them Chtaand Pharena , Pauſonias in Boeticys (tiles them Auxoand Hege- 
mone.Somenumber Swadela among(t the Graces. But all thoſe ancient writers 
that are beſt receiued and moſt authentically approued, conclude them to bee 
three ; their names Ewphroſine, Azlaia, and Thalia : of whom Heſiod in his

They are neuer ſeperated but alwayes put together, whenſocuer they are 
remembered by the anticnt Poets . The yonger ſiſter Yolaiais ſayd to bee the 
wite of Yalcay, andall iointly the handmaides andatrtendants of Yen. Con- 
cerning their habits, there hath beene ſome difference, becauſe ſome haue 
preſented them naked and without any garments at all ; whichdifference 
Puuſonius hath reconciled , who. witneſleth that the Graces were ſet foorthas 
obiects, either by the Grauers, the Painters, or the Poets , of which number 
were Pythagor as, Parius, Bupalus, Appelles, and others : but in habits faſhioned 
na modeſt decencie, their haire faire, long , and comely , therefore Homer in 
his hymne to Apollo calls them Pwlcricema, or faire haired . Horace hee fetteth 
them out with gyrdles,which are neuer worne without other garments. Ir is 
therefore apparant that the ancient writers allowed them robes and veſtures, 
either becauſe it was agreat immodeſtie to preſent women vnclothed, orelſe 
tokeepe them from the violence of the winters cold, by which their tempers 
aremuch diſtaſted, howſoeuer ſince they haue fallen intothe hands of latter 
writers who haue robbed them of theſe habits, with which they were ap- 
parelled by the former : for which robberie they are ſaid,as aſhamed of their | 


' 


nakedneſle, to haue exiled themſelues from the Earth . The firſt of all 
mortall men that ereted a Temple to the Graces was Eteocles a.king 0- | 
ver the Orchomeznians ; for as Strabs writes, amongſt them was the foun- 
taine called Acidalia, in which theſe threeſfiſters vſcd to bathe themſelues. 
Plato aduiſed Xenecrates, being a g00d man and of honeſt conuerfation , by 

of auſtere life and condition, that he would ſacrifice to the Graces . And Plu- | 
lreb in his Coniugall precepts,ſayth , That achaſt and modeſt woman in her | 
locietie & conuerfation towards her husband,needes the helpe of rhe Graces, 
that (as Metrodorws was wont to ſay) ſhe may leade herlife with him ſo ſweet- | 
ly,that her boldneſſe be to him no diſtaſt, nor baſhfulnelſe any burden ; for by | 
al ſuchas affect their husbands ,neatneſle and cleanlineſſe inthe houſe and at 

doord,with pleaſing and ſmooth languagear bed, are by no meanes to beneg- 

leted : for-courſeneſſe of manners inthe one, makes her appeare harſh z and | 
[frowradneſſeinthe other, vnpleaſant, Herodotwe, relates thatthe flood Cynips 

'8lydesalong by a hill dedicated to the Graces, diſtant from the ſea two hun- 
dred furlongs, which hill is onely woodic and full of trees, and all the reſt 
of the land of Libia deſolate and barren , neereto which hill a people called

of ſmall thongs of leather, and {omany ſundriemen as they haue carnall fo. 
cietie withall, ſo many knots they tyc vpon theſe ſtrings, ſhe that can ſhew the 
moſt, being the moſt reſpected and honoured amongſt thereſt, as aboue the 


others beloued. But now to findout what by theſe Graces was hiſt intended, 


They are called the daughters of Jupiter and Eurinome, which implies nothing 
els than the fertilitie of the fields, and the abundance of fruits : all which plen-. 
tieariſeth from the benefit of peace,ſignificd in this word Exnomi. For where 
law and equitic haue predominance,there violence,opprefſions,robberics, and 
dircptions are exiled, the fields ſmile , the houſes flouriſh, the Temples of 
the gods arc both repaired and honoured, and all places filled with ſplendour 
and ornament. Neither are theſe the ſole blefſings of Earinome, or Exnomia,or 
of Autonoe (by which is meant Prudentia, Wiſedome) withour the helpe of aps. 
ter, which includes the Diuine clemencie, by which the aire andthe earth are 
both reconciled vnto vs, the one in his temperature, the other in increaſe, 
They are called the children of the Sunne and «A#gles, as knowing the Sunne 
tobe the chicfe planet in the gouernance of theelementrs,withont whoſe heat 
and incouragement,no hearbe or plant can attaine to any ripeneſle and perte. 
ion. They are tearmd, conioynd and vnſeparablc ſiſters, by reaſon of the 
threefold profit ariſing from agriculcure ; the firſt from the fields, the ſecond 
from the trees, the third from the creatures : nor are their names vnfitlie con- 
ferred vpon them. Thalia, isa pleaſant budding or burgening ; Aglaia,is ſplen- 
dour; and Euphraſine, gl:dneflc. All rheſe commodious delights ariling tothe 
lord of the ſoyle,by his induſtrious tillage and manuring the earth. And there- 
fore is Aglaia called the wife of Yulcan,becauſe there is a refulgence ariſing from 
all arts whatſoever. Others haue preferred Paſuwhea inthe place of Aglais, in 
that ſhe ſignifies heards, flocks,or ſuch cattell as belong to tillage :out of whoſe 
labours or increaſe, there groweth pleaſure or profit. They are nominated 
the goddefles of Benefits and good Turnes : thereaſon is, in regard that with- 
out the fertilitie of the earth , no man can be liberall or munificent, nor rich, 
which is the foundation of all bountie. They arc vpheld tobe virgins, becauſe 
the moſt honeſt and conſcionablevſurie is bred from the earth, withour ſalle- 
rie or brokage ; 2t the firſt demonſtrated vnto vs by the antient Poets, habt- 


 redand wellapparrelled, vuleſſciniurie, opprefſion,and viuric, inthele latter 


times leaue them deſpoyled and naked.

F the parents, ornames of the Houres, there is ſmall doubt or none at 

all , ſince all the Poets from the firſt to the laſt agree,thar they were the 

daughters of upiter and Them : amongſt whom was Hefied in his Theog: 
in theſe words, 


Inde Themim rurſu4 ducit fibi que parit Hor as, 
Eunomiamque Dicensque, (5c. | 
By marrieng Themis,he begat the Houres, 
Eunomia, Dyrce, and Irene faire. 
And floariſhing ſtill, theſe ſiſters hauc the powers 
Toripen all mens atttions by therr care. 


Orphew not onelic afſents with him in their names,but addes alſo, That they 
| were 
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were borne in the Spring time. Pawſonias in Boetic, introduceth other names and 
 forreine from theſe; one he calls Carpo, another Thalore, of the third he con- 
ceales the name. Ozid calls them, the porters to the gates of heagen. They: 
aredeciphered; ro haue ſoft feete,to be the moſt ſlow paced of all the goddetl- 
ſes, yet cue to pruduce ſome thing new; for ſo Theoeritus repyſts of them. 
Homer in his If]'ads tells vs, that they are nat onelie placed tokeepe the gates 
ofheauen, but haue pawer at their pleaſure ouer faire or foule weathers, cal- 
ling it an open skie when theayre is faire andcleare, anda ſhut heauen when 
the welkin is darke and cloudie, as may appearc in theſe words :

The gates of Heauen did of themſelues ſtand wiae, 
Thoſe which the virgin howers are ſet to keepe 
( As their great charge.) The Poles they likewiſe guide, 
Withall the yypper Regions. Fromthe deepe, 

The ſhowers exhal'd they ſtore : and when they pleaſe, 


The borrowed rayne pay backe into the Seas. 


They are called Here of the Greeke word, which ſignifies Cuſtodirt, or to 
keepe; and therefore ſaid robe the guardians ofheauens gates,as having power 
toadmit of ourdeuotions, and giuethem acceſle vnto the gods , or otherwiſe 
ifthey benor faithfull and fincere, toexclude them at their pleaſures : hauing 
moreouer alwayes bene, and ſtill continue great fauourers and proſperers of 
tall ſuchas are laborious and-ſtudious. They are called the daughters of Jupuer 
[and Therms,becauſe as the Graces importnothing els but the hilaritie aud glad- 

mefſe thar ariſeth from the increaſe of the earth, ſo theſe Houres: fignifie the 
| fruit it ſelfe , for the Greeke word Carpo, is Erattws : properlie then they are 
[ laid to be thaarrtendants of the Graces , as the Graces are ſtill the handmaids 
| of Pens, far the fruits of the eartharetheancreale,as that plenty ſtill followes 
delight : and therefore they all equipage together, as being by the Poets ne- 
ver ſeparate, Beſides, the names of the Howers are thus properlic Engliſhe, 
Law, Iuſtice,and Peace. Theabundance of all things is the companion of Ver- 
ue, and Honeſtie : bur Scarcitie and Death are the pages to Irreligion and 
Impietie : for there is not a cleerer mirrout in which may truelier be diſcer- 
ned the malice orgratitude of men towards the gods, and conſequentlic of 
their roger and pitie towards mecn,than in the alterations of the Seaſons; 
which, the antient writers the better to ſignific vnto, vs, made the Houres 
the Porters to heauengates, and gaue them power ouer the clouds!, both in 
the muſtering of them, or diſperſing them. And ſo much forthe Houres, 
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AVR0ORA, or the Morning, 


Efiodns in Theog. tearmes her the daughter of Hyperion and the nymph 

Thya, and fiſter to the Sunneand Moone. Others deriue her from Tytan 

and Terra, they call her the way-leader tothe Sunne z as Lucifer the day - 

are is til'd her henſhman or vſher : for ſo ſaith Orphews in an hy mne to Aurs- 
'a. Homer in an hymne to Yexwe, allowes her roſeat tingers, a red or ruddic co- 
lour, and to be drawne ina golden chariot, Yirgill ſometimes allowes her foure 
torſes, ſomerimes burtwo, and thoſe of a red colour. Thexcritws deſcribes them

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dra; brings her in, mounted ypon Pegaſms. Pauſonias in Laconic. writes that the 
was doatinelie beſotted of the faire young man:Cephalue, as likewiſe of Orion, 
 inwhich Homer agrees with him.” Apollodorus makes her the mother of the 
winds,and the ſtarres : Herod is of the ſame opinion , that by praſtrating her 
ſelfe to her'Wother 4/treas, the ſonne of Hyperion and Thia, the bfought forth 
Argeſtre, Zephyyus, Boreas, and Notas, with a daughter called /adama, She was

| diners mothers, Priam being theſonne of LZeacippe, Tython of Strimo , or as 0- 
 thers inuertitof Rheo, daughter to the flood Scamander. It is commemorated 
by the Poets, that this Aurora begged for her husband Ty/hon, Immorralitie, 
which was granted her by the gods: But an, = Fe her petition to inſert 
that withall , he ſhould not grow old ; in proceſle, he grew to that extremitie 
of decrepir age, that liuing to be twicea child, he was ſwath'd and cradled, 
Tithon had two'ſonnes by _U1urora, Memnon and Ematheon, of whom ſhe tooke 
the name <Amathis. Pauſonias calls Memon the king of Ethiopia, and trom 
thence, or rather (as ſome more approoued will haue it) from Sufis,a cittie in 
Perſia, he came to the warres of Troy , for he, before that expedition had 
ſubdued and ſubiugated all the nations neere or adiacent to the riuer Cho. 
aſpes. Strabo relates that in the cittic of Abidus, not far from Ptolomais in A. 
gypt , he had a magnificent pallace all built of ſtone, than which the Eaſteme 
world affoorded not a more miraculous ſtructure; in which there was a laby- 
rinth of the ſame ſtone, and erected by the ſelfe-ſame worke-maſter , which 
was called after his name Memnonium. He died ina fingle Monomachia vali- 
antlic by the hand of Achilles, in a bartaile fought berwixt the Greekes and the 
Troians. In the place where he was {laine, a fountaine preſentlie ifſued,which 
carelic asthat day lowed nothing bur blood, which Calaber commemorates: 
is ſepulcher was in Paltus in Syria 3'neere to the riuer Bada, for-ſo ſaith t 
Poet Symonides, Some haue held argument , that Aurora made ſuit to Zapiter, 
that when Memmons body was commitred to the funerall fire , he would tran- 
ſhape him intoa bird , which accordinglic happened , as his Metamorph. molt 
liuelic exprefleth it in theſe words: : |

Depris'd of my ſweete Memnon, who in vaine

marryed to Tythonus, the ſonne of Laomedor and brotherto King Priam,bur by | 
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| Firſt ſhape, then face, next colloar, from the fumes. 
Thus from that Pyle the Memnian bird firſt ſprings, 
Firegane it life and lichtneſſe lent it wings, 


It is faid that many of theſe birds, which ſtill beare the name, were ſcene to 
ariſe from his aſhes, which diuiding themſelues intodiuers ſquadrons, fought 
ſolong amongſt themſelues;rill they tell dead into the fire, ſacrificing their 
owne liues ro his obitts, Bur Theocriexs in his Epitaph vpon. Econ, ſpeakes 
ofnone but Memon onely , who himſelfe was changed into abird, and was 
ſeene to flye abour and ſoare ouer. his owne fanerall fires. Lacian in 
Philopſendo,ſpeakes of a prodigie, or rather a miracle,which was moſt frequent 


fng ſunne begin to ſhine vpon his monument , and ſeem'd to touch ir, but his 
ſtatue yeelded a moſt (weet and melodious ſound, but when he tooke his leaue 
toreſt himſelfe in the Welt, as if it mourned the Sunnes departure,it breathed 
mharmony ſo ſadlie paſſionate, that oft times it drew teares from the hearers: 
which was thus interpreted , That he ſtill reioycedat his mothers approach 
andpreſence, butlamented her departure and abſence . Cornelius Tacitzs, and 
Sidas, both report the fame, as likewiſe Zetzes, Chil. hiſtor. 64. But to re- 
turne tohis mother Aurora, ſhe was ſtill held ro be the ſweeteſt , the moſt de- 
lightfull and welcome of all ro thenymphsand goddeſſes, not ro man onclie, 
but toall other creatures, beaſts,and plants. @rphews in one of his hymnes at- 


obſerued of Axrora, who is therefore ſuppoſed to be the daughter of Hyperion 
nd Thia, becauſe by the diuine bountic Light proceedeth from the Sunne,, to 
lumine the earth and all the inhabirants thereof, for there is no benefit ey- 
ther of pleaſure or profit that canaccrue to vs,which lowes not from their im- 
mediate grace and goodnes. She is ſaid to haue a ruddy colour,becauſe ſhe ap- 
peares as if ſhe came bluſhing from the pallace of the Sunne. And for that 
auſe they deſcribe her with roſcat fingers, a high complexion, a golden ſeat, 
ad red ſteedes to draw her charriot, toanſwer and correſpond to the liuerie 
which the Sunne giues, his being all of the like colour, For the ſwiftneſle of 
ter motion, ſhe is allowed a charrior, and _ as conferre white ſteedes _—_u

dome patientlic to vndergoeall the chanccsand changes incident to vs, both 

in timcand nature; fince.death by the bountie of the gods is granted to man 

asa reſt and ceſſation from all calamities and troubles. For when Aurora had 

beg'd immorralitie for Tythex , he feeling the infirmities and defets of age, 
became himſelf a ſuppliant tothe gods, That they would be ro him ſo gracious 

as to giue him leaue to ſleepe with his fathers , accounting itmuch better and 
happierto dye once, andbe atreſt, than to bee continuallic afflicted with the

Fter morning paſt,the Sunne goneabout,and the day ſpent,comes Night, 

neither was ſhe in meane honour amongſtrhe antient Poets, who taught] 

her tobe the firſt, and long before all other nymphs or goddeſſes, as pol-| 
ſcſfingall places,and all things, hauingin-her owne diſpoſe and goucrnment; 
that deformed and vnſhapen matter, called Chaos, ouer which ſhe raigned 
Empereſle before the gods themſelnes had any exiſtence or being : notwitk- 
ſtanding,ſome contend tomake her thedaughter of this Chaos , as Heſiod and 
others : 

InJe Chao, eft Erebus, Nox, tenebroſa creat. 
From Chaos, Ercbus, and the Night tenebrous 
Were both created 

And becauſe ſo borne, ſhe was called The moſt antient : the reaſon is approo- 
ued, For before the maſſe was opened, the matter of which to'make things di- 
ſtinguiſhed, and the world it ſelfe created, there could nothing be which might 
be properlie called Night : therefore Aratwe in Aftronomac. ftiles her Nox «#- 
tiqua; and Orphews in one of his hymnes, The mother of gods and men.as both 
hauing their birth from her. She is drawne in a charriot, with ſtarres waiting 
vpon her wheeles, and vſhering her,as Theocrizus left recorded :

Ouid in his Metamorpheſ. for his ſo many benefits conferred ypon Morals, 
pliceth him inthe catalogue of the gods. The houle of Sleepe the ſame Poer 
bath ingeniouſly deſcribed, ypon whom hee conferres a thouſand children,or | 
rather,a number not to benumbered , nominating onely three, Morphens, Ice- 
tws,and Phantaſws : for {leepe,if it be moderately vſed, is of all mortall things 
the ſweeteſt, beſt and moſt profitable;'to whom all creatures whatſocuer are 
ſubic ,'therefore nor improperly by 'Orphens tearmed the king of men and 
gods. Homer in his 1iades , makes anclegant expreſſion, ro ſhow how wret- 
ched rheir conditions areaboueother men, that are in high and eminent place 
and office and have predominance ouer the greateſt affaires , which hee thus 
introduceth,by making all both gods and men afleepeat once, ſauing Iwpiter; 
which uno {ecing, ſhee with great bribes and rewards corrupts Sowmue , that 
hee wouldam the reſt charme the eyes of 1upiter ; which hee attempting, 
and the otherperceiuing , the inraged god, feeling Sleepe to ſtealeypon him 
vnawares , caſt him headlong from hcauen into the ſea ; where hee had 
doubtleſfle for euer periſht, had not Night ſnachtyp her ſonne,and in her dark- 
nefſc hid him from the wrath of 7upiter. But had he beeene deſtroyed, Sleepe 
had bin exiled the Earth,and ſoall creatures depriued of their quotidian reſt. 
From hence likewiſe may becolleted;how wretchedthoſe ſleeping gods are,

former ages extold her with miraculous praiſes, calling herthe portand onely 
ſecure harbor of reſt ; ſhe frees the bodie from a thouſand paines and dileales, 
deliversthefibict fromrhe crueltie of thetyzanr,& makes the begger equall 
with his prince. Shetoall good men's acceptable and welcome, only dread- 
full ro the wicked, who haue a prelage and feare of puniſhments to come. A4l- 
cidonws writ an excellentbooke inthe praiſe of Death, hauing alargeand copi- 
ousargument : in which he ſtroue to-expreſſe with what an cquall ſufferance 
and modeſt patience ſhe was to beentertained. Ofthe ſame argument writes 
Plutarch in/Conſolator: for life is nothing els bura lightlent vs by the Creatar of 
all mankind, which if it be redemanded of vs,ought no more grudgingly to be 
aid back, than comming toa trieydshonle rd bchdrfic in the'morning, and 
Lavin feafted thereatfthe day,roreturne toourhbmeatnight;or to pay back 
what wee borrow,to the owner: For'there is no iniurie donetovs,it God de- 
maundethar back at our hands which hee hath before but lent vs. Now from 
the daughter to come backe to the mother, and know what is allegorically 
meant by Night. Theſe peſts & miſcheites before commemorated arerherfore 
ſayd robe her ſonnes and daughters, becauſe the ignorance and mallice of man 
(which is indeed the night of the mind)is the parent and nurſe of all calamities 
incident to vs : yet may ſome of their violences by wiſedome be mitigated, 
though not fruſtrated of their ends, namely Age, Louc, Fate, Death, and the 
like; who though they be in perpetuall motion,their ſpeed may bee ſlackned 
thoughnot ſtayd, and their pace ſlowed thoughnor you ſtopt. She was cal- 
led the moſt Antient, becauſe before the Heauens and t 


he Sunne were created 
there wasnolight extant,which is ſaid roproccede from the lowerparts of the 
earth, in regardthat the Sunne compaſling the world, when helights the An- 
tipodces with his beames, the earth ſhadowes them from vs, which ſhaddoy is 
nothing elſe than Night. Sheis calledthe mother of all, as being before the 
birth of any thing. The word Nox ts deriucd 4 Nocendo,of hurting or harming , 


the reaſon is,as ſome Phifitions hold opinion, becaule the corrupt humors of 


the night are infetious and dangerous,cſpecially ro men any way diſcaſed of 
which there is continuall experience inall ſuch ashaue either woundes , or a- 
ches,or agucs,or feauers, or the like, toall ſuch weakenefles orimperfections, 
the humors of the Night are ſtill moſt hurtfull and obnoxious. And ſo much 
breifly what morally can be gathered by that which hath bin fabulouſly com- 
mented of Night. 

That Sleepe could not faſten on the eyes of Jupzer,it is intended,not tobee 
conuenient for him that hath the charge & protection of the whole Vniuerſe, 
towhoſecare and foreſight the adminiſtration and guidance of all things are 
committed, ſhould ſomuch as ſlumber or wincke atall , neither doth the di- 
uine Nature needany reſt to repaire and comfort his troubled ſpirits, when he 
tsnot capable of beg labour or diſcommoditie. And Zetbe iscalled the ſiſter 
of Somme, in regard that by our naturall repoſe, wee for the time forger all 
paine,anguiſh,or trouble.,Becauſe he comes to many creatures,and at the ſame 
time, he is ſaid tobe winged;zinregard the humor of the Night encreaſeth the 
vapours of the ftomach,aſcending to the higherparts of the bod y,which after 
dy the frigiditic of the braine, deſcend againe lower and more coole, by 
which Sleepe is begot z hee is therefore not vnproperly called, the ſonne of 
Night : which Night calls me now to reſt , with the finiſhing of this ſeeond 
booke,called EV TERPE,

ſcemes to allude in theſe verles : |

As if the father were jealous of his daughters continence, if by kiffing her, he 
perceiued ſhe had drunke wine. Bur kiffing and drinking both are now growne

mans : noram I ſoauſteare to forbid the vie of either, both which though the 
one inſurfers, the other in adalteries, may beabuſed by the vicious , yet con- 
rrarilie at cuſtomaric meetings, and laudable banquets, they by thenobly dil- 
poſed, and ſuch whoſe hearts are fixt vpon honour, may be vied with much 
modeſtieand continence, Bur the purpoſe of my tractate , is roexemplihe, 
nor to inſtru .z to ſhew youprefidents of vertue from others , not to faſhion 
any new imaginarie forme from my ſelfe; and that ſetting ſo many ſtatues of

What man was ever knowne to 
be eminent, whom woman in ſome manner hath not equalled © Come to For- 
titude, as there was an Hercules and a Theſews , ſo there was a Aenalippe and an 
Hippolize to encounter them : who as they conquered not, ſothey werenot 
vanquiſhed Come to limning or drawing of Piftures,as there was a Jeufis, a 
Timantbes, an Androcides,anda Parhaſius ; fo the world yeelded a Tirmerere, rhe 
daughter of Aicaon;an Jrene, the daughter and [choller of Cratinus ; an Aniſta- 
rie, the iſſue and puple of Nearchus ; a Lala Cizszena,and a Martia, M. Farrons 
to boore : to them,in that art no whit infer:our . In Poetrie compare the Ly- 
rickes of Sapho with Anacreons,and Coripnaes with Pindarus,and it ſhall be cati- 
ly made manifeſt that S4pho inall points paraleld the firſt, and Corinna,infiue 
everall contentions for the palme,preceded the laſt . -But the fimilitude or 
diſcrepance of men & womens vertues conferd together,can be made no ber - 
ter apparant (as Platarchſaith) than by comparing Life with Lite, and Aion 
with Action,by which we ſhall ſee they haucalmoſt one and the ſame efhgies: 
For oppole the magnificence of Se/ſoſrs againſt that of Semiramss ; the craft & 
ſubtlety of Serwius Tullins againſt Tanaquills,the magnanimitie of Brutws againſt 
Porceaes; compare Pelopidas with Timoclea ; and which ſhall yeeld to the other 
preheminence ? eſpecially if wee exactly conſiderthe end at which the vertue 
it ſelfe doth ayme:fordiuerſe vertues haue diuers colours laid ypon them, ac- 


cording ro the temperature of body , or the diſpoſition ofthe mind. Achilles 


| was valiant one way,and 4/axanother, yet both their indeuours intendedto 
one Fortitude ; the Prudence of XNeftor vnlike that of Yiyfes, yet both wile

torasſhethatisgood and honeſt,will ypon iuſtneceſſirie lay downe her life for 
her husbands health and ſafetie , ſo theother will as willingly proſtitute hers 
for his diftruction and ruin:; Therefore a wite by how much neerer ſhe is tovy 
-- | in the ſtrict bond-both of diuineand humane lawes , by ſo much either the 
fweereneſle of her behauiour taſts the pleaſanter , or the harſhnefle of her 
crabbed condirion, reliſhes more bitter , for ſhe is euer-eithera perpetual! re- | 
fuge, or a continuall torment : ſhe of whom I intend to ſpeake is none ſuch as 
the laſt, her hiſtorie I rhus receiue in briefe. Admerwaking of Greece,deman- 
ded Alcefte in marriage,whoſe father had publiſhr an edict , That none ſhould

This Admetus hearing,he petitioned to Apollo and Hercules, who commilerating 
his ſuit, the one brought fm a Lion, the other a Beare, both made tame and 
genrle to his hand : who preſenting them to the father of «{ceſte , and hauing 
yoaked them/and made fm drawe according tothe Edict,receiued her as his 
bride, and departed with her thence into his owne conntrieof Theſſaly. Not 
tongafter CAdmerus falling intoa great infirmine of fickneſſe , andconſ! = 
with rhe Oracle about his health, anſwere was returned, That he muſt necel- 
ſarily leaue the world vnleſſe he could procure ſome triend, kinſman,courtier, 
orother, whoby ſacrificing their owne liues to his loue, might ran{ome his, 
and by no other meanes his health to be reſtored. This motion being made to 
many both neere and deere to him (who no doubt had promiſed more, with 
| purpoſe to performe leſſe)in concluſion itwas refuſed by all ; which comn.ing 
| to theeare of Aleſte, ſhe gaue her ſelfe vp toa molt willing death, to redeeme 
the health and life of her husband, and with her owne hands flew her ſelte.

Such I muſt confefſe, Husbands ought to be to their Wiues, and wiues to their 
hosbands, but they are ſeldome found in theſe dayes,as may appeare by a ſhort 
tale that I will tell you. Three gentlemen being late at ſupper inatauverne, cue- 
rieman in curteſie made offer to pay the reckoning , at length a motion was 
made amongſt them, that becauſe ir equallie concerned themall, to put it to 
fortune and caſt the dice ; ſo that committing it tochance, the other ſhould be 
no wayes beholding to him for his charges.

Theolinds of the Longobards or 
Lombards ſucceedes. This nation dwelt firſt in Pannonia, and were gouerned 
by the king Albinus : now the realon why they were firſt ſo called, was 
this. In the time that 7»//inw« {1rnamed the Leſſe , wore the imperiall purple, 
Narſes the Eunuch had fought vader him many brave and viRorious battells 
againſt the Gothes, who had vſurped the greateſt part of Italic, from whence 
be expeld them , ſlew. their king, and freed the whole countrey from many 
outrages. Notwithſtanding his great good ſeruice, he was calumniated to the 
Emperour,and ſo hated by the Empereſſe Sophia, that ſhe ſem him word, That 
ſhe would make him lay by his {word -and armour, and with a diſtaffe ſpinne 
wooll amongſt her maides : to which meſſage he returned anſwer, That hee 
would make ſucha thread to put into her loome, that all the weauers in the 
Empire ſhould ſcarce make good cloath.on. V pon thisground he ſent to Alk- 
»& king of the Hunnes, whothen inhabited Pannonia , asking him,Why hee 
would dwell in the barren continent of Pannonia, when the moſt fertile coun- 
trey of Italiclay open to his inuaſion 2/- 4lbinws apprehending this incourage- 
ment from Xay/es, inthe yeare fix hundred threeſcore and eight , made his 
firſt incurfion into the Emperours confines, who ſent certaine ſpyes to diſco- 
uer the forces of Albinw ; of which he hauing intelligence, ads 5 all the wo- 
men to vntyetheir haire and faſten itabout their chinnes, thereby to ſeeme 
men, and make the number of his army appeare the greatcr. The ſpyes obſer- 
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| uivg them, wondredamongſt themſclues, and askt what ſtrange people theſe 


were with the Long beards? and from hence their names were firſt deriued, 
which hath ſince beeneremarkeable inthe moſt pleaſant and fertill climateof 
all Italy, from them called Lombardie. Others ſay,that when they went to 
Aght againſt the Vandales, There was a man thathad the ſpirit of Propheſic, 
whom they beſought topray for them and theirgood ſucceſſcin the bartaile 

now when the Prophet went to his oriſons,thequeene had placedher ſelfe 76 
hir women iuſt againſt the window where he prayd, with their heire diſpoled 
as aforeſaid ; and uſt as he ended his deuotions, they. opened their caſcments 
and appcared tohim, whopreſentlie ſaid tohimſelfe, what be theſe Long-

France,but after her not any Now ſome may demand the reaſon why the Sa- 
licke law was firſt made, by which all women were madeincapable of ſucceſ- 
| fon in the principalities, which (as Phcronicon relates) was this; The crowne li- 
| neallie deſcending ro a Princeſſe of the blood, whom for modeſties ſike hee 
| forbeares to name, or at leaſt their owne Chronicles are loath to publiſh; this 
Lady hauing many Princelie ſutors, neglected them all, and fell in loue with a 
Butcher of Pars, whom ſhe priuatelie ſent for, and as fecretlie married : ſince 
when, all of that ſex were by an irreuocable decree diſabled of all ſoueraign- 
tie. Caſſnope was the famous Queene of Ethiopia ; Harpalice, of the Amazons; 
Hyppolite, of Magneſia, Tema, of the Illyrians,&c. Of theſe in their places. A- 
mongſt whom let menor be ſo ynnaturall toher merit, or ſo ingratefull ro my 
countrey(thrice bleſt and diuinelic happicin her moſt fortunate raigne) as not 
toremember that cuer to be celebrated Princeſſe, Elizabeth of late memory, 
Queene of England : She that was a S4bs for her wiſedome , an Harpalice for 
her magnanimitic (witneſſe the Campe at Tilburie) a Cleopatra for herboun- 
tie, Camilla for her chaſtitie , an Amalaſuntha tor her temperance, a Ze- 
whia for her learning and skill in language ; of whoſe omniſcience,pantarite, 
and goodneſle,all men heretofore haue ſpoke too little, no man hereafrercan 
write too much: ſacred be till her memorie to vs on earth,as her bleſſed ſoule 
lives euer glorified in heauen. Her ſucceeded (thoygh not in her abſolute Mo- 
narchy, yet a Princeſſe of ynſpotted fame, incomparable clemencie, ynmatch- 
able goodnefle, and moſt remarkable vertue) Queene Anze,whom all degrees 
honored,all nations loued, and no tongue was cuer heard to aſperſe with the 
leaſt callumnie: who in her too ſhort eminence heere amongſt vs, was knowne 
tobe the ſtep of dignitie ro many , but detriment to none ; in whom all were 
glad, by whom none had euer the leaſt cauſe of ſorrow , vnleſle in the lamen- 
ted lofle of fo graue and gratious a princeſſe. And for my owne part (gentle 
andcurteous reader ) let me borrow ſo much of thy patience, thatI may vpon 
this ſo iuſt and =m occaſion, remembera long neglected dutie, by inſerting 
inthis place a few funerall teares vpon her hearle.

' on him, and ſhaking his head ſayd onely thus, You haue a cloſe breſt Falwus 
by this, he percciuing his wite had publiſhed abroad what he had told her in 
ſecret, poſts home with what ſpeede hee can,and calling his wife before him, 
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fingular Wiſedome, and in the managing of common- welthes buſine{ls and 
ciuill affaires ingeniouſly expert : this Ladiethe common calamiries of her 
countrie made eminent , for Nocentes the tyrant, hauing viurped the prin- 
cipallitie ouer the Cirenzans, amone!t many other of his inhamane burche- 


ries, flew Menalippes the Pricſt of Apollo, and aſſumed ro himtelferhe ſacred of: 


fice and dignitie. In the number of rieic noble citiſens, hee cauſed Phedimus 


*| the husband of Arertaphilato be iniuriouſly putto death, & marricd her againſt 


her will : whoas well diſtreſt with her priuate diſcontents as {uttering inthe 
publique calamitie , meditateda remedie for both, and by aduiſe of ſome of 
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herncereſt allies attempted to poylon the king , bu: the projet being diſco- 
vered , was preuented : and vpon that ground Calb/4 mother to Wicocrates, a 
woman of an implacable ſpirit,ahd prone to any thing wherin there might be 
blood and ſlanghter, firſt condemned her to inſuff-rable torture, and next ro 
violent death: but the tyrant her ſonne in regard of rhe extraordinariclouc he 
bore vato her, being the more relenting and humane of the two, was pleaſed 
ro put her cauſe firſt roexaminartion,and aftertocenfure . In which triall thee 
an{wered boldly and with great courage in the defence of her owne inno- 
cence : but being by manifeſt proofes conuicted , in fo much that her purpoſe 
could not be denied, the then deſcended ſo low asto excuſe herſelte,alleaging 
that (indeed) apprehending the greatneſle of his perſon , and that ſhe was in 
degree no better to him than an handmaide , and fearing leaſt ſome other 
more accompliſht beautie might ſteppe betwixt him and hertoinfinnuare in- 
to his fauourandgrace, thee therefore had prepared an amatorious confecti- 
on, miriding only ro continue his loue, not to betray his lifezand if her woma- 
niſh weakeneſſe had in any kind (through ignorance) tranſereſt rhe bounds of 
loyalrie, ſhe ſubmirred her ſelfe to his royall clemencie, whoſe approoued 
jadgement ſhee made no doubt, knew how to diſtinguiſh betwixt folly and 
malice, Notwithitanding theſe ſmooth cuaſtons, Nicecrates fully poileſt ofthe 
trurh,gaueher vp into the hands of his mother to be tormented, who (as thee 
is before charra&ered) being a harſh and mercilefſe woman, let nothing vnat- 
tempted that torture could deuife,to wreſt from her a capitol! confeihon ; but 
Aretaphila with wonderous patience and conſtancie induring whatſocuer the 
beldame could inflict vpon her,Calb/agrew as wearie in punithing,ns the in ſut- 
tering, inſomuch that Nicocrates was in ſome ſort perſuaded of her innocencie, 
& commanded her releaſe, ſe:ming ſorrowtfull for the rorments the had indu- 
red,ſo thar his former loue conquering his ſuſpition, he began ro ſtudie anew 
reconcilement,and excufing his roomuch creduloufnette renewed hisantient 
familiaritieandcuſtome . Bur ſhe nor forgetting-her former rackes and ſtra- 
padoes, now beganto meditate vpon his death another way : ſhe had a davgh- 
ter of exquiſite feature,and the tyrant hada brother called Zeanger, a wilde- 
headed yong man and apt for any innouation' or hair-braind attempt, ſhee 
wrought ſo far with her, and ſo inwardly with him, that by the conſent of the 
kinga match was cqncluded betwixt them. All rheſe things falling out accor= 
ding to her wiſhes, Fer daughter'by the mothers inſtigation)wrought fo farre 
vpon his raſhneſle in priuagy 
withall, that putting him if hope to inioy rhe ſoueraignctic to himſelfe, they 
— him to ſupplanÞhis brother: This tooke ſuch proſperous effe&,that 
eſuborned a ſeruant of his called Daphries, who attending his opportunitie, 
flew the tyrant .

cher was ſhe ſatisfied whilſt he yer liucd, therefore by her wit and policie, and 
the induſtrie of one Anabas,hee was at length ſubtlely ſurpriſed;by which the 
citie receiued her priſtine libertie and freedome.For which the people would 
haue done her diuine honours, as toa goddeſfle, which ſhee vtrerly refuſed, 
They next procceded tojuſtice vpon the delinquents,where Calbia was iudged ant 
to the fire and burnt a liue , and Leander tobe ſowed ina ſacke and focaſt into po 
the Sea, both which executions were accordingly performed .

feet withour all fault, her voyce ſoſweet and rauiſhing , that when ſhe ſpake, 


minate curioſities ſhe ſtudied to alienate her ſelfe, theſe being commonlie the 
ſuperfluities of wealth and abundance, ſhe being bur of humble fortunes, and 
[deſcended from meane parentage. It happened this 4ſþaſia was by a Perſian 
ſouldiour raken from her father (as all their cittics in thoſe dayes were ſubie&t 
tothe like oppreſſions) and preſented vnto Cyrws the ſonne of Darius and Para- 
|/aides, but much againſt her owne will, or the liking of her father : thus pre- 
ſented ro him in the company of other of the moſt choice virgins , ſhe was 
| commended aboue them all, both for the modeſtie of her countenance, the 
cluilitie of her carriage, and an irreproouable beautie without all ſtaine or ble- 
miſh, and that which heightned the loue of all men towards her, ſhee was 
|of ſingular wiſedome : for which Cyrus afterward often admitted her into his 
|counſells, and ſo oft as he was ſwayd by her aduiſe, his diſſeignes neuer fay- 
|edtheir wiſhed ſucceſſe. The firſt time ſhe ſtood before the King was at ſup- 
|pertime, which ended, and Cyrw afterthe Perſian manner willing to take his 
cyppes ſomewhat lauiſhly,in middeſt of their healching there were preſented 
before him foure Greciandamoſells', with 4/þafiathe Phocenſian making v 
thenumber; the other three being richly adorned, whoſe friends had ſet their 
taire out in curles,beautified their heades with jewells, and poliſht their faces 
and bodies with ſweere odours and vnguents ; befides they had inſtructions 
how to behaue themſelues rowards the king, how to inſinuate into hisfauour, 
not to moue backe when he came forward, nor make ſ{quemiſhof any curte- 
lie he ſhould offer, but freely to recompence kiſle for tifle, being fully inſtru- 
| tedintheamatorious precepts belonging to ſucha buſineſſe. But on the con- 
| trarie, 4/paſc4would nor preſent her ſelfe in any curious or gay veſture, nor 
any roabe of honour or ſtate to be put ypon her, neither would ſhe waſh 
or bath her ſelfe: butin ſadneſſe and ſorrow ſhe inuoakr all the Grzcian and

ſhe onely with her cycs deieRted,and maniteft bluſhes in her cheekes, by her 
teares expreſſed an extraordinarie baſhtulnefſe. The king commanding them 
to fit downe in his preſence, the reſt boldly contended who ſhould place her- 
ſelfe next him , but this Phocean damoſell at firſt ſeemed notto heare, nor 
without the robuſtious vſage of that ſouldier who firſt ſurpriſed her, could be 
wonne to fit downe . The king beginning to dallie with them,and playing 
with their cheekes , neckes, and breſts, the reſt willingly ſuffered him , ſhee 
onely ſtrooke his hand aſide, and if hee offered bur to rouch her inthe leaſt 
part, ſhe preſently cried out,and toldhim he ſhould nor doit vnpuniſhed. The 
king much delighted with this vnexpected coyneſle , ſince at everie offer of 
his ſhee fled his embraces (which was againſt the cuſtome of the Perſians) hee 
more ardently fixt his affetionvpon her, and turning to the ſouldier who firſt 
preſented them, thus ſayd, This Phoccan onely thou haſt brought me chaſt 
and yncorrupred, thereſt both in beautie and behauiour {are impoſtures:and 
from thencefoorth ſhe was ſolicited and beloued of the kingaboue all others 
with whom he had before or after conuerſt with , and from that time a mutu- 
all affeftion grew betwixt them , ſo great, thar it increaſed as farreas the mo- 
deft and abſolute confirmation of marriaze,conformable to the cuſtom of rhe 
Grzcians . In ſo much that the louc of the king to 4ſaſis was not rumoured 
in I6nia folely,but through all the ſpatious prouinces of Greece , euen Pelo- 
poneſus was filled with the bruit therof,to the gloric of the great King , who 

after his familiar acquaintance with her, was neucr knowne to haue vied the 
companie of any other woman. And now began the viſion of 4ſpefie (concer- 


her, to whom ſhe dedicated (after)a goodly ſtatue, called the image of Few, 
beautified with many rich jewells;withall,the picture of a Doue,to which ſhe

made daylie ſupplications, ſacrifices, and oblations , ſtill imploring the fauour 
of the goddeſſe. To her father Hermotimus ſhee ſent many rich and vnualued 
preſents, making him of a ſubictalmoſt vnparraleld for wealth , viing in the 
proceſle of her life (as witneſſe,as well the Perſian as Grecian Ladics) a won- 
derous modeſtic and continence . Hormus, ſometimes of Theſſaly, was ſent 
from Scopathe junior , who was of Scicily , with an admirable rich Iewell to 
Cyru fora preſent. Who hauing ſhewed it tomany, all wondering at the coſt 
and workemanſhip, and prowd of ſoricha gemme : preſently afterdinnerre- 
paired to the chamberof 4þsfis, and finding her ieve, caſt himſelfe vpon 
the bed by her without diſturbing her reſt : who waking and eſpying the king

Avrtaxerxes with ſingular care and diligence cauſedtobe foughr,and broughr 
before him,as one whoſenameaud vertues ke heldin great relpe&t and eſti- 
mation; andbeing'preſented.beforc hiny bound, -heegrew wondrous angvy, 
commanding all fuchto priſon as were rhe authours of her leaſt durance?with- 
all commanding a coſtlie and magnificentroabe to hee caſt abour her , which 
ſhewith manyreares and much ſorrow refuſed, rill-ſhee was compeld coir by 
the king, ſtill taking to heart and lamenting the deathrof| Cyrs.: But: thus adors 
ned, accordine to the Perfian ſtare, thee appeared. inthe eyes oF all} men the 
fiireſbot women, eſper'allic in the kings, much ſurpriſed with her. extraordi- 
nary: beaurie, ſtill perſuading her to race ourthe memorie of Cyrus dead, and 
in his roome t0admit of Areaxerxes lining,which flowly and aclength though 
late, he obtained , reſpecting her aboue all other: his wires and concubines? 
Soone after,his Eunuch Teridates dyed, "more than a:child, and ſcarce full man, 
the moſt beautifull youth in Aſia, and of the king the moſt beloved ; whoto 
muctilamented his death, thar all the principalitiesand nations vnder him.ſee- 
medto participate of his griete ; yednonethar durſt beſo boldastocome'in- 
this preſence, or miniſterto himarly words of comfort. Three dayecs being 
paſt in theſe lamentations and forrowes,.Afpaſza in a funcrall:/habir, and wich 
her eyes fixt ypon the Earth,appeared before the king , who no ſooner eſpyed 
her , but demanded the cauſe of her comming: Tocomfort thee (faid ſhey'6 
king, if thou beecſt ſo. pleaſed, ellſero returne to the place of ſorrow from 
whenceI came. At which ſeeming to reioyce, the king intreated her tocher 
chamber whether he would preſcntlie repaire, ro whom ſhe abeyed.

ter)to celebrate thy nuptialls,take therfore this golden bowle filled with rich 
Greekiſh wine, and hauing throughlie and aduiſedlie peruſed all this noble 
companie,to whom thou ſhall daine firſt todrinke,he is vndoubtedlie thy hus- 
band. She hauing viewedand reuiewed them all, & none yy like that per- 
ſon preſentedtoher in herdreame, ſhe demanded of her father ſome few Fes 
reſpight, which granted, ſhe ſent word to Zariadres,how her affaires ſtood con- 
cerning her marriage, ahd withall much deſiring his ſpeedy preſence. Hebcing 
inhis army neereto Tanais, and hearing this newes ,ſecretlie conueyed him- 
ſelfe out of his tent, and withoutany ſeruant or attendant ſauing his chariorter, 
camepriuatelicinto the Cittic of Homartes, hauing in wondrous ſhort ſpace 
runne $000 furlongs , this done, he diſpoſed both of his charriot, anddriuer, 
and withall putting himſelfe into a Scythians habit , hee came to the place 
where this marriage was to be celebrated, and thronging inamongſt the reſt, 
he beheld the beautifull 0d&# ſad in countenance, and tempering her draught 
witha ſlow and vawilling hand : to whom approaching more neerer, he thus 
whiſpered, Bchold 0dats thy deareſt Zariadres for whom thou didſt latelie 
ſend, ready to doe thee all ſeruice. She caſting an aduiſed eye him , and 
iuinghim tobea ſtranger beautifull, and in all ſemblance ſo like the per- 
of whom ſhe had dreamt; in a great extaſie of ioy dranke to him, and 
gaue him the cup : and whilſt the reſt were, amaſed at thenouell, hee ſnatcht 
her vp and carryed her where his charriot ſtood ready, and ſo transported her 
into Media, This their loue was ſo famous amongſt the barbarous people, that 
the hiſtory was portraicd inall their Pallaces and Temples, nay euen in their 
private houſes , many of the Nobilitic in memorie of her,calling their daugh- 
ters by the name of Oday. 

Dioniſius the Tyrant baniſht Dzon out of Sicily, taking into his owne cuſto- 
dy the exyles wite Ariffomache,and her daughter : but after, at the great inter 
ceſſion of one of his ſeruants, Poherates, (a man by him much affected) he com- 
pelled the Lady(who ſtil lamented theabſence ofher Lord)yntoa ſecond mar- 
riage with this Polycrates, who was by nation of Syracuſa, But Diow hauing ga- 
thered freſh forces, and expelling Dieniizs from Syracuſa vntothe Locrenſes: 
Arttehis ſiſter, meeting him and congratulating his famous viorie, made in-

cong 
terceiion for Arifomecbe, who with greatſhame bad ſequeſtred her ſelfe _ 
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the preſence of her firſt husband, not daring tolooke him in the face, howſoe- 
uer herſecond nuprtialls were made by force and compulſion : Bur thenecefli- 
tie of the cauſe, the wondrous ſubmiſſion and modeſt excuſe of Ariſtomache,to- 
ether with the mediation of Arete, ſo much preuayled with Dion, (all con- 
$rnkg hir innocence) that he receiued his wife and daughter into his familic, 
ſill continuing their former loue and ſocietie. hy 
Hippe,a woman of Greece, trauelling by ſea with her husband, and being 
ſurpriſed by Pyrats, finding the chiefe of them to be inamoured of her beau- 
tie; rather than yeeld tohis luſtfull defires, ſhevoluntarilie threw herſelfeingo 
the ſea, and was drowned, leauing behind her a remarkable preſident of chaſti- 
tie : her body was driuen vpon Ericheon, or (as ſome will haue it) the Erythe- 
an ſhore : in memorie of whom a ſacred monument was rayſed , which was 
many yeares after yeerely celebrated with many condigne honours. Paley.

Chiomara, of whom Lixius , Frontinus, Florus, and others have written, was 
| the wife of Orgiantes Regnlws, and borne in Galatia , Plutarch calls her Oriagon- 
tes, it is thus related of her : The army and the forces of rhe Gallogrecians 
being part of them defeated, and the reſt raken captiue by Ca. Mankus then 
conſull, neere to the mount Olimpus , this Chiomara the wite of Regwlis,a wo- 
| man of moſt knowne modeſtie and chaſtitie, being firſtraken, and atrercom- 
mitted tothe cuſtody of a Roman Centurion, was forceably by him adulte- 
rated. A commandement comming from the Conſull, that all the trea- 
ſureof which the Lady was poſſeſt ſhould be confiſcate ro the Centurion,one- 
ly her ſelfe with that ranſome to bee returned ſafe and vntoucht to her hus- 
band : ſhe preſently promiſt the captaine to bring him to aplace where all his 
| defires ſhould be ſatisfied. He of a couetous diſpoſition, with all celeritie 
haſted with herto the diſconerie of this Magazin , where ſhe before had pla- 
ceda company of Gallogrecians her countrey men, and in their language com- 
manded them to fall ypon him & kill him: which done ſhe cut off his head and 


hea iniury, and rhe manner of her reuenge. The cenſures of the Conſull Afaxi- 


vamatchable, for though her body was brought vnder the ſubicionof an c- 
nemy, neither her mind could be conquered, nor her-chaſtitie made captiue. 
Anantient womanamongſt the Syracuſans, when all the ſubiets of Dimyſi- 
, with many execrations curſed and openlie inueighed againſt his inſuffera- 
ble cruelties ; ſhe onely was obſerued morning-and eueningrto ſollicite the 
gods for his long life and happineſſe: which comming to the care of the king, 
ie cauſed her to be called before him, and demanded of her the cauſe , Why 
amongſt all his oppreſſed ſubiets whodayly wiſht his ruin , ſhealone inuoaket 


tion ſhe thus anſwered, That which I doe (6 King) is not without due pre- 
meditation, and grounded both vpon reaſon and iadgement, for we were 
before oppreſt with a tyrant whoſe gouernment was very grieuous vnto 
( Vs; after him ſucceeded another farre more burdenſome and cruell than the 

former, for whoſe deſtruQion I amongſt the reſt beſought the powersaboue ; 
now you being by ſucceſſion the third, and more bloody and. inhumanethan 
the former, I therefore with grear deuotionpray for your continuance; leaſt 
wher'you be taken from vs, the diuell himfelfe takevpon himtheſcepter,and 
lucceede you in your principalitic. The Tyrant though. coucht rothe quicke,

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This Tertia Emilia, a famous Roman Lady , was the wife of the firſt 471. 
canus, the mother of Cornelia, mother to Caius and Tits Gracchus. She was of 
ſuch gentleneſſe and patience, that knowing her husband to be familiar with 
one of her Mndmaides , yer ſhe diſſembled it, leaſt hee that had conquered a 
third part of the world, ſhould haue the imputartion of any ſuch lightneſſe 
laid ypon him;bcing ſo farre from reuenge , that her husband being dead ſhee 
gaue herbondwoman manumiſſon , and marrycd herrichly toa free'd man'of 
her owne. 

Turia was the wife of Quint. Lucretivs, who when her husband was proſcri- 
bed by the Triumuirate, and therefore inſtantlie to depart into exile (onely 
truſting the ſecreſie of her chambermaid)ſhe hid her husbandin her houſe be. 
twixttwo chambers, where no ſcarch could diſcouer him, where to her great 
p_ ſhe kept him long without any preiudice or danger; expreſling therein 

er ſingular faith and loyaltic, that when the reſt that were confined into 
countreyes remote, were expoſed to the labour of the body and diſcontent 
of the mind, he alone vnder his owne roofe and in his owne chamber, liued 
ſafe in the boſome of his wite, ſo remarkably louing and conſtant. 
S»lpitiabeing ſtritlie kept by her mother wa, leaſt ſhe ſhould follow her 
husband Lextulus Creſtellio into baniſhment, who by the Triumuirate was con- 
fined into Sicily , notwithſtanding , putting on the habit of a ſeruant, paſt 
through their guards and watches, 8& attended only with two hand-maids,and 
as many men-ſeruants, by ſecret flight came tothe place whether he was pro- 
ſcribed, leauing all the pleaſures and choiſe delicates of Rome to participate 
with the miſeries of a husband. Pliny writes of another Sulpima famous Roman 
Lady (daughter to Paterculs, and-wife to Quint. Fuluins Flaccws,) ſhe when the 
Senat and Decemuirat, by inſpeRion intothe books of Sibjll, had decreed rhat 
an image ſhould be dedicated to Yenw Yerticordia, by which the minds both 
of virgins and matrons might be the more alienated from libidinous afteRi- 
ons, and reduced to the ſtrict rules of modeſtic and ſhamefaſtnes, when to the 
dedication of this worke out of the whole cittie a hundred of the moſt chaſt 
matrons were to be ſelected , and then out of theſe hundred, tenne ſuppoſed 
to be pure aboue the reſt;and out of theſe tenne,one to be preferred , this Sul- 


chaſtitic. , 

This /uli4 was the daughter of Caiws C eſar,and wife of Pompeins Magnus : at- 
terthe battaile of Pharſala, ſeeing the garment of her husband brought home 
ſprinkled with his blood (and nor yet knowing of his death) the obiect ſo af- 
frighted her, that inſtantlieat the ſight thereof ſhe ſunke downe to theearth, 
and in the extremitie of thar paſſion was with much paine and anguiſh deliue- 
red of that burden in her wombe,which no ſooner parted from her,but in that 
agony ſhe expired, == | 
 Portiachewife of Brutus and daughter of Cato, whoſe noblereſolution,and 
coniugall loue to her husband, all future ages may admire , for hearing that in 
the bartaileat Philippi he was vanquiſht and ſlaine, when all weapons and in- 
ſtrumentsof death were ſtriftlie kept from her, ſhee feared not with her wo- 
maniſhfpirit toimitate(if not exceed)the reſolution of her father in his death, 
for by ſwallowing hot burning coales ſhe expired. Herein onely they differ,

brought to the funerall fire,betwixt the ceremonies of annoynting her body 
and raking his leaue with a parting kiſle, fell ſuddenlie vpon his naked ſword 
and fo ſlew himſelfe : which his friends ſeeing and lamenting, they tooke him 
as he was ae without ſo muchas ſtripping his body, and ioyning itto 
the corſe of his wife (and adding more combuſtible matter to the fire) burnt 
them both together. Ouer the vrne that couered their aſhes, the Tarcnrines 
ereted a famous ſepulcher, which they called The two lovers. By Plantius and | 
Horeſtilla ic may appeare, that whcre the greateſt and moſt honeſt loue is ſerled 
betwixt man and wife, it is oft times more happy to be ioyned in death thanto 
be ſeparated in life. 

Artimeſia, Q. of Caria, ſo much hououred the remembrance of her husband 
| Mauſolus, being dead,that after meditation,& deliberat counſell which way ſhe 
might beſt decorate his hearſe, and withall ro expreſſe ro perpetuitie her yn- 
matchable loue ; ſhe cauſed to be ereted ouer him a tombe 1o magnificent, 
that for the coſt and ſtate it was not doubted to bee worthily reckoned a- 
mongſt the nine wonders. But what doe I ſpeake of ſorich a ſtruture, when 
ſhe her ſelfe became the lining ſepulcher of her dead husband , by their teſti- 
monies who haue recorded, that ſhe preſerued his bones , and hauing beaten 
them ro powder, mingled their duſt with her wine in remembrance of him, 
euery morning and euening.Cicer.Tuſc.lib.3 .and Plin.lib.36.cap.5

; words touching them all to the quicke, it impreſt in the mindesof the more 
| generous,atrue feeling of their baſeneſle and flauerie , with a ſhame thereof, 
and withall an appreheaſion of the recouerie of their priſtine liberties: which 
| perceiuing, ſheethus proceeded , 7had rather to purchaſe my fathers repeale from 
exile , to play the laboarer and beare burdens as you doe , than live with the tyrazt in all 
the ſurfeiting riots and delicacies on the earth : and ſo left them, Theſe laſt words 
aueconfirmation to what they had before ſcarce apprehended , which after 
| brought the embrions of their thoughts vnto a timely and full-borne aQtion : 
For with the prince Timetoles they conſpired againſt Arilodemus , and Ze- 
pocrits had made their entrance free, at ſuch time as hee was ſecure , and his 
guardnegligent, when with great caſe and ſmall danger they rutht ypon him 
and ſlew him. Thus by her mcanes her countrie recouered their antient hiber- 
riesand honours . But when great and magnificent gifts werepreſented her 
for this good ſeruice, ſhe refuſed them all,onely making one requeſt vnto the 
people, That it might be lawfull for herto rake the bodie of Ariſioademus and 
give it a ſolemne and royall buriall : ro which they did not onely with great 
willingneſle condiſcend , but they inſtitured herthe Prieſt of Ceres, ſup 
ſing it to bee an honourno leſſe acceptable to the goddeſle than worthily be-. 
comming her. 
| This Pythes liued in the time of Xerxes, who had to wifea noble and wiſe 
 Ladie, whoſe temperance and humanitic ſhall ontliue poſteritic : Hee in his 
 countrey finding a Mine of gold, from whence hee had gathered by the indu- 
ſtrie of his ſubies an infinite maſſe of treaſure, which hee vied withnomo- 
deration;for all his ſtudie, induſtrie, and imploy ment both of his ſubiedts and 
ſeruants, were in this Mine , citherin digging Ore, or drawing it vp, or fining 
and refining it ; all other ations, Iabours, affaires,and butinelles quite neglc- 
ed, many hauing died in the Mine, and many readie to periſh for want of 
| food by reaſon the earth lay negleRted. The women came to make a petitiona- 
' riecomplaint to the wife of Pxthes, who vnderſtanding their greefes, with faire 
| language returned them backe ſomewhat pacified though nor altogether ſaris- 
| =. pt putting them in good hope that their griefes ſhould ſhortly beredref- 
ſed. They thus diſmiſt,ſhe ſent for all the goldſmiths that were knowne to bee 
exquiſit workemen , and ſequeſtring them into aremote plate of the houſe, 
where ſhe had fitted them with forges, &all things neceſlarie for the purpoſe, | 
ſhe commanded them to mold and caſt all kinde of fruits,as Apples, Citrons, 
Mellons, and ſuch like, with whoſe taſt her husband was moſt delighted, and 
tofaſhion themall of gold. Pythes comming from his Mine with a good ſto- 
| macke,as ſoone as he had ſeared himſelfe, called rocat.: his Ladie ſerued him 
inagolden table, but with no meate that could be eaten , but euerie diſh com- 
poſed of ſollid gold.Bcing at the firſt delighted with this banquet (as pleaſed 
that art ſhould ſo iritarenature ) after being much delighred with the obiect, 
be demanded meate againe, and calling for ſuch adiſh, and ſuch adiſh, ashis 
appetice was beſt inclined to : bur ſhee ſtill whatſocuer was brought to the ta 
ble, cauſed it to be all of gold : he ſtill growing more hungrie,/and verieangry 
withall, ſhe made him this modeſt and cffectuall anfwere,, 0h fir, confider 
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ſ&in his pallace: who infinuating into his preſence,and now lifting vp hishand

| ſubicd?; plentie, but of other wiands no plentie at all; we hane ſtore of axtificiall, but the 
wſe of natarall things hath utterly forſaken v5: no man tills, plowes,ſowes,or manar 5 the 
| fieldes,plantation,or hope to reape from the earth,zs now forgot, onely we ſtudie for things 


| onprofuable,end (as you ſee)onneceſſarie,to plea ſe the eyzeund not the palate, the fancie 


| and not the ſlomacke, ſuch indeede as to your [ubiects bring ſorrow but no ſatisfattion, 


pithy ſpeech tooke ſuch impreſſion in Pythes, that though he would not altoge- 
ther deſiſt from his Mines, yet ypon her vrgence, he onely peculiariſed to 
himſelfe a fift part of the people, and the reſt were imployed in agriculture, 
and tillage, planting,and ſuch things moſt vſctull for mans ſuſtenance. This Py- 
thes after many diſaſters ( as rich men are fildome without ſome or other ) as 
the death of his children, who all came to violent & vnexpected deaths,by the 
meanes of Xerxes ;.he fell into a wonderous deepe melancoly , for hee hated 
life, and yet was loath to die, and like a fooliſh rich. man (as this age affoords 
many) griefe ſtill would haue killed him, had not the thought of his wealth 
ſtill recouered him; therefore he propoſed this farewell, berwixt the weari- 
neſle of life and the tediouſneſſe of death : There was 1n the cittic a great 
heape of gold, by which a river ſoftly glyded,which was called Pythopolite, 
within the midſt of this great magazin he had proutded himſelfe a ſepulcre, 
and had ſo turned the channell, thatthe water might come iuſt ro the brinke 
of the ſhore where his monument was readie prepared. The worke being fini- 
ſhed, he committed the ſole gouernement of the ſtateand empire to his wife, 
with this charge , That none ſhould dareto approch his rombe , bur daily to 
ſend him ſuch a quantitie of vicualls in a boat by the river ; and when they 
found the mear vntoucht, to forbeare.to ſend any more,for they ſhould then

great moleſtation but no meate at all to ſuffiſe the neceſties of nature . This ſhort bur | 


imagine him dead. And ſuch was the couetous mans end in the middeſt of his 
treaſure. His wife after, mannaged the ſtate wth great wiſedome and pollicie, 
and to the generall good of the ſubicR.

FH Frodetws reports of one of the ſonnes of Cre/#:, that he was borne dumbe 
and neuer ſpake word from his birth, being in all chings els complear, of 
anable body, and a ſpirit vndanted : to ſupply which defect he vſcd all means 
very that art or humane skill could deuifc, bur all failing , as his laſt refuge, 
e conſulted withthe Oracle,which returned him this anſwer : |

Creſus being beſieged in Sardis, and thecirtie taken (as firſt entered by one

toſtrike the farall blow,the king (by reaſon of his preſent diſtreſſe) not appre- 


hending the danger, which his ſoncommingin at the inſtant and eſpyi the 
ſtrings of his tongue were entookedoarhe edden , and hecryed on, of

ſpare the king Creſas,and from rhat time forward his impriſooed voice was euer 
at libertig,. More diſaftrous was char which befel{the wifeof) Nanfiments lic | /Vl24ex r,

Oſuhews in his booke Rerum ſicularam commemorates this hiſtorietiOj& | 1;5.;. 
nipp Syracuſanus ſacrificing to the gods,amongſt all others he had'inegle- 
Red the celebrations of Bacehue;at which the god incenſt, and to revenge hitf- 
| ſelf of the iniurie, puniſhed him with drunkennes when at a high feaſt lie found 
him pleaſantlic diſpoſed , being otherwiſe in hisowne condition of a knownie | 
abſtinence : the heate of his wine wrought with ſuch violence yponihim; that 
meeting by accident his owne daughter , Cyame, ina darke and remote place, 
(and ignorant who ſhe was) hee forcibly defloured her, in which wreſtlingto- 
gether ſhe wrong the ring off trom his finger , hopmg by that in timerofind 
out the adulterer. This ring ſhe gaue her nurſe in keeping : not = atrerapeſt 
raigning in the citrie,the Oracle being conſulted with returned this anſivere, 
That vnleſſe the inceſtuons perſon were ſacrificed to the gods that hane the 
charge of puniſhing theſe horrible vices; the plague ſhould ſtill continue | 
| amongſt them. The people being as much to ſeeke as before, ihregardthat the 
perſon aymedat, was tothem altogether vanknowne. Cyane truely apprehien- 
ding the intent of the Oracle , rooke her father by the reverend lockes, and | 
dragging him to the temple, ſlew him there beforethe altar z which ſhe inten- 
ded for the common good : but to :xpiate herowne ſinne in-killing her father 
ſhe fell vpon the ſame ſword, and in her death mingled her blood with his. | 
Ariſtides writes a hiſtorie tothe like effet . In the celebrations of Barchas 
feaſts, Arnativs (who was likewiſe a man of knowne temperance from his 
birth) was for the like contempr, alike puniſhed, by the god'of Healths.. This 
Roman touched with the like diſtemperature, in the darke vitiatedby force 
hisdaughter Medwllina,ſhe alſo by his ring knowing the inceſtuons,bethoughta 
greater miſchiefe,for haning a ſecond time beſorred him in the dregges of the 
grape, and crowning him wirh Vine leaues likea Bacchinall, flew him at theal- 
tar . Excuſe me Reader, I illuſtrar not theſe as they are parraſides, butas with- 
out reſpeR of time, perſon, or place , they thought no reuenge great ynough 
to be inflited on the corrupters of their virginities.

Th Noon the Tyrant viing many tyrannies vpon 'the 'Cyrxzncans ouer 
whom hee vſurped, (bur more by the euill inſtigationof one Laarchus, 
whom he had entertainedas his familiar friend-and counſellor) was at length 
ſupplantedby this Zazrchus whom he moſt truſted, and as ſome thinke,poyſo- 
ned. Archelaws left behind him a ſonne after his grandfathers:name Battar Fe- 
bx, called Battus:who becauſe he was weake of body, and lameof his feet,his 
mother Er7xo (in whoſe guardianſhiphe was) was by that meanes held in more | 
reſpect ana reverence;being a woman of approoued humanirie and goodnes. 
Zaarchas, notwithftanding ſhe had the loue and kearts of all rhe cirriſens, 4s

About thismorion thee conſulred 
with her Cocchorn , pretending a ſceming conſent . They debated with Laar- 
cas (but ſomewhat protractedly ) abour the matter ,,/in which interim , ſhee 
privately ſent to the vſurper one of her damoſclls with-a meſſage, That not- 
withſtanding her brothers (as vnwilling the match ſhould goe forward ) had 
made.ncedlcſſe delaies, yether purpoſe was ſo fixt vpon the motion, eſpeci- 
ally»ſince it concerned the generall goqd,thar ſhe wholly ſubmitted herſelteto 
his-ſeruice,in; ſo much thar-if it pleaſed him-to vouchſafe,ro come priuatly in 
thenight,ſhe., would yecld her honor intirely vp into;his hand : vpon which be- 
pinning agaod {ucceſſe would doubtles follow, fox theninvaine her brothers 
and kindred ſhould oppoſe themſcluesagainſit that ro which the publike good, 
occaſion;placc,opportunitie,& all things neceſſaric inuited them. This meſſage 
kn phe "IF Laarchws , who apprehended at once the imbraces of a beau- 


twixtchem appointed, and hee in regard of her honour to come priuatly and 
vnattended; all which ſhe reucal'd to her eldeſt brother Poliarchw,making him 
ſolely. of her counſell : who at the rimeof their appointed meeting hid him- | 
{cife ia his ſiſters chamber. Laerchws comes ingly according to promiſe,and is | 
admitted by Erixo : and in the midſt of his hopes, ready to caft himſelfe into 
herimbraces,is tranſpicrſt and ſlain,& his body caſt ouer the walls, Battus pro- 
claitged-Prince , and priſtine libertic reſtored to the long oppreſt Cyrznians. 
This Poliarchus did in revenge of Archilaws death, husbþand to his chaſt ſiſter 
Erixe. There were then abour the cittie many ſoldiers belonging to Amuſis 
king of #gipt,, by whoſe aſſiſtance Zazrchw had bin long terrible to the peo- 
ple,-theſe complained tothe king , accuſing Poliarchws and Erixo of the mur- 
der of Zaarcha4, But as he was about to inuade the Cyrznians, his mother hap- 
pily died, and ſo hindered that expedition . Polyarchas and Erixonotwithſtan- 
ding purpoſed a voluntarie iournic into Mgipt , to purge themſelues of all ac- 
cuſations commenced againſt them : in which 1ourney Crtela, a woman of 
great reuerence and very aged (as having beene the wite of Battws Felix ) 
would needs accompanie them. Thele appearing before 4mgfis, ſo well plea- 
ded their owne cauſe , that their iniurics appeared to. him much toſurmount 
theirreuenge: ſo that inabraſing Erixo, he commended her fortitude and tem- 
perance, and with princely gifts ſent them back into their owne counttie,

M tthridates king of Pontus hauing dinerſe waies oppreſt the Galatians,as by 
*ſending to the citic by way of inuitation to Pergamus, for diverſe of the 
chiefe citiſensjand then yniuſtly detaining them.

his office ypon him, cotepricue him to his mercie. This yong mans name was 
hy ban whole turne being came, and he preſcnting himſelte ro theblock, 
it hap at that time hee had on a rich and pretious garment of purple em- 
brothered with gold, of which the executioner being Credit erRl to 
keepe it from blood, thereby to. make thebetrer Gale of it, he ſpent ſomuch 
time in diſpoſing his head this way'and that way , not for the priſoners eaſe, 
but for his own aduantage, till the meſſengers appeared fromthe king and cal- 


was as much beneficiall rohis life as the kings mercie, and couctouſneſle that 
hath beene the deſtruftion of many,was the meanes of his vnexpected ſafery.

Toreaorix was caſt out,and by the kings edict denied all rights of buriall,with a 


This notwithſtanding, diſimaid not a faire Pergamzan damoſell ( with whom 
Toredorix 12d beenein familiaritie) roaccompliſh the vowed office of a louer 
anda friend ,whoin the night watched the opportunicie ro take thence the bo- 
dic and beſtow on it a faire interment : but being taken by the fouldicrs in the 
performance of this laſt memorable durie, and broughr before the tyrant ; ci- 
ther her beautic ſo much mooued him , or her teares ſo farre prevailed with 


| him , as that his bodie was not onely lettfreely to herdiſpoſe, but to recom- 


cher loue and loyaltie,ſhee had a faire and comperent dower allotted her 
out of the lands and goods of the treſpafſor. |

OF Stratenies , Galatia may boaſt , as breeding a Ladie ſcarce matchable 
before her time or fincein her condition,ſhe being the wife of king Dejo- 


tarws, and barren : and knowing how defirons her husband was to haue iſſue 


from his owne loynes to ſucceede in the kingdome, ſollicited him, and that 
with great importance, to ſele& ſome beautifull Ladie whom he beſt fancied, 
and by herto raiſe his poſteritie : whichthe king (ouercome with ſo — 
Red a curtclie, and therefore vnwilling to wrong her bed) refuſing, ſhe of 

owne accord , out of many captiue virgins chuſed one who ſeemed to ex- 
cell all thereſt in feature and modeſtie, and ſuiting her in all reſpects like a 
princeſſe, preſented her to the king as a jewell to be received from her hand. 
This Virgins name was Eleira, by whom Deiotaras had faire and fortunate il- 
ſue;zto whom Stratenices was a ſecond mother, and fawe them educated with 
as much magniticence and ſtate as if they had beene borne of her bodie, and 
ſheegiuenthem ſucke from her owne breſts. Her example is memorable, but

with an infinite armie beſieged Rome, inſomuch that the cirtiſens were not 
enelywearied with long warre, but oppreſt with famine ; therefore knowing

Tarquine refuſed roftand to any ſuch comprimile, not allowing Porſarnea law- 
full indge in regard of their late'league' commenſed.This, Porſennt norwell re 
liſhing, treated withthe Romans abouta peace, conditionally that 'theyſhould 
reſtore backe certaine lands before taken from the Erruſcians, and'oF them put 
himjn pcaceable poſſeſſion, and till this were performed to ſendhim'renne 

men, and as many virgins of thenobleſt families for hoſtage: which was 
accordinglic done, and he diſmiſt his armie, Theſe virgins walking by the ri- 
uer fide which parted the campe- and cittie,(for though he had ſenr-away the 
greateſt partof his armie, he had not yet ratſed-his tents) two of the _—

the one Clzlia, the other Faleris, daughter to the Conſall Publicela, perſuade 
the reſt, and by perſuading fo farre preuailed, that they wereall refolued to 
paſſe the riuer : when ſtripping themſclues naked, and holding (as well as they 
conuenientlie could) their cloathes aboue their heads;they ventured ouer that 
vnknowne paſſage full of whirlepooles and where there was no ftedfaſt foo- 
ting ; and what by wading and ſwimming , to all mens wonders' pot fſafeto 
thore , and preſented themſelues to their fathers and friends : who though | 
they admired their boldnefſe and commended their reſolutions, yet difallow- 
ing the A it ſelfe (as thoſe that in their faith and honour would not be outbid 
by-any) they ſent them backe to king Porſenns, and ſubmirred their raſhneſſe 
to be puniſhrar his pleaſure. Theſe virgins being preſented before him, he de- 
manded of them, Which ſhe was that firſt animared-and incouraged the reſt to 
ſoraſh and dangerousanenterpriſe? when Clebabeckning tothe reſtto keepe 
filence, tookeall the iniurie, contempt, or whatſocuer they pleafed to call 
it,vpon her ſelfe, proteſting the reſt innocent, and ſhe of what would be obie- 
ed the ſole authour. Porſexna obſcruing, and withall admiring her vndanted 
courage, cauſed preſently a horſe furniſhed with rich trappings robe brought, 
which he gaue to Clzh in recompence of her magaanimous attempt, ſending 
them all in his regall curtefie back to their friends and parents. Vpon this horſc 
giuen to Cleliaby Porſenna, ſome hauc grounded that the firſt paſt the river on 
horſebacke , ſounding the way for the reſt; which others deny, onely that the 
king thoughtto gratifie her manly courage with the meede of a ſouldier. Her 
ſtatue on horſebacke is ereQedin Yia/aggs: This ſome confer ypon Cleka , 0-

A Monglt thoſe frighted Troians that fled from the fearfull ruins of ſubuer- 
ted Troy, ſome by the violence of outragious tempeſts were driuenypon 
the coaſts of Italy, where landing at certaine portsneere to the river Tygris, 

| they madevp into the countrey , the better to acquaint themſelues with the | 

conditions: of thoſe places. In which interim, - the women began to _—_ 
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hend that they had better farreto take vp anabiding place in any land, than a- 
| gaine ro commit themſelues to the mercilefle furie of the ſeas : Wherefore 
with one ioynt conſent, they agreed to make that their fixed habitation, fee- 
ing all hope of their former lofſes at Troy were vtrerly deſperate. Hauing 
thus conſpired togerher, with all poſſible expedition they burnt the ſhippes 
(in this exploit,one Roma is reported to be chiefe) which being done, they ran 
ro meer their husbands(making to their Nauie to quench it)fearing their anger 
for their ra(h enterpriſe ; ſome of them embracing their husbands,others their 
friends and acquaintance they tempred their amorous kiffes with ſuch perſua- 
five Rheroricke, that ſooneallayd the angry tempeſt of their husbands furie, 
From theſe (as ſome haue writ ) the cuſtome ot kiſling at ſalurarions, by the 
Roman women to their kinſmen,firſt rooke Originall. The Troianes now tyed 
by neceſſirie, and kewife finding the inbahitants ſo louing and curteous, they 


The Phocages, 


Frer an implacable war betwixt the Theflalians and che Phocenſes, which 

had long laſted with much ſlaughter on both fides, thoſe of Theflaly 
(bringing their army through the Locrenſes) inuaded the menof Phocis on 
all fides,making a decree to kill all that were of age, and the women and chil- 
dren to bearc away captiue. Diaphantes the [onne of Bathillius with his two col- 
leagues then gouerning the cittic : he perſuaded the bcſteged boldlie and ya- 
ltanclie to iſſue out and giue the enemy battaile, bur with this caurion , That 
all their wiues, daughters, and children, euen to one foule ſhonld be brought 
intoa place circled and compaſlt in withall manner of dry wood and matter 
combuſtible, and the dores by which they entered to be ſhur afrer them , and 
ſo guarded, and ifthe day were loſt and they periſhtin battaile, the pile to bee 
kindled, and all their bodies to be burned at once. This being nor onely pro- 
poſed but confirmed,by the men ; the reſolution of the women was demaun- 
ded, who all with one ynanimous conſent applauded the decree, not one a- 
mongſt them haning will ro ſuruiue her husband , ſonne, or father, to fall into 
the captiuitie of a herce and bloody enemy. This concluded,the Phocenſes 
iſſue and encounter the enemy, and fought againſt them a nobleand victorious 
battaile,in which they returned conquerors. The Edi made,they called 4po- 
nea,as ſignifying, A bold aton,ariſins from 4 deſperate foundation. On the day that 
battaile was foughr and ſo remarkablea victory atchicued, they yearely cele- 
brate a feaſt ro Min:rua,which they call Elaphebolta. 


The Women of Chios. 


N Chios, a gentleman of a noble familie riding through the cittie with his 
contracted Lady, ina charriot, as the cuſtome was then amongſt them : 
king Hippaſus being a familiar friend of the bridegroomes , meeting him in 
the ſtreeres, with no pretence of iniurie, but rather as a teſtimony of their for- 
merfamiliaritic, leapt vp into the charriot betwixt them : which a beeing 
miſtaken by the Citriſens, he was violentlie aſſaulred and cruellie murdered 
in their furie. Not long after, their affaires on all ſides ſucceeding but ill, they 
perceiued they had incurd the anger of the gods, and therefore ſent ro conſult 
with the Oracle: whoreturned them this anſwer, That nothing could expiate 
the Butchery of Hippaſw till all the Regicides were ro one man exild the cit- 
tie. Burt when all of them confeſt themſclues guiltie of the fa, the god im-

much applauded this deede of the women, and dweltthere with the Latines, | 
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| poſed on them all an equall doome of baniſhment : ſo thatas well the murde- 


 rers themſelucs as the abettors and acceſlaries (howſocuer many and mighty) 
were forced to tranſport themſclues with their wiues and families into Leuco- 
nia ; wherethey had not long ſoiourned, but growing diſtaſtfull ro the Levco- 
nians, as fearing their power, who began to increaſe both in wealth andnum- 
ber, they were commanded by ſuch a day ro depart the cittie, and bound by 
oath tobeare nothing forth the gates, ſauing a coat cloſe girtrothem , and a 
looſe mantle or cloake ouer them. The Chij diſtruſting their oywne ſtrength 
(as no way able to affront them in power and number) were forced to ſubmit 


- proud and barbarous Edid to infinuate the flaues of the cittic tohis aide, pro- 


themſclues to the” preſent neceſſitie, binding themſelues by oath to obſerue 
| the coucnants before rehearſed. The day comming on , and the women ſee- 
ing their ſonsand husbands thus meanly accoutred, demanded of them, Why 
vnarmed they would paſſe by the face of a publicke enemy ? They excuſed 
themſcluesby the ſtrifneſſe of the oath inioyned them : ro whom the wo- 
men with a joint acclamation thus replyed,Shew your ſelues worthy the nation from 
whence you are deriued,and guirt your armes about you : if they exact from you the ſtritt 
conditions of an oath, anſwer them thus , That to a ſouldiour and a man magnanimous, 
bis Speare ts in ſtead of bts cloake, and his Target inplace of the garment which he ſhould 
buckle about him. To whoſe counſell they aflented, and at their departure ap- 
pearing ſo ſtronglie arm'd, and their countenances menacing and daring, It 
ſtrooke ſuch aterrour intothe hearts of the Leuconians, that as men amaſed, 
they ſuffered them peaceablic to depart with honour , who but by the noble 
and braue counſcll of their women, had left the place with ſhame and infamy. 
As noble an a@t worthy memorie was not long afterdone by the women of 
Chios, what time Philipthe ſon of Demetrius oppoled the cittic,who publiſheda 


mifing them not onely freemanumiſſion but to marry them to their miſtreſſes 
and poſſeſſe them of their maſters fortunes: which kindled ſuch an vnqnench- 
able wrath in the ladies and matrons of the cittie, that fired with rage and 
diſdaine, they together with their ſeruants afliſting them, with incredible 
faith and honeſty maintained the breaches, defended the walls , guarded the 
ports, caſting ſtones, darts, fighting, exhorting and incouraging one another, 
euen to the beating of the enemies backe, rayſing their ſhamctull ſiege, and 
purſuing them flying with their weapons, till Philzps army was quite diſcom- 
fited. Inall this troublous warre (notwithſtanding the proclamation)not one

ſeruantamongſt ſo many had the leaſt ſuſpition , much leſle aſperſion caſt vp- 


Per ſides. 


'Offom hauing alienated the Perſians from King «4//iages, was ouercome in 

batraile, his ſouldiers flying towards the citric for refuge, in ſo much that 
the enemy was ready toenter with them : the women this ſecing, iſſued from 
the gates, and holding vp their cloathes as high as their breaſts met them run- 


ning and ſaid,}whether flye you,oh you cowards (+ baſeſt of men,haue you any hope to hide 
your ſelues in theſe places from whence you came? Which obic caſt ſuch a ſhameful! 
bluſh vpon them, that renewing the batraile, the conquerors were defeated, 
and they obtained aglorious vitoric : In memorie of which, Cyr«s made a 
law, That what Perſian King ſhould cuer afterapproach that cittie, ſo often as 
heentred it, ſhould beſtow on euery woman a peece of gold. Irt is ſaidof 0c-

chus his ſuccefſour, a conetous King, that he often paſt by it and compaſt it, but | 
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| would never enter the gates, onely to ſpare his purſe, and to defraud the wo- | 
| men of their reward. But cuer-renowned Alexander vifited the cittietwice, 
according to the cuſtome , beſtowing on euery woman one piece,and ypon all 
ſuch as were with child two pieces, to ſhew himſelfe as royally bountifull as 
| che other was penuriouſly ſparing.

Celte. 


| THetc be a people of France betweene the rivers Graumna and Sequana, 

who diſſenting amongſt themſelues , fell into an inteſtine and implacable 
ciuill warre. After many bloody conflicts, being ready once more to ioyne 
battaile, the women preſented themſelnes betwixt their armies,and with ſuch 
{mooth Oratory and perſuaſiue arguments layd open the miſeries of warre, 
with the aboundant commodity ariſing from peace and amitie , that they not 
onely reconciled all hoſtilizie for the preſent, butbetwixt all rhe citties and 
chiefe families confirmed an indifſoluble league of tricndſhip, which conti- 
nued many yeares after. Since which time, cither in forrcine differences, or 
domelſticke quarrells, as well in warre, as peace, their counſellis euer deman- 
ded, and for the moſt part followed. Therctore in the league which this peo- 
ple made with Hannibal, it is thus written ; 1f the Celra hang any thing worthy 
taxation to obiect avainſt the Cartharinians, let it be diſputed by the generalls and Pre- 
fetts in Spaine ; If the Carthaginians find any thin? inſtlie to reprooue the Celtz, the 
mailer ſhall be diſcuſt and arbutrated by their women. 


Melite. 


3 peoplegrowing to that multitude, that the citties in which they in- 
habited could neither conuenientlie containe their number, nor ſupply 
them with victaall ſufficient, ſought the plantation of a Collony elſewhere, 
vnder the commandofa beautifull young man called Nymphens. Thele falling 
ypon the coaft of Caria, were no ſooner landed to diſcouer the countrey, but 
by a mighty tempeſt, their ſhips were either ſwallowed in the ſea, or {catrered 
and diſperſt. The Carians who then inhabited the cittie Cryaſla, cither com- 
miſerating their diſtreſle, or fearing that boldneſle their neceſſities might in- 
force them too, were pleaſed roallot them part of their land, and ſuffer them 
peaceablie todwell amongſt them : But finding them in a ſhorr ſpace t@ in- 
creaſe both in wealth and power, they conſulted amongft themſelues by what 
meanes to deſtroy them and vrterly extirpe their memorie : this ſtratagem 
was agreed ypon tobe performed at a banquer. It happened that one of the 
 Carian damſells cald Caphena, a Lady of anoble familic, grew much enamou- 
red of this Nimphews, and loath thatthe leaſt detriment ſhould happen to her 
beſt reſpeRed friend, eſpeciallicloathto ſee him periſh, ſhe opened to him the 
tull purpoſe of thecittie, wiſhing him tovſeall meanes of prevention. When 
thereforethe Cryaſſences came to inuite them to the feaſt, Nimphews an{we- 
red them that it was not the cuſtome of the Grecians to aſſemble vnto any 
ſuch feaſts, withourthe company of their women : which the Carians hea- 
ring, intreated them likewiſe to grace the ſolemnitie with theirprefence. This 
done, Yymphews relates the whole circumſtance to the Melians his countrey- 
men, intreating them to beare him company to the feaſt, all ciuilly habited, 
and without weapons, onely that euery woman ſhould weare a {word beneath 
her kirtleand fit cloſe by her husband. About the midſt of the banquet when 
the Carians were ready to giue the watchword, the Grecians perceiuing _ 
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' monians. Of which Collony rwo brothers, Pollis and Crataids of the cittie of 
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the inſtant (for the pretended execution) drew on, all the women opening 
| their garments at once,ſhewed their concealed weapons,which their husbands 
ſnatching from their ſides, affaulted the barbarous Carians, and ſlew them all 
to one man: by which ys they poſſeſt themſelues both of the coun- 
rrey,andcittie. But rel! 

thenew Cryaſla, andin which they planted themſelues. Caphenas was marry. 
edto Nymphaws, hauing honours done to her worthy her noble fidelitie, One 
thing in this hiſtorie is worthy-eſpeciall admiration, namely, Secrelie, to be 
kept amongſt ſo many women. | 


| Tyrrhene. 


He Tyrrhenians were by the Spartans oppreſt and caſt into priſon, where 
they were prouidentlic kepr and guarded, purpoſing to queſtion them for 


—__ 


and with humble prayers and infinite reares, beſought thoſe that had the 
charge of them , that by their viſicarion they might adminiſter ſome ſmall 
comfort to their husbands: which after much importunitie granted,they were 
admitred, where ſuddenlie they cauſed their husbands to change habits with 
them, which they did, and ſo were let forth in ſtead of the women; they ar- 
ming themſelues againſt all the ſpight and furie of the Spartanes. The men 
that had eſcaped repaired to Taygera, entering league with the Heilotes : by 
which racks the Sparrans ſomewhat atirighted, by interceſſours con- 
cluded 2 peace with them , — that raking backe their imprifoned 
women, they ſhould be furniſhed with ſhips and coine to ſeekenew fortunes 
elswherc ; they therefore made a brotherhood betwixt them and the Lacede- 


Lacedemon were made gouernours. Part of them made reſidence in Melo, 
the reſt with Polls failed into Creete, and hauing asked counſell of the Oracle, 
anſwer was returned them, That in the place where they ſhould leaue their goddeſſe, 
#nd looſe part of their anchor, they ſhould find a period of their tragells , and won that 
continent make their aboad, plant their collony, and erect acittie. In proceſle, arriuing 
ina part of Creete called Cheroneſus (2 place halfe inuironed with water (or 
almoſt an Iſland) a ſudden feare ſurpriſed them, in ſo much that haſting to get 
backe to the nauie, they left behind them the image of Dias which they had 
recciued from their anceſtors,by Brawron firſt brought intoLemnos,and borne 
by them a ſhip-bord in all their nauigation. The feare being paſt ouer,and the 
rumult appeaſed,they weighed anchor to make from ſhoare : but Polls percei- 
uing a great part of his anchor mifling, and leftin the rockes , hee remembred 
the Oracle, and caufing his people ro land againe, hee made his plantation in 
that countrey.and after many battailes in which he preuailed againſt the inha- 
birants, he ſubdued Li&tium with diuers other citries, of which he had proſpe- 
rousand peaceable poſſeſſion.

Examples of Modeſtie and Magnanimitie. 


He Phocenſes oppreſt by the tyrants of Delphos , in that commenced 
warre which was called Belluw ſacrum, in which the Thebans were 1n- 
gaped ; it happened that the Bacchinalls (who were women that were

of their owne husbands peaceably home to their owne cities. Comparable to 


'their Modeſtie was the Magnanimitie of Meziffo, an eminent Ladie of the | 


 citie Elis. Ariſftotemus the tyrant hauing (by the power of Antigone) viurped 
| the Franchiſes and Liberties of that cirtie, oppreſted the people with infinite 
| calamiries ; amongſt which, that of Philodemus was not rheleaſt, who hauing 
a beautifull daughter called Aficca, when Zacinus one of the Capraines of A- 
riſtotemus in the heate of wine and Juſt , would forceably haue rauithed her, 
and the poore innocent Virgin fled for refuge into rke armcs of her father,he 
there moſt inhumanly tranſpierced her, mixing the teares of the reuerend old 
man with the blood of his daughter. The horridncs of this nothing muucd the 
tyrant,but(that if greater could poſhblic be deuifed)he gane countenance cuen 
toſuch miſcheifes,cauſing many of the prime citti{cns to betlaine, and to the 
number of eight hundred baniſhed. Bur fearing in regard of their number, hee 
might be in time by them ſubuerted:he made proclamation, Thatall ſuch wo- 
men that had a deſire to viſit their abſent husbands,thould with ſuch gold and 
treaſure as they could conueniently carrie(with their children)haue peaccable 
paſſage from the citrie into Ftolia, where many or the moſt of their exiled 
friends then ſoiourned . Many of the v-omen incouraged by this edict, being 
tothat purpoſe aſſembled, and with ſuch goods as they had,Geparted the citie, 
he ſent after them his horſe men, whonot onely rifled them, bur ſtampr their 
children beneath their horſes feete , where many of the infants periſhed, and 
ſoin confuſed heaps hurried them backe into the rowne, bearing the ſpoile in- 
tothe Tyrants treaſurie. Theſe outrages werethe leaſt of many which I pur- 
poſely omit. There liued at thattime an antient noble man in the cittie,called 
Hellanicus , whoentred intoa combination with the exiles, about rhe ſypprel- 
| ling of the Tyrant, and by reaſon of his yeares was neither by him feared nor 
 {uſpeed:by the incouragement of this Helanicus,the confined citiſens aſſem- 
 bledthemſclues into a cite moſt conuenient for their deſcigne cald Amimona, 
oy whom many of theirallicsand friends (copartners inthe publique calami- 
tie)reſorted Ariftoremus ſomwhat affrighted withthis new faction,repaired to 
aplace of publike aſſembly , whether he had cauſed all the chicfe matrons to 
| be before called, & there in a premitatedorarion,ſtuft with many threats aud 
| menaces, proteſted roinflict vpon them rackes,tortures, and lingring deaths, 
 vnlefſe by ſpeedie letcers they did nor onely perſuade bur prevaile with their 
| husbands, inſtantly ro abandon the place they had fortified . To whom 24e- 
giſto the wite of Tymoleon (a Ladic amongſt the reſt moſt reſpected , not daig- 
ning the tyrant the leaſt honour, or ſo muchas rifing to doe him reuerence 
but ſitting ) with a bold and vndaunted courage, thus ſpeake .

ſports, he ſpying him,ot her own accord called him co her with theſe words, | 
”» | Comehether to me, © my ſonne, and now in thy childhood before thou haſt | 
? | apprehenſion or paſſionate fecling of tyrrannie, be freed both from the terror 
2 | and burden therof; for mine own part, | had rather {ce thee innocently dying, 
» | thanbaſely and ignobly ſeruing . The Tyrant at her laſt ſpeech more inraged 
than the former, drew out his ſword with purpoſe to haue ſlaine her,when Cylo 
one of his familiar friends (bur indeede a cheefe man in the confederacie with 
Hellanics) ſtaid his hand,and by gentle words ſo tempercd his ſpleene, that he 
departed thence without any att of murder, yet purpoſe of a future reuenge, 
Vponaday as hee was ſporting vpon the bed with his wite vntill dinner was 
prepared and diſpoſed vpon the table, it happened that an Eagle ſoring abouec 
the Pallace, letfall a great ſtone vpon the battlements iuſt ouer the bed where 
theking then lay, and alighting there, made ſuch a tcarctull and prodigious 
noyſe that it not onely amaſed the king within, but was wonderfull to all that 
beheld it without . The Augurers were ſent for to know what omen ſhould 
ſucceede : they flatter the tyrant, and promiſe nothing but what is good and 
proſperous . Hellanicus the ſame night in his dreame immagined his ſonne ap- 
eared to him (which ſonne was by .4ri/fotemus before murdered with his bro- 
ther) who ſpoke to him ro this effet , O father ariſe, s this a time to ſleepe when 
the whole gouernement of the cittie muſt depend on you to morrow © With this dreame 
incourgged, he comforted his adherents, all attending the opportunirie of re- 
uenge. Ariftotemus meane time hearing that Craterus was marched as farre as 
Olimpius witha great armie, leauicd for his ſaterie and ſupporture, grew l0 
bold vponthe rumor of ſo great a power, that without his guard , accompa- 
nied with Cyls onely,he aduentured into the market place : whom Hellanicus 
meeting by chance, and almoſt extafied to ſee him ſoweakely atrended 
with both his hands aduanced , and with anaudable and clcere voice he made 
this clamour, Where be you, you good & long oppeſled countriemenza braue 
Theatre is this for ſo noblea contention as our libertic , being ſeared in the 
middeſt of our countrie,and centre of ourcittie. This Cylo inuaded the next : 
man to the king and flew him. Thraſibalus and Lampides aſſaulted the tyrant, tl

In Megifto is expreſtthe Mgnanimitic of ſpirit, but intheſe following, I will 
in Catharo, Yiuzales & Carocoſ/a(rwo of no meane place and eminence among 
them) wrough tlo farre with the great Admiral], thar he deliuered into their 
charge the managing of threeſcore gallics, with munition and men in number 
competent, ro make incurſions into the bordering Iflands then vnder the ſtate 
of Venice.

cittiſens vnderſtanding, all or the moſt follow: d after. The towne thus left to 
the weakeguard of ſome twenty men, & about foureſcore women, the Turks 
gue them a boldand fierce afſault : when theſe braue Viragoes chuſi Ing rather 
rodye like ſouldiers than like their husbands runne like cowards ; ſome main- 
taine the Ports , others defend the walls , and with that noble reſolution, 
that what with fire, ſtones,ſcalding water, an d ſuch Iike muniments then rea- 
dieſtat hand,ſo oppoſed the aſſailants, that many of the Turks in that conflict 
weretlaine, and allrepulſt, retyring themſ{clucs with purpole (ſome reſt giuen 
tothe ſouldiours) to ſalute them with afreſh aiarum. Burt fortune was ſo fa-

F Dido queene of Carthage, all Authours agree to haue falneby the

on, That her husband Sychews being dead , ſhee did ir to preſerve her viduall 
chaſtirie, and ſo free hir ſelfe from the importunities of Hyarbws king of Getu- 
lia: of his mind is 2arulles, and of theſe Rennie , or as ſome will haue it 
Priſcianus in the Geography of Dioniſius writing De ſcitu orbs, i, the Scituation 
of the world: Contrary totheſe is the Princeof Poets (he whom Scallizey cals 
Poeta nofter ) Pub. Virgilizs , who aſcribes her death to an impatience of griefe 
conceiuedat the vnkind departure of «Azeas; which though it carry no great 
probabilitie of truth, yetall the Latin Poets for the moſt part (in honour of 
the authour) haue juſtified his opinion : as Ovid in his third booke De fafts, his 
Epiſtles Metamorph, and others workes ; ſo likewiſe Angelus Polytianws in his 
Manto, with divers others, 1uſtine in his eighteenth booke of Hyſtor. ſpeaking 
of che firſt erecting of Carthage ſaith, That where they began to digge with 
purpoſetolay the firſt foundation,they found the head of an Oxe : by which 
Ir was predicted that the cittie ſhould be futurelie fertill and commodious, but 
withall full of labour and ſubiect to perpetuall ſeruirude : therefore they 
m-de choice of another peece of earth, where in turning vp the mould, they 
chanced vpon the head of a horſe, by which it was preſaged their collony 
ſhould in time grow tobea warlikenation fortunate and victorious, In what 
manner ſhe dyed, I referre you to Yireill, and will ſpcake a word or twoof her 
ſiſter Anna, the daughter of Belue. She,after the death of her ſiſter, forſaking of 
the cittic of Carthage then inucſted with ſiege by Hyarbus, fled to Bautus king 
the Iſland Melita, but making no long ſoiourne there, ſhe put againe to ſeaand 
fell ypon the coaſt of Laurentum, wherebeing well knowne by A&xeas, the 
was nobly receiued , but not without ſuſpition of too much familiaritie be- 


ſhe conceiued an irreconcilable hatred againſt Auna,in ſo much that fearing her 
threatned diſpleaſure ſhe caſt her ſelfe headlong into the riuer Numicus, and 
was there drowned, for ſo 0#id reports in his booke de Faſts. Bur touching the 
illuſtrious Queene Dido, vnder her ſtatue were theſe verſes or the like cngra- 
uen in a Greeke charaQter,interpreted into Latine by Auſonius,and by mc inthe 
ſacred memorie of ſo eminent a queene thus cngliſht : 


1am that Dido, looke pon me well, 
And what my life was,let my viſage tell : 
"Tis faire and ſmooth what wrinckle can you find | 
In thi plaine Table, to expreſſe amin4 
Soſeoraid, and corrupt ? Why then ſouneutn 
And blacke aſoule ſhould tea face be giuen 
That promiſeth all vertue ? Virgill, where

Giue faith to Hiſtory, you that Readers are, 
Before this fabling Poeſie , ſince that far 
Tranſcends the bounds of truth : for Poets can 
Make the high gods much more corrupt than man. 


So much touching queene D#do, and as farre as probabilitie can, to acquit 
her of all incontinence. One Pawiws an hiſtoriographer in his fifth booke re- 
members vs of Ceſara,a queene of Perſia, who hauing ſome light of the Goſ- 
pell, rrauelled as farreas Conſtantinople in Greece ro be further inſtructed, 
onely attended by a few priuat followers: who being ſatisfied in all the funda- 
mentall points of her faith, ſhe with her ſmall rraine was chriſtened. The Per- 
fian Sophy hauing notice thereof, ſent embaſſadours to the Emperour,to know 
the reaſon why he deteined his queene, wiſhing him to returne her ſafe vpon 
ſuch caſte ſommons. Ceſara being in preſence when this embaſlie was dcliue- 
red, defiredthe Ermperour that ſhe mighr giue them theiranſwer, which gran- 
ted ; Retwrne (ſaid (he) my humble duty and waſſaladze ts my Lord the King, and tell 
him withall, That wonleſſe he receine my fash, and r no bus falſe 1dblls beleeue is 
the onely true God, he can claime no intereſt at all in me. The meſſenger diſpatchr,and 
this ſhort anſwer returned to the Sophy , he leuicd an army of forty thou- 
ſand men, and comming into Greece, the Emperour and he came vnto a 
peacefull enterview : at which , by the mediation of this royall and religious 
Empreſfle,the Sophy with all kis princes and ſouldiers there preſent, receiued

cent gifts, returned with his wite into his own countrey. Another noble hiſto- 
ry I thinke gor amiſle ro be here inſerted, which is recorded by one Willielmus 
de res. lib.2 0. Gannilda the daughter of Canutus and Emma , who being accuſed 
of = -"Ws by her husband Henrythe Emperour, who to juſtifie his accuſation 
had prouided a champion, in ſtaturea giant , and for his preſence and poten- 
cie much feared ; ſhe notwithſtanding relying vpon God and her owne inno- 
cence put her life ypon the valourof a priuat young gentleman of England, 
who ſhe brought with her to the ſamepurpoſe. Theſe Champions adventuring 
their lives, fought a braue and reſolute combat, but in the end the vitory in- 
clined tothe Empreſſe : her aduerſe champion being vanquiſhed, confeſt his 
treaſons, and ſhe was noblieacquit : bur after,by no intreaties or interceſhons 


the Chriſtian faith, and after the interchange of many Princely and magnihici- |

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| made by the Emperouror others, ſhee could bee wonne ynto his embraces, 

but abiuring his bed, and vowing an auſtere and ſcqueſtred life, ſhe retired her | 
| ſelfe intoa Monaſterie. Three royall preſidents of three yumatchable queenes, 6 
the firſt for Magnanimitie , the ſecond for Religion and deuotion,and the laſt 
for Chaſtitie.To theſe I will yet adde another. Wikelmws de Regibs, in his firſt 
booke writes that king 1ue betooke his kingdom of the Weſt-Saxons to his co- 
ſin Ethelardus, and vndertooke a pilgrimage to Rome : the occaſion of his iour- 
niewas this, The queene Ethelbnrga had often counſelled her husband the 
king to forſakethe pride and richesof the world, and to haue a reſpect to his 
ſoules health , eſpecially now in the latter dayes of his life ; but not able to | 
revaile with him, ſhe bethought her ſelfe of a queint ſtratagem : after they | 
had left their royal pallace where they had bur latly teaſted inall pompe, plea- 
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ſure and delicacies, and remoued into another houſe, ſhe cauſed him ro whoſe | 
charge the place from whencethey departed was committed, to take downe 
all the hangings, make foule and and filthy eueric roome and chamber, nay in : 
the verie place where the king had bur the other day ſported with his queene, 
f 
f 
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was lodgeda ſow and pigges, withall the loathſomeneſle that could be deui- 
ſed : this done according to her commaund,ſhe by awile, inticed the king to 
the place thus ſtrangely diſguiſed. The king wondering at this ſudden change 
ſtood amaſed,to whom ſhe thus ſpoke, 7 pray you my Lord where benow theſe rich 
p hangings and curtaines, either for ſtate or ornament ? Where all the glyttering pompe 

aud rich array , tending to nothing elſe ſane gluttonic and luxurie ? Alas how ſuddenly 
| are they all Gaviſied? Shall wot (my Lord) this beautic of onrs ſo fade,and the fraile fleſh 
euen ſo falla way? This withother her words to the like purpoſe, tooke ſuch 
impreſſion in the kings breſt, that he reſigned his kingdome tohis Nephew,and 
betooke himſelfe to a religous and Monaſticke life, after his vowed pilgri- 
mage . The queene” Ethelburga went tothe Abbey at Berking, in which place 
hcrfiſtcr had beene before Abbeſle , and there ſpent the remainder of her life 
in deuotion and penitence.

Here aroſe great warres betweene the Milefians and Naxians, kindled by 

the adaltrate praQtiſe of the wife of Hypſicreon a Mileſian , who violating 
her conivgall vowes , by throwing her ſelfe into the luſttull imbraces of Pro- 
medon, a Naxian,then hergueſt,and fearing the iuſt anger of her husband, and 
withall the puniſhment due to heradultrate f{inne, fled with him into Naxos: 
from whence bcing againe demanded, bur denied, this priuate wrong turned 
toa publique ruin : for deuouring warre accompained with many calamities 
preyed vpon both their countries. But as this Beacon was firſt fired by a wo- 
mans lewdneſle, ſo was itat laſt extinguiſhed by a womans vertue : Diognetus 
| who hadthe command of thoſe Erythrzans which came in ayde of the Mile- 
fans, had committed to his cuſtodie a certaine ſtrong hold , ſcituated againſt 
the citie Naxos : who hauing taken from the Naxiansa prize of women and 
free virgins, he was deepe]y ſtroke in loue with one Polycrata , whom he led 
with himnotas acaptiuec, but as his wife, It chanced that the Miletians cele- 
brated a generall feſtiuall day, Polzcrita beſought Diognetus to make her ſo far 
indebred to his fauour, as to ſuffer hertoſend her brothers part of thoſe iun- 
catesthen at the table, which willingly he grantcd : ſhe ſecretly writ ypon the 
| Icadentableof the marchpane what thee had proieted, withall charging the 


bcarerto intreat her brothers not to let any participate therof ſauce themſelues:

makes mention of Placidza the fiſter and wite of Honori, who (in the yeare

ve the affrighred & vaweaponed Milerians a ſudden and vnexpedcted aflaulr, 


and hauing ſlaughtred many, poſleſſe themſclues of the caſtle : But by Polyers- 
tas intercctliue intreatics, ſurpriſed Diognerus ſcapes with life. And for thisno- 
ble exploit of hers, the glad citiſens running to meete her with ſhouresand ac- 
clamations, euery one bearing in his hand a Garland to rcceiue her with thoſe 
' wreathes of honor ; Polycrita was ſo farre extaſide, that her ſudden ioy vſhered

Ee reade of diucrſe other women for diverſc noble actions Illuſtri- 
VV . Dominica the wife of the Emperour Yalens, when the Gothes 

had threatned the vtter ſubuerfion of Conſtantinople, by her wiſe- 
dome and deſcretion mediated with the enemic & was the ſole means of the 
fafetic both of the people and citie. Sex. Aurelizs reports of Pompera Planting, 
when hir husband 7zlian the Emperor, had with intollerable exactions opprel- 
ſed the people, inſomuch that their diſcontents were readie to breake out into 
rebellion , this vertuous princeſle ſo farretemporiſed with the Emperour,that

by her meanes they werereleaſed from allexaRions and tributes . Diaconus

412 when Ataulphus king of the Gothes preſented himſelfe with an invincible 
armie before the walls of Rome, threatning vtterly ro ſubuert the cittieand

[topitie, and his immanitie to mercie, ſo that he departed thence without any 
aſſault made againſt the citrie, or the leaſt ſpoile done vnto the countrey.

' lterawus ( peakes of Inzuldethe fiſter of Childebert, who being marryed to Her- 
 mozillus, ſonne to Lemicildus king of the Gothes, perſuaded her husband (then 
an infidell ) tobee atrue and conſtant profeſſour of the Chriſtian faith. The 


on her husband Clodencus the ſonne of Childericke. Nor hath our owne nation 
deene barreine of goodexamples, fince Helena the mother of Conſtantine may 
1 that kind claime equalitic, if not precedencie before any.

ſonne had worthilie deſerued of his countrie, even to the attaining of all mi- 
lIitarie honours,and as an additionto the reſt , for his braue ſeruice againſt the 
cittieof Coriolorus, had the denomination of Coriel«nus beſtowed vpon him 
by the publique ſufferage of the Senat : yet notwithſtanding for all his me- 
rites and ynmatchable exploits, by which he purchaſed to himſelte the honor 
tobecalled Pater Patriz, yet after, by the ingratefull multitude ( whoweree- | 
uer emulous of any mans deſerued greatnefle ) hee was not onely degraded 
from all his titles of dignirie, but had che doome of cuerlaſting baniſh- 
ment denounced againſt him ; in reuenge of which ingratitude, hauing raiſed 
an armieand inuaded the townes of the Roman empire, readie to inueſt him- 
ſelfe before the quaking and affrighted cittie, when they had firſt ſent rohim 
| (co make their attonement)their pricſts , who by reaſon of their ſacred offices 
were held in much reuerence, next their Augurersand South-ſayers, then the 
Aditizx which were the keepers of their Temples, and laſt their prophers;but 
none of theſe preuailing, as their laſt rcfuge, the Roman matrons preſented 
themſelues before Yolumniathe mother of Martizs, humblie intreating her to 
make interceſſion betw1ixt her ſons rage and the imminent calamitic. This re-

_ | Firevdia the wife off Coriolanus and mnany other noble matrons and damoſells, 
VP hauing beforepromiſed co plead in their behalfes as farre as a miſerable mo- 
ther could claime intereſt inan iniured ſonne repaired to his tent, and caſting. 
themſelues downe at his feete , humblie beſought him of compaſſon : the 
| fearc cxpreſt in their faces and the ſorrow in their habits,caſt ypon the enemy 
a ſudden reuerence and ſilence, when Yolumnia with ſuch feeling accents and 
moouing Oratorie mixed with teares, beſoughr the peace of the cittie, that 
| they madea reuerent impreſſion in the heart of Corzolanus :; who ſupporting 
| his mother, and aduancing his wite from the carth, brake out into this extaſic, 
Viciſtis, You haue onercome me.

L 
Bur as the two brothers were readie toioyne batraile, the mother preſented 
herſelfe betwixt the armies, expoſing her bodie to their oppoſit weapons, <> 
ſhewing the breafts that gaue them ſucke, and with noble admonitions and ri 
motherlie perſuaſions ſo molified the heartsof the incenſed princes, that all th 
ciuill and ſeditious warre layd aſide, they entered a friendly and brotherly 45 
league;which was ſo eſtabliſhed in the reuerenr vertues of the mother, that it he 
wasneuer after violated in all their life times after.

rable and wholſome lawes to the benefit of the Common-wealth,which were 
much eſteemed amongſt the Brittaines, and carefully obſerued,being cald af- 
ter her name, The Mercean laws,manyages inſuing.Bur being loath to inſtance 
too many to one purpoſe, leaſt I ſhould rather ſeeme tedious than delight- 
full tothe reader, I will adde onely one Eg lady in another kind memo- 
rable, and worthy for her goodnesan cuerlaſting charater. There was anoble 
man of England created Earle of Couentrie,this man was ſo auſtere to the ci- 
tiſens, thar he had iniuriouſly wreſted from them all their ancient franchiles 
and priuiledges,inſomuch that by his Ss 7 merge & inſufferable exaRions,the 
cittie was much decaied, the people diſabled in their power, and weakened in 
their fortunes : Theſe petitioned tothe Counteſle, a noble and well diſpoſed 
lady,to mediate for them to the Earle, Thar their cuſtomes and former liber- 
ties might be reſtored. The lady vnderrtakes their ſuit, and with much impor- 
tunitie ſolicited her lord in their behalfe ; but he being of a haughtie and inſo- 
lent diſpoſition, ſti] perſiſted immoucable : but ſhe commiſeraring their eſtate, 
as daily mooued with their complaints, without ceflarion ſtill ſolicited for 
them, and with ſuch vrgence, that he had neither peace at boord nor quiet in 
bed;heatlength as mich wearicd with her importunitie,as ſhetired with their 
petirions,ſhe wreſted from him this churliſhand indefhnite anſwer,Ceaſe Lady 
further to perſuade me, for 1 proteſt, and that with a1 onaltered reſolution, that there is 
but one onely meanes by which their frauchiſes are tobe reconered, which if thou wilt on- 
dertake , ( 45 I preſume thou wilt not ) 1 will ſurrender them wy intirely, sf not, 1 will 
continue them in the ſame eſtate that 1 now hold them, The lady gently demaunding 
what impoſition he would inioine her, he thus replied, Thow ſhalt frippe thy ſelfe 
ſftarke naked, and mounted on horſeback at mid- day riae in that manner throggh the citie, 
from one gate to another, and by this exployt only their defire and thy ſuit Jute granted. 
The modeſt lady after ſome little pauſe, promiſed her lord that for rheirgene- 
rall good ſhe would doe it. This being ſealed by an oath from him, and a vow 
from her, ſhe acquainted the cittiſens with her purpoſe, and appointed a day 
in which ſhe commanded them to lockeall their doores and ſhur in their win- 
dowes, and not to leaue any {mall cranny open rowards the ſtreer, nor ſuffer 
any liuing thing to be abroad. This being faithfully and punQually performed 
by them, ſhee as effectually accompliſhed her promiſe, and rid in that man- 
ner withno more touch of immodeſtie, than when ſhee ſhifred her ſmocke 
in her priuat chamber. Some may ſay, Yet what might the people apprehend 
in their conceits, to thinke vpon anaked Ladie ſo mounted © I anſwere, They 
could not more immodeſtlic conceiue of her, thana man that ſees any beauti- 
ful woman wel habired,many do in his libidinous immaginations, by compre- 
hending cuerie naked lineament before ſhe put on her apparrell. Of this noble 
Ladie thereis inthe citie both monument and memorie vnto this day. 

In ſpeaking of ſo many chaſt, worthie and eminent Ladies, Tvonder how 
the name of Cuckold came to be ſo frequent amongſt vs : mighr it be heldno 
ridiculous digreſſion , I would tell you an old tale to that purpoſe, which 
though I dare nor warrant it for truth, I am willing to make it yours as freely 
aS it was made mine. I ſpeake not of the woman,that when her husband came 
home to her in haſt, and brought newes there was a new edi come out, that 
all Cuckolds ſhould be caſt into the riuer;preſently asked him,why hedid not 
learneto ſwimme : nor of her rhat when her good-man camero her inlike 
manner with acclamation, and ſayd, Wotre you what wite,fuch a woman fna- 
ming one of his neighbours) is found tobe falſe, and hee branded for a noto- 
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rious cuckold : anſwered, Lord husband youare ſuch another man . But my 
diſcourſe is at this preſent of a diſputation in hell, whatthis thing Cuckold 
ſhould be,or what kind of creature , finceall ſortes of people of what eſtat* or 
degree ſocuer,examined by Lucifer, or any of the three infernall judges, de- 


nied themſelues to bee the ſame. It was therefore agreed amongſt them , to 
ſend vp ſome one of the moſt ingenious diuells amongſt them, by ſurueying 
the Earth,to diſcouer this ſtrange vnknown creature:and if it were poſſible to 


bring him thitheraliue, to make them ſpectators of an obie they ſpmuch 
deſired to ſee. With this commiſſion away goes the diuell, ſhowes himſclte 
vpon the earth, and taking the ſhape of agallant thruſts himſelfe intothe ſo- 
cietie of all kind of people : hee comes to the countrey man , askes if he beea 
Cuckold,who anſwers he knowes not what it meanes. The cittiſen denies him- 
ſelfe to be the man. The ſouldier with oaths outfaceth the name. The lawyer 


will arreſt any man vpon an aQtion of {launder that ſhall call him by that name, 
Thecourtier (indeed)confefſerh himſelfe robe a Cuckold-maker, but ro bea 
Cuckold he can indure by no means. Inſo much that the poore diuell,alroge- 
ther diſappointed of his purpoſe was readie to retirg againe to his black houſe 
of darkenefſle : as he was meditating with himſelfe to the ſame purpoſe, hee 
happened intoan-Ordnarie , where a cittiſen being at game amongſt many 
gentlemen, the dyce {ſo fauoured him, thathe gota great hand, blew vp two 
orthreegallants,and ſo gaue ouer play ; which one aboue the reſt taking not 
well, importuned him ſtill co hold him game,which the other abſolutly deny- | 
ing,thegallant told him, A Cuckold he found him, & ſo would leaue him,and 
with that language he bad him farewell. This the diuell hearing.grew ioytull 
in himſelfe, thus intimating , I haue found him at length whom 1 ſo long haue 
ſought, this is my priſe, and ſhall be my purchaſe, He preſently prouides him- 
ſclfeof a large bagge able to containe ſo great a burden, and defiring the cit- 
tiſen more familier acquaintance (to cut off circumſtance ) drew hun out of 
the towne torake a turne or twoin the ficldes. Together they walke , and 
comming toa remote Pe , the diuell diſcouering himſelfe, appeares vnto 
him in a roughblacke haired ſhape,and tels him to what purpoſe he was come, 
and to what place hee was inioyned to beare him : therefore wiſhed him paci- 
ently and quietly to creepe into his bagge . The manat theſe words amaſed, 
began to ſtruggle with thediuell, who layde violent hands vpon him. Ir hap- 
ned thatneere to this wreſtling place a poore labouring man was digging of 
grauell, there lay by the cdge of the pita luſtic maſtiffe (that had bin a beare- 
dogge)to keepe the poore mans hatand jerkin,whil'it he was at worke below: 
this dogge ſeeing the manand the diuell contend, tooke (it ſeemes) the fiend, 
by reaſon of his rough skinne,to be a beaſt of the game;vp skippes he to take 
the diuell by the throat , whopreſently lers goe his hold to ſecure himſelfe 
from the dogge, and away he flyes. The citiſen by this meanes ſecured from 
the preſent danger, and willing to be gratefullro his preſeruer , comes to the 
labourer and bargaines for the maſtiffe ; the price is made, and both parties a+ 
rang: Itis to be preſuppoled,, that the diuell in this feare, had left ( for 
ſt)his bagge behind him, and fled out of fighe : which the cirtiſen apprehen- 
ding, and being emboldned with ſo valianca ſecond , thinkes toput a new 
tricke vpon his aduerſary ; forhe imagines that (tenne ro one) hee will come 


backe againe for his bagge, therefore he intreates the poore man to helpe him | 


to put thedogpe into the ſacke, and tye the mouth of ir faſt with the ftrings. 
All is done and they retyre themſcluesapart, when iuſt as they imagined, out | 
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' comes the diucl peaking from the place where he lay hid to ſee if the coaſt was 
cleere, and caſting his eyes timerouſly abour him , as fearing the like aſſault, 
he came ſoftlic treading to the place where hee had letr his Rike , andgently 
feeling, findes ſomewhat to ſtirre therein : vpon which hepreſently imagines 
that it was the ſuppoſed cuckold, who for feare had crept into the ſame z and 
being wondrous 10cund with this conceit, ſnatcheth him vp vpon his backe, 
and with his glad purchaſe finkes himſelfe downamong the infernalls. His re- 
rurne was rumord in hell, anda ſinod cald, in which Zacifer ſeated himfelfe in 
his wonted ſtate with all his princes, iudges , and officers about him, all in 
great expeRation of the obie ſo much delired : the meſſenger is ſummond, 
who appearcs before them with his bagge at his backe, or rather vpon his 
 necke; he is commanded to diſcouer this ſtrange creature ſo often ales of, 
bur till then in that placenot ſeene ; the ſackes mouth is opened, out flyes the 
maſtiffe amongſt them,who ſeeing ſo many ougly creatures together, thought 
(it ſeemes) he had beene amongſt the beares in Paris garden : but ſpying Luci- 
er to bethe greateſt and moſt il-fauoured amongſt them, firſt leapes vp into 
his face, and after flyes at whomſoeuer ſtood next him. The diuels are diſ- 
perſt, cuery one runnes and makes what ſhitr he can for himſelfe, the ſeſſions 
isdifſolued, the bench and bale-docke cleered, and all in generall fo affrigh- 
ted, that cuer fince that accident thevery name hath beene ſoterrible amorgſt 
them, as they had ratherentertaine into their darke and ſad dominions tenne 
thouſand of their wiues, then any one man who beares the leaſt character ot a

Of Women remarkeable for their loue to 


their Husbands. 


T is reported of the wiues of Wynbergen, a free place in Germany, that 
the towne being taken in an aſſault by the Emperour, and by reaſon the cit- 
tiſens in ſo valiantlie defending their lives and honours, had beene the ouer- 
throw of the greateſt part of his army ; the Emperour grew ſo inplacable, 


uenge. Compoſition being granted and articles drawne forthe ſurrender of 
the towne, it was lawfull for the matrous and virgins ( by the Emperoues 
edi) to carry out, of their owne neceſſaries, a burden of what they beſt liked. 
The Emperour (notdreaming but that they would load themſclues with their 
tewels and coyne, rich garments and ſuch like ) might perceive them iſſuing 
from the Ports, with euery wife her husband vpon her backe, and cuery vir- 
gin and damſell her father or brother : to expreſſeas much loue in preſeruing 
their lives rhen,as the men had before,valour indefending their liberties. This 
noble example of coniugall loue and pietie rooke ſuch impreſſion inthe heart 
of Ceſar, that in recompence of theirnoble charitie, hee not onely ſuffered 
them to depart peaceably with their firſt burdens,but granted cuerie one a ſe- 
| cond, to make choice of what beſt pleaſed them amongſt all the treaſure and 
wealth of the cittie. Michael Lord Montaione in his Eſſayes ſpeakes onely of 
three women for the like vertue memorable ; the firſt perceiuing her husband 
tolabour of adiſcaſc incurable, and euery day more and more to languiſh, 
perſuaded him reſolutelieto kill himſelfe, and with one blowto be ridde of a

that he purpoſed (though mercy tothe women)yer vponthe men a bloody re- | 
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 lingring torment ; but finding him tobe ſomewhat faint-hearted, ſhe thus pur 
courage intohim by her owne noble example : I(quorh ſhe)whole ſorrow for 
thee in thy ſickneſle, hath in ſome ſortparaleld thy rorment, am willing by one | 
death both to giue date vnto that which hath(for thy loue)atflicted me,and thy 
violent and vamedicinable torture. So atter many perſuatiue moriues to in- 
courage his fainting reſolution, ſhe intended to dye with him in her armes: and 
to rhat purpoſe,lcaſt her hold by accident or affright ſhould vnloole, ſhe with a 
cord bound faſt their bodies together, and taking him in her louing imbraces 
from an high window which ouerlooked part of the ſea, caſt themſelues both 
headlong into the water. As pious an affection ſhewed that renowned matron 
Ei Arria(vulgarlic called Arria mater , becauſe ſhe had a daughter of the name) 
ey. ſhee ſeeing her husband Petus condemned , and willing thathee ſhould expire 
by his owne hand rather than the ſtroake of the common hangman, perſuaded 
him toa Roman reſolution; but finding him ſomewhat daunted with the pre- 
ſent ſight of death, ſhe ſnarcht = {word with which ſhe tranſpierſt her ſelfe, | 
and then plucking it from her boſome preſented it vnto her husband onely | 
with theſe few and laſt words, Pete non doler, Hold Petws it hath done mee no | 


harme, and ſo fell downeand dyed : of whom Martial in his firſt booke of E- | 
pigrams hath lefr this memory , 
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Caſta [uo gladium cumtraderet Aria Peto, 
Quem atedit wiſceribus traxerat illa ſaws, 
$4 qua fides vulnus quod feci, non dolet inquit 
Sed quod tu facies, hoc mihi Pete dolet.

| ding her husband Chriſtopher Theon, apoplext in all kis limbes and members, 
withan inuincible conſtancie, at ſeuerall iournies bore him vpon hir backe 
theſpaceof 1 300 Engliſh miles toa Bath for his recouerie. Theſe and the like 
preſidents of nuptiall pictie make me wonder , why ſo many Satyriſtsaſſume 
to themſelues ſuch an vnbridled libertie to inueigh withour all limitation a- 
| gainſt their Sex. I happened nbt long ſince to ſtealevpon one of theſe cenſori-

SIE which addes not tothe honour of the good arid vertuous. 
Were none foule, what benefit were it tobe faire ? and if none deformed, what 
orace could it be tobe well featured © There were no honourto beaſcribed ro 
modeſtic, but that we ſee the diſhonour of immodeſtie depending; nor to the 
temperate, butthat we dayly find the inconueniences inherent to ryor and ex- 
ceſſe, Beſides, wereall alike faire, what prayſe were it ro be beautifull © or if 
all alike chaſt, what admiration could be attributed to ſo rare a Vertue 2 As we 
ſee in the trying of mettalls there is the gold and the drofle ; inthe progrefle 
of time, there is day and night, comprehending light, and darknes in the crea- 
tion of man, there is the immorrtall ſoule and the corruprtible fleſh. And as it 
hath pleaſed the diuine prouidencetoprouidea heauen and a hell , the one to 
crowne the vertuous, the other to condemne the wicked : ſothere is a neceſſi- 
tieof number topeople both, norare the torments of rhe one more feelingly 
apprehended than in contemplating the ioyes and felicities of the other. A- 
| mongſtartificers, veſſells are made ſome for honour, ſome for diſhonour ; in all 
eſtates there are the noble and the baſezamangſt Princes,the good king and the 
tyrant; amongſt ſubie&s, the true liegeman and the traytour in ſchooles,the

and beautie, Thoſe therefore thqrarebefore preſented,areto imirate : the reſt

ſake the part of ſecuritie,willingly to ſwallow himſelfe vp inthe quick-ſands: 
therefore I wiſh you all to ſtrive, that the beautie of your mindes may ſtill ex- 
ceede that of your bodies ; becauſe the firſt apprehends a noble diuinitic, the 
laſt is ſubiect toall frailtie : and as the nf mag powers haue beſtowed on you 
faireneſſe aboue man, to equall that excellencie of iudgement and wiſedome 
| in which man claimes iuſtly a prioritie before you, ſo it is both behoouefull 
and becomming your Sex , that your outward perfeQions ſhould altogether 
aime at the inward pulchritude ofthe mind;fince the firſt is accidentall and ca- 
ſuall, the laſt ſtable and permanent.

diſperſing the poyſon of the (inne euen amongſt thoſe from whom ſhe deriues 
her birth ; as if with her earthly being they had giuen her therewith her cor- 
ruptions, and the firſt occaſion of this her infamie. It extends likewiſe to the 
poſteritie which ſhall ariſe from ſo corrupt a ſeed,generated from vnlawfull and 
adulterate copulation. How chary then ought a faire woman tobe, to ſtreng- 
then her bodily beautic with that of the mind Of what ſmall continuance it 
is, and how nature hath diſpoſed of your age, you ſhould con(ider : the beaurie 
of your Cradle you cannot apprehend,nor of your Childhood, and therfore in 
it you can neither take pride nor delight, or if you could, it isnot yet perfeQ.

Plutarch mlibro Amator. {aith,ſhe 
was a damolell of Syria and: concubine to the king of that countrey', with 
whoſe loue Ninw being after beſotted, rooke herro his wite ; of whom ſhee 
bad that predominance, that though before he had conquered al{theEafterne 
parts, ſubiugated his neighbour kings, and ſubdued Zoroaftes monarch of the 
bacrians (he that was the firſt inuentor of the Artmagicke, thatdeuiſed the

In the morning of her 
ſoueraigntie, ſhe impoſed vpon the ſubiects ſuch modeſt & milde injunctions, 
that ere noone ſhee had inſinvated into their boſomes {o farre, that ſhee found 
them ſo plyable and conformable to her defires, that ſhee preſumed there was 
nothing ſo difficult and impoſſible which for her ſake they would not boldly 


on ſo farre,that the commaunded them to lay hands vpon the king her husband 
beforenight, and committing him to priſon , cauſed him within few daies to 
be put todeath. She had by Ninws one ſonne called Nizws junior , who ſhould 
haue ſucceeded his father , that for fiftie two yeares ſpace had ſwaied the 
Babylonian Empire : but whether in her owne ambition deſirous of the prin- 


cipalitie,or finding her ſonne too effeminate tobe lord ouer ſogreat a people, |. 


and vncertaine withall, whether ſo many men,and of ſo many ſundrie nations 
would ſubmit themſelues to the ſoueraigntic of a woman, all theſe ſuppo- 
ſirions being doubtfull , certaine iris that in theſteade of the mother of Ni- 
#1 , ſhee aſſumed the perſon of Ninws hir ſonne, changing her womans ſhape 
into the habit of a mans;ftor they wereof one ſtature , proportioned in linea- 
ments alike, ſemblant invoice , and in all accomplements difficultly to be di- 
ſtinguiſhed , in ſomuchthat neuer morher and child could haue more true re- 
ſemblance : hauing therefore luld her ſonne in all effeminacie,andattired him 
in her queenelike veſture , the better to ſhadow her owne proportion ſhe ſui- 
ted her ſelte in long garments, and commanded all her ſubieAs ro do the like; 
which habit hath bin amongſtthe Aſſirians, BaQtrians, & Babylonians in vſce- 
uen to this day. Vpon herhead ſhe worea Turbant or Myrer, ſuch asnone but 
kings vied toadorne their heads with : ſo that in the beginning,ſhe was known 
torno other than the prince,in whoſe name ſhe accompliſht many notable and 
noble atchieuements, at whole amplitude, Enuic and Emulation ſtood ama- 
ſed, confeſling her in all her attempts ſupereminent : neither didher heroick 
actions any way derrogate from the honour of the Empire,but rather adde to 
e ſplendor thereof admiration , in regard a woman had not onely excelled 
Il of her Sex in valour, but might claime a iuſt prioritic ouer men. She built 
the mightie cittie Babylon , and the ſtately walls reckoned amongſt the ſeuen 
wonders . Shenot onely conqueredall Xthiopia and made that kingdome to 
her ſtate tributarie, but inuaded India, being the firſt that durſt attempt ir;and 
{auing her, none fince but Alexander, who was the ſecond and the laft, Thus 
farre «ſize, out of the hiſtorie of Trogus Pompeius . Beroſus affirmes as much, 
Theſe be his words : Nemo onquam huic femine comparandus eft virorum, tanta in 
e114 ita ſcribuntur cum ad vituperationem,tum maxime ad laudem.s. No man was euer 
to be compared with this woman , ſuch great things haue beene written of her , partly to 
ber diſgrace, but chiefely to her praiſe. He proceedes further : She was the fourth 
that raigned in Aſfiria ( for ſo it is approued) Nimrod was the firſt being father 
to Belxs,and grand-father ro Xinus, which Nimus was the firſt that made warre 
vpon his neighbours and vſurped their dominions,in whom began to ceaſe the 
Golden world: whom his widdow Queen ſucceeded, counterfetting the ſhape 
of man.She was after flaine by her ſonne Ninw the ſecond of that name, who 
as Ewſebins writes , after her death twaid the ſcepter thirtie and cight yeares:

One memorable thing is recorded of herby Diaderus Sicalus, lib. 3 ..as alſo by 
| > PR 
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Fitrunius, This queene being making her ſelfe readic in her pallace royall,when | 
the one part of her haire was bound vp, and the other halte hung looſe vpon | 
her ſhoulders, ſuddenly newes was brought her, Thar the cittiſcns of Babylon 
were reuolted.and all or the moſt of them in mutinie and vprore. She preſent- 
ly poſted into the citic,and what with her preſence and per{uaſton,attonde the 
diſcord,& before ſhe had leaſure to put her diſordered curles in forme, recon- 
ciled the hearts of that innumerable people to her obcdience + for wh.ch her 
ſtatue was erected in the cittie,being pourtraicd halfc read:e halfe vnreadie,in 
memorie of that noble and magnanimous aduenture. Some thing of the belt | 
that was in her though not all, you haue heard, the worſt is to come. Juba apud | 
2lc.celates that ſhe immitated the faſhions of men, negletting rhe babir of her

own Scex.and in her latter yeares grew to that deboifht effeminacie ani ſor. id 
luſt,that ſhee did not onely admit bur allure and compell into her goarith em- 
braces many of her ſouldiers, without reſpect of their degrees or placcs , {0 
they were well featured,able and luſtic of performance,whom when they had 
waſted their bodies ypon her,ſhee cauſed to be moſt cruelly murdered . Shee 
was ſlaine by her owne ſonne, becauſe thee moſt inceſtuouſly ſought his bed: 
but, which of all the reſt is moſt prodigious and abhominable, ſhe is reported 
tohaue had companie witha horſe on whom ſhee vnnaturally doted . But 
theſe things whether related for truth or recorded of malice, I am altogerher 
zenorant,and therefore leaue it to cenſure. Herodotwr, Plutarch, and others writ 
that ſhe cauſed theſe words to be inſcribed ypon her Tombe. Quicungue rex pe 
 wn45 indiget aperto monumento, quod volucrit accipiat, that is, What king [oexerhath 
neede of coyne, ſearch this mounment, and be ſhall find what he deſires . 'T his when 
king Darius had read, thinking ſome Magazin of treaſure had beene there in- 
cluded, he cauſed the Tombe-ſtone to be remooued; where he found vpon the 
other ſtde thereof theſe words ingrauen * Miſt YeX Auar tits eſſes &+ pecunte inſaila- 
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bilis mortuorum monuments,non viclaſſes, i. Haddeſt thou not been an auaritious king 
and inſaſiable of Coyne thou wouldeſt not hae ranſacked the graue of the dead. Thus,as 
Franciſcus Patritius Pomiifex ſaith, the excellent Ladie in her death taunted the 
gripple auarice of the liuing . That the monuments of the dead areno way 
tobe violated or defaced, Sertorixs hath taught vs , who hauing ſubdued the 
cittie Tigenna ſcituate in the countrey of Mauruſia, in which a noble ſepul- 
chre was, which the inhabitants ſayd belonged to Antew ( which was the gy- 
ant \laine by Hercules : ) when the greatnes of the graye exceeded all beleefte, 
Sertorius cauſed it tobe ruined, and there digged vpa bodie ( as Platarch wit- 
|neſſeth)of ſeuentie cubits in length: which beholding and wonderingat , hee 
cauſed it to be repaired with greater beautie than before, leaſt by deminiſhing 
that, he might haue ruined a great part of his owne honour . Some thinke it 
was the bodie of Tagennathe wite of Anteus, whom Hercules proſtitured atter | 
thedeath of her husband : of her he begot Siphax, who after erected that cit- 
tie,and in memorie of his mother calledir by her name,

is booke de Deorum origine ( as Benedittus «/Egins Spoletinus interprets him) | 
[thus ſers downe her hiſtorie : Ninws king of Creet eſpouſed Paſiphae,daughters. 


| of the Sunne and Per/es, or (as 4ſclepiades calls her)Creta,the daughter of Ate- | 
g rius, | 
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rius, ſhe had by him foure ſonnes, Crete, Deucalion, Glaucusand Anadrog ens and 
as many daughters, Hecate, Xenodice, Ariadne, and Phedra. This Minos peace. 
ably to inioy his kingdome, had promiſed to offer ſuch a Bull to Weptune : but 
hauing obtained his deſires, hee ſent that Bull before markt our, backe to the 
heard, and cauſed another of leſle value to bee ſacrificed : at which Neptune 
inraged, knew not with what greater puniſhment to afflit him for the breach 
ofhis faith,than to make his wife moſt prepoſterouſly and againſtnatureto dore 
on that beaſt which he had ſo carefully preſerued. She therefore confedera- 
ted with Dedalws , agreat Artsmaſter (one that for murder had fled from A. 
thens, and with his ſonne 7carws there ſecured himſelfe) hee deuiſed by his mi(- 
chieuous skill, a wodden cow , hollowed within with ſuch artificiall conuay- 
ance, that the Queene incloſed , had ſatisfaction of her defires to the glur- 
ting of her libidinons appetite. Of this congreſſion ſhe conceiued and brought 
forth a ſonne called Aſterion, or (as the moſt will haue it) Minetaurws, ſhaped 
witha Bulls head and a mans body. About this monſtrous iſſue, Aves conſul. 
red with the Oracle : which aduiſed him to ſhut himin a Labyrinth , and there 
ſce him ſafelie brought vp and kept . This Labyrinth ( the firſt that euer 
was) was built by Dedalu, berke a houſe ſo intricated with windings and tur- 
nings this way and that way, now forward, then backward, that it was ſcarce 
poſſible for any that entered therein to finde the dire way backe : thus farre 
Apollodorus. But Palephatus in his Fabulous narrations reduceth all theſe com- 
mented circumſtances within the compaſſe of meere impoſibilitie ; and thus 
deliuers the truth concerning Peſiphae. inos being afflicted with a diſeaſe in} 
his ſecret parts, with which he had beene long grieued, was at length by Crides 
who belonged to Pawdion, cured. In the interim of this his defect and weake- 
neſſe, the queene caſt an adulterat eye vpon a faire young man called Tazrw 
whom (Seruiws faith) was the ſcribe or ſecretary tothe king ; ſhee proſtituting 
her ſelfe to his imbraces, when the full time was expired ſhee produced her 
iflue : Which Azos ſeeing , and taking a true ſuppuration of the time,compa- 
ring the birth with his diſcontinuance from her bed (by reaſon of his diſeaſe) 
| apprehended the adulterie; notwithſtanding hee was vnwilling ro kill the ba- 
ſtard, becauſe it hadareſemblance to the reſt of his children, though an im- 

preſſion of the fathers face, by which the adulterer mighteafily bee knowne. 

Minos therefore to conceale his owne diſcontents, and as muchas in him lay 

to hide his wiues ſhame, whom he endeeredly affected, cauſed the infant tobe 
carryedintoa remote mountaine, and there by the Kings heardsmento be fo- 

ſtered. But growing towards manhood, he likewiſe grew intraQtable and dil- 

obedient to thoſe to whoſe charge he was committed. The king therefore con- 

finde him into adeepecaue digd ina rocke of purpoſe, not tocurbe his fierce 

and cruell diſpoſition, but rather incourageit ; for whoſoeuer at any time hee 

feared, or whatſocuer he was that had offended him, he ſent him tothis Minv- 

rtaure on ſome impertinent meſſage orother, by whom bee was cruelly butche- 

red. The caue was called Labyrinthus,and therfore deſcribed with ſo many n- 

tricateblind Meanders, in regard of the difficultie of his returne with life who 

was ſcene to enter there. Therefore when Theſeus came to Mines, hee ſent him 

tobe deuoured by this Minataure : of which Ariadne hauing notice, being ena- 

moured of Theſexs, ſhe ſent hima ſword by which he flew the monſtrous Ho- 

| micyde ; and that wasthe clew ſo often remembred by the Poets which guit- 

| ded Theſew out of the Labyrinth.

| MM Acarers and Canace were brother and fiſter,the ſonne and daughter to «&o- 
V1, king of the winds (for ſo the Poets feigned him}, becauſe the clouds 
and miſts riſing from the ſeauen Aolian Iflands, of which he was king ,alwaies 
retended great guſts and tempelts) hee is reported robe the ſonne 'of Zupiter 
and Alceſte, daughter to Hyppotes the Tyrian, of whom he had the denominati- 
on of Hippotides, This Macareus and Canace, hauing moſt leaudly and inceſtu- 
ouſly loued one another , coucring their bedding and boofoming vnder the 
vnſuſpeedpretext of conſanguinitie and neereneſle in blood: Tt could rio lon- 
ger be conceald by reaſon Canace at length brought forth a ſonne, whichas ſhe 
would ſecretly haue conueyed out of the court by the hands of her truſtie 
nurſe, whohad beene before acquainted with all their wicked proceedings ; 
the infant by crying betrayed it ſelfero the grand-father, who ſearching the 
nurſe, examining the matter, finding the inceſt, and miſerably diſtrated with 
the horridneſſe of the fat : inſtantly in the heat of his incenſedanger, cauſed 
the innocent infant to be cur in pecces,and limbe by limbe caſt tothe dogges, 
and before his face deuoured. This Macarews hearing , tooke ſanuarie in the 
Temple of Apollo : but Canace by reaſon of her greenenes and weake eſtate, not 
able ro make eſcape, and ſhunne the violence of her farhers threatned furie : 
he ſent hera {word,and withall commanded her to puniſhher ſelfaccording to 
the nature of the fat. Which ſhe receiving writ apaſſionareletter to her 'bro- 
ther, in which ſhe firſt beſought him tohauc a care of his ſafety, and next 'to 
cauſe the bones of the ſlaughtered infant to be garhered together,and patinto 
an yrne with hers : this hauing done, with the {word ſent her þy ger father ſhe 
tranſpierſt herſelte, and ſoexpired. The like we reade of Canujza, daughter of 
Papirtus Yalucrss, who being found with child by Papirins Romans her own na- 
turall brother, when the heinouſneſſe of the fat came to the knowledge of 
the facher, he ſent ro cither of them a ſharpe ſword ; with whichthey as reſo- 
lutely flew themſclues, as they had beforeraſhly offended. The like ſucceſſe 


of her inceſtuous affetion had Yaleria Tuſeulane,who as Plutarch relares, by the 


counſell of one of her handmaids comming priuately in the night into the 
armes of her father. and the deede after made knowne to Yaleriwe, he in deteſta- 


tion of the aR ſlew her with his owne hand, 


lulia, the Empreſſe. 


Tice abhominableſinnes that haue beene puniſht in inf-riour perſons,haue 

in great ones beene countenance, Sextus Aurelius and Elius Spartianites 
both teſtifie, That Antonics Caracalls Empcrour , doting vpon his ſtepmother 
Ialia was often heard to ſay in her preſence, 7 would if it werelawfwl,” atTength 
apprehending his purpoſe, ro theſe his words ſhe made this reply : What you bf 
to doe" Emperonr) you may make lawfull, Princes baue power to make lawes ,'bat are 
not ryde to keepe any : by which words imboldned, he rooke her to his bed, whoſe 
ſonne Gets but a while before he had cauſed to be ſlaine. Herodotus remembers 
vsof one Opea the ſtepmother to Seithes king of the Scythians, whohkewiſe 


meas Energetes was made partner both of his bed and kingdome. Arfinoe the 
liſter of Prolomeus Philodelphs became his concubine. The like did Herod Anti- 
pas vnto Heredias the wife of his brother Philip. We reade alſo of one LZeucon, 
who flew his brother 0xilochws king of Pontus for the loue of his wifewhom 
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tooke herto his bed and made her his queene. So Berexices thefiſter of Prolo-

brothers paramour,; on whom he begat Zacilla, whom he afrer gaue in marri- 
ageto his brother Z. Antonius. Theodoricws king of the Frenchmen marryed the 
daughter of his owne brother, whom he before had ſlaine. And Pontanus re- 
members vs of one /ohannes Ariminenſis who c{pouſed his owne fiſter, Phillip 
thebrother of Alphonſu the tenth king of Spaine , forcibly married Chriſtia- 
na, daughter to the king of Dacia his owne brothers wife, all Chriſtianitie and 
Religion ſer apart. Yolaterranws remembers vs of one Stratonice, who being de- 
uiliſhly doted on by Amtiochus Soter king of Syria, his owne father at his im- 
Pee gaue hervp into his ſonnes inceſtuous embraces. FYirgill in his renth 

ooke ſpeakes of Caſperia, ſtepmother to Anchemolus the ſonne of Rheiws king 
of the Marhubians, who was by him adulterated. Theſe prodigious acts haue 
beene incouraged by kings, drawing their preſidents from I#puer , who vitia- 
ted Ceres,and marryed his ſiſter 1#p0: when in my opinion, the induſtric of the 
Poets in illuſtrating the eſcapes of Jupiter and the other gods, was aymedat no 
other end than to manifeſt vnto all men,That ſuch deities were not worthy a- 
doration that were callumniſed with ſo many whoredomes , adulteries, and 
inceſts, 


The fiſters of Cambiles. 


Heſe might ſeeme fearfull enough before related , but I will giue you a 
ſhort taſt of fome moreabhominable:I haueſhewed the examples of Luſt, 
bur theſe following are beſides luſt polluted with vaheard of tyranny. Heroge- 
zxs in his third booke ſpeaking at largeof thelife and acts of Cambyſes the great 
Perſian king , and ſonne of Cyr, relates, that hauing ſhewed his puiſſance 
abroad in Mgipt,Greece, and other places, to the terror of thegreateſt of the 
world : he cauſed his innocent brother Smerds to be ſecretly made away by 
the hand of his moſt truſted Praxaspes. The next inhumanitie which he purpoſd 
roexemplifie vnto the world, was che death of his ſiſter, who followed him in 
his Campe to Z#gipt,and back againe : being not only his lifter by parents, but 
his wife alſo. The manner how ſhe came to be his queene was as followeth; Be- 
fore his time, it was not lawfull,bur puniſhable amongſt the Perfians, to marry 
into that proximitie of blood: but Cambyſes ſurpriſed with the lone of his ſiſter, 
and hauing reſolued by what meanes foeuer to make her his wife, yet to co- 
lour his purpoſe, he {cnt for thoſe honorable perſons who were ſtiled the kings 
Tudges, being ſeleted men for their wiſedomes, and of great place and qua- 
litie, as thoſe that inioy thcir offices Darante wits, valeſſe ſome capatall 
crime bee prooued againſt them. , beſides, they are the expounders of the

found a law (0b Soueraione) which warrants the king of Perſia to doe whatſoener liketh 


lawes, and to their cauſes all matters of doubt and controuerfie are referred. 
Theſe being couented,the king demanded of them, Whether they had any one 
law amongſt ſomany,which licenſt a man(that hada will ſo todoc) to contra 
matrimony with his fiſter * ro whom the Iudges thus ingeniouſly anſwered : 
We haut indeed no law which giaes licence for a brother to marry with a her but Be haut 


him beſt. This they without abrogation of the Perſian lawes ſoothed the kings 
humour, and preſerued their owne honours aud lives, who had they croſt him 
in the leaſt of his difſeignes had all vndoubtedly periſhrt : This hee made the 
ground for the marriage of the firſt, and not long after hee aduentured ypon 
the ſecond. The younger of theſe two who phe, or him into Zgypthe ſlew,

he aftermarryed. Fauſtina the ſiſter of Marcus Antonius Emperour, became her 
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whoſe deathas that of her brother Smerds is doubtfully reported. The Grz- | 
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before Cambiſes to fight and try maiſteries, at which fight the young Lady was |

preſent : but the Lyon hauing victorie ouer the Dog , another of theſamelir- 
ter broke his chain,and taking his brothers part,they two had ſuperioritie over 
the Lyon. Cambiſes at this fight taking great delight, ſhee then ſitting next 
him, vpon the ſudden tella weeping : this the king obſcruing,demannded the 
occaſion of her teares, ſhe anſwered it was at that obie& to ſec one brother (o _ 
willing tohelpe the other, and therefore ſhe wept ro remember her hxothers 
death, and knew no man then liuing that was ready to reuenge it; and for this 
cauſe (ſay the Greekes) ſhe was doom'd to death by Cambiſes The Z2yptians 
report itanother way : That the fitting with her brother at table, out ot a (aller 
diſh rookea lertice, and pluckt off leafe by leafte,and ſhewing it roher husband , 
asked him, Whether a whole letice or one ſodeſpoiled thewed the better? who 
anſwered,a whole one : then (ſaid ſhee) behold how this lettice now vnleaued 
looketh, euen ſo haſt thou disfiguredand made naked the houſe of king Cyrus. 
With which words he was ſo incenſed,that he kickt and ſpurnd her(then being | 
great with child) with that violence that ſhe miſcarryed in her child-birth and 
dyedereſhe was deliuered : and theſe were the murderous effects of his dete- 


ſtable inceſt. 
Of Lyuia Horeſtlilla, Lollia Paulina, Ceſonia, &c. 


T is reported of the Emperour Calieula, that he had nor onely illegall and 

inceſtuous conuerſe with his three naturall ſiſters, but that hee after cauſed 

them before his face to be proſtiruted by his miniiters and ſeruants,thereby 
to bring them within the compaſle of the Xmilian Law and convitthem 
ofadulrery.He viriated Liaia Horeſtilla,the wife of C. P;ſonnius, and Lollia Pani. 
2a, whom he cauſed to be divorced from her husband C. 2emnine, both whoſe 
beds within lefſe than two yeares herepudiared, withall interdiQing rhem the 
companie and ſ{ocietie of man for euer. Ce/onia he loued more affeftionarly, 
inſomuch that to his familiar friends(as boaſting of her beautte) he wonld ot- 
ten ſhew her naked. Toadde vnto his in{ufferableluxuries, he defloured one of 
the veſtall virgins. Neither was the Empcrour Commodr much behind him-in 
diveliſh and brutiſh cffeminacies, for he likewiſe ſtrumpeted his owne ſiſters. 
and would wittingly and willingy ſee his miſtrefles andconcubines abuſed be- 
forehis face, by ſuch of his fauorites as hee moſt graced : hee kept not at anie 
timeleſſe than ro thenumber of three hundred, for ſo Zampridime hath left re- 
corded. Gordianus iunior (who was competitor with his father in the Empire) 
kept two and twentie concubines, by each of which he had three or foure chil- 
dren at the leaſt, therefore by ſome called the Priamus of his age, bur by others 
in dirifion the Priapus. The emperour Proculus tooke in battaile a hundred Sar- 
matian virgins, and boaſted of himſelfe that he had got them all with child in 
leſſe than fifteene dayes : this Yopiſcus reportes,and Sabellicus. But agreat won- 
der is that which 1ohannes Picus Mirandala relates of Hercules, 25 that hee lay 
with fiftie daughters of Zycomedes in one night and got them all with child 
with forty ninc boyes, onely fayling in the laſt for thar prooucd a guirle,

A ?ollodorus Athenienfis in his third booke De deorown Origine records this hi- 
ſtory : After the death of Amphion king of Thebes, Laims ſucceeded,who 
tooke to wife the daughter of Menocwas called Jocaſta, or (as others write) 
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Horeſtilla. |

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picaſta. This Laiws being warned by the Oracle, that if of her he begat a ſonne, 
he ſhould prooue a Patricide and bethe death of his father ; notwithſtanding, 
forgetting himſelte in the diſtemperature of wine, he lay with her ; the ſame 
night ſhe conceiued, and in proceſſe brought forth a male iſſue, whom the king 
cauſed to be caſt out into the mountaine Cytheron, thinking by that meanes to 
preuent the predicted deſtinie. Polybus the heardsman to the king of Corinth 
finding this infant, bore it home to his wife Peribas who nourced and brought 
it pas her owne, and caufing the ſwelling of rhe feet (with which the child 
was then troubled) to be cured, they grounded his name from that diſeaſe,and 
called him Oedipus. This infant as he increaſed in yeares, ſo heedidinall the 
perfeRions of nature as well in the accompliſhments of the mind as the body, 
inſomuch that as well in capacitie and volubilitie of ſpeech, as in all actiue and 
generous exerciſes, he was excellent aboueall of his age, his vertues beeing 
generally enuicd by ſuch as could notequall them, they thought to diſgrace 
him in ſomething, ang gaue him the contemptible name of counterfeit and 
baſtard : this made him curiouſly inquiſitiue of his ſuppoſed morher, and 
ſhe not able in that point to reſolue him, hee made a tourney to Delphos, to 
conſult with the Oracle : about the trueknowledge of his birth and pa- 
rents, which forewarned him from returning into his countrey,becaule he was 
deſtinied not onely to be the deathsman of his father, but ro adde miſery vnto 
miſchiefe, he was likewiſe borne to be inceſtuous with his mother. Which to 
preuent: and ſtill ſuppoſing himſelfe to be the ſonne of Polybrs and Peribea , he 
forbore to returne to Corinth, and hyring a charriot, tooke the way towards 
Phocis. It happened that ina ſtrait and narrow paſſage meeting with his father 
Laixs and Polyphontes his charioter, they contended for the way , but neither 
willing to giue place, from words they fell to blowes : in which contention, 
Polyphonteskild one of the horſes that drew the charriot of Oedipus : at which 
inraged, he drew his ſword, and firſt ſlew Polyphontes, and next LZaiw who (c- 
conded his ſeruant , and thence tooke his ready way towards Thebes. Damg- 
fiſtratus king of the Platzenſes finding the body of Laizs cauſed it tobe hono- 
rably interred. In this interim Creor the ſonne of Meneczus in this vacancie 
whileſt there was yet no king, inuades Thebes, and after much ſlaughter poſ- 
ſeſſeth himſelfe of the kingdome. 7une, tovexe them the more ſent thither 
the monſter Sphinx, borne of Echidna and Tiphon , ſhe had the face of a woman, 
the wings of a fowle, and the breaſt feeteand tayle of alyon : ſhe hauing lear- 
ned certaine problemes and Anigmzs of the muſes, diſpoſed her ſelfe in the 
mountaine Phyc#us, The riddle which ſhe propoſed tothe Thebans was this, 
What creature ts that which hath one diſtinouiſhable woyce , that firſt walkes pon foure, 
next two, and laſtly wpon three feet, and the more lerges it hath, i theleſſe able to walke ? 
The ſtrict conditions of this monſter were rhele, that ſo often as he demanded 
the ſolution of this queſtion, till it was punQually re{olued, he had power to 
chuſe out any of the people where hebeſt liked, whom hee preſently deuou- 
red : but they had this comfortfromthe Oracle, That this Anigma ſhould be 
noſooner opened,and reconciled with truth , but they ſhould bee freed from 
this miſery and the monſter himſelfe ſhould be deſtroyed. The laſt that was de- 
noured was emo lon to king Creon, whofearing leaſt the like ſad fate might 
extend it ſelfe tothe reſt of his iſſue, cauſed proclamation to bee made, That 
whoſoeuer could expound this riddle ſhould marry Jocaſiathe wife of the dead 
king Z4/us, and be peaceably inueſted in the kingdome : this noſooner came 
tothe cares of 0eapss, but he yndertooke it and reſolucd it thus: This creature 
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(firch he)1s Man,who of all otherhath onely a diſtinct voice, he is borne foure- 
footed, as in his infancy crawling vpon his feet and hands, who growing ſtron- 
ger erects himſelte and walkes vpon two onely, b it growing decrepit andold, 
he is ficly ſaid ro mooue vpon three, as vſing the helpe of his ſtaffe. This ſolu- 
tion was no ſooner publiſhed, but Sphinx caſt her ſelfe headlong from the top 
of that high Promontory,and fo periſht , and Gedipus by marrying the queene, 
was witha generall ſuffrage inſtated in the kingdome. He begot of her two 
ſonnes,andrwo daughters, Eteocles and Polinices, 1/mene and Antigone (though 
ſome write that Oedipus had theſe children by Eaurigentia the daughter of Hiper- 
| phantes.) Theſe former circumſtances after ſome yeares, no ſooner, came to 
| light, bur Zcaſta in deſpaire ſtrangled her ſelte ; Gedipies hauing torne our his 
| eyes was by the people expulſed Thebes, curfing ar his departure his chil- 
' dren for ſuffering him to vndergoe thar iniuric: his daughter Antizore lead 
 himas farreas to Colonusa place in Attica, where there 1s a groue celebrated 
' to the Eumenides, and there remained,till he was remooued thence by Theſeas, 
| and foone after dyed. And theſe arc the beſt fruits that can grow from ſo abho- 
' minablearoote.Of the miſerable end of his inceſ{tuous iflue, he that would be 
further ſatisfied, let him reade Sophocles, Apollodorus,and others, Of him Tyreſs- 


«thus propheſied : 
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No comfort in his fortunes be ſhall find, 

He now ſees cleerely,muſt at length be blind, 
eAndbezpe, that's now 4 rich man who ſhall ſtray 
Through forreine countreyes, for his doubtful way 
Still groapine with his [laffe. The brother, hee, 
And father of his children (both)ſhall be : 

His mothers ſonne,and busband : firſt ſtrike dead 
His father, and adulterate next hg bed,

JH: was wifeto one Phemius a {choolemaſter,and mother to Homer prince of 
—the Greek Poets. Ephorus of Cuma in a book intituled the Cumzan Nego- 
tiation, leaues her ſtorie thus related : Atelles, Meones,and Dius,three brothers, 
were borne in Cuma z Di«s being much indebted was forced to remove thence 
{into Aſcraa village of Boctia, and there of his wife Picemeda hee begot Heſio- 
| 4, Atellesin his owne countrey dying a naturall death, committed thepupil- 
 lage of his daughter Critheis, to his brother Meones : but comming to ripe 
' growth, ſhe being by him vitiated, and proouing with child, both fearing the 
[puniſhment due to {ich ao offence, ſhe was conferred vpon Phemixs, to whom 
ſhe was ſoone after married :and walking one day out of the cittie to bath her 
ſelfein the river Miletus,ſhee was by the flood {ide deliuered of young Homer, 
and of the name thereof called him Meleſigines. Bur after looſing his ſight hee 
was called Homer, for ſuch of the Cumzans and Tonians are called O»wonro}. 
Ariſtotle he writes contrarie to Ephorus, that what time Nelews the ſonne of Co- 
arus was Prelident in Ionia of the Collonie there then newly planted, a 
| beautifull Virgin of this nation was forced and deflowred by one of the Ge- 
nius's which vſed to daunce with the Muſes , who after remooued toa place 
called Zgina, and meeting with certaine forragers and robbers that made 
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| ſundrie incurſions into the countrie ,.ſhee was by them ſurpriſed and brought 
to Smyrna, whopreſented her to Meonidesa companion to the king of the Ly- 
| dians ; hecat the firſt fight inamoured of her beautie tooke her ro wite, who 
| after ſporting herſelfe by the bankes of Miletus brought foorth Homer, and 
| inſtantly expired. And ſince we haue had occaſion to ſpeake of his mother, ler 
' it not ſceme altogether impertinent toproceede alittle of theſonne:who by 
| reaſon of his being hurried in his childhood from one place to another, and 
| ignorant both of his countrey and parenrs, wentto the Oracleto be reſolued 
concerning themborh, as alſo, his future fortunes ; who returned him thus

Happie, and wretched, both muſt be thy fate, 
That of thy Countrey dooft defire to heard;

In his latter daies he was preſent at Thebes at their great feaſt called Satur- 
nalia, and from thence comming to Ius and fitting ona ſtone by the water- 
pou , there landed ſome fiſhermen,whom Homer asked what they had taken, 

utthey hauing gotnothing that day, but for want of other woxrke onely lou- 
ſing themſelues,thus merilie anſwered him : 


Non capta afferimius : fuerant que capta relittis. 


We bring with vs thoſe that we conld not find. 
Bat all that we could catch we left behind. 


Meaning, that all ſuch vermine as they could catch they caſt away,but what 
they could not take they brought along . Which riddle = Gao nals not 
vnfold, it is ſayd that for veric griete hee ended his life. This vnmatchable 
Poet whom no man regarded in his life, yet when his workes were better con- 
ſidered of after his death, hee had that honour that ſeuen famous citties con- 
tended about cn of his birth, cuerie one of them appropriating it vnto 
themſclues : Pindarus the Poet makes queſtion whether he were of Chius or 
Smyrna ; Simonides affirmes him to be of Chius ; Antimachus and Nicander of 
Colophon ; Ariſffetle the Philoſopher to bee of Iiis ; Ephorss the Hiſtoriogra- 
pher that hee was of Cuma. Some haue beene of opinion that he was borne 
inSalamineacittic of Cipria; others, amongſt the Argiues ; Ariſtarchus and 
Dyonifins Thrax derive him from Athens, &c. But I may haue occaſion to

refer you, concluding him with this ſhort Epitaph: RR 
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AnEpitaph vpon Homer prince of Poets,

Some with thy byrth rich Chis would adorne, 

Others ſay, Cuma firſt on thee did ſmile. 

The Argiues lay claime to thee, and aner

Bat Athens thouto her thy Muſe doſt owe, * . 

(As there firſt breathing.) Speake, how then ſhall

Doris the filter of Nerews the Sea-god, was by him ſtuprated : of whome he 
begortthe Nimphes called Nereides ; O#idin his fixt booke Mer . tellerh 
vs of Philomela daughter to Pazdion king of Athens,who was forced by Terews 
king of Thrace,the ſon of Mars andthe Nimph Biſtonides, though he had before 


married her owne deere and naturall fiſter Propne : the lamentable cffeRs of 


which inceſt, is by the ſame author elegantly and at large deſcribed; as likewiſe 
Beblss the daughter of Miletus and Cyane, who afrerſhe had ſought the imbra- 
ces of her brother Caumas, {lew her ſelfe. Mirrhs daughter to Cyniras king of 
the Cyprians,lay with herfather, and by him had the beaurifull child Adons. 
Europa the tnother, and Pelopeia the daughter, were both corrupted by Thyeſtes. 
Hypermeſtra inioyed the companie of herbrother, for whom ſhee had long lan- 
euiſhed. Menephron moſt barbarouſly trequenred the bedde of his mother ; 
againſt whom Oxidin his Metamorph.and 2xintianas in his Cleopol. bitterly in- 
ueigh. Dowatins Calderinus puts vs in mind of the Concubine of Amrnter, who 
was inioied by his ſonne Phenix. Rhodope the daughter of Hemon, was marri- 
edto her father , which the gods willing to puniſh, they were ( as the Poets 
feigne) changed into the mountaines which ſtil] beare theirnames , Celewsre- 
portes of one Polica#te,the mother of Perdix a huntſ-man, who was by him in- 
ceſtuouſly loued, and after inioyed. Zacan in his eight booke affirmes, rhat 
Cleopatra was polluted by her own brother, wich whom ſhe communicated her 
ſelfe as toa husband. Nidtimme was compreſt by her father Ni, king of 
Ethiopia. Martial in histwelfe booke writing to Fabulla, accuſeth one Thems- 
ſon of inceſt with his ſiſter. Pliny hb. 2.8. cap. 2.ſpeakes of two of the Veſtalls, 
Thufis and Copronds, both conuicted of inceſt , the one buried aliue, the other 
ſtrangled. Publizes Claudius was accuſed by 24.Cirers of inceſt with his three 
liſters. Sextus _A wrelius writes, that Agrippina the daughter of Germanicas had 
two children by her brother Claudine C eſar;Cornelims Tacitus ſayth that ſhe of- 
ten communicated her body with her owne ſonne Nezo,in his cups and hear of 
wine: heafrer commanded her wombe to be ripped vp,rhat he might ſee the 
place where he had lien fo long before his byrth ; and moſt deſeruedly was it 
inflited vpon the brutiſh mother , though vnnarurally impoſed by the inhu- 


man ſonne. A»ſilens is worthily reprooued by Catullw for yeelding vpherbo- | 
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| places reportes from the mouth of D. Martin Luther , that this accident hap-

| way to auoide his continuall I; but by acquainting the mother 


| which was the beſt courſe to chide his libidinous purpoſc and diuert him 
from that leaud courſe, plotted with the maid ro giue him a ſeeming con- 


but by him refuſed, ſhe ſtangled her ſelfe, Thelike did Phedra being diſpiſed

| by her ſonne Hippolitus. Doſuhe#4 apud Plutarch ſpeakes of Nugeria the wite of 


Hebius, who contemned by her ſonnc in law F;rmus,proſecuted him with ſuch 
violent and inueterate hate,that ſhe firſt ſolicited her owne ſonnes to: his mur- 
der; but they abhorring the vileneſſe ofthe fa, ſhe watchr him ſleeping, and 
ſoſlew him. /obn Maleteſta deprehending his wife inthe armes of his brother 
Paulus Maleteſta,tranſpierſt them both with his ſword in the inceſtious action, 
Cleopatra daughter to Dardanws king of the Scithyans,and wife to Phinews, was 
forced by her two-onnes in law : for which fact cheir tarher cauſed their eyes 
to be pluckedout. Plutarch reports of Atoſſa, that ſhee was doted on by Ariax- 
erxes, infomuch that after hee had long kept her as his ſtrumper, againſt the 
lawcs of Perſia and of Greece, toboth which he violently oppoſed himſelfe, 
hemade her his queene.Cartius writes of one Siſzmithres aPerltan ſoldier, that 
had two children by his mother. Drogenian allo ſpeaking of Secundis the Phi- 
loſopher ſaith, that he(vnawars to them both) committed inceſt with his mo- 
ther, which after being made knowne to them, ſheaſtoniſhed with the horror 
of the fat immediately flew her ſelfe, and he, what with the ſorrow for her 
death and brutiſhneſſe of the deed, vowed neuer after to ſpeake word, which 
he conſtantly performed to the laſt minute of his lite. 2an{zas in his common

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pened in Erphurſt in Germanic : There was ( faith he ) a maid of an honeſt 
familic that was ſeruant to a rich widdow, who had aſonnetharhad many 
times importuned the gyrle to leaudneſle , inſomuch that ſhee had no other 


with the diſfolut courſes of the ſonne. The widdow conſidering with herſelfe 


fent, and to appoint him a place and time in the night, of meeting, at which 
he ſhould haue the fruition of what he ſo long had ſued for : ſhee herleife in- 
| tending to ſupplie the place of her ſeruant, to ſchoole her ſon, and ſo prevent 


any inconuentence that might futurely happen. The maid did according to her 
appointment, the ſonne with great ioy keepes his houre , ſo did the mother, 
whocame thither on purpoſe to reforme her ſonne ; but he being hot and too 


forward in the action, and ſhe ouercome, either by the inticements of the di- 
; uell, the weakenefle of her Sex,or both , gaue herſelfe vp to Inceſtuous pro- 
| ſtitution, the young man knowing no otherwiſe but that hec had inioyed the 
' maid. Of this wicked and abhominable congreſſion,a woman child was begot 
| of whom the mother ( to ſauc her reputation) was ſecretly deliuercd,and put 
| It Out privately to nourſe,but at the age of ſcuen yeares tooke it home. When 
| this child grew to yeares,the moſt infortunate ſonne fell in loue with his faſter, 
; and daughter,and made herhis vnhappie wife : what ſhall I thinke of this de- 

teſtable finne, which cuen beaſts themſelues abhor 7 of which I will giue you

Cyborea, the mother of Tudas Icariot. 


T His that Inow ſpeake of is remembred by Ranwlphus, Monke of Cheſter, 
erome, and others. There was a man in Ieruſalem by name Reuben, of the 
Tribe of 1/achar, his wife was called Cyborea : The firſt night of their marri- 
agethe woman dreamed that ſhe was conceined of a ſonne who ſhould bee a 
traytour tothe Prince of his owne people: ſhe told it to her husband, at which 
they were both ſad and penſtue. The child being borne, and they not willing 
ro have it {laine, and yet loath to haue it prooue ſuch a monſter to his owne na- 
tion, they ina ſmall boatcaſt it to ſeatotry a deſperate fortune, this veſlcll 
was driuen vpon an Ifland called Iſcariot, where the Queene of that place had 
then no child. This babe being found, ſhe purpoſed tomake ither owne, and 
put it tobenobly nurcedand educated, calling his name Judas, and Jſcariot of 
the Iſland where he was taken vp. Bur not long after, ſhee was conceiued of a 
ſonne, who prouing anoble and hopetull gentleman, 1#dzs (whoſe fauour in 
court began to wane, and his hope of inherirance, which bur late flouriſht 
now quite to wither) he plotted againſt his liteand priuately flew him : bur 
fearing leaſt the murder might in time bee diſcovered, and hee compeld tq 
ſuffer according to the nature of the fat, hee fled thence to ITeruſalem, 
where he got into the ſeruice of Pontius Pilatus, and found meanes to be prote- 
Red by him, being then in the ctttie deputie gouernour forthe Romans. 1udas 
(becauſe their diſpoſitions were much of one condition) grew into his eſpeciall 
familiaritie and fauour. The Pallace of Pilot hauinga faire bay window, whoſe 
proſpe@t was into Rewbers Orchard, he hada great appetite rocate of ſome of 
thoſe ripe apples which ſhewed ſo yellowand faireagainſt the ſunne. This 1«- 
das vnderſtanding, promiſt him to ferchhim ſome of that fruit, and mounting 
ouer the orchard wall, he was met by his father, who rebuking him for the in- 
turie, 7#das with a ſtone beat out his braines, and vnleene of any, conueyed 
himſelfe backe. Rewbens death was ſmothered, and the murderer not knowne., 
Cyborea being a rich widdow, Pylate made a match betwixt her and his ſeruant 
Indas, who being marryed to his mother wasnow poſleſt of hisowne fathers 
inheritance, Not long this inceſtuous couple had liued together , but Cybores 
being vpon a time wondrous fad and melancholy, and 1#d44s demanding the 
cauſe, ſhe began to relate to him her many misfortunes ; Firſt, of her dreame, 
then of her ſonic in what manner he was put to ſea, then how ſhe loſt her hus- 
band being ſlaine, and the murderernot found, and laſtly, how by the authori- 
tie of Pilatſhe was now compeld to match againſt her will, who had proteſted 
to her ſelfe a laſting widdowhood . By theſe circumſtances, 1udzs moſt aſſu- 
redly knew that he had ſlaine his father, and had marryed his mother ; which

| fatherwas called Atws , who from his mother and grandfather was called 7y.- 
latue, at fourc yeares of age he was brovght to his father , who by his lawtull 
wife had a prince uſt of the ſame age. Theſe were brought vp together inall 
noble exerciſes, in which the prince hauing ſtill the beſt , Pylaz awaited his op= 
| portunitieand ſlew him ; loath was the king to puniſh him with death leaſt he 
ſhould leane himſelfealtogether Ifluleſſe, therefore hee ſent him an hoſtage 
to Rome, for the payment of certaine tribute which was yearly to be tendred 
into rhe Romantreaſurie. Living there as hoſtage, he aſſotiated himſclte with 
the ſon to the king of France,who lay pledge in Rome about the like occaſion, 
and in a priuate quarrell was alſo flaine by Pylat . The Romans finding him of 
| an auſtere brow and bloodie diſpoſition , made him gouernour of the Iſland 
| called Pontrus : the people were irregular and barbarous, whom by his ſeue- 
ritie he reduced to all ciuill obedience,for which good ſcruice he was remoo- 
ued to Ieruſfalem, bearing the name of Portins from that Ifland ; there hee 
eaue ſentence againſt the Sauiour of the world. Tiberius Ceſar being then Em- 
| perour was ficke of a grieuous maladie, who hearing that in Icruſalem was a 
Prophet who with a word healedall infirmities what{ocuer, hee ſent one Yo. 
latianus to Herod, to ſend him this man ; but Chriſt was before condemned and 
crncified . There Polutianus acquainted himſelfe with one Yeronicaa noble La- 
die of the Iewes , who went with him to Romeand carried with her the lyn- 
nen cloth which {till bore the impreſle and likeneſſe of Chriſts viſage , vpon 
which the Emperour no ſooner looked but he was immediately healed . The 
Emperour then vnderſtanding the death of this innocent and juſt man, cauſed 
Pylatto be brought to Rome,who being called before Cſar(the hiſtorie ſaith) | 
he had atthat time vpon him the roabe of our Sauiour, which was called Tani-} 
ca In{atilis,a garment without ſeame, which whileſt it was about him, nothing 
could be obtected againſt himro his leaſt dammage or diſgrace;this was three | 
times prooued,and he ſtill came off vnaccuſed ,but when by the aduiſe of this 
Veronica and other Chriſtians, the garment was tooke off, he was then accuſed 
for cauſing guiltleſſe men tobe ſlaine, for erecting ſtatues of ſtrange nations 
in the Temple,againſt the ordinances of the Iewes ; that with mony wreſted 
and extorted from the holic treaſures, hee had made a water-conduit to his 
 owne houſe ; that he kept the Veſtiments and ſacred roabes of the Prieſts in 
his owne houſe, and would not deliucr them for the ſeruice of the Temple 
withour mercenaric hire : of theſe and otherthings being conuicted , he was 
ſent to priſon , where borrowing a knife to parean apple he ſlew himſelfe, his 
bodic after was faſtned to a great ſtone and caſt into the river Tiber,

Tg Rom the Inceſtuous , Iproceede tothe Adultereſſeg, Aulus Gellius 
1 in his firſtbooke de Mortibus Attics cites theſe words 6ut of Yarroes 
Menippea, The errours(ſayth he) and vices of the wife are either t0 
' becorrected,or indured; he that chaſtiſeth her makes her the more 

conformablc, he that ſuffers her,makes himſelfe the better by it: thus interpre-

ting Farroes meaning, Thathusbands ought to reproue the vices of their wiues, 
| but if they bee peruerſe and intractable, his patience (though ir preuaile not

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| with them ) yertmuch benefits himſelfe : yer are nettheir in{olencies any way 

robe incouraged, becauſe it is a dutic exacted from all men,ro hauc areſpe&ro 
| the honour of their houſcs and families : Beſides,fuch as will not be reformed 
| by counſell are by the Lawes to be puniſhed . Cefar ſued a divorſe from his 


| be prooued againſt her, Zy/tas the famous Orator declaimed againſt his wife in 
| a publike oration, becauſe hewas icalous of her ſpouſe-breach. But much is 
| that inhumane raſhneſle to bee auoided, by which-men haue vndertooke to be 
| their owne juſticers , and hauemingled the pollution of their bdes with the 
blood of the dclinquents , Cato Cerſorius reckons ſuch inthe number of com- 
mon executioners, and counts them little better than bloodie hangmen; For 
(airh hevimpious & abhominable ir is for any man to pollute his hands in ſuch 
vanaturall murder,hee may with as much juſtice violare rhe ordinances of the 
common-weale, or with as great imegritie prophane the ſacreds of the gods. 
Sufficient ir is that we haue laws to puniſh, and judges to examine andſentence 
all ſuch tran{greſſors. Nerothe moſt barbarous of princes afrer that by kic- 
king and ſpurning he had {lain hs wife Poppea in his anger,though he was alto- 
gether compoſed of miſchief, yet when he recolleRed himſelte & truely con- 
ſidered the vildnefſe of the fact,he ndt oncely with great ſorrow bewailed her 
death,tormake what amends he could to the dead bodie before outraged , bur 
hee would not ſuffer her coarſe to bee burned in the Roman fires , but cau- 
feda funeral! pile of all ſweet and oferiferous whods (fetcht from the fur- 
theſt parts of the world) tobeeecrected, {ending vp her ſmoke as infence of- 
fered vnto the gods, andafter cauſed her aſhes in a golden vrneto be conſer- 
ved in the famous ſepulchre of the 7#lian familic : Neither is this diſcourſe 
aimed toperſuade men to too muchremiſnes in wincking at, and ſleeping out 
theadulteriesof their wiues. A moſt ſhamefull rhing it was in Antonzzs, the 
beſt of the Ce/ars toextoll his wife Far/tina for the beſt of women, and moſt 
temperare of wiucs , when it was moſt palpably knowne toall men, how in 
| Caiera ſhe commonly proſtituted her ſeltero Players and Minſtrells. Z. Sylla 
thar was ſurnamed Hippie, was in this moſt infortunar, becauſe hiseafte na- 
ture was perſuaded that his wife Metella was the chaſteſt of matrons,when her 
knowne looſcnefſe and notorious incontinence was ballated vp and downe 
thecittie, Diſgracefull it was in Philip king of Macedon,who hauing conque- 
red diuversnartions, and ſubdued many kingdomes , yet conld nor gouerne one 
Vwiteat home: whothough he had manifeſt probabiliric of herlooſenefſe and 
riots, yet ſuffered with all patience herinſufferable inſolencies, and being vio- 
lently thruſt out of her bed-chamber by her,and her maides, difſembled the 
niurie tohisfriends, excufing the wrong and feeming to laughat the iniurie. 
Inlike manner Clodins the Emperour excuſed his wite Meſ/alina, being taken 
mnadutterie:this libertiegrew to boldnefſe,and that boldneſſe ro ſuch a height 
of impudencie, that from that time forward ſhe trooke pride to commit thoſe 
luxuries -in pablike, which at firſt ſhe not without bluſhes aduentured on in 
Prinat, Tris related of her,that before the faces of her handmaides and ſer- 
uams, ſhe diffolately (I might ſay bruriſhly ) caſt her ſelfe into rhe imbraces 
| of one Sylzus,not content with ſecrer inchaſtitie vnleſle ſhe had a multitude to 
Witneffe her abhominable congreffion: of whom the moſt excellent of the Sa- 
tyriſts thus ſpeakes,

The ſacred inſtitution of marriage,was not onely for procreation , but thar 
man ſhould make choice of a woman , and a woman ro make election of a ; 
husband , as companions and comforters one of another as well in aduerſitie ; 
as proſperitie. Ariſtoile conterres the cares and buſineſſes that lie abroad, vp- , 
on'the husband,, but the domeſticke ations within doores, he aſſignes rothe hk 


wife ; for he holds it as inconuenient and vncomely for the wife tobuſte her- 
ſelfe about any publike affaires, as for the man to play the corqueane at home, 

Marriage ( as Franciſcus Patricins ſayth) becomes the ciuile man, to which 
though hee be not compelled by neceſlitie, yet it makes the paſlage of life 
more pleaſing and delightfull,not ordained for the ſatisfying of luſt , but the 
propagation of iſſue. «£&[1 Verus one of the Roman Emperours , a man giuen 
toall yoluptuouſneſle,when his wife complained vnto him of his extrauagan- 
cics, as neuer ſatisfied with change of miſtreſſes and concubines, hee thus an- 
ſwered her, Suffer me 0 wife , to exerciſe my delights vponother women , for the word 
Wife is a name of dignitie and howonr , not of wantonne(ſ/e and pleaſure . The puniſh: 
ment of a woman taken in adulterie (as Platarch in his Queſt. Gree. relates) was 
amongſt the Cumzans after this manner : Shee was brought into the market- 
place, and ſet upon a ſtone in the publique view of all the people , when ſhee 
had certaine houres ſat there as a ſpe&tacle of ſcorne, ſhee was mounted ypon 
an Aﬀe and led through all the ſtreetes of the cirrtic,and then brought backea- 
gaineand placed vpon the ſame ſtone , euerafrer reputed notorious and infa- 
mous, and had the name of Onobatz, i. riding vponan Aﬀe, and the ſtone on 
which ſhewas ſeated, held as polluted and abhominable. «&/;anwc in his twelte 
booke, thus ſers downe the puniſhment of an adulterer amongft the Cretans : 
He was firſt brought before the judgement ſeate,and being conuicted, hee was 


mul&, held infamous amongſt the people , and made vncapable of officeor 
dignitic in the common-wealc. Amongſt the Parthians, no finnewas more fe 
uerely puniſhed than adulteric . Carondas madea decree, That, no cittiſen or 


curiofitie, Plutarch remembers two young men of Syracuſa that were familiar 


ons, left his wife in the charge of his boſome companion whom he moſt truſt- 
ed, who broke his faith and vitiatedthe woman in his friends abſence ; hee re- 
rurning and finding the iniurie done him, concealed his reuenge for a ſeaſon, 
till he found theopportunitie to ſtrumper the others wife, which was the caule 
of a bloodie and inteſtine warre almoſt to the ruinof the whole cittie, The 
like combuſtion was kindled betwixt Pardalus and Tirhenws vpon ſem- 
blant occaſion . Zywe in the tenth booke of his Decades relates that Q. Fabiw 
Gurges {onneto the Conlull ,,amerced the matrons of Rome for their adultc- 


ries, and extracted from them ſo much coine at one time , as builded the fa- 
: mous

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mous Temple of Yenwneere to the great Circus. Somuchof the ſane in ge- 
nerall,now I come toa more particular ſuruey of the perſons,

Of many great Ladies branded with «A, dultery 
amongſt the Romans : and firſt of Poſthumia. 


His Poſthumia was the wife of Seruius Sulpitins , 25 Lolliathe wife of Aulus | 
Gabinus,Teriullia of Marciss Craſſus, Matia the wite of C.Pompeius, Serwitia the 
mother of Marcus Brutus , Tuliathe daughter of Serwitia, and the third wife 
of Marcus Craſſus, Furies Maura the Queene of King Bogades, Cleopatra of 
Egypt and atterbeloued of Marcus Antonin , one of the Triamuirat : all 
theſe Queenes and noble Matrons 1s 1ulius Ceſar ſaide to have adultera- 
ted. Limia the wite of ' Auguſtus Ceſar was by him firſt ſtrumperted, and 
beeing great with child, to recompence her wrong , hee haſtened the 
marriage. This was. obiefted to him in an oration by Antonius. Tertallia, 
Drs/illa, Saluia Scribonia, Tiliſconia : with all theſe noble matrons he is ſaid to 
haue commerſe. Likewiſe with a great Senators wife, whoſe name is not re- 
membred, Au2uſtus being at a publique banquet in his owne pallace, withdrew | An impudent 
himſelfe from the table in the publique view , and before the cloth was taken | whorcdoac. 
vp brought her back againe , and ſeared her in her owne place with her haire 
ruffled, her cheekes bluſhing,and her eyes troubled. Meſ/alina the wite of Clas- Meſſalina, 
dw Tiberius, firſt priuatly, then publiquely proſtituted her ſelfe ro many, in- 
ſomuch that cuſtome grew to that habit, thatſuch as ſhe affected, and either 
for modeſtics ſake or feare durſt not enter into her imbraces, by ſome ſtrata- 
gem or other ſhe cauſed ro be murdred (as Claudian ſaith :) her infatiat defires 
yet ſtretched'further, m1king choice of the moſt noble virgins and matrons of 
Rome, whom ſhe either perſuaded or compelled to be companions with her 
in her adulteries.She frequented common brothel-houſes, trying the abilities 
of many choice and able young men by turnes, from whence (it is ſaid of her) 
ſhe returned wearied but not ſatisfied : ifany man refuſed her imbraces , her re- 
uenge ſtretched not only to him, but vntoall his familie. And to crowne her li- 
bidinous ations, it is proued of her that in the at of luſt ſhe contended with a 
mercenarieand common ſ{trumpet,whichin that kind ſhould hauetheprioritie, 
and thatthe empreſle in the 25 ation became victor. Of his, Pliny, Juwinall, 
and Sex. Awrelizs ſpeakes more arlarge : a ſtrange patience it was in an em- 
perour to ſuffer this. I rather commend that penurious fellow, who hauing | A countrey | 
married a young wite, and keeping her ſhort both in libertie and dier, ſhe call 2525 gg 
hereyes vpon a plaine countrie fellow, oneof her ſeruants, and inſhort time 

grew with child : the old churle miſtruſting his owne weaknefle, becing as 

much indebted to his bellie as to his ſeruants for their wages ( for his parſimo- 

nte made him ingaged to both ) and now fearing a further charge would come 
vpon him , hegota warrant to bring them both before a juſtice. They being 

conuented, and he hauing made his caſe knowne, the gentlewoman being as- 

ked ypon diuers interogatiues, modeſtly excuſed her ſelte, but not ſo cleanly 

but that the complaint ſounded in ſome ſort iuſt, and the caſe apparant. The 

countrie fellow was next called in queſtion , ro whom the juſtice with an au- 

ere countinance thus ſpake,Syrra,ſyrra,reſolue me truly(ſaith he)& it ſhal be 
the berter forthee, Haſt thou got this woman with child yeaor no 2 to whom 


the plaine fellow thus bluntly anſwered , Yes ſirI think I haue : how (quick

the juſtice) thou impudent and bawdic knaue,ſhew me what reaſon. thou hadſt 
to get thy miſtreſſe with child : ro whom the fellow replied,[ haue ſerued my 
maſter (a verie hard man) ſo many yeares and I neuer got any thing elſe in 
his ſeruice . How this buſineſſe was compounded I know not certainly, onely 
of this I am aſſured, that our Engliſh women are more curtious of their bodies 
than bloodie of their minds. Such was not Roman Fabia, whoas Plutarch in 
his Paralells relates, was the wife of Fabius Fabricanus, and gaue her ſelfevp to 
a young gentleman of Rome called Petronizs Yalentianus, by whole councell 
ſhe after ſlew her husband, that they might the more freely inioy their luxu. 
ries. Saluſtand Yalerius Maximus both report of Aarelia Oriſtilla, who ſuffered 
her ſelfe to be corrupted by Catelyn(againſt whom Cicero made many eloquent 
orations) who the freelier to enioy her bed, cauſed her ſonne to be poiſoned, 
Comparable to Fabia, ſauing in murder,was Thimen the wife of king Agis,who 
forſaking the lawfull bed of her husband ſuffered her ſclfe to be vitiated by 
Alcibiades of Athens. Martial in his Epigrams writes of one Neaina, whogo-

An Egyptian Lady. 


Haue heard ofa young cittiſen, who hauing marryeda pretty wanton laſſe 
(andas yong folke loue to be dallying one with another ) ſet her ypon his 
| knee, and ſporting with her, and pointing one of his fingers at her face, 
now my little rogue (ſaith hee) I could put out one of thine eyes: to whom 
with her two longeſt fingers ſtretched forth right, and ayming at him in the 
like faſhion, ſhethus ered : Ifwith one finger thou put out one of mine 
eyes, With theſe two will put out both yours. This was but wantonneſle 
berwixt them, and appeared better in their ation, than in my expreſſion: 
and though T ſpeake of ablind King, hee loft not his eyes that way. Herodotw 
relates that after the death of Seſoffri king of Agypt,his ſonne Pherones ſuc- 
cceded in the kingdome, whonot long after his attaining tothe principali- 
riewas depriued of his fight ; The reaſon whereof ſome yeeld to bee this, 
Thinking to paſle the river Nilus, cither by inundations , or the force of the 
winds, the waters were driuen ſo farre backe, that they were flowed cighteenc 
cubites aboue their woonted compaſſe, at which rhe king inraged , ſhotan 
arrow into the river as ifhe would haue wounded the channell. Whether the 
gods tooke this in contempt, or the Genius of the riuer was inraged, is vncet- 
taine : but moſt ſureit is, thatnotlong after hee loſtall the vſe of fight, and 
in that darknefle remained for the ſpace of tenne yeares. After which time | 
(in great melancholly) expired, hee receiued this comfort from the Oracle, |

which was then in the cittie Butis, Thar if hee waſh his eyes in the vrine of a 
woman who had beene marryed a full tweluemoneth, and in thattime had in 
no wayes falftfhed in her owne deſires, nor derogated from the honour of her 
husband, he ſhould then aſſuredlie receiue his ſight, At which newes becing 
much reioyced, and preſuming bothof certaine and ſudden cure, he firſt ſent 
for his wife and queene, and made proofe of her pure diſtillation , but all in 
vaine% he ſent next for all the great Ladies of the Court, and one after one 
waſht his eyes.intheir water, but ſtill they ſmarted the more, yet hee ſaw no 
whitthe better ; but at length when hee was almoſt in defpaire, he happened 
ypon one pure and chaſt lady, by whoſe vertue his {ight was reſtored and he 
plainely cured : whoafter hee had better conſidered with himſelfe,cauſed 
his wife withall thoſe Ladies (ſauing ſhe onely by whoſe temperance and cha- 
ſtitie hee had reobtain( the benefite of the Sunne) ro bee aſſembled into one 
cittie, pretending there to feaſt them honourably for ioy of his late recoue- 
ric. Who were no ſooneraſſembledat the place called Rubra Gleba , appar- 
relled in all cheir beſt iewells and chiefeſt ornaments, but commaunding the 
cittie gates to be ſhut vpon them, cauſed the cittie to be ſer on fire, and ſacrifi- 
cedall theſe adultereſſesas in one funerall pile, reſeruing onely that Lady of 
whoſe loyaltie the Oracle had giuen ſufficient teſtimony,whom he made the 
partakerof his bedand kingdome. I wiſh there were not {o many in theſe 
times, whoſe waters if they were truely caſt by the doors, would not rather 
by their pollution put out the eyes quite, than with their clecreneſle and puri- 
ty miniſter rothem any helpe at all. 


Laodice. 


Y/tine in his 37 booke of Hiſtory , ſpeakes of this Zaodice, the wife and 

filter ro Mithridates king of Pontus : After whoſe many victories, as hauing 

ouerthrowne the Scythians and put them to flight, thoſe who had before 
deteated Zopyron, a great captaine of AlexandeÞ; army,which conſiſted of thir- 
tie thouſand of his beſt ſouldiours ,the ſame that ouercame Cyr«s in battaile 
with anarmic of twohundred thouſand , with thoſe that had affronted and 
beaten king Philip in many oppoſitions, being fortunately and with great hap- 
pines ſti] attended, by which he more and more flouriſht in power,and increaſed 
in mateſtie . In this height of fortune, as neuer hauing knowne any diſaſter, 
hauing beſtowed ſome time in managing the affuires of Pontws, and next fuch 
places as he occupyed in Macedonia; he priuately then retyred himlelfe into 
Aſia, where he tooke view of the {cituationof thoſe detenſed cittics, and 
this without the icalouſie or ſuſpition of any. From thence he remooued him- 
ſelfe into Bythinia, propoſing in his owne imaginations as ifhee were already 
Lord of all. After this long retirement hee came into his owne kingdome, 
where by reaſon of his abſence, it was rumoured and giuen out fortruth that 
he was dead. At his arriuall he firſt gauea louing and friendly viſitation to his 
wite and ſiſter Laoaice, who had not long beforein that vacancie brought him 
2young ſonne. But in this greatioy and ſolemnitie made for his welcome, hee 
was in great dangerof poyſon : for Laediceſuppoling (it ſcemes) 2Mitbridatesto 
be dead as it before had beene reported (and therefore ſafe enough) had pro- 
ſtirured her ſelfe to diuers of her ſeruants and ſubieRts : and now fearing rhe 
diſcouerie oſher adulterie, ſhee thought to ſhaddow a mightie fault with a 


greater miſchiefe, and therefore prouided this poyſoneddraught for his wel- |

though ſhe were the daughter of Antonius Pivs the Emperour and wife to Aay- 


(nies having before ynnaturally ſlaine his brother Smerds,by the hands 


the Nobilitie wereabſent, and none ſince, admitted into the pallace, much

come : Butthe king hauing intelligence thereof by one of her handmaides 
whodeceiued her in her truſt, expiated the treaſon with the bloods of all the 
conſpirators.I'reade of another Zaodice the wite of Arwarythres the king of Cap. 
padocia, who having ſix hopefull ſonnes by her'husband, poyſoned five of 
them,atrer ſhe had before givenhim his laſt infectious draught ; the youngeſt 
was miraculouſly preſerued from the like fate, who atter her deccaſe (for the 
people puniſht her crucltie with death) ſucceeded in the kingdome. Iris dif- 

tedinthe greeke Commentaries,by what reaſon or remedy affe&ion once ſo 
diueliſhly ſcrled in the breſt or heart of a woman, may bee altered orremoo. 
ued ; or by what confeRion adulterous apperite, once lodged and kindled in 
the boſome, may bee extinguiſhed. The Magitians haue delivered itto beea 
thing poſſible; ſo likewiſe Cadmus Milefims,who amongſt other monumenrs of 
hiſtory writ certaine traftates concerning the aboliſhing of loue (for ſo it is 
remembred by Szidas iu his colletions.)And therefare I would inuite all wo. 
men of corrupted breaſts to the reading of this briefe diſcourſe following. A 
remarkeable example was that of Fauſtins, a noble and illuſtrious Lady, who 


cs Philoſaphus notwithſtanding her fathers maieſtie, and her hnsbands honor, 
was ſo beſotted vpon a Gladiator or common fencer , that her afftetion was 
almoſt growae to frenſie : for which ſtrange diſeaſe, as ſtrange a remedie was 
deuiſed. The Emperour perceiuing this diftration ſtill ro grow more and 
more vpon his daughter, conſulted with the Chaldzans and Mathematicians 
in ſo deſperat a caſe what was beſt to bee done:afrer long conſideration it was 
concluded amongſt them, that there was but onely one way left open to her 
recouerie, and that was,to cauſe the fencer to be ſlaine, which done,togiue her 
a full cuppe of his luke-warme blood, which hauing drunke off, to goe inſtant- 
lie to bed to her husband . This was accordingly done, and ſhe cured of her 
contagious diſeaſe, That night was (as they ſaid) begot Antoninus Commodas, 
whoafter ſucceeded in the Empire, who in his gouernment did ſo afflict the 
Commonweale and trouble he Theatre with fenſling andpriſes, and many 
otherbloody butcheries, that he much better deſerued thename of Gladiator 
than Emperour. This that I hauc related Julius Capitolinus writes to Ceſar Di- 
ockeſianus, Wereall our diſſolute matrons to be cured by the like Phiſtcke, there 
would(no queſtion)be amongſt men leſle offendors , and among women fewer 
patients that complained of ficke ſtomackes.

of his beſt truſted friend Praxaſpes: but after the death of the king (for the 
horridnes of the fat) the Regicide nor daring to auouch the deed ro the peo- 
ple,leaſt it might preiudice his owne ſafetie : One Smerds a Magician (whoſe 
eares Cambiſeshad before cauſed to be cur off ztooke this aduantage to aſpireto 
the kingdome: and beeing ſomewhat like in fauour to the murdered Prince, 
(who was by the ſouldiours generally beleeued to liue) it purchaſt him ſo ma- 
ny abettors (ſuch as were deluded with his impoſtures) that he was generally 
ſaluted and crowned Emperour. This was done whileſt the greateſt part of 


lefſe into the preſence, leaſt the Magitian might bee ynviſerded, and the deceit 
madepalpable. The greater feares and doubts ſtill inuironing the Princes, 


becauſe Praxaſes not daring to iuſtific the murder,kept it ſtill lockt in his ary 
breaſt, 
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breaſt, The Magitian in this interim was not onely poſleſt of all the Kings |

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Pallacesand Treaſures,bur he inioycdall his wiues and concubines ; amongſt 
which was a beautifull Lady called Phedima, the daughter of Otanes, a man of 
great power amongſt the Perfians. This Lady firit (of all the reſt) moſt 
indeered to Camby/es, and now fince to the counterteir Smerdis, Otanes 
| apprehends to bee the firſt inſtrument, by which to diſcouer the truth : 


towhom the anſwered that it was altogether vnknowne to her who was her 
| bedfellow , becauſe ſhee yet had neither ſcene Smerds the ſonne of Cyrus,nor 


| 


| demaund of Atof/a the daughter of Cyrs,and brother to Smerds ; who doubr- 
 lefſe could decipher him in euery true lineament. To which the daughter re- 
| turnes him, Thar ſhe was ſeparared both from the ſocierie and fight of Atoſ/a, 
 forthis man wharſocuer he 1s,as ſoone aShee had poſleſt him{clte of the Em- 
pire, commanded all the women into ſeucrall lodgings, neither could they 

haue any diſcourſe or intercourſe at all rogetber. This anſwer made Otanes 
the more and more ſufpitious, and deſirous with any danger to finde out the 
truth, he aduentured a third meſſage to Phedimstorthis purpole : Itbehooues 
you (odaughter) being deſcended from noble anceſtours, to yndergoe any 
hazzard, eſpecially atthe requeſt of your father, when itaimes at the generall 
good of thecommon-weale and kingdome ; if that impoſter bee not Smerds 
| the brother of Cambiſes (as I much feare) it becoms him neither to proſtitute 
and defile your body,nor tromocke and abuſe the whole eſtare of Perſia vnpu- 
niſhed : thereforeI charge you as you tender my loue, your owne honour,and 
the Empires weale, that thenext night when you are called vnto his bed, you 
watch the time when he is ſoundlieſt aflcepe, and then with your fingers gent- 
ly feele both the ſides of his head ; if thou perceiucſt him ro have both his 
eares, preſume then thou lodgeſt by the {ide of Smerdis the ſonne of Cyrus,but 
if oa the contrary thou findeſt his cares wanting, then thou lyeſt in the bo- 
; lome of Smerdi that baſe Magitian. To this ſhe replyed by lerter, Though I 
[truely apprehend the danger, ſhould I be taken ſecking of ſuch things as hee 
| perhaps knowes wanting (which can be no lefle than dearh) yer for your loue 

and the common good, I will vndergoe the perill: and with this briete anſwer 
| gaue ſatisfaction to her father, Bur greater content he receiued from her,when 
| having diſcouered and layd open whatfocuer her tather ſuſpected, ſhe ſent him 


afaithfull relarionof euery circumſtance. Theſe things diſcouered by Fheds | 


; ma, Otanes makes a coniuration amongſt the Princes, all vowing the ſupplan- 
tation of this vſurper : who in the interim, the more to confirme the people in 
their errour, he ſent to Praxaſpes,promiſing him honours and treaſures, but to 
pronounce him once more before the people tobee the true and legitimate 
hcire, This charge Praxafes vndertakes, the multitude from all parts of the 
Cittie were by the Magiaſſembled,and he mounted yntotheroppe of an high 
Turretthe better tobe heard,filence being made and attention prepared,Prax- 
«þes begins his oration, in which hee remembers all the noble acts of Cyr, 
with the dignitie of his blood and progenie: and paſſing ouer Cambiſes rocome 
to ſpeake of his brother Smerdis (contrary to the expeRation of the Magiti- 
an) withtearcs began to commemorate the death of the Prince,myrderedand 
made away by his infortunate hand. Then told them whom in his ſtead they

himſelfe. After this , the Pallace was aſſaulted by the Princeſle, the impo- 
ſter flaine,andall his adherents put to maſſacre: Of the ſequel of the hiſtory,the 
ſucceſſion of Dariws,&c. you may further reade in Herodotws. But concerning 
Phedima,onely for whole ſake I haue introduced the reſt , I know,not whe- 
ther I hauc indiretly brought her into this catalogue, becauſe ſhe was ſonoble 
a meanes of ſo notable a diſcouerie : yet conſidering ſhe was one of the wiues 
of Cambi/es, and he being dead,ſo ſuddenly changing her affe&ion to another ; 
and after being inioyed by him (of what condition {ocuer)ro betray him all 
theſe circumſtances conſidered, I giue hir free liberty to bee ranked amongſt 
the reſt. 


Begum, Queene of Perſia. 


Bdilcher«s, a braue and valiant Prince of Tartaria , taken priſoner by Emir- 
hamze Mirize eldeſt ſonnetothe king of Perſia, ina battaile betwixt the 
Perſians and Tartarians, was ſenttothe king into Casbia , where his captiuity 
in regard of his birth and yalour was ſo eafie, that hee rather ſeemed a deni- 
ſon thana forreiner , a Prince of the blood thana captiue : hee not long ſo- 
iourned there, but he infinuated himſelfe into the loue of the Queene Beown 
wifeto the then king of Perfia, who ſpent their time together in tuch publike 
daliance (notable to containe themſclues within the bounds of any lawtvull 
modeſtie)that their familiaritie grew almoſt into a by-word, as farreas his iuſt 
taxation,the Queenes diſhonour, and the kings ſcorne , inſomuch that both | 
court and cittie madethem not onely their argument of diſcourſe but theame 
of table talke. Yet in all this banding of their diſreputation, and the kings in- 


Tartar to bee ſo braue a ſouldiour, and approoving him to bee ſo compleate a 
courtier ; and withatl acknowledging from what high lignage he was deſcen- 
ded (as boaſting himſelfe ro bee the brother of the great Tartar Chay : The 
king of Perſia therefore determined to marry him to his daughter, hoping by 
that meanes to vnite ſuch a league, and confirme ſuch an animitie berwixt the 
Tartarian Precopen/ſes and himſelfe, that they might not onely deny all ayde 


the Turks;butalſo,ifneed were,or ſhould any furure diſcontent ariſe, oppoſe 
him in hoſtilitie. But this politicke purpoſe of the kings arriuing almoſt at the 
wiſhed period, ſeemed ſo diſtaſtfull rothe Sultans of Casbia, that they firſtat- 
tempred by arguments and reaſons to divert the king from this intended 
match: but finding themſelues no wayes likelie to preuaile, tomaketheking 
ſee with what errours he was maskt , and with what ſorceries deluded, They 
diligently awayted when in theabſence of theking, the Tartar and the queene 
Beawm kept their accuſtomed appointment; of which rhe Sultans hauing no- 
rice, thiey entered that part of rhe Pallace, brake ope the doores , and ruſhed 
intorheQucenes bed-chamber, where finding ©Abailcherai in ſuſpirious con- 
ference with the Queene, they flew him with their Sables, and after curring 
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off his priuie parts, moſt barbarouſly thruſt them into his mouth,and after (as 
ſome report){lew the queene. Though this hiſtorie ſhow great remilſnes in the 
| king, moſt ſure T am it was too preſumptiuean inſolence inthe ſubieR. 
| To this Perſian queene,T will ioynethe wife of 0thothethird Emperour of | Thewife of 
that name. This luſtfull Iadie ( as Polyeronicow makes mention ) was of ſome- | ©*9*** 3» 
what a contrarie diſpoſition with the former : For neglecting the pride and 
eallantrie of rhe courr, the caſt her eyes vpon an homely husbandman better 
ſupplicd,itſeemes , with the lineaments of nature than the ornaments of art, 
but with an honeſtie of minde exceeding both : for when this libidinous lady 
could by no tempting allurementsabroad , nor fitting opportuni:iec ſorted in 
priuate infinuate with him , either to violate hisallegeance to his prince, or 
corrupt his owne vertue ; her former affeion turned ynto ſuch rage and ma- 
lice, that ſhe cauſed him robe accuſed of a capirall crime,conuicted, and exe- 
| cuted. Bur the plaine honeſt man knowing her ſpleene and his own innocencie, 
| he called his wife to him atthe inſtant when his head was to be cur off : and 
beſought her as ſhe cuer tendered his former loue ( which towards her he had 
kept inutolate) to meditate vpon ſome courſe or other by which his guiltleſſe 
and vnmerited death might be made manifeſt ro the world : which ſhe with 
' much ſorrow and many teares hauing promiſed , hee gently ſubmitted to his 
fate, and his bodie was deliuered to the charge of his widdow . Within few 
dayes after,the Emperour kept a day ſolemne,in which his cuſtome was,bein 
mobnted ypon his royall Throne,toexamine the cauſes of the fatherleſſe an 
widdows, and to ſearch wherein they were oppreſled, and by whom, and in | 
203 todoe them juſtice. Among the reſt came this iniured widdow and 
mgs her husbands head in her lens humblic kneeling beftorethe Emperors 
throne,demaunding of him, What that inhumane wretch deſerued, who had 
cauſed an innocent man to be putto death * ro whom the Emperour replyed, 
| Produce that man before the judgement ſeat, andasI am royall hee ſhall afſu- 
|  redly looſe his head. To whom ſhe anſwered, Thou artthat man(6 Emperour) 
for by thy power and authoritie rhis murder was commitrted;and foran infal- 
lible teſtimonie that this poore husband of mine periſhed in his innocence, 
commaund red hor yrons tobe brought into this place,ouer which if T paſle 
barefooted and without any damage, preſume he was then as much iniured in 
his death,as Tam now made miſerable in his loſſe. The yrons being brought, 
and her owne innocence, together with her husbands being made borh appa- 
rant,the Emperour before all his nobilitie ſubmitred himſelfe ro herown ſen- 
tence.Burar rhe interceſſion of the Biſhop, thewoman limirred him certaine 
daies inwhich he might find our the murder;he firſt demanded ren daics,atter 
| eight, then ſeuen, and laſt ſix,in wich rime by inquirieand curious examinati- | , 
ons, he found his wife to be the ſole delinquent: for which ſhe was broughrto 
the barre,ſentenced,and after burned. This done,0tho ro recompencethe wo-

was bufted in his warres;amongſt others , there was a Henne that as he fate in 


when ſuddenly a young Dragon was ſcene to leape our of the ſhell and cree- 
ping round abour irand making offer to enter therein againe, died ere it had 
quite compaſſed it . The king at this prodigie being ſtartled, calledall his 
Aſtrologers together, demaunding of one Antiphon the noblelt artiſt amongſt 
them, What the omen mighr be of that wonder: whoanſwered him, Thar his 
wife Olimpias was great with a ſonne , whoſe conqueſts ſhould fill the world 
with aſtoniſhment, ayming to compaſie che whole vniuerſe , but ſhould dye 
before he could reduce it into one intire Monarchie ; the Dragon being the 
embleme of a royall conquerour, and the round ouall circumference, the 
{ymboll of the world. With this anſwere Phillip was ſatisfied. Wheathe time 
came of Olimpias her trauell , there were earth-quakes, lightnings, and thun- 


Eagles pearched vpon the top of the Pallace,preſaging the two great Empires 
of Europe and Aſia. Young Alexander being growne towards manhood, it 
happened that walking abroad with Nefenabus , in the preſence of his father 
Philip, the young prince requeſted the Aſtrologian to inſtru him in his arr. To 
| whom NeZenabwe anſ wered, that with all willingnes he would,zand comming 
| neerea deepe pit, Alexander thruſt the Magitian headlong intorhat diſcent, by 
| which ſudden fall hee was wounded to death : yer Ne&#enabws calling rothe 
prince, demanded for what cauſe he had done him ſuch ontrage © Who anſ{we- 
red,l did it by reaſon of thy art, for ignoble it were ina prince toſtudie thoſe 
vaine ſciences, by which men will vndertaketo predict other mens fates,when 
they hauenottheskillto preuent their owne. To whom Ne#enabus anſwered, 
Yes Alexander I calculated mine owne deſtinie,by which I knew I ſhould bee 
flaine by mine ownenatural ſon. To whom the prince in derifion thus ſpeake, 
Baſe Negromancer, how canſt thou bee my father , ſceing that to the mightie 
king Philip here preſcnt,l oweall filiall dutie and obedience £ ro whom Nede- 


as heconcluded his ſpeech ſo ended his life . How the husband vpon this in- 
formation behaued himſelfe towards his wife , or the ſonne to his mother, I 
am not certaine, this I preſume,it was a kind of needfull pollicte in both , the 
one toconceale his Cuckoldric, the other his Baſtardic : ſo much of Olympia 
concerning the byrth of her ſon Alexander. I will proceedealirtle further to 
ſpeake of her remarkable death, being as maieſtically glorious as the proceſle | 
of her lite was in many paflages thereof worthily infamous . 1/tine in his hi- 
ſtorie relates thus, Olzmpias the wife of Philip and mother of Alexay  r the 
Great,comming from Epirus vato Macedorua, was followed by <&acida: king 
of the Moloſſians, but finding herſelfe robe prohibited that countrey, * whe- 


Magick, he wrought himſelfe ſo deepely into the breſt of 0/mpias, that taking 


the opportunitie whileſt Philip was abroad in his forreine expeditions, hee lay 
| with hcr in the ſhape of Jupiter Hammon , and begot Alexander the Great. Af. | 
ter theQueenes conception , many towles vied ro flie about Philip when hee 


his tent, flew vp into his lapand there layd an cgge, which done ſhe cackling 
flew away : The king riſing vp haſtily , caſt it vpon the ground and brake ir, 


ders, as if the laſt diſſolution had beene then preſent , when were ſceneSyo | 


ther annimared by the memorie of her husband, incouraged with thegreat- 


neſſe of her ſonne,or mooued withthe nature of the affront and iniurie,as _

receiued it,I amnot certain, butſhe aſſembled vnto her all the forces of Mace- 
donia,by whoſe power and her command, they were both flaine. About ſeuen 
cares after Alexander was poſleſt of the Kingdom :neither did Olempras raigne 
ong after,for when the murders of many princes had been by her commitred, 
rather after an effemiaate than regall manner , it connerted the fauour of the 
multitude into an vnreconcilable hatred , which fearing, and withall hauing 
intelligence of the approch of Caſ/ander (now altogether diſtruſting the fide- 
litie of her owne countriemen ) ſhee with her ſonnes wite Roxana, and her 
nephew young Herewles, retired into a cittie called Picthium,or Pictuay inthis 
almoſt forſaken ſocictic were Deidamia daughter ro king «Aacidas, Theſſalowice 
her owne daughter in law;famous in her father king Philips memorie,with di- 
uers other princely Matrons , a ſmall traine attending vpon them rather for 
ſhow and ſtate , than either vie or profit . Theſe things being in order related 
to Caſ/ander, he with all ſpecde poſſible haſtens towards the cittie Pitua, and 
inueſts himſelfe before it, compaſling the place withan inuincible ſiege. 0l;m- 
pias being now oppreſſed both with ſword and famine,beſides all the inconue- 
niencies depending ypon along and tedious warre, treated vpon conditions, in 
which her ſafe conduct, with hertraines, being comprehended, ſhe was wil- 
ling to ſubmit her ſelfe into the hands of the conqueror : at whoſe mercie, 
whileſt her wauering fortunes yer ſtood, Ca//ander conuents the whole multi- 
tade,and in apublike oration defires to be counſelled by them how to diſpoſe 
of the queene ; hauing before ſubborned the parenrs of ſuch whoſe children 
ſhehad cauſed to be murdered, whoin fad and funerall habits, ſhould accuſe 
the crueltie and inhumanitie of Olz9p1es. Their teares made fuch a paſſionate 
impreſſion in the breaſts of the Macedonians, that with loude acclamations 
they doomed her to preſent ſlaughter, moſt vnnarurally forgetting that both 
by Philip her husband, and Alexander her ſonne , their liues and fortunes were 
not onely ſafe amongl(t their neighbour nations, bur they were alſo poſſeſſed 
of forreine Empire and riches from prouinces tilltheirtimes ſcarce heard of, 
but altogether vnknowne. Now the queene percciuing armed men make to- 
wards her and approch her to the ſame purpoſe, both with reſolution and ob- 
ſtinacie, ſhee, attired ina princely and maieſticke habir , and leaning in ſtate 
ypon the ſhoulders of two of her moſt beautifull handmaides , gaue them a 
willing and vndaunted meeting: whichthe {ouldiers ſceing and calling to mind 
her former ſtare, beholding her preſent maieſtie,and not forgetting her royall 
offspring illuſtrated with thenames of ſo many ſucceſſive kings,they ſtood ſill 
amaſed, without offering her any further violence * till others {enrthether by 
the command of Caſ/ander,through pierced her with their weapons, which ſhe 
incountered with ſuch conſtancie , that ſhee neither offered to evade their 
lwords,auoid their woundes , or exprefſſe the jeaſt feare by any effeminat cla- 
mour, but after the maner of the moſt bold &Faliant men,ſubmitred her ſelfe 
to death, inher laſt expiration expreſſing the inuincible ſpirit of her ſon Alex- 
ander,in which ſhe likewiſe ſhowed aſingular modeſtie, for with her diſheue- 
led haire thee ſhaddowed her face leaſt in the ſtruggling betwixt lifeand death 
it might appeare vaſeemely ,; and with her garments couered her legges and 
feere, leaſt any thing about her might be found vncomely. After this,Caſſander 
tooketo wife Theſ/alonice the daughter to king Aridexs , cauſing the ſonne of 
Alexander with his mother Roxane, to bec kepr priſoncrs ina Tower called 
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Romulaa. 


Bout the time that the Hunnes came firſt into Italie and expelled the 
Longobards , they layd licge tothe cittie Anguilza,and ina hor aſſault ha- 
uing flaine the duke Gyſ#{phws , his wife (the dutcheſſe Romilde)making the 
Towne defenſible, brauely and reſolutely maintained it againſt the enemie. 
But as Cacana king of the Anes approched neer vntothe walls, incouraging his 
ſouldiers to hang vp their ſcaling ladders and enter ; Romilda at the ſame time 
| looking froma Cittadel, caſt her eie vpon the king,who as he ſeemed ynto her, 
with wonderous dexteritie behaued himſelte,and with ancextraordinarie grace 
became his armes. This liking grew into anardencie of loue , forſhee that at 
firſt but allowed of his preſence, now was affectedto his perſon : in ſomuch 
that inthe moſt fierce aſſaults, though within the danger of their crofſe-bows 
and ſlings, ſhe thought her ſelfe ſecure,ſo ſhe had the king her obie&. This fire 
was alreadie kindled in her breſt, which nothing could qualifie, in ſomuch 
that impatient of all delay , ſhee ſent vntoher publike encmic priuate meſſen- 
gers, That if it pleaſed the king (being as ſhe vnderſtood a batchilor)to accept 
her as his bride, ſhe would without further oppoſition ſurrender vp the towne 
peaceably into his hands : theſe conditionsare firſt debated, next concluded, 
and laſtly confirmed by oath on both fides. The towne is yeelded vp, and Ca- 
cana according to his promiſe takes Romildato wife, but firſt he makes ſpoyle 
of the towne,kills manie,and leads the reſt captiue. The firſt night he bedded 
with his new reconciled bride, but inthe morning abandoned her vtterly, 
commanding twelue Hunnes, and thoſe of the baſeſt of his ſouldiers , one af- 
| ter another to proſtitute her by turnes : that done, hee cauſed a ſharpe ſtaketo 
| Amiſerable | bee placed in the middle of the field , and pitched her naked bodie vpon the 
_ top thereof , which entering through the come made a miſerable end of her 
life, at which fight the tyrant laughing ſaid , Such a hucband beſt becomes ſo mer- 
cileſſe an harlot. This was the bloodie and miſerable end (as Polyeronicon ſaith) of 
Romilda.Burbetter it happened to hertwo beautifull and chaſt daughters, who 
fearing the outrage of the luſtfull and intemperat ſouldiors tooke putrified 
Arareex: | fleſhof chickens and colts, and hid itraw betwixt their breaſts : rhe ſouldiors 
| awple of cha-| approaching them, tooke them to be diſeaſed, as notable ro come neere them 
_ by reaſon of the ſmell , by which meanes they preſerued their honours for the 
preſent,and they fortheir vertucs ſake wereatrer beſtowed vpon gentlemen of 
noblequalitie. The ſame Authour puts me in mind of another Adultereſle, 
who roher guilt of inchaſtitieadded the bloody fin of murder. Our moderne 
Ethelburga, | Chroniclers remember vs of one Ethelbarga, daughterto king Offa, and wite to 
| Brithricws king of the Weſt-Saxons,whoaiming at nothing ſo much as her own 
libidinous delights,that ſhe might the more treely and ſecurely inioy them, by | 
many ſundty treaſons _— the death of her husband : but hauing made 
many attempts, and not preuailing in any, the diuell (ro whom ſhe was a con- 
ſtant votarelſſe)ſo farre preuailed with her,that ſheneuer gaue ouer her damna- 
ble purpoſetill ſhe had not onely diſpatcht him of life by poyſon , but was the 
death alſo of anoble young gentleman the chiefe fauourite of the king, and 
one whom inall his diſſeignes he moſttruſted. Theſe miſchiefes done,and fea- 
| ring to be queſtioned about them, becauſe ſhe had incurd a generall ſuſpition, 
| ſhe packtvp her choiceſt iewells, and witha truſtic ſquire of hers , one that 
had beenean agent inall her former brothelries, fled into France , where by 


her counterteir tearesand womarnuth diſſimulations, ſhe ſo farre infinuated into 
| | the 
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the kings breaſt , that the wrinckles of all ſuggeſtions were cleared, and ſhee 
freely admitted into the kings court, and by degrees into his eſpeciall fauour : 
ſo rich were her iewells, ſo gorgeous her attire, ſo tempting herbeautie being 
now in her prime, and withall ſo cunning anddeceirtull her behauiour, thart all 
theſe agrecing together, not onely bated the hearts of the courtiers, but at- 
trating the eyes of the great Maicſticit ſelfe, in ſo much, thatthe king ſpor- 
ting with her in a great Bay window, the prince his ſon then ſtanding by him, 
he merrily demanded of her, If ſhe were inſtantly to make election of a huſ- 
band, whether ſhe would chuſe him or his ſonne © tro whom ſhee raſhly anſwe- 
red, That of the two ſhe wonld make choice of his fon. The king at this ſom- 
what moouedand obſeruing in her a lightneſle of behauiour , which his blind 
affetion would not ſuffer him before ro looke into, thus replied, Haddeſ? thou 
made eleftion of mee, 1 had poſſeft thee of my ſonne ; but in chuſing him, thou ſhalt in- 
ioy neither . SO turning from her, commaunded herto be {tripped our of her 
jewells andgay ornaments, and preſently to be ſhriuen and ſcntto a monaſte- 
rie : whereſhe hadnort long beene cloyſtred, butto her owne infamie,and the 
diſgrace of the religious houſe, ſhe was deprehended in the diſfolute imbra- 
ces of a wanton and leaude fellow, for which ſhe was turned out of the cloy- 
ſterand after died in great pouerticand miſerie. In memorie of whom there 
wasa law eſtabliſhed amongſt the Weſt-Saxons , which diſabled all the kings 
wiues after her, cither tobe dignified with the name of queene, orvpon any 
occafion to fit with him in his regall throne : yet this woman, though ſhe died 

rely, yet died (as it is ſaid) penitently , therefore me thinkes I heare her 
equethis or the like memoric behind her,

riots) committed arobberie, and likewiſe done a murder , and being ap- 
prehended forthe fa, iudged, condemned, and (according tothe law inthat

Cale provided ) hanged in chaines : the gybbet was ſet neere tothe common 
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warmeſt garments can be found) inaviolenrt and continued ſnow, meeting 
him,demanded of him whether he were'not cold? Of whom the fellow asked 
another queſtion, Whether his forehead were cold ornot? The king anſwered 
1t wasnot:neither can I be cold (0 king replide he) where cuſtome hath made 
| me all forehead : this may aptly allude ro many as well in theſe our dayes as 
the former, in whom ſinne hath begot ſucha habit, thar where it once poſlcl- 
ſeth it ſelfe, it compells all the other powers and affetions of the body and 
mind to become miniſters and vaſſailes : for ſinne whereſoeuer it doth vſurpe, 
doth tyranniſe,and as we ſee the dyer when he would ſtaine white cloath and 
put it into another hew doth it with a ſmall mixture,being nothing compara- 
ble either in weight or quantitie to the ſtuffe he would haue changed ; ſo bec 
the mind neuer ſochaſt, or the body 'of never ſo white and vnblemiſht a pu- 
ritie: yet if the diuell once come to put in his ingredients, with great facilitic 
and caſinefſe he will change the whole peece into his owne colour and com- 


plexion,and of this we haue both daily and lamentable experience: and there-

hie-way, aud ſome mile diſtant from the cittie where this ſweete gentle- 
woman with her husband then inhabited , who becauſe in regard of the com- 
mon fame that went vponthem, ſhedurſtneither giue her Love viſitation in 
priſon, bee at his arraignement, or publike execution, her purpoſe was (as af- 
fetion that breedes madneſſe, may caſilic beget boldnefle ) vnknowne to her 
husband or any other neighbour, to walke in the melancholly eueningand to 
take her laſt leaue of him at the gallows: Imagine the night came onand ſhe on 
her iourney. It happened at the ſame timea traucller beeing a footeman whole 
iourny was intended towards the towne,as purpoſing tolodge there thatnight, 
but being alone, and darkeneſfſe overtaking him, he grew doubtfull of the way 
and fearefull of robbing, therefore hee retired himſelfe out of the road and 
lay cloſe vnder the gybbert, ſtill liſtning it any paſſenger went by to direthim 
in the way,or ſecure him by his companie: as he was in this deepe meditation, 
the woman arriues at the place, and notable ro containe her paſſion breaks out 
into this extaſie, _Andmuſt Ineedes then goe home againe without thee? at which 
words the traucllor ſtarting vp in haſt , Noby nomeanes (quoth hee) 7 /hall bee 
glad of your company ; and with what ſpeed; hee can makes towards her : away 
runnes the woman, thinking her ſweet heart had leapt downe from the gibber 
and followed her, after ſpecdes the man as loath to be deſtirute of companie, 
ſtill crying, Stay for me, Stay for me : but the faſter he called, thefaſter ſhe ran, 
feare added to both their haſt, downe they tumbled often, but as quickly they 
were vp againe, ſtill ſhe fled, ſtill hee purſued. Buri contrary was the iſſue of 
their feares, for ſhe neuer looked backe-till ſhe came toher owne houſe,where 
finding the doores open and her husband fer-at ſupper, forhaſt tumbled him 
and his ſtoole downe one way,and the table and meat another : hee riſing with 
much adoc,askt what the pox ſheayled,and if ſhe brought the diuel in with her 
athertaile? long it was ere ſhe could make him any anſwer or come to her right 
ſences: how ſhe excuſed it Tknew not, the traueller when he found himſelfe 
neerethe cittic, and ſaw light, flackned his pace,and went quiethie to his Inne, 
whether they euer met after toreconcile their miſtake or no I know not , nei- 
ther is it much pertinent to inquire. |

row to impudence, and ſatietic into ſurfet. This puts mee in mind offeauen 


ort queſtions asked of the ſeauen wiſe men of Greece,and by them as briefe- 
ly anſwered : 


What's the beſt thing in man ? The mind that's pure. - 
What's worſt ? A man within himſelfe onſure. 
Who's rich ? Hethat noaght conets. What's he poore * 
The couttous man that ſkarues amid: his ſtore. 
Womans chiefe beantie what? Chaſt life i ſuch, 
he's chaſt ? She onely whom no fame dares tuch. 
Who's wiſe * The man that can but atFs noill. 

The foole * That cannot, but intends it ſtill, 


They that cancontaine themſelues within theſe few preſcriptions, may vn- 
doubtedly ſtore vpa good name to themſclues, and honour to their poſteririe: 
But what the negle& of theſe may grow vnto, I will in ſome ſort illuſtrate vnto 
you in a moderne Hiſtoric lately happening,and in mine owne knowledge.Ari 
antient gentleman, as well growne in reputation, as yeates, and in thoſeparts 


where he lined hauing purchaſed to himſclfea generall reſpeR for both, mar- | 


ryed a beautifull young gentlewoman of good parts and parentage : Burt ha- 
uing noiſlue by her, he ſeleted vnto his acquaintance a noble young gentle- 
man, one that had trauelled France, Italy, Spaine, and had beenear the Sepul- 
chre : making rhat happy vſe of his trauell, that he was able to diſcourſe pro- 
perly and withour afteQation either of the ſcituation of citties, or the condi- 
tionsand cuſtomes of people ; and in one word to giue him.his owne deſerued 
charaQter, there was nothing in him wanting that might becomea perfefand 
a complear gentleman. This young mans father was a great friend and fami- 
liar neighbour tothis old man before ſpoken of, who had obſerued his mode- 
ſtie and curteous behavior euen from his infancie,and thereforewas the more 
affeed to his diſcourſe and company : his affetion grew ſo farre that he pur- 
poſed to make hima peece of his heire. Whileſt they continued in this famili- 
aritie (and the young man ſtill frequented the houſe) there grew great ac- 
quaintance betwixt him and the gentlewoman : No maruell, for they had bin 
play-fellowes and ſchoole fellowes, and by reaſon of their paritic in yeares, 
vſed though an honeſt, yer a kind of ſuſpeted familiaritie z inſomuch that ir 
prewto acalumnie, till paſſing from one man to another , it ariued ar length 
tothe earcs of the young mans farher , who ſorted opportunitieto ralke with 


| his fonne, demaunding of him how that fire was kindled from whence this 


ſmokegrew: whognotwithſtanding many proteſtations of his owne innocence, 
in which he derogated nothing from truth,was charged by his father (to auoid 
all rumor and aſpertion) to forbeare the occaſion and abſent himſelfe from 
the houſe, and this he impoſed him vpon his bleſſing . To this the young man 
with greatmodeſtieaſſented ; as vnwilling to contradiQhis fathers counſell 
as to increaſe that injurious ſuſpition concerning the gentlewomans honour, 
which yas vndeſervedly called in queftion. It is tobe vnderſtood , that many 
friendly and modeſt courtcfies had paſt betwixt this young couple , in ſo 
much that hauing all libertie granted both of ſocieric and diſcourſe, heepreſt 
her ypon a time ſo farre, to know if itſhould pleaſe God to call away her huf- 


band (being verie old and by the courſe of naturenot likely to liue long) how | 
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| her ſelte rowards him,and with a puritie by no womans art to be diſſembled.

| ſclfe,told her he thankt her for her loue, but could by no mcanes beleeue her

ſhe purpoſed to diſpoſe of her ſelfe. To whom ſhe proteſted, that though ſhe 
wiſhtheraged husbandall long lifeand happineſle, yet if 'it pleaſed the higher 
powers to lay the croſſe of widdowhood ypon her, ſhe would if ſo hee plea- 
ſed,conferre vpon him her youth, her fortunes , and whatſoever ſhee was en- 
dowed with, before any other man liuing,if it pleaſed him toaccept of them, 
and this ſhe bound with an oath : This thegentleman (betwixt honouring and 
louing her)could not chuſe but take wondrous kindly at her hands, and yowed | 
to her the like. The conditions on both ſides were accepted, onely as ſhee had 
bound her ſelfe by one oath, ſhe impoſed vpon him another, namely, that till 
that time of her widdowhood, he ſhould neither aſſociate him priuately,con- 
uerſe nor contract matrimonie with any woman whatſoeuer. Theſe things 
thus accorded betwixt them, yet the fathers coniurations ſo farre perſuaded 
with the ſonnes obedience, thatnotwithſtanding many vrgent and important 
,meſſages from the good old man the husband (who wondered what diſtaſt 
might breed his ſudden diſcontinuance, as ſuſpecting nothing from either) he 
ſtill excuſed his abſence and forbore the houſe. It happened that ſome month 
after riding toa niarket towne not farre off equally diſtant betwixt his owne 
fathers houſe and the old gentlemans, togiue a meeting to ſome gentlemen 
of the countrey, by chance he happened vpon a chambermaide that belonged 
to his betrothed miſtreſſe,whom he well knew; he ſaluted her and ſhe him,and 
after ſome complement paſt betwixtthem, he asking how euery body didat: 
home, and ſhe on the other fade wondering at his ſtrangenes, telling him how 
long he had beene expeRed, and how much defired of all the houſe : theſe 
things ouer, he intreated her todrinke a cup of wine, which the.maide wil. 
lingly accepred. They being alone and falling into diſcourſe of many old pal- 
ſages well knownetothem both, the young man began to ſpeake how much 
he reſpeRed her miſtreſle, and how dearely tendered her honour : ſhe on the 
other ſide began a cleane contraric diſcourſe, as that for his own part ſhe knew 
him to be anoble gentleman and well parted, one whom her old maſter affe- 
Red abque all men, proceeding, that ſhe was not altogether ignorant what fa- 
miliarities had paſt berwixt him and her miſtreſſe , who onely bore him faire 
outwardly and in ſhew, when another inioyed both her heart and body in- 
warldly and ina, and that ypon her owne knowledge ; and to confirme her 
accuſation,nominated the man(who was his neercſt and moſt familiar friend.) 
At this report the gentleman was ſtartled, but better conſ{idering with him- 


| relation, firſt by reafon he knew her ladies breeding,and was confirmed in her 
| knowne modeſtie and vertue, as hauing himſelfe madetryall of both to the 
| vttermoſt , hauing time, place, and opportunitie, all things that might be- 
get temptation. Laſtly, for his friend, 1n all their continuall and daily conuer- 
ſation he neucr perceived either familiar diſcourſe, wanton behauiour, or ſo 
much as the leaſt glance of eye to paſſe ſuſpitiouſly betwixt them. To which 
ſhe anſwered, it was ſo much the more cunningly carryed ; for her owne part 
ſhe had but done the office of a friend, and ſo left him, but in a thouſand 
ſtrange cogitations : yet louc perſuading aboueiealoufic , he began againe to 
ittcrateand call ro mind, with what an outward integritie ſhee had ſtill borne 


Next he bethought himſelfe, that perhaps the maid might bee falne in loue 
with him, .and by this calumny might ſceke to divert him from the affection 
of her mifteeſle ; or elſe ſhe had taken ſome priuat diſpleaſure againſt her , _ 
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'by this meancs thoughr to reuenge her ſelfe. In the middeſt of theſe ap- | 
prehenfions, -or rather diftrations came another letrer from the husband, 
complaining of his abſence, wondring ar the cauſe, and vrgently deſiring 
ff company, though neucr ſo priuate, where hee would reconcile him- 
ſelfe rouching any vnkindneſſes that might bee conceived, and withall re- 
folue him what hee ſhould truſt ro concerning ſome part of hislands. The 
gentleman ſtill remembring his fathers charge, yet thought a little to dil- 
| penſe with it, and writ backe word (knowing cuery part of the houſe by 
| reaſon of his long frequenting it) Thar if he pleaſed roleaue his gardendoore 
| openat ſucha rime of thenight, hee would accept of fuch prouiſion as hee 
| found, and be merry with him foran houre or two, and giue goud reaſon for 
his vnwilling diſcontinuance ; but thus prouided , thatneither wife, friend, 
nor {cruant (ſauing that onewhomhee truſted with his meſſage) might bce 
acquainted with his comming in or going out. This was concluded, the rime 
of night appointed, and cuery thing accordingly prouided : They met, the 
| old man-gaue him kind and freely entertainment, ſeeming ouerioyed with 
| his companie,' and demaunding the reaſon of his fo great ſtrangeneſſe , Hee 
anſwered, thar notwithſtanding his owne innocence, and his wiues approo- 
ved-Femperance, yet bad tongues had beene buſie to their reproach, mea- 
ſuring them by: rheir owne corrupt intents, and'therefore to auoyde all im- 
tation whatſoeuer, his ſtudy was by taking away the cauſe to prevent the 
effe&t : his reaſon was approoued, and the old man fatisficd concerning both 
their integrivies. Time calls the 01d mantohis bedde, and the young gen- 
tleman is left ro his reft , purpoſing to bee gone early in the morning be- 
fore any of the houſhold-ſhould bee awake and' ſtirring. Beeing now a- 
lone and not able to ſleepe in regard of a thouſand diſtrated fancies that 
were pondering in his minde and braine : hee aroſe from his bedde, and 
walking vp and downe the chamber, after ſome medirartion, as of her bean- 
tie, her vowes, her proteſtation, her oathes, all pleading together in the 
behalfe of her innocencie ſo farre prevailed with him , That conſidering 
hee was now' in the ſame houſe, and that by reafon of the old mans age 
they very often lay afunder, that hee was acquainted with cucry ſtayre- 
caſe, and knew the ready way to her chamber; Loue conquering all ſuf- 
pition , hee purpoſed once more to vifite the place where hee had (but 
euer honeſtly) ſate with her at all houres, and where their intended mar- 
riage was:by their interchange of oathes at firſt confirmed, With this pur- 
poſe ſtealing ſoftly vp the ſtayres, and liſtening ar rhe doore before hee 
would preſume to knocke', heemight heare a foft whiſpering, which ſome- 
times growing lowder , hee might plainely diſtinguith two voyces (hers, 
and that gentlemans his ſuppoſed friend, whom the maide had beforeno- 
minated) where hee might cuidently vnderſtand more than proteſtations 
paſſe betwixrt them, namely the mechall ſinne it ſelte. Ar rhis becing be- 
yond thought extaſide, ſcarce knowing how ro conteine himſelfe for the 
preſent, hee remembred him of his ſword in his chamber , whether hee 
went inſtantly. with intenr to returne, and breaking open the doore to/| 
tranfpierce them both m-the adulterare at : bur better iudgement guiding | 
him”, conſidering: what: murder was; 'and the baſenefle ro become a per- 
forall execationer, wwithalt remembring her beautic, their often meetings,

worſt of enuy. Therefore hee inſtantly made himſelfe ready, left the 
lace, and without the knowledge of any man or diſcouering, to any whar 
had paſt, returned to his fathers : where pondering at full with himlſelfe, 
the nature of his abuſe (beeing beyond example ) the ſtriftneſſe of his oath, 
beeing not onely debarred from marriage, bur as it were baniſhed from 
the ſocietic of women ; that ſhee onely reſerued him as aſtale or ſhadow, 
whileſt another carryed away the ſubſtance, that ſhee kept her ſelfe to 
bee his wife, and anothers whore , and that from all rheſe no ſafe euafi- 
on could bce deuiſed to come off rowards her like a gentleman, or tow- 
ards God like a Chriſtian ; all theſe iniuries ioyntly conſidered, droue him 
intoa ſuddaine melancholie, that melancholic inroa doubtfull ſickneſle, and 
that ſickneſle into a dangerous diſtration, in ſo much that his life was much 
feared, and hce with great difficultie recouered : but by the helpe of good 
Phyſitions being cured , and the counſel! of his beſt friends comforted , he 
at length gathered ſtrength, and prepared himſelfe for a ſecond trauell, with 
purpoſe neuer more to reuiſite his countrey where ſuch an ynnaturall mon. 
ſter was bred. But before his departure, the old man hearing what he in- 
tended, ſent for him to his houſe ro take of himan vnwilling leaue : at the 
importunitice of his owne father he was forced to accompany him thither, 
where hee muſt of neceſſitie take another view of his betrothed miſtreſſe 
and his treacherous friend. Dinner being paſt with his much impatience, 
it was generally imputed to his loath to depart ; when his ſadneſſe was 
meerely grounded vpon her impudence. Parting growing on, ſhe ſingles him 
for a farewell, weeping in his boſome, wringing him by the hand, beſeech- 
ing'him to haue a care of his ſafetic , but eſpecially of his yow and pro- 
miſe, all which proceeded from ſuch a counterfeit paſſion, as hee almoſt 
began to queſtion, what in his owne notion hee. knew to bee infallible.

Which 
newes came to the gentleman before hee had paſt Graueſend , by which 
hee vnderſtood himſelfe to be quite releaſed of all his intricate oathes and 
promiſes : whoſe noble diſpoſition the old gentleman vnderſtanding , inſta-

This Philippe had a beautifull daughter called Eugemia,who 
being wholy deuoted tothe Chriſtian faith, but not daring to profelle ir, be- 
cauſe of her father who proteſted all rigor tothoſe of that Set, ſhee diſguiſed 
her ſelfe in mans habit, ſtealing from her fathers houſe, and made ſuchmeanes 
that ſhe-was baptiſed by the name of Eugenie, and atter became a Monke, In 
roceſſe the old Abbor being dead, ſhe had fo well demeand herſelte in the 
fonaſterie, that ſhe had the voice tobe made Abbot inhis ſtead ; Being pee 
ſeſtof the place, a leaud and an adulterous woman called Malentia, by al 
lurements poſſible would haue tempted Ewmgenins to luſt , bur not preualling, 
ſhee with loud acclamations pretending the other would haue forced her 
againſt her will, cauſed her to be apprehended and brought before the Iudge, 
which was the Preſident Phulp the farther to Eagenia,who being anenemy to all 
of Religious Orders, was eaſily induced togiuebeleetto any accuſations com- 
menſt againſt them,and puniſhc cuen ſleight faults with the extreamelt ſeueri- 
te. Ewgenius is accuſed, the circumſtances examined, and carry great ſhew of

truth ;' The Iudge is ready to proceede toſentence, when Eagenia falling vp. 
on her knees diſcloſeth her ſelfe to herfather, and humbly intreated his par- 
don. To whom {notwithſtanding her diſguiſe) her face is eafily knowne, his 
fellow Monkes ſtands amaſed, Malentiathe accuſer confounded , but all in ge- 
nerall wonder-ſtrooke, till Philzppms raiſing his faire daughter from the carth, 
embraceth her louingly , as extafide with herrecouerje beyond all expeRati- 
on ; for whoſe ſake he after renounced all his falſe heathen gods,and was chri- 
ſtened with his whole houſhold and family. Thus the wickedneſſe of one wo- 
man turned to the bleſſednefle and profit of many.

R Anxulphu Monke of Cheſter tells this ſtorie : King Eagay (ſayth he) being 

in his youth much addicted to the lone of faire women, had intelligence 
that one Elfriths daughter to Orgarws, was for face, feature, and accompliſh- 
ments of natnre, far ſurpaſſing all the Virgins of her time, in ſo much thathee 
| not onely greatly deſired toſce her, but purpoſed that if her beautie were a- 
ny way anſwerable to that which fame had blazoned her tobe, to make her 
his Queene . This ſecret apprehenſton hee communicated to one Earle Ethel- 
wold, anoble gentleman, in his great fauour and beſt acquainted with his pri- 
uacies, commanding him to make a tourney to the Earle of Deuonſhire her 
father , and there to take of hera free and full ſurueigh, and finding heran- 
ſwerable to the publique rumor , not onely to demand her of the Earle 0rga- 
rut, but to bring her along with her father royally attended like the bride of 
a king , to partake with him all regall honours. This journey Ethelwold with 
great willingneſſe vndertakes,without diſcloſing toany the ſecrets of his mel. 
ſage : and comming to the place where the damoſell with her fatherthen ſo- 
journed, he was noblic entertained, as a fellow pecre,and an eſpeciall fauourit 
to the king. No ſooner came the Ladie in preſence, but Erhelwold began to con- 
ceiue that report had beene roo niggardly in her praiſe, for hee had not in his 
lifetime ſeenea Ladie of ſo incomparable ateature, to whom all the Court- 
beauties appeared ſcarce good Chriſtall ro that vamatchable Diamond. What 
cannot loue worke in the heart of man,when ſuch a beautie is his obie * it 
makes the ſonne forget his father, and the father not remember that hee hath 
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a ſonne, but either hath made the others bed inceſtuous : Ir hath ſubiected cit- v 
| ties, anddepopulated countries , made the ſubie forget his allegeance to his a 
ſoueraigne, and the ſoueraigne moſt ynnaturall and inhumane to his ſubieR, as h 
may 6 het by this hiſtorie . This Earle ſurpriſed with the lone of this La- 4 
die, hath either quite forgor the meſſage he was ſent about, or elſe is not plea- n 


ſed toremember it. Not ſpeaking of the king at all, but counterfeiting ſome 
occaſions into that countrey, and as if he had happened vpon that place by ac- 
cident, or come togiue him viſitation innoble courrefic ; at ſupper finds dil- 
courſe concerning the Ladie,and at length preuailed fo farre with the old earlc 
that they were contraRted that night , and the next morning married. After 
ſome few daies ſojourne there, the kings impoſirions inforced him to take an 
vnwilling farewell of his new married bride, onely at parting he earneſtly in- 
treated them for diuerſe reaſons which-much imported him, to keepethe 
marriage as ſecret as poſſibly might bee, and ſo poſted backe to the Court. He 
was no ſooner arriued, but the king was buſily inquiſitive concerning the beau- 
tie of the Ladie, how tall , how ſtraight , of what haire , what compleRion, 


whether her lookes were cheerfull or fad , her behaviour ſober or ſuſpirious. 
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Toall which he anſwered in tew,ſhe was indeed a Ladie,and that was her beſt, 
an Earles daughter and therfore flattered, for what in a priuat woman is com- 
 mendable, is in ſuchexcellent ; and what in the former praiſe worthie, inthe 
latter rare and admirable : bur for this Ladie Elfritha ſhe was a courſe home- 
ſponne pecce of fleſh, whoſe nobilitie and dower might make her capable 
of beeing wife to ſome honeſt Iuſtice of peace, or Sherife of the ſhire, bur 
not becomming the bed of any of the nobilitie (vnlefſe ſome one whoſe eſtate 
was decayd;)indeed a meer Rooke,and moſt ynworthie the eyeof the prince- 
ly Eagle. With this anſwere the king was ſatisfied, and for the preſent diſpoſed 
his affeftion elſewhere, immagining theſe prayſes might be diuulged abroad 
as well in ſcorne of her perſon as otherwiſe, ſo tor ſome few weekes it reſted: 
| in which interim Ethelwold was oft milt in the court, and diſcontinued his 
| wonted {eruice , no mancould ſcanttell or informe theking how he diſpoſed 
| himſelfe, and ſtill when he cameo preſent his ſeruice he would excuſe his ab- 
| ſence with ſome infirmitie or other , which was the reaſon of his inforced re- 
tirement:beſides, hee was often obſerned to intreare leaue to recreat himſclfe 
in the countrey, and take the benefit of the freſh ayre,as commodious for his 
health , in all which libertie hee paſt his limirs. This bred ſome icalofie inthe 
king, and the rather becauſe the fameof this Ladies vamatched beautic more 
and more increaſed. Therefore to bee more punttually informed of the truth, 
he ſent another priuat meſſenger, who brought him intelligencehow all things 
ſtood, with the certeintie of cueric acciderit how itbetell. The king not know- 
ng how to diſgeſt ſuch an iniurie from 4 ſubie , ſmorhered his grieuance for 
aſpace, and at length cauſedrhe geſts tobee drawne, tor hee purpoſeda pro- 
preſſe into the Welt. Ethelwold yet nothing ſuſpeAing , was the formoſt man 
toattend the king ypon his iourney : but whenthey came almoſt ro Exceſter, 
he beganto miſtruſt the kings purpoſe, the rather becauſe hee ſent to the Earle 
arws that at ſuch atime hee meant to feaſt with him. Now muſt Ethelwold 
beſtirre himſelfe, or inſtantly hazard the kings high diſpleaſure : he therefore 
poſts in the night to his wife and to his father in law, reports the truth of eue- 
riecircumſtance from the beginning, how he was ſent by the king,and rowhar 
pR[ny e, how her bcautie had ſo inflamed him that he was compelled by vio- 
ence of affection to deceiue the kings truſt ; and laſtly,to ſecure his owne lite, 
which for the loue of her he had hazarded, he was forced to diſparage her fea- 
ture, diſſemble her worth, and diſgrace her beautie : and therefore beſought 
her,as ſhe tendered his ſaferie being her husband, cithernot toappeare before 
the king at all, or if ſhe were called torand ſo compelled, to bee ſeene inthat 
faſhion as he had deſcribed her to his ſoucraign,namely with a ſmodged face, 
counterfeit haire, vacomely habir, and in her behauiovr to put on ſucha garbe 
of folly as might rather breed loathing thanany liking in his maieſtie, The 
| firſt of his ſpeech ſhe heard with patience, but when he came to deliver to her | 
how he had diſparaged her beautic,and to the king rooznay more, would haue 
her derrogate from her owne worth, and be acceſſarieto the blaſting of that 
beautie which nature had made ſoadmirable,this her womaniſh ſpleene could 
hardly diſgeſt: yet ſhe ſoothed him vpwith faire and promiſing language,and 
told him ſhe would better conſider of ir, and ſodiſmiſt him in part ſatisfied. 
In the morning he preſented himſelfecarly ro attend the king, who was that | 
day to bee entertainedby the earle his fatherin law . All things werenoblie 
prouided, and Edzar royally receiued and ſet todiuner (ſome write that Ethel- 


| wold had cauſed akitchin maid to put on his wines habit, and fit at the =i0ES. |

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Table, but I findno ſuch matter remembercd in my Author ) the truth is, the 
king about the middeſt of dinner cald for the Earle @rgars and demanded of 
him whether he had a wife or no, it he had, why he might not haue her com- 
panie , knowing it was a generall obſeruation in England, that without the 
wiues entertainement there could be no true and heartie welcome 7 The earle 
replied, that at that time he was an vnhappie widdower : hethendemaunded, 
whether he hadany children to continue his poſteritic? to which he anſwered, 
heauen had onely bleſt him with one daughter a plaine damoſell, Fe the fole 
hopeof his future memorie . The king was thenimportunarte to fec her, and 
commanded her to be inſtantly brought vnto his preſence ; which put Echel- 
wold into a ſtrange agonie , yer ſtill hoping ſhe had doneas hee had late inioy- 
ned her, when ſhee ( contrarie to hisexpeRation) camein apparelled like, q 
bride,in rich and coſtly veſtures, her golden haire fa:rely kembed and part 
hanging downe in artificiall curles, her head ſtoocke with jewells , and'about 
herneck a chaine of diamonds,which gaue a wonderous addition to that beau- 
tie whichnaked of it ſelfe without any ornament was not to bee paraleld., a 
contrarie effe&t it wrought in the king and her husband . To Edgar ſhe ſeemed 
ſome goddefle,at leaſt a mirac!ein nature, to Erhelwold (in regard of his feare) 
a furic, or what worſe hee could comparc herto. O traile woman, in this one 
vanitie to appeare beautifull in the eyes of aking, thou haſt committed two 
heinous and grieuous ſinnes, Adulteric, and Murder, for accordingly it fo fell 
out. Edear was as much ſurpriſed withher love, as incenſed with hate againſt 
herlord, both which for the preſent he diſſembled,neither ſmiling on the one, 
nor'frowning on the other. In the-afternoone the king would needes hunt 
the ſtagge in the forreſt of Werwelly, ſince called Hoore-wood:Inthechace, 
by rhe appointment of Eapar, Earle Ethelwold was ſtrooke through the bodie 
with an arrow and ſoſlaine, thekingatter made E{/ri#ha his bride and qucene, 
The Earle hada baſe ſonne then' preſent at the death of his father, of. whom 
theking asked how hee liked thatmanner of hunting, to whom heanſ{wered, 
Royall fir,what ſeemeth good to you ſhal be ro me no way oftenfiue: from that 
timeforward he was euer gratious withthe king. And Elfrithathinking to make 
artonement with heauen for the murder of her husband,or rather(as Ranulphw 
faith) for cauſtng Edward(to whom ſhe was ſtep-mother) to be {laine, that her 
owne ſonne Egelredus might raigne, buildedan Abbic for Nunnes at Worwell, 


where ihe was aftcr buried.

.F'N the time that A4gapierus was Pope, Lews king of Fraunce, the ſonne of 
Charles , cauſed William Longa Spata the ſecond duke of Normandie to bee 


| *'rreacherouſly ſlaine : this William was ſonne ro Rollo . 'The Lords of Nor- 


 mandie with rhis murder much inſenced, watched theiraduantage , and ſur- 
priſed the king in Rhothemage , where they cominirted him to ſafe cuſtodie, 


| till hehadpromifed and ſworne toyeeld vp Normandie to Richard ſonne and 
immediate heirc to William the late murdered duke, and moreouer in what 
place ſocuerthe king and the yong duke ſhould haue meeting toconferre, that 
Richard ſhould weare his ſword, but king Lews neither to haue ſword nor 
knife about him. This Richard being yong, was called Rxhard the Old ; he had 
befides another attribute giuen him , which was, Richard without Feare, be- 
cauſe he was ncuer known tobe diſmayde at any thingbuta third aboue theſe 
was,that hepretended to be wonderous religious. He was duke two and fifric 
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| ro his arbitrement: much pleading there was on both ſides, at length the duke 
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yearcs, and tooke a Ladie to his bed from Denmarke, whoſe name was Gunne- 
rs, by whom he had five ſonnes and two daughters, the eldeſt of which was 
married to Etheldredus king of England, her name-was Emma, and ſhee was cal- 
led the lower of Normandie. Concerning this bold, yer religious duke, it is 
reported by Marianus,lib.2. Henricus, Ranulphus,and others,that beſides many 
other teſtimonies of his ſanctitie, this one made him moſt eminent, A Monke 
of Andoenus in Rothomage atown in Normandic, going one night to meere 
with his ſwect heart, .his way lay ouera bridge, and vnder thar bridge was a 
deepe foord or riucr, ito happened , that miſtaking his footing, heeftell into 
the water and there was drowned. He was no ſooner dead but there came to 
carrie away his ſoule,an Angell anda Fiend, theſe two contended about it, 
the one would haue it, ſo would theother, great was the controuerhie betwixr 
 them;at length they concluded to pur the caſe toduke Richard, & bothto ſtand 


—— 


gaue ſentence, That the ſoule ſhovld be reſtored againe to the bodie,& be pla- 
ced againe ypon that bridge from whence he had falne , andif chenhe would 
offer to goe from thence to his ſweet heart, the diuell ſhould take him , bur if 
otherwiſe,he (becauſe he was a Church-man)ſhould be ſtillin the Angels pro- 
tetion . This was done,and the Monkeleft his way to the woman, and fled to 
the church, as roa ſanQuarie, whether the duke went the next day and found 
the Monkes clothes ſtill wer, and told the Abbot cuerie circumſtanceas it fell 
out ; therefore the Monke was ſhriuen, did penance , was abfolucd and recon- 
ciled , This I haue read,which I perſuade no man to belzeue. This duke liued 
with the faire Gunnora long time diſhaneſtly and without marriage, had by her 
thoſe childrenaforeſaid, but at length by the perſuaſion of rhe nobilitie, and 
interceſſion of the clcargic,he rooke herto wife. The firſt night atrer the mar- 
riage when the duke came to her bed,ſhe turned her backe towards him,which 
ſhe had neuerdone till that time : at which heemaruelling,demaunded of her 
the reaſon why ſhe did ſo . To whom ſhe anſwered, before I was your ſtrum- 
per,and therforc as a ſeruant was tide to doe yourpleaſure inalthings, burnow 
Tam your wife, and made part of your ſelfe, therefore henceforth I claime 
with you an cquall ſoueraignrtie, and will doe what mee liſt, bearing my ſelfe 
now like a princeſſe, not like a proſtitute. ThisI am eafily induced robeleeue, 
for how ſoone do honoures change manners. /«vexall in bis {txt Satire ſpeaking

well read in Jzzenall nor Terrens, He , when his wife commended vnto him the 
beautic of the Ladie /uſ{ina,tooke her to his bed, and for her ſake made alaw, 
That ic ſhould be lawfull for any man to marrie two wiues. It 1s read of Herod 
the Great that he had nine wiues,and was diuorſed from them all,only for the 


circumciſed, and turnedto the faith of the Iewes : he begotonher Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus z on Doſides, Antipater , on Metheta, Archelaus , on Cleopatra, Phi- 
lip and Herodes Antipas (he that was afterward called Tetrarch, one of the foure 
princes: ) Ariſtobulus that was Herodes ſorme begotren on Beronicathe daughter 


that was ſtrooke by the Angell : alſoon the aforeſaid Beronzca hee begot two! 
daughters, Mariamnes,8& Herodias who was after Philips wife, that was Vncle ro 
Ariſtobulus:neuertheleſſe whileſt Philip was yer aliue Herodias became wite to. 
his brother Herod. Atlength there fell debate betwixt her , Mariammes, and 
Saloma Herods {i\ter . Herod by the inſtigation of Saloma flew Hyrcanws the 
Prieſt, and afrer Jonathas the brother of Mariamnes, whoagainſt the law hee 
had cauſed to be conſecrated Prieſt at theage of ſcuenteene yeares. After that 


pretending that Hyrcanuxs and Jbonathas had adulterated his fiſter . After theſe 
murders, Herod grew madde forthe loue of Mariamnes, who was held to bee 
the faireſt Ladie then liuing, & innocently put to death. He then tooke againe 
his wife Doſides and her ſonne Antpater to fauour , ſending Alexander and Art- 
ſtobalus the ſons of Mariammes to Rome to be inſtructed in the beſt litrerature, 
whom afrerhee cauſed to be flaine. And theſe were the fruites of Adulterous 
and Inceſtuous marriages.

is at this time with women, Breanw an Engliſhman, and the yonger brother to

And ſo much for Gannora. It ſeemes the Emperor Yalentinianus was neither 


loue of Mariamnes neice to Hircanus, for whoſe ſake he cauſed himſelfe to bee 
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| Belinas, both ſonnes of Donwallo) was by reaſon of compoſition with his bro- 
' ther, with whom hee had beene competitor in the kingdome , diſpoſed into 
| France,and leading an armie of the Galls, inuaded forreine countries, as Ger- 
| manie,Italie, ſacking Rome, and piercing Greece : In ſomuchthat his glorie 
| ſtretched ſo farre, that the French Croniclers would take him quite from vs, 
and called him Rex Gallorum, witneſle Plutarch in his ſeuenteenth Paralel. This 


-loue with a wanton of that cittie, he grew ſo inward with her, that vpon pro- 
mile of reward ſhee vawed to deliuer the cittie.into his hands : the conditi- 
ons were that he being poſſeſt of the Towne, ſhould delinver intoher ſafe cu- 
ſtodic, as many jewells, rings , andas much treaſure as ſhould counteruaile ſo 
greata bencht ; to which he aſſented . The townedeliucred,and he being vi- 
Ror, ſhee attended her reward , when Brennus commanded all his ſouldiers 


from the firſtrothe laſt, tocaſt whatgold or filuer or iewells they had got in 


| the ſpoyle of the cittie, intoher lap, which amounted to ſuch an infinite maſſe, 


that with the weight thereof ſhe was ſuffocated and preſt rodeath. This C{- 


tiphon delivers in his firſt booke Rerwm Gallicar. toan{were which, Ariſtides Me- 


leſivs is talictsſpeakes of Tarpeia, anoble Virgin or at leaſt nobly deſcended 
and one of the keepers of the Capitall : ſhe in the warre betwixtthe Sabines 


| avdthe Romans, couenanted with king Tatiws,thenthe publike enemie;togiue 


him fafe accefſeintothe mountaine Tarpeia, ſo hee would for a reward but 
poſſeſſe her of all the gold and iewells which his ſouldiers the Sabines had 
then about them. This ſhee performing, they were likewiſe willing to keepe 
their promiſe, but withall loathing the; couctouſnefle of the woman, threw 
ſomuch of the ſpoyle and treaſure vpon her , that they buried her in their ri- 
ches,and ſhe expired amiddeſt a huge Magozin. Bur remarkableaboue theſe is 
the old woman Acco or Arca, who hauing done an extraordinarie courteſie for 
thecittie of Rome,they knew not better how to requite her than knowing her 
auaritious diſpoſition, to giue her free libertic to goe into the common trea- 
{urie and take thence as much gold as ſhe could carrie . The wretched woman 
ouerioyed with this donatiue, entered the place to make her packe or burden, 
which was either ſo little ſhe wouldnot beare, or ſogreat ſhe could not carrie, 
and {wetting and ſtriuing beneath the burden,ſo _— .The like though ſom- 
thing a more violent death, died the Emperour Galb4,who in his lifetime being 
infartiate of gold, as being coverous aboue all the Emperours before him,they 
powred moulten gold downe his throat, to confirme in him that old Adage, 
Qualis wits, finis ita, The like was read of the rich Roman Cr9ſſms. 


Of ſuch as haue died in child: byrth. 


HoYph of theſe be infinites , and dayly ſeeneamongſt vs , yet it is not al- 
together amiſle to ſpeake ſomerting thoughneuer ſo little, which may hane 
reference to antiquitie, Yolaterranus remembers vs of Tulliota the daughter of 
Marcus Cicero, who being firſt placed with Dolobella, and after with Piſo Crafi- 
Pides, died in child-bed . The like Szetonius puts vs in minde of 7ania Clandilla 
who was daughter to the moſt noble Marcus Sillanws, and wife to the Emperor 
Cams Calliguls who died after the ſame manner . Higinuws in his two hundred 
threeſcore and fourth Fable tells this tale : Inthe oldrime ſayth he,there were 
namidwiuesatall, and for that cauſe many women in their modeſtie, rather 
luffered them(ſelues to periſh for want of helpe, than that any man ſhould bee 
ſeene or knowneto come about them. Aboucall, the Athenians-were moſt

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chaſtities,than any way a curer of their infirmities : blaming the matrons, as 
counterfeiting weakeneſſe , onely of purpoſe ro haue the companie and-fa 
miliaritic of a looſe and intemperate yong man, They preſt their accuſati- 
ons ſo farre; that the Tudges were readieto proceede to ſentenceagainſt her 
when ſhee opening her breſt before theSenat, gaue manifeſt reſtimonie that 
ſhe was no other than awoman + at this the Phtſitjans the more incenſt made 
the fat the more henious,in regard that being a woman, ſhe durſt enterintorhe 
ſearch of thatknowledge, of which their Sex by the law was not capable. 
The cauſe being once more readie togoe againſt her, the nobleſt matrons of 
the cittie aſſembled themſclues before the Senar, and plainely told them,they 
were rather enemies than husbands, who wentabour to puniſh her, that of all 
their Sex had bceene moſt ſtudious for their generall health and ſaferie . Their 
importancie ſo farre preuailed, after the circumſtances were truely conſidered, 
that the firſt decree was quire abrogated, and free libertie granted to women 
to imploy themſelues in thoſe neceſſarie offices, without the preſenceof 
men. So that Athens was the firſt cittie of Greece, that freely admitted of 
Mid-wiues by the meanes of this damolcll qgnodige. 


| Of Women that ſuffered Martyrdome. 


Nd of theſe in briefe . Corona wasa _—_— woman who ſuffered martyr- 

domevnder thetyrannic of Antonius the Emperour , Her death was after 
this manner , ſhe wastydeby thearmes and legges betwixrt twotrees, wholc 
 ſtiffe branches were forced and bowed downe for the purpoſe, the bowes be- 
ing ſlackned and let looſe, her bodice was toſt into the ayre,and fo crtfelly dil- 
ſeuered limbe from limbe . Anatholia a Virgin, by the ſeuere commaund of 
Fauſtinianus the Preſident, was tranſpierſt witha ſword , Feliculs ( as Plutare 


| witneſſeth) when by no perſuaſion or threars, promiſes or trorments, ſhe could 


beforced to renounce the Chriſtian Faith , by the command of Flares Comes 
ſhee was commanded to beſhut vp ina Iakes,and there ſtifled to death. A4arits 
had likewiſe the honour of a Martyr, who being baniſhed by 
taine Arrian, oppreſt with cold and hunger, moſtmiſeraby died . Hyreze the 
Virgin, becauſe ſhee would not abiure her faith and religion, was by Sifammiw 


ſhot through with an arrow. The like death ſuffered the martyr Chriftiavs vn-

curiousthatno ſeruant or woman ſhould learne the art of Chyrurgerie.There 
was a damoſell of that cittie, that was veric induſtrious inthe ſearch of ſuch 
myſteries, whoſe name was Agnodice, but wanting meanes to attaine vnto that 
neceſſarie kill, ſhe cauſed her haire to be ſhorne, and putting on the habit of a 

ong man, got her ſelfe into the ſeruice of one Hejrophilus a Phiſitian , and by 
her induſtrie and ſtudie hauing attained to the deapth of his skill and the height 
of her own defires,vpon atime hearing where a noble ladie was in child-birth, 
in the middeſt of her painfull throwes,ſhe offered her ſelfe to her helpe,whoni 
the modeſt Ladie (miſtaking her Sex ). would by no perſuaſion ſuffer to come 
neere her, till ſhe was forced ro ſtrip her ſelfe before thewomen, and to giue 
euident fignes of her woman-hood. After which thee hadacceſſe to many, 
proouing ſo fortunate, that ſhe grew verie famous. Inſo much that being en- 
uied by the colledge of the Phiſitians, ſhee was complained onto the Ariopa- 
| gitz, or the nobilitic of the Senar : ſuch in whoſe power it was to cenſure and 
determineof all cauſes and controuerſies. Agnodice thus conuented, they plez- 
ded againſt her youth and boldnefle, accuſing her rathera corrupter of their

{faydto wearieher tormentors, patiently induring more than they could mali- 


comforted from abone, that ſhe felt no paine oranguiſh in the middeſt of her | 
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Artemins was with her mother Candida Roned to. death by the commaund of 
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cormmind of the Conſall Quintianus . Theodora, a Virgin of Antioch, was be- 
headed by the tyrannie of Drecleſian. Iulte Countcs of Eulalia, ſuffered the ſame 
dearh vnder the Preſident Diaconw. Hargarita a maideand a martyr, had her 
headcut off by Olibrins . Zoethe wife of Nicoſratus , was nayled vntoa croffe 
| and fo ended her life, partly with the rorture of the gybber , and partly with 
the ſmoke (that the executioner made arthe footof the gallowes) ſuffocated. 
Tui Corthaoewfis, becauſe ſhe would not bow to Idolls and adore the falſe hea- 
ther! gods, but was a conſtant profeffor of rhe rrne Chriſtian faich, was mar- 
tyred atrcr the ſelfeſame manner. Emerita the filter of Zacins king of England 
| (who hadthe honour to be called the firſt Chriſtian king of this countrie) ſhee 
foffered for the Faith by fire . Alexandria was the wife of Dacianrs the Prefi- 
dent , who being conuerted tothe Fairhby bleſſed faint George ,, was therefore 
by the bloodice murderer her husbands owne hands ſtrangled. Aaximinnus the 
fonne of Diocleſian, with his owne hands likewiſc flew his naturall fiſter Arre- 
mia, becauſe that forſaking all Idolatrie, thee prooueda conuertiretothe true 
Chriſtian Faith. Flau/a Domicilla,a noble Ladig of Rome, was baniſhed intothe 
Iſe Pontia in the fitreenth yeare of the raigne of Domntzan, tor no other reaſon | 
bur that ſhee conſtantly proteſſed her ſelte ro bee a Chriſtian . Theſe two 
following ſuffercd perſecution vnder Antonius Perus in France : Blondina whois 


riouſly inflict , in ſo much thar before ſhee fainted, they confeſſed themſelues 
overcome, ſhe readie ſtill to ſuffer and beare, whenthey had not blows togiue, 
for as oft as ſhe ſpake theſe words , 14m a Chriſtian, neither hae 1 committed any 
ell, ſhe ſeemed to the ſpectators of her martyrdome.to bee ſorefreſhed and 


torture, and inthat patience ſhe continued withour alteration cuento the Jaſe 
eaſpe . Bibles, onethat before through her womaniſh weakeneſle had fainted 
for feare of torments,commingto lee her with others executed, was ſo ſtreng- 
thened to behold their conſtancie, that as it were awakened out of her former 
dreame, and comparing, thoſe temporall puniſhments(which laſted but a mo- 
ment) with the cternall paines of Hell fire, gaue vp her ſelte freely forthe 
Goſpels ſake . Dioniſizs in an Epiſtle to Fabirs Biſhopof Antioch , reckons yp 
thoſe that ſuffered martyrdome vnder Decius the Emperour. Quinta, a faithfu ll 
woman,wasby the Infidels brought intoa Temple ot their Idolls,vnto which 
becauſe ſhe denied diuine adoration, they bound her hand and foot , and moſt 
nhumanly dragged her along the ſtreets ypon the tharpe ſtones, bur whenrhar 
could nor preuaile with her , they beat her head and ſides, and bruiſed them 
againſt Mill-ſtones, that done, ſhee was pitiouſly ſcourged, and laſtly, bloodi- 
ly executed . The ſame Lifors layd hands on Appeleniaa Virgin, but ſome- 
thing grounded in yeares, and becauſe ſhe ſpake boldly in the defence of her 
Faith, firſt with barbarous crueltie they beat out hertceth, then without the 
eittic they prepared a huge pile, threatning to burne her inſtantly vnlefſeſhee 
would renounce her Chriſtianitie, bur.ſhee ſeeming to paulc a little, as if ſhe 
meant berrer to conſider of the matter, ( when thy leaſt ſulpeed) leapt ſud- 
denly into the fire and was there conſumed toaſhes . 4;xmomariona holy Vir- 
pg after the ſuffering of many rorments vnder theſame tyrant , gaue vp her 

eanacceptable ſacrifice for the Goſpell . Mereuriaa vertuous Woman,and 


the tyrant Diecleſizy , Avatho 'wirgo Catanenſts was itrangled in prifon , by the |

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| | about their faith, and inallarguments boldly oppoſed the iudges, were firſt 
' rackt and tortured till they were paſt all ſence of feeling, that done, they 
Theodoſia, | cauſed them to be executed. Theodoſis was a virgin'of Tyrus about the age of 
| eighteene years,ſhe comming to vifire certaine priſoners at Celaria who were 
| called tothebarre, and becauſe they ſtood ſtedfaſtly in the defenceof the 
Goſpell, prepared themſelues to heare the moſt welcome ſentence of death 
ronouncedagainſt them : which Theodoſia ſeeing, gently ſaluted rhem, com- 
| forted them, and perſuaded them to continue intheir conſtancie,withall hum- 
bly defired them to remember her deuoutly in their prayers, which ſhe knew 
would be acceptable to him for whoſe loue they ſo freelie offered vp their |. 
lives. The officers this hearing, dragd her before the Preſident, who at firſt 
| deſpiſing her youth,began to talke with her astoa child, bur finding heran- 
| ſwers modeſt and weightie,began further toargue with her : but ſeeing him- 
1 ſelfe mnable to hold argumentas being convinced inall things, hee grew into 
| ſucha malitious rage , that he firſt cauſed her ro be ſcourged before his face, 
euen till the fleſh gaue way to diſcouer the bones; but this not preuailing, hee 
commanded her inſtantly to be dragged from thence, and from an high place 
| to be caſt headlong into the ſea. I will conclude this diſcourſe of Martyrs 
with one of our owne moderne ſtories : Our engliſh chronicles report that 
Maximus the Emperour hauing held long warre with one Conon Meridock a re- 
ſolute and bold Brittaine, hauing in many bloody conflis ſped diuerſly, 
ſometimes the victory inclining to one f1de, and then toanother, bur in con- 
| Cluſion to the lofſe of both, their hoſtilitie was by mediation at length at- 
toned, anda firme peace eſtabliſht betwixt them : that done, Maximus made 
| warrevpon the Galls,and inuading a Prouince then called America(but ſince 
| Little Brittaine) he wonne it by the ſword, and after ſurrendered it to Coney

if not anteceded the beſt in the cittie, he therefore pur it off ro one Tropho- 
ni« to be decided: but Strato moſt confident in his owne opinion and ſtrength 
rooke the power of her diſpoſing from Trophenius and gaueir vptreely into 
her owne will, The damſell in a confluence. of all her kindred and friends ga- 


thered for that purpoſe,and in the ſight of her fuirors,was publikely demaun- | 
ded, of whichof them ſhe made choice? who anſwered, of Caliſthenes. Strato | 


ng this in an irreconcilable diſgrace, and in the greatneſle of his ſpirit nor 
able to diſgelt an inturie(as he rooke it)ot that nature diſſembling his {plecne, 
and ſome two dayesafter meeting with Theophanes and Caliſthenes , hee gaue 
chem a friendly and an vnſuſpected ſalutation, deſiring (till a continuance of 


ioy, he could content himſelfe with his owne lot, howſocuer deſiring that 


andyoluntarie reconcilement, but in all curtefie gaue him a ſolemne inuirati- 
ontothewedding, which heas complementally enterrained ; and vpon theſe 
tearmes they parted. Stratoſubornes a crew of ſuck as he might beſt rruſt,and 
addes them tothe number of his ſeruants, theſe hee ambuſhes indiuers places 
ſeleted for his purpoſe, butall to be ready at a watch-ward. Califthenes bring- 
ing Ariſtocles towards the fountaine called Ciſlocia ; there to performe the 
firſt Sacreds belonging tomarriage, according tothe cuſtome of her aunce- 
tors ; Serats with his faRion ariſeth,, .and with his.owne hands cei{erh vpon 
the virgin;onthe other fide Califbenes hee catcherh the faſteſt hold he can to 
keepe her ; Stratos and his pull one way, Caliſthenes and hisanother : thus both 
contending in the heart of rheir affeRion, but not regarding her ſafetie whom 
they did affec, ſhe as it were {er ypon the racke of louc, pluckt almoſt to pee- 
ces,betwixt them both expired. Which ſeeing Cal;thenes,hee was ſuddenlic 
loſt, neither could any man cuer after tell what became of him, whether he 
puniſht himſelfe by ſome extraordinarie deathor betooke himſelfero volun- 
tarieexile. Stratoopenly before his owne people tranſpierſt himſelfe, and fell 
downe dead ypon the body of Ariſtocles. Of no ſuch death dyed Democrits, 
whoſc hiſtory next enſueth. 
Alcipps che Lacedemonian had two daughters by his wife Democrits. He 
hauing with great iuſticeand integritie managed the affaires ofthe wealepub- 
like, more for the common good than any peculiar gaine or profit ofhis own, 
was affronted by an oppoſite fation which emulated his goodnefle:and being 


brought before the Ephori, it was deliuered tothem ina ſcandalous and lying | 
oration, how and by what meanes _— intended toabrogate and adnichi- 
late their lawes : for which he was confind from Sparta,neither could his wife

meeting, but the matrons and wiues of the nobilitie kept their night-feſtinall 
in a conclaue or parlor by themſclues. Then ſhe guirt her ſelfe with a ſword, 
and with her two daughters ſecretlic conucyd her ſelte into the Temple, at- 
tending the time whea all the matrons were moft bufie aboutthe ceremonies 
and myſteries - the conchue : then hauing made RR _— _ ſhut vp 
the es, and heaped ogethera great quantitic of billets with other thi 

katie prouided for the onſe , but eſpecially all that ſweere we. 
that was ready forthe ſacrifice of that ſolemnitie ſhe ſetall on fire : which the 
men haſteningro quench in multitudes, ſhe before themall with a conftancie 
vndaunted, firſt ſlew her daughters, and after her ſelfe,making the ruins of this 
Temple their laſt funcrall fire. The Lacedemonians hauing now nothing left 


daughters to be caſt out of the confines of Sparta. For this ingratitude, it is 
faidby ſome, thar grear earth-quake happened which had almoſt ouerturned 


the cittie of Lacedemon : from Democras I come to Phill, 
on the ſonne of Theſemsand Phadra, the halfe brother to Hippolitas, 


returning from the warres of Troy towards his countrey , by tempeſts and 


contrarie winds being driuen vpon the coaſt of Thrace , was gently receiued |- 


and affeQionately entertained by Phillis, daughter to Lycurgwe and Cruſtamens 
then king and queene of that countrey, and not onely to the freedome of all 
ee To hoſpitalitic, but to the libertic and accefſe vnto her bed. He had not 


ong ſoiourned there, but he had certaine tydings of the death of Awnefthew, | 


who, after his father Theſews-was expulſed Athens had vſurped the principa- 
litie : pleaſedtherefore with the newes of innouation, and ſurpriſed with the 
ambition of ſucceſſion, he pretending much domeſtickebufineſſe, with other 


Phillis that his returne ſhould be within a moneth , hee gor leaue for his coun- 
trey : therefore hauing calked and moored his ſhips, making them ſeruiceable 
for the ſea, he ſet ſaile rowards Athens, wherearriued,he grew alt r yn» 
mindfull of his promiſed faith or indented returne. Foure moneths bei 
and nothearing from him by word or writing,ſhe ſent him an Epiſtle in which 
ſhe complaines his abſence, then perſuades him ro call to mind her more than 
common curtelics,to keepe his faith ingaged to her,and their formercontrat 
to make good by marriage ; the leaſt of which ifhe refuſed roaccongpliſh, her 


which ſhe Oy did, for knowing her ſelfe to bee deſpiſedand vtter!y 
caſt off, ſhe in her fathers Pallace hung her ſelfe. From Phillis Iproceede to 

Inpiter begat Hercules of Alcmens, in the ſhape of her husband Amphirris,ioy- 
ning ave. inone,; whom Eariffize king of Micena(at'the yrgence of bis 
ſtepmother /«»o) imployd in all hazardous and fearefulladuentures, not that 
thereby he might gaine thegreater honour,but by ſuchi meanes ſooner periſh :

theſe ſwallowing dangers he ſtill plunged a victor : amongſt theſe difhculties 
| was that combat againſt _Mchelows, a Flood in Frolia (who rranſhapthimſelfe 
into ſundry figures for the Ioue of Detaneira daughter to Oenens and Althea 
king and queene of Calidon, and fiſter ro Meleager) he, whom no monſters nor 
earthly powers could tame, by the conqueſt of Achelows wonne Derancira for 
his bride. Buthe whom all ryrants and terrours were ſubiet ro, ſubmitted 
himſelfe ro effeminacie, and the roo much dotage vpon women : for when 
Euritus king of Oechalia had denied him his daughter Jle(before promilſt him) 
the ciety taken and the king ſlaine he tooke her freely into his embraces ; with 
whoſe loue he was ſo blinded, that at her imperious command hee layd by 
his clubbe and Lions skinne (the trophyes of his former victories) and,which 
was moſt yn{remely for ſogreat aconquerour, put on a womaniſh habit and 


| bluſht not with a diſtaffe in his hand to ſpinneamong{t her damſells.In bricte, 


what ſlaucrie and ſeruitude ſoeuer he had before ſuffered vnder the tyranny of 
Omphale queene of Lydia, of whom he had begot Zamwuz,he indured from her : 
which Dejancirs hearing, ina letter ſhe layes open to himallhis former noble 
acts and victories,that by comparingthem with his preſent deboiſhtneſle,it the 


| better might incourage him to returne tothe firſt , and deterre him from the 


laſt. But hauing recciued newes of Hereales calamitic,by reaſon of the poiſoned 
ſhirt ſent him by her ſeruant Zychas dipt inthe blood of the Centaure Neſſzs, 
in which ſhe thought there had beene the vertue to revoke him fromallnew 
loues, and eſtabliſh him in his firſt (for ſo Neſ/#5 had perſuaded hir , when in 
 hertranſwaftage ouer the flood Euenus he was ſlaine by the arrow of Hergules 
dipr in thepoyſon of Zerna) whenſhe I ſay heard of the death of her husband, 
and that (though vnwillingly) it happened by her meanes, ſhee dyed by a vo- 
luntarie wound giuen by her owne hand. Not ſuch was that which followes. 
The Tonians through all their Prouince being puniſht with a moſt fearfull and 
horrible peſt, in ſo much that it almoſt ſwept the cittic and countrey, and had 
it longer continued would haue left their places and habiratious deſolate,they 
therefore demanded of the Oracle a remedie for ſo great a milchiefe, which 
returnd them this anſwer, Thar the plague ſhould neuer ceaſe till the young 
man Aenalippus and the faire Cometho were {laine and offered in ſacrifice to Dz- 
ans Tryclaria(and the reaſon was, becauſehee had ſtrumpeted herin her Tem- 
ple.)And notwithſtanding their deaths,vnleſſe euery ycare at the ſame ſeaſon 
aperfeRly featured youth and a virgin of exquilite-beaurie (toexpiate their 
transgreſſion) were likewiſe offered ypon the ſame altar,tne plague ſhould ſtill 
continue : which was accordingly done, and Menalyppus and the faire Co- 
meths were the firſt diſh that was ſcrued vp to this bloody feaſt: The ſame 


'niansand the Lacedemonians hauing continued a long and tedious warre, to 
thegreat depopulation of both their nations, thoſe of Miſſene ſentto know 
theeuent of the Oracle at Delphos, and to which partie the victorie would 
atlength incline, Anſwer is returned, That they ſhall bee conquerors, and the 
 Lacedemonians haue the worſt : but vpon this condition, To chuſe our of 
the family of the Apitidarians a virgin pure and vnblemiſht, and this dam- 
elto ſacrifice to Iupiter. This Ariſfodemm hearing(a Prince and-one of the no- 
bleſt of the familie of the &pitidarians) willing rogratific his countrey, chu- 
{ed out his onely daughter for itmmolationand ſacrifice : which a noble youth 
of thatnation hearing, ſurpriſed both with loue andpittie; loue in hope to in- 
loy her; and pirty, as grieuing ſhe ſhoyld bee ſo diſmembred , he thought ra-

ther romake ſhipwracke of her honour than her lite, fince the one might bee

And to this purpoſe preſents himſelte before the altar, openly atreſting 
that ſhe was by him with child, and therefore not onely an vnlawfull but ab- 
hominable offering in the eyes of 1apiter. No ſooner was this charitable {lan- 
der pronounced by the young man, but the father more inraged at the loſle of 
her honournow, than before commitſerating her death, being full of wrath he 
vſurpes the office of the prieſt, and with his ſword hewes the poore innocent 
Lady to pceces. But not many nightsatrer this bloody execution, the Idxa of 
his daughter bleeding, and withall her wounds about her, preſented it ſelfe to 
him in his troubled and diſtrated ſleepe : with which being ſtrangely moo- 
ucd, he conueighed himſelfe tothe tombe where his daughter lay buried, and 
there with the ſame {word flew himſelfe. y | 
Herodoties in Enterpe ſpeakes of one Pheretrina queene of the Bacczans, a 
woman of a moſt inhumane crueltie , ſhe was for her tyranny ſtrookeby the 
hand of heauen, her lining bodyreaten with wormes and fice, and in that lan- 
ouiſhing miſery gaue vp the ghoſt.Proper:.in his third book ſpeaks of one Dyree, 
who much gricued that her husband Lycws was ſurpriſed with the loue of one 
Antiopa cauied her to bebound tothe horas of a mad bull;but her two ſonnes 
Zethus and Amphion comming inſtantly art the noyſe of her lowd acclamation, 
they releaſed her from the preſent danger , andin reuengeof the iniurie offe- 
red totheir mother, faſtned Dyrce to the ſame place, who after much affright, 
and many pittifull and deadly wounds, expired. Con/inge was the queene of 
Bithinia, and wife to Nicomedes , whoſe geſture and behauiour appearing too 
wanton and libidinous in the eyes of her husband, hee cauſed her to be woor- 
ried by his owne dogges. Plin,lib.7. Pyrene thiydaughter to Bebrix was com- 
preſt by Hercules in the mountaines that diuideTtaly from Spaineſhe was after 
torne in pieces by wild beaſts, they were cald of her Montes Pyrenee. i. The Py- 
renean mountaines. Antipater Tarcenſes apud Yollateran. ſpeakes of one Gatss, a 
ueene of Syria, who was caſt aliue into a moate amongſt fiſhes, and by them 
Ted, ſhe was likewiſe called Atergats. Sygambes was the mother of Da- 
rixs king of Perſia, as 2wintws Cartizs in his fourth booke relates,ſhe dyed vpon 
a vowed abſtinence for being taken priſoner by Alexander, yet nobly vied by 
him, whether tyred with the continuall labour of her iourney, or more affli- 
Red with the diſeaſe of the mind it is nor certaine : but falling betwixt the 
armes of hertwo daughters {after fiue dayes abſtinence from meate, drinke, 
and light)ſhe expired. Semelethe mother of Bacchws, a Theban Lady, and of 


of one Martiagreat with child who was ſtrooke with thunder, but the infant in 


dammage: in which place he remembers one Marcus Herennims, a Decurion, 
who ina bright & cleare day when therc appeared in the sky no figne of ſtorme 
or tempeſt, was {laine by a thunderclappe. Pawſanimns apud Pollateran. ſaith that 
Helena after the death of her husband 2enelaws, being baniſhed into Rhodes 
by Megapenthus and Nicoſtratus the ſonnes of Oreſtes, came for reſcue to Polyzo 
the wife of Pleopolemus,who being icalous of too much familiaritic betwixt 
her and her husband, cauſed herto be ſtrangled ina bath : others write of her, 
that growing old,and ſeeing her haires grownegray, that face growne wythec- 
red whoſe luſtre had beene the death of ſo many hundered thouſands ; ſhee

lius lib,6.cap. 15. remembers vs of one Acco, a proude woman in her you:h,and 
growne decrepid through age, finding herbrow to be furrowed, and the freſh 
colour in ber checkes quite decayed, grew with the conceit thereof into a 
ſtrange frenzie: ſome writethat ſhe vied totalke familiarly to her owneimage 
in the Mirhor,ſometimes ſmile vpon ir,then againe menace it, promiſerojr, or 
flatter it,as it came into her fancie : in the end with mecre apprehenftonthat 
ſhe was growne old, and herbeautie faded , ſhee fell intoa languiſhing and ſo 
died. Jocaſta the inceſtuous motherto «teocles and Polynices, beholding her 
two ſonnes periſh by mutuall wounds, ſtrooke with the terrour of adeede ſo 
facinorous, inſtantly ſlew her ſelfe, So Biſaltiaa mayd, diſpiſed by Calpharnius 
Craſſus, into whoſe hands ſhe had betraide the life of her father,and freedome 
of her countrie fell ypon a ſword and ſo periſhed. Zoe the Empereſſe, with her 
husband Corſtantivs Monachus,both about one time dicc of the Peſtilence. Gre- 
orices Turonenſis writes of one Auſtrizildaa famous Q1eene, who died of a di- 
ſeaſe called Difenteria, which 1s a flux or wringing of the bowells. Of the 
ſame griefe diced Sauſon2s,ſonne to Chilperick. Serena the wife of Diocleſian, for 
yericgriefe that ſo much Martyres blood was {pilt by her husbands remorſe- 
les tyrannie,fell intoa feauer and ſo died.Glawſmaa daughter tothe king of the 
Gothes and wife to Athanazildus was {laine by Chilperick , the ſonne of Clotha- 
riws,at the inſtigation of his ſtrumpet Fredegunaa, 1o ſaith Yolateranus . Sextus 
Anrelius writes, that the Emperour Covſtant:u5, lonne to Conflantins and Helena, 
cauſed his wife Fauffa(by whoſe inſtigation he had flaine his ſonne Criſpms ) to 
die in an hot ſcalding bath . Herodotus Tpeakes of Lyſides otherwiſecalled Me- 
ka the wife of Periander, who at the ſuggeſtion of aſtrumper cauſed herto be 
ſlaine, which makes Sabellicus amongſt others to wonder, why for that deede 
onely he ſhould be numbered amongſt the ſcuen wiſe men of Greece, Marcus 
Cecilizs in his ſeuen and twentieth booke vpon Pliny accuſerh Calphurnius Beſlia 
for poyſoning his wiues, ſleeping. Pliztein his fourteenth booke,nominates one 
Epnacius Melentinus who flew his wife for no other cauſe but that ſhee had 
drunke wine,and was acquired of the murder by Romslus. Auttorlea the daugh- 
ter of Sino and wife of Zaertes king of Ithaca whenby a falſe meſſenger ſhe 
heard her ſonne Yiy//es was ſlaine at the ſiege of Troy,ſuddenly fell downe and 
died, The mother of Antiſta ſeeing her daughter forſaken by Pompey the great, 
and eAmilia receiued inherſtead, ouercome with griefe flew herſeclfe. Pers- 
wele a damoſell,was vitiated by Achelous, which her father Hyppodomus tooke in 
ſuch indignation, that from an high promontorie he caſt her headlong downe 
into the Sea. Hyppomanes a prince of Athens, deprehending his daughter Zy- 
monein adulterie, ſhut her vp ina place with a fierceand cruell horſe, bur left 
no kind of food for oneor the other, in ſo much that the horſe oppreſt with 
hunger deuoured her, hencecame that Adage fathered vpon Diozineanns, More 
eruell than Hyppomanes.Gregorius Turonenſis remembers one Dewteria fearing leaſt 
her yong daughter,now grown ripe and marriageable,who might bee deflow- 
red by the king Theodebertus , caſt herheadlong into the riuer that runs by the 
citie Viridunum,where ſhe was drowned, Orchamus finding his daughter Zex- | 
cathoe tobe vitiated by Appollo cauſed her robe buryedaliue. Zucillathe daugh- 
ter of Marcus Antonius and Fauſta,as Herodian reports,was {laine by thehand of 
herbrother Commodss,againſt whom ſhe had before made a coniuration. Zychi- 
one the daughter of Dedalion,becauſe ſhe durſt compare hirſelf,wirh Diana was 
by the goddefſe wounded to death with an arrow; at the celebration of whoſe 
exequies when herbody was to be burnt, her father likewiſe caſt himſelfe in- 
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to the fire. Hylonome the ſhee Centaur , ſeeing her husband Cillarinslainein 
the battaile betwixt the Centaurs and the Lapithes, fell vpon his ſword and 
| ſoexpired. Anmianas, and Marcellus 1b. 16. haue left recorded, that Mithrida- 
zes king of Pontus being ouercome in battaile by Pompey , committed his 
| daughter Dyrapts, to the ſafe cuſtodic of rhe Eunuch Mexophilus to bee kept in 
aſtrong Citradell called Syntiarium, which when 2Maputivs Priſcas had trait- 
ly beſieged , and the Eunuch percciued the defenders of the Caſtle diſmaide 
and readie to ſubmit themſelues andgiue vpthe fort , hee drew out his ſword 
and flew her.,rather than ſhe ſhould be made a captiue to the Roman'Generall, 
Sabina, | Sextus Aurelius writes of the Empreſle Sabina the wite of Adrian, who hauing 
ſuffered from him many groſle and ſeruile iniuries, gaue her ſelfe vptoa vo- 
luntarie death, when ſhee confidered ſhee had ſupported ſo inhumanea tyrant, 
. | andſuchacontagious peſt tothe common weale, Pontus de Fortana, ſpeakes of 
Neera. | a Virgin amongſt the Salattines called Neers , who greeuing that a yong man 
to whom ſhee was betrothed , had forſaken her and made choice of another, 
cauſed hervaines tobe opened, and bled to death . Cleopatra after the death of | 
Anthony , leaſt thee ſhould bee preſented as a capriue, to grace the triumphs of 
Auguſtus , gaue herarme to the byting of an Aſpe,of which ſhee died , forin 
that manner was her picture preſented in Rome,of whom Propertiss {6.3 .thus

Neergand Neergand Charmione , were the two handmaides of Cleopatra, Thelſe(as Plu-

crowne to be falne from the temples of their dead Ladie, raiſed themſclues | 
from the Earth with the ſmall ſtrength they had left, and placed it right 
againe on her fore-head, that ſhee might the better become her death ; which | - 
they had no ſooner done, but they both inſtantly fell downe and breathed | 
their laſt;an argument of an vnmatchable zeale to the princeſle their Ladie. 
Monima | Monima Miletia and Feronica Chia were the wiues of Mithridates, who vnder- 
Mileſis | ſtanding of his tragicall fall and miſerable end, gaue vp their lines into the 
Yeronics | hands of the Eunuch Bochides. Monima firſt hanged her ſelfe,bur the weight of 
Chya. her bodie breaking the cord, ſhe.grew ſomewhatrecouered, and fell into this 
 acclamation , O execrable power of 4 atadem, whoſe command eueninthis {mall ſad 
ſeruice 1 cannot wſe : which words were no ſooner ſpoke, but ſhe offered her 
cthroate tothe ſword of the Eunuch, who inſtantly diſpatched herboth of life 
and torment . Ferenica dranke off a chalice of wine tempered with poyſon, 
| which diſperſing into her vaines and keeping her in a languiſhing torment, 
her death was likewiſe haſtned by the Eunuch Bochides . A ſtrange mad- 
The Mileſian | PEfle poſleſt the Virgins of Mileſia : thele, as «&/anus and others haue writ, 
e MLiciian . ; 
Virgins. gaue themſcues vp to voluntarie deaths , many or the moſt ſtrangling them- 
ſelues, this grew ſo common amongſt them rhat ſcarce one day paſt in which 
ſome one or other of them were not found dead in their chambers. To reme- 
die which miſchiefethe Senators of the citie made a decree, That what maide 
| ſocuer ſhould after that time lay violent hands vpon her ſelfe, the body ſo 
' found dead, ſhould beſtript naked, and in publike view dragd through the 
ſtreetes, freely expoſed to the eyes of all men : The impreſſion of which 
| ſhame more preuailing than the terrour of death, none was cuer after knowne 
Phedrs, | 19 commit the like outrage vpon themſclues. Phedrs the ſteppe-mother to 
Hyppolitus her ſon inlaw,and wife of Theſess, when ſhee could not corrupt the 
FM 
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yong man her {on in law,to make inceſtuous the bed of his father, deſpairing, 
hung her ſelfe:yer beforc her death ſhe writ certain letters inwhich ſhe accu- 
{cd Hippolitas to his father of inceſt , which after prooued the ſpeedie cauſe of 
his dearh. Amongſt many ſtrange deaths, theſe of rewo mothers arc not the 
leaſt remarkable: molt ſtrange itis that fudden joy ſhould haueas much power 
roſuffocare the ſpirits, as the power of lightning . Therumor of the great 
ſlaughter at the Lake of Thrafimenes being publiſhed, one woman when be- 
yondall hope ſhe mer her ſonne at the citriegate ſafely returned from the ge- 
nerall defeates, caſt herſelfe into his armes , where in that exrafic of joy ſhee 
inſtantly expired. Another hearing her ſonnewas ſlaine in the batraile , after 
much ſorrow for his death , fitting in her owne houſe and ſpying him vnex- 
petedly comming towards her ſate and in health, ſhe was ſoouercome with 
ſudden toy , that notable to riſc and give him mecting, the dicd as ſhe fatcin 
her chaire.Moſt ſtrange it is that ioy ſhould make ſpeedicr way ro death than 
ſorrow : theſe mothers Zoe remembered by Yalerius Maximus lib.g.cap.1 2.50 
| much T hope ſhall ſuffice for women that haue dicd ſtrange deaths, for I had 
rather heare of many to liue well, than that any one ſhould dic ill. Ionely in- 
treate patience of the curteous Reader,thar as I haue begun this booke in ſad- 
nefſe , ſo he will giue me leaue to conclude it in jeſt, Some no doubr (though 
not iuſtly ) will raxe me formy too much intermixtion of hiſtorie, andſay | 
there bee many things inſerted, not pertinent ro my proiect in hand, which 
might better have beene left out than put in : They in my conceirt doe bur dal- 
ly with me, and pur ſucha tricke vpon me asa gentleman did vpon a countrey 
hoſteler. My Tale is but homely , bur it hath a ſignificant Morrall. This tra- 
veller often viing to a thorowfare Inne, was mach annoyed by reaſon that 
betwixt his chamber and the ſtable, wherehe commonly vſed to ſee his horſe 
dreſtand meared; there ſay greatheapes of pullensdounge iis way, which 
much offerided him, and being willingeithep'tabexid of chariniconuenience, 
or puniſh him that might remedicir, hee tooke occafion to aske the hoſteler 
what dounghill chat was which was ſooffenſive, Hee anſwered him » his ma- 
ſter kept fea ſtore of pullenaboutthe honſe, and that was all Hennes doung. 
Hennes doung faith the gentleman, I have a pecceof landathome I would it 
wereall therc, if thou canſt heſpeme toanyquantitie of ir (beinglure that it 
is ſuch ) I will give thee twentie ſhillings a loade for as much as thou canſt 
prouide;and fetch it away -with mine owne carriage. The fellow hearing this, 
promiſed within a moneth /ro furniſhhim with ewentie loade ar leaft at the 
ſame price ., The match-was made, and tleman atter breakefaſt tooke 
horſe and! departed, Thehofteler po 1 all ſuch ſoyle as the Towne could 
afoord, or the next Villages by , and made ſuch a huge heape as annoyed the 
whole yard (knowing the gentlemanro haue beene euer a man of his word) 
who came according to the time appointed . The hoſteler is glad to ſee him, 
and tells him he hath progided himofhiscommeditic,and withall brings him 
to the place where it lay [ike a layſtall . The genrteman ſeemes wondrousglad 
of thisnew merchandiſe , and drawes our. cerraine peeces out of his pocket, 
|asifhe meant to giue him preſent payment, but withall asked him, Artthou 

ſureall this is Hens-doung * vpon my life it is faith the hoſteler,expeRing ſtill 
to finger the gold. But(replyde the gentleman)arrt thou ſure there 1sno cockes 
amonſt it ? 6 lord yes(ſaith the hoſteler) how can it beelſe ? why then 
quoththegentleman I pray thee makethy beſt of it good friend , for if there 
bethe lealf cockes doung amongſt ir, it will doe meno pleaſure, will not give

judgements I hope will impute it,as tomy ſimplicitic,ſo to your ouer curiofj- 
tie. Another maine thing is tobe feared, wherein muſt of force incurre the 
cenſure of ſome or other,namely, Why amongſt prophane hiſtories I haue in- 
ſcrted Martyres, and to confirmetheir truth haue brought Authors that haue 
beene held ſuperſtitious * I anfwere to all in generall, I haue onely ſpecified 
ſuch things as I haue read,and for mine owne opinion I keepe it reſcrued .

fide Bythinia butring vpon the ſea againſt Thracia, and is called Phrygia the 
greater. The chiefe cittie of Bythiniais Nicomedia. Galathia takes name of 
the Galls that affiſted the king of Bythinia in his warres, and therefore had 
that Prouince giuen them to intubit, It was firſt called Gallogracia,as being 
people mixt of the Galls and Grzcians, butnow they be cald Galathians, and 
theſe arethey to whom Saint Paw/ writ his Epiſtles 4d Galates, The third part 
of Aſia minor is called Phrygia, and tooke name of Phrygia daughter tO 
Exropa the daughter of <Mgenor : that Phrygia was likewiſe called Darda-

fore conſequently tranfitorie? buton the contrary,fince the vertues of the mind | 


nia of Dardanws the ſonne of Jupiter , It hath on the Eaſt fide Lydia, andon the 


Weſt the ſca Helleſpontus, ſo called of Helles the fiſter of Phrixas, who ya | 
rnere |

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there drowned. Lydia is on the Eaſt fide of Eaſt Phrygia, there ſometimes 
raigned therich king Cre/#s, There were two brethren kings of that coun- 
trey, the one cald Liddws, the orher Tyrhenw : but the land being too little for 
both, they caſt lots which ſhould abide there, and which ſhould ſeeke abroad 
roplanta Collony elfe-where; which lot fell ro the younger, Tyrhenws : Hee 
touchr vpon aland then cald Galia,which after he cauſed to benamed Tyrhia, 
of himalſothe ſea Tyrhenus tooke denomination,as the land of Lydia of his 
brother Lyddws. Of Lydia,the chiefe cittie is Smyrna, to which cittie S. /oþn 
the Euangeliſt writeth in his Apocal. The chieferiuer of that countrey is Pacto- 
lus, which as the Poets fable hath golden ſands. The fifc part of Afha Minor is 
called Pamphilia,and Ifauria,the chiefe cirtie is Seleucia, built by king Selea- 
cus Antiochus, neereto that is Scilicia , and containeth Lycia, which is called 
likewiſe Licaonia, in which arethetwo noble cittics Lyſtris and Derbe, ſpo- 
ken of in At#1b. Apoſtol. By theſe citties they ſayle out of Syria into Italy : Las 
the chicte of all theſe citties is Tharſis, downewards towards the Amaſonian 
ſea,and that Jand is part in Aſia, and part ſcituate in Europe. Now touching the 
Originall of the Amaſons,and why they were firſt ſo called, diverſe authours 
have diuerſly writ. Palephatws in his fabulous narrations ſaith , The Amaſons 
were not women, but certaine barbatous met who vſed to weare long gar- 
ments and looſe, reaching below theirankles after the manner of the Thracian 
women, who ſhaued their chinnes, and worc the haires of their head long. but 
couered with miters : Theſe Amaſons were a warrelike people, and did may 
brave and remarkeable deedes of armes. Butthere isno like[thood (faith hee) 
that ſuch ſhould bee women, becauſe of thatnationthere is at rhis day no me- 
morie : but this was but his opinion. 7r9gus Pompeius, from whom Juſtine ex- 
tracts his hiſtory, thus ſpeaks of theirorigenall: Scythia rowards the Eaſt, is of 
oneſideimbraced by the ſea,onthe other part hem'd in by rhe Ryphzan moun- 
taines, the longitude and latitude thereof lyes opento Alta and the river Ta- 
nais : Theſe Scythians haueno portions of land amongſt them which any man 
can call his owne, they manure no fields, they build no houſes, ignorant both 
of Agricultureand ArchiteQure, their riches are their heards and their cattle, 
they delight in vafrequented ſolitudes and inhabitable deſarts, when they re. 
mooue from one place to another, they carry their wiues along with them in 
charriors and waggons, theſe are couered with leather and skinnes of beaſts, 
toſhroud them from ſummers ſhewers, and defend themſelues from winters 
rempeſts, they know no houſes els, and for no others care. Iuſtice is maintai- 
ned by the modeſtic of their manners , not by the ſeueritic of their lawes: 
There is no offence ſo grieuous tothem as theft, becauſe their flockes lie open 
without folds or ſheepe coates ; Gold ard filuer they deſpiſe asmuchas other 
nations covet it,eſteeming itratheran vnuſefull burden than a profitable mer- 
chandiſe : Their food is for themoſt part milke and hony , the benefite of 
wooll or cloath is tothemaltogether vnknowne, though the climate oppreſſe 
them with continuall cold, their habit is furres and the skinnes of beaſts; their 
continence teacheth them that iuſtice, That they couer nothing but whar is 
their owne : for where there is deſire of riches, there muſt neceſſarily be vſu- 
rieand oppreſſion. Were the like moderation andabſtinence vied amongſt all 
nations, warre and ſurfer would not (as they now doe) deſtroy more than age 
ornature. Admirableit is,that cuſtome in them ſhould attaine to as much true 
morall humanitieas the wiſe men of Greece haue reached to by the learning 
of arts, orſtudy of Philoſophy; and thatvntaught Barbagians ſhould excel]

them that profeſſe to tutor others in manners; more eminent farre in their 
ignorance of Vicc, than the others.in their knowledge of Vertue. Three times 
theſe Scythians attempted the Empire of Aſia, inall their expeditions remai- 
ning vnfoild, at leaſt ynconquered: Darius king of Perfia they put to ſhame- 
full light. Cyr with a ſuppoſed inuincible armie they flew in the field, Zo. 
pyras the great captaine of Alexander, they viAtoriouſly defeated.. Of the Ro- 
mans they onely heard thcir power , but neuer felt their ſtrength. The Par- 
thian and BaQrian Empire they eſtabliſht. A nation in labours vnwearied, in 
dangers vndiſmaicd,not ſecking to get what they cared not tolooſe,in all their 
viories preferring the glory before the ſpoile. The firſt that made warre 
againſt this nation was Yexores king of Agypt, who by his Embaſladours ſent 
them word to prepare themſelues for defence : by whom they returned to the 
king this anſwer, We wonder that the captaine of ſo rich a people will wage war againſt 
ws that are knowne [0 poore, conſidering the ſuceeſſe of warre i dowbifull ; and howſoeacr 
the event prooue, the reward of the wvidtorie i nothing , but the dammage ariſing from the 
freht, manifeſt. Their anſwer went before, which their reſolution as ſuddenlie 
and ſwiftlie purſued after, for their army and their anſwer almoſ arriued to- 
gether, whoſeceleritie in march, and reſolution in purpoſe, when Yexores yn- 
derſtood , he forſooke his tents and all prouifion for warre, andbetooke him- 
ſelfe toa baſeand diſhonourable flight. They purſued him to the Agyptian 
fennes, but by reaſon of the mariſhes and vncertaine ground, their further 
paſſage was prohibited. Retyring thence they ouerranne Aſia, and ſubdued 
itvnder their predominance, impofing on the Nations a ſmall tribute, rather 
in acknowledgement of the title, than to. be gainers by the victory, the ene- 
my rather ſuffering diſgrace than oppreſſion : fifteene yeares they continued in 
Aſia, rather to ſettle the eſtate than ro extort from the inhabitants. From 
thence they were called by the wickedneſle of their wines, from whom they 
recciued word, That vnleſſe they inſtantly repayred home, they would 
ſecke iſſue from the neighbour nations , for they would not ſuffer the poſteri- 
tie of the antient Scythians to bee inthe women extint, Aſia was for many 
eares tributarie to the Scythians, Trogws and 1uſline ſay for a thouſand and fiue 
Wavy ae yeares, whichended in Ninw king of Aſlyria : In this interim, two 
princely youthes among the Scythians, Plinos and Scolopitus, being by the opti- 
mates and chiefe of thepeople expulſt from their families, drew to their 0- 
cietie a mightie confluence and inuaded Cappadocia, planting themſelues 
neere tothe riuer Thermedon : and being by conqueſt poſſeſt of the Prouince 
of Themilſciria,there hauing for many yeares made ſpoyle of the neighbour 
nations by the conſpiracic of the multitude who were oppreſt with their in- 
ſolencies, they were betraide and {laine. Their wiues,by reaſon of their exile 
halfe in deſpaire, boldly tooke armes, and firſt retyring themſelues and ma- 
king their owne confines defenſible, after grew to the reſolution to iuuade 
others. Beſides they diſdained tomarry with their neighbours, calling it ra- 
ther a ſeruitude than Wedlock. A ſingular example to all ages. Thus they aug- 
mented their ſ{cigniories and eſtabliſht their common-weale without the | 
counſell or aſſiſtance of men, whoſe fellowſhip they began now altogether to| 
deſpiſe: and tocommunicarte their loſſe,to make the widdowes of equall for- 
tune with the wiues, they flew all the menthat yet remained amongſt them, 
andafterreuengedthe deaths of their husbands formerlie ſlaine,ypon the bor- 
dering people that conſpired againſt them. Ar length by warre hauing ſetled

peace, leaſt rheirpoſteritie and memory ſhould periſh, they had 63

arauiſhor ; impatient of theſe iniuries, ſhee conuented all her forces and inci-

 grefſion with their neighbour nations: The men children they ſlew, the femalc 
they nourced and brought vp, not in ſowing and ſpinning, but in hunting and 
praiſe oft armes and horſemanſhip ; and that they better might vſe their 
launces and with the more caſc, at ſeauen yeares of age they ſeared or rather 
burat of their right breaſts , of whichthey rooke the name of Amaſons, as 
much as toſay Yaimamme,or Yrimamme.tholſe with one breaſt,or witha burnt 
breaſt. There were of them two queenes that ioyntly held the ſoueraignrie, 
Marthefia and Lampeao ; theſe divided their people into twoarmies, and being 
growne potent both in powerand riches they went to warre by turnes, the 
one gouerning at home whileſt the other __— abroad ; and leaſt there 
ſhould want honour and authoritie to their ſucceſſes, they proclaimed them- 
ſelues tobe deriued from Mars : in ſo much that hauing ſubdued the greater 

of Aurope, they made incurſions into Aſia, and there ſubdued many for- 
treſſes andcaſtles, where hauing built Epheſus with many other cities, part of 
their army they ſent home with richandgolden ſpoyles,the reſt that remained 
to maintaine the Empire of Afia,were all with the quecne artheſra(oras lome 
write, Marpeſia) defeated and flaine. In whoſe place of ſoueraigntic her daugh- 
ter Orjthia ſucceeded, who beſides her {ingular valour and fortunate ſucceſſe 
in warre, wasno leſſe admired for her conſtant vowe of virginitie , which to 
her death ſhe kept inuiolate; The bruite of their glorious and inuincible ats | 
reaching as farre as Greece, Hercules with a noble aſſembly of the moſt He- | 
roicke youthes furniſht nine ſhips, with purpoſe to make proofe of their yalor : 
two of foureſiſters at that time had the principalitie, Antiopeand Orthia: Ory- 
this was then imployde in forreine expeditions. Now when Hercales with the 
young Heroes landed vpon the Amaſonian continent, the queene Antzope, not 
iealous of the leaſt hoſtility, ſtood then with many of her ladies vnarmed onthe 
ſhore, whobeing ſuddainly aſſaulted by the Grzcians were eaſily pur to rout, 
and they obtained an cafie viorie; in this conflit many wereſlaine, and di- 
vers taken, amongſt whom were the twoſiſters of A4ntope, Menalippe ſurpriſed 
by Heremles, and Hyppolite by Theſens, hee ſubdude her by armes, but was caprti- 
vated by her beautic, who after tooke her to his wife,and of herbegot Hyppols- 
tw, Of her Seneca in _Agamemnen thus ſpeakes : |

Hauing relation to the golden belt of Thermedon , which was numbered the 
fixt of Hercales his twelue labours, He recciued that honour, and ſhe her liber- 
tie. Orythia being then abroad and hearing of theſe outrages and diſhonours 
done at home, that warre had beene commenced againſt her ſiſter, and Theſes 
prince of Arhensborne thence Hyppolite, whom ſhe held to be no better than 


ted them roreuenge , inferring, that in yaine they bore Empire in Europe and 
Afia if their dominions lay opento the ſpoyles and rapines of the Grecians. 
Hauing incouragedand perſuaded her owne people to this expedirion,ſhe next

demanded ayd of Sgillws king of the Scythians , to him acknowledging her-

the honour of ſo braue avicorie : hoping that tor the gloric of the Scythian 
nation his men would not come behind her women in ſo1uſt an enterpriſe,the 
ſuccefſe of which was vndoubtedly ſpoyle for the preſcnt, and fame for ever, 
Sazillus with theſe motiues incouraged,ſent his ſonne Penaxagor as with agreat 
armie of horſemen toayd Orithea in this warre : but by reaſon of a diſcention 
that fell in the campe, the prince of Scythia withdrew all his auxiliarie forces 


94u5,Inſtine, 0. Curtis and others, are of a contrarie opinion, and afficme that 


and with them retired into his countrey, by reaſon of which defe the Ama- 
zons were defeated by the Grecians , yet many of them after this batraile re- 
couered their countries. After this Orythea ſucceeded Penthiſilea, ſhee that in 
the aydof Priam (or as ſome ſay, forthe loue of Hector) came tothe ſiege of 
Troy with a thouſand Ladies, where after many deeds of chiualric by her 
performed ſhe was laine by the hands of Achilies, or as the moſt will haue it, 
by Neoptolimas : ſhee was the firſt that euer _ with Pollaxe, or wore a 
Target made like an halfe Moone, therefore ſhe is by the Poets called Peltiger, 
and Securigera,as bearing a Target,or bearing a Poleaxe : Therefore 0widin his 
Epiſtle of Phedra, Prima ſecurigeras inter virtute puell as,

Dacit Amazonidum lunatis Ag mina peltts 
Penthifilea fureus medy 59, in millibus ardet.

Theſe Amazons indured till the time of Alexander z and though 1/rodorus 
Eth. 14. ſaith that Alexander the Great quite ſubuerted their nation , yer Tro- 
when Alexander ſent his Embaſſadors to demand of them tribute, otherwite 
his purpoſe was to inuadetheir territories : their queene Minithra(or as ſome 
writers terme her,Thaleſtris) returned him anſwer atterthis manner : Jt zs great 
wonder of thy ſmall indgement,6 king that thou haſt a deſire to wage warre Ceind we 
men ; if thoubeing ſo great a conqueror ſhouldeſt be vanquiſhed by 13s , all thy former 
honours were blemiſhed, and thou perpetually branded with ſhame and infamie , but if 
onr gods being angerie with ws, ſhoula deljuer 15 up into thy mercie, what addition is it

and hoſtil 'rie. After this ſhe ſentto the king deſiring to haue his companie, as 


and when ſhe found her ſelfe with child by him, tooke her leaucgnd departed 
into her owne countrey. Yirgzl amongſt theſe Amazonians numbers Harpalice, 


to thine honox to hae had the maſterie ower weake women? King Alexander (it is ſayd) 
was pleaſed with this anſwere, granting them freedome, and fayd, Women 
ought tobe courted with faire words and flatterie, and not with rough ſteele 


longing to haue ifſue by him to ſucceed the father in magnanimitie and ver- 
tue, to which hee afſented. Some write, ſhe ſtayd with him in wonderous fa- 
miliaritic fourteenc dayes : but Trogws in his ſecond booke ſayth fortie daycs,

touched , with which they giue ſucke to their infants ; the right breſt thy 
burne off, that with the more facilitie they may drawa Bowe, thrill a Darr, 
or charge a Launcc . Stephanus Byzantins writes , that they arecalled by the 
Greekes Sanroparide, becauſe they are ſaid ro fecde vpon Lyſards, which in 
their language they call Saure. Herodotus writes of them many things need- 
leſſe here to1nſert, onely one is worth the obſeruarion: Toincourage their va- 
lour, and that there ſhould be no coward amongſt them,they haue a law, That 
no Virgiu ſhall becapable of a husband, orenter into familiar congretle with 
man,before ſhc hath brought from the field,the head of an enemie flaine with 
her owne hand ; which hath beene the cauſe thar ſo many of them haue died 
old wrinkled be!dames,thar neuer knew what belonged totheinterchange of 
carnall ſocictie . Ot other Scythian women that had a purpoſe,irt ſcemes , in 
ſome kind to immitate theſe Amazons, it is thus remembred by Srraboand 0- 


| thers : The warlike Scyrhians in their third Aſtan expedition , being abſent 


from their wiues theſpace of ſeuenyeares, they ſuppoſing their husbands ra- 
ther to haue bcene defeared andloſt , than deteined with the redioutneſſe of 
ſolong and lingring a warre, married themſelucs to their flaues and ſeruants, 
ſuch as were onely lefr at home tokeepe their heards, flockes , and other car- 
tell . The Scythians afrer the expiration of their warre , returning into their 
countrie were oppoſed by their owne vaſlalls, and repelled from thcir terri- 
tories as ſtrangers and inuaders,and not ſuchas cameto repoſleſſe their owne 
wiuesand fields : after many skermiſhes and conflicts, the victorie ſtill remai- 
ning doubtfull and incertaine, the Scyrthians were aduiſed ro change thur 
manner of fight, and becauſe their oppoſition was againſt the baſcſt of flaues, 
not the nobleſt of enemies, therefore to ſuit their weapons according to the 
perſons, and laying by the noble armes of a ſouldier, to encounter them not 
with weapons but with whips, notwith ſteele bur with ſcourges and other 
like inſtraments of the terrors of baſe and ſeruile feare . This counſell was 
generally approoucd and followed,ſothar the next time their flaues affronted 
them in battaile,they mer them with the commanding lookes of maiſters, not 
of equall enemies, and ſhaking theſe whips and {courges, with the ſf1ghr'ther- 
of their ſeruants were {o terrified that inſtantly they berooke rhemſclues to 
ſeruile and ignoble flight, conquering them as flaucs whom they could ſcarce 
oppole as enemies, all ſuch of them as they rooke they pur to tortures and 
death. Their wines knowing them{clues guiltic both of adulterie ro their 
beds, and treaſon to their liues, ſome flew themſelues with the ſword, cthers 
ſtrangled themſelues with the halter, all in concluſton brauely and reſolute] 

with ſelfe hands finiſhed their owne liues , leauing their husbands luſtie wid. 
dowers, with free libertie to make choice of honeſter wiues . After this acci- 
dent the Scythians had peace cuen tothe time of king Lanthinus. Higinus addes

The thirdis a more 
ſupernatural-Feare, in which by our loue towards God and ourneighbour, we 
feare to offend the higher Maieſtte, and next that, feare theterrorof eternall 
deathand damnation;bythe firſt we preſerue our bodies,by the fecond our ho- 
nours,by.the laſt our ſoules.

dic forſaken his bodie. Likewiſe,of one Artemon who was of that harc-hearted 
diſpoſition, that he mooued not abroad without Targets of brafle borne ouer 
him like cannopies , leaſt any thing\ſhould fall fromalofr and beate out his 
braines ; or if herid, it was ina horſe-litter ſceled and croſſe-bard with gads 
of ſteeleand plates of yron, for which hee was called Peripharetes. Sabellicus 
writes that Caſ/ander ſo feared Alexander , that long time atter his death com- 
ming to Delphos to behold the goadly ſtatues there errected , art the veric 
ſight of his old maiſters effigies, hee fell into ſuch a timerous feauer, thar kis 
verie bones daunced in his skinne,and longtime it was erethey could conſtant- 
ly ſettle themſelues in their owne places . This was that Caſ/ander who had 
cauſed Olimpias the mother of Alexander to be lo cruelly butchered . It is re- 
lated of Sc. Yalleir duke of Valentinojs in Fraunce, that being,condemne 

death fornot diſcloſing the. treaſons of the duke of Burbon, wit at the inſtar 
when the exccutioner ſhould haue ſtrooke off hiskead , the lang {eathimidis. 
Sratious pardon , but all in vaine, the feare of the blow before itcame, had 
diſpatched him of life. Hereof hath growne a prouerbe,toany man that hath 
aſtrongapprehenſion of feare, they will ſay hec hath-Za fieare de faint Vallier, 
ji, the feauer of Saint Yalier, Another thing is recorded, of a fellow that was fo 
iffraid of the name of Hercules,that he hid himſclfe in caues and rockes,thaugh 
he knew not of any quarrell berwixt them,at length,ſtealing from the obſcure 
cauerne where he had denned himſelte, ro ſee if the coaſt were cleere, caſting 
his.eye by chance on the one fideand eſpying Heregles who came that way by

mthat feauer. I could recite terrors and vaine fearcs which haue ariſe from 
nothing, that haue terrified whole citties of Grecians, armies of Romans,and 
multitudes of other nations, but theſe particulars ſhall ſufice,for my purpoſe 
!snot too farre to effeminate men, nor too much to embolden women : fince 
the moſt valiant man that is , is timerous ynough , and the modeſteſt woman 
that is may bee made ſufficiently bold . Bur tothe purpoſe in hand : Debora a 
warlike woman wasa Propheteſſe and indged Iſraell , by whoſe counſelland 
F courage, they were not onely freed from the inroadsand incurfions of the 
neighbour nations, but many times returned from the field withrich ſpoyles 

and glorious conqueſts : of her you may reade more at largein the Tudges, 
lanus was an antient king of Italy , hee entertained king Saturye when by his 
ſonne Jupiter he was chaſed out of Creer: Becauſe he was a prouident and wiſe 
prince, the Romans piftured him with two faces, andreceiugd him into the 
number of their gods,they attributed'ro him the beginning and end of things, 
celberating to his honour the firſt monerth Ianuarie, which rooke the denomi- 
nation of 7x from hisname , one face looked vpon the yeare to come, on

This Janus 
left behind him a beautifull faire daughter, whoſe name was Helerne, ſhce ſuc. 
ded her father inhis kingdome , which was ſcituate by the river Tiber, and 
was awoman of Maſculine ſpirirand vertue: ſhee raigned over men without 
the counſell or affiſtance of men, ſhe ſubdued nationsby her valour, and con. 
quered Princes by her beautie, of whom may bee truely ſpoken as Propertius 


kb.2. writes of the queene Pemthifilea: 


Auſa ferox ab equo quondam eppagnare ſagittis,Cyc. 


Penthiſilea from hey fteede, 
When her high courage roſe, 

Durſt with her ſhafts and warlike darts, 
The Darmſþ fleete oppoſe : 

Vo ſooner was her beauer wp, 
Aud golden cacke laid by : 

But whom by force ſhe could not take, 
She captis\d with her eye. 


Camilla and orhers. 


T His Camills was queene of the Volſcians,' whoeuen in her cradle gaue ma- 
nifeſt tokens ofher future vertue and valour,, for in her infancie ſhee was 
neither {wathed in ſoft cloathing, nor wrapt in filken mantle, not attended by 
atender nurſe, nor fed with curious dainties orfarre fetcht delicats, but foſte- 
red by her father Metab with the milke of hinds and wild goates, her court 
was a forreſt, and her pallacea darke and obſcure caue. Hauing ſomewhat out- 
growne her infancy, ſhe tooke no pleaſure inrattles, puppets, ortimbrells, in 
which children for the moſt part delight , neither did ſhe inure her hands to 
ſowing, ſpinning, orany ſuch like womaniſh chares : her cloathing was the 
$kinnes of wild beaſts, her exerciſe hunting , her praRtiſe ſhooting, her armes 
the bow andquiuer, herdrinke the fountaine water, and her foode veniſon. 
Tothis abſteinous life ſhee added the ffrict vow of chaſtitie. At length warre 
being commenſt betwixt Turns and «K£xee, ſhe adhered ro the Rurilian faxi- 
on, andto thoſe warres brought a regiment of braueand gallant horſe, which 
ſhe in perſon commanded. Her magnanimitic Yirgill in the latter end of his 
ſeauenth booke thus ſers downe, 


Hos (ueraduenit, volſca de gente Camilla, 


Agmes agens equitum (r florentes ere caleruas. 
To their ſupply Camilla came, 
The gallant Yolſcian Laſſe, 
ho brauely did command the horſe 


With troupes that ſbin'd in braſſe. 


Campania, ſhe was of a warlike condition andan inuincible courage, and flou- 
riſht in the age of Fraxcis Petrarch : ſhe is deſcribed robee moſt patient of la- 
bour,and vatyred with trauell, moderatc in diet, bur altogether abſtinent 
from wine, ſparing of words, neuer boaſting,but alwaycsdaring : Theneedle, 


other looked backe on the yearepalt ; in his right hand hee had a goſden key 
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the wheele, and the diſtaffe ſhee-vrterly abiured ; horſc, armour, the bow, 


the ſpeare, and the targer, aboue all other delights ſhee embraced ; ſhee 


vſed to walke whole nights without the leaſt ſleepe , and traucll whole dayes 
rogether without reſt , if neceſſitic at any time compelledhereyes towinke, 


| or her bodie to lie downe,, the carth was her bed; and her ſhield her pillow , 
ſhe abandoned the ſocietie of women, her continual! converſation was with | 


| captaines and commanders, which though it carried a face of boldneſſe and 
(as ſome tearme it ) impudencie , yetit is apparanttoall mcn in what a ſoue- 


 raigne reſpect ſhe held her chaſtitieand honour , which ſhee maintained with- 
\from- ribauld talke or diſ- 


our the leaſt blemiſh vnſpotred vnto the end 1 
courſe that tended to immodeſtie ſhe refrained ,.all affeted habit that ſauou- 
red of pride,or might be imputed tolightnefle ſhe dereſted ; ſhe was onely a- 
dicted to chiualrie, robe accounted AA 58 arid vertuous that was her honou- 
rableayme; and ſuch her memorable end. Bona was a ladie of Lombardie,mnd 
was lirnamed Zongabarba, and not impertinently ranked with theſe, ſhee wasa 
woman watrior , and liued in the ycareof grace 1568, ſhee was the wite of 
Brunorius Parmenſis a worthie and renowned ſouldicr, her virgin youth was 
continually exerciſed in hunting and the chaſe, ſheatrended her husband in all 
his hoſtile expeditions , nor as a partner of his pleaſures bura companion in 
his dangers, ſhe kept not the cittie when he was in the campe , nor lodged in 
tent when heJay in the field, nor crept ſhe more cloſe to him in bed than ſhee 
ſtood faſt by him in batraile ; afrer many grear ſeruices performed, andglori- 
ous vicoriesatchiued, he fell into the diſpleaſure of Alexander king of Sicilie, 
whocaſt him into priſon ; but this noble Ladic Bana, good both innameand 
conditions , neuer left ſolliciting the Emperour and other Chriſtian princes 


releale. Thenext Virzgo that comes in place is Atalanta, Apollodorus Athenien- 
fs lib.3 .de deorum origine, thus compiles her hiſtorie : Of Lycurgww and Cleophile 
(or as ſome will haueit, Eurinome) were borne Ancaus, Epochus, Amphidamus, 
and 1dezs , of Amphidamus, Melamian a {onne and Antimaliea daughter, whom 
Euriſtheus das : of Taſus and Clymene the daughter of A1imia, was Atalanta 


borne, whoſe father defirous ofmaſculine iſſue, caſt her ourto a deſperate for- 


courſing that way, and chancing vpon ſo ſweete and beautifull an infant,tooke 
her home , and ſawe her fairely and liberally educated . She being growneto 
mature age,notwithſtanding ſhe was ſolicited by many ſuirors,tooke vpon her 
the ſtrict yowe of Virginitie, and arming her ſelfe after the manner of Diana, 


ſolely deuored her ſelteto hunting and the chace ; and increaſing in beautic 
x ſhe did in yeares, ſhe was ambuſhed by two Centaures Rhecus and Hyllews, 
who in{idiating her virgin chaſtitic, ſhee with two ſhafts tranſpierſt them and 
lefrthem dead in the place. The next heroick ation which made her famous, 
ſhe came withall thenobleyouthes of Greece to the hunting of the Calido- 
nian boare, and was the firſt that drew blood of the beaſt in the preſence of 
Meleager y_- of Xtolia,andall the otherbraue Heroes, of whom P ataxm lib.

. Of the loue of 'Meleager to her, and of his death, I either haue or thall find 
occaſion to ſpeake elſewhere, Her next achiuement by which ſhe purchaſed 
her {clfe honour, 'was her contention in the ſports of Pelews. It ſhall not bee a- 
miſſeto tell you what theſe {ports or paftimes were., They were the twelue 
innumber that were celebrated amongſt the Greekes, eca/tus the ſonne of 
Pelerss inſtituted them in honour of his father . Zethas the ſonne of Agquile 0- 
ttercame in that which was called Dolichodromm , which ſignifies a race of 
ewelue furlongs . Calas his brother hadthe beſt in the Diantzs, which wasa 
race of two furlongs . Caſtor the ſonne of -upiter was victor in the Stadium, 
which wasa place of running or exerciſe as wel for men-as horſezthe word ſig- 
nifiesafurlong ora meaſure of ground;there be of themithree ſorrs,one of Ita- 
lie containing 61 5 feete,whichramounteth to'1 25 paces ; the ſecond is called 
Olimpicum, which cxfiſts of 600 feete, which is an hundred and twentie paces; 
thethird Pythicum , conteining 1000' feete , which comes to'2 00 paces. A- 
bour rheſe Stadia, Plinie an d Drodorws differ ': inthe diſcription of Sicily, eight 
oftheſe furlongs make an Iralian mile,conteining 1000 paces,and everie pace 
fluefeete. Pollux carried away the priſc called Ceſtws, which ſignifies a marri- 
age belt orgyrdle whichthe husband vſed torye about rhe waſt' of his bride, 
and-vnlooſe the firſt night of their wedding . Telamop the ſonne of Aiax had 
the praiſe in Diſco, orcaſting the bullet or the ſtone . Pelews in wreſtling, Mele- 
ager the ſonne of Oerews in caſting of the dart. Cignus the ſonne of Mars, flew 
Pilus the ſonne of Diodatss. Bellerophon was the moſt eminent for riding the 
horſe. And Jlaus the ſonne of Jphicles, for mannaging the chariot. Hercules 0- 
uercame in many things,but Atalanta in al.Not long after this comming,ro the 
knowledge of her parents, and being by rhem verſcaded to marvie;tro preuent 
the loarhed embraces of a husband, truſting ro her owne icrngantblo ſwift- 
nefle,the deuiſed a race,in which ſhe Krwes herſelte the priſe of the vior, 
bur the vaaquiſhed were mulded with the lofſe of their heads : after the 
ſlaughrerof many princes, ay we. 0 ſpoken of inflamed with her loue, 
receiued of Fenus three golden apples, which he ler fall one afteranother in the 
{wifrneſle of their courſe,ſheby ſtooping to take them vp ſlackened her ſpeed, 


| and by looſing the race became his priſe and bride. Some write that they ran 


in chariors and armed, truſting tqthe ſwiftneſle of their ſteeds,nor the veroci- 
tie of their owne feet. The manner of their running is elegantly deſcribed in 
Oxid, of which I will guie you preſent expreſſion. Heſiod, Naſo,and others will 
' notallow Atalamtato be the daughter of 1aſus,but Sthoenens ; Euripides derives 
herfrom Menalus,making her the bride of Hyppomanes the ſonne of Megar v5,

Of other warlike Ladles. 


A Bout Meroe raigned the queene Candaces, and had principalitic ouer the 
Acthiopians, a woman of a mighrie ſpirit, who tnall her conqueſts in per- 
ſonled her people to the ficld , amongſt whom ſhe obtained that dignitie and 
honour, that as amongſt the kings of Agypr from the firſt of that name that 
was renowned and beloucd, they were for many ſuccefſions cald Phayades, and 
after Ptolomyes, and ſince the time of Julius all the Roman Fmperours haue in 
memory of him taken vpon them the firname of Cz/ar ; ſo for many yeares 
after her deceaſe, the queenes of AMrhiopia were cald Candaces. The women 
of Lacena imitated the men inall things, in ſchooles, in hunting,and in armes. 
Theſe in the warre commentt againſt the Meſſenians , aduentured equally in 
the battaile with their husbands : by whoſe afliſtance they-purchaſeda noble 
viorie. It is reported of Yalsſca, a queene of the Bohemians , that hauing 
made a coniuration with the women'ot Her countrey totake away all the pre- 
rogatiue and iuriſdition from the men, ſhe inſtruting them in Militarie exer- 
cites leuied an armieof her owne ſex, with which they met their husbands 
and ouerthrew them, by which meanes they attained the ſoucraigne principa- 
litie, and (as the Amaſons had before times done) for many yeares ſpace man- 
naged all affaires as well for offence as defence, without the helpe or counſel of 
men. The women of Bellouaca being long and fearfully beficged by Charles 
the great, duke of Burgundic, moſt reſolutely defended the walls, rumbling 
the aſſailants fromtheir ſcaling ladders.into theditches,to the euerlaſting ho- 
nour of their Sex, and the reproach of the enemy. Zesb:a a virgin beeing be- 
fieged hy the Turkes, hazarded her ſelte rodiſcouer their workes and mines, 
and whenthe cittiſens were deliberating to ſurrender vp the towne tothemer- 
cilefle enemy, ſhee oppoſed their purpoſe, and preſented her ſelfe vpon the 
walls tothe violence of theirarrowes andengines,by whole onely valour and 
encouragement the citie was preſerued, & the aſſailants repulſt with diſhonor. 
Amalaſuntha queeene of the Gothes, kept her principalitie neere to Rauenna, 
and as Yolaterran hath left recorded, by the helpe of Theodatws(whom ſhe made 


| competitor inthe Empire) ſhee expeld from Italy the Burgonians, Almaines | 


and Ligurians . Texcathe wife of Argos tooke vpon ber the ſoueraigntie, ſhee 
was om of the1llyrians, a warlikenation, whom ſhe wiſely gouerned, by 
whoſe valour and fortitude ſhe not only oppoſed the violence of the Romans, 
but obtained from them many noble vitories. Hasbizes was a warlike Virago, 


and lead armies into the field » of her Siluins lib, 1, thus ſpeakes :

and ſurfers to be inuaded, his tents rifled, his army defeated, and himſelfe ta- 
ken priſoner by Cyrus. To whom the queene ſent to this purpoſe , Thow haſt 


Returne me the Prince, and with the honour to have vangquiſhi the third part of my people 
(onpuniſhed) depart out of my countrey: which if thow doſt not, 1 vow by the Sunne (the 
Lord and God to which the Meſſagets giue due adoration) that 1 will quench thy thirſt beeſt 
thou neuer ſo much inſatiate of blood. This meſſage being deliuered to Cyrus, he re- 
oarded it nor, but held it as the vaine boaſt of a franticke woman. But Spargs- 
piſes the ſonne of Tamyris being awaked from the drowſineſſe of wine,andper- 
ceiuing into what miſchiefe he was falne, intreated Cyra« he might be releaſed 
from his bonds, to whichthe Perſian granted;who no ſooner found his legges | 
vnbound, and his hands at libertie , but he inſtanrly cartchthold of a weapon, 
with which he ſlew himſelfe. The queene hauing intelligence of the death of 
her ſonne, and withall that Cyrw gaueno heed toher admonition , colleted a 
puiſſant armic of purpoſe togiue him battaile, whointiced him by a counter- 
feit flight into certaine ſtraits bf her countrey , where having ambuſht her} 
men, ſhe fell ypon the Perſians and made of them an infiniteſlaughter, to the 
defeating of their whole hoſt. In this ſtrangeand bloody execution,Cyrws him- 


veſſel] with blood, into which commanding his head to be throwne, ſhee thus 
inſultingly ſpake,0f humau blood in thy life thou weart inſatiate,anudnow in thy death 
thow mayft drinke thy fill . The faſhions of the Meſlagets are after this manner 
deſcribed by Herodatus : Their habitand their food is according to the Scy- 
thians, they fight as well on horſebackeas on foot, being expert in both , they 
are both archers and lanciers, in all their weapons armour or capariſ, _—— 
dand brafle, inthe headsof their ſpeares, their quiuers, their daggers, an 
other armour, they were braſſe , but whatſocuer belongs tothe head, or tothe 
belt, is of the pureſt gold , the breaſt-plates of their horſes and what belongs | 
ro their trappings and caparifons are buckled and ſtudded with brafſe, bur that

haue ſmall vſcor none(as being rare in their countrey)bnt gold and braſſe they 
haue in aboundance. Euery man marrieth a wife, butnot to his owne peculiar 
vic, for they keepe ther in common, for what the Greeks inthis kind remem- 


berof the Scythians they donot , it is cuſtomable onely amongſt the Meſſa- 
ed

| ringhimro dye in themoſt bleſſed eſtate that is ſofſlaine and caten: {ach asdye 
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vets, if any man hauean appetite roa woman, he onely hangs his quiuer vpon 
thenext bough, & proſtitutes her in publike withourrazation or ſhame. There 
isf101imit propoſed to tetminatetheir lives ; whenany growesold, his neigh- 
bours about-him make a generall meeting, and with great ceremony (after the 
manner ofa ſacrifice) cauſe him to be ſlain, with other catrell in number accor- 


dingo his degree,with whoſe fleſh boyld together they make abanquer,coun- 


of conſumption or diſeaſe they eate not, but buty inthe earth, accounting all 
ſuch inforrunare that ſuffered not immolation, and whoſe fleſh wasmor feaſted 
with. They neither ſownor reape,but liue vpon theircattaile and fiſh,of which 

the riuer Araxes yeelds them plenty,they drinkemilke and honor the Sun:and 
to'the gods whom they maſt feare, they ſacrificeſuch foure: footed beaſts as: 
they hold moſt fearful: 8 ſomuch forthe cuſtoms ofthe Mefſagers, Now leaſt 
ir mightappeare almoſt againſt nature that amongſt, ſo many tighting women 
there ſhould beno ſcolding at all, let it not be taken amiſle it I put you in mind 
of two or three ſhrowes by the way,and ſo returne againe to my former argu-

4 Eicronimo writa booke againſt 7niman , in which hee copioutly diſcourſes 
of the praiſe of Virginitie, reckoning a cattalogue of diuerſe famous and 
renowned in that kind amongſt ſunderie nations, beſides the diſcommodities 
and inconueniences of ſcolding and contentious wiues : and amongſt other 
husbands much troubled in that kind, hee ſpeakes of Socratef,vwho hauing two 
curſt queanes and bothar once (for thelawof Athens did allow duplicitic of 
wiues ) could indure their ſcouldings and contumacies with ſuch conſtancie 
and patience ; for hauing Zamippe and and Mirhothe daughters of Ar:/tides, the 
houſe was neuer without brawling & vprore. One Exzthidemus comming from 
the wraſtling place, and Socrates meeting him by chance,compelled him home 
toſupper : and being fate at boardand in ſad and ſerious diſcourſe , Zantippe 
ſpake many bitterand railing words of diſgrace and contumelic againſt her 
husband ; but henothing mooued therewith,nor making her the leaſt anſwer, 
ſhe tipped vp the Tableand lung downeall that was vpon it. But when Exthi- 
demus being therewith much mooued , aroſe to be gone and inſtantly depart, 
Why what harme is there (quoth Socrates) did not the ſame thing chance at 
your houſe when I dined with you the laſt day, when a cackling henne caſt 
downe ſuch things as were vpon the bord, yer we your gueſts notwithſtanding 
lefrnot your houſe vnmannerly. Anothertime in the open market,ſhe ſnatch- 
ing his cloake from his backe,the ſtanders by perſuaded him to beat her: but he 
replyde,So whilſt ſhe and I be tugging together, you mayſtand by laughing,and 
cry, 0 well done Zantippe, © well done Socrates, Anorher time ſhee with her 
much loquacitie had made him wearieof the houſe,therfore he ſat him downe 
vpon a bench before the ſtreer doore , but ſhe at his patience dceing the more 
impatient, and much more angry becauſe ſhe wasnotableromooue in himthe 
leaſtanger,ſhe mounts vp into a garret window , and from thence pours a full 
pilpot ypon his head:ſuch as came by,extreamely mooued,as much in derifion 
of his perſon, asat rhe ſuddenneſſe of rhe ation;he rooke vpa hughter as high 
and loud as the beſt,expreſſing no more anger than in theſe words, Nay 1 thought 
verily in my mind and could eaſily indge by the weather, that after ſagreat a thunder wee

I will now trouble thy patience gentle Reader, with a diſcourſe that hathin 
it more mirth than murther, and more ſport than ſpight , and yet a rouch of 
both.

the husband was both atmaſed and vexcd , the woman-laught at her reucnge, 
and retyred her ſelfe : and the poore man was glad to reconcile the difference 
before ſhe would yceld toallow him either fire or dry linnen. Conſidering 
this,me thinkes it was not amiſſe anſwered'of a genticman,who being perſua- 
ded by a friend of his not to marry with- ſuch a gentlewoman ro whom hee 
was aſuitor, his reaſonsalleadged were, becauſe ſhe had no quicke and volu- 
| ble rongue,neither was ſhe of any fine wirre or capacitie : to whom he inſtant-

F Guendoline the wite of king Lotrine , and daughter to Corinew duke of 

S Cornwall, I ſhall rake more occafion to ſpeake at large in the diſcourſe of 

the beautifull Efreld. Elphleda was ſiſter ro king Edward before the conqueſt fir- 
namedrthe fourth,ſhe was wife to Etheldredus duke of Mercia, who afſhited her 
husband in the reſtoring of the citic of Cheſter, after it had beene deſtroyed 
and demoliſhed by the Danes, encompaſling it with new walls : he was gene- 
rall to the king in all his expeditions againſt the Danes, in the laſt batraile that 
he fought againſt them at a place cald * Toten Hall in Stafford(hire , hee gaue 
them a mightic ouerthrow, but a greater at Wooddensfield where were laine 
two kings, two Earles,and of the ſouldiours many thouſands which were of 
the Danes of Northumberland. In this batraile were the king and Zlphleds 
both preſent. Soone after this viRorie Etheldredus dyed,and ſhe gouerned rma- | 
ny yecres after him inall Mercia or middle England, except inthe two cities of 
Londonand Oxford,which the king herbrother reſerued to himſelf. She buil- 
ded many cities andtownes, and repayred others, as Thatarne Brimsbury,the 
bridge vpon Seuerne, Tamwoorth, Liechfield, Stafford, Warwicke, Shrews- 
bury, Watrisbury, Edisbury in the Forreſt beſides Cheſter, which is ſince 
vttery defaced anddeſtroied, Alſoſhee built acittie and a caſtle inthe North 

part of Mercia, which then was cald Runcofan, and after Runcorn. Thus farre 

Ranwlphus. William dz regib. with others giue her this noble charaRer, This La- 

dy hauing once affayde the throwes of childbirth , would neuer after bee 

drawnets haue any carnall ſocietic with her husband, alleaging that it was 


not fitting or ſcemely for a woman of her degree being a princeſle, a kings

| uince of Mercia intirely into his owne hand, diſinherited her daughter E//wi- 
| #z, whom he led with him into Weſt-Saxon. Henricws lib. . hath left this Epi- 
taph as a memorial] ouer her Tombe : |

Muchto this purpoſe hath Treniſa expreſſed theſe verſes in old Engliſh. 
Mazd the daughter of Henrie the firſt, was married to Henrie the fourth Empe- 
rour of that name, after the death of her husband ſhe bore the title of Maud 
the Empreſle : her father in his life time ſwore all the nobilitie to her ſucceſ- 
fion, but he being dead many fell from their oathes of alleagence , adhering 
to Stephan Earle of Bulleine , who by the fiſters fide was neaphue to the de- 
ſeaſed king. He notwithſtanding he had before ſworne ro her homage, cauſed 
himfelfe to be crowned at London vpon a Saint Stephens day ,by William Arch- 
biſhop of Canturburie, one that had before paſt his oath of alleagence to the 
Empereſſe. Much combuſtionthere was in England in thoſe dayes betwixt 
Maude and Stephan,and many batrails fought,in which the ſucceſle was doubt- 
full, the viorie ſometimes inclining to the one, andagaine to the other, the 
circumſtances rather would becomea large Chronicle than a thort traRtat : 1 
will thereforecome to that which ſorts beſt with my preſent purpoſe. This 
lady tooke the king in battaile, and kept him priſoner at Briſtol! from Candle- 
' | mas day to Hollyrood day in harueſt : for which vidtorie the people came a-

Briſtoll ſhe came to Wincheſter, thence ro Wilton, to Oxford, to Reding and 
Saint Albons, allthe peopleacknowledging hertheir queene and foueraigne, 
excepting the Kentiſhmen onely : ſhee came thence to London to ſettle the 
eſtateof the land, whether came the wife of king Stephan for her husbands de- 
liverie,ypon condition that Stephan ſhould ſurrender the kingdome vp entirely 
into her hands,and berake himſelfecuer after toa ſequeſtred and religious life: 
Bur ro this motion the Empereſſe would by no meanes affent, the Cittiſens 
kewiſe intreated her that they might vſc the fauourable lawes of S. Edward, 
andnotthoſeſtri and ſeucre ſtatutes and ordinances deviſed & eſtabliſhed by 
King Henry her father;neither to this would the bold- ſpirited Lady agree, For 
which the people began ro withdraw their affefions from her,& purpoled to 
hauc ſurpriſed her,of which ſhe hauing notice, left all her houſhold progifion 
| and furniture, and ſecretly conneighed herſelfe to Oxford , where ſhe atren- 
ded her forces,who were by 
her her Vncle Dawd king of Scots, ſhee came before Wincheſter , laying a 
trong ſiege tothe biſhops tower, which was defended by the brother of _y 
h SPAR. 
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gainſt her with proceſſion, which was approoued by the Popes legate: From | 


this time diſperfedanddiuided. But raking with |.

ned King being denycd his freedome,now takes both ſpirit & armes,and aſſo. 
| ciated with one Williams 1perws, came with ſuch a thundring terror to rayſe the 

ſiege, that the hardie Empreſle (to giue way to her preſent furie) was from 
ſtrength forced to flye toſtratageme : for finding her powers too weake to 
withſtand the incenſed Queene,ſhe counterfeited herſelfc dead,andasa Corle 
cauſed her bodie to be conueyed to the citie of Gloceſter, and by this meanes 
eſcaped. But Robert her brother was there taken priſoner, and committed to 
ſafe cuftodie. Then the Queene imployecd herſelfe on the one part forthe re- 
leaſe of her husband, and the Empreſſe on the other, forthe entranchiſement 
of her brother : at length,aftcr long debating of the buſineſle, it was determi- 
ned by the Mediators on both ſides, that Stephan ſhould be reſtored to the 
Kingdome,and Duke Robert to his Lordſhipand Earledome ; and both,as they 
had diſturbed the peace of the Land, ſonow to eſtabliſh ir. To this the Earle 
would not aſſent : ſo that all that yeere there was nothing but ſpoyle, man- 
ſlaughter, direptions, and all manner of violence, robbing of the rich, and op- 
preſſion of the poore. The King vpon Holy-Rood day was releaſed, and be- 
fieged the Emprefle in the citic of Oxford, from Michaelmas day to mid- | 
Winter : where, being oppreſſed with famine, ſhe tooke the aduantage of the 


Froſt and Snow ; and attyring her ſelfe all in white, eſcaped ouer the Fennes, 
and came to the caſtle of Wallingford. And ſo much ſhall ſuffice to expreſle 
che magnanimitic and warlike diſpoſitions of two noble and heroicke Engliſh 
Ladies. A French Ladic comes now in my way , of whom I will giue you a 
ſhort charaQeer. 

In the minoritie of Henry the ſixt, when France(which was once in his entire | 
poſſeſſion) was there gouerned by our Engliſh Regents, the famous duke of 
Bedford, and others , Charles the Dolphin, ſtyled after by thename of Charles 
the ſeuenth (being a Lord withour land, yetat that time maintaining what ho- 
ſtilitie he was able) whileſt the Engliſh forraged through France at their will, 
and commanded in all places at. their owne pleaſure (the French in vtterde- 
ſpaire of ſhaking off the Engliſh yoake) there aroſe in thoſe deſperate times, 
one Joane Are, the daughter of James Are and his wife 1/abel, borne in Dam- 
prin. This James was by profeſſion a Shepheard, and none of the richeſt. 
Toane (whom the Frenchafterwards called Toane de Pucil)whileſt ſhe was a yong 
maid and kept her fathers ſheepe, would report to diuerſe, That our bleſſed 
Ladie, S. Agnes,and S. Katherine, had appeared vnto her,and told her, That by 
her meanes France ſhould regayne her priſtine libertie,and caſt off the yoke of 
Engliſh ſeruitude. This comming to the care of one Peter Braditourt, an emi- 
nent captaine then belonging to Charles the Dolphin, hee vſed meanes that ſhe 
ſhould be fent to haue conference with his maiſter , who ſoiourned then in 
Chynon,in his loweſt of deiection and deſpaire of hope, ſupplie,or comfort. 
1nher 1ourney thither, ſhee came to a towne called Faire-boys , where taking 
vp her Inne (a place which ſhee had neuer before ſeenc) ſhee defired a fouldier 
togoetoa ſecret by-corner, where wasa heape of old yron, and from thence 
to bring hera Sword. Theſouldier went according to her direQtion,and ſear- 
ching the place, amidſt a great quantitic of old rongs, ſhouels, hand-yrons, 
and broken|horſe-ſhooes , found a faire bright ſword with fiue Flower-de- 

either ſide engrauen : This Sword (with which ſhe after commit- 


ted many flaughters vpon the Engliſh) ſhee gyrt to her, and ſo%proceeded to

fon: the looking vpon him gaue him neither reſpeR nor reuenaice, but fought 
out Charles among all the other in that aſſemblie, and pickt himfromamongſt 
the reſt; ro whom making a low obeyſance,ſhe rold him, that to him only was 
her buſineſſe. The Dolphin at this was amaſed, the rather becauſe ſhe had ne- 
ver before ſcene him,and was fomewhart comforted , by reaſon that ſhe ſhew- 
edcheare and alacritie ta her countenance : they had rogether long and Bm 


eonference ; and ſhortly afrer ſhe had an armic giuen to bee diſpoſed an 

ed by her . Shee then beſpake her ſelfe armour , Cap 4 Pe, brgring a white 
 Enſigne diſplaide before her, in which was pourtrayde the picthxe of the $g- 
uiour of the world, with aflawer-de-lycein his hand; and ſo marched rq Qr- 
leance , Her firſt exploit was fortunately ro raiſe the ſiege and seleepe the 
towne . From thence ſhee paſſed roReames, tooke the cittic and cauſed the 
Dolphin there to proclaime himſelfe king, and rake vpon him the crowne of 
France. She after rooke Iargueux a ſtrong towne , 'and'in it the Earle of Suf- 
folke with many other braue Engliſh gentlemen. She fought the great battaile 
of Pathay with good ſucceſſe, in which were taken priſoners the lord Taltot 
(the skourge and terror of the French nation) the lord Scales, thalord Hunger- 
ford, with many others bath of name and qualitic ; ſheropke in Benugele;, Me- 
hun, Trois , and diuers other townes of great import and confequence; at 
length ina camiſado or skirmiſh, ſhe was taken priſoner by fir Tons of Enten- 
burch, a Burgonian captaine, and ſent to Roan . The French Cranicles aftirme 
that the morning before ſhe was ſurpriſed, ſhe tooke rhe facrament, and cours 
ming from Church told to diuerſe that were about her, that ſhe was berraide; 
ber life ſold,and ſhould ſhortly after be delinercd vp vntoa violent death, For 
fir John gaue a great ſum of money to betray her. The Engliſh comming to in- 
veſt themſelues before Mondidier , /oan was aduiſed ro ifſue out by Flazieand 
Skirmiſh with them ; who was no ſooner our, burthe ſhur rhe gates vpon her : 
being taken, ſhe was ſent ro Peter Biſhop of Beuoiſe, who condemned herro 


mn Roane, inthe market place . Twentic fix yeares after , Chazles the king for 
agrear ſumme of money procured an annichilation of the firſt ſentence trom 
the Pope, in which ſhe was proclaimed a Virago inſpired wich divine iaſtin: 
nmemorie of whoſe yertuous life and vniuſt death, he cauſed a faire crofle ro 
bee erected iuſt in the place where her bodie was burned. I returne againe to 
the Engliſh. Fabiap and Harding ſpeake of Emma ſiſter to the Norman duke cal- 


| led Richard, who tor her extraordinarie beautie was called , The flawer of Nor- 


wandie, ſhe was married to Ethelred king of England. By her heroicke ſpirit and 
maſculine inſtigation, the king ſentro all parts of the kingdome ſecret and 
ſtrit commiſſions, That vpon acertaine day and hour aſſigned,all thoſe Danes 
which had yſurpedin the land, and vſed great crucltie, ſhould be laughtered, 
which at her beheſt 'and the kings commaund was accordingly performed, 
which though it after prooued ominous, and was rhe cauſe of much mi- 
| ſerie and miſchiefe, yer it ſhewed in her a noble and notable reſolution. 
Of queene Xargarct the wife of Hewrie the (ixt, her courage, reſolution, and 
magnanimitie,to ſpeake at large, would aske a Volume rather than acompen- 
dious diſcourſe, to which Iamridily tyed. And therefore whoſoeuer is defi- 
rous eo be further inſtructed in the ſucceſle of thoſe many barrailes foug 
| 82ſt the houſe of Yorke, in which ſhe was perſonally prefent, I referrerhem

IT is reported of a king,that for many yeeres had no iſſue, and 
di defirous to hauean heire of his owne bloud and begetting to 
| ſucceed in the Throne, vpon his earneſt ſupplication to the 
| | dinine powers, he was bleſſed with a faire ſonne;both of beau- 
| tie and hope. And now being poſleſt of what he ſo much de- 

| | fired, his ſecond care was to ſec him focducated that hee 
might have as much comfort of him in his growth,as hope in his infancie: hee 
therefore ſent abroad to find out the moſt cunning Afﬀrologians to calculate 
of his natiuitic,that if the ſtarres were any way maleuolent to him at his birth, 
he might by inſtruction and good education (as farre as was poſſible) preuem 
any diſaſter that the Planets had before threatened. A meeting to that pur- 
poſe being appointed,and the Philoſophers and learned men from all parts af- ,

They brought before him a Horſe, a Dogge, a Lion, with many A 
other beaſts of ſeuerall kindes, of which he onely looked, but ſeemed in them 4] 
totake ſmall pleaſure. They ſhewed him Siluer, Gold, Plate, and Iewels , in of 
theſe likewiſe hee appeared to take ſmall delight ornone, as not knowing to or: 
what purpoſe they were vſcfull : yet witha kind of dull diſcontent,he deman- | 
ded thcir names, and ſo paſt them over. Ar length the king commanded cer- 
taine beautifull virgins, gorgeouſly attyred, to be brought into his preſence : 
| which the Prince no ſooner ſaw, but as recollecing his ſpirits, with a kind of 
| alacritie and change of cheare,he earneſtly demanded, What kind of creatures 2

they were, how bred, how named, and towhat vie created © To whom his tu- 
tor icaſtingly replyed, Theſe be called Deuills, of which I oft haue told you, flo! 
and they are the great tempters of mankind. Then his fatherdemanded of 
him, To which of all theſe things he had beheld, he ſtood affeed beſt, and to 
whoſe ſocietie hee was moſt enclined ? who preſently anſwered ; O Father, / 
| encly deſire to be attended by theſe Dexils Such is the attraQive power of beautic? 


which women cannot fully appropriate to themſclues, lince it is eminent ,

and delightfull ſpots 2 Arenor the Fiſhes as beauritfull in their filuer-ſhining 
Skales,and the terrible Dragon as glorious in his goldenarmour,as women ap- 
parrellcd in cloth of Bodkin,or Tiſſue 2 What is ſhe that exceeds the Doue or 
Swan in whiteneſſe, or the Pyne or Cedar in ſtraitneſſe Let me heare her 
voycc, that can compare with the Nightingale in ſweetneſle; or behold that 
eye, that can looke vpon the Sunne with the, Eagles. Why ſhould you faire 
ones then be prowd of any thing, that are by other creatures exceeded in all 
things ? Beſides, enen the choyſeſt beautic amongſt you being once enioyed, 
isthe leſſe eſteemed ; Souldiers hauing vanquiſhr their enemies, hang vp their 
armes ; Sea-men that haue attayncd: their harbour, fold vp their ſayles. The 
choyſeſt dainties are loathſometo ſuch as haue filled their ſtomacks, and Wine 
isaburthen to him that hath ſariated his thirſt : Nobilitie of birth is a thing 
honorable, but you are not beholding to your ſelues for it,but your anceſtors: | 
Riches and Plentie are excellent, bur they are the gifts of Forrune, therefore 
ſubie@ ro change and caſualtie: Prayſe and Honor is venerable,but withall vn- 
ſtable : Health is precious, but ſubieR tofickneſſe and infirmitie : Strength an 
excellent gift and bleſſing, but neither free from age, nor diſeaſe : Beautie is 
4dmirableaboucall, and yet ſubie@roall: onely Learning, Knowledge, Art, 
and Vertue,are aboue the enuie of change,or mallice of Fortune. Neither are 
you womenfolely beautifull : We reade in 2artial, hb. , of a boy called 4- 
chill as, of admirable tearure z of Acanthus,vhom the gods ar his death, in me- 
morie of his exquiſite forme, changed intoa flower,thar ſtill beares his name. 
Amongſt the Romans, Scipio (ſurnamed Demerriws) and amongſt the Greekes, 
Alcibiades carryed the Palme from women ; who{as Plutarch in his life reports 
of him) was not onely wondered at4n his youth, but admired in his age, his 
grace and comelineſle ſtill growing with him. I

| Democles an Athenian youth was of that pulchritude, that he was called by 
| allmen Pulcher Democles,and (that which ſeldome meets with beautie) of that 
rare temperance, that when king Demetrius plucked him to have madehim a 
proſtitute tohis vnlawtull and beaſtly luſts; ro ſhun his embraces,he leaped in- 
ro a caldron of ſcething hot liquor, and there drowned himſclfe : Plutarch in 
Demetrio . Diadumenus the cup-bearer to Avguſtns was of that admirable tea- 
ture, that in the contention which was made at Elis he carried thepalme both 
from men and women : Yolateran. For no other cauſe was Ganimede faydrofill 
Near to 1upicer than for his cligancie of forme . Galetes was a youth of that 
excellent feature and ſo indeered to Ptolomens, that when diucrſe maletactors 
(and forgreat crimes) were led to execution, onely at his entreatie hee ſpared 
their liues. Hypociides the ſonne of Thyſander as Herodotus relates,was excellent 
aboue all the Athenians for wealth and beautic. Of Hyas the ſonne of 41/4

Iunencus was the minion of Catallus, as Ly- 
gurinus was to Horace ; {olikewile Zyews, of whom hethus ſpeakes :

In Epheſtion was that maieſticall beautie , that the wife of king Darius ſalu- 
ted him for Alexander : for his exquſite forme hee was eſpecially belouedof 
Alexander. Virgill commends the ſhape of Eurialus the ſonne of Niſus. So Ny- 
[us king of the Megarenſes was ſayd to haue haires of gold they were of ſuch 
ſplendor . Sratizs commends P «5 the ſonne of Aeleager and Atalanta, 
or as ſome write of Aars and Menalipps. Celis, Ouid, and othets, celebrate 
Phaon the beloued of Sappho the Pocteſle , for the taireſt of theworld, _

#rine was 2 youth of ſuch an alluring beautie, that when he couldneither 
reſerue himſelte from ſuit of men,or importunities of women, hee deformed 
hisowne beautie with ſcratches and wounds to preſerue his owne chaſtirie, 
Valer . Max. de Verecundss, Magnes Smyrneus was the moſt beautifull of his age, 
and ſo acceptable to Gyges king of Lydia, that when his parents cut off his de- 
licate and faire haire(ſumewhat to take off the kings affetion)the king was ſo 
incenſed that for that cauſe alone he made warre againſt the Magneſians, Pay- 
[en. apud Folater. The Poet 1u/eus celebrates therare forme of Leander, 1 
youth of Abidos & beloucd of Hero : As Yirgill doth the like of Lauſws the ſon 
of Mezentius, AEncid.lib.7. Herodotus ſpeaking of Xerxes ſayth that he hadin his 
armie fixtic eight miriades of men , yet amongſt them all hee was the beauti- 
fulleſt of face,and talleſt of ſtature. I could reckon vp others,as Pelops, 1das,14- 


minion to a king, or the deerely beloued of ſome queene or goddeſſe. This 
isonely to put you in mind 6 women, That though you hauc ingroſleda great 
portion of beautie , yet you arenort poſſeſt of all, fince not onely men,bur di-

or any thing from your worths , onely to abate ſome of rhat ambition or 
elfeloue which is commonly attendant vpon beautie : One thing for your 
gracel haue rcad in the Spaniſh Cronicle of an exquifit ladie (the likeI did 
neuer of any excellent man) Queene //abell the wite of Heprie ſirnamed the 
Humble, being attyring her ſelfe in her window, againſt which the Sunne ſhi- 
ned ſomewhat hot, it is crediblie reported, that the beames of the Sunne ſet 
hercurled lockes on fire : ſome held it as a prodigie , others alluded ir to her 
miraculous beautic, ſome thought that one pane or other in the window was 
of the nature of a burning glaſſe and that was the cauſe, others imputed it to 
certain oyles and ſweet vnguents,with which the Queens and great ladies vic 
todreſle their haire : howſocuer, if their Cronicle ſpeake trurh,moſt certaine 
it is, that her luſt made greater combuſtion inthe land, than the Sunne had 
powerto commit vpon her haire . I haue onething more to inſtance to your 
grace, and ſo I will conclude my diſcourſe. An Embaſlador being to beenter- 
rained inthe court of queen Elizabeth (where the greateſt ſtate was ſtill obſer- 
ued)he firſt paſſed through alane of the guard in their rich coats, next through 
the gentlemen pentioners, and ſo through all the greater officers, the Lords, 
Earles, and Counſell : The Queene ſar then in ſtate at the vpper end of along 
eallerie, which when the Embaſſadorſhouldenter , the great Ladies of either 
{iderichly attired were placed, through the middeft of whom as he paſleda- 
long, he as amaſed at the ſtare, or admiring at their beauties, caſt his eye firlt 
on onefide, then on the other, andthar not wirhour ſome pauſe, as if hee had

| 'O Ftheſe, Herodica ſhall haue the firſt place. Vicews in his booke ds Rebus Ar- 
| cad. relates, That one Cypſelz purpoſing to rayſe a new Colonie, erected a 
faire and goodly citic in a ſpacious Playne bordering vpon the river Alphzus, 
ro which place multitudes of the Parrhaſtans came ro inhabite. Ar the ſame 
time wasa Groue and an Altar celebrated (with much pompe and ſolemnitie} 
' tO Eluſmma Ceres, with an annuall feaſt : at this publike meeting was a conten- 
| tion, Which of all the women was cenſured tobe the faireſt? The fir{t that had 
the prioritic and Palme for beautic beſtowed ypon her,was Heroazca, the wife 
of Cypſelus. Zenophon apud Celium, lib.7.tip.5 3. (peakes of Panthea, the wife 
of .4hraditus, anobleman of Perſia, whom Cyriss (hauing defeated the armie of 
the Aſſyrians, and ſpoyled their tents) tooke captiue ; Abradrizesat that time 
being ablent,as not long before employed vpon an Embaſfhe to the BaGtrians, 
in which interim, Parthea was in the cuſtodie of a nobleman of Media, called 
| Araſpes, whoafhirmed of her to the king with great admiration of her feature 
and beautie, That in all Afia herlike was not tobe ſeenc,or found, Paalxs Dia- 
cons writes of Theodole,a Roman Ladie,of that admirable ſplendour,that ſhee 
attracted the eyes of all men that but glanced that way, to dwell ypon her with 
wonder : herhaire was bright,and yellow,which when ſhe pleaſed to unlooſe 
]and ler fall about her ſhoulders, it couered her from the crowne to the heele. 
A large deſcription he makes of herperfe@tions, howſocuer moſt certaine it 
is, that the king Cambevles was extreamely entangled in the ſnares of herbeau- 
tic. Saxo Gramaticus in his Daniſh hiſtoric, commemorates one Suabilaa, a 
Queene, inall the lineaments both of bodie and face to be of that rarc pulchri- 
rude,that being doomed vnto a wretched and miſcrable death,and bound with 
thongs of leather, to be trod vpon by the hoofes of wild horſes; herbeautie 


not be forced with their rude feet to leaue the leaſt charaQter of violence vpon 
limbes ſo faire and exquiſitely faſhioned. The ſame Author remembers vs 
of Seritha and Signs, the firſt a virgin of incomparable ſplendor, ro whom one 
Otharus was a robuſtious ſuitor, the other was the daughter of one Syzarws,who 
paralleld the firſt, and was importunately ſollicited by Hyde Tentonicus.

theſe words, Perpulcra & ſapiens . Anus was the wife of a noble perſon called 
Bogazws, and liſter to Xerxes by the fathers fide. Shee as Dinon writes (in his 
Perſicke hiſtoric, in the chapter entituled De prima Coordinatione ) in theſe 
words, Hec wt pulcherrima fuit omnium mulicrum, que fuerant in Afia, Ee. Shee 
(ſaith hee) as thee was the faireſt of all women in Afia, ſo of them all ſhee was 
the moſt intemperate. Timoſa, as Philarchws in his Zib.1 9. contends, was the 
miſtreſſe of Oxzartes, who in the accompliſhments of nature anteceded all of 
her age : ſhee was, for her beautie,thought worthic tobe ſent as a preſent from 
the king of Zgypt to the moſt excellent queene of king Statyra, but rather for 
a wonder of nature,than a preſident of chaſtitic. Theopompm in his fiftic ſixth 
booke of Hiſtorie records, That Zenepithia,the mother of LZy/andrides, was the 
faireſt ofall the women in Peloponneſus. Shee, with her liſter Chry/e, were 
flaine by the Lacedemonians,at the time when Ageſilams (in an vprore and mu- 
tinous {edition ray{ed)gaue command, That Zy/andrides as his publike enemie 
ſhould be baniſhed from Lacedemon. Patica Cipria was borne in Cyprus: 
Philarchus remembers her in his tenth booke of Hiſtorie, Shee attending vpon 
Olympas, the mother of Alexander,was demanded in marriage by one Mowimw, 
the ſonne of Pythioa. But the Queene obſeruing her robe of more beautie in 
face, than temperance in carriage : O vnhappie man (ſaid ſhee) that chuſeſt a 
wife by the eye,not by counſaile ; by her beautie,and not behauior. Yiolentills

Therefore you Faire ones, the more choyſe your beautie is, you ought of 
it robe more charie : the ſweeterthe flower is,the ſoonerit looſeth the ſmell; 
the fairer the colour, it the ſooner fades, and the purer the bloud, the apterto 
take putrifation. Take heed then, leaſt by vnlawfull proſtitution you rmarre 
that by which in outward appearance you come neereſt to your Maker, who 
as he is the Summum bonum, {o he is the ſoueraigne and onely perfed beautie, 


A Tyrant hauing ſtudied many tearefull and' terrible deaths, to inflict vpon | 
| ſuchas his mallice would puniſh; when he thought none gricuous enough, at 


length (as his maſter-peece of Tyrannie) he deuiſed to bind the liuing tothe 
bodie of the dead, that the ſtench and corruption of the one might ſtifle and 
ſuffocate the other. In whar greater torment then is that man,who ſhall marry 
a faire falſe one,that ſhall bed with finne and boſome diſeaſes: The dead bodie 
towhich the liuing is bound,as the blouddryes and the fleſh conſumes,ſodoth 
the loathſomeneſle of the ſmell, till in time it waſt to aſhes, and ſo to partici- 

ate of the ſame earth from whence it came : but your catching and infeRious 
med: from luſt growes to leprofie, ſtill encreaſing in you,to the im- 
pairing of his health and the impoueriſhing his eſtate , conſuming his purſe 
and contaminating his perſon. O miſerable man, whom thy raſh choyſe ſhall 
cauſe to die of this wretched conſumption. But this is but a caucat or ad- 
monition by the way : I proceed now with hiſtoric. 


The faire Miſtreſſe of Piſiſtratus. 


[> Hilarchus ſpeakes of a beautifull woman (on whom he hath vouchſafed no 

name ) who firſt brought P:/ifratus from a private man to a gouernment 
Monarchicall. She tooke vpon her thename and habit of Pall as, as paralleld 
with her both in ſtate and beautie, being thought by the people in all accom- 
pliſhments ro reſemble the goddeſle : ſhe is ſaid to haue dealt Sceprers,and ro 
haue made ſale of Crownes,diſtributing them where ſhe pleaſed,and ro whom 
ſhee affeted. Pi/iſtratus after gaue her to his ſonne in marriage,who was called 
Hypparchis ; for ſo Clidemus in his eight booke, intituled Redditionam,leaues re- 
corded in theſe words : He gaue vnto his ſonne Hypparchws a woman, by whom 
he was ouercome, who was a Pallzs for her State, and for Wiſedom might be 
called the daughter of Socrates : and where beautie and counſaile meer, there 
cannot chuſe but be a ſweer concordance and harmonie. Ir ſhall not be amiſle 
in the next place briefely to diſcouervnto you, what places haue beene the 
moſt eminent for the breeding of the rareſt beauties, and which by the antient 
Authors haue beene moſt celebrated. 

Heſiodus in his Melampodia nominartes the citic Chalcides in Eubcea,to breed 
the choyleſt beauties, as that the moſt exquiſire women are there borne. Of 


the ſame opinion with him is Theophraſtus : but Nymphodorus in his Navigation 
and Trauailes through Aſia, affirmes, That the moſt'incomparable _—_ 
apoue 
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Court a young Ladie,called Nitets,the daughter of Aprias an Zgyprtian,whom 
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| aboue all other places whatſocuer, are bred in Tenedos, an Ile belonging to 
Troy. Dioniſius Leuttricus hath left recorded, That tor many yeeres continu- 
| ance there was anannuall contention of Beautic held among{t the Elians inthe 
 ciric of Elis, and that ſhe that proued Victoreſſe,was honored with the Armes 
conſecrated to Pallas. Others in other places, as My/ils in his hiſtoricall Para- 
doxecs hath left remembred, were crowned with wreathes of Myrtle. In other 
places, as Theophraſtus writes,there were meetings and ſolemnitics keptto cen- 
ſurewomen tor their temperance and good huſwiferie, as among the Barbari- 
ans but tor rhe forme and feature, they were moſt frequent amongſt the in- 
habicants of Tenedos and Lesbos. Heraclizs Lembus writes, Thar in Sparta 
with great admiration and reuerence they obſerue the faireſt man or woman, 
and commonly the Spartane beauries are the moſt illuſtrious. Therefore of 
the king Archidamws it is left regiſtred, That being ro make choyſe of a queene, 
when one {ngularly beautifull,bur of ſmall dower,and another wondrous rich 
but extraordinarie deformed, were placed before him, he caſt his eye vpon the 
goods of Fortune, and neglecting the treaſures of Nature,preferred bondage 
before beautie : For which, the Ephor: (which in Athens were the ſame ofh- 
cers that the Tribanes were in Rome) called him toaccount, and put him to 
an extraordinarie great mul, ſaying, This man in ſteed of ſoucraignes would 
beget ſubieRs, and for princes leaue peaſants roſucceede and raigne ouer vs. 
Earipides ſaith, That beaurtie hath the firſt place inthe claime of Empire: there- 
fore thoſe that in Homer were admirers of Helens beautic , ſpake to this por- 
pole : | 
Indienum nihil eſt Troes fortes & Achinos 
Tempore tam: longo perpeſſos eſſe labores , 
0b talem xorem cut preſtantiſiuma farma, 
Nil mortale refert ſuperiſque ſimillima dints. 


The Greekes and Troians who can ſay were baſe ? 


So long and ſo great Labour's to endure 
For ſuch a wife, whoſe moſt excelling face 
Shewes nothing mortall, but all God-like pare, 


This made the Spartans (the place from whence Helex was rauiſhed) as the 
oreateſt courteſie to entertaine a ſtranger, to ſhew vntothem their Virgins na- 
ked, A cuſtome they had likewiſe in the Ifle of Chios in certaine times of the 
yeere, after the ſame manner, to-behold the yong men and maides in publike 


wraſtle together. 
| Nitetis, 


(J4-9/es hearing that the AXgyptian women did much differ from other na- 
tions in manners and behautour, cſpecially from the cuſtome of the Per- 
lians, ſent to Amaſa king of the Xgyprians, todemaund his onely daughter in 
marriage. The King ſomething troubled at this Embaſſe,as fearing he would 
rather keepe his daughter as a Concubine, than giue her the right of her birth 
and ro honour her with the titles of a Queene and Bride, he deuiſed this polli- 
cieto delude Cambyſ/es, and ſtill roconſerue her chaſtitic : hee had there in his 


becauſe he had beene defeated in a battaile againſt the Cyrenzans, Amaſa had 
cauſed to be flaine. This Nizerss being the prime and choylſe beaurie of the

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| only content but much delight the king : heinſtructed her how to take vpon 
her the name of his daughtcr,and in eueric circumſtance & complement how 
to demeane her ſelfe, ſo with a princely traine accommodates her for the 
journey. Being arriucd in Perſta,ſhe was royally entertained by the king, her 
behauiour and beautie more pleaſing him than any of his choiſe damoſells 
ſeletedout of his many provinces : in ſomuchthar he haſtned the marriage, 
which was with no ſmall pompe, according tothe manner of the Perfians. 
Nicetis lying in the kings boſome, and knowing how much ſhe was indeered to 
him,as now not caſting his eye or affeCtion vpon any other,began rocalltore- 
membrance her fathers death, and whata plaine and {ſmoothway lay opento 
herro be reuenged on him that ſlew him;and forgetting the honors ſhe had re- 
ceiued by Amaſaes meanes,in preferring her to be queene of Perſia ;notrating 
that good,equal with the ill ſhe receiued in the ſhedding of her farhers bleod: 
the opened to Camb/es all the whole impoſture,withall importuned him to re- 
| uenge thedeath of herfather 4prias. The king as much pleaſed with her plaine 
and ſeeming ſimplicitie , as incenſed with ſo great an 1iniurie done to him by 
Amaſa, as well to reuenge her father, as his owne wrongs, with an inuincible 
armie inuaded Agypt. Dinon in his booke of the Perfian Hiſtorie, and Zynceas 
Nawcratica in his Agyprtian Hiſtoric,they agree that Niterss was ſent to Cyrus, 
| and that by him ſhee was the mother of Cambyſes, and that after the death of 
Cyrus the Armic with which he went againſt Amaſa and inuaded Xgypt; was 
to reuenge the wrongs of a mother, and nota wite.

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| Heenba, of a Concubine made her his wife: There was another Lycafte that we 
reade of, who for her perfection inall degrees of comelineſle, had the name of 
Yenns beſtowed ypon her. 


The wife of Candaules. 


His Caxdawtes, whom the Grecians call Myr/ilus, was king of the Sardians; 
and deſcended from Alcess the ſonne of Hereules, having a wite whorh he 
affeQionarely loued, and therefore judging her to be the faireſt of women, 
could not containe his pleaſures, bur comming to one Gypes, the ſonhe of Daſ- 
tylus (a ſeruanit of his, to whom hee vouchſafed his greateſt familiaritic) hee ro 
him exrolls the beautie of his wifeaboue meaſure ; and becauſe (ſayth hee) I 
would haue thee truly know that ſhe is no otherwiſe than I have reported her, 
and that mens cares naturally aremore incredulous than their eyes, I will de- 
uiſe a meanes that thou ſhalt ſee hernaked . To whom Gypes replyde,O royall 
fir, What words be theſe 2 you ſpeake that which rather ſavours of a man di- 
ſta, than well counſailed and aduiſed ; women that pur off theit gartnents, 
with them put off their modcſtie : therefore it was well determined and pro- 
vided by our fathers, wherein they propoſed vnto vs honeſt rules and exam- 
ples among which this was one, That cuerie man ſhould haue inſpeRion ihro 
is owne,and guide himſelfe by that compaſſe. I verily belceve ſhe is match- 
lefle aboucall other women, and deſeruedly ro merit that charaRer you have 
given her ; but withall I beſeech you, that you will not perſuade rite to an 
thing which is not lawfull. Ar theſe words the king ſeemed tobe diſpleaſed, 
and replyde : Be confident, 6 Gyges, and neyther diſtruſt me in ſo perſuading 
thee, nor my wife, who is altogether ignorant of whar I intend, fince from 
neyther of vs any damage or detriment, no not ſo much as the leaſt difpleaſore 
can ariſe : for firſt I hatie deviſed, that ſhe ſhall nor know nor once ſuſpe&that 
thou haſt beheld her, for I will order it, that thou ſhalt be ſecretly conueyed 
into the chamber,and (ynſeene) behold eueric paſſage of her making vnreadie 
and comming to bed : Now when thou haſt freely ſurueyed herineuerie part 
and lineament, and ſpyeſt herbacke towards thee, conuey thy felfe our of the 
roome ; onely in this be carefull, that at thy remoouing ſhee caſt no eye ypon 
thee :"This done, the next morning giue me thy free and true cenſure. Gyges 
that could by no meanes auoid his importunitic , was prepared againſt the 
tine. The kingaccordingto his accuſtomed houre,conucyes himfelfe mtohis

her veſture and ornaments,cuen to hernakedneſſe, all which Gyget was ſpe- 
of , whono ſooner ſpyed herbacke turned to goe towards bed, but Gy9es 
ce where he was hid ; which was not ſo cunningly done,but 
br-was cſpyed by the queene : ſhee demanding the reaſon of it from her hus- 
bind;and hecertifying the truth(bur with what modeſtic he could excuſing it) 
ſheneyther ſeemed to be angry, nor alrogether well pleaſed, bur in her filence 
mediated renenge ( for amongſt the Lydians,and almoſt all thoſe barbarous 
nations, it.is held great inciuilitieand immodeſtiero behold a man,much more 
awoman, naked.) The next morning, by ſuch ſervants asſhe beſt rruſted, ſhe 
cauſed Gyges to be fent for who(miſdoubting nothing that had paſt,as one that 
had many times free accefſe vnro her) inſtamly came; ſhe cauſing her ſeruants 
w'withdraw themſelves, thus beſpake him ; Twowayes are ptopoſed thee, 
0-Gyees, and one of thera inſtantly and without leaſt prenieditation ro make

ormodeſtie) naked. Gyges at theſe words was firſt wonderouſly amazed , but 
after recolleting himſclfe,cntreated her not to compell himto ſo hard anexi- 

ent, as to the choyſe of eyther. But finding that neceſſitie, that he muſt be 
Dread to one or the other, to kill the king,or to be ſlaine by others; he rather 
made choyſe to ſuruiue, and let the other periſh, and thus anſwered her : Since 
(generous Ladic) youvrge me toanenterpriſe ſo much oppoſite tomy milder 
nature and diſpoſition, propoſe ſome ſafe courſe how this may be done. Eucn 
(ſayth ſhe) in the ſelfe-ſame place where he deuiſed thismiſchiefe againſt him- 
ſelfe (namely, his bed-chamber) where to thee I was firſt diſcouered. There- 
fore prouiding all things neceſſaric for ſodeterminate a purpoſe, and the night 


ſelfe) awaited his beſt aduantage, and hauing notice when Candawles was a- 
lleepe, followed the queene into her chamber, and with a Ponyard (by her 
ronided forthe purpoſe ) ſtabbed him to the heart, by which hee attayned 
h the queene and kingdome. Of this hiſtorie, Archilochsas Parius makes men- 
tion in his 1a-bicks, who liued about the ſame time, affirming, That Gyges was 
by the Oracle of Delphos confirmed in the kingdome;after the Faction of the

R 9945 was a maid of wonderfull beautie and pleaſantnefſe, daughter to 

 Hemgeſt, a captaine of the Saxons. Of this Ladie,Yortzper (then king)grew 
ſocnamored, that for her ſake hee was diuorced. from-his wife, by whom hee 
had three ſonnes , for which deed,the greateſt part of the Britraines forſooke 
him : therefore hee (by the inſtigation of Rowen) ſtill cauſed more and more 
Saxons to be ſent for,vnder pretence to keepe the Land in ſubiection. But the 
Brittaines conſidering the dayly repayre of the Saxons, came tothe King, and 
told him the danger that might enſue, entreating him whileſtir was yer time, 
and to preuenta future miſcrie, to expell them the Land. Butall i 
Yortiger was ſo beſotted inthe beautie of his fairewafe (by whoſe counſatle he 
was altogether ſwayed) that he would:in-no wile liſten to the counſaile of his 
ſubiets. Wherefore they with one vnited conſent depriued him of|his Crowne 
and dignitie, making Yortimerss his eldeſt fonne king in his ſtead: Who was no

Saxons, and in foure maine barttailes, beſides conflicts and skirmiſhes; became 
victorious ouer them.

Locris,che cldeſt ſonne of Brate,chaſed the Hunnes which inuaded the realme. 
of pam. 4 gat AH hotely purſued them, that many of them (with their king) 
were drowned in a river which parteth Englandand Scotland; and after the 
name of the king of the Hunnes ( who there periſhed) the-riuer is to this day 
called Humbar.

called Sabrina. Locrine after the death of Cormens, of whom he ſtood inawe, 
divorſcd himſelfe from his.lawfull wife, and rooke to htsembftaces his faire 
concubine : mooued with this iniurie Guendolzxe retired herſelftinto Corne- 
wall, where ſhe gathered a great power, fought with her husband;flew him 
in battaile,and atrer cauſed him to be buried in Troy-nouant. That done, 
ſhe cauſed the faire Eſtrilds with her daughter Sabrinato be drowned ina ri- 
ver,that which parts England and Wales, which ſtill beares thename of the 
yong Virgin,and is called Seuerne. Theſe her defſignes accompliſhed , for 
ſomuch as Madwnher yong ſonne was but in his pupillage, and not of capa- 
citie or 22c to gouerne the Land , by the common ſufferage of all the Brit- 
tons, ſhe was made ProteQoreſſe and Ladie Regent of the kingdome,which 
tothe comfort of the ſ\ubie&s and the weale of the kingdome,ſhe diſcreet- 
ly gouerncd for the ſpace of fifteene yeares , and therefore her memorie 
might fitly haue beene rancked amongſt the moſt Illuſtrious women. Her 
ſonne comming to age and yeares of diſcretion , ſhee to him reſigned the

/ Vee now becauſe wee trafiquealtogether with Hiftorie, it ſhallnot bee 
amifle ſometimes to mingle Seria Zvcis, as ſhall appeare by this dif- 
courſe which I haue often heard related. A knight both of fameand memo- 
rie, and whoſe nameis ſtillvpon record, beeing eminent and of note with 
Henrie the faft, as perſonally with him inall the warres in France ; afterrhe 
king had both conquered and quieted the Land, this noble Engliſhmanre- 
tyred himſelfe into his countrey. He had a Ladie that was of inch beautic 
thar ſhe attrated the eyes of all beholders, with no common admiration, 
in briefe I cannor ſpeake of her feature ſufficiently , as being farre beyond 
the compaſle of my penne, and therefore Iput her into thenumber of my 
Faire ones. This ladie with her husband reſiding in the cittie of Norwich, 
He,after ſo many troubles and torments, purpoſed a moreſequeſtred life, 
and (next the ſolace he had inthe beautie and vertues of his wife) to take 2 
courſe meerely contemplatiue : and thought, out of the aboundance of his 
wealth, ro doe ſome pious deeds for the good of his ſoule: hee therefore 
erced in the cirtieandneeretotheplace where his houſe ſtood , a goodly, 


tained twelue Fricrs and an Abbor, allowing them demeanes comperent for 
ſoſmalla brother-hood. In this couent there were two, Frier Jobnand Frier 
Richard; rheſe were ſtill at continuall enmitie, and eſpeciall norice takenof 
tamongſtthe reſt, which by no mediation could be truely reconciled : but 
omitting that,it was the cuſtome of the knight and his ladie dayly to riſe to 
morning Mattins, and ſhe being affable and courtcous toall,it bred a ſtrange 
inciuile boldnefle in Frier 7obn, for ſhe neuer came through the cloyſter, bur 
he was ſtill with duckes and cringes attending her, which ſhe ({uſpeRing no- 
thing ) ſimply with modeſt ſmiles returned thankes to him againe : which 
grew fo palpable in the Frier, that as farre as they durſt it was whiſpered 1n 
the couent. Briefly,after theſe incouragements(as he conſtered them) it bred 


| in himthat impudencie, that he preſumed to write a letter toher, inwhich 


he layde open a great dealeof more thanneceſfarie loue. This letter with 
great difficultic came to-her hand; at which theladie aſtoniſhed,as not drea-

not knowing whether it might bea tricke complotted by her husband to 
make triall of her chaſtitic : howſaeuer, leaſt her honour ſhould be any way 
called inqueſtion , ſhee thought her beſt and fateſt courſeto ſhow thelet- 
ter to her husband ,z of which he had no ſoonertoaoke a view, but he began 
to repent him of his former charitie, in regard of their ſo great ingratitude. 
Bot there yet wants reuenge for {o great a wrong, the knight concealing his 
rage,cauſesan an{were of this letter to be drawne;to which hecommanded 
her to ſet to her hand; the contents to this effect, That ſhe was greatly com- 

onate of his loue, & that ſuch anight her husband being co ride towards 
London, heeſhould be admitted, lodged, and entertained according to his 


ownedelires. This letter was ſcaled,cloſely ſent,receined by the Frier with 


ioye vnſpeakable : againſt thenighthe prouides him cleanelinnen, aperfu- 
med nightcap, and otherneceſlaries ; he keepes his time, obſcrues the place, 
is cloſely admitted,and by herſelfe without witneffe, and ſo conucighed in- 
to a cloſe chamber. Which hee was na ſooner entered, but in comesthe 
knight with his man , and in great furie, without giuing him the leaſt time 
either to call for helpe to the houſe or to heauen , ſtrangled the poore Frier 
and left him dead vpon the ground. The deede was no ſooner done, and his 
rage ſomewhat aſed , but he began toenter into conſideration of the 
foulcneſle of the fat and heinouſnefle of the murder, withall the ſtrict pe- 
naltic of rhe law due for ſuch an offence , which would beno Jlefſe than Gr. 
feiture of life and eſtate, and now hee beginnes better toponder with him- 
ſclfe how to preuent the laſt, which may giue him further leaſure to repent 
the firſt. Atrer diuerſe and ſundrie proiedts caſt berwixt him and his man, it 
came into his minde, by ſome meanes or other to-haue his bodte conueyed 
backe intothe Monaſterie, which being divided from his houſe onely with 
a bricke-wall, might bedone without any great difficultie : this was no ſoo- 
ner motioned,bur inſtantly his man remembers him of a ladder inthe back- 
yeard fit for the purpoſe ; briefly, they both lay handto the bocue, and the 
man with the Frier on his backe mounts the ladder, and fits with him aftride 
vponthe wall , then drawing vp the ladderto the contraric ſide, deſcends 
with him downe into the Monaſterie, where ſpying the houſe of office, hee 


| ſer him vponthe ſame as ypright as he could, there leaucs him and conueyes 


himſelfe againe ouer the wall , but for haſt forgetting the ladder, and ſo de- 
livers to his maſter how and wheye hee had beſtowed the Frier : at'which 
being better comforted they betooke themſelues both totheir reſt, All this 
being concealed, as well from the Ladie as the reſt of ,the houthold, who 
were in their depth of fleepe. It happened at the ſame inſtant, that Frier ##- 
chard being much troubled with a looſneſſe in his bodic,had occaſion to riſe 
in the night,and becing ſomewhat haſtily and vahandſomely taken , makes 
what ſpeede he can to the houſe of office,but by the light of rhe Moone dil- 
cerning ſome one before him , whileſt he could and was able, hee conteined 


himſelfe, but finding there was no remedie, he firſt called and then intrea- | 


ted tocomeaway; but hearing no bodie anſwere,he imagined it to be done 


on purpoſe, the rather becauſe approaching the place ſomewhat neerer, he | 
might plainely perceiue it was Frier Jobs, his oldaduerſarie, who the louder |

hecalledſeemed the leſſe to liſten ; loath hee was to play the flouenin the | 
yard, the rather becauſe the whole couent had taken notice of a cold he had | 


late got, and how it then wrought with him : therefore thinking this coun- 
terfeit 
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' ming thatſuch leaudnefſe ſhould come from one thar proteſſed chaſtirie;and 
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| terfeit deaffeneſſe ro bedone of purpoſe and ſpight, to make him aſſiamed 
of himſelfe,he ſnatcht vp a Brick-bat to be revenged, and hittifig his aduer- 
' farie full vpon the breaſt, downe tumbles Fryer 79h», without life or mori- 
| of : which hee ſecing, thought ar firft to rayſe him vp; but after many 
roofes finding him to be ſtone dead, verily beleeves rhat hee had flaine 
| him. Whatſhall hee now doe ? Thegates are faſt locked, and flyehe can- 
not: but as ſuddaine extremities imprefle in men as ſuddainethifts, {6 hee 
| elpying the Ladder, preſently apprehends what had beene whiſpered of 
Fryer 7ohns loue to the knights ladie : and lifting him vpon his ſhoulders,

| knights hall, and there ſets him, and ſo cloſely cormeyes himſclfe backe 
inrothe Monaſterie the ſame way hee came, nor fo much as ſuſpeRted of 
any . In the interim , whilcſt this was done, the knight being perplexed 
and troubled in conſcience, could by no meanes fleepe, but calls vp his 
man, and bids him goe liſten about the walls of the Monaſterie, if he can 
heare any noyſe or vprore about*the murther, Foorth goes hee from his 
maiſters chamber; and hauing paſt rhe length of the hall, purpofing ro goe 
through the yard, findes Fryer Js fitting vpright in the porch, hee ſtar- 
ting at the ſight, runnes backe affrighted, and almoſt diſtrafted, and (ſcarce 
able to ſpeake) brings this newes to his'maiſter : whono leſſe aſtoniſhed, 
could nor belecue it to be ſo ( but rather his mans fantaſie ) till himſelfe 
went downe and became eye-witneſſe-of the ſtrange obieR.” Then won- 
derouſlydeſpayring , he intimates within himſelfe, that murther is one'of 
the crying ſinnes, and ſuch a one as cannot be concealed : yer recolleting 
his ſpirits, he purpoſeth to make tryall of a deſperat aduenture, and put the 
diſcoucrie thereof to accident : hee remembers ari old ſtallion, that had 
beenea horſe of ſeruice., then in his ſtable, one of'thoſe he had vied in the 
French warres,and withall,a ruſtie Armor hanging in his Armoriez he com- 
mands both inſtantly to be brought, with ſtrong new cords, a'caſe of ruſtie 
Piſtolls, and a Launce. The horſe is ſadled and caparriſon'd , the Armor 
put ypon the Fryer, and hee faſt bound in the ſear, the Launcetyed to his 
wrift, and the lower cnd put intothereſt, his head-peece claſped on, and 
his Beauer vp ; the skirts of his grey gowne ſeruc for Baſes : and thus ac- 
coutred, like a knight complearely armed Cap # pe, they purpoſe to turne 
him out of the gates, heeand his horſe, without any Page or Eſquire, to 
trie anew aduenture. Whileſt rheſethings were thus in fitting, Fryer Ri- 
<ard in the Monaſterie no lefſe perplext in conſcience than the knight, a- 
' bout the murther, caſting all doubrs, and ſtill dreading the ſtricneſſe of 
' the Law, ſummons all his wits about him to prevent the worlt, at length 
| ſets vp his reſt, that it is his beſt and ſafeſt way ro flye: he remembers with- 
 all;that there was belonging to the Fryeric a Mare,imploycdto carry corne 
' toand fro from the mill(which was ſome halfe a mile from the Monaſterie) 
being ſomewhar fat,and therefore miſdoubting his owne foormanſhip, hee 
| thinkes ic the ſafer courſe totruſt to foure legges than to two, hee therefore 
| Calls vp the Baker that had the charge of the'beaſt, and tells him, hee vnder- 
ſtands there was Meale that morning to be fetcht from the Mill, which 
was grinded by that time ; therefore if he would let him haue the Mare, 
bewould (it being-now night) ſauehim that labour,and bring it back before 
morning. The fellow'willing to ſpare ſo much paines, cauſed the backe 
gatetobe opened; The Fryer gets vp,and rides out of the Monafteric gate, 
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by the 'helpe of the ſame Ladder, carryes him into the porch of the: 
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juſt at the inſtant when the knight and his man had turned out the Fryer on | 
| hoxſeback roſeeke his fortune, the horſe preſently ſents the mare,and after | 
| her he gallops. Fryer Richard looking back amazed to haue an armed knighr 
urſue him, and by the Moone-lighe perceiuing the Fryer armed ( for hee 
might diſcerne his face partly by the Moone, and partly by the breaking of 
the day,his Bcauer being vp) away flyes hee, and rakes through the ſtreets ; 
after him (or-rather the mare) ſpeedes the horſe. Great noyle was in the | 
citic ; infomuch, that many awaking out of their ſleepes and morning reſts, | | 
from'their windowes looked out. Ar length it was Fryer Richards ill fate to 
take intoa turne-againe-lane,that had no paſſagethrough ; there Fryer Jobs 
overtakes him : the horſe mounts the mare,and with his violent motion the 
rotten and ruſtic armour makes a terrible noyſe , Fryer Richards burthened 
conſcience clamours out aloud for helpe, and withall cryes, Guiltie of the 
murther : at the noyle of murther the people being amazed,runout of their 
beds into the ſtreetes. They apprehend miracles, and hee confeſſeth won- 
ders; but withall, that barbarous and inhumane fa&,to murther one of his 
Covent : the grudge that was betw1ixt them is knowne,and the apparant iu- 
ſtice of heauen the rather belecued. Fryer Thu 15 diſmounted, and ſent to 
his graue, Fryer Richard to priſon ; hee is arraigned,and in proceſſe,by his 
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featureand beautie mixed, and withall ſo inherent a modeſtie and vertue, 
all mceting in one center to make a perfeR and compleate creature , that 
thirtie of the noble youths of Boetia were ſuitors ro herat once, and euery 
one {ollicited her for marriage ; but Phocws fearing their imporrunities, and 
by inclining to one, to hazard thediſpleaſures of all the reſt, delayde them | 
for his conſent : but they ſtill more and more vrging him, he deſired but re- 
ſpiterill hee ſent to Delphos, there to demaund the aduiſe of the Oracle, 
| how to diſpoſe of his daughter ; but they taking this his pretended delay in 
| ill part, all inraged, with an vnanimous conſent ſet violently vpon him and 
his houſhould : in which conflit Phocas was flaine . It happened thar in 
the middeſt of this tumult the Virgin eſcaped and fled intothe countrey, 
whom the ſuitors noſooner miſſed , but they with all expedition purſued 
| her ; it{ofellout (forſuch was hergood fortune) that ſhe light vpon ſome 
| countrie people that were remoouing their corne from the field into the 
| barne(for it was then harueſt) whom ſhe humbly beſought, to bee her pro- 
tectors from rape and the preſeruers of hervirginitie : they hauing com- 
miſcration of her youth and beautie ( both which are prcuailing orators) 
| hid heramongſt the ſheaues, by which the purſuers were diſappointed of 
their purpoſe, and being ata lofſe,ouer-run thegame they chaced. Amongft 
theſe honeſt andfimple people ſhee lived for atime retired and vnknowne, 
till the ſolempnirie of a great feaſt day, which the Boetians called Pamboe- 
; otia, at which there was cuſtomably amightie confluence of people of all 
| ſortes anddegrees from the higheſt rothe loweſt . To this feaſt ſhe came,

ns. Cittie Gliſantes and had a daughter called Callzrhoe, of ſuch incomparable ,

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| before the altar of /onia- Minerua ,/ in the face of thatgreart CO 
complained of the murder of her father , capitulating all their infolencies 


 mooued the hearts of all ro pittiezwhich perceiuing,and how the multitude 
| wasatfected towards her, ſhee gaue tocuerie of the murderers a particuler 
nomination, both of the families from whence they came, and the places 
| where they had then their reftdence. The rioters this hearing, and finding 
how the people were annimated and incenſt againſt rhem , they fledro Or- 
chomenus,but were not there admitted but excluded from foorth the gates; 
from thence they fled to Hippora (a ſmall cittic neere Hellicon ſcituatebe- 
ewixt the Thebans and the Corineans) and were there receiued;:Wothem 
che Thebans ſent, that theſe murderers and rauiſhers might bee ſurrendered 
vptotheir juſtice. But being denied, they with other Boctians made an cx- 
pedition againſt rhem , of which forces, Phexus rhen Pretor amongſt the 
Thebans, was made capraine : the cittic Hippota was brauely beftegedand 
 affaulted, ſolikewiſe as reſolutely defended ; but number preuailing they 
were compelled to yeeld themſclues, with theircitie. The murderers now 
 farpriſed, they were condemned to be ſtoned todeath,8& had theexecution 
| of their iudgement : the reſt of the Hippotences were brought vnder bon- 
dage and made {laues, their walls and:-houſes demoliſhed ro rhe carth;their 
fields and poſlefſions being equally diſtributed berwixt the Thebans & the 
Corineans.lIt is faid that the ſame night betorcrhe ſurrender of the city,that 
a voice was often heard to call aloudefrom Helicon, Adſam.4dſwne,s. Tam 


| heare,l am heare , whichthe thirtieſuicors affirmed to be the.yoice of Pho: 


ens ; as likewiſe the ſame day of their executions, and art the inſtant when 
they were ſtoned, ſaffron was ſeene ro diſtill out of a monument which was 
erected in thecittie Gliſantes. Phedus being newly recurned fromthe fight, 
a meſſenger brought him newcs of ayong Jraghtbe that day borne, 
tor omens fake he cauſed tobe called Nicoſtrate. - M1 


The Wiues of Cabbas aud of Phailius. 


A Prepoſterous thing, and almoſt againſt nature (at leaſt humanitie ind 

good manners) it is that I reade of theſe rwo, who after the exartiple 
of Domitian and Commods, thoſe monſters of nature, haue'tot onely made 
their ſtrumpets, but their owne wiues (eyther for ſeruile. feare, or abhomi- 
table lucre) proſtitutes to other men. This Cabbas, a Roman' (worthic for 
euer to be branded with baſe Wittoldrieyhad a Ladiero his wife of incom- 

able beautic, inſomuch, that all men beholding her, apprehended what 
1appineſle he was poſſeſt of aboue others. The report of her rareaccom- 
phſhments, amongſt many, attracted Mecenas (then a great fauourire of the 
Emperour Awn/tas)ro inuite himfelfe to his hoaſe, where he was nobly fea- 
fied. Mecenas being of corrupt and licentiousdiſpoſition,and much rakert 
with herbeautic,could not contaihe himſelfe,buthe muſt 'needs be toying 
with her,vfing ation of plaine Incontinence in the preſenceofher husband; 
who'perceiuing what he went abouar,and the ſervants (ir ſeeines) for tti6- 
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 deſtic hauitig withdrawne themſclues from forth the chathber ( the Table 


| 
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nor yer bein&®raken away) Cabbas (to giue Mevepyrs thefretr liberric ) caſts 
himſelfeypentthe bed, and counterfeirs ſleeps, Whileſt this ill-managed 
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buſineſſe was in hand, one of the ſcruants liſtning at the doore,and hearing 
no noyſe,but all quiet, with ſoft ſteps enters the chamber, to ſtcale away a 
flaggon pot that ſtood full of wine ypon the Table: Which Cabbas elpying, 
caſts vp his head,and thus ſottly ſaid tro him ; Thow raſcall, Doeſt thou not know 
that 1 ſleepe onely to Mecenas 2 A baſeneſle better becomming ſome leaſter, 
of Buffoon, than the noble name of a Roman. 

In the citie of Argis grew a contention betwixt Xicoſtratusand Phaill us, | | 
about the management of the Common-weale, Philip of Macedon,the fa- | 
ther of Alexander, comming then that way yz Phails hauing a beautifull 
young wife (one eſteemed for the veric Paragon of the citie) and knowing 
the diſpoſition of the king to be addicted to all yoluptuouſnefle ( and that | 
ſuch choyſe beauties, and ro be ſo eaſily come by, could not lightly eſca 
his hands) preſently apprehends, that the proſtitution of his wife mighr be 
a preſent Ladder for him toclimbe to the principalitie, and haue the entire 
gouernment of the citie : Which Nicoſtratus ſiuſpeRing, and many times | 
walking before his gates (to obſerue the paſſage of the houſe within) hee 

ght percciue Phaillzs fitting his wiucs feet with rich embrodered Panto. | 
fles, iewcls about her hayrc, rings on her fingers, bracelets about her wriſts, 
and carkanets vpon herarme, in a Macedonian veſture, and a couering vpon 
her in the manner of a Hat , which was onely lawfull for the kings them- 
ſelues to weare : And in this manner habited like one of the kings pages, 
bur ſo diſguiſed that ſhe was ſcarce knowne of any , he ſubmitted herto the | 
| king. Thereare too many in our age, that by as baſe ſteps would mount to | 

honor z I could wiſhall ſuch to carrie the like brand to poſtcritie. 
Chlorg. Chloris was the daughter of Amphion, and the wife of Nelew the ſonne of | 
Hyppocoon,as fruitfull as beautifull,tor ſhe brought twelue ſonnes 10 her hus- 
band , of which,ten with their father were flaine by Hereales,in the expug- 
nation of Pylzs; the cleucnth, called Periclemenes, vias transformed intoan 
Eagle, and by that meanes eſcaped with life ; the twelfth was Ne#or, who 
wasat that time in Ilos : Hee, by the benefit of Apollo, lined three hundred 
yeeres,forall the daies that were taken from his father and brothers by their 
vntimely death, Phab«s conferred vpon him, and that was the reaſon of his 
Athra, longeuitie. «thra, the daughter of Pythews, was of that attractiue feature, 
that Neptune and «&pew(both)lay with her in the Temple of Ainerss : but 
| Neptune diſclayming her iſſuc, beſtowed it on /gers ; who leauing her in 
Troezene, and departing for Athens, left his ſword beneath a huge ſtone, 
enioyning «&tbrs, That when his ſonne was able to remooue the ſtone, and 
take thence his ſword,ſhe ſhould then ſend him to him, that by ſuchatoken 
he might acknowledgehim his ſanne: [Theſes was borne, and comming to | 
yeeres,ſhe acquainted him with his fathers impoſition ; who remooued the 
{tone,and tooke thence the {word, with which hee flew all the theeucs and 
Dane. robbers that interpoſed him in his way to Athens. Danae the daughter of 
Acriſius and Aganippe , had this fate aſſigned her by the Oracle , That the 
child ſhee bore ſhould berhe death of her father Acrifis : which hee vnder-

Acriſius bcing buried, Perſeus ſucceeded his ; eager inthe citic Argos,

| theſe ſuitors, Antiochus, Aſcalaphus, Aiax Oclexs, antimachns,o/Bueus, Blanirus,

ployed vpon ſeruice in the Turkiſh warres , brought with him his moſt 
eſtimated and greateſt treaſure, his deereſt ſpouſe ſtiled 24anto. But hedy- 
ing in the crimſon bed of honour, the finiſter hand of warre gauc her in- 
torhe captiuitie of Baſ/a /onuſes; who beholding with admiration a creature 
of ſo: diuine a feature, was (though her conqueror ) takencaptiueby her 
beautic : who hauing put her vertueto the Teſt, found it to paralell, if not 
out-ſhinc her forme. Wherefore being couctous to evgroſſe ſorichabootie 
to himſelfe,he tooke her to wifc,beſtowing on her a more honorable reſpet 
than on his other wiues and concubines, and ſhe likewiſe endeuored to meet 
his affetion with an anſwerable obſerwance and obedience. This feruent 
and mutuall loue continued long iniolate berwixr them ; inſomuch, that 
they were no leſfſe honoured for their eminence of ſtate, than remarkable 
for their coniugall affeQion : but that-curſed fiend Tealouſte ernuying at their 
admired ſympathie, ſtraight vſurpes the throne of reaſon, and fits a predo- 


| minant tyrant in his fantaſtike braine , for he grew ſo ſtrangely jealous, that 


he thought ſome one or other to corriuall him , but yer knew not whom to 
taint with any iuſt ſuſpition , nay hee would confeſſe that he had not catcht 
the leaſt ſparke of looſeneſlſe from her that might thus fire this beacon of 
diſtration in him, Briefly,his wife as beautifull in mindeas feature, wearicd 
with his daily peeuiſh humors, and ſeeing all her ſtudies aymed ar his ſole 
content, were entertained with negleRand inſolent ſcorne , ſhe reſolued to 
leane him, and ſecretly to flie intohernatiue countrey : to further which, ſhe 
ynlockesthis her ſecret intent , to an -Eunuch of the Baſſaes , giuing him 
withall certaine letters rodeliuer to ſome friends of hers, whor ſhe purpo- 
ſed tovieas agents in the furtherance of her eſcape: but he' proouing trea- 
cherous in thetruſt committed to his charge, berrayde her roher husband, 
ſhowing her letters as teſtimonies to his allegations. The Bafſa'at this diſco- 
uerie {wolne big with rage, called her betore him;zwhom in his diſperate fu- 
ric he immediately ſtabbed with his dagger, thus with the cauſe of icalouſie 
taking away the effe@. Bur this bloodie deed ſomewhar looſened him in 
the peoples hearts, where he before grew deepely and faſt rooted : nor did 
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he ont-run Vengance, for atthe laſther leaden fcer onerrooke lym , and in 
this manner... ' Selymw the firſt , at his departure from Carre, hus ſouldiers 
whom he there lefc ingarriſon made ſuit vntuhis highnes, That in confide+ 


ration of the great labours they had alreadie-vndcrgone, together withthe | 


many dangers they were hourely in ex jon af, thar their wages might 
be inlarged; which he granted, and withall gaue this Baf/a Zonuſes the charge 
co ſee the perrormance thereof. Ar laſt rhe pay-day came, but their hopes 
proouing aborrtiue, the fouldiers mutined:roconiure downe which ſpirit of 
inſurre&tion , meſſengers are diſpatched to the Emperour, rocertifie him of 
thenegleRiue abuſe of his royall word,and feare of ſedition:thisnewes 0- 

uertooke him at Larifla in Indea . Selymws inraged at this relation, ſends for 

Bsſſa Tons{es and examines the cauſe of his neglect in ſuch and fo weightiea 

charge * Jonuſes ſomewhat abaſhed,as becing conſcious ( yer withall high- 

ſpirired)gaue the Emperour a peremptorie anſwer , at which being mighti- 

ly incenced , hee commanded his head robe cut off . which was forthwith 

done : and thus iuſtice ſuffered not innocent AMeamtos to dievnreuenged. 


The wife of Agetus the Lacedemonian. 


PA Frooetw, Lib.6. thus writes of this Ladie, the daughter of _Alcydes the 

- ® Spartan, firſt wife to © Apetus, and after ro the king _AUriFox. She,of the 
moſt deformed- infant , became the excellenteſt amongſt women. Her 
nurſe ro whoſe keeping ſhe was ginen (forthe parents were alham'd of their 
Iſſue ) went with her cuerie day to the Temple of Zelens, which ſtands in 
Therapne (necretothe Church of Apollo) and kneeling before the Altar,be- 
ſought the goddeſſe ro commiſerare the chf1d, and free her from hernatiue 
velineſſe and loathſome deformitie. Vpona time returning from the Tem- 
ple, a woman appeared to her of a venerable aſpe&, and deſired to ſee what 
the carryed ſo tenderly in her armes : the nurſe told her ir was an infant,bur 
ſuch an one as ſhece was loth ro ſhew, and therefore deſired ro be excuſed, 
the rather, becauſe ſhe was enioyned by the parents not ro cxpoſe it to the 
fhght of any. The more thenurſe put her off. with euaſions, the more im- 
portunate the ſtrange woman was tobehold ir. Atlength preuayling, ſhee 
gently with her hand ſtroaked the face of the child, and kiffing it,thus ſaid: 
Goe nurſe,and beare her hometo her parents,who ſhall in time hecomerhe 
moſt beautifull of the Spartan Ladyes, From that time forward,herdefor- 
mitie began to fall away,and a ſweet grace and delightfull comelynefſe to 
grow as well in face as eueric other lineament, Comming to marriage 
eftare, ſhe was ſollicited by many, but onely poſleſt by Agerss- yer after,by 
the craft of _Ariffon, ſhee was diuorced from Agetus, and conferred vpon 
him. Dron in Auznuſto (peakes of Terentia, the wife of Mecenas,ro be of thar 
rare feature, that the dared to contend with Lymia, the wife of Auzuſius Ce- 


| ſar, who was held ro be the moſt amiable and exquiſite Ladie of thoſe dayes. 


Of Terentiathe daughter of Cicero, I haue thus read : Titws the ſonne of Milo, 
and Appizs the ſonne of Clodius were as remarkable for their noble friend- 
ſhip,as their fathers notorious for their irreconcilable hatred. Titus was for 
bis fathers ſake welcome to Cicero, but Appins much hated, in regard of en- 
mitie betwixt him and his father Clodius, for Cicero was of Miloes fattion. 


| Ttus had long and dearely loued the faire Terentis, but vnderſtanding that 


his friend Appius was likewiſe exceedingly inamoured of her, hee lefthis 
owne ſuit, and earneſtly ſollicited the ladie in his behalfe , who was eaſily 
perſuaded

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; and the other but a Vicar, that he was the better of the two. This raiſed the 


'yeeld him prioriticand precedence for euerafter. The words of Name and 


an eafte paced Mare which he kept for his owne ſaddle,this beaſt the young 


 perſuad cd to the motion, hauing long before caſt an aftetionate eye vpon 


Appias , but durſt make no expreſtion..thereot, much' fearing the dif. 

leaſure of herfather . Tirzs ſo well managed the buſineſſe for his friend 
that hee brought him priuily into the houſe of Cicers, where the two louers 
had muruall conference : her father comming home by accident, and fin- 
ding them together , in the heate of lis impatience excluded him, and 
lockthervp in ſafe and cloſe cuſtodie . Which the poore Ladie tooke {o to 
heart, that ſhee fell intoan extreame feauer and languiſhing daily, her fa- 
ther (now when it was too late) defired to know what he might doe to 
miniſter ynto her the leaſt comfort : ſhee onely befoughrt him that before 
her death, ſhee might rake her laſt and -louing leaue of Appius ; who was in- 
ſtantly ſent for : at his ſudden comming in, thee was extaſide with his ſight 
and expired in hisembraces ; whichthe noble youth perceiuing, hee drew 
out a ſhort dagger which hee then wore about him , and in the preſence of 
herfather and his owne deere friend {ew himſelte. A more comicall con- 
cluſion hath that which I ſhall nexr tell you. 

An old Vicar in the countrey hauing a wonderous faire wench to his 
daughter, it happened that a young ſcholler, that for want of meanes had 
left the Vniuerſitic, was preferred to the ſeruing of a Cure ſomewhat neere 
him z by which hee had opportunitie to woo the maid , and after had the 
parents conſent to marrie her . It happenednot long after, this young man 
had a Parſonage beſtowed vpon him by his patron 4 father and the ſonne

Tothis three-fold age, I compare the triplicitic of c0W8S/WMW-—T he firſt 
three books are by this alredic ſpent in your tudgementsMhe fecond three, 
of which this is the laſt,are the pyth and ſtrengrh of my preſent worke in 
hand ; ro which the three ſucceeding (though yer in'their infancie) I ſhall 
ſtrive to paralell, if not exceed rhe reſt. And firſt off Chaſtitie. Ir is repor- 
ted of a woman of Lacena, thata great man ſending-her rich gifts to cor- 
rupt her chaſtitie, ſhe returned him this anſwere, Whileſt I was a Virgin, I 
was taught to obey my father, which I accordingly did ; and being a wife, 
roſubmit my ſelte ro my husbands will, if then you deſire any courtefie at 
my hands, ger firſt his conſent and you ſhall after vnderſtand my further 
pleaſure . Plutarch.in Lacon.inftitue. relates, that diucrſe of theſe Lacenzan 
Virgins were taken captives and fold in open market ; one of them beeing 
cheapened, was demaunded what ſhe knew ? ſhe anſwered, To be faithfull, 
Another being asked if he ſhould buy her, whether ſhe would proue chaſt ? 


anſwered, Wherher he bought her or no,ſhe would be chaſt howſocuer: her | 


maiſter after ſeeking to corrupt her, ſhe ſlew herſelfe, vrtering theſe her laſt 
words,Sece whata treaſure thou haſt loſt,that kneweſt not my worth whileſt 
thou waſt poſſeſſed of me . There haue beene many men that haue left vn- 
to women ſtrict rules of Chaſtitie by their examples. Saint Auguſtine being 
asked why hee would not ſuffer his owne ſiſter to dwell in the houſe with 
him 2 anſwered, Becauſeſuch as may conuerſe with her arenotmy liſters , 
intimating, that all ſuch as would auoid the ſinne ought toſhun the rempra- 
tion : for he was wonttoſay, Itis not good to looke vpon a women, it is 
worſe to conuerſe with her, but worſt of all torouch her. Therfore theſe 
ſences of -ours thatare moſt ſubic& to danger, ought moſt to be ſuppreſtand 
bridled , Marul. lib. 4. Capit. 7. and Sabin. lib. 5, Hierome reports of the 
Abbot Hylarian, That when hee found any vnchaſt cogitations ariſe in his 
breſt , hee would beate himſclfe vpon the boſome,, as if with blowes and 
buffers hee would expell them thence (and thus ſayd) I will tame thee 6 
Aſſe, that thou ſhalt no more kickand ſpurne againſt me withthy heeles, 1 
will not henceforth feed thee with Barley but chafſe, I will abate thy wan- 
tonneſſe with hungerand thirſt , Iwill loade thy backe with gricuous bur- 
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dens, I will inure thee to the Sommers heate and the Winters cold . Aﬀeer 
which time he vſed the {pare'dyet of- rootes and the juice of hearbes ; and 
theſe onely when neceſſitie compelled him toeate : Hee inioyned himſelfe 
(the time of prayer excepted) to ſtrict and conrinuall labour, to increaſe his 
appetite, bur noraugment his dyer. Therfore Hierom againſt Luſt preſcribes 
theſe three ſouereigne remedies ; faſt,prayer, and hard labour : The exam- 
ples are innumerable,as well amongſt Ethnick men as Chriſtizhs. Alexander 
ſupping with Antipadres, there was brought to the table and ſer juſt againſt 
the king,a wonderous beautifull woman,as excellent in voice as in face,both 
tempting ſo farre that Alexander began ſuddenly tobe ſurpriſed with her 
loue,and demaunded of Antjpadres,If ſhewere awoman whom he any way 
affeted. To whom he anſwered , That ſhe was indeered to himaboue all 0- 
ther creatures living . Then thou foole(replyde the king)cauſe her inſt ntly 
toriſe and be conueyed hence from the banquet. How farrethen was this 
temperate Prince from adulrerating another mans wife , rhat was affraid 
todoe his hoſt the leaſt injuric in his ſtrumper £ Therefore Julienus the Em- 
perour hauing tooke the cittie Nalaca,, wherein were many women of rare 
and extraordinarie feature , was ſo farre from corrupting their vertues that 
he commanded, not any of them ſhould be ſuffered ro come in his preſence. 
| Calixs lib.7.cap.27.tells vs that ſogreat was the chaſtitieof the Padnan wo- 
men in times paſt, that not any of rhem walked out of their doores bur wit 
their faces couered . Therefore Caiw' Sulpitins Gallxs ſued adiuorſe agai 

his wife, becauſe ſhe was mer bare-browed intheſtreeres, againſt who he 
thus pleaded , Thou art onely robe gonerned and guided by the lawes of 
mine eyes,thy beautic is tobe approoned by them,and ro pleaſerhem alone 
thou oughteſt ro adorne thy ſelfe : but ro defire to ſceme faire in the eyes of 
| gs , incurres the imputation bottr of ſuſpition and treſpaſſe .. What 
ſhould wee' thinke thenof thar fantaſtique attyre'and gawdie ornaments ſo 
much in vſe now adayes, which as well in youthasage, rather ſeeme open- 
ly to profeſſe luſt than inwardly ro protedt chaſtitie. Of theſe curiofiries in 


vaineand vnneceſlarie attire , Plautis in Penals thus ſpeakes, - =

In memoriedf. Virgin chaſtitic, I will cite you one hiſtoric our of Marwl- 
les, lib.4.cap.8. The monument of «£&gpte (the daughterof Edgar king of 
zkneland , a profeſſed Virginin herlifetime) becing opened after ſhee had 
many. yearcs lyen inthe graue, all her bodice was tarned intoduſt ſauing her 
wombe and bowells ; and they wereas freſh and faire withour any corrup- 
tion,asatthe firſt day of her interment. Thoſe that ſtood by wondering at 
the obict, one Clerke amongſt thereſt broke faorth into theſe tearmes : 
Wondernot to ſee the ar the bodje.to taſte of putrifaRion, and the 
wombe {fill ſound and perfe&,which never was contaminated with the lealt 
ſtayac or blemiſh of luſt. Of her,Biſhop Danſtan thus ſpeakes.; Worthie is 
her temembrance to be honoured ypon Earth,whoſe chaſt life is celebrated 
amongſt the Saints in Heauen. O great reward,due to Virgin chaſticie, by 
which ſuch felicitie is attayned, that their ſoules are not onely glorified in 
Heauen,but their bodies arenot ſubie&to corruption on earth. But becauſe 
the Theame I am next to ſpeake of, is of 'Virgs, pive me leaue to begin 
| with the beſt that euer was ſince the beginning, for Beautie, Chaſtitie, and 
| SanRitie ; nor ſhall it be amiſſe to ſpeake a word or two congerning her

MARY, the Motherof CHR1 ST, Was the daughter of 7oafhirs, of the

Here (as S.Xierome ob[erues) is tobe noted, That Anna and 
Emeria were two ſiſters : of Emeria Came Ebzdbeth;the mother of John Bap- 
1## : allo Anna was firſt marryed to Jagchnam, and bad by bim Afery,the mo- 
| thcrof Chriſt; and was afzer eſpouſed 519.Ckepherby whom the had 2447) 
| Cleophe, who was marryed.t0 LMipbame.' From them. two came /ames the 
| leſſe(ſurnamed Alphens) Symon Gans daſeph,other- 
wiſe called Barſabas. Euſehigs.in his Ecclefialticall.Hiſtorie; Lib. 2 cap.2- 
| ſayth, That James the lefle was called the Brother of our Lord, becaule hee 
was the brother of 7oſeph,the husband of Mary: but his opinion is not alto- 
gether authenticall. . Alſo une was eſpouſed to Salome, and had by him 
Mary Salome,gter marryced to Zebedews,, and had by him Jameethe greater, | 
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et and John the Euangeliſt. 1eph, the husband of Afary, was the brother of 
ng Cleophas. It is allo obſerucd, That in the one and fortieth yecre of the 
ne reigne of Augufws Ceſar, in the ſeuenth moneth (which 1s September) in 
fd the cleuenth day of the Moone (which is the foure and twentieth day of 
ce che moneth) on a Thurſday, 14x Baptii# was conceiucd ; and two hundred 
en threeſcore and fifrecne dayes atter,on a Fryday,was borne : So that he was 
ic the fore-runner of Chriſt, both in his Conception, his Birth, his Baptiſme, 
1+ his Preaching, and his Dcath. A woman goeth with child two hundred 


threeſcore and (1xteene dayes (for ſo long, by computation, was Chriſt in 
the wombe of the bleſſed Virgin) thoughall women goe not ſo long with 
child, as S. Auguitine obſerues, Lib. 4. de Ciutate Det, cap. 5. So that Chriſt 
| was longer in the wombe by a day, and more, than S. Joby Baptij#. Joby 
alſo was borne when the dayes began to ſhorten and wane z and Chriſt, 

when the dayes began to waxe long. Concerning theſe Antiquities, I 
conclude with a ſentence of S. Auguitines : Againſt Reaſon ( ſayth hee ) 
no ſober man will diſpute, againſt the Scripture,no Chriſtian man con» 
teſt ; and againſt the Church , noreligious man oppoſe.

Swid reſtifies; That hee harh heard this diſcourſe 
trom honeſt men, whodeliuered' it to him word by word, as they them- 
ſelues haue heard it from the mouth of Philippas Argentarizs.This moſt blel- 
ſed and pure Virgin Xry,the mother of our Lord and Sanjour,was borne of 
the holy Matron S. Amnejin the yeere of the World $948, andinthe yeere 
p72 les Of him,Chu#4n thus elegantly writes in one of his 
pigrams-: F254 oy"

True Sonne of God, older than Time, that haſt 
Thy byrth but now, yet frombeginning waſt, 
Author of Light, and Light before all other,

Petronilla. 


Vv Hen Peter the Apoſtle, had by his Faith curedall infirmities and diſ- 

eaſes, and inall places, yer he ſuffered his daughter Petrewilla to bee 
grieuouſly afflicted with a Feauor z and being demanded, why hee that had 
cured others did not helpe her ; he anſwered, Becauſe hee knew her ſicke- 
neſſe to be moſt behoofefull for her ſoules health, for the weaker ſhe was in 
bodice, ſhe was ſo muchthe ſtronger in Faith , ſerling her cogirationson the 
ioyes of Heauen, and not the pleaſures of the world, defiring of God that 
ſhe might rather dieachaſt Virgin, than robe the wite of the Conſull Flac- 
ew, by whom ſhe was at thattime moſt earneſtly ſollicited : whoſe prayer 


his purpoſe, who had long inf1diated her chaſtitie. Maral./ib.4.cap.$.The like 
we reade of Hillarius Pictauienſis Epiſcopms , who hauing long trained vp his 
daughter Appia in chaſtitic and ſanGtitie of life, fearing leaſt time might al- 
terher vowes, and tempt her with the vaine pleaſures of the world, hee be- 
ſoughr the giucr of all graces, that hee might rather with ioy follow her to 
her graue, than with ſorrow to her marriage bed ; which was accordingly 
granted, as the ſame Author teſtifies . Euftochium the daughter of Paula a 
noble matron of Rome, is celebrated by Saint Hierom for the onely preſi- 
dent of Virginall chaſtitie. Tora the virgin was of that chaſt and auſtere life, 
that hauing tooke a vow and once entered her profeſſion , ſhee never put on 
her backe any new garment, or ſo muchas changed her ſhooes. Maria &- 
tice ; lined the life of an Hermit in the ſollitude of an vnfrequented de- 
at:{ome write of her that as oftenas ſhe was ſcenerto pray, ſhee ſeemed to 
be lifted vp from the Earth into the Ayre the heigth of a cubit . Columba a 
Virgin of Peruſina, is reported to be of that chaſtitic and abſtinence; that 
ſhe neuer raſted any other food than the bare fruits of the Earth , fromthe 
yeares of her diſcretion till the houre of herdeath . Amaia was a profeſſed 
Virgin, who in fortie yeares ſpace neuer ſet foor oner thethreſhold of that 
Cloyſter wherein ſhe had confined her ſelfe, in which time ſhe neuer taſted 


was heard, for ſhe dycd of thar fickneſle, and the Conſull was preuented of 
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Lib.6. 


food ſaue bread and roots. Sars lived inthe time of Theodoſaws the elder, 
ſhe made a Vow,neucr ro lodge beneath any roote; but inhabiting the banke 
of a certaine riuer, remoued not from that place in threeſcore yeeres. The 
like is read of $y1u/4, a Virgin, the daughter of Ruffin, a Pretetor Ruler 
in Alexandria,who betooke her ſelfte ro follitude for ROTED of threeſcore 
yeeres, in which time ſhe neuer waſhe any part of her bodie ſaue her hands, 
nor repoſed her ſelfe vpon any bed ſaue the ground, Ir is repotted by Ed. 
ward Hall, lobhn Leiſland, Tobn Sleyden, and others, of S.Ebbe, Abbeſle of Col. 
lingham, That to preſerue her owne and her ſiſters Chaſtities, and keepe 
their Vowes inuiolate(becauſe they would ſeeme odible ro the Danes,who 
had done many outrages both againſt Law and Religion, and then tyranni- 
zed inthe Land) ſhee cut off her owne noſe,and vpper lippe, and perſuaded 
all the other Nunnes to doe the like : for which a&, the Danes burnt the 
Abbey,with all the Siſter-hood. Falgoſ. Zib.4.cap.z. ſpeakes of 1degands, 
a German Virgin,borne in Naſſau, who after many temptations, to which 
ſhee feared herbeaurie might ſubic her, in the yeere x 128 ſhee changed 
her habit, and got to be entertained ina Priorieneerevnto Wormes,called 
Schana beu Heirs : in which ſhe lived long by thename of Iſeph, in ſingular 
continence and modeſtie,ſtill conuerſing amongſt the learnedeſt and beſt 
approued ſchollers, euen till the time of her death : neyther was ſhe then 
knowne to be a woman, till comming to waſh her bodie, her Sex was diſfco- 
uered. In the ſame Monaſterie,and amongſt rhat Couent,liued Ewphroſyna, | 
a Virgin of Alexandria, by the name of Smaragdus : as allo one Marina,who | 
called her {elfe Marmas, both diſſembling their Sex. Gwzone, daughter to 
the duke of Arboa, was poſſeſſed by aneuill ſpirit; but after,by the prayers 
of holy men being recoucred, ſhe vowed perperuall Virginitie. And after 
being demanded in marriage by Szebertws, king of the Frenchmeri, ſhe was 
deliuercd vnto him by her father : who debating with her concerning his 
preſent purpole, ſhe humbly defired to be excuſed by his Maicſtie,in regard 
ſhe hadalrcadie paſt a pre-contra&t : The king demanding,To whom ? ſhe 
an{wered,She was a betrothed Spouſe to her Redeemer: Ar which the king 
being ſtartled, torbore to compell her any further, but ſuffered her ro take 
vpon hera religious lite ; ſhee preferring her Virgin Chaſtitie before the 
ſtare and title of a Queene. And theſe ſhall ſuffice for Religious Virgins; 
I now proceed to others, that grounded their vertue on meere moralitie. 
Balaraca was a Virgin, but of meane parentage and of a deiected fortune: 
yet to herneuer-dying honor, and preſident to all ages to come ( notwith- 
ſtanding ſhe was not able to ſupply her ſelte with things needfull and necel- 
ſarie, cyther for ſuſtenance or ornament ) neyther by threats or menaces, 
promiſes of worldly honors, or promotion, ſhee could not be tempted to 
proſtitute her ſelfe ro the Emperour 0tho. Saxo Gramaticus writes of Sery- 
tha,the daughter of Synaldus king of the Danes, to be of that modeſtic, that 
when the tame of her beautie had attracted a confluence of many ſuitors 
to the Court of her father, yet the could-neuer be woon eyther to conuerſe 
with, orſo much as to looke vponany of them. Tara was a French Ladie, 
of a noble and illuſtrious Familie ; ſhee liued in the time of Heraclizs : who 
when her father Hagerticus and her mother Zeadegunda would haue compeld 
herto marrie, ſhe fell into that exceſle of weeping ,that with the extraordi- 
narie flux of tearcs ſhe grew blind ſoone after, Dwuls was a Virgin famous 


for her Chaſtitie, who choſe rather to be flaine by the hand of a _— |

| than to be deſpoyled of her Virginitie. Statyra and Roxana were the liſters 
of Mithridaces king of Pontus, who for the ſpace of fortie yeeres had kept 
their Vow of Vitginitic inuiolate ; thefe hearing the ſad fate of their bro- 
ther, and fearing to be rautſhed by the enemie ( at leaſt, ro fall into their 
 captiuitie ) by taking of poyſon, finiſhed both their dayes and ſorrowes, 
Platarch writes of one Roxane,drowned ina Well by Statyra. It is reported 
of an Hetrurian Damoſell (taken by a Souldior) who to preſcrue her Virgi- 
nitie, leapt off trom the bridge Ancifa into the riuer Arnus': of whom, 


BenedicFus Varchiue hath left this memorie.in one of his Epigrams : 


Perderet nitadFum ne Virgo Etruſca pudorem 
In rapidas ſeſe precipitanit aquas, 'Fc. 


Th' Hetrurian Girle, her Honor ſ{ill to keepe, 
Precipitates her ſelfe into the Deepe ;

Bernardus Scandeonws, Lib.z . Claſſe 3 4. Hiſtor, Patanine, verites, That when 
Maximilian the Emperour made ſpoyle of the Padua territories, diverſe of 
the countrey people leauing the villages emptie, fled mto the cirie; amongſt 
whom,was one 1/abella, a Damoſell of Ravenna , who being ſeized on by 


ſurprized with her beautie,drew herafide,with purpoſe to have diſhonored 
her : but finding no other meanes toſhun the violence of cheir luſt , ſhee 
from thc bridge caſt her felfe headlong intothe ritier Medoacus,where ſhee 
was drowned : and afterwards, her bodie beins drawne our of the river, 
was buryed vndera banke, without any other ceremonie belonging roa Fu- 
nerall, Mariza, the daughter of Yarro,was of that admirable continence and 
chaſtitie, that being moſt excellent in the Art of Painting , ſhee tot onely 
alienated and reſtrayned her Penfill from limning any thing that mighr ap- 
peare obſcene, or ſhew the leaft immodeſtie, but thee was nener knowne to 
delineate or draw the face of a man, Raw/. in Offitin. The like is reported 
of Lala Cizizens, alike excellent in Painting , and as remarkable for her 
Virgin Chaſtitie. Britonia, a beautifull maid of Crete ( giuing her ſelfe 
wholly to Hunting,and the Chaſe) to ſhun the importunities of king Minos 
(who layd traynes to vitiate her) threw her ſclfe into a river,and was drow- 
ned, Daphne, the daughter of Amicla, retyred her ſelfe both from walled 
cities, and all publike ſocietic, and was at length entertained into the fel. 
lowſhip of Diens , frequenting the Laconian fields and Peloponnefian 
| mountaines. Of her, Lexcippms the ſonne of Oenemaus was enamored ; who 
 hauing attempted diuerſe wayes to compaile his will , but notjpreuayling 
n any, he bethought himſclte what courſe 7upiter tooke to ſtuprate Califto, 
the daughter of Lycaon ; and attyring himſelfe in che habite of a female 
Huntreſſe, was entertayned by Drana, and admitred into their number :

Of which ac- 
quaintance Apollo being icalous (in regard they had ſuch conuenience of 
time, place, and opporrtunitie) he put his owne dearely beloued Dephne in | 
mind, to entice Leucippms toa riuer, where Diana with all theirnymphes in- | 
tended to bathe themſclucs : Whither when they came, the Virgins dif. | 
robed themſeclues, euen tonakedneſle , and being all ſtript ro their skinnes, | 
but finding Leucippus onely to mooue delayes, they pluckt off his garments 
by forcc,and ſo diſcouered him tobe of the contrarie Sex : at which Diana 
enraged, commanded all her Virgins to take vp their Bowes and Quiuers, 
and ſo they ſhort him to death with their Arrowes. This is recorded by

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Of Chaſt Wines. 


TFRETN cxcellent prefident of Chaſtitiewas that in Rhodogure,the daugh- 
Wag tcrof Darizs; who cauſed her Nurſe to be ſlaine, becauſe her hus- 
YESY band being dead, ſhe perſuaded hertoa ſecond marriage. A more 

admirable remarke of Nuptiall Chaſtitie it was of the Wiues of 
the Theutonicks, remembred by Hieres. in his Epiſtle to Gerontia z whoſe 
husbands being laine, and they taken.captiue by 44ariws, humbly beſought 
him on their knees, that they might be ſent to the Veſtalls in Rome, as a 
preſent; proteſting, they would be vally with them, ſtill from the ſocic- 
tic of men, and profeſle perpetuall Chaftitie : bur their requeſt being de- 
nyed by the Conſull Marizs, the next night following all of them with an 
vnite conſent ſtrangled themſelues. Theoxena was famous forher Chaſti- 
tie, who being enuironed at Sea by the Nauie of Philip king of Macedon, 
ſeeing her husband throwne ouer-boord, leapt after him to follow him in 
death ; not onely to expreſſe her loue to her husband , but her skorne to 
ſtand tothe mercie of the Conqueror, Baptiſta Pins, L1b.2. Elegiar. ſpeakes 
of Tyro, a woman of: Theſſalia, who (her husband being dead) could by no 
counſaile of friends , or perſuaſion of kindred, be woon to furuiue him, 
Plutarch in Pompeio ſpeaking of Hypſicratea, ſayth thee was ſo endearcdly at- 
feed to her husband king 2ithridates, that for his loue ſhe made a volunta- 
rie change of her moſt becomming womaniſh ſhape and habit, into a mans: 
for cutting her hayre, ſhe accuſtomed her ſelfe to the praRtiſe of Horſe and 
Armes, that ſhee might with the more facilitie endure the labours and dan- 
gers of the warres. Her husband being ſubdued by Cn. Pompeias , and his 
Armie quite diſſipate and quercome;, ſee followed him (flying) through 
many barbarous Nations,where her life and fafetie were in hourely hazard; 
and theſe ſhee cnterpriſed with a mind vndaunred, and a bodie vnwearyed, 
her faith and loyaltie in all his extremities being to him no ſmall ſollace 
and comfort : for though an Exile (being ſtill in the ſocietie of his Queene

Her 
words tooke ſuch impreſſion in the noble General;that notwithſtanding her 
tempting beaurie (the motiues to inchaſtitic) his preſent opporrunirie and 
ab{olute power ouer her as ſhe was his vaſfall and priſoner;, yerrothow his 
miraculous temperance, hee preterxed the name of a cigtt and continent 
ince , before. the impuration of a tyrantor anadulceret ; and inſtantly. 
capt out of the bed, and left her to-her moduaſt.and more quier reſt. Inrhe 
morning he ſent. for her husband., ro whom (afrera grearcharacter of het 
Chaſtiriegiuen) he deliuered her,not onely freeing:thems bocthwithourran+ 
ſome, but.from his owne coffers bountiftully rewarding-hervyertue : inrhie 
lubduing of his owne atfections gainingimore honourthaminthe conqureſt 
of ſo great a cirtie. In this act nor onely imitating but exceeding Scipio : For 
that incomparable Ladie that was preftnted vnto him; was of high linage 
and of princely parentage, beſideshe liuedinafree citric, and to haue dil- 
honoured her, he had not onely incurred cenfure, bur being then 1n a farrein 
nation purchaſed to himſelfe the name of tyrant, and hazarded anew re- 
uoult of the people : but that was nothing tooppele prince $/orz4 inthe [1- 
tisfying of his luſt , ſauc his owne goodnefle., tor what 'conquerour hath 
not power ouer his captiue. Fulgo/. 5.4. cap... Anaſtatia Conſtantino politana, 
when Theodora Auguſta was icalous,that thee was not beloved of her husband 
Inſtinianzs Auguſtus , and hauing.to that purpole received ſome taunting 
words from the Empereſſc,to approue her innocencic , ſhee fled borh court 
and cittie,and retyred hcr {elte jnro Alexandria, where ſhee lived ob{curcd 
in the ſocietic of certaine chaſt Virgins : Buratter, hearing of the death of 
Theodora, her feares were not diminiſhed but augmented, torthe Emperors 
loue appearcd to her a greater burden than the hate of the Empereſle  ther- 
fore to auoid that which many would haue ſought with greedinefſe, thee 
changed her habit, and raking the ſhape of ayoungman'vpon her, fled into 
the furtheſt parr of Agypr, called by the name of Anaſtetis : witere ſhee 
lived priuately,auſtcrely,and ended her chalt life in great ſanRitie. Hieronim, 
writes that Paula Romana, after the death of her husband, was ſo farre from 
being perſuaded roaiecond , that ſhee was never knowne from that time to 
eate or drjnke in mans companie. Of a contrarie diſpolition was Barbaraithe

As contrary againeto her was the 
daughter of Demetian prince of the Arcopagitz , who no ſooner heard that 
her husband Leoftbenes was {laine inthe Lamick warre, but inftantly ſlew her 
ſelfe, leaſt ſhe ſhould ſurpiue a ſecond marriage. Others there bee that haue 

t aviduall chaſtitie even in wedlocke. The Virgin Edelirudis, as Sigilber. 
tus and Beds both witnefle, was the daughter of 4945 a Chriſtian king of 


they vowed laſting Virginitie : atlength hedying , ſhee was by her father 
compelled to a ſecond nuprialls with king Cephordus, with whom ſhee liued 
twelueyeares, yetneuer (as they could adiudge it ) vnlooſed her Virgin 

yrdle. After which time, by her husbands conſent ſhe rooke vpon hera re- 
ligious life, and entered a monaſterie, where (as Marwllas lib. 4.cap.8, ſayth) 


are remembered by Fwpoſius, Marullus, Albertus Cranzims, 6. as of Maris 
Deſegnies, Margarita _Acgypta, CeciliaVirgo, Kunegunda Augufta, wite to Henry 
of that namethe firſt Emperour, Bafibſa , eſpouſed to Julianus Antiochenus, 
Stemberga theniece of Clodonizs, married to Arwulphus a noble Frenchman, 
Theſe and others without number (which is ſomewhat difficult to beleeue) 
hauc wedded, bedded, boorded, lyne and liued together , yet went as pure 
Virgins to their graues as they came fivſtto their cradles . Of theſe I may

I will onely produce one hiſtorie or two at the moſt from our moderne 
Hiſtories, and ſo ceaſe further to ſpeake of our marryed Virgins. Ir is re- 
ported in the Legend, That after Editha the daughter of Earle Godwin, was 
married to king Zaward (otherwiſe called S. Edward) they mutually vowed 
betrwixt themſclues perpetuall chaſtitie,and therein perſeuered to the end 
of their lives. There continued in them (ſayth the Legend) a Coniugall 
loue,without any Coniugall a, and any bar tn embraces,withour any de- 
flowring of Virginitic : for Edward was beloued, but not corrupted; and

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did not temprhim wirh luſt , ſhe pleaſed him with diſcourſe and ſweet fo- | 
cietie, yet protoked him tono libidinous deſire. It is moreoner in that 
Treatiſe recorded, Tharthey vſed to call Marriagea ſhipwracke of Maiden- 
head, comparing it to the fterie Farnace of the Chaldzans ,; to rhe Mantle ! 
| that Joſeph left in the hand of a ſtrumper, the wife of Patiphay ; tothe laſci- | 
ajous outrage 'of the two wicked Elders, who would haue oppreſſed and | 
vitiared Suſanne the wife of Joachim : and laſtly, to the enticements of | Sy/anxa. 
drunken Holafernes towards faire 1udith, one of the delinerers of her people. | 7gdith. 
And fo much for the Legend. But Richards Dinifzenſis ſayth , That being | 
| awed by Earle Gedwzs, and forthe feare of haſarding his lite and kingdom, | 
Edward was compelled by threars and menaces to the marriage of Editha. | 
Moreouer, Polydore reports, That for the hate he bore her father (who had 
| at long before moſt rrayterouſly flaine his brother A/phred) hee cauſed 
himſelte to bedmuorced from her, ſeifing her goods and dower to his owne 
vic and pleaſure. Ranwiphas, and one that writes himſclfe Azontmoes (as wil- 
ling eo conceale his name) ſay, That ſhee was diſrobed of all her Queene- | 
like honors, and confined into the Abbey of Warnwell,with only one maid 
to attend her, and ſo committed to the ſtrit cuſtodie of the Abbeſle. 
William of Malmesbury,and Marian Scotus haue left remembred , That 
hee neyther diſmiſſed her his bed, nor carnally knew her ; but whether it | 
was done in hatred to herkindred, or purpoſe of Chaſtitic, they are not 
able to determine. Robert Fabian confeſſerh as much in his Chronicle, 
Part. 6. cap.2 10. Howſoeuer, the cffets of that abſtenious life were not 
onely prejudiciall,but brought lamentable effects vpon this diſtrated king- 
dome, namely, Innovation and Conqueſt : for Exward dying without iſſue, 
England was inuaded and oppreſt by the Normans, and the people broughr 
tothar miſerie, that happie was that ſubieR that could ſay, / am no Enzliſh- 
man. And in this, agree Matthew Paris, Cap2taue , Fabian, and Polydore. 
As I hold it not neceſſarie for marryed folke to tye themſelues to rhis 
ſri kind of abſtinence, ſo I hold it nor conuenient for any ſuch as haue to 
themſelues,and in their ſoules,taken vpon them rhe ſtrif life of Virginirie, | 
to be compelled to an enforced marriage , as may appeare by this diſcourſe | 
following, recorded by Guizelm. Malmtsburien. Simeon Danelmenſ. Matthew 
Paris, Roger Honeden, Capgrane, (4c. Henry the firſt of that name, king of 
England, and crowned in the yecre of Grace t 101, was by the inſtigation 
of Anſelme (once a Monke of Normandie, but after by William Rufus conſti- 
tured Archbiſhop of Canterburie) marryed vnto Maude, daughter to Mal- | Maude.

I haue heardof a man that liuing tothe 
age of threeſcore and ten, had led1o auſtere alite,that inall that time he ne- 
uer touched the bodie of a woman, and had propoſed to himſelfe to carrie 
that Virginall vow with him to his graue ; butatlength being viſired with 
fickeneſſe,and hauing a fairceſtate purchaſed with his ſmall charge and great 
husbandrie, and therefore willing rodraw our the thread of his life ro what | 
length he could, hee ſent ro demaund the counſell of the Phifitians;who ha- | 
uing well conſidered the eſtate of his bodie, all agreed in this, that ſincethe |

| hind him; namely his poſſeſſions, his money, his neighbours, friends, and. 
kindred, and whether hee was toremooue,, to the coldand comfortleſite 
 graue; hereſolued with himſelfe ro prolong the comfort of the firſt, and 
delay (as long hecould ) the feare of the laſt : Therefore hee reſolued ra-

but God was mercifall , and wiſhed him not ro-deſpaire bur bee of com- 
fort, and with ghoftly counſelt petſuaded him to take nothing ro his heart, 
becaufe hee hoped all would bee well . The oId man told him hee vnder- 
ſtood nor his mcaning,but deſired him to be more phain,that he might know 
ro what purpoſe his language did intend . His neighbour anſwered him a- 
| ezine, Sir I have beene acquainted with you long , haue knowne your con- 
 tmenceand ſtriftneſſeof life,and withall yourabſtinence fromwomen ;and 
| Tam forte char your laſt nights bufineſſe ſhould be the occafion of this me- 
 lancholly and theſe teares. To whomithe ficke ( but pretily well recouecred) 
man thus replyde, Neighbour you much miſtakethe cauſe of my ſorrow, 
{ Ineithergreeue nor weepe for the good & whalſome phiſicke I had the laſt 
nighe, bur I now vex and rorment my felfe that I haue (o idly ſpent mine 
age, therebceing ſuch a pleaſure ypon earth ( aboueall that I hauc hetherto 
inioyed ) that Ineuer had the grace to know it ſooner , and trie what it was 
before this time. If chen-Luſt can ſtrike this ſtroke, and haue this efficacie in 
a22e, 0 how much ſhould wee pirtie youth readie dayly and hourely to run 
mro this dangerous inconuenience. 

Of theſe Wantons there bee two forts, Meretrices and Scorta, that is, 
Whores and common Women, ſuch as either for Luſt or Gaine, proſtiture 
themſelues to many ,or all. The ſecondare Concabins or Pellices, Concubines 
tokings and princes,or ſuch as wee call the private Miftreſſes to great men. 
The laſt areas our Accidence teacheth , like Eduardis or Gulielmws, proper 
names tothis man or that. The firſt like Hom,common toall men : both de- 
grees ſinners, but nor inthe like kind. I have read of athird forr, bur know 
not what con{onant or agreeing name to conferre vpon them. I hane heard 
of ſome that haue beene called honeſt whores , It may bee thoſe that I ſhall 
ſpeake of were ſach , and becauſe they are the ſtrangeſt, I will begin with 
them firſt. Doſuthems lib. 3. Lydiacorum,cells vs thar the Sardians hauing com- 
menced warre with the Smyrnzans, inuefted themlſelues before the cittie 
of Smyrna, and hauing begyrt them with a ſtraight and difficult fiege, thoſe 
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| of Sardis (it ſeemes being hot fellowes) ſent their Embaſſadors intothe citie | 
rothis purpoſe, That vnlefſe they would ſend them their wiues,to adulte- t 
rate at their pleaſures, they would nor onely race their citie, and leuell ir F 
with the earth, but kill man,woman,and child, and ſo extirpe theit memo. u 
b

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rice. This meſſage bringing with it nor onely terror but horror, much per. 
plexed the beſieged: and berwixt the diſtraCtions of perpetuall infamie and 
moſt certaine death , not able what to determine ( and hauing fat long in 
counſaile,but nothing amongſt them concluded) a yong luſtie Virago(one 
that was hand-maid or bond-woman to Fhilarchws) defired to be admitted 
| intothe Senate. And being called in amongſt them roknow what ſhee had 
to lay, ſhee told them, That vnderſtanding to what miſerable exigent they 
were driuen, ſhee had dcuiſed (fo pleaſed them to be ſwayed by her directi- 
on) a meanes not onely to deliuer rhemſclues from skorne, their wiucs from 
diſhonor, their children from the reproach of baſtardie, and their lives and 
goods from ſpoyle, but toſubie the barbarous enemie into their hands, 
witha noble and memorable vitorie. No maruell it to ſucha proiedt they 
gaue attention,gwhen greedily demanding, By.,what meanes the leaſt of theſe 
| propoſed bleſſings might be accompliſhed * ſhe thus counſailed them,Send 
| (laith ſhe) to theſe luſtfull Sardinians,and tell them you will in a!l points ſa- 
tisfie their deſires : At the time appointed, let me with the reſt of your 
' flaues and vaſlals, be attyred- in the habits of our ladies and miſtreſſes ; for 
| (no queſtion) being deckt in their ornaments and jewels,wee ſhall appeare 
not onely free women, but ſufficicntly beautifull. Now in the night,when 
weare faſt lodged in their embraces, and rhey dreaming of no further dan- 
gers than their preſent delights, and rhat you thinke wee haue ſufficiently 
cooled their het courages ; arme your ſelues againſt the Sardinians, whom 
(it they offer to riſe and arme themſelues at the Alarme giuen) wee will 
keepe ſtill faſt lockt in ourarmes, till what wee haue left of them being na- 
ked, you your ſelfe diſpatch being armed. This counſaile was followed, 
and accordingly tooke effect. In memorie of this,the Feaſt called Elatheri, 
i, of Free-women, is yeerely celebrated in Smyrna ; in which, the maid- 
ſeruants, attyred in their miſtreſſes habits, fit at the Tablc, and are waited | 
on by them,whom they attend all the yeareafter. CAriſtides Milefans, lib. 1. | 
alcorum, parallels this Hiſtorie thus : CAtepomarss king of the Gaules, in- | 
feſting the Romans with warre,and hauing compelled them to the like ext- 
| gent, demanded the like horrible condirions of peace, namely, to adulterate 
| { their wiues : but being in the ſame manner aduiſed by theirhand-maids,and

maides 2! hee anſwered; The kitchin-maid : and is it ſo ( ſaythſhee ) well 
fieeha, I will hencefarth prevent the getting of Baſtards in my houſe, with- 
eut knowing who. ſhall farher them, and for that nighr ſayd no:more : but 
thenext morning to preuent all future danger , pickt a quarell withthe kit- 
chin-wench, payde her her wages and turned her away. It ſcemes after, the 
yongman did well , for ſhee made him (before his time was fully out) both 
her tourneyman and foreman. It followes next in courſe, that I ſhould de- 
fine vnto you, what theſe proſtirutes and common women are ; but what 
need I trouble my ſelfe ſo farre, whenmthefe cormwpt daics almoſt cuerie 
Boy of fifreene or ſixteen yeres old, knoawes-wharaſtrumpet is, better by 
his own practiſe than I can illuſtraretohim byalbmp reading. And for Con- 
cubines wee need not trauell ſo farse as the FwckesSezaglio, ſince but few 
kings pallaces are without them. : And for ſuch: axxpzce call Sweet-hearts, 
Friends,or Good wenches;ſhould yrebur ſcarch nable mens Diaries,gentle- 
mens Summer-lodges, or cittiſens Garden+houtes, and trauell no further, 
wee ſhould no queſtion find plentie ſufficient , It would alſo become this 
ee well, to perſuade theſe laoieand incontinent wamen with ſome cla- 
rat exhortation, to retyre themſclues from that wicked and abhominable 
courſe of life. But I am altogether diſcouraged;when I remember the po- 
fitions of one moſt notorious in that trade , word being brought her, as of a 
ſtrange and vnexpected noueltie ,, That one who bad beene a famous ſtrum- 
pens retyred her ſelfe from all herleaude courſes; and was lately turned 
oneſtwoman.

His Las (as A iſlophanes Bizantius relates) was a ſtrumpet of Corinth : 

the was called Axe, for her ferocitie and rudeneſſe of manners. Her, 
all the prime and nobleſt Heroes of Greece frequented, and extaſfied with 
ber beautic, came dayly in troupes to viſit her. Athenews in his Dipnoſoph. 
ſpeakes of her countrey, behauiour, and ſepulchre , reporting herto be ſo 
beautifull, that the moſt exquiſite Painters of Greece came frequently to 
her,and beſought her to bare her necke,breaſts,and other parts of her bodice 
before them : For when they were to limne any extraordinarie Piece, 
(wherein was to be expreſſed Jano, Venus, Pallas, or any well-ſhaped god- 
deſſe, or woman ) her faire feature or linecaments might be theirexample, 
Shee had a great emulation with Phyine the Conrtizan, for they lived both 
in one age, Ariſtipps the Philoſopher (firaamed Eyrenarew about the ſca- 
ſon thar the Feaſts were celebrated to Neptune, did'yecrely tor the ſpace of 
two moneths, together aſſociate himſelfe with this Law. Diogenes meeting 
him vpon.a time : O Arifipas (ſayth hee) thou keepeſt companie with a 
common ſtrumpet , be rather a Cinicke of my Sect, than a Philoſopher 
of ſuch looſe and difſolute behaviour - To whom Ariſippms anſwered , 
Appeares it to thee, 0,Dzogenes; a thing abſurd ro dwell inan houſe which 
__ haue before inhabited 2 who anſwered, No: Or to ſayle in-the 


fame Ship (ſayth Arizppes) in which diuerſe paſſengers haue before-rime 


put to ſea? Againe hee anſwered,Neither : Nor doe I thinke it (replyes 
hee) O Diogenes, worthie thy iuſt- taxation , to accompanie with a woman 
with whom many others haue had-commerſe. Againe, being by others 
calumniated for his often repayre and publike recourſe to her (in regard 
of her common proſtitution , and therefore: the greater blemiſh to his 
more auſtere profeſſion ) hee thus ſarisfied them : This is the difference 
betwixt me and the reſt of her Clyents ; 7 onely enioy Lais, all others are 
eniozed by her. When Demo#thenes (the famous Orator of Athens ) defired 
to have had companie with her, 3nd ſhee for one nights lodging deman- 
ded of him a thouſand Drachma@?'; affrighted with rhe name of ſogreat 
aſumme, he thus replycd : 7 pur b/e not to buy repentance ſo deare. A young 
man, much taken with her beaut \ came to Diogenes the Cinicke, and asked 
him this queſtion, What if a man houlg marrie with Zas ? Who pre- 
lently anſwered, For 4 young s mach too ſapne , and for an old man it 
were farre too late. Concerning £ Thaue read an elegant Epigram, of an

(This notwithſtanding) ſome will not allow herto have beene educated 
in the Cranzum, which is a place of exerciſe inthe citic of Corinth. 

Phrine 
Qtic for her beautie was emulated by Za#, and was aproſtitute in Theſpis, 

a Citic of Boetia : who being for ſome capitall crime conuented before 
the Senate, and (notwithſtanding ſhe had a famous Aduocate toplead in her 
behalfe) fearing ſome harſhand ſeuere cenſure, ſhe truſting to her beautie, 
bethought her of this proicR z before the Sentence was pronounced, ſhee 
caſt off her looſe and vpper garments, and without ry word ſpeaking, as 
farre as womaniſh modeſtic would ſuffer her, expoſed her bodie naked to 
the Iudges. (O Beautie, thou canſt more preuayle than the tongues of a 
thouſand Orators.) With her rare forme and extraordinarie feature, the 
old gray-beards were ſo taken, that where before their purpoſe was to in- 
fit vpon her ſome ſeuere puniſhment, they changed their auſteritie into 
loue and pitie, and diſmiſſed her without mul& or fine. Therefore the fa- 
mous Orator and Grammarian Qian, thus ſpeakes : The admirable 
beautie of ſo compleate a Fabricke more preuayled with the Senate, than 
all the Rhetoricall eloquence of her Aduocate Hyper. Vpon this occa- 
ſion an Edi was publiſhed, That from "thence-forward no Clyent what- 
ſoeuer ſhould be in preſence whileſt ther Cauſe was in pleading, leaſt ci- 
ther pitie or affeRion to the perſon ſhould ſway the ballance of Iuſtice and 
equitie. It is further remembred of her, That Praxiiles the moſt excel- 
lent Painter of his time (for ſome courteſies ſhee-had done him, or ſome 
fauours grac't him with ) promiſed to giue her the beſt and moſt curious 
Table in his worke-houſe : but ſhee by no perſuaſion or cunning able to 
! wreſt from him which (amongſt ſo many) had the prioritie, ſhee bethought 
her of this fleight , watching a time when the Painter was abroad iti the 
citic, ſhee hyred a meſſengerto runto him in all haſt, and coutiterfeiting a 
ſuddaine paſſion, to tell him his houſe was on fire, and many ormoſt of his 
elaborate Pieces burnt toathes :» At which Praxitiles amaſed, and ares 
mooued, broke forth into this e, But is che Picture of Cuopid 
and referued from combuſtion ? by which, the found that ro be his maiſter- 
piece, and therefore due to her by promiſe. This Phrine never vited the hot 
Bathes, as other of her profefſion accuſtomed to doe : onely at the Feaſts

Dy- 
exarchus writes; That whoſocuer ſhallcrauel! rowards Athens, by the ſacred 
way called Elufinis, there hee ſhall behold a goodly temple built , in ſtare 
height and compaſle exceeding all othery , which who ſo ſhall confiderately 
peruſe, hee oueſle it either ro-bee'the coft of Adiltiades, Pericles, Ci- 
mex,or of fome other Athenian equally withthemilluſtrious,and efpecially 
of ſicha one that for merit:towardsthe common weale, might commaunda 
voluntarie contribution from the ptbliketreaſuric. Theopompus in an epiltle 
ro Alexander thus carpes at the intemperanceof Harpalus , Conſider (quoth 
hey.and- inquire of themenof Babylon, with whatſuperfluous charge hee 
harh interred his ſtrumper Pythonica, whowas but handmaid to Bachs the ſhe» 
muſitian, and/Bachi the ſcruant of Sywope-Threiſſa, who from the cittie of

Riitophanes, Appolloderas, 4mmonias, Antiphanes, and Georgia Athenienſis, of 
your Athenian ſtrumpets haue writbar large: as alſoof the like argument 
Theomander,Cyreneus, Eleus, Amaſides, Theophraftus in libro Amatorio, Polemon de 
Tabellis, lib. 3. Ouid, and infinite others, ont of whom may be colleted many 
famous wantons in their times. Ocymus.is the name of a ſtrumper,much be- 


loned of a skilfull Sophiſt in Corinth ;, Thalatra,of Dvoeles, Corianno,of Phere- 
crates ; _Antea,of Philillins, otherwiſe called Eunieus, Thaw and Phannium,of 
Menander ; Opora,ot Alexis , Clepſydra,ot Eubulus: tor lo Aſclepiades,the ſonne 
of Arias, reports in his Commentarie vpon Demetrius Phalareus ; where hee 
affirmes her proper name to be rather Methica, which Aniiphanes writes to be 
the name of a wanton. The Poet Timocles ſpeakes of Cina, Nanninm, Plangon, 
Lyca,Pithionica, Myrhina,Chriſgs,Conallis, Jeroclea, Lopadium i Ot theſe,likewile 


Amphs makes mention. Axaxandries in his de{cription of the madneſle of 
old men, amongſt others hee reckons vp Laziſca, and Theolyte. Poleymon the 
Hiſtoriographer ſpeakes of one Cottina, whole Statue is erected in the citic 
of Lacedem on,not farre from the Temple of Dionifaus; ſhe is mounted vpon 
abraſen Bull . Alabjiades was beloued by a woman of Agida, of whom hee 
was likewiſe amorous : after ( relinquiſhing Athens, and Lacena ) of one 
Medontide of Abidos , and with her fayled through the Helleſpont, with 
Axiochss a friend of his and much deuoted to his fellowſhip ; for ſo the 
Orator Zy/iss witneſſeth of him in an Oration madeagainſt him. Hee had 
wo other miſtreſſes with whom hee was conuerſant, Damaſandra the 


remaining in Meliſſa, a citie of Phrygia, PharnabaF us layd traines to entrap 
his life.  Abrotonax was the mother of Themiſtocles , a ſtrumpet, as _Amphi- 
erates relates. Neapnthes Cyzicenus (a Greeke Hiſtoriographer) calls him 
the ſonne of Euterpe, The ſecond Philodelphs, king of &gypt, had many 
tamous Concubines , as Ptolomens Ewergetes in his Commentaries witnel- 
ſeth ; Didima, and BiliFiche: beſides theſe, Agathoclea, and Stratonica, whoſe 
monument was erected in the ſea ; Eluſma, Myrizam, with many others,

delicate houſes, in which he tooke much delight, he was wont to call atter 
the name of two of his Paramours,eyther Myriie or Pothine. Timotheas,the 
orcat Captaine of the Athenians,was knowne to be the ſonne of a common 
woinan of Threifla : which being obicated ro him as an aſperfion, hee an- ! 
{wered; I am glad ro haue beene borne of ſuch a mother,that had the wiſe- | 
dome to chuſe Conon to bee my father . Cariizs in his Hiſtoricall Com- 
mentaries auerres Phileterus (who {oucraignized in Pergamus, and the new 
Region called Boca) tobe the ſonne of a wanton ſhee-Minſtrell , borne in 
Paphlagonia. Ari#ephon the Orator,who in the reigne of king Exclides pub- 
liſhed a Law, Thatall ſuch as were not borne of ciuile and free women,ap- 
proued for their modeſtie and temperance, ſhould be held as baſtards ; yet 
hee himſelte is mocked by the Comicke Poet Caliades, for being the ſonne 
to the Proſtitute Choriaes, as may appeare in the third booke of his Com- 
mentaries. Of Zamathe ſtrumpet,the king Demetrizes had a daughter called

ingenious diſcourſe, of Demetrius Poltorcetes. Of her, Machon the Poet writes 
much,as alſo of Guathena,who with Depithea were ſaid tobe two Laſſes much 
beloued of the Poet Diphilas. The citiciof Arhens was ſo full of famous 
ſtrumpets, that Ariſfophanes Byzantius reckon'd vp at one time 1 3 5. but Appel-

ſtill rerurne (for their paſſages to and tro arediſtinguiſhed by ſmall cords or 
ſtrings, which dire ſtrangers vnto ſuch women to whom they are moſt ad- 
died.) But of theſe, not any returne to their houſes (after they haue once 
rooke vp their ſears) till ſome clyent hath caſt ſome coyne or other into her 
lappe(be it neuer ſo {mall orgreat) and hauc had carnall companie with her 
ina ſequeſtred place of the Temple : which done, hee 1s to ſay, Ss much 7 
did owe thee, 6 goddeſſe Melitta, Nor was any woman to refuſe the mon 
that was offered her (whatſocuerit were) becauſe it was to be employed in 
their ſuppoſed pious vices. Neyther was it lawfull fora woman to refuſe 
any man, but ſhe was compelled to follow him thar caſt the firſt coyne into 
her apron. This beeing done, it was lawfull for her to mingle her ſelfe in 
proſticution with whom ſhe pleaſed. The faireſt and moſt beautifull were 
for the moſt part ſooneſt diſpatchr, but others that have beene vgly and de- 
formed, haue beene forced to fit in the Temple, ſome one, ſometwo,ſome 


three yeeres, and vpwards, before they could meer with any by whoſe | 


helpe they might giue ſatisfaction tothe Law, returneto their owne houſes, 

make yſe of their free libertie. The like cuſtome (though not in euerie 
particular) was in Cyprus. | 

Amongſt the Caunians(a people in Coria)there was a yeerely conuention 


of yong men and women to thelike purpoſe,as the ſame Author in the ſame | 


booke affirmes. Alia de war. Hiſtor, bib. 4. fayth , That the Lydian wo- 
men before their marriage preſented themſelues for gaine, till they had 
chaſed to themſclues a competent dowrie ; but having onceſelected a 
usband , they from that time lived in all continence and chaſtitie - From 
this generalitie I come to particulars, and firſt-of Thais. Shee was a ſtrum- 
pet of Corinth,whoſe beautic bewitched all the Articke youth . Her the 
Greeke Poet Menander in his workes moſt celebrated , of whom ſhee was 
called Menandrea. Clitarchus ſpecifies vnto vs, That ſhee was much beloued 
&f Alexander the Great : at whole requeſt (after the conqueſt of Cyrus ) 
all the Imperiall Pallaces in Perſepolis (with the greateſt part of thecitie) 
were ſect on fire, and burned downe to the carth. This ſtrumper (after the 
death of Alexander ) was marryed to the firſt Prolomey of Agypt,by whom 
ſhe had two ſonnes, Leontiſcus and Zagss, with one daughter called Jrene, 
whom Solon king of Cyprus after tooke to wife. Zamis was a Courtizan 
of Athens, and entyred to Demetriws, a lord of many Nations, inſfomuch 
that in his Armour and Crowne, with his Imperiall Diademe, he was of- 
ten ſeene publikely to enter herroofe, to conuerſe with her,and eate at her 
Table, It had beene leſſe diſhonour tor ſo great a perſon,to haue given her 
meeting more priuately. In this one thing Diodor,s the Minſtrell was pre- 
ferred before Demetrius : who being diuerſe times ſent for to this Courte- 
zans houſe, refuſed tocome. This Lamia was wont (as «liartus, Lib. 1 2. 
reports) tocompare the Greekes to Lyons, and the Epheſians to Wolues. 
Gnathena was of the ſame countrey, and borne in Athens, of whom it is 
thus remembred : A noble fellow drawne as farre as the Helleſpont by the

of the chiefe citie there * He told her, Yes. She then deſired him to giue 
it name? Hee told her, it was called Sygzum. By which,ſhee ingeniouſly 
reproued his verbolitic; ſince Syge (of which Greeke word the citic takes 
denomination) ſignifieth ſilence and taciturnitie.Of her prompt and wittie 
anſweres the Poet Machon ſers downe many : for (hee was held to bee 
wondrous facetious and ſcoffing, and excecdingly beloued of the Poet 
Diphilus. Lyncews likewiſe remembers many things concerning her. Paw- 
ſonius Lacus becing dauncing in her preſence, in doing aloftie tricke aboue 
| ground, and not able to rccouer himſclfe, hee tcll headlong intoa Veſſell 
that ſtood by: See (ſayth ſhe) Lacus in cadum incidis,4s The Poole hath pow- 
red himſelfe into the Veſlell : Zacws not only ſignifies a Poole, but a Veſlell 
; which receiueththe wine when it is preſſed. Another, offering her a ſmall 
quantirie of wine in agreat and large Bole, and told her withall, Thar it 
- waSat leaſt ſeuenteene yeeres old, Truly (anſwered ſhe) it & wondrous litale 
of the age, Two young men in the heat of wine quarrelling about her, and 
going to buffets, to him that had the worſt, ſhee thus ſaid, Deſpayre not 
youth, Nox enim Corouarium eſt certamen ſed Argenteum, 1. This was a prize 
| for Money onely, not fora Garland . When one had giuen her faire daugh- 
ter (who was of the ſame profeſſon)a piece of Gold valued at a pound, and 
had recciued no more than labour for his trauaile, and bare lookes for his 
money, to him ſhe ſaid, Thou for this pound art made free of my daugh- 
ter, as thoſe that are admitted into the ſchoole of Hyppomachus the maiſter- 
wraſtler, who oft times ſee him play , but ſcldome prooue his ſtrength ; 
admire his skill, but neuertrie his cunning. Many ſuch (with great elcgan- 
; cie) came frequently from her for (as Zyncews layth of her) ſhee was Con- 
| cinna admodum (+ orbana. Ariſtodemus in his ſecond booke Ridicnlorum me- 
; morab. relates, That when two men had bargained for herat once, a ſoul- 
{ dicrand a meane fellow, the ſouldicr in great contumelie called her Zacw, 
| or Lake : Why doe you thus nick-name me ? ſayth ſhe, becauſe you two 
flouds fall intome, Lycs, and Zibey : Lycws is 2 riuernot farre from Laodt- 
cea, which ſometimes runneth vnderthe carth,and in many places burſteth 
vp againe. Shee writ a booke which ſhee called Zex Conninals,imitating the 
Philoſophers of thoſe times, who had compiled workes of the like ſubiec: 
' The proieR of her booke was, how her gueſts ought to behave themſelues 
| at Table towards her and her daughter. The like Law Czllimachus compoſed 
in three hundred and three and twentic Verſes. | 
Rhodope was a Curteſan of Agypt, onethatby her proſtitution cameto 
ſuchamaſle of wealth, that ſhe of her own priuate charge cauſed to be ere- 
Qed a magnificent Pyramis, equalling thoſe thay were raiſed by the greateſt 
Princes . Sapho calls her Dorica, and makes her the miſtreſſeof her brother 
Charaxwus, ypon whom he ſpent and conſumed all his fortunes, even tothe 
vtmoſt of penurie : of whom 0xid thus writes , Arſit inops frater &5e. wb 
anus and others report her fora woman moſt beautifull, who bathing her- 
ſelfe ina pleaſant andcleere fountaine in her garden, her handmaides at- 
tending her with all things neceſlarie, vpon a ſudden an Eagle ſowling 
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attraQtiue fame of her beautie, ſhee gaue him both mecting andentertain- 
ment : of which he growing proud and ſomewhat inſolent, viing much lo. 
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| downe, ſnatched ypone of her ſhooes, and flying with it as farreas thegreat 
| cittie Memphis, letir fall from aboueinra the lap of the king Pſamnetecus, | 
then ſitting in publike indgement : who much amaſed art the {trangeneſle of | 
aſhooe, 
inſtantly commaunded that all Xgyprthauld bethrough-ſought, rill they 
could find the owner thereof , by matching it with the fellow : whith hap- 
| ned ſoone after . Being brought before the king, he was ſo infinitely ſurpri- 


the accident, but moſt at the riches, proportion, and curioſitie of 


ſed with her feature, that the ſamehoure be contracted her in marriage, and 
conſequently made her his Queene. Some ſay ſhe was firſt a Thracian dam- 
| ſell, and ſeruant to Jadmone of Samos ; ſhee was after carried into Egypt 
| by the Philoſopher Zanthus Samics.She was a friend and Patroneſle of E/s- 
ps, ſo famous torhis Fables ſtill frequent amongſt vs. 

Metra was the daughter of Erifichthow a Theſſalian , who hauing ſpent all 
his fortunes, and waſted euen his neceflaric meancs ( as brought to the low. 
eſt exigent of penurie ) was forced to make marchandiſe of his daughters 
Chaſtitie; but ſhe would not yeeld herſelf rathe imbraces of any man, with- 
| out the gift and tender of a Horſe, an Oxc, a Cow, a Shcepe,or a Goate,or 
; ſome ſuch like commoditric, to the ſupplic of her fathers neceſſttie : (for it 

ſeemes that Coineand Iewels werenot then invſc) For theexchange afore- 
'fayd the Theflalians fabled, That ſhe could tranſhape her ſelfe into all thoſe 

creatures preſented vnto herby her lovers. And hence came that old adage, 
| More changeable than Eriſicthons Metra, Much of thelike continence was Cyrene, 
| anororious ſtrumper, who as Era/mws reports , explaining of that old pro- 
| yerbe, Duodecem artium homo,i. A man ot tweluc Arts or Trades, could vie 
her profeſſed Venecrie twelue ſeuerall wayes. Archiansſſa was {irnamed Co- 
henia,as borne in the cittie of Colophon, and was beloued of Plato the di- 
uine Philoſopher,of whome he himſelfe thus proteſted.

| Thus we (ce cuen the deepeſt Philoſophers & the wiſeſt men, haue made 
| themſelues the captiaes of Beautie and vaſſailes vnto Luſt, Demoſthenes the 
| Orator was guiltie of thelikeaſperſions,and ſubie&ro much intemperance. 
[ Itis ſayd that hauing children by a noted ſtrumpet, when both the mo- 


| ther and the children were. cited before the iudgement ſeat (to auoid ca- | 


 lumnic ) hee preſented the iſſue without the mother, though it were a- 
' 8ainſt the cuſtome of the cirtie : foras 1domenews ſayth, notwithſtanding he 


| were outwardly of a modeſt diſpoſttion'and carriage, yet inwardly he was | 


| profuſe and incontinent. It is reported of him, that he was wonderous pro- 
| digall and expenſiue in banquets and'women, in ſo much that the publike 
| Scribe ſpeaking of him in an oration, thus ſayd, What ſhall wee then thinke 
of the Orator Demoſthenes, when what he hath by his great trauell and indu- 
ſtrie purchaſed in a whole yere, he will diffolutely ſpend in onenight ypon a 
| woman © The like Nicolazs Damaſcenus writes of Demetrius, the laſt of ghat 
lucceſſion, who ſo much doted on Ayrine Samia, That ſhe comannded from 
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eh 


himall things ſaue his Diadem,ſo that not only Philoſophers but cuen Kings 
haue made themſelues ſubie>ro all kind of voluptugquſnes and luxuries ; and 
what hath bin the Jamentable ſucceſſe, but ſhame and diſhonor, the waltin 
of priuate eſtates,and the miſerable ſubucrſion of kingdomes. Therfore Claes. 
&an in his third booke in Stiliconss Landes thus ſayth : 


Nam cetera regna 
Luxaries-vitysodyſque ſuperbia veriit, (3c. 


Of other kingdomes, the imperial fate 

Luſt doth ſubuert with vices ; Pride with hate : 

$8 by the Spartans Athens was ſabdu'd 

And ſo Thebes fell : The Medes did firſt intrude 

Into th' Afiirian Menarchie : their luſt 

Buried their towring honours in the duſt. 

Fromthe luxuriows Medes the Perfians reft 

Their proude dominion : they growne luſtfull left 

Their Empire to the Macedonian ſway , 

Who kept i till they wanton grew : then they 
Their hononr 5 to the temperat Romans ſold, 
For ſo the awtient Sibills had fore-told. 


The effects of this will more plainely appeare in the Hiſtorie enſuing. 

Aſpaſta,otherwile called Sorratica, is mr. amonegſt the faireſt womenof 
her time, infomuch that ſhee had ſeuerall ſuitors from all the Provinces of 
Greece,as Ariftophanes delivers in his diſcourſe of the Peloponneſian warre: 
inſomuch, that Pericles (for the loue of this 4paſis, and for ſome ſeruants of 
hers, taken from her by force) begun and eſtabliſhed that terrible Decree a- 
gainſt che Megarenſes,remembred by Steſormbrotus Thaſius. She about her 
priuate and neceſfarie occaſions ſending her bawde Symethato the citie of 
Megara, the young men of the citie detayned her: ypon which reſtraint ſhe 
ſent rwo others, who not beeing ſuffered to returne, from theſe ſtrumpets 
did ariſea warre, almoſt to the depopulation of the greateſt part of Greece. 
It is likewiſe ſpoken of that Cyrws ( who warred againſt his brother) to 
haue had a miftreſle of great wiſdome and wonderfull beautie, bred in the 
citie of Phocis,who as Zenophanes ſayth,was firſt called Milto,and after A/pa- 
ſis. Oftheſe ingenerall, 7»#exsl with great clegancic ſpeakes in his Satyrs: 


Nil non permittit mulier, fibi at nil 
Cum virides gemmas colls LS cum 
Anribus extentis magnos commitis elenchos. 


There's nothing that 4 woman will reſpe?, 
Nothing ſo mh or odious that ſhe feares, 

$9 ſbe with gliſtring Jewells may be defF, 

And haue great pendant Pearles way downe her eares.

PHilarchus obſerues this 22y/ato be much fauoured by the king Selewess : 
who becing expelled by the Galathians, and hardly eſcaping with life, 
when his Pallace was ſeiſed and ſurpriſed, the caſting aſide all her princely 
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ornaments, put on a ſeruile habit and mingled her ſelfe in the ſocietie of her 
handmaides and ſferuants, hauing ſo diſguiſed her ſelfc that ſhee remained 


vaknowne, and by that means was ſold amoneſt the reſt at a\mall rate, and

bought by the Rhodian merchants, to whom after ſhe diſcloſed her ſelfe. | 


They toinſinuar into the fauour of Seleacus (who had recoucred his former 
fortunes) ſent her to him nobly attended in great ſtate and magnificence, of 
whom ſhe was accordingly receiued and they moſt bountcoutly rewarded, 
Antecyra (as Celis, lib, 1 3 .cap. 6. reports) was a famous {or rather infamous) 
ſtrumpet, ſocalled becauſe ſhe yeelded vp her bodie tolunatickes and mad- 
men; or elſe becauſe the Phiſition Wicoſtratze , at his death left her ſuch a 
quantitie of Hellebore. Caluia CO is called by Tacitus, lib.1 7. the ſtale 
miſtereſſe of Veroes luſt, an apt pupill for ſuch a tutercſſe. Appollodorus and 


| Celins write of twoliſters called Stragoniur and Anthi, both of the venerall 
profeſſion : Theſe were by a nickname called by ſome A4phie, becauſe of rhe 
' \malneſle of their ſtatures & the greatneſle of their cycs. Cynna, Salnacha,and 


Caſauria, were three famous {trumpets of Arhens, many times remembred 
by Ari//ophanes in his Comedies. Hermippus lib. 1 . de Ariſtot. ſpeakes of Her- 
pillides rhe paramour of A4riftotle , hee had by her a ſonne called Nicomachss. 
Meliſſa the daughter of Proclas (as Pythenetus in his third booke de eAfgina re- 
lates) was beloued of Periander ex Epidaurs king of Corinth, and numbered 
amongſt the feuen wiſe men of Greece : Hee ſceing her attyred after the 
manner of the Peloponneſians (that was,almoſt naked, ſauea linnen garment 
next to her skin) and in that manner miniſtring wine to his ſeruants and 
workemen ; he was ſuddenly ſo ſurpriſed with her beautie, thathe firſt en- 
terrained her ashis friend and familiar miſtrefſe, and ſhortly after in great 
ſtate and publique ſolemnitie receiued and acknowledged herhis queene 
and wife . Xenophon reports of Socrates to hauchad familiar conference with 
Theodota, whoſe ſpeech was to this purpoſe, Before thee © Socrates(ſayth ſhe) 
Iclaimea-uſtprecedence,and hold my ſelfethe worthier perſon of the two: 
he demaunding the reaſon, ſhee thus proceeded, Becauſe thou withall thy 
grauitic and auſteritie of diſcipline, canſt notalienate from mee and my fo- 
cietie any one of my ſuitors and clients; but I when I pleaſe candrawe from 
thee the beſtf thy ſchollersand pupils, both ſuch as I like and at what time 
I beſt pleaſe. To whom Secrazes replyde, It is no wonder,o Theodota,fince the 
way to thy houſe is meexely tonaughtineſſe,and lyes down the hill;but the 
path tomy ſchoole is ſolely tending to nobleneſle & vertye, and is the way 
me , therefore the paſſage ſublime and difhcult . Ir is ſayd that _Uppelles 
eſpying Las (when ſhe wasa yong Virgin) drawing water from the Pyre- 
nzan fountaine, admiring her beautie, which was not yet growne vnto per- 
tection, he conducted her by the arme hometo his ſhop , and preſented her 
to the ſocicrie of his fellow Painters ; but they deriding his folly that hee 
would entertainea virgin,one not capable of proſtitution : hee ſayd, Doubt 
younort,; for within this three I willdeliuer heryp to the game the 
malt begutifulleſt of any virgin living. The like #enophon in Airabil. teſtates, 
That. Satrares, preſaged of this Theadpta in her child-hood ;; Qaod palcherima 
«/tt dicobas, pettu/g, quouis ratione haberet formaſius, i. 'Hc fayd, That ſhewould 
not onely.proouc outwardly faire, but her breft. within cuerie way more 


beautifyll,; Demedes the Orator had a ſonne calted Demeas,by athe-minſtrell,

andblowing;and being.(as our Englith phrafe ſayth) ina pelting chafe, Hy-

Staſimus ſayth that this Theorides was firſt the friend of Theorss . Sopbocles 
after torſaking ber,madeelection of another called Archippe, whom as Heye- 
ſander writes, he made his heire. 1ſocrates the modeſteſt of all Orators, was 
taxed with two wantons, namely, Metanira and Calles, for ſo Lyſias affirmes 
in his Epiſtles. 2-4, coy vs in an oration againſt Neera confers Metanira vp- 
on Lyſizs, who had another miſtreſle called Zagis, whoſe Encomium was 
writ by the Orator Cephalus, as Alcidamns Laites (the ſcholler of Georgims) 
moſt eloquently penned the prayſes of his beloued Nas. This Naw, Lyſia 
gaue diſcription of in an oration againſt Philonides, her proper name was 4r- 
chias : of her Ariſfophanes makes mention in Gerizade and in Plmto,where he 


ſaith, 
Amat ue Lais gum tua Philonedem cauſa ? 


Which ſhould be writ Nag,not Lai,as Athenew is of opinion. Hermippm 


1, peaking of 1/ocrates ſayth, That he entertained into his houſe the ſtrumpet 


Lagiſca, by whom he had a daughter. Zyfias in an oration reckons vp diuerſe 
other proſtitures, Philyrs, Scione, Hyppapheſis , Theoclea, Pſamathe, Lagiſca, An- 
thea, Ariſtoclea, and Dagniſis. Alce was the name of a famous Curriſan, as 
may be gathred out of the words of Laberius, Petrus Grinitms,and others. Py- 
thagoras ({ayth he) the Samian Philoſopher, in ſpeaking of his transforma- 
tions, reporteth bimſelfe firſt to haue beene Eaphorbas,then Pyrander , then 
Calidena, and after a ſtrumper of admired feature called Ale : with this Pi- 
thagorian Metamorphoſis, Laberins the Minick Poet thus ſported,

:. As the Philoſphers of old would change vs, making of a Mule a Man, 
andof a Woman a Snake. Petrus Crintinscalls her Fams/p nominas Alce.1n the 
threeſcore andfourth Olimpiad, in thetime that Hippias arid Hipparchus ty- 
ranniſed in thecitie of Athens (as Euſebras relates in his Annalls) Harmodias 
and 4ri/togiton with others (but thoſe of the moſt note) made a coniuration 
againſt the ewo princes, and in this conſpiracie was Hypparchus flaine. Leevs 
a famous ſtrumpet, being knowne to be affeed' to ſome of that Faction ( 25 


being indeered to them orſome former curteſies) wascalled into queſtion, 


and

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2nd being commanded to diſcouerthe Regicides,andobſtinately refufing ir, | 
ſhe was iudged to the racke, where with wonderous patience induring many 
| almoſt inſufferable rorments, and ſti]] beeing vrged ro diſcoucr what ſhee 
| knew concerning that confedcracie; ſhewitha nobleand memorable reſolu- 
| tion bitouther rongue, and caſt it into the face of the tyrant Hyppies: which 
at, Pliny and others record asa preſident of admirable patience in a woman. 
Let Leexa(layth he) che ſtrumpet be memoriſed for her conſtancie, who by 
notortures could be inforced to diſcoucr Harmodins and Ariffoziron,by whole 
hands the tyrant Hipparcbns fell. For the like reſolution is Anaxarchides re- 
 nowned amongſt inea by Zexoand others. Eraſmus in Chultad, ſpexkes of S7- 
| nope before named, a famous ſtrumper of Corinth, to bee ſo extreamely gi- 
| ven ouer to luſt,that from her came the Latine word Singpiſ/are,which figni- 
| feth,to be inthe higheſt degree libidinous or voluptuous. Sxidas {.'yrh, That 
Naratum the whoore was called Capra, becauſe ſhee devoured a Vintner (or 
made him breake) called Thallus, which word ſometimes ſignifies Germez, 
j.A bough or ſprig on which Goats loue to feed. Acca Laurentra, the wite of 
Fag/tulas the kings ſhepheard, who beeing a beautifull woman, proſtitured | 
her bodic for gaine: ſhe was ſirnamed Zupa,and from her cuen tothis day all 
brothel-houſes are called Zypanaria. She nurſed and brought vp Romulns and 
Remus, Lin,lib.t .Decad.1. Plutarch in Yits Romuli. Flora the (trumpet, who 
was likewiſe called Zawrentia, conſtitured the people of Rome her heire , 
from her came the yearely feaſts celebrated, called Floralid: of her, Gellizs 
lb, 6.cap. 7. and Yollat. lib. 16. ſpeakes more art large. Maniliawas a Roman 
Curteſan, whom Hoſtilins Mancimus called intoqueſtion, becauſeaſtone was 
ciſt ypon him from one of hergalleries: Gellizs. Phebe was a freed woman to 
luliathe daughter of Auguſtus Ce/ar,and a companion with her in all her luſts 
and brothelries; who when ſhe heard that her miſtrefſe was confined by her 
father, tearing ſome ſeuere cenſure from the Emperor, ſlew her ſelfe topre- 
vent further torture : Dzz in Auguſto. The immoderate luſt of C xlia, Marti-

Dion,Nica,and Xiphilines,in the life of the Emperour Commodss, belides 
the {trumpet 4artia whom hee tooke to wife, remembers one Damoſtrat, 
whom he afrerbeſtowed vpon Cleanaer, him whom from a bondman he rai-! 
ſed to be of his priuic-chamber . Time, Paper, and Leyſure would faile me 
before example, and I defire not to be tedious, I haue hitherto ſhewed you 
what whooresare, I now deſireto expreſſe vnto you what they ſhould bee, 
Marie Magdalen the daughter of Syrusand Excharia, and ſiſter to Lazaras and 
Martha , for ſome yeares gaue her ſelfe vp toall voluptuouſneſle and plez- 
ſure, in ſo much that ſhe had incurred the name of a common ſtrumpet z but 
afrer , when ſhee caſt her ſelfe proſtrat and waſhed the feet of our Sauiour 
with her teares,and drydethem with the haires of her head, and annointing 
him with coſtly oyntment in the houſe of Simenthe Leaper,her ſinnes were 
forgiuen her. We readelikewiſe of 4phra who was borne in Creet, her mo- 
thers name was Hylaria a notorious bawde : This 4phra with her three cr 
nants Dimna, Euzenia,and Emiropia, for mony proſtituted themſelues to al 
men ; but ſhe her ſelfe being after conuerted tothe Faith,by Narciſ/#s biſhop 
of Ieruſalem, abiured all incontinence, and adhering to the Chriſtian rel- 
gion , prooued ſo conſtant in the ſame , that for the true Faith ſhe ſuffered 
martyrdome. Niet4and Aquilins were two beautifull ſtrumpers and made 
gaine of their bodies;theſe were imployed by king Dagyestotempr and tr# 
duce the bleſſed Saint Chriftapher,and to vpbraide him of falſe religion, but 
it fell out contrarieto the purpoſeof the tyrant , for thoſe two being by 
him conuerted to the true Faith , and! not to bee remooued by menaces 0 
torments, wereatter by the ſame king both cauſcd to bee ſlaine. Faxcula Cl 
wa is remembred by the Hiſtoriographer Zyaie, whothough ſhe was of that 
wanton and looſe behauiour, yet highly to be commended for her pietie;

4z0, the Marqueſle of Eſte , was eminent for many extraordi- 
narie bleihngs both of Nature and Fortune : But as theſe were never per- 
fetly entoycd without ſome difficultieand trouble, ſo it prooved in him , 


her faith and loyaltie. He having by hera young ſonne and heire theninthe 
Cradle, looking earneſtly ypon him, hce tetchr a deepe figh; of which ſhee 
demaunding the cauſe, he thus ſaid , I would God wite this infant were as 
certainly mine, as it is afſuredly thine, to confirme which ro mine owne 
wiſhes and deſires, I would willingly part with the greateſt moictie of my 
meanes and fortuncs, To whom ſhee an{wered, Let this be neither griefe to 
your heartnortrouble to your mind, for of this doubr I wil inftanly refolue 
you : and raking the infant from the Cradle and holding it in her armes, ſhe 
thusfaid, No man fir I hope, makesqueſtion but rhis child is mine:ro which 
words he afleoring, ſhe thus proceeded, Then to cleere all former doubts 
and ſuſpitions, Rereine him freely from my Leads 4s my graft, and now you may pre- 
ſame be is only ans abſolutely yours.

But the 
keeper of the Gaole commiſerating the Matron ſo ſentenced ( eyther be- 
cauſe he pittied her | gras. ſuſpected her innocence) did not cauſe herto 
be inſtantly ſtrangled, according to the rigor of her ſentence. At the im- 
portunacie of the daughter, he gaue her leaue to viſit and comfort her mo- 
ther, but narrowly ſearcht before her entrance into the priſon, leaſt ſhee 
ſhould carrie with her any food or ſuſtenance to her reliefe ; rather deſiring 
ſhe ſhould periſh by famine,and dye that way,than himſelfe to haue any vio- 
lent hand in her execution.

(4Þ. 2. ae Antropo, relates, how in that warre which Cai. Cornelius Cinna, 
Tribune, (beeing expelled the citie with Caizs Marirzs, and others) com- 
menced againſt the Romans , there were two brothers, one of Pompeyes 
armie, the other of Ciznaes, who meeting in the batraile, in fingle encoun- 
terone ſlew the other : but when the Vitor came to rifle the dead bodie, 
and found it to be his owne naturall brother, after infinite ſorrow and 
lamentation, he caſt himſelfe into the fire where the flaughrered carkaſle 
was burned . 24, Fabius the Conſull, in the great conflict againſt the He- 
trurians and Veientians, obtained a glorious vitorie : when the Senate 
and the people of Rome had with great magniticence and coſt, ar their 
owne charge, prepared for him an illuſtrious triumph ; hee abſolutely re- 
fuſed that honour , becauſe Q. Fabiwus his brother ( fighting mantully for 
his countrey) was ſlaine in that battaile : What a fraternall pietie lived 
in his breaſt, may be eaſily conieQured, who retuſed fo remarkable an ho- 
nour, to mourne the loſſe of a beloued brother * Yaler. cap.5.ltb.5, Wee 
reade in our Engliſh Chronicles of CArchizallo, brother to Gorbomannus , 
who being crowned king of Brittaine, and extorting from his ſubiets all 
their goods roenrich his owne Coffers, was after fiue yecres depoſed and 
depriued of his Royall dignitie, in whoſe place was cleted Ehdarw the 
third ſonne of Morindus and brother to Archizallo,a vertuous Prince, who 
goucrned the people gently and iuſtly . Vpon a time beeing hunting in 
the Forreſt , hee met with his brother Archizallo,yhom hee louingly embra- 
ced, and found ſuch meanes that he reconciled him both ro the Lords and 
Commons of the Realme ; that done,he moſt willingly reſigned vnto him 
bis Crowne and Scepter, after hee' himſelfe had gouerned the Land fiue 
yeeres. Archigallo was re-inſtated,” and continued in great loue with his 
brother, reigning ten yeeres, and was buried at Yorke; after whoſe death, 
Eldurnrs was againe choſen king. What greater enterchange of fraternall 
loue could be found in brothers 2 Toequall whom, I will firſt begin with 
the ſiſters of Phaeton, called by ſome Heliadzs, by others Phaetontides ; who 
with ſuch funerall lamentation bewayled the death of rheir brother, that 
the gods in commiſeration of their ſorrow,turned them into Trees: whoſe 
transformations Owd with great elegancic exprefleth, Lib. 1. Metamorph. 
$ likewiſe Firgi in Catice, their names were, Phaethuſa, LampitizyPhebe, 8c. 
4ntzzone, the daughter of Oedipus , when her brother Etevcles was {laine'in 
batraile, ſhee buried his bodie, maugre the contradiftion of the Tyrant 
Creon : of whom Owid, Lib.

heard the death of young Polidere. Stobers, Serm. 42. out of the Hiſtorie | 
of Wicolaus de morib. gentium, ſayth, That the Athiopians, aboue all others, | 
haue their ſiſters in greateſt reuerence : inſomuch, that rheir kings leaue | 
their ſucceſſion not to their owne children,but to their fiſters ſonnes , bur if 
none of their iſſue be left aliue, they chuſe out of the people the moſt beau. | 
tifull, and warlike withall, whom they create their Prince and Soueraigne. 
Euen amongſt the Romans, M. Aurelius Commodyus {o dearely aftected his 
ſiſter, that being called by his mother to diuide their fathers Patrimonie be. 
twixt them, hee conferred it wholly vpon her, contenting himſelte with his 
grandfathers reuenue, Pontanu de Liper. cap. 1 1 
I will end this diſcourſe concerning Siſters, with one Hiſtorie out of S4- 
bellicws,li.z .c.7. the ſame confirmed by Fulgoſius,lib.y .cap.5. Intaphernes was 
( fay they ) one of thoſe confederart Princes who freed the Perſian Empire 
from the vſurpation of the Magician brothe$,and conferred it ypon Darim: 
| who now being eſtabliſhed in the ſupreme dignitie, 1#:apberxes hauing ſome 
buſineſſe with the king, made offer to enter his chamber ; but being rudely 
put backe by one of the groomes or wairers, he tooke it in ſuch {corne, that 
no leſſe reuenge would ſatisfic his rage, than to cut off his cares and noſe: 
of which the king hauing preſent notice, his indignation exceeded the 0- 
thers rage , for he gaue commandement, Thar for this inſolence and out- 
| rage done in the Pallace, and ſo neere his preſence, that not onely Intapher- 
nes the Delinquent, but all the male iſſue of his ſtocke and race whatſocuer, 
ſhould be layd hold vpon, and after,tothe dread and terror of the like of- 
fendors, by mercileſle death taſt the terror of the kings incenſement. The

| expected : when the wife of 1ntapherpes caſt her ſelte groueling before the 
| Court gate, with ſuch pitrifull etularions and clamours, that they came 
euen to the eares of Dariws, and much penetrated him, being vttered with 
ſuch paſſionate and moouing accents, able to mollifie the Flint, or ſoften 
Marble. Impreſt therefore with her piztious lamentations, the king ſent 
vato her, That her teares and clamours had ſo farre preuayled with him, 
that from the condemned focietic they had ranſomed one, and one onely, 
to cofitinue the memorie of their Name and Familie; chuſe amongſt them 
all, whoſe life ſhe moſt fauoured, and whoſe ſafetic with thegreateſt affefi- 
on deſired , but further than this to graunt her his. Sentence was-vnalte- 
rable. None that heard this ſmall (yer vnexpected) fauour from the king, 
but preſently imagined ſhe would either redeeme her husband, or at leaſt 


one of her ſonnes, two of them beeing all that ſhee had then groning 
vnder the burthen of that heauie Sentence. But after ſome ſmall medita- 
tion (contrarie tothe expectation of all men) ſhee demaunded the life of 
her brother. The king A Sw has amaſed at her choyſe, ſent for her, and 
demaunded the reaſon, Why ſhee had preferred the life of a brother be- 


fore the ſafctie of ſuch a noble husband,, or ſuch hopefyll children * To 
whom ſhee anſwered, Behold (0 king) 7 am yet but young and in my beit of 
yeeres , and 1 may line to haue another hushand, and ſo conſequently by bim more 
children : But my father and mother are both aged, and ſtricken in yeeres ; and 
ftowld 7 life 4 Brother, 1 ftonld for everwone be debrincd if thit ſacred None.

nate and momentanie pleaſure. Bruſon, hib.7+ cap.22. The Athenians, the 
Cretans, the Thurians, all in their Statutes and Ordinances encouraged 
Marriage, and puniſhed the obſtinacie of ſuch as trooke vpon them the pce- 
viſhneſſe of finglencſle, and ſollitude, citherwithamercement,or diſgrace. 
To that purpoſe was the Law «lia. inſtituted ,, that incited young men in 
their prime and flouriſhing age tothe marriage. of -wives , propagation of | 
iſſue, and education of children ; and that ſuch ſhould be encouraged by 
rewards, and the oppoſers thereof to be deterred with puniſhments. Tibe- 
rus Ceſar deprined one of his Quzſtorſhip, becauſe he diuorced himſelfe 
from his wite, hauing beene but three dayes marricd, alledging , That | 
hee in whom there was ſuch lightnefſe, could nor be profitable for any 
thing. Claudius Ceſar cauſed the Law Papia to be abrogated, giuing men

From the conueniencieor rather necefſitie of Marriage,I will ſpeakebrict- 
ly of the times granted andallowed for the ceremonie, or limitted and for- 
bidden amongſtother Narions , as alſo of ſome proemes or preambles,be- 
forethe conſummation. It was religiouſly obſerued among the Romans,that 
no marriage was ſuffered to be celebrated inthe morith of May,in whichthe 
Lemuris were kept ſolemne,which were in remembrance of Rewws & to the 
pacification of his ghoſt or ſhaddow ; nor whileſt the Feralza nor the Parer- 
talia were folemniſed . The firſt was toappeafe the gods for dead ſoules,(25 
our All-foules-day)the others were feaſts made at burialls of their fathers, 
brothers, or anceſtors ; neither any day that was held impure, nor when =

ſelues and lay them :downe vpon their ſeuerall pallars , the lightes be- 
ing all pug out,the men. according totheirnumber are admitted in the darke, 
where without any premeditate choyſe but meere lot and chance, eueric 
man chuſeth her whom he firſt lighres on and diuirginares her , and be thee 
faire or foule, cueratter holds her as his wife , Stobe Sermon.42. Amongſt 
the Carmanians no man is ſuffered tomarrie, betore hee hath preſented the 
head of an cnemie to the king,.. About the Lake Meotes, thete is a people 
called Laxamatz,among(ſt whom no Virgin contracts matrimony beforcſhe 
bath ſubdued an enemie.- There is a law amongſt the Armenians, that Vir- 
gins arefir{t proſtituted in an old Temple dedicated to the goddeſle Aneres, 
whoſe picture'was of {allid gold , which Antonius after ſactiligioully (as 
they held it) tooke away :according to the gaine of their compretiion, it was 
 awfull forany man to chuſea wite where he pleaſed .

limitation was taken away,and broughtto fortic thouſand and vpward. In- 
ſomuch, that 24etalia (becauſe the Dower of which ſhe poſſeſt her husband, | ,c91;, 
amounted to-fiue hundred thouſand pieces) had aſtrname beftowed vpon | 11,4444. 
her, beeing cuer after called Datats. h ancient times. the husbands wooed 
their Brides witha Ring of Tron, without any Stone or Gemme, but meere- 
lycircularand round , by that denoting the parſimonic of dict,and frugali- 
tie in living. Homer (the Prince of Poets) hauing no-wealth with which to 
| beſtow his daughter vpon a thriftie citiſen, gaue her onely an Epithalamium, 
with certaine Cyprian Elegies ; for ſo Pinderws and Albans, lib.g. affirme. 
The Carthaginians gaue no Portions with their Virgins, but were onely at 
the charge of the Nuptiall feaſts, whick greiv robe immoderate and waſt- 
full, Amongſt the Indians, none can claymea greater Dower with his wife 
than the price of a yoake of Oxen , neither can he marrie out of his owne 
Tribe. The Aflyrians brought their nobleſt Virgins into the marketplace, 
and their prices there publikely proclaymed by the Cryer,whoſocver wan- 
teda wite,and would reach tothe ſumme propounded; might there be fur. 
niſhed ; and he that had not readie money,it he could put.in-good (ecuritie, 
twas held ſufficient. The like cuſtome was amongtt the Babylonians ; in | 
whichthey obferucd this order, They fitft-{er out to tale the moſt ibgenu- | 
01s, and beautifull, and thoſe at an high rate ;-and when they were-put off, 
they brought forth the worſer featured, cuen vntothedegree of deformirie, 
andthen the Cryecr proclaymes, Thag who will marric any of them,he ſhall 
haueſoimuchygr fo much, torecompence her fouleneſfe,or lamendife. And | 
this money which ſells them, is collected from the ouerplus of the price of 
the other : ſo that the beantic.of the fairc.ones, helpes ro-beftow and dif- 
pote of the foule..

Celtiberians, who dwelt ina part of the Pyrenes, a Prouince which is now 
called Biskay, Fulpo/. lib..cap. 1. And with the Dower which he ſent, he 
was tyed to preſent her likewiſe with a Horſe bridled, a Sword, a Targuer, 
and an Armour,with a yoake of Oxen. And theſe were held to be the moſt 
aſſured Pledges of Coniwgall loue,without which no Nuprials were legally 
lolemnized.

A Moneſt the Greekes, the Bride was crowned with water-Mints, or 
Crefles : herhead was kembed with a piece of a Lance or Speare of a 
Fencer, with which ſome man had beene ſlaine; it was called C zlbeys, 

which imported, that the new-married Bride ſhould bee as conioynedly | 

commixt with her husband in mutuall affeftion, as that Speare was inward 
in the tratſ{-pierced bodie,when it was drawne from the wound : A ſtrange 

AXnigma it appeares to me ; howſoeuer, it is ſo recorded. Her hayre was 

parted the one way and the other, leauing a ſeame in the middeſt, that her 

forhead and face might be the plainlyer diſcouered. Some interprete it as 
an Embleme, that ſhe might be the breeder of a warlike and valorous iflue; 
orelſe, that by that ceremonie ſhe ſhould euer acknowledge her ſelfe obſe- 
quious to the will and pleaſure of her husband, Alexand. ab Alex. lib.2. cap.s. 

In other places of Greece the Brides heads were coucred with a Veyle, to 

{1gnific her baſhfulnefſe and modeſt ſhame : It was of Clay-coloured Silke, 

by which colour the Matrons of the moſt temperate life and modeſt carri- 

| age, denoted vnto theworld their continence and vertue. Amongſt the A- 

thenians, the Bridegroome kept his Bride concealed and covered at home 

in the place wn was after to be devirgined ; the doores of the houſe 
were adorned with white Wooll;and crowned and beautified with Lawrel, 
which were firſt touched by the Bride, who annointed the poſts and daubed 
the threſholds with Swines greaſe, orthe fat of Wolues, to prevent all 
Peſt,or pernicious diſeaſes from cuer hauing entrance into that houſe.Some 
vſed to ſprinkle their heads with a rough kind of hearbe called Carix, much 
like vnro Broome, with the fruirs of Palme-trees, wirh Pulſe or Peaſe, and 
with a kind of powder which belongs to Painting : this office was ſtill per- 
formed by new ſeruants, at their firſt entrance into the houſes of their mai- 
ſters. The Law of Zycargus amongſt the Spartans was, That the Bride 
ſhould cur her haire, and putting her ſelfe into mans habite,be broughr-into 
her chamber by the Bride-maids, who had before prepared-it , and being 
lefr by them, the Bridegroome then entred, and firſt vnloofing her Virgin 

Girdle, hee had free libertie of congreſſion. In Boeotia their Virgins were 

crowned witha wreath tnade of the hearbe called Sperage. In the Iſle Cous 

the husbands were;compelled toienter rhe Bride-chamber,attyred like wo- 
men. Ir was an vie amongſt theiLocrenſes, forthe Matrons to picke and 
ens ſeleted flowers to make garlands for the Brides; bur fach as were 

ought for money,were held vile and contempruous.”Theantienr Latines, 
as welt the Brideas Bridegroome; wore Ribbands and Laces partie-colou- 
red, White and Purple : ſo likewiſe they are -apparrelled in checkred gar- 
ments, of the ſame. colours;;-orelſe their neckes are pur into one yoake 

(a ceremonie they haue ) of which uno, the goddefle of Marriage, is __

Jagalis , intimating, that with concordant minds and equall ſufferance they 
ſhould beare all diſtreſlſes and diſaſters. All Marriages amongſt the Lufita- 
| nians were celebrated in Roſe-coloured garments, or elſe nor permitted. 
The Chelidonian women that had proſtituted themſclues ro ſtrangers, went 
with halfe of their faces open,the other halfe couered,clſe it was not lawfull 
for them to be {eene abroad, They wore Girdles of Sheepes wooll wouen, 
about their Waſts, which was faſtened about them with an Hereulean Knor, 
which was not lawfull forany to ynlooſe, but either in the Bride. bed, or in 
| the celebration of the Sacreds; in which they obſcrue a kind of 0mes, thac 
they ſhould prooue as fruitfull in the propagation of iſſuc,as Hercules was in 
| getting of children. The German Virgins, when they prepared to giue 
| meeting to their betrothed, and ſoto proceed to the Coniugall ccremonie, 
put on a ſtraight or plaine garment, ſucha they in ſome places call a

| vatothem in aboundance. Amongſtthe Rhodions , the bride is called from 
| her fathers houſe by the common Cryer,& by him conducted tothe bed of 
| her berrothed. The Romans obſerued another cuſtome : Their brides were 
| not totouch the ground or paucment with their feer, but were ſnatched vp 
| in their armes and borne ypon their ſhoulders, and as if ſhee were _ and 
forcibly againſt her will hurried to her bedchamber : ſo Plutarch athrmes, 
| othersadde, That their haire was braided & combed with a peece of a ſoul- 
 diers ſpeare, intimating that they were now valiantly and reſolutely ro en- 
| teranew warr and skirmiſh. Amongſt the Luſitanians, ſhe was norpermit- 
ted cither to walke herſelfe,or be led to hernupriall Chamber,but che yong 
men came, and with pretended rudenefleand force ſharched her from the 
armes of her mother, asif according to the Roman cuſtome thee were raui- 
ſhed thence ; before them went a piper & one thar ſung an Hymenzan ſong, 
all her alliance and kindred attended her, of whom one bore a Diſtatle 
| with Towe, another a Spindle, next her a young manand a maide that 
had their parents liuing , one lighting chem with a taper whole ſtaffe was 
made of a Pine-tree z and with theſe ceremonies ſhee was conducted to her 
bride-bed. 


Sacred Auguries and Nuptiall Expiations,&c. 


THe Auſpices or Auguries, were Southſayersand ſuchas vſcd to handfaſt 
 orcontract marriages,and theſe were ſtill conſulted with,as well in vn- 
dertaking Warres as propounding Nuptialls, a$alſoin inoſt of their pub- 
lque enterpriſes or prinate imployments : theſe diuined cirher from the 
vayces or by the flying of birds. The women ſupt with their husbands the 
firſt night in their bedsas they lay together, which ſeemed ro bean inuitati- 
on of the gods, Becauſe 7upiters banquets are(as ſome report)afrerthe ſame 
manner celebrated, for he ſtill feaſted in his bed,and Juno 1nd Miners fitring 
in chaires or vpon benches, Yaler.l;b.2.cap. 1. The Athenians at rhcir bridalls 
| had the roome fumed with theskin of a blacke dogge, burnedin the fire, his 
priute parts were buried vnder the threſhold of the doore , at the ourward 
gate was hid in the Earth the ſnowrt ofa Wolfe, & theſe rhey held ro expell 
; all Effacinations and Witch-crafts from the houſe : others vſe-a Fiſh called 
| Stella Marina or the Sea-ſtarre,which ſprinckled with the blood of a Wolte 
| preſerued the marriage couple from all dangersor diſaſters . Cynxia and 
| Gamelia Inno were deuoutely celebrated in Hymenzan contracts. In all their 
| acrifices they tooke from the entrailes the Gall of the beaſt, and buried it in 
an obſcure and remote place not farfrom the Altar, thereby fignifiing that 
allmarriagequghrt to bee without gall orbitrerneſſe. Amongſtrhe Boetians 
| and Locrenfes no contraR was held firme vnleſſe 'they had before offered at 
|the Alrarof the Virgin Exclis. In Rome there was a cuſtome of old,thar 
allmaides before marriage ſhould kneele ſome certeine houres inthe Tem- 
| pleof theigod Extinus (whom wee may tearme the god predominant inthe 
| atof,Copulacion) andof him intreate happie ſucceſſe in their future con- 
| gteſſian', The Errurians in their Hymenznan bargaines trom thenobleſt to

| cratians inall ſuch Feaſts forbid both Egges,ſweer-meats, or any confection 
in which there was Honey : Amongſt them no {eruice was admitred ſaving 
| Skallions, or ſuch roots as were diuided into cloues, Pine-apple Nuts, the 
iuice of the hearbe called Rochet,and Pepper,and theſe were in the place of 
a Banquet. Amongſt the Perſians, the husband was not permitted rocome 
to viſit his Bride,vnleſſe he had firſt earenan Apple,or clic taſted of a ſweet 
Ruſh called Squinanthum,or Camels meat, neither might he cat of any thing 
elſe forthat day. Amongſt the Babylonians they bedded not, without red 
Storax firſt taſted, The Carthaginians in their Hymenean Feaſtiuals ſliced the 
fiſhcalleda Tunny,without the eating of which there was no perfeR and ab- 
ſolute celebration. Alex.ab Alex. From their Feaſts I come toceremonies ob- 
ſerucd concerning the copulation in or before Marriage: and of that briefly.

| Amongſt the Trogloditz , their betrothed Virgins were firſt brought 


ſtiruted. After which time,they berake themſelves toall ciuiliticand conti- 
nence, which whoſocuer was knowne to violate or digreſſe-from,was moſt 
ſeuerely chaſtiſed, without all commiſerarion or pitie. The ſame cuſtome 
is obſerued amongſt the Gymnetians, the Lydians, and the inhabitants of 
| the Iſlands Baleares. The Andrimachides (a people of Africa) before they 
can beſtow their daughters, offer their Virginities totheir Princes firſt, and 
ſuch as he beſt affes,he viriates at his pleaſure, and then they are permitted 
' to marrie. The like cuſtome was held in Scotland : bur fince the Chrifſti- 
an Religion was there profeſſed, that Law hath beene abrogated , onely the 
; maids redeeme their Virginities witha certaine piece of money, and by 
that Tenure their lands are held rothis day . The Volcinieniſcs are tyed to 


ſtirute their free daughters to their {laues and ſcruants. Alex. ab Alex. l1b.1. 
cp. 24. Herodotus writes, That the Adyrmachidz preſent their daughters 
maidenticads firſt to their king, ere their berrothed husbands can be admit- 
ted any congrefſe with them. The Babylonigns neuer hauc companie with 
| their wives, but they betforefitting about a fire,makea fume of aſtrong ſeit, 
which they ſnuffe vp at their noſthrils /by the Authors deſcription,it ſhould 
not, much differ from that which we haue now in ſuch frequent vie,and call 
Tabacco- : In the morning they both waſh, before they rouchany Veſlell 
 whatſocuer, The Spartans (by the Decrees of Zycwrgws) in all their Bridaks, 
theman ſtill came into the womans thamber, the Light being'firſt extin; 
where (wich baſhfull feare, and a religious kind of modeſtie') they perfor- 
med the offices of Nature, Loue, and Quſtome,

ver-much handled, I begin with the women of India. Theſe; according to

The like is obſerued by a people of Thrace, that inhabite a little aboue 
the Creſtonzans. They likewiſe are delighted with pluralitie of wines; 
who after the deceaſe of their husbands)enter into the like contention ,.a5 
the women of India, and ſhe that is Vidtoreſſe(as if glorying in ſome great 
conqueſt, adorned in her beſt and richeſt ornaments) is with great ceremo- 
nious pompe (amongſtall her kindred and allyes) conducted ynto the place 
where his bodie is tobe interred : where being flaine by her next of kinne 
(as the beſt office he can doc her) ſhe is. buried in the ſame graue with her 
husband, Herod. lib. 5, The wiucs amohgſt the Geates repayreto their hus- 
bands Sepulchre, and holding all life;tedious and burthenſome without 
them, offer their bodies willingly either to the ſword, or tothe fire. The 
cuſtome of the Cathcoreans was, That when the Bride choſt her husband, 
ſhe made a coucnant with him, at his death to be burnt in tlie ſame Pile, 
Alx. ab Alex, lib. 1, cap.25. The women amongſt the Herulians (a peo- 
ple chat inhabite beyond the river;of- Danubius) repayre to the graues of 
their husbands, and iuſt ouer-againſt them, ſtrangle themſclues. Which 
marriage-loue appearcs the more ſtrange, becauſe the men are of thar bar- 
barous and inhumane incontinence that they hold it no ſhame to leaue the 
ſocietie of their women, and haue congreſfſion with brute beaſts. Bowifaciw 
in his Epiſtle vnto king Etbelbaldus, as Galielm. Malmbur, lib. 1 . cap. 64.. de 
Anglia relates it, ſayth, That the Winedi are the worſt and the moſt naſtic 
Poopes among the Germans ; yet their wiues are of that incomparable 
zeale and pictie toward their husbands, that ſhee is held to be the moſt 
laudable and prayſe-worthie, that with her owne hand kills ber ſelfe, to 
burne with him in his laſt funerall fire, From the generalitic of women, 
I deſcend to particulars. Admirable was the loue of Phila towards her hus- 
band king Demeirivs, and haughtie and: magnanimous her ſpirit z who recci- 
ving newes of his defeat in battaile,and that his whole armie being diſperſed 
and ſcattered, he was retyred into Caſſandria; dranke poyſon, and ſo died. 
The wife of Straton, Prince of Sydonia, when the citic was ſtraitly beſieged 
by the Perſians, her greateſt care was, leaſt the perſon of her husband ſhould 
fall into the hands of the mercileſſe encmic, which the purpoſed to preuent | 
by death. When therefore ſhee heard they had skaled the walls, and were 
readie to be inſtantly poſſeſt of therowne, and ſize vpon the perſon 4 7 |

his Epiſtle to Q»4drarzs, and in his feuenth to Genitor and Priſcus . Triaria 


uile difſentions againſt Yea/iav. And the night when Yitellius her Lord with 
agtcatarmic of ſouldicrs inuaded and entred the cirie Terecyna, ſhee pre- 
ſented herſelfe in the middeſt of the laughter, not onely daring but doing 
equally with the moſt valiant, killing on all fides, till ſhee had hemmed her 


mous a ſpirit had the coniugall loue toher husband impreſt in her : Her me- 
morie is made famous by the fame Author. Antonia Flaxilla(by ſome called 
Afchona) when her husband Priſcus was found guiltie of the Pyſonian Faci- 
on, and for that cauſe exiled by Ners,and when ſhee might haue enjoyed all 
the plentic and abundance in Rome, leftall the pleaſures and delights of the 
citie, toaccompanie her deſolate Lord in his penurious and vncomfortable 
iſhment. Her example Egnatia Maximilia imitated, who likewiſe afſoci- 
ated her husband Gals, guiltie of the ſame Conſpiracie with Priſcas. Fulgoſ. 
kb.6. eap.7. From Jacobus,the ſonne of. Yon Caſſannus, amongſt many other 
Capraines that reuolted, there was one eminent in that Rebellion, called 
Pandoerus, who had a moſt beautifull young wite (her age exceeded not fix- 
teene yeeres)to whom he was ardently and in conioyned loue affeted, He 
being by her often earneſtly entreated to forbeare all conflicts with the ene- 
hd Her by no meanes cither mooued by her tcares,or perſwaded with her 
interceſſions and prayers (perſiſting reſolute for a preſent encounter) ſhee 
then begged of him, That before he haſarded himſelfe to the extremitic of 
danger, hce would firſt take away her feares, by tranſpiercing her with his 
(word : which when he likewiſe denyed, he preſently left her,and gaue fig- 
nall of battaile ; in which conflict he was vanquiſhed and flaine,his Tent ri- 
fled, his wife ſurpriſed, and committed into the hands of one of the chicfe 
Captaines belonging to the king : who pitrying her teares and ſorrow (to 
which her feature and beautie gaue no common luſtre) made inſtant ſuit yn- 
to her, to make herhis wife. Shee (whileſt ſhee could) put him off with all 
poſhble delayes : bur after percciuing, that what hee could not compaſle 
with her good will, hee purpoſed toartaine vato by compulſion and force, 
ſhee craued onely ſome tew houres of deliberation privately to her ſelfe : 
which graunted, and beeing retyred, ſhee firſt wrir in a ſhort Scedule theſe 
words, Let none report, that the wife of Pandocrus harboured ſo little loue, as to 
out-lige him. Which Note leauing vpon the Table, ſhe rooke a ſword then 
hanging in the chamber, with which ſhe immediately diſpatcht het ſelte of 
life, and ſo expired, following him in death, with whoſe life ſhee could be

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| husband, ſhe ſnatcht from him his (word, with which ſhe firſt flew him, and | 
then (laying out his bodice with as much comelineſſe as the ſhortneſle of the | 
time would permit) after fell vpon the ſame ſword ; thus by voluntarie | 
death preuenting the diſhonor of captiuirie. Fxlzo/. /t5.4. cap. 6. Kannia, the |

no longer delighted. thidem . Equall in all Matrimoniall pietie with this 
Ladie, was Cecilia Barbadica Yeneta, who atter the death of her husband Phi. 


lippus Vedraminus, by no counſaile, comfort, or perſuaſion , could be woon 


(either by her kindred or friends)to taſte the leaſt food whatfoever, or giue 
anſwer to-any word that was ſpoken to her , in which ſilence and conſump- 
tion, ſhee (after ſome few dayes of vnſpeakable ſorrow) breathed her laſt, 
Eymat. lib.g.cap.6. Petrus Candianwsatter the deceale of his firſt wife eſpou- 


ſed a ſecond, called Walberta, the daughter of Fzon one of the Princes of 


[calie, who lived with him inall obedience, with a religious obſervation of 
true coniugall loue and pietic, neuer forſaking him in any diſaſter, bur atten- 


ded him with her young ſonne in law Yita/zs. The Duke her husband being 


after ſlaine by the Venetians ina ſedirious murinie, Yzals eſcaped the furie 
of the Maſſacre, and fled, but ſhee ſtayed to abide the vemoſt danger, with 
the bodie of herdead husband, meditating all poſtble meanes to reuenge 
the death of her husband vpon the Confpirators: but her womannitſh inabi- 
litie not preuayling, ſhee likewiſe fecretly left the citie, and followed her 


ſonne Yitals ; in whole ſocietic ſhee fled to Adelets, the wife of Ocho the 


German Emperour, who at the ſame time reſided in the citie Placentia: 
bur after long vaine interceſſion ( ſeeing her hopes and purpoſes quite fru- 
ſtrate) ſhe reryred againe to her owne citic, where ſhe liued a fad and ſoli- 
carie lite, ſtill inuoking the name of Feirus Canazapus, with whole name in 
her mouth ſhe nor long after deceaſed; Egnar. (the remembrancer of the 
former Hiſtorie ) ſpeakes likewiſe of Frenciſcus Foſcarws, another Duke of 
Venice, who married a ſecond wife out of the noble Family of the Nave, 
with whom he conioynedly liued long and had by her hopetull iſſue : But 
the Senate in his age depriuing him of the Principalitic, with the griefe 
thercof he retyred himſelfe intothe moſt antient houſe of his owne Family, 
and there (after three dayes) died. Whoſe bodice, when the Fathers would 
hauec had brought forth to a folemne and Princely Funerall, becauſe he had 
once beene their Duke and Soucraigne, ſhe thut her gates againſt them, bla- 
ming their former ingratitude, alledging, ſhe had both wealth and will ſuff- 
cient (without them) to beſtow vpon him the lateſt rites due toa worthie 
and royall husband : And though the Fathers were inſtant vpon her, firſt 
with entreats, and after menaces, yet ſhe conſtantly perſiſted in her reſoluti- 
on, nor ſuffering them once to approach the place,much lefſe to take thence 
the bodie where ſhe had carefully beſtowed it, ſtill exclayming on the Se- 
nates mallice, and the Common-weales ingratitude, who to their former 
wrongs went about to adde this new iniurie, not to leaue him in deathto 
her,whom they had ſo periuriouſly in life forſaken. Notwithſtanding theſe 
exclamations, they ſhut her vp in her chamber, and perforce rooke thence 
the bodie, all the Fathers attending vpon the Hearſe, vpon which they be- 
ſtowed a ſolemne and a pompous -Funerall. The greater their counterfeit 
ſorrow was outwardly,the greater was her inwardand effentiall griefe, ſtill 
more & more weeping, euery ſucceeding day adding to her teares,to thinke 
that her Princely husband ſhould in his death be for any courtcſies at all be- 
holding to his enemies ; deſiring,that he (whom from his Principalitie they 
had degraded,and compelled toapriuate life) might onely by herand from 
her haue had a priuate Funerall : with whoſe choylſe affetion,and rare Con- 
iugall pietie,I haue broke off,to enter vpona new Proic. Ny, 
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the whoores could not extorrt from them, hee himſelfe would robbethem

ſterous Venerie, was a Poet and writ moſt bawdic and beaſtly Iambicks in 
the Ionicke rongue,which he intituled Cindi , in which were deſcribed the 
formes and figures of ſeuerall new deuiſed Luſts (and before that time) vn- 
heard-of proſtitutions : Of whom Aariall thus ſayes, 


Nec retrolego Sotadem Cinadum. 


Neither doe I read Sotades Cinzdus batkeward. 


For as Yaleterran. Lib. 17. Antropeph. relates, his verſes were all to bee 
read backeward, leaſt their included naſtinefſe might appeare too plaine and 
alpable, Tranquil. reports of Tiberizs Ceſar, Thathee had built Cellers and 
aults, in which all kind of Iuſts and monſtrous congrefſions were practiſed 
in his preſence, which would offend any modeſt care but ro heare related, 
The Emperour Domitian ſucceeded, if not exceeded him in thoſe deteſtable 
and diuilliſh abhominarions, Hee as Swetoniue affirmes , deuiſed that which 
was called Clinopales,s. The wreſtling in the bed, he was often ſeene tobarh 
himſelfe and ſwimme in the companie of rhe baſeſt and moſt common 
trumpets, heeſtuprated his brothers daughter yet a Virgin, after ſhee was 
contracted to another man . Cratinus Athenienſis the Comicke Poer, was ſo 
diſfolutely addied both ro Wine and Venerie, that hee hung his chamber 
round with Glaſſes,the better todiſcouer himſelfein his own vnnatural and 
beaſtly proſtiturions . The like ſome of our ſcandalous Grammariatis moſt 
falſly would aſperſe vpon Horace. Sxer. confers the like ypon Tiberius,as like- 
wiſe Gyrald. Dial.6. Hiſtoria Poctarum, Elephants Philens and Aſtianaſſa writ 
bookes of the ſeuerall wayes of Congrefſion, with the pitures of them in- 
ſerted ; but of them I fral ſpeake further 1n the title of the Potteſles, 
but before TI come to thoſe ſhee-monſters in particular, I will remember 
ſome few men infamous in the like kind. Era/mzs in Chiliadib.ſpeakes of one 
Clobulus a moſt wicked He-bawde, who kept in his houſe two moſt infamous 
ſtrumpers, whoſe bodyes he proſtituted for mioney toall ſtrangers,and what 


of, from whence came the prouerbe, Clobuli ingwm, which was ſtill in vie 
when rwo knaues of like diſhoneftie were ſeenero haue friendſhip and ſoci- 
tie together . Timaus aud Eraſmun \peakes of one Cymarus a Selenuſian 
Bawde, who all his lifetime promiſed to leaue his ill gotten goods to the 
Temple of Yenws, in whole ſeruice he had got them , butart his death they 
were all ſquandredand loſt, by the direprion of the multitude. One Cppims 
counterfeited himſelf toſlcepe and ſnort,thart others with the lefle teare or 
doubt might haue free intercourſe and carnall ſocictie with his wife ; anar- 
eument that hee was not haunted with the fiend called Iealofie, from him 
grew the adage which Cicero vcd in an epiſtle to Fabins Gallus , Non onmibus 
dormio,z, 1 leepe nottoall men. Lucilius apud Beroaltum. C atallus remembers 
vsof the Bawde Silo, and Guido of one Bitraphus that made his wife baſely 


FSgRom the honor of Women, Innow cometo the diſgraceand ſhame 
of their Sex, in which I will ſtriue to bee as briete as I know the 
verie name to beeto all chaſt mindes odious. Sotades Marionites 
Cinedas , that is, one abuſed againſt nature or additedto prepo-

Stromatum and Euſeb, Zib.g. haue left remembred,thar the 
Arch-heriticke Nicolaus hauing a faire wife, and becing reprooued of Tealo-

ſteby the Apoſtles, tro ſhow himſelfe no way guiltie thereof , hee brought | 


her into the publiqueaſſembly, offering her treely vp to the proſtitution of 
any man whatſocuer ; more (in my mind ) offending in his too much re. 
miſneſſe, than before in his ouer great ſtrineſſe. Nay leaſt this deteſtable 
ſinne ſhould want a countenancer,euen from royaltie, Zycoſthenes in his Thea- 
ter of Humaine life, tells vs of Henricus Rex Caſtalionenſis, who ſhamednot 
tobcea Bawdeto his owne Queene,, you may reade further of him in the 
Spaniſh hiſtorie by thetitle of Henrie the Yuable.

I will paſſe ouer Erifiethon remembred by 0nid,Cre/ias by the 
Poct Annaxilas, Morichus obſcrued' by*Ariftophancs, Melanthins by Suidas, 

nes by Raneſ. Textor ( whoat one meale cate vp a whole Bull in imita- 
tion of AGilo, whodeuoured an Oxe at a breakefaſt) Pub. Gallonws by Le- 
lixs ſirnamed Gorges, as alſo thoſe Roman:Emperours infamous for the 
inſacietics of their Throats and Bellyes;, as Tiberius Nero, C. Caligula, Nero, 
Galba , Vitellius, SElige Verits, Plantiaras,” Severn, Anton, Heliogabalus, Bono- 
| ſas, Meximinus Ingperttor, Firmiue,Galiemis, _Augaſtus, the moſtmoderate in 
dyer of them all able togrounda Hiſtorie.. Petrarch remembers mee of one 
Hugotio Fagiolanue a Prince, whoaftermany rough and tempeſtuous ſtormes 
of Fortune, as his laſt refuge retyred:himſclfe into the pallace'of Caius Map- 
ns Duke of Verona, Haugotiobeing thenan old man, where hee was dine) 
cently feaſted and rocelendeatha afatherreverenced.thana gueſt enter- 
rained ; vpon atime diſcourſe being commenced attable concerning cating 
and deuouring ſtomaches , where many of rauenous and inſaciat appetites 
| wereremembred , Hugotio being a man-far, groſſe,and of anextraordinaric 
bulke , began to recite many vnbelecuable things concerning his appetite 
in his youth . One Petrus News: fitting thenattable,a man of a readie and 
accute wit, thus replyed , Wee wonder not © Prince, at theſeſtrange and 
maruelous things which you haue alreadie related, hauing concealed greater 
than you haue yet ſpoken of;, tor there is none here but knowes that at one 
dinner you deuoured the rwo rich dukedomes of Luca and Pyſa ; in theſe 
few wordsreprehending bath his incredible voracitic and diſcommendable 
prodigalitic. Asa fit matchtothis greateater; «Ahanns purs vs in mind of 
Aglas the daughter of Megaclesa ſhe-minſtrell, who at one meale vſually de- 


called Choenices panum(a Chaenix contained ameaſure of a quarter of a peck, 
which was as much asa man was allowed toeare in one day ) to which ſhee 
viually drunk toure Congiumusof Wine, eueric one conteining ſix Sexta- 
ries,& is according to our meaſure,a Gallonanda Pint. 7imocreon of Rhodes 
| for his guloſity in meat & wine,was cald Hellns,which ſignifiesan inſaciable 
glutton,after his death thisepitaph was inſcribed vpon his rombe-ſtone :

booke tells vs, that when Sminarides of thecitic Sybarita came to viſite her 
as a ſuitor,he ſent before him a thouſand Cookes, a thouſand Bird-catchers 
or Fowlers , and a thouſand Fiſhermen to catch fiſhes, and all to the furni- 
ſhing of onetable . 4f/idamas Milefius being inuited to ſupper by the Perſian 
Ariobayzanes, he alone deuoured what was prouided for himſelte and all his 
other gueſts . It is read likewiſe of Garth queene of Syria to bee lo glutto- 
nous, that ſhee cauſed an Edi to be publiſhed witha great penaltic depen- 
ding vpon the breach therof, That it was not lawfull for any ſubieRt to raſt or 
cat fiſh,vnleſſe ſhe were inuited to the feaſt. Rani/zus. Philoxenus Ereſiins the ſon 
of Lencadius, a Parrafite , forhis glutronie was callcd Philodipnos, by others 
Philichths,by Ariſtotle, Pachemerss,and in his third book Etbicoram, pſaphages, 
becauſe ( as Melanthius before him did ) hee wiſhed hisnecke fo long as a 
Cranes , that hee might beethe better delighted in the ſwallowing of his 
junkets. If any diſh were ſetbefore him that realiſhed his pallar, hee would 
purpoſely caſt therein ſome naſtic or noyſome thing offenſive rothe gueſts, 
that they abhorring the taſt thereof, hee might haue the libertic ro deuoure 
italone : he being ſet at Dioniſius his Table,and a ſmall Mullet beeing placed 

before him, when the greater were ſer at the vpper end of the boord, he took 
the little fiſhand held the mouth thereof cloſe to his eare , which Dyonifazs 

| obſeruing, asked what his reaſon was to doe fo 2 who preſently anſwered 


theking, that he was inquiring of that ſmall fiſh concerning Nereas and Ga- 
 litea, ro be reſolued of ſome Sea newes;but the young Mullerexcuſed him- 
ſelfe by reaſon of his youth and iuntoritic , bur commended him to thoſe 
his elders and greaters abouc, from whom hemight be better farisfied. Dy- 
miſrus pleaſed with his ieaſt, reached him downe the bigger fifhes on which 
hefed ro his content. This Philoaipnos dyed in Syracula, after heat one meale 
had deuoured vp a whole Porpoiſe of two cubits long, all auethe head. 
Girald. Dial. g. Hiſtor. Poctarum. Though not for ſuch voracious deuouring, 
yet for her profuſeneſſe and prodigallitic in dyct,Cleoparra the laſt queene of 
Egypt is remarkable,who as SideninFreſtifies of her,at one ſupper to which 
he inuited 14arc. Antonius, beſtowed an infinite maſle of treaſure, one diſh 
inthe ſecond courſe being valued at two hundred and hiftie peeces of gold , 
more famous ſhe was for het draught in which ſhe drunkyntohim, in which 


ſhe pownded a Pearte that was valued at no lefſe than the ranſome of a king. | 


From eating I come now to drinking. The Greekes in all their feaſts and 
celebrations, vſed at firftfmall cups and moderare draughts, but after, boles 
of greater receit and deeper quaffing healths, in ſo much jt grew to apro- 
derbe, if atry man rookean exrraordinarie draughthe was ſayd , Greco more 
there;thar is,to drihkeafrer the manner of the Gretians. Alex, ab Alex, hib.y.

them. At the chuſing of their Magiſtrates, or conferring any new Honors 
vpon a man, they drunke ro him in a cup brimmed with wine, as a confir. 
mation of his dignitie : And from them it may be conieCtured,theſe drun. 
ken Healths (ſo frequent in theſe dayes) had their firſt originall. I need 
not reckon vp any great Drinkers of old, or deriue the cuſtome from anti- 

uitie, ſince this age in which wee liue, is not able to equall them onely in 
; pron carowlſing,and quaffing, but farre to exceed them in ſtrange and new 
deuiſed Healths : nay, there is now ſcarce any meeting without ſuperfluitie 
of wine, and drinking, euen to ſurfet. Adriavus Berlandus, Centuria prima, 
reports, That a young man being at a banquet, was accuſed for many ſcan- 
dalons and calumniated words ſpoken againſt a Prieſt : for which being 
queſtioned and cired before the Iudges, a queſtion was demaunded him, 
Why he durſt ſpeake ſo contumeliouſly _ a man of his holy profeſſion 
and ſacred Order : who anſwered, Should he inuite me againe vnto the like 
Feaſt, and plye me ſo faſt with wine as he did then, I ſhouldnor onely beapt 
to maligne and reuile, but beat out of the roome (if they were then pre- 
ſent) the twelue Apoſtles. The Iudges by this vnderſtanding that his con- 
tempt onely proceeded from the exceſſe of wine, diſmiſt him vnpuniſhed, 
and vpon the Prieſt that had firſt inuited him, and after accuſed him, they 
layd this Penance, That hee ſhould taſte no wine for foure whole dayes to- 
gether. Old Enniws (notwithſtanding theſe effects) neuer buckled himſelfe 
ro the writing of any brauc Heroicke Verſe, before his braine was moiſte- 
ned, and his Muſe kindled and awaked with the {pirit of the Grape : of 
whom Horace, "3d 
Ennius ipſe pater nunquam nifi potus 4d arma 
Profinis, he. =, 

They need no further explanation,the former words exprefſe them fully. 
Tiberixs was ſo addited to immoderate cups, that being in the campe, the 
ſouldiers vſed to nick-name him, and in ſtead of Clodixs called him Caldw; 
for Tiberius, Biberius ; and for Nero, Mero; all of them reproouing his in- 
remperate Vinoſitic. Tuwenal in his Satyrs reports one Zanfella, a woinan, 
for an incontinent wine-bibber. Martial taxes another, called A4yriale, for 
her inſatiate drinking ; but becauſe her breath ſhould nor ſmell of the 
Grape, ſhee vſed to remper her wine with the leaues of Lawrell : His 
words be theſe : 7

Myrtale drinkes mach wine : which to excuſe,

The like Epigram he hath, Zib. 1. of another called Feſcenina,a great drin- 
kerof wine, whom hee brands for her intemperance. In ſogrear a cuſtome 
was this rioting in drinke growne, that when the great and ſumptuous 
Eſpouſals of Hyppolita and Alphonſme were celebrated by king Ferdinand his 


father, where eueric thing was carryed with cxtraordinaric magnificence 
and ſtare, as well the Martiall Exerciſes abroad, as the Maskes, Reuels, and

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| priuate ſports within, which extended not onely to condigne praiſe, but ad- 


mirarion ot all the ſpectators: and all theſe Paſtimes, Feaſts, and Banquets, 
kept to the end with great plentie and abundance, yet withour vaine exceſle 
and ſuperfluitie. In the ſhutting vp ot all theſe ſolemnities, one amidfſt the 
multitude (by Nation —_ clamoured our aloud (cuento the hearing 
of the King, and all his Princely gueſts) in theſe words z 0h walcant ludi qui-

bus nemo bibit , i. Happie be thoſe {ports,in which there is no cxcefle in drin- 


king, Pontanus. And thus for the pretent I giue ouer Healthing.

Geſidemus ypon Plinie tells vs, That the child Hermias was ſo beloued 


get vpon her backe, then ſwimme with him intothe Sea : and hauing 
ſported with him ſuthciently bring him ſafe to Land, and then attend him 
the next day. It happened, that hauing long continued this lone betwixt 
them, vpon a time being mounted on the Dolphins backe, a ſuddaine rem- 
peſt aroſe, by the violence of which the Lad was beaten off, and ſo periſhed 
im the Sea. Which the Dolphin perceiving, and hauing loſt him whom ſhe 
ſo much loucd, ſhe left the Water,and caſting her felfe vpon the drie Con- 
tinent, there gaue her ſelfe vp to a voluntarie death. Of rhe love of that 
kind of Fiſh ro men and children, there are diucrſe remembrances , as of 
Arion, and others. In Argis, the child Olenwus was afte&ted by a Gooſe : fo. 
likewiſe Lyc:ides, the Philoſopher ; who would never depart from him, nor 
be driuen out of his companie, but was his continual] aſtociare, in publique 
and priuate, in the Bath, in the Night, the Day, withour any intermifſion. 
Plin. Lib.10.cap.22. Glauce the Harper,was bel 
of Sparta, by a Daw . Micander apud C zlium witnefleth, That one Selandas, 


called Centaurus, A Cocke doted likewiſe on a young Lad,whoſe name was 
Amphilochis, by Nation an Olenian. Why may wee not then as well gine 
credite, that Semirams was affected by a Horſe, and Paſzvhae by a Bull * 
when Plizie tells vs, That in Leucadia a young Damoſell was ſo beloued 
| of a Peacocke, that the enamored Bird neuer left her in life, and accom- 
panied her in death : for ſecing the Virgin dead, thee neucr would receiue 
{food from any hand , but ſo pyned away, and dyed alſo. In the citie of 
Seſtos, a young Eagle (taken in a neaſt) was carefully brought yp by a Vir- 
'gin: The Bird beeing come to full growth , would enerie day rake her 
flight abroad, and all ſuch fowle as thee could catch, bring home, and lay 
them in the Lappe of her miſtreſſe : And this ſhee vied dayly, 2s it were 
to recompence her for her foſtering and bringing vp. At length this Vir- 


| gin dying, and her bodice beeing borne vato the Funerall fre, the Eagle 


ſtill attended : which was no ſooner expoſed vatothe flames, but the Bird 
likewiſe caſt herſelfe, with a voluntarie flight, amidſt the new-kindled 
pyle,and to her miſtreſſes Hearſe gaue her {clfe a moſt gratefull ſacrifice. 
Plenie, lib. 10.cap.5. Saxo Grammat. in the tenth booke of his Daniſh Hi- 
ſtorie reports, That certaine young maides of a Village in Swetheland , 
| playing and ſporting together in the fields vpon a holy-day , ſuddainely 
| a huge hee-Beare ruſhed out of the forreſt, and ſnatched vp the faireſt 
amongſt them , and hurryed her away to his Denne , but gently , and

Nnumerable are the men that hauc been excellent in the qualitic of Pain- 

ting : the Catalogue of rheir Names (without a Capitulation of their 

Workes) would aske much Paper, but greatcr paines to ſet downe, Yet 
as of the reſt, Iwill give you a ſmall taſte of their exquifite dexteritic in 
that Art. I haue read, Thar Apeles hauing madean excellent Piece,inwhich 
he had deciphered a Horſe to the life, he thoughr it then a Preſent worthie 
Alexander : and comming to preſent it to the king, hee onely gaue it. a neg- 
le&ed looke, neither prayſing it,nor di{ſcommending it, but found other diſ- 
courſe. The Painrer {till holding it vp, Bcephalus (on whom the king was 
then mounted) caſting his eye vpon the Table, fell a neighing, thinking the 
lively cfhgies had beenea liuing Beaſt. Which Apelles obſeruing, could no 
longer containe himſelfe, bur cryed out aloud ; O Alexander, I now well 
percciue thy Horſe hath better iudgement in Painting than thy ſelfe, 
Zenxes being almoſt with him equally famous, .Apelles maligning that any 
Painter ſhould be named whileſt hee was. yet aliuc, rooke occaſion in an 
humour, to makea purpoſed Tourney to giue him viſitation, but eſpecially 
to obſerue the manner of his ſhop, and worke-houſe : and croſſing an Arme 
of the Sea, hee came to the citie where Zewxes then liued; and enquiring 
our his houſe, was directed thither , where knocking , the maid came to 
the doore ; Apelles asked her for her maiſter : ſhee rold him, hee was gone 
into the Towne about very ſerious occaſions , and was nor then within ; 
bur I pray (Sir) when my maiſter returnes, who fhall I ſay was heere to 
ſpeake with him © Apelles ſpying a faire Table hanging in the ſhop, readie 
to be wrought,but no worke therein,and the Penſils and Colours all readic 
by it, By thy leaue maid (faith hee) and entring the ſhop, chuſed out a Pen- 
f11], with which hee onely drew a curious {mall Line crofle the Table, al- 
moſt of that fineneſle to deceiue the eye : which having ſuddainely ended, 


Tell thy maiſter (faith hee to the maid) That hee that drew this Line, was | 


here to haue ſpoken with him, and ſo away hee gocs : who was no ſooner 
out, but Zeaxes rerurning , and asking her, If any man had beene there to 
aske tor him in his abſence 2 ſhee told him all,and ſhewed the Line drawne 
vpon the Table z on which hee looking with admiration, ſuddainely broke 
our into an acclamation, ſaying, This could newer haue beene done, but by tht 
hand of Apelles; and inſtantly ſent yvpand downe the Towne to ſecke him. 
In the Interim (this preſident being ſtill ſtanding before him) in a kind of 
emulation, it animated him ro aduenture on ſomething worthie the ſight of 
Apelles ; when chuſing out another colour, differing trom that 4pelles had 
wrought, he with his Penſill cut the firſt Line iuſt in the middle with a kind 
of miraculous ſtedfaſtnefſeand euennefle: when glorying in his worke( which 
indeed was rare) Now tell the Painter(faith he)if he come againe ro enquire 
of me,that I haue been ſince at home, witneſſe that,and ſhew him the Table;

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and ſo retyred himlſelte into >theinner part of rhe houſe. * Soone aftercomes

This Table was after held as a rare 
and an vnparalleld maiſter-picce, and being ſold for agreat ſumme of mo- 
ney, as a choyſe Tewell hung vp in the Capitoll of Rome, where it was long | 
prelerued, euen till time had defaced the colours, and raced out the me- 
morie thereot. Among(t thouſand Excellencies both in their Workes and 
Inventions, theſe ſhall ſuffice in this place : I now come tro my Women 
Painters, 

Tymarete,the daughter of Mycen,or Mycaon (a man eminent in that qualitie) 
amongſt other curious Pieces (wrought by her owne hand) made that ad- 
mirable Picture of Dana, which was hanged vp in the Temple of Epheſus, 
clayming prioritic aboue many that procceded from the beſt Artiſts : Shee 
fouriſhed in the time that Archelaus reigned in Macedonia : Plante, Lib.3 5, 
up. 11. Irene was the daughter and ſ{choller of the Painter Cratinus : ſhee 


was famous for penſilling the Maid, whoſe cfhgies was kept as a Relike ſa- | 


cred to Memorie, i in thecitie Eleuſina. Calipſoes excellencie was expreſſed 
tothe life, in drawing the old Iugler Theedorws. Alciſthine limned a Dancer 
and ſhcee-Minſtrell, and by that got hera name amongſt the beſt. Ariftarete | 


| laſt Line hath not made good the imperfections of the former : at which | 
word Zeuxes appcared, and before he had the power to giue him any ſaluta- | 
| tion (looking nt 128 what held done) acknowledged him Victor,yer held it

was the daughter and ſcholler of the Painter Marche, and drew eAſcula- | 


pizs. One 0limpias profeſſed the ſame Art,and inſtructed many {chollers ; 
amongſt whom (as plimic faith) was Amtobulus. Lala Cyzizena lined a perpe- 
tuall Virgin, and was the ſole daughter of Marcus Yarro : ſhee practiſed in 
Rome, and drew both with the Penfill and with a ſharpe-pointed Quill, 
called Cefrum - ſhee cut in Iuorie, Shee medled not with the Faces of 
men,but women only; ſhee made her owne PiQture from a Looking-glaſle: 
hee was commended forthe nimbleneſſe and dexreritie of hand, for none 
eyer equalled her in quickneſle ; and for curiotitie,ſhe exceeded two of the 
ortateſt and beſt practitioners in her dayes, Sopylon,and Dioni/ies. 

From Painting , I come to Weauing : The practiſe of which was 
held in great vic and eſtimation amongſt Princetles, and the chiefe Ma- 
trons ; in which to be excellent, was held as a prime honour, The Ex- 
erciſe thereof was accounted a commendable thing in Wiues, and a 
great {igne of womanniſh mgdeſtie in Virgins, Tr was 5 firſt brought from 
the Phrygians to the Romanes .' King'* cAttaliw was the firſt that devi- 


ſed to weaue with threads of Gold. It grew to, that reuerent and re- |: 


ſpeed cuſtome, that ſiſters for their brothers, mothers for their {onnes, 
and women for their husbands , with..their owne hands weaued C loakes 
and Gownes. And therefore the. Romanes in all.their Marriages, cauſed 
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Penelope.

"Of Weauing VVomen,&c. + Lib.7. | 
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the new married Virgins to preſent their husbands with a Diſtaffe, Thread, 
and Spindle : it is a cuſtome which the Iberians ſtill obſerue ; as alſo, That 
whatſocuer their women firſt ſpinne, and after weaue, is brought to be 
viewed in publique, and rated ; thee that hath done moſt, and beſt, hath 
ſo much the more reſpe& and honour , Mlexand. ab Alex. Lib. 4. cap. 8, 
Amongſt the Phoeacenſcs, the men mind onely Nauigation, and the wo- 
men Texture and Weaving, but amongſt the women of Perfia it is held 
a great diſhonour to lay her hand tothe Webbe, or Needle . Penelope (by 
the teſtimonie of Homer, and other Poets ) in this Art was excellently 
practiſed ; of which came the Prouerbe, Tela Fenelopis C4 1cariotss , The 
Webbe of Penelope, or /cariotes (becauſe ſhee was the daughter of 1carw.) 
Virg. <Anead. Lib. 5. rominates one Pholoe to be eminent in that exerciſe, 
Plin. lib. 1 1. cap. 22. conferres the inuention of Weauing vpon Pamphile, 
the daughter of. Flates, who deviſed it in the Ifle Coos. In this, Acecew 
Patarenſis, and Helicon Cariſtins , exceeded all others : theſe two brothers 
woaue and embrodereda Veſture and a Hood for Pallas Poliades, who was 
honoured in the Temple of Athens, which was done with ſuch vnimira- 
ble cunning, that thereupon came the Adage in Greece, it any thing were 
curiouſly or exquiſitely performed , it was called , The Worke of CMce- 
cas, and Helicon, Aboue others moſt magnified by Outd, Metamorph. lib. 6, 
is Arachne Lydia, the daughter of 1dmones, whoſe mother was borne in the 
ſmall citie Hypepis : ſhee hauing by many degrees exceeded all morrall 
women, and that without difficultie durſt compare with A4inerua her ſelfe, 

who for herboldneſſe and pertinacic ſhe turned into a Spyder. Her con- 

trouerſie with Pallas, is with great elegancic expreſſed in Ouid. Alexander 

of Macedon, and 0auius Auguſtus, the one wore a Garment woauen by 

his Mother, the other a Mantle, by the hands of his Wife . Theſe Ladies 

had ſequeſtred places in ſome part of their Pallaces, and kept their hand- 

maids and damoſells at worke ; of which, theſe rwo potent and mightie 

Queenes diſdayned not to bee the, dayly Directoreſles and Ouer-ſeers, 

Alexand. ab Alex. cap.4. kb,$. Part of the Wooll which Tanaqwi ſpunne, 

with her Diſtaffe, Spindle, and Slippers, were long time reſerued as {a- 

cred Reliques in the Temple of Ancas Martiws , as alſoa Kingly Garment 

or Imperial! Roabe, woauen quite through with Rayes and Flames of 

Gold, wrought with her owne hand, in which Seruizs T. live oft went in 
ſtate, and ſat in the high Iudgement-Seat, in the Capitoll. Yarro «pad 
eundem . By the Law called Pagana, all women were forbidden to ſpinne 
or draw out any thread in the ſtreetes, orthe common high-wayes , be- 
cauſe they held it ominous to the proſperitie of the Graine ſowne in 
the Earth, or the Fruits bloſſomed, or growing vpon the Trees, as the 
ſame Author teſtifies . Auſonixs ſpeakes of one Sabine, not onely excel- 
lent in this Science, but a Poet withall, which he left ro poſteritic in one 
of his Epigrams : |

Extor in his Officineremembers vs of one Kailla, who was of that bar- 
| baronsand inhuman crueltie, that being at difſention with her husband 

Yazwles, ſhe hauing baniſhed all coniugall pietic and pittie, cauſed his 
eyes to be digged our of his head, ſpending the remainder of his agein vn- 
comfortable darkneſſe. Theſe ſubſequent ſtories of flintie and obdure 
hearted women, though I could willingly haue ſpared them our of this 
worke, thattheworld might almoſt be induced to beleeue that noſuch im- 
manities could euer haue place in the ſmooth & ſofr boſomespt women, yer 


inregard I hane promiſed briefly to run over all Ages, Features, AﬀeRions, | 


Conditions, and Degrees, though theymighr perhaps haue beene thought 
well ſpared by ſome , yer I make no queſtion burthey might be challenged 
atmy hands by others. The rather I preſentrhem and wirh the more confi- 
dence vnto your view, becauſe, though their ations to the render breſted 
may ſceme horrid and fearetul,and therfore the hardlier topurchaſe credir, 
yetthe teſtimonie of the Authors being authenticke and approoucd, will not 
onely beare me our as their faithfull remembrancer, but inthethings them- 
ſelues faſten an inherent beleefe. I proceed therfore. Cyrcethe Witch flew 
the king of Sarmatia to whom ſhee was marricd , and vſurping the regal! 
Throne, did much oppreſſe her ſubiefts : of her Sabellicas writes more at 
large. Clitemneſtrawas the wife of Agamemnon Archduke or Generall ofthe 
Gretians at the ſiege of Troy, ſhe by the helpe of «&2i/us (with whom ſhe 
adultrated)ſlew her husband, of this Yirgill ſpeakes,{ib. 1 1 . Seneca in Agamem- 
none and Invenall in Satyr.Danaus the ſonne of Belwus had fiftie daughters, who 
were eſpouſed to the fiftic ſonnes of Aegiſtws, rheſe made a coniuration in 
onenightto kill all their husbands, which they accordingly did, all ſaue the 

ongeſt, Hypermneſtrs,who ſpared the life of her husband Zynceus, Sencc. Her- 
ul, Far. Alexander Pherews, atyrant of Thetſily, when hee had ſhewed his 
wite naked to a certaine Barbarian, ſhe tooke it ſo impatiently, that ſhe cur 
his throar ſleeping : Oxidin 1hin. Yolaterranus reports that A41bina daughter 
toa king of Syria had two and thirtie ſiſters, whoall in one night flew their

husbands, who beeing exild their countrey, landed in Brittaine ; and that 
of this 4lbina this Kingdome firſt rooke thename of Albion. Laodice was

| Poyſoned her husband becauſe of his too much familiaritie with Berenice 
| the ſiſter of Ptolome, Fabia ſlew Fabine Fabricianus, that ſhee might the more 
| freely inioy the companie of Petronius Folentanu a young man of exrraordi- 


narie feature, with whom ſhee had often before accompanied. Agrippine

Galcotus prince of Farolivium, married with the daughter | 
of 1oannes Bentinolus,of whom being deſpiſed and finding her ſelfe neglected, 
ſhe hyred certaine cut-throat Phiſitiqns, who flew him orhis chamber . 4#- 
areas the ſonne of Carolus king of Pannonia , was flaine by. hiswite Joawns 
ueene of Cicily , forno other reaſon but that he was idleand held vnpro- 
firable to the weale publique. Altheeforrowing that her two brothers Plex; 
pus and Toxexs were ſlaine by her ſonne Meleager, ſhee burnedthat Brand, of 
which the fatal Siſters had made a predidtion, Thar his lite and health ſhould 
continue as long as that was preſerucd:0uid Triſt. lib. 1 .Bocat, in Geneol. Agaue 
a Theban woman flew her {onne Pemtheas, becauſe he would riot honour the 
feaſt of the Bachinalls, with thereſtof the Menades : Yirgill in Calice. Eric- 
theas taking armes againſt Ewmeſpus, and hauing an anfwere from the Oracle, 
That he ſhould haue a certaine viRorie,it he would ſacrifice his only daugh- 
tertothegods ; by the perſuaſion of his wife Praxiths gaue her vp to ſlaugh- 
ter: Euripides apud Plutarch. Elearchas one of the kings of Creet, atthe per- 
ſuafion of his{econd wife Phrenima , commaunded his onely daughtcr by 
the hand of one Themiſonesto bee caſt into the river and there drowned: He- 
rodot. Polidice betrayde her father king Plaera to Creonking of Thebes and 
cauſed him to bee laine ; as likewiſe Ns/«s being beſieged by Mimes, by the 
treaſon of his daughter loſt that purple hayre which was the ſtay of his ſo- 
ueraigntie : Ouid Metam. and Seruius. Tiphon «Fg iptins,as Beroſus, Seneca, Di- 
dorws, and others relate, flew his brother 0 firs then raigning in Egypt and 
goucrning iuſtly , which done hee cauſed him to be cut into rwentie fix pic- 
ces, and to cuerie one of the conſpirators gauea part , the betterto ſecure 
him of their fidelities : but 1fs their ſiſter after ſhe had lamented the death 
of her brother 0firs,by the aſſiſtance of her ſonne(who was called 0res)flew 
Typhon and auenged his death. Dyomitia was a queen of Bohemia, ſhe cauſed 
Ludimillia ( much deuoted to religion) to bee flaine : by her inſtigationher 
ſonne Boleſlaws was the murderer of his brother Wenceſlaus : Yolaterran. The 
nymph Lars was of that loquacitie,that raifing diſſention betwixt /upiter and 
1ano, by telling her of his eſcapes, that in reuenge thereof he pluckt out her 
tongue, Talaxtia Spartena hauing intelligence that her ſonne Fedaretestyranni- 
ſed ouer the men of Chius,writ to himin this or thelike language ,0r goxerne 
there better, or remaine there ; if thou returneſt to me, thou art not ſafe : thus ad- 
moniſhing him of better gouernment, or menacing him with death, D4- 
mariana was a woman of Sparta, and with herowne hands flew her ſonne, 


tothe warres, Amaſtrs was the wife of Xerxes, and did proſecute the wife 
of Maſiiſa the Preſident with that inhumane and barbarous crueltie,that ha- 
uing firſt {laine her, thee cauſed herbreaſts to be cut off, and caſt ynto the 
dogges, diſmembring herof her Noſe, Eares, Eyes, Lippes, and Tongue. 
Rawſ. Texior, Ciſenzs, the daughter of Diegerides king of Thrace, was of 
that ſauage inhumanitie, that ſhee tooke pleaſure to ſee liuing men to be 
diſmembred and cur in pieces, cauſing young children to be killed and 
dreſt, after commanding theo be ſerued into their parents, and to be by 
themearen. Solixus. Tallis, the wife of Tarquinius Swperbus, ſhe cauſed her 
Chariot ro be drawne over the face of her dead father Serwius Tullins, pre- 
ſently before murthered by her busband in the Capitoll. Zawe. - Irene the 
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| Empreſle was wite to Zeo the fourth, and cauſed her owne ſotine Conſtaw- 
4is Sextas to be fart caſt in priſon, and after rohaue his eyes digged ourghe- 
cauſe before ſhee-had by him beene expelled the Empire. | Fu{ia was the 


| wife of Marcus Antoninus : and how the excellenteſt of Orators, M.Tullixs, 


being dead, was tyrannized ouer by him, many Authors haue 'commended 
t0 polteritie ; whole ſacred hands and head being cut off, were nayled vnro 
that Pulpit where hee had otren moſt learnedly declaimed. His head was 


| firſt brought to ©Anthonie, which he cauſed ro be placed before himvpan a 


Table, and. ſcarce ina whole day could hee ſatiate his rancorous mallice 
with ſo {ad and pittitull a ſpectacle, but at length (as Appianws Alexandrinas 
reports) he commanded it to be tooke thence : And (as it is gathered ovt 
of the collections of Dion, Pruſius, and Smidas ) when Fulwis, the wife of 
Antoninus, came tothe fight of it, ſhee tooke it in her hands, and after the 
breathing of many fearefull malediQtions, execrations, and curſes againſt it, 
ſpit in the face thereof ; then taking it into her lappe,with a Bodkin or Pen- 
ner which the wore in her haire toran ornament, pricked his tongue, which 
ſhe had cauſed violently to be forced out of his 1awes, leaſt there ſhould be 
any thing wanting that might adde toan vndiſcreet womans hate and inhu- 
mane crueltic,, This murther and horride a againſt ſo worthie a Senatour, 
bath bcene deplored by many, as well in Proſe,as in Verſe, as Portius Latyo, 
dlbmins Sylo,,C eſtins Mnrrhedizes, and others: but none more elegantly thah 
Sexerizs Cornelius, in thele Yerſes of his, which we hauc by tradition from 


Anup&us Seneca:

As they were at large remembred in Crinitus. Earidiee, the wife of Amintas 
king of Macedonia, who had by him three ſonnes, Alexander, Perdicas, and 
Plylip, father to Alexander the Great, as likewiſe a daughter,called Ewryones. 
This Exridice not onely polluted the bed of her husband , but ſought his 
like, to transferre the Principalitic into the hand of the adulterer : and leaſt 
ber daughter hould diſcouer cicher her whoredome or treaſon,ſhe likewiſe 
plotted againſt her life. The old man in the middeſt of theſe dangers dyed, 
leauing the kingdome to his eldeſt ſonne Alexander ; ſhe after cauſed him to 
be ſlaine : A preſident of ſtrange and (almoſt) vnheard of crueltie in a mo- 
ther. I#/tine Hiſtor. lib.7. | 

' Spitamenes (a puiſſant Captaine that had long oppoſed Alexander the 
Great in many battailes and conflicts, with his competitor Daha) ſo dearely 
loued his faire wife,that he drew her to be a partner with him in his warres,

Thiſponius the Lawyer, and of the learned Councell ro king 
cAlphonſws , hauing at one time three hutidred pieces of Gold ſtolne from 
him, which was part of the Dower of a peruerſe and peeuyſh wife whom 
hee had lately married, for which being wondrous fob and penſiue in the 
preſence of the ang, Alphonſe looking vpon him, and ſeeming tocom- 

e, broke out into theſe tearmes, 0 how happie a man 
were Thiſponius , if the theenes had ſtolne away his wife, and left the Gold be- 
hind them. Panormita, Lib. 1. de Geſtis Abbbouſ, Euripides, the moſt excellent 
of the Greeke Tragicke Poers, had' two wiues , the name of the firſt was 
Cherile, or (as Suidas calls her ) Charine, the daughter of Myefilochns , by 
whom hee had three ſonnes, Mneſiloches the Actor or Stage-player, Mne- 
ſarchides the Marchant , andthe third,Ewripides the Orator : yet partly for 
ſuſpition of adulterie, and by reaſon hee led with her an vnquier lite, after 
ſo hopefull an iſſue, ſhee was diuorced from him. After this ſeparation, 
hee married another called 24elitro, who being apprehended in adulterie 
with Czefiphon the Player, hee was ſo branded for a Cuckold, and ſo taun- 
ted and icaſted at by the Comicke Poets in the publique Theatre, that 
he was forced to leaue the citie and ro remove himſelfe into Macedonia, 
where hee ſpent the remainder of his life in the Court of king Archelane, 
Gell. Z5b.15. cap.20. Athenem,Lib, 17. Arnus, Tarquinins, and Tullia, lined 
together in- perpetuall diſcord and difſention, by reaſon of her vntoward 
and crabbed condition. Adrianss Berlandws teils vs of an Inne-keeper or 
Hoſt ( a-pleaſant and frolicke fellow) who when a gueſt of his complai- 
ned vnto him, that he could not endure ſuch noyſe and clamour, for his

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| beſides, there was no ceſſation of her-perpetuall brawling and chiding 


Fruttull,, leaſt the moſt fortunate-ifſue of Eerievs might in him bee 
extinguiſhed. Hee therefore at their intreaties rooke to him a ſecond | 
wife, namely Perinetades,the daughter of Demarmenss,and ſo brought her |

wiues tongue neuer cealed walking, firiding fault with this thing, then thar, 


with her maids and lertiants. To whom the merrie Hoſt replyed, And] 
pray (my friend) is this a iuſt cauſe for your tmpatience, or diſcontent » 
What doe you thinke of me then, that for two and thirtie yeeres ſpace 
haut had this noyſe and clamour continually in mine eares,night and day, 
without ceaſing, and yet you ſee with what ſufferance I beare it, and 
eannot you endure it for the ſpace ofa few minutes ? By: which words 
hee not onely gaue preſent ſatisfa&tion to his gueſt, bur converted his 
wiues anger into laughter. ' Serwims Twllizs, king of the Romanes, con- 
ferred his two daughters vpon the two Tarquiss, Aruns, and Superb: : 
of ſcuerall diſpoſitions were the men, and ot ſundrie conditions the wo. 
men : as they were oppolite in humour, they were as vnfitly diſpoſed. 
To Aruns (a 'man of a quiet and mild temper) Tullis (a Ladic bold and 
daring ) was giuen : on Sperbas. (a Prince haughtie and inſolent ) the 
other ( becing a modeſt and meeke Ladie ) was beſtowed . - Diſparitie of 
mindes could not brooke the inequalitie of manners : Therefore bold 
and bloodie Talia poylons her faire and gentle-conditioned 4rans , the 
other modeſt and mild-rempered-liſtex is made away by. the proud and 
ambitious Saperbus : the beſt are loſt; the worſt lefr. They rwo contra 
an inceſtuous Marriage, Pride withiGrueltie, and Immanitie with Ambi- 
tion g Murther is the ground or cauſe;'and Treaſon and Vſurpation the pro- 
digious effeR : ſhee complots the death of het owne naturall father ; and 
hee, the ruine of his liege Lord and Soueraigne: ſhee a Parricide, heea 
Regicide. The king is betwixt them laine, ouer whoſe dead bodie ſhee 
cauſed her Chariot to be drawne-: Her cheekes bluſhed not , when the 
wheeles of her Waggon were ſtained with her fathers blood . And ſo 
much to giue Tullia a ſhort character, the moſt inſolent of Wiues , and 
the worſt of Daughters. Of a lower-yoice, ſofter ſpirit, and' more tem- 
perate condition, were theſe wiues following. Chilonia the wife of Cle- 
ombrotus king of Sparta , and daughter of Zeonides , who had before ſo- 
ueraniſed , when in thoſe ciuile combuſtions the ſonne in law had ex- 
ulſed the father, and compelled him into exile, ſhee nener ceaſcd to 
tmportune her husband , till ſhee had called him home from baniſh- 
ment. But in proceſle of time, when Fortune had turned her Whecle, 
and Zzonides in thoſe diſſentions ( hauing got the better). had conti- 
ned Cleombrotus , ſhee was an hourely interceſſor for the repeale of het 
husband ; but finding her father to bee obdure, and her ſuir by him not 
liſtened too, though ſhe might in all pleaſure and eafe haue happily ſpent 
her age in her owne cittie with her father, ſhee rather made choiſe to 
bea faithfull companion in all diſtreſſes with her husband, Falzo/. kb.6. 
cap. 7. cAnaxanarides, the ſonne of Leontias ,- marryed with his ſiſters 
daughter, whom hee exceedingly loved, but becauſe ſhee was barraine and 
that by her he had no iſſue, the Ephori made ſuit vnto him tobe diuorſed 
from her,and would haue compelled him vnto it : but when he had abſo- 
lutely denied to condiſcend: with them in thatpoint, they made another 
requeſt ynto him , That hee would take vnto him another wife more 
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home to his houſe ; where ( which is ſtrange) the. two women liued 
rogether peaceably , withour emularion or enuie.” His laſt wife brought 
him a fonne, whom hee called Cleomenes : and not long after, his firſt wite 
{before barraine) made him the fortunate father of three {onnes ; the firſt, 
Dorieas ; the ſecond, Leonides , the third, Cleombrotus : but Cleamenes (the 
eldeſt by the ſecond wife) ſucceeded in the Soueraigntie. Herodor. L1b. 5. 
Theſca, the lifter of Dioniſias, beeing marryed to Polixenus , who having en- 
tred into a Coniuration with other noble gentlemen, to ſupplant the Ty- 
rant, but fearing diſcoueric fled for his beſt ſaferie : Vpon: whoſe flighr, 
Dionifius calls his fifter into queſtion, as one that muſt of 'neceſſitie be priute 
to his eſcape. Towhom ſhee boldly thus an{wered: Thinkeſtthou (0 Die- 
niſi) thy liſter to be a woman of that ſeruile and degenerate condition, 
that had ſhee knowne the leaſt purpoſe of his retyrement, fhee would nor 
haue made her ſelfe a companion in all his Nauigations, and Travaile ? 
Eraſm. Apothgg. Lib. 5. Caius Caligula the Emperour, hauing found Herod 
(the husband to Herodias) Tetrarch of Galilee, engaged in a reuolt from 
the Empire, with 4r:ahanzs king of the Parthians, amerced him in a great 
ſumme of money for that defect; and till it was levied and payed into the 
Treaſurie, gaue him in cuſtodie ro king Agrippe, whom he had found loy- 
all vnto him, and in whoſe fidelitie hee much truſted, Hee after baniſhed 
Herod into Lyons (a citie of France) with an irreuocable doome of exile 
impoſed ypon him : but vnderſtanding Heredias to be fiſterto the wife of 
Aegripps (whom hee much fauoured) our of Herods mul, or fine, hee pro- 
portioned her a large Dower, reſcrued in the hands of Agrippa to her vie, 
as not dreaming ſhee would haue beene a companion with kim in his 
confinement. To which extraordinarie grace from the Emperour , ſhee 


' thus replyed : You (0 Emperour) as beſt becomes your Mateſtie, ſpeake 


like a royall and munificent Prince, but the Coniugall Bond of Loue and 
Pietic, in which I am tyed toa husband, is ro me an impediment, that I am 
not capable of this great Largeſſe and vnmerircd bountie. Vnmeet it is, 
that I (who haue beene a partaker with him in all his proſperous and flou- 
riſhing fortunes } ſhould now forſake him, and not be a companion with 
him in the worſt that diſaſter or aduerſitie can inflit , This noble an- 
ſwere Cahgwls tooke in ſuch ſcorne and high diſpleaſure, ro ſee himſelfe 
in magnanimitic and grearneſle of ſpirit to be exceeded by a woman, that 
hee baniſhed her with her husband Herod ; and the bountic (before be- 
ſtowed on her) hee conferred vpon her brother in law _4grippa. oſeph. 
in Antiquitatibus. Cleomenes, the ſonne of Anaxandrides and Perinetades (but 
lately ſpoken of ) being expulſed from Sparta by Amtizonus, king of Ma- 
cedonia, fled for refuge to Prolomews, king of Agyprt : whither his wife 
would haue followed him, bur difluaded by her parents (notwithſtan- 
ding a ſtri& guard was ſet ouerher) yet in the night ſhee beguiled her 
keepers ; and hauing prouided a Horſe for the purpoſe, poſtcd with all 
poflible ſpeed to the next Port Towne, that was leaſt ſuſpeted ; where 
tyring a ſhippe, with all the Coyneand Iewels ſhee had then abour her ſhee 
layled into Agypr, and there ſpent the remainder of herdayes with hint 
in his vncomtortable exile. Faleoſ. b.6.cap.7. I haue but one more (gentle 
Reader) to trouble thy patience withat this preſenr.

demprtion 12 5 3, when Aiolnw the Tyrant hauing loſt Padna,and bending | 
all his forces to the ſurpriſall of Baſbaww,compaſſing that ar length by fraud 
and ſtratagem , which by oppoſition and violence' hee could neucr have 
accompliſhed , in the entring of which Towne Bapryſts was flaine, and 
Blanca Rubea being armed,” and fighting boldly by his ſide till ſhee faw him 
) fall, was (notwithſtanding her maſculine valour) raken priſoner by aſoul- 
dier, and preſented to the Tyrant ; who gazing on her rare feature (much 
more beautified by the rich armour ſhee then had on ) grew exceedingly 
| enamoured on this manly Virago, and firſt with faire enticing blandiſh- 
ments hee courted het loue , but finding no poſhbilitie to ſariate his libi- 
dinous affeRtions that waye , where faire meanes fayled, hee purpoſed 
force : which to auoid, and to preuent the diſhonour intended her , ſhee 
| caſt her ſclfe out froman high Bay-window, two ſtories from the ground 
where being caken vp halfe Jead, with-much difficultie ſhee was recouered. 
No ſooner was ſhee well able to walke, but the Tyrant ſtill proſecuted his 
beaſtly and bruitiſh defires , which ſhee ſtill oppoſing , with that ſmall 
{trength ſhee had left, hee cauſed his ſeruants to bind her according to his 
| * | Jluſtfull direRtion, and nor able to ſtirre hand nor foot, in that horrible 
manner rauiſhed her . At length being looſed from thoſe hatefull and 
ynſufferable bonds, ſhee (with what patience ſhee could ) diſſembled her 
| griefe, and wrought ſo farre with ſome that compaſſioned her milcries, 
that ſhee had libertie to viſit her dead husband in his Tombe, into which 
(with lowd ſhrikes and paſſionate lamentation) ſhee entred, ſtill inuoking 
| her husbands name, and with all the force ſhee had, plucked the great 
| and ponderous Tombe-ſtone vpon her, the weight whereof forced the 
breath out of her boſome.. And by this meanes ſhee purchaſed the ho- 
| nourable name of a moſt chaſt wife, at which her life ſtill aymed ; anda 
eu common graue with her husband, which ecuen in death ſhce moſt deſired : 
one Stone becing the couer to both their Hearſes, Bernard. Scardeonss, 
Ub. ;, Hiſtor.

What, and how great ioy this-prodigious change was, I leaue to them 
that can truly apprehend the happinefle of ſuch a hopeleſſe and ynexpeRed 
fortunc betwixt two Louers : but whether this was done menos the 
miraculous worke of the gods, or were poſſible in'Nature, might be diſpu- 
ted. Tothis purpoſe, he that colleted the Memorable Hiſtories of theſe times, 
hath quoced an Author, in many things beleeuable, That the like hath been 
knowne in our later ages : yea,children haue beene borne;that by the Mid- 


tinued for ſome yeeres. But growing tothe age of twelue, or thereabouts, 
and are able ro diſtinguiſh of good or euill ( being capable of paſſtons, and 
ſubic to affections) whether Loue of Time haue produced theſe ſtrange 
effets. I am not certaine : but thoſe manly parts that were before inuer-

C enis (faith he) che daughter of Elatzw, one of the moſt 
beautifull Virgins, of Theſſaly, and of fuch fame, that cuen Pelexs, the fa- 

ther of Achilles (amongſt many others) was ancarneſt ſuitor ynto her to 
have made her his Bride and Queene : but the proud Girle deſpiſing both 
his proffers and perſon, gaue him a like repulſe with the reſt, pretending a 
perpetuall Vow of Chaſtitie. Ar length Neptune grew enamoured of her, 
and encountred' her at ſuch opportunitie and aduantage,that mauger all re- 
fiſtance, ſhe was by him vitiated and devirgined.

Now though this may ſeeme ſomewhat to ſauourof fabulous Poetrie, may 
not ſhe (leauing out the compreſſion of Xeprune,or being made wound-free) 
by the former probabilitie ſo late remembred (being borne of a warlike 
race, and hauing in her the inherent ſeedes of hereditarie valour) though 
ſhee was firſt thought a Damoſell , yetwhen time produced her virilitie, 
make ſhew of that, imperfe Nature had not till then ripened, and praQtiſe 
Armes, agreeable with rhe braue ſpirits of her anceſtors? And becauſe ey- 
ther her good fortune aſſiſted her, or hervalour ſo proteted her, thar ſhee 
neuer receiued any apparant wound in barttaile ; may ſhee not therefore 
(and without any palpable abſurditie ) bee thought invulnerable £ And 
ſo much to apologie ( in the way of diſcourſe) for thoſe ſuppoſed im- 
poſſibilitics ; onely producing theſe Hiſtories, leaft any thing (that ſauours 
nor of immodeſtic) that can bee ſpoke of Women, houll be left vnre-

fore ſayd to be her friend and louer . The Babylonians arereported to bee 
the firſt obſeruers of the Starres and Planets, by whom the Grecians being 
inſtrued,found out the two Poles,deuiſcd the Dyall, and diſtinguiſhed the 
Day and the Night into foure and twentic houres. Zorosſtres that flouriſhed 
in the time that Niz«s raigned in Afſiria, was in this Art famous. Palamides 
the ſonne of Nauplius and Climene , was the firſt amongſt the Greekes that 
accommodated the Weekes, Moneths, and Y cares, and proportioned them 
to the true courſe of the Sunne, hee obſerued the terrible eclipſe of the 
Sunne,and taught it to bea meerenatural cauſe and not prodigious,as it was 
then feared; Philoſtratus in Heroicis! Thales Mil:fiia orie of the ſeuen wiſemen 
of Greece, applyde himſelfe to this ſtudie, and as Calimachwwitneſleth of 
him, was the firſt that diſputed ypon #r/a-maior, as Exdemus predicted the 
Eclips of the Sunne to the Ionians, which happenedin the time that Hal:at- 
tes was king of Lidia, and fought a great and terrible battaile againſt Ajaxa- 
ris king of the Medes, Herodotus in Clio. Laertins, Lib.1 . Anaximander Mile ſims 
the ſcholer of Thales,firſt taught that the Moone ſhined only by a borrowed

frame of the Earth, and was the purcſt fire;he made the firſt Sun-dyall in La- 
cedemon,and placed it where it might beſt giuea ſhaddow from therefle&ti- 
on of the Sunne, he obſerued the AquinoQtiall,and made Spheres and Ho- 
roſcopes,;Laert.lib.2., Anaxagor as Clazimonius taught, That the Sunne was 4 


Peloponefſus, hee called ita fieric Stone, he predicted that a ſtone ſhould 
fall from the Orbe of the Sunne, which happened neere to Kgos a floodin 
Thrace inthe ſecond yere of the ſeucntic eight Olimpiad. This made Exri- 
piaes his ſcholer in Phaetomtide, to call the Sunne a golden Turfe ; and that 
the Moone contcined within her Sphere , Houſes, and Dwellings, Hills, 
Valleys, Forreſts, Beaſts, and People . Hee affirmed the Galaxia or Milkie- 
path tobe a meere reflex of rhe Sunne, and no inter-light arifing from the 
Starres 3 Commets hetaught to bee a concourſe of the wandering Starres, 
and the flames or beards which proceed from them looſe ſparkes ſhaken 
by the Ayre : Being asked to what end he was borne into theworld,hee an- 
ſwered, Onely tohaue inſpection into the Sunne , the Moone, and the Pla- 
nets, Zaert.li.2. Plin.lib.2.cap.60, In this wereeminent Parmenides Eleatesthe 
ſcholerof Xenophon, Leucippus Eleates, Democrates Abderites,Xenocrates Chalcias- 
nius, who writ ſix bookes de Aftrologia,as Laertines witneſlerh bib. 4. Exndoxu 
Guidius, Theophraſius Erifius , Oenopides Chins , Meton Lacedemonius ( both re- 
membred by &lianus) Protagorus Aſtrologws,with infinite others:and among 
theſe Hyppatia a learned woman of Alexandria, daughter of Theon the ta- 
mous Geometrition,and wifetothe Phylofopher 1/odorws, thee writ of A- 
ſtronomie, kept {choole in Alexandria, where ſhe was frequenred by many 
worthie ſchollers, ſhee flotiriſhed in the time of Aycadius the Emperour,and 
was after by ſuch as enuied her fame in learning pittifully ſlaine and maſſa- 
cred.From the profeſſors of this Art I come tathe effets therot.

Sophiſts of thoſe dayes, ſtoutly and conſtantly maintaining the Faith of 
the Goſpell, and ſillogiſtically retuting all their ſchiſmaricall Opinions, 
cauſing many of them ro deliver vp their names to the fincere profeſſion 
of Chriſtianitie. In herappeared Lowe the wiſedome of the world gaue 

lace and ſubmitred tothe Diuine knowledge ; inſomuch, that norwith- 
ſtanding all the Sillogiſticall cunning, and Sophiſticall Dilemmaes (in 
which they were elaborately pratiſcd) they were forced to yeeld and

lieribus. But Sabellicus, Lib, 1. eAneads , calls her Joanna Anglica , 1. loane 


Engliſh, who in her minoritie difſembled her Sex ; and ſo habired, tra- | 
uailed as farre as Athens, and there ſtudied with infinite gaine and pro- | 


fite : inſomuch, that comming to Rome, few or none could equall her in 
Diſputation, or Lectures ; which begor her ſuch reuerence and authortitie 
with all men, that ſhee was by agenerall Suffrage eleted into the Papacie, 
and ſucceeded Les the fourth. Rawiſize im Officma, tir. 6. Others will not 
allow, that ever any ſuch woman was Pope, and excuſe it thus : There 
was one Biſhop of Rome, who was a decrepit and weake old man : He 
( by reaſon of age ) not being well able to manage his temporall affaires, 
and domeſticke bufineſſe, receined into his Pallace as a guide and gouer- 
neſſe, a woman called Joamna, his ſiſter or neere kinſwoman : this woman 
rooke vpon her great pride and ſtate, and vſurped vpon the infirmitie of 
her brother : inſomuch, that hauing the command of all rhings, and being 


 auaricious by nature, no bufineſſe was diſpatched bur by her, nor any Thing 


concluded without her, for which ſhee was both hated and ſcorne 


| therefore vpon her that vſurped the authoritie of the Pope, they like- 


wiſe beſtowed his ſtile, and nick-named her Pope 7oane. This I have not 
read, but I hauc heard ſome re it. From her I come to Roſawida, 
borne in Germanic, and by Nation a Saxon : ſhee lived vnder Zothariws 
the firſt, and was of a religious place called Gandreſenſes, in the Dioceſſe 
ofHildeſemenſis; ſhee was facundious in the Greeke and Roman Tongues, 
and practiſed in all good Arts : ſhee compoſed many Workes,not without 
oreat commendation from the Readers , one eſpecially to her fellow 
Nunnes and Votarefles, exhorting them to Chaſtitic, Vertue, and Diuine 
worſhip. Shee publiſhed fix Comedies, beſides a noble Poeme in Hexa- 
meter Verſe, of the Bookes and Heroicke Acts done by the Otho Cxſars. 


| Shee writ the Liues of holy women, bur chiefely aDiuine Worke of the 


pious and chaſt life of the bleſſed Virgin in Elegeicke Vetſe, which be- 
gan thus, Yaica (bes Mundiem. Cranzins, Lib. 6. cap.20. Metrapoleos, Ful- 
vof. Lib.8. cap. 3. Elizabetha, Abbeſſe of Schonaugia, zealouſly imitated 
the practiſe and ſtudies of this Roſaida, which ſhee profeſſed in the citie 
of Triers. Shee writ many things in the Latine Tongue, of which ſhee 
was diuinely admoniſhed and inſpired from aboue, beſides many perſua-

oreat iadgement and knowledge. Falgo/. Lib.8. cap. 3. and Eguas 
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Conſtantia, the wife of Alexander Sforza, is deſeruedly inſerted in the Ca- 
ralogue of women, famous and excellent in Learning : Shee from her 
child-hood was ſo laborious in the beſt Diſciplines, that vpon the ſud- 
daine, and without any premeditation, {he was able ſufficiently to diſcourſe 
vpon any argument, eyther Theologicall or Philoſophical! ; beſides, thee 
was frequent inthe Workes of S. Hierome, S. Ambroſe, Gregorie, Cicero, and 
Lattantius. For her extemporall vaine in Verſe, ſhee was much admired ; 
inwhich ſhee was ſo elegantly ingenious, that ſhee attracted the cares of 
many iudicious {chollers to be herdayly Auditors, And this facilitie is 
reported tobe innate and borne with her, as proceeding with ſuch ſmooth- 
nefle, and without the leaſt force or afteRtarion. Her daughter Bapriſta ſuc- 
cceded her both in fame and merit, beeing accepted and approoued for 
one equally qualified with her mother Con/teamia: Therefore Politianws in 
Natricia doubts not to ranke her amongſt the beſt learned and moſt illu- 
ſtrtous women, Baptiſta Prima, the daughter of Galeatinis Malateſta, Prince 
of Piſauria, and afrer the wife of Guido Montefeltrenſis, Earle of Vrbin, made 
many commendable proofes of her wit and learning ; for ſhee held many 
diſputations cuen with thoſe that were beſt praftiſed and grounded in rhe 
Arts, from whence ſhec came off with no common applauſe. Shee writ a 
Volume in Latine , which ſhee titled, The Frailetic of mans Lite ; with 
other prayſe-worthic bookes, De wers Religione, i. Of true Religion. Fal- 
gf 8. cap.3. 1ſota Nanarnls Yeronenſis deuoted her life wholly to the 

die of all humane knowledge , -and withall, to the contemplation of 
Diuine Myſteries, to which ſhec added the horiour of perpernall Chaſtirie. 
Shee writ many eloquent Epiſtles ro Pope Wicolais Quintw, 25 alfo to

ſhe was tut the wife of Curio. Statins Papinias was happie in a wite called 
Claudia, excellent inall manner of learning . Amala/untha Queene of the 
Olſtrogothes, the daughter of Theodoricus king of thoſe Oſtrogorhes ih Ita- 
lie, was elaborately practiſed in the Greeke and Latine Tungues, ſhee ſpake 
diſtinctly all the barbarous Languages that were vſed in the Eaſtcrne Em- 
pireS. Fulzoftus, lib. 8. cap. 7. Zenobia (as Yelaterran. ſpcakes from Pollio) 
was Quecne of the Palmirtans, who after the death of Odenatus gouerned 
the kingdome of Syria vnder the Roman Empire : thee was nominated a- 
nOngſt che thirtie Tyrants, and vſurped in the time of Gallezas , bur af- 
ter beeing vanquiſhed in bartaile by the Emperour Aurelianus, was led in 
triumph through R ome, but by the clemencie of that Prince, the was gran- 
teda tree pallace {cituate by the riner of Tyber, where thee moderarely 
and remperatly demeaned'herſelte: thee is reporred to be of that chaſtinie, 
that ſhe neuer entertained her husband in the familiar focictie of bed, but 
for iflues ſake and procreation of children, bar nar from the rime thar ſhee 
found her conception, till her deliuerie : thee vitd ro bce adored afterthe 
maieſticke ſtare and reuerence done to the grear Sophies of Perla. Beeing 
called ro the hearing of any publique Oration, thee ſtill appeared with her 
head armed and her helmer on, in a purple mantle buckled vpon her with 
rich jems: ſhs was of a cleare and ſhrill voice, magnanimous and haughtie in 
all her vadertakings,moſt expert inthe &gyprian and Grecke Tongues,and 
not withour meric numbred amongſt the moſt learned and wiſeſt Queenes. 
Beſides diuerſeather workes, the compoſed the Orientall and Alexandrian 
Hiſtoric, Hermolaus and Timolus her rwo ſonnes in all manner of diſciplines 
thee liberally inſtrufted , of whoſe deaths it isnot certaine , wherher they 
dyed by the courſe of nature, or by the violent handof the Emperour. 
Olimpia Fuluia Morata was the ornament and glorie of our latrer times , the 
daughter of Ew, Moratus Mantuanus, who was tutor in the Arts to Anpa, 
Prince of Ferrara, ſhee was the wife of Andreas Gunthlerus, a fimous Phy- 
litjan in Germanie z ſhee writ many learned and elaborate worke's in either 
rongue ; arletgth inthe yeare of our Lord 1555 inthe moneth of Octo- 
ber;being df:tlic 2gc of rwentic nine yeares ſhe dyed in Hedelburgh. Saint 
kidens may efhongit theſebe here aprly regiſtred., for thus Stow,, Harding, 
Fabian, andalliour moderoe Chroniclers report of her : Conftantias a great 
Raman Conſull, was, ſent/into. Brirtaine ro demaund the tribute due vnto 
Rome; immodiately afrerwhoſe arinall, before hecould receiue an anſwer 
of his Embafhe, Coill whe was then king dyed, therefore the Brirtaines the 
bretertocfiablih theirpeace,dealt with the Roman Embaſſadorto take ro 
wife Helens, the daughter of che lare deceaſed king, zyoung Ladic of an at- 


| tate beauties; adorned. with raregifrs and indowments of the Mind, 
ndmely, Learnmg & Verraeythe morion was no ſootier made bix'accepred; 
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ſo that Conftantine hauing receiued the Brittiſh tribute returned with his new 


bryde to Rome, and was after by the Senat conſtituted chiefe ruler of this 
kingdome. After twentie yeares quiet and peacefull gouernemenr ( which 
was thought her wiſedome)Conſtantivs dyed and was buried at Yorke: in his 
time was Saint Albormartyred at Verolam, ſince called Saint Albones, as 
tohn Lideate Monke of Burie teſtifies, who in Engliſh heroicall verſe com- 
piled his Hiſtorie : Conflantizs (ſayth hee) rhe younger ſucceeded his father 
Conſtantine , as well in the kingdome of England as divers other Prouinces, 
a noble and valiant Prince, whoſe mother was a woman religious and of 
great ſanRtimonie ; this young Prince was borne in Brittaine and prooued 
ſo mightie in exploits of warre, that in time hee purchaſed the name 


of Magnusand was ſtiled Conſftantinethe Great,a noble protectorand defen- | 


der of the true Chriſtian Faith. In the fixt yeare of his raigne he came with 
a potent armie _ Maxentius , whowith greeous tributes and exations 
then vexed and oppreſſed the Romans : and being vpon his march, hee 
ſaw in a Viſion by night, the ftenc of rhe Crofle ſhining in the Ayre like 
fire, andan Angell by it, thus ſaying, Conſtantine in hoc figno winces,j . Conſtan- 
tine in this ſigne thou ſhalt conquer and overcome ; with which beeſhg 
greatly comforted, be ſoone after inuaded and defeated the armie of Maxen- 
tixs , who flying from the battaile was wretchedly drowned in the riuer 
Tiber. In this interim of his glorious vitorie Helena the mother of Con- 

ne being on pilgrimage at Ieruſalem , there found -he Croſſe on which 
the Sauiour of the world was crucified, with the threenayles with which 
his hands and feete were pierced . Reavwlphw amplifies this ſtorie of Helens, 
ſomewhat largelicr after this manner, That when Conſtantine had ſurpriſed 
Maxemixs , his mother was then in Brittaine,and hearing of the ſucceſle of 
ſobrauea conqueſt, ſhee ſent him a letter, with great thankes toheauen,to 
congratulate ſo faire & wiſhed a Fortune;bur not yet being truely inſtructed 
inthe Chriſtian Faith, ſhe commended him that he had forſaken idolatrie, 
but blamed him that hee worſhipped and belecucd in aman that had beene 
nayled tothe Croſſe. The Emperour wrote againe to his mother, That ſhe 
ſhould inſtantly repaire to Rome, and bring with her the moſt learned Iews 
and wiſeſt Docors,of what faith or beleefe ſo eucr, ro holddiſputationin 
their preſence concerning the Truth of religion. Helena brought with her 
to the number of ſeuenſcore Tewes and others, againſt whom Saint Siueſter 
was only oppoſed.In this controuerſie the misbeleeuers were all nonpluſt 
& put to ſilence, Ir hapned that a Iewiſh Cabaliſt among them ſpake certain 
words intheeare of a mad wild Bull that was broke looſe and run into the 


elence where they were then aſſembled ; thoſe words were no ſooner vt- 


tered but the beaſt ſunck down-without morion and inſtantly dyed,at which 
accident the judges that ſat to heare the diſputation, were all aſtoniſhed, as 
wandering by what power that was done. Towhom Sileeftey then ſpake, 
What this man hath done is onely by the power of the deuill, who can kill 
but not reſtore vnto life, but it 1s God onely that can ſlay and make the 
ſame bodie reuiue againe ; fo Lyons and other wilde beaſts of the Forreſt 
can wound and deſtroy, but not make whole what is before by them peri- 
ſhed : then{ſaith hee) if hee will that I beleeue with him, let him rayſc 
that beaſt to life in Gods name, which hee hath deſtroyed in the Deuils 
name. Burt the Iewiſh DoQor artempted it in vaine, when the reſt turning 
to Sinefter, ſaid, If thou by any power in Heauen orEarth canſt call backe 
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' noaine the lifeof this beaſt which isnow banitthed from his bodie, wee will 
| belecue withthee in that Deitie, by whoſe power ſogrear amiracle can be 
| done. Siluefter accepted of their offcr,and falling deuoutly on his knees,made 
| his prayers vnto the Saniour of the world, when preſently the beaſt ſtarted 
| yp vpon his feete; by which Conffantins was confirmed, Helena conuerted, 
| andall the Iewes and other Pagan Doors receined the Chriſtian Faith,and 
were after baptiſed: andafter this,and vpon rhe ſame occaſion, Helena vnder- 
rooke to ſecke.and find-ourt the Crofſe. Ambroſe and others fay ſhe was an 
| Inne-keepers daughter at Treverent m France , and rhat the firſt Con/fantius 
trauailing that way, marricd her'for her beautie ; but ofr Hiſtoties of Brit- 


remembred. The perfe&ions of the minde are much abonerhe :ranſicorie 


brought nothing to eſpouſe her with , ſave her feature, and that ſhee was a 
2 Barbarian, excellently pertet in the Greeke 
Tongue, who though poore, notwithſtanding derived her pedigree from 
kings: And vpon that ground, Zicaryws inſtiruted. a Law , That women 
ſhould haue no Dowers allotted them, that men might rather acquire af- 


| tertheir Vertues than their Riches, and women likewiſe might the more 
| laboriouſly imploy themſeſnes in the attaining r0 the height of the beſt 


| and nobleſt Diſciplines. It is an argument that cannot be too much am- 
plified, roencaurage Vertue and diſcourage Vice, to perſuade both men 
and women to inſtru their Mindes more carefully than they would a: 
dorne their Bodies, and ſtriue to heape and accumulate the riches of the 
Soule, rather than hunt after Pompe, Vaine-glorie, and the wretched 
Wealth of the world , the firſt being cuerlaſtingly permament , the laſt, 
| dayly and hourely ſubie to corruptionand mutabilitie. Horace in his firſt 
Epiſtle to Mecenas ſayth : 


Fitins Argentum et Auro, virtutibus Aurum. 


Suuner is more baſe and cheape than Gold;and Gold than Vertye.

whoſe adoration it impreſſeda reuerent feare to offend them : and ſo conſe- 
quently reduced them from rudeneſſe to a more formall regularitie . They

tiſh ro humanitie , feare, to appeare inhumane before a deitie. They 
moderated the ferocitie of their mindes , by ſmooth orations, profitable 
documents, and learned writings ; and the more to inſinuate into their dull 
vnderſtanding,when proſe ſeemed vnto them leſſe delightfull, they deuiſed 
yerſe, and ſtill as one kind grew ſtale or common they apprehended new ; 
and thus that eloquence that before lay looſe and skattered, was firſt con- 
trated within feet and number. Then when the vulgar feemed lefie capable 
of deepe Sophiſmes tending to moralitic and cinile gouernement, and ther- 
fore their grauer doctrines appearcd to their cares harſh and vnpleaſant, 
they dealt with them as carcfull fathers vſe to doe with their vatoward 
children , when things profitable will not ſtill them, they ſecketo pleaſe 
them with toyes: ſothe Poets, when wholeſome foode would not taſt their 
mourths,they deuiſed ſweet meatcs to realiſh their pallats, finding out merrie 
and delightfull tales, beſt agreeable with their irching cares : comprehen- 
ding notwithſtanding, golden truths in leaden fables. They after inſtitured 
good & wholeſome laws,toincourage the good, and deiet the bad, to raiſe 
the vertuous and well diſpoſed to honor, and to punith the cuill doer either 
with pennance or ſhame : then came the induſtrious man to bee firſt diſtin- 


| guiſhed from the floathfull, and the thrittie from the prodigall : things 


were no more made common, euerie man eate of his owne labour, and 
what he earned he might call hisowne : Hence firſt grew Induſtrie,withour 
which no common-weale nor publike ſtate can ſtand, And theſe and much 
greater were the firſt fruits of Poetrie, now in this age ſo much deſpiſed 
the vie whereof was antient, the apprehenſion diuine,the praftiſe commen- 
dable, and the name reuerent. There is a ſympathie and correſpondence 
berwixt Poerrie and Rhetoricke : Appollo is god of the firſt , and Mercarie 
the XMecenas of the ſecond , which the ancient writers the better to fignifie 
vatovs, ſay, That Apolloacquainted Mereurie with the Muſes, and Aerceric in 
requirall firſt inuented the Harpe and gaue it to Apollo, being the inſtrument 


to which che Muſes moſt delighted to ſing ; asif they more plainely would

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haue ſayd, A Poet cannot be excellent vnleſſe he be a good Rherorician, nor | 
any Rhetorician atraine to the heigth of eloquence,vnlcfle he hath firſt layd | 
his foundation in Poetric. They are two excellencies,that cannot well exiſt | 
one without the other ; Poerrie is the elder brother,, and more plaine in 
his condition ; Rhetorick the younger, but more crattie in his profeſſion : | 
kence ir comes Poets are {o poore,and Lawyers fo rich; for they haue made | 
a younger brother of the elder, and poſleflc all the land. Bcftdes,as much as 
Apollo is excellent aboue Mercarie, as being God of Light, of Mulicke, of 
Phylicke, of Arts, &c. and the other God of Bargaining, Buying, Sclling, 
of Couſcning , Thecuing , and of Lyes , ſo farre doth the firſt claime due 
prioritie aboue the ſecond. They may be thus diſtinguiſhed : Poets in that 
which outwardly appeares fabulous, colour and ſhaddow golden truths, to | 
thcir owne paincefull ſtudies and labour, and'to the pleaſure and profit of 
others : But many Orators,vnder ſeeming truths, apparrell ſcandalous fi. 
ons,aymed onely totheir owne benefit, ro the impoueriſhing of others,and_ 
many times ſtripping them our of a faire inheritance : I ſpeake of ſome,not 
all ; and I honour the Law,becauſe I liue ynder it. Pocts,they were the firſt 
reachers and inſtruters; the people held them to bee inſpired from aboue, 
and to ſpeake as from the mouthes of rhegods: ſome were Holy,as Enmw ; 
ſome Diuine,as Homer; others Prophets,as hauing thename of Pates confer. 
red vpon them : and among(t theſe, may bee numbred the Sybills, the 
Prieſts of Apollo, and ſuch as belonged to all the other Oracles . Of the | 
Poets there were many ſorts, and ſuch as writin dinerſe kinds, yer all theſe 
imitatedar lcaſt (if not equalled) by women. There were ſuch as were cal- 
led Phy/zologt, that Poetiſed in Phylicke, as Palephatis Athenienfis, Pronopides, 
Xenophanes , Coliphonivs , andothers , there were Poete Mathematici, that writ 
of the Mathematickes, as Ma. Manilius, Thales Mile ſins, Aratus, Solenfis, orc. 
Potte Medici, as Thaletas Cretenſes, Damocrates, Seruilins, Andromachus Creten- 
| fis, (5c. Poets Pates,or Prophets, as Moyſes, Danid, Hieremias, Iſaiah, (rc. Poets 
Theoloes,as Salomon, Dantes, Alegerius Floremtinus; and amonglt the Heathens, 
| Linus Chalcedenſis, Pyerins, Thamyr 4s, Amphion,Orphens, (56. There are belides 
Ethici, Impudici, Hiſtorici, Mechanici, Epici, Heroici, Eliogeographai, Satyrici, Epi- 
grammatezraphi, Comict, Tragici, Mimographi, Hiſtrionica, Melopet, Lyrici, Mels/z,

F the Sybills, the Muſes, Prieſts, and Propheteſſes(included amongſt 
thoſe whom wee called Fates) I hauealreadie ſpokenat large ; I now 
procced toothers, Theano Locrenſis was ſocalled,as borne in the citic 
of Locris : ſhe writ Hymnes and Lyrick Songs;ſhe was alſoa Muſicall Poe- 
teile, ſuch as were called Melice. There was a ſecond of that name, the wife | 
of Pithagar as,a Poctelle; beſides a third, called Thuria or Hetpontine,daugh- 


Crotoniats, Tefte Suida. Nicoſtrata was otherwiſe called Carmemnts , _ - t

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both in the Greeke and Latine Dialect ; of a quicke and nimble wit, and 
| conuerſant in diuerſe kinds of Learning. Sulpitis lived in thetime of the 
Empero'r Domitianus, her husbands name was Galenws, or Gadenus, with

Seneca ſpeakes of one Michaele, a ſhee Centaure,who in an Elegant Poem 
inſtructed the Theſlalians in the Remedie of Loue, whom 0xid in his Re- 
medinm Amors is (aid to have imitated. Ariſiophanes (as alſo Swidas) ſpeake 
of one Charixena, rhe Author of many excellent Workes : amongſt others, 
ſhee writ a Poeme, called Crumara. Celine, Lib.8.cap. 1. ſpeakes of Maſs 


an Epigrammariſt, in which kind ſhee was eminent; beſides ſhee compoled | 


ſundrie Lyrickes. Textor remembers ys of one Mere, who ( beſides her 
other Workes) is moſt celebrated for a Hymne to Neptune. Mano was the 
daughter of 7yreſia, the Prophereſle ; of her, the famous cittie Mantua 
tooke name : ſhce was not onely a Poeteſle, but famous for her Diuinati- 
ons, for by the entrailes of beaſts ſhee.could predidt and fore-tell things to 
come. Textor. Corniffcia was the ſiſter of the Poet Cormificiue, and famous 
for many excellent Epigrams. Laccia Mima (as Phnie reports of her) was 
a writer of Comcdies, in which,praQtiſe ſhee continued no lefle than an 
hundred yeeres. Amongſt the Poets, Caf/axara-the Propheteſle (daugh- 
ter to Priam and Hecaba) is alſo numbred. CArchilas Hermonaicus (as Ca- 
melios (aith) writes of a Poeteſle,called Megaloftrate, beloued of the Poet 
Alcman, hee that firſt deuiſed the amatorious Verſe, in which was expreſſcd 
all laſciuious inremperance ( which ſome attribute to Thamyrs, as their 
#1ſt inucntor:) ſhee, Amatores wel, gpfis colloqguys ad ſe trahere potuit , i. Shee 
With her verie diſcourſe could attract lovers ; ſhee was tearmed Flana Me- 
valeftrate. Athens. Lib.13 . cap.16- Polla Argentaria was wite tothe famous 
Poet Zncan, and hath a merired place in this Catalogue , of whom Aar- 


tzal rhus ſpeakes : |

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Sofipatra (as Eugapins apui Polaterran, relates) was 4 woman practiled in 
many kinds of Diſciplines, and ſo excellent in all her ſtudies, rhar thee was 
ſaid ro be educared by the gods. Thymele was a Poeteile rhar firdt inero- 
duced Dances into the Scene, which the Greekes trom her call 2uan, z. The 
place whichis onely free for the Actors. Of her, Marat thus ſpeakes ;

Suidas writes , That Thymele was an Altar trequently vied in the Thea- 
tres, which from her borrowed the name. Hildeoardis Moguniina was emi- 
nent both for Learning and Pictie; infomuch, rhat irom her verie child- 
hood thee ſeemed inſpired from aboue. Ewgertus the third,in the Councell 
held ar Tryer ( where Doctor Bernard was then preſent ) approoued her 
Workes : ſhee flouriſht inthe yeere of Grace, : 188. Of Clitazora Lacede- 
monid, CAritophanes {peakes much ; bur Strabo in Humerica 1!t114e, more of 
Heiteia Alexandria. Auyle writ Epigrams againlt Themiitocles, with Verſes 
vpon Birds,which are read vato this day. Myriis Authedonia ina Poeme ex- 
preſſed the death of the Damoſell'9:hne, who had beene before the de- 
ſtruQtion of the Heroe Enneſtus. Praxilli Sycontaflourithed inthe 32 Olym- 
piad, whom A xripater Theſſalus giues the tizlt place vnto amonglt the nine 
Lyricke Poets : Shee writ Dithycambr, and a Worke which was. called by 
her Metrum Praxillium. Shee called Adonis from Hell, to demand of him 
what was moſt beautifull in Heauen: who antwered, The Sunne,the Moone, 
Figges, Apples, and Cucumbers : That and ſuch like was the ſubicct of her 
Poeme, of which grew a Prouerbe againſt Lunatikes and mad men, cucry 
ſuch was called Praxillaes Adonis. Noſvis the Poetrefle was the compoſer 
of Greeke Epigrams, and is by Antpater numbred with Praxi//a amongſt 
the Lyrickes. AMyro Byzantia ſhee writ Elegies, and ſuch as the Greckes 
call Mele, or Muſicall Poemes : ſhee is ſaid ro be the mother of Homer, and 
reckoned one of the ſcuen Plezades, the daughters of Atlzs - ſhee was the 
wife of Andromachus, an illuſtrious Philoſopher. Pamphilis her Statue was 
erected, which (as Facianmu witneileth) was made by Cephrſtodotirs. Damo- 
philz was the wite of the Philoſopher : ſhee was a friend ro Sapho,and louer, 
whom in all her Poemes ſhee ſtriued to imitate. Her Hymnes were ſung 
at the ſacrifices which were celebrated to Diana Pergea, atrer the manner 
of the Zolians and Pamphilians. Shee writ morcouer certaine bookes, 
which thee titled, Libri Amatory. .

M2977, the daughter of Jupiter, was for no other reaſon numbred a- 

monegſt the gods, but for herexcellencie and cunning in Poctrie and 
other good Arts, of which ſhee is ſaid ro be the firſt inuentrefſe. From her 
the antient Athenians haue borrowed the immorralitie of their name. 
Next her, wee reckon the Corinnaes. There were three of that name : The 
firſt, called Corinna Thebana, or Tanagre4; ſhee was the daughter of Arche- 
lodorus and Procratia, and ſcholler to Myrtss : ſhee in ſeuerall contentions tine 
lundrie times bore away the Palme from: Pindarws, Prince of the Lyricke 
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Poets : ſhee morcouer publiſhed fiuc bookes of Epigrams :

inthe time of Auguſt, and was ro Ouid much indcered :but of her wan- 
tonneſle than her Muſe, there is more memorie extant. I come to ſpeake 
next of Erinuna who was firnamed Teta,or (as ſome will hane it) Tel;a of the 
Iflind Telos not farre diſtant from Gnidon, ſhee flouriſhed in the time of 
Dion of Syracula, and publithed an excellent Poem in the Doricke tongue, 
compriſed in three hundred Verſes, beſides diverſe other Epigrams, her 
ſtile was ſayd to come neerethe maieſtic of Homers, ſhe dyed when ſhe was 
but ninteene yeares of age . Damophila was a Greeke Poetefle and the wife 
of Pamphilus. (hee was Coufin-german and companion with Sepho, Lyrica 
Poetris, ſhee writ many Poems that were called Poemata Amatoria , be- 
cauſe their argument was meerely of loue : one Poem ſhee writ in the 
praile of Diana, for fo much Theophraſis in the life of Appelonius remem- 
bers of he. Ayppatia was a woman of Alexandria, the daughter of Theon 
the Geometritian, and wife to 1ſidorws the Philoſopher, ſhee flouriſhed in 
the time of the Emperour Arcadius, ſhee writ certaine bookes of Aſtrono- 
mie, and was frequent in diuerſe kinds of Poetrie : ſhee purchaſed her 
ſelfe much fame for her learning, in ſo much that ſhee ingroſſed a great 
confluence of Auditors in the citic of Alexandria where ſhe profeſſed,

Pi £447m affirmes her to be the daughter of Scamanadronive, Plato, of Ariſton, 
Suidas and other Greeke writers deliuer to vs that there were two of 
thatname,the one called Erixia,a much celebrated Poeteſſe) who flouriſhed 
in thetime of the Poet Alceus, of Pittachus, and Targquinius Priſcus) who firſt 
deuiſed the vie of the Lyre or Harpe with a quill ; ſome giue herthe honor 
to bee the inuentor of the Lyricke verſe : the other was called Sapho 
Mitel ena long after her who was a finger and a ſtrumper, ſhee publiſhed ma- 


ny rare and famous Poems amongſt the Greekes, and therefore had the 
honour to bee called the tenth Muſe, the reaſon why ſhe fell in loue with 


| Phaon,Pliny attributes to the vertue of an hearbe, but Babtiſia Epnatius alater 


writer and exquiſite both in the Greeke and Latin tongues, in transferring 
this fable from the originall into the. Romon rongue,, as likewiſe others 
of his opinion, conclude, that Phaon was of the profeſſion of ſuch as get 
their liuing by tranſporting paſſengers from one {ide of a river vato ano- 
ther,a plaine Ferrie-man, andithat it happened vpon a time that Yenws com- 
ming to the place where he kept his paſſage, without demaunding any hyre 
he gaue her a tree tranſportage,not knowing to whom it was hee did that 
courteſte,no way ſuſpeRing ſhe had beene a goddeſſe : This, Yenus tooke {0 
gratcfully, that ſhee thought to requite his freeneſſe, witha bountie farre 
tranſcending the value of his paines. Shee therefore gaue him an Alablaſter 
box full of a moſt pretious vnguent ( teaching him how toapply.it) with 


which he no ſooner annoynted his face, but hee inſtantly became of all |

Eudoxia,or Eudocia,was the wife of the Emperour Theodofims Tunior : Shee 


| mongit the Muſes, for which ſhee was ſtiled +a»=v. Shee was the daughter 
of Leontizes, of no higher degree than a Sophiſt of Athens : ſhee was firſt 
| called Athenars, but after being married to the Emperour, hee cauſed herto 
| be baptiſed by Artrcus the great Biſhop of Conſtantinople, and for Athenar 
gaue her the name of Eudocia, which much pleaſed the Emperour her hus- 
| band. Some attribute a Centon vnto her, of Chriſt the Sauiour of the 
world; it was called owewre, which others woi:ld conferre vpon Proba. 
| Cyrus Panopolita ſhee aduanced vnro the Prztorſhip. Gyrald. ex 5. Dialog. 
Philenis was a ſtrumpet of Leucadia, her Verles were as impurelywanton 
as her life was immodeſt and vnchaſt : ſhee imitared Elephants,if wee may 
belecue Surdas, and they both AX#zanaſſa, one of Hellens maids, the wife to 
Menelars.: Shee was the firſt that dewiſed wma: in the Veneriall Trade, 
and lefr.certaine bookes behind her of Veneriall Copulation. This you

needie woman of DcIphos, whiz compoſed Hymnes and pronounced Ora- 
cles ; ſhee is remembred by Gyraldus, Nialog.204' Elephantss,or Elephantina, 
wasa woman moſt wickedly wanton,and of notorious intemperance. Shee 
(as Spinthria) deſcribed the ſeuerall wayes and figures of Congrefle and 
Copulation, from whoſe bookes Zalage preſents a gift to Priapus,in Priapers 
Poematibus : and Tiberius Caſar builded that chamber, wherein were ditco- 
uered the omniyarious ſhapes of beaftly and prepoſterous Luxuries, leaſt 
any prelident of diſhoneſt Brothelrie ſhould be left vnremembred. Proba 
Yaleria Falconia, a Roman Matron ( and wife to Adelphus Ramanus the Pro- 
conſull; a man of noble and religious carriage) flourithed/in the reignes of 
Honori#s and Theodoſius the Iuntor, Emperours. Shee compoled a Diuine 
Worke,of the Lite and Miracles of Chriſt,which ſhee entituled Cento Fir. 
gilianums :' ſhee dedicated it to the Empreſſe; Eudocia, wite of Theodoſins. 
Shee alſo paraphraſed vpon the Verſes of Homer, and called the Worke

monie. Nor long it was erc recoucring her health, ſhe grew tothat perfeQi- 
on of Art, eſpecially in Poetrie, that ſhee was onely held in admiration a- 
moneſt all other women . Cleomenes king of Sparta , oppoſing the Argiues 
with all the rigor that hoſtilitie could make , and hauing ſlaine of them an 
infinite number almoſt incredible to relate ( for ſoſayth Platarch.) inre- 
ucenge of this loſſe, a notable courage and an vnſpeakable boldnefle inſpy- 

' red thehearts of theſe Argiue women, in ſo much that vnder the conduR 
| of Teleſills, whom they made their Generall, they tooke armes ro maintaine 
their fortreſſes , guard and defend the walls, and ifſue out vpon the enemy, 
not without admiration and terror to the beſiegers, in ſomuch that Cleome- 
' nes 'was repulſed with the lofle of many of his ſouldiers. Another king ( as

thence with loſſe and infamous retreat. The citic thus by their valour pre- 
ſerued, all ſuch women as fell inthe conflia, the inhabitants honourably 
interred in a place cald Yia Argiaa, i. The Argiue way, and to theſuruiuers as 
a memorable gratitude to their vertues & valours,they granted a famousſo- 
| lemaitie caldrhe dedication of Mars, This battaile was fought (as ſome ſay) 
in the ſeuenth day (others in the new Moone) of the month which is now 
cald the fourth,but by the Argiues was of old called Hermews or Merculiali, | 
as that day they ycrely celcbratthe great Feaſt ſtiled Hybriſtica, in which the 
women are habiredlike men,and the men are attircd inveſtures of women: 
And to make good the lofſeof ſo many men that periſhed in the late com- 
buſtions, the matrons didnor ( as Herodotus afirmes)match with their ſlaves 
and ſeruants, but they ioyned themſclucs inmatrriageto the beſt and nobleſt 
of thenext adioyning cities ; vpon. whom notwithſtanding they caſt ſuch 
a contemptible negle&, thatthey enadteda law which inioyned all martied 
women ſtill to put beards vpontheir faces, when they firſt went to bed to 
their husbands.

Before matiy,or moſt of thoſe, I may iuſtly and without flatteric preferre 
the famous Queene Elizabeth. Of her Wiſdome and Gouernment,all the 
Chriſtian Princes that fAouriſhed in her rime, can giue ample teſtimonie : 
of her Oratorie, thoſe leamed Orarions blberel by her owne mouth in 


the rwo Academies, in the Latine Tongue, beare record in her bchalte. In 


the Greeke Tongue ſhe might compare with Queene 77r;na, before remem- 


bred amongſt the Linguiſts. In the French, Italian, and Spaniſh, ſhe needed 
no Interpreter, but was able to giue anſwere to ſuch Embafſadours in their 


owne Language. Of whoſe pleaſarit'Fancies, and ingenious Ditries, I haue | 


ſeene ſome, and heard of many. Others there haue beene likewiſe of our 
owne Nation, of whoſe elegancie in theſe kinds the Wozld hath raken no- 
tice, and pittie it were their memories ſhould not be redeemed from ob- 
liuion : as the Ladie 7ane Grey, daughter to the Duke of Suffolke , the vn- 
happic wife of as vnfortunate an husband, L.Guilford Dadley. Here likewiſe 
worthily may be inſerted the excellent Ladie Arabella, who had a great fa- 
cilitic in Poetrie, and was elaborately converſant amongſt the Muſes , as 
likewiſe the ingenious Ladie, the late compoſer of our extant 7ran1ia. For 
others, let me referre you to Sir 1ohn Harrington, in his Allegorie ypon the 
37.-booke of Ario#o,where he commends ynro vs the foure daughters of Sir 
Anthonie Cooke, the Ladie Burleigh,the Ladic Ruſſel,the Ladic Bacon,and Mi- 
ſtrefſe Killegrewe, giuing each of them in that kind a worthic CharaRer. In 
the ſame place the Author commends ynto vs a great Italian Ladie, called 
Vittoria, who writ largely and learnedly in the praiſe of her dead husband : 
with whom (though not in that Funerall Elegeick ſtraine) I may ranke (if in 
the compariſon I vnderpriſe not) the beautifull and learned Ladie Mary, 
Countefle of Penbrooke, the worthie ſiſter to her vnmatchable brother Sir 
Philip Sydney. But not to dwell roo long on her prayſe (whom I neuer can

numbers bur five, S:lueſter the ſecond, Bened;d the ninth, 1ohnthe twenti- 
eth,and one and twentieth, and Gregorie the ſeuenth. Of theſe, AHneuſti- 
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nw Onuphrius one of the Popes chamber (that trom the Vatican, and the 


Lives of the Popes there regiſtred,made a diligent collection) ſpeakes of 
two only,S:ueſter the ſecond ,and Benediet the ninth , one of them was af- 
ter expelled from the Papacie. Siluefter lying vpon his death bed, defired 
his tongue to be torne out and his hands to be cur off that had ſacrifiſed to 
the Deuill, confeſſing that he had neuer any inſpection into that damnable 
Art.till he was Archbiſhop of Rhemes. Theſe are the beſt rewards that 
Sathan beſtowes vpon his ſuppliants and ſeruants: how comes it elſe ſo ma- 
ry wretched and penurions Witches, ſome beg their bread, ſome dic of 


hunger, others rot in mum and ſo many come tothe gallowes or the 
ſtake. It is reported of a gentleman of Mediolanum, that having his enc- 
mie at his mercie, held his teeletto to his hearr, and ſwore that vnlefle he 
would inſtantly abiure his faith, and renounce his Saniour, had hea thou- 
ſand lives he would inſtantly (with-as many wounds) deſpoile him of all , 
which the other for feare affenting to, and he hauing made him iterate 
over and oner his vnchriſtianlike blaſphemies, in the middle of his hor- 
rible abjuration ſtabd himtothe heart, vtetering theſe words, See,I am re- 
uenged of thy foule and bodieat once , for as thy bodie is deſperate of 
life,ſo is thy ſoule of mercie.This vncharitable wrerch was an apt ſchollar 
to the grand Deuill his maſter, who in the like manner deales with all his 
ſeruants,who after he hath made them renounce their faith, blaſpheame 


abies from Gods fauour, whoſe divine maiecſtic they haue ſo fearctully 
blafphemed, bur delivers them vp ro all afflictions and tribulations of this 
tife,and all excruciations and torments in the world to come. Horrible and 
fcarefull haue beene the moſt remarkeable deaths of many of the profe(- 
ſors of this diabolicall Art., for whom the lawes of man hath ſparcd (as a 
terror to others) the hand of heauen hath puniſhed : I will onely giue you a 
taſt of ſome few. _Abaras Bab.

The Earle <1. atiſconenſts (a praQitioner in the ſame divellith ſtudie) litting 
at Dinner amongit many Lords, Barons, Caprtaines, and others, was fnatchr 
trom the Boord by Deuils, and inthe fohr and view of all thc people, three 
times hurried ſivittly round abour the citic, being heard to cry ,Succurrite, 
Swccurrite,z. Helpe, Helpe : of him, Hugo C luniacenſis writes more largely, 
| A Prieſt at Noremberch ſearching for hidden Treaſure in a place where 


the Deuill had directed him, found it guarded by a Spirir, in the ſemblance 


of a great blacke Dogge , in the ſearch of which,the Earth fell vpon him, 
: And this happened in the yeere 1530, Wiertts. 
A Magician of Salsburch vndertooke to call all the Serpents together 
within a mile of the place, and bring them into one Pit digged for the pur- 
poſe : in the trayne of which came (after the reſt) agreat Serpent (ſuppo- 
{ed to be the Deuill) and twining about him, caſt him in amongſt the reſt, 
where they together periſhed.

peo Grammaticus, Iulian Apost. ita, Artephits, Roberts Att ZlICHs : amongſt the 


Heluctians, Petrizs Ax ome os, {iirnamed Copciliator, Albertus T eutonicis, Ar- 
noldus de villa nona, Anſelmus Parmenſis, Pycatrix Hiſpanus, Cicchits Aſcalss 
Elorentinis , and many. others. Commendable therefore ir was in the 
French king, who when one Friſcalanus Cenomaiings (4 man excellent in this 
Science) came to ſhew diuerſe preſtigious tears and trickes before him, for 
which he expected reward; among(t others,he cauſed the Linkes of faGol- 
den Chayne tobe taken aſunder, and remooued them to diverſe remore 
placcs of the chamber, which came of themſclues ro one place, and were 
inſtantly 1oynaed cogether as before : Which the king fecing, and being 
thereat aſtoniſhed, hecommanded him inſtantly from his light, 'Neucr avaine 
to behold his face, and after cauſed him to bearraigned an d indged. And 
theſe are the Graces, Honors,and Aduancements, Offices ,and Digniries, to 
which the Deuill exalts his liege people. 

Of theſe ſcuerall ſorts of Ivglings, with which the Devill deludes his 


ſchollers (beſides ſuch as I haue defore ſpoken of,amongſt ſuchas predicted | 


of things tocome) I will nominate ſome few. One thing which is vſed now 


| amongſt our canning Women and Witches, is ſoantienr, that it was before

age of Lucian, or Theocrttus , 1t is called C achincinanes 1, 4. Cribri ſaltatio, 
z. (as wee call n) The Syueand the Sheeres, and that 1s not ſhamed ro be 
publiquely vied . Bodinus himſelte ſayrh that hee ſaw in Lutetia a Boy in 
a Noblemans houſe, and betore many honeſt and judiciall ſpeRarors, by 
ſpeaking of a few French wordy, make a Syue turne which way he pleaſed: 

bur the ſame words vttered by another, could not make it to moone at all. 

Another ſuperſtirion is witha Knite ora Key. It any be ſuſpected of Thetr, 
reade bur ſucha Palme, and pame the partie accuſed, if the Knite at the 
ſpeaking of hisname, mooue or ſtirre, hee is then held ouiltie : and that 
practle is called Axomanteia. That which is done by a Ring put ouer a 
Cruſe of Water, is called Daktuliomanteia - And this is a famous Sorcerie, 
much in vſc with the Witches of Iralie. 7oachimus Cameracenſis had a ſpea- 
king Ring, in which was a Familiar, or a Deuill that kind is called Ydvo- 
| manteia, as alſo D. UNO WARP, :. A Ring whercin SPIIItS are WOrne., _ 
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ietures made from Wells and Fountaines, were called /dromanteia : theſe, 
Numa Pompilius was {aid to be the firſt inventor ot, which Yarro otherwiſe 
interpretes, /. Of a Boy employed by the Magicians ro looke vpon Images 
in the water, one of which pronounced diſtin&ly fifrie Verſes ot the warres 
of Mithridates, before any ſuch rumor was ſprcad,or purpoſe of rhe like bu- 
ſinetle intended. e&romantera is a ſuperſtitious prediction by the ayre , but 
moſt certaine,when the wind is South. Another was made from Meale or 
Chaffe, and was called Alphitomanteia , or Aleuromantcia, remembred by 
lamblicus , but to what purpoſe it was, hee explanerh not: as likewiſe of 
Lythomanteia, which was practiſed by Stones. Diuination by Lawrell was 
called Daphnomanteia. The preſcience which they gathered from the head 
of an Alle, Kephaleemanteia. Puromanteia and Kapnomantera were coniectures 
from Fire. Rdbdomanteia was vied by a Phyſician of Tholofa, in ſpeaking 
certaine myſticall words ina low and ſubmiſſe voyce. The like vnto thar, 
was Zu./omanteia, with loole chippes of Wood, much practiſed in Illyria, 

Bur of all cheſc diuclliſh and detcſtable practiſes, therc 1s none (ſaith Bod. 

nu) more Heatheniſh, irreligious, and dangerous, than that {o commonly 
in vſc now adayes, and by Witches continually practiſed, to the injurie and 
wrong of new married women, it 1s commonly called Zigare ligulam, or 
totyc knots vpon a point ; whichas it is vſuall, ſoit 1s not new : For Here. 

dot. Lib.2. reports, That Amaſis king of Agypt was by the like Exorciſme 
bound and hindered from hauing any mutuall congreſle with his wife Lao- 


dice, rill thoſe ligatoric Spells were atter vncharmed. Paulus Amilius in the | 


life of Clotharizs the ſecond witneſſeth, That king Theodoricus was by the 
like ligaments effaſcinated by his Concubines, from hauing lawfull conſo- 
cictic with his wite Hermamberga. Boainus reports, T hat he heard from the 
mouth of Roles, Embaſſadour generall amongſt the Bleſenſes, who afhr- 
med, That at the marri-ge of a young couple, iuſt as they were to receiue 
the benediction from the Prieſt, a Boy was ſcene by him rying one of theſe 
Magicke knots in the Temple ; whom thinking to haue deprchended, the 
Boy fled, and was not taken. Bodznus further addes, That inthe yeere 1567. 
he then being Procurator in Patauia, the gentlewoman in whoſe houſe he 
ſoiourned (being it ſeemes a pregnant ſcholler in this Art) rclated vnto him 
in the preſence of one Iacobus Baunaſins, That there were fiftie ſeuerall wayes 
of tying this knot,co hinder copulation , either to bind rhe Husband,or the 
Wite onely,that one hating the others infirmitie,might the freelyer pollute 
themſelues with Adulrerics: _Shee ſaid moreouer, the man was often fo 
charmed, the woman ſeldome,and difhcultly : beſides, this knot might be 
tryed fora day, for a yeere, for the preſent time, or for euer, or whileſt rhe 
ſame was vnlooſed : That it might be tycd tar one to loue the other, and 
not be againe beloued, or to make a mutuall and ardent loue betwixt them ; 
but when they came to congreſſion, to bite and ſcratch, and teare one ano- 
ther with their teeth and naylcs. In Tholofia, a man and his wife were ſo 
bewirched, whoatter three yeeres being vncharmed, had a faire and hope- 
tull iſſue ; and which is more to be wondered at,in that time there appeared 
vpon ſome part of their bodics ſo many tumors, or ſwellings, like ſmall 
knobs of fleth,as they ſhould haue had children, if that impediment had nor 
happened. So:ne there are that may be charmed before wedlocke,and ſome 
after, bur thoſe hardly. There are others, whom their effaſcinations can 


keepe from eieCting their Vrine; others, ro make them that rhey cannot 
| reſtraine 
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reſtraine it atall : but of the firſt diverſg have periſhed, Shee likewiſe told 
him ſundrie ſpeeches belonging to thele Witcheries, the words whereof 
were neither Hebrew,Greeke, Latine, French, Spanith, Italian, nor indeed 
deriuing their Erimologie from any knowne Language wl.atfocger. 
Eraſmus in his explanation of the Adage, Paſetis Semiobulus, writes of 
ſome Witches that by their Incantations could commaund 1m any voyd 
roome, Tables on the ſudden to bee ſpread and furniſhed with meares and 
iunkets of all varietiesto taſt the palar, and when the gueſts had fuffcienr- 
ly fed and ſutisfied eucric man his owne appetite, with one word cuuld like- 
wiſe command all things away as if no ſuch thing had beene : others allo 
that when they had bought any commoditie of any man, their backes were 
no ſooner turned but the money they layde out would inſtantly toriake rhe 
ſeller and returne into the puric of the buyer. Buc to begin with the antt- 
enr Poets, by their teſtimonies ir is manifeſt thar the practiſe of Witches 
and Wirch- craft hath beene ſo great, that by their Charmes and Spclls 
they haue had the power to tranſhape men into bruir beaſts, to alter the 
courſe of the Planets, and Starres, haue changed the Scaſons, making the 
naturall courſe of the yeare prepoſterous : further, that their exorciſmes 
haue extended to Hearbes , Flowers, Fruits, and Graine, to inte men 
with Diſeaſes, and cattell with Murren, to dclude the Eycs and weaken 
the Sences, bewitch the Limbes, binde the Hands, gyue the Feere, and be- 
numbe the other Members, apoplex all the vitall Spirits, and raife vp dead 
bodies from their Sepulchres; nay more,to call the Moone downe from her 
Sphere, with other moſt ſtrange things, as miraculous to relate zs difficulc 
to belecue, of ſuch in his firſt booke T:bulizs ſpeakes, 
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—— The Witch I did eſþy 
To call the Starres and Planets from the $ ky. 


Now, that women haue beene 'more addited ro this diuclliſh Art than 
men, is manifeſt by the approberion of many graue Authors: D:odormus in 
his fift booke de Aniiquorum Geſtis, Speakes of Hecate, that ſhee was rhe firſt 
that euer tempered Aconttum(a venomous Hearbe,which ſoine cal Libbards 
bane,others Wolues bane)applying her ſelt ro confections of ſundry deadly 
poy{ons.This was frequent among the R omans,nay euenamor'g the nobleſt

matrons, 2s their owne writers teſhfie. Of the like, Saint Auguſtine ſpeakes 
in his booke de C:urtate Det ; ſo Plinie affirmes in his fiue and twencith booke 
and ſecond chapter, Thar women are moſt prone ro theſe valawtul Arts; for 
ſo we read of Medea, Cyree. and others whom the Poets fabled to be god- 
deſſes, of whom we ſhall find occaſion to ſpeaks of in their order. Suidas of 
woimenWitches cites an old proverb, Theſſal/a Mulier, by which he notes all 
of that pratife as peculiar to thar Sex,,nd not ro men, Theretore 2ntihan 
ſpeaking of this argument, thus determines ir, Theft(fayth he)is much pre- 
bailing with'men,and Wirchcraft moſt familiar with the Sex of women. ]

|. Cyrce,, who likewiſe ſucceeded her in that diuelliſh Art, Gelz#s writes of 
| this nation , That they had $skill in taming the moſt poyſonus Serpents, 
' and to make them gentle and {eruile to their vie, their Charmes, Exer- 
| Cifmes and Incantations, by which they had power in the tranſhapes of 
| creatures, their mixtures of hearbes and rempering of drugges bceing to 
| them left as hereditarieby her. Who would reade further of her,I referre 
' himto 0d, who in his Metamorphoſes gives her a full and large charaQer, 
| ſo Homer in his tenth booke of his 04#ſſes,the argument of which,for her bet- 


ter expreſſion I rhus Engliſh :

Thracia was a Nymph famous for her incantations, who 
for her $kill in hearbes and cunning in exorciſmes, was by ſomeadored 
a334goddeſſe; of her came the people amongſt whom ſheliued, to bee cal- 
led'by the name of Thraciams. Gyge was the name of a beldame, who was 
Jhouſhold ſeruant to Paraſatis the mother of king Cys, and by the queene 
eſpecially imploydein all her ſorceries, Herodotus . Canidia Neopolitana was a 
_ confeRionet of vnguents, a Witch , and praQtiſed in diners kinds of ſor- 
| ceries, excellently diſcribed by Horace . Eriftho was the name of anoto- 
rioos Witch of Theſſaly, decipheredby Zucay, whom who ſhall readeand 
| dfireplainely to be inſtruRted in that horrible Art, he ſhall nor find it more

One of thar countrie (as by report there are too 
many) being for no goodnefſle by the Iudges of Aſſiſe arraigned, conuicted, 
and condemned tobe burnt, and the next day according to her iudgement 
broughtand tied tothe ſtake,the reeds & fagots placed round about her,and 
the executioner readie to giue fire (for by no perſuaſion of her ghoſtly fa- 
ther, nor importunitic of the ſherifes, ſhe could be wrought to confeſle any 
thing)ſhe now at the laſt caſt,to take her farewell of the world, caſting her 
eyea tone ſide ſpied her onely ſonne, and calls to him, defiring him verie 
earneſtly as his laſt dutie to her, to bring herany water,or the leaſt quan- 
titie of licour (be it neuer ſo ſmall)to comfort her, for ſhe. was extreamely 
a thirſt: at which he ſhaking his bead,ſaid nothing , ſhe ſtil importuned him 
in theſe words, Oh my deere ſonne helpe me to any drinke, be it neuer ſo 
little, tor Iam moſt extreamely drie,oh drie, drie ; ro whom the young fel- 
low anſwered,by no meanes deere mother will I do you that wrong : For 
the drier you are (no doubt) you will burne the better. 


Of Witches tranſported from one place to another by the Deuill, 


T' He difference betwixt Witches, orto define what Mage are and what 

Lamiz, were but time miſpent,the rather becauſe it hath beene an argu- 
ment ſo much handled in our mother tongue, I will onely rehearſe ynto 
you ſome few particular diſcourſes concerning Witches, out of Danexs,Bo- 
dinus, Wieritss, Grillanexs Ttalus, and others: all agree, that ſome haue made 
expreſle couenant with the deuill by Bond and Indenture ſcaled anddeli- 
uered , others by promiſe and oath onely : as likewiſe that all ſuch haue 
ſecret markes about them in ſome priuate place of their bodies, ſome in 
the inſide of the lip, ſome in the haire of the eye browes, ſome in the fun» 
dament,ſfome in the inſide of the thigh, the hollow of the arme,or thepri- 
uie parts. Albertus Pittas an Aduocate in the Parlement of Paris, repor- 
tcd he had {eene one in the caſtle of Theodoricus who hada plaine marke vp- 
on the right ſhoulder,which the next day was taken off by the Deuill.Glau- 
dius de Fagus the kings procurator affirmed the like of one Toauna Hernillerra. 
Concerning the tranſportation of;Witches through the aire, Paulus Grillan- 
aus an Italian DoQor of the law,that writ the hiſtories of many Witches, 
ſaith, Thata countrie villager not far from Rome, vpona night ſpying his 
witc daube her ſelfe with a certaine ynguent, andinſtantly leape out ar the 
window, after her ſtay from him'ſome three or foure houres, had propided 
againſt her returne a good cudgell, with which he ſo ſoundly entertained. 
her,that he forced her to confefle where ſhe had beene, but wouldnot granr 
her free pardon till ſhe had made him promiſe to bring him to the ſight of 
all theſe novelties, and vnbelceucable paſſages by her rclated': the match 
was concluded, the forewarned him that he muſt in no wiſe vie the name of 
Godby the way, vnleſſe it were in ſcorne or blaſ phemie, with other ſuch 
horrible inſtructions. The night came,they were both annointed,when pre- 
ſently two rough goats appeared at the window, vpon which they being

Now God be thanked that the ſalt iscome : theſe words were no 
ſooner ſpoken,but Mcn,Meat, Tables, Deuills, Witches, all were vaniſhed 
in an inſtant he was lefralone naked, almoſt froſen with cold, ignorant in 
what place,or wherher to trauel torſhelrer, day came, he ſpics ſheepheards, 
and askes them where he is ? they tell him in the principalitie of Bene- 
gent, vnder the iuriſdition of the Pope, abonemm hundred miles from 
Rome . Hewas forced tobeg rags tocoucr him, and bread to releeue him, 
being eight daics before he could reach to his cortadge ; he accuſeth his 
wife,the others,who were all after delivered ro the fire & burnt aliue. The 
like hiſtoric the ſame author relatcs of a young damoſell inticed by an old 
Wiech tothis damnable affemblie,in the Duchie of Spoletum,in the yeare 
of grace 1525. Thelike confeſſion of theſe affemblies, dances, and ban- 
quets,,nd aftcr all,their common carnall ſocietie, women with he-Deuills 
and men with the-ſpirits, was cxtorted from a Witch of Lochinum, ano- 
ther of Lions, both ſuffered by fire ; and their arraignements, confeſſions, 
indgements, and executions publiſhed by Danes in the yere 1474. Of 
theſe meetings, banquets, dances, and cengrefſions, Friſcalanus the before 
named Magirian gaue ample tcſtimonie to Charles the ninth king of France. 
Sabzertes the Preſtdent ſpeakes of a Witch called Beronda , who being 
t ro the ſtake, accuſed a grear ladie of France, for being one of that 
damned ſocieric, but the obſttharely denying it, the Wirch thus ſaid, Hane 
you forgor ſmce our laſt mecting, when you were appointed to carrie the 
Challicc of poiſon ? 0laws Magn li.3.ca.1 1. ſaith that many of theſe con- 
uenticles are made in the North, and arefrequent in the mount Atlas, as 
likewiſe Mel.tb.z. Solinus b4b. 8.cap.44. and Plimie 14b.5.cap. 1. Tnfinit are 
the Hiſtories to this parpoſe. Antozimus de Turquenada a Spaniard, ſaith, That 
2 Magitian would ncedsporſaade his friend to be a ſpeRator of this wicked 
aflemblie, all rhings being prepared for rhe purpoſe, in the middeſt of 
which confluence was an huge velic goat, firting vpon a ſublime throne, 
whom cuerie one came'to kitſe by turnes, Fn la parte ma ſenzia que tenia, 


deftly benamed : which when his companion beheld,as dereſting ſucha be- 
ſtialadorarion,heleft all patience,8& with an acclamarion ſaid to his friend, 
Dros a mus grandes boJes,i,Oh God witha loud voice , which was no ſooner 
ſpoken, but all rhings vaniſhed in a tempeſtious whirlewind,he was only left 
deſolarely forſaken, being three yeres before he could come to viſit his owne 
Relds and gardens. Of their exportation after theirvn&tion, many authors 
deſtifie, as vpona Goat, a Pegaſus, a Night-crow,an tmchanted ftaffe, &c. 
This puts me in mind of a diſcourſe which was told by a great ladie,to

cloſe along by him,in which it ſeemed to him they ſar that were ſo merrie, 
being firſt affrighted at the obiec,and after taking courage, he -giues fire and 
ſhoots rowards the cloud at randomeat the report of the musket the rown 
is vp in armes, his officers leauethe court of guardand cometo know the 
matter, hetellstheman incredible diſcourſe, which he ſpares not tocon- 
firme with a volley of oathes, they ſeeke further rowards the place where 
he aimed his musket,and found anold woman with a bunch of keyes at her 
girdle anda bullet in her buttock,dropt out of the cloud,& the reſt vaniſht,

ſenum, which ſtands in the medow neere vnto Loginum, who beſtriding a 
broom ſaffe,after ſome few words mumbled to her ſelf,they were preſent- 
ly tranſported thither, where they found 70anna Roberta, Toanna Guillemina, 
Alarie the wife of Simou Agnes,and Gulzelma the wite of one Graſſus,ceucry 
one mounted ypon the like wodden horſe, there met them fix ſpirits,or De- 
uills, according totheir number,in humane ſhape, but in aſpe& horrible, 8c. | 
whoafter they had danced together,euerie Deuill ſingled out his miſtreſſe, 
and had with them mutuall copulation; ſhe ſaith the Deuill kiſt her twice, 
and had her companie for the ſpace of halfe an houre. Guillemina confelſt the 
like,asalſo, Perfrigidum ſemen ab eo Excreatum.The ſong vied in thoſe dan- 
ces was this ; Har, Har, Diabole, Diabole , Salt huc, Sali illuc , Lude hic, Lude 
ilic : Then anſwered the reſt ; Sabaoth,Sabaoth, i. The feaſt day of reſt,&c, 
Tohannes Megerns theaccurate writer of the Flanders Hiſtorie, relates thar 
inthe yeare 1459,a great number of menand women Witches were bur- 
ned,who publickely confeſſed their vnguents, tranſueRions, dances, feaſts, 
and conſocietie with Deuills : {0 likewiſe Jacobus Sprangerus of German | 
Witches,in the citics and villages about Conſtantienſes and Ratisbone, in 
the yeare 1485, reports the like, I could tire the reader with infinit ex- 
amples,authors,teſtats,and adiurors,with the places,times,and circumſtan- 
ces,one or twoat the moſt ſhall ſuffice. Ioachimus Camarenſis in his booke de 
Natura Demonum, tells vs of a traueller that paſſing by night through a fo- 
reſt, heard thelike noiſe of muſicke,mirth,dancing,and reuells,and approa- 
ching neerer to diſcouer the nouell,eſpied the like conuention,when on the 
ſudden the Deuills and Witches all vaniſhed, and left behind them ccr- 
raine boules and cups of plate,with the names of the owners ingrauen vp- : 
on them, which he rooke and carried the next day tothe magiſtrates, by 
which many of the Witches were knowne, theſe diſcouercd others, all 
which were condemned to the ſtake. Inthe yeare x5 64, Salvertss being 
Preſident amongſt the PiRtauians, where he with Daxentonius his fellow 
Preſident fate as Iudges, three menand one woman were conuidted, and 
afrer doomed to the fire, all theſe confeſt the ceremonies in the before 
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named nightly meetings : as alſo, that there was a Goat placed in the mid- 
deſt of them, whoſe hinder parts they all kiſt, euery one holding a lighted 
Candle in their hand. Ar length,with theſe Lights the Goar was burne to 
aſhes, of which cuerie of them recetued a quantitie, This duſt they ſcatte- 
red ypon the threſholds of Houſes, Stable-doores, Oxe-ſtalls, or Sheepe- 
coares, to deſtroy either Children, Horſes, Sheepe, or ſuch Carrell of their 
enemics. This being diſtributed amongſt them, the Deuill cryed with a 
loud voyce, Reuenge your ſelues of your enemies, or die your ſelues. At the next 
| meeting, euerie one was particularly examined of the miſchietes they had 

done ; and ſuchas could not giue iuft-account of ſome or other ill, were 
publiquely mocked and derided by the reſt, and after received fo many 
ſtripes as were adiudged her by the Deuill, infomuch that one Witch con-

in vre. Of the power of Witches, and Witchcraft, YVire#t (who was held 
not to be the leaſt amongſt the Magicians) ſpeakes in many places; but none 
more amply than 0:4, when he thus writ;

Somuch for monſterous Wolues, I come now to meere Witches . Saint 
Auguſtine in his booke de Ciuitate Des, Lib. 18.cap.17.and 18, tells of diuers 
hoſteſles or Inkeepers practiſed in theſe diabolicall Arrs,who pur ſuch con- 
feions intoa kind of Cheeſe they made, that all ſuch rranellersas gueſted 
with themand eate thereof, were preſently meramorphoſed into Iabouring 
beaſts, as Horſes, Aſſes, or Oxen, all which they imploydecither in draw- 
ing or bearing of burdens, or clſelet them our for Hackneyes to gainepro- 
fir by. their hyre, and when their worke was done and they had made of 
them what benefit they could, they reſtored them to their priſtine ſhape ; 
Ranulphies and Willielmus de Regibus ib. 20. relates a Hiſtorie of two ſuch 
Witches that liued in the road-way to Rome. A Minſtrell or Pyper trauel- 
ling that way, taſted of this cheeſe and was preſently changed into an 
Aſſe, who notwithſtanding hee had loſt his ſhape, ſtill retained his natural! 
reaſon, and (as one Bankes here about this citie raught his Horſe to ſhow 
trickes, by which he got much money ) ſo this Aſſe being capable of what 
was taught him, and vnderſtanding what he was bid to doc, ſhowed a thou- 
ſand ſeuerall pleaſures (almoſt impoſſiblero be apprehended by any vnrea- 
ſonable creature) roall ſuch as came to ſee him and oo for the ſight, inſo- 

our of theirs,for a great 

ſumme of money , bur at the deliueric of him fayth one of the Witches, 
Take heede neighbour (if you meane ro haue good of your beaſt) thar in a- 
ny caſe you ends him not through the water : The poore tranſhaped Pyper 
this hearing, apprehends, that water might be the meanes toreſtpre him ro 
his former humane figure, purpoſing in himſelfe ro make proofe thereof at 
his next beſt opportunitie. Carefull was the new merchantof rhe charge gi- 
uen,and watered him ſtill in apaile, but would neuer let him drinke from 
the riuer; bur the maiſter trauelling by the way and to caſe his beaſt alight- 
in2,andicading him in his hand : the Afe on the ſudden broke his bridle, 
ran out of fighr,and leaped into the next riuer he came neere, where leauing 
his faddleand furniture behind , he waded our in his owne ſhape - the man 
rſues him with all the ſpeede he can,and followes him the way he tooke, 
the firſt hee mectes is the Pyper, and askes him if he ſaw nor ſuch a kind of 


beaſt, and deſcribes him to a haire. The fellow acknowledgerh himſelfe to 


hauc beenethe ſame Aſe he boeY of the Witch ; the maiſter wondereth, 
and relates this ro his Lord, his Lord acquaints this nouell to Petrus Dami. 
ani 2 man of approoued knowledge and wiſedome, and numbred amongſt 
the greateſt ſchollers of his age ; he examines the Maiſter, the Pyper, the 
Witches,and ſuch as ſaw him leape into the riuer a Beaſt and returnea Man, 
and informes Pope Leo the ſeuenth thereof. All their examinationsand con- 
feſſions were taken , and a diſputation of the poſſbilitie thereof held in the 
ence of the Pope, before whom the truth thereof was acknowledged 

and recorded . The fame Hiſtorie is told by Yiacentius in Speculo kb. 3. cap. 
109.and Fulgentius lib.$. cap. 11. RE 
Wee readcin Gu/jelmus Archbiſhop of Tyrus,whom Sprangerus the great 
Inquiſitor cites tothe ſame purpoſe : An Engliſh fouldier being in Cyprus, 
was by a Witch transformed inroan Aﬀe, and when all his mates went on 
ſhip-board, hee following them as foath » looſe their fellowſhip, ng 
nN 2 is 
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| his owne friends and countrey men that gaue him loſt , beaten backe with 
clubs and ſtaues. They put to Sea without him, and he hauing no other ow-. 


ner, returned backe to the Witches houſe that had tranſhaped him,who im- 
ployde him inall her drudgeries ; til at length hee came into the Church 
when the Biſhop was at diuine ſeruice, and fell on his knees before the Al- 


; tar, and began tovſe ſuch deuour geſtures as could not bee 0's 22M to pro- 


ceede from a bruit beaſt, this firſt bred admiration, and then ſuſpirion. The 
Witch was called before the Iudges, examined and conuicted, after con- 
demnedto the ſtake, hauing before reſtored him to his former ſhape after 
three yeares transformation. Anſwerable to this we reade of Ammonius the 
Philoſopher, of the Sect of the Peripatetickes, who hathleft recorded, 
That an Aſe came vſually into his ſchoole ar the time of reading and with 
great attention liſtened to his Leture , Merchants haue delivercd,that no- 
thing is more frequent in Agypr than ſuch tranſhapes, in ſo much that Bel- 
lonizs in his obſeruations printedat Lutchia, ſayth , That hee himſelfe in the

ſubburbes of Caire (a great citie in Xgypt)ſaw a Commedianthat deſired 


| conference with the Aſſe that he himſelf rode on, who wondering what he

then intendedgaue him libertic of free diſcourſe ; wherethey tcemed to 
talke with great familiaritie(as hauing bin before acquainted)where the Aſſe 
by his ations & ſignes ſcemed toapprehend whatſocuer was ſpoken to him; 
when theone proteſted with the hand vpon his breſt,the other would ſtrike 
the ground with his foote and when the man had ſpoke as if hee had told 
ſome ieaſt, the Aſſe would bray aloudeas if hee had laughed heartily at the 


| conceit, appearing to him, not onely to pprine and vnderſtand wharſo- 


euer was ſpoken , but ro make anſwere to ſuch queſtions as were demanded 
him. Theſerhings haue been ſo common, that Saint Auguſtine himſelfe, as 
he will not affirme the transformation of Apuleius,ſo he doth not deryic it, 
but leaues it as a thing poſſible to be done by Witch-craft , De Cuitate Dez, 
lib. 18.cap.18. Ot thelike opinion is Paulus «Agenita,Theophraſt.P aracethus, 
Pomponalius and Fernetixs , the excellenteſt Phyſitions of their age, Fers. 
lib, de abditis rerum cau(zs, You may reade in the Hiſtorie of Saint Clement, 
That Simon Magw transformed Fauſtinianus into his owne ſhape, infomuch 
that he was not onely vnknowne to familiar friends, but denied andabiu- 
red by his own wife & children. This S:mon came likewiſe to Nere,and told 
him 1f hee cut off his head hee would within three dayes appeare to him a- 
live; which Nero having cauſed tobcedone ina great confluence of people, 
he came to himafter accordingto his promiſe, for which Vero cauſed a ſta- 
tuetobe erected tohis honour, and in{er;h6d ypon the ſame , Simon; Mago 
deo,i. To Simon Magus the god . From which time Nero wholely applyde 
1imſelte to that diuelliſh Art. But Simzon,as the Hiſtorie relates, -had decei- 
ued the eyes of the Emperour with the multitude, and had cauſed a Goat to 


be beheaded in his ſhape. The like Apweiwerelates of himſelfe, who when | 


he thought he had ſlaine three ſundrie men with his owne hand, found them 
a:rer,three Goats skinneseffacinated by the Witch Pawphila, Among theſe 
Witches, it ſhallnot be amifſe tqinſert aſhee-diucll or two. - Es

Franciſcus Pitus Mirandulanus in his booke de Prenetione tells of a Prieſt 
who was a Witch, called Benedid#us Berna, of the age of faureſcore yeares,

; noway diſturbed ; vpon which rhe villagers laid hands vpon all ſuch ſuſ- 
pected women as were thought to.be of that Deuilliſh practiſe : amongſt 
which were two,the one called Anna de Mindele,the other Ages, who firſt 
obſtinately denyed themſelues to be ſoaddidted ; bur after being called be- 
fore the magiſtrars, and ſtrictly examined apart, they confeſt; thatthe one 
vaknowne to the other, wentinto the fields, where citherof them made a 
pic in the carth,into which they poured a cerraine quantitie of warer,ſome- 
| what before noonc,and by vttering certame wordsnot fir to be named, and 
| inuoking the name of the Deuill, they were no ſooner got home to their 
| corrages,but thoſe miraculous ſtormes and rempeſts happened. The ſame au-

They that ſhall inchant or blaſt the ficlds let them be pu- 
niſhed, There was another edict which prohibited any man from drawing

| incantanto ne a7rum defrandanto, which hath reference to theformer. By the 
authoritic of theſe Roman ordinances ſpecified inthe twelue-tables, Tu. 
mins was accuſed by Spurinsx1binus , becauſe when there was a dearth in 
the countrie, his fields were onely aboundant and plentifull,; and where 
Til aire, and-in 
goad. plight:and liking : vpon this-accitemenrihe cauſed his 'hotſes, his 
| ;Oxtn, hisreemes, cattell, and ſeruantsall roappeare with him'before-the 
Senare,and thcre pleaded that the maſters eye made the catrell fat, and his 
care and induſtrie the ſeruant thriuing, fighrly,and-in good liking, proteſting 
he knew no other inchantments ; and for that anſwere was acquired by the 
Senat. Notwithſtanding this, wee may reade in Sprangerms of FL oa and 
that they 
| couldat any time, ſteale the third part of the croppe our of anothers field 
at their pleaſure ; when by the moſt authenticke iudgements it is aprooued 
that no Witch or Coniurer was cuer knowne to inrich himſelfe the value of 
onemiteby his Magick documents. Thc like I could produce out of Pontangs 
andother Authors, with that antient verſe borrowed by all the Magitiags

In the Scattiſh-Cronicle it is related of king Duff to be troubled with 
a ſtrange diſeaſe, that he could eate well; drinke well, andin the conſtituti- 
on of his bodie found no imperfeRionat all, onely.he could not ſieepe, but 
{ſpent the tedious night in Cint and cold ſweats, 'inſomuch that there was 
deſpaire of the kings health and fafetie ; There was at lengrh arumor pub- 
liſhed, That the Morauians (certaine inhabitants of Scotland,once great re- 
bells and enemies of the king.but fince maderegular;and reconciled to their 
faithfull obeyſance) had hyred certaine Witchesgo deſtroy king Duffus, vp- 
on which report, one Doxenaldus was made Prefeft to enquireafrter this bu- 
finefle, and had authoritie to paſſe into Morauia, and if he found any ſuch 
malefaRors, to puniſh them according'to their offences , he being carefull 
of the charge impoſed on him, had ſuch:good intelligence,and withall vſed 
ſuch prouidence, that hee came iuſt at-the inſtantwhen certaine Witches 
were roſting of a Piture called by thename of theking, and baſted it with 
a certaine liquor : Dovenaldus furprifing them in the-at, examined them, 
whoconfeſled the treaſon , and were condemned to the ſtake ; at which in- 
ſtant , by all iuſt computation, the king recouered and was reſtored to his 
priſtine reſt and health, After the ſame manner it ſeemes Mekager was tor- 
mented by his mother., the Witch 4/tbea, who in the fatall Brand burned 
him aliue,as it isexpreſſedat large by Onid in his Metamorph. The like effaci- 
nations wee haue had practiſed in our memorie cucn vpon the perſon of 
Queene El; abeth. 

A woman of good credit and reputation, whom I haue knowne aboue 


| theſe foureandtwentie yeares andis of the ſame pariſh where I now live, 


hath often related vnto me vpon her credit with manie deepe proteſtations 
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| (whoſe words I haue heard contirmed by ſuchaswere thenpaſlengers with 
| -herin the fame ſhip) 'That comming from the Landſgraues Court of Heſſen 
(where ſhee-had beene brought a bed) to tranaile for England, and Rtaying 
ſomething long for a paſſage at Amfterdam(eitherhter bufinefſe or the wind 
detaining her there ſomewhat longer than herpurpoſe7 an:old woman of 
the rowne entreared her to lend her fome money of a Kertieqwhich ſhe did, 
knowing it to be ſeruiceable forher, ty keepea Charcoale: fire in at Seazto 
comfort herand her child, When'the wind ſtood faire,and that ſhe with her 
feruants had bargained for their paſlage,and they were readie to go abaord, 
ſhe ſent for this woman,toknow if'thee would redeeme her pawne,for ſhee 
was /now'readie to leaue the rowne, and: depart for her conmmtrey. The old 
| woman cate, humbly entreating her ſhe would nor beare away her Ketcle, 
notwithſtanding ſhe had as thenno money tarepay: of that ſhe had borroiy- 
ed, but hopedthar ſhe was a good gemtlewomangand would proue her:good 
miſtreſſe,&c-ſhe anſwered her againe, That ſhehad lent herſo much mony, 
and hauing apawne ſuthcient in herhand, finding it neceflarie for her pur- 
poſe, ſhewould make the beſt y{c'of ir ſhe could athipboord.. The old wo- 
man finding her reſolute, lcft her with thefe words, Why.then (faith thee) 
carrie it away if thou canſt. Marry and I wilbetie what I can: doe, replyed 
ſhe againe, and ſothey parted. The Maiſter called aboord; the wind ftood 
faire, the Sea was calme, and the weather pleaſant: but they had not beene 
many houresar Sea,when therearoſea ſuddaine,ſad,and terrible tempeſt;as 
if the winds and waters had beene atdifſention;and the diſtempered ayreat 
warre with borh, A mightie ſtorme there aroſe, inſfomuch that the Maiſter 
proteſted;rhat in his life time he had not ſeene the like,and being in deſpaire 
of ſhipwracke, deſired both Saylers and paſſengers to betake themlſeliics to 
theirprayers. This word came from them that laboured above the Hatehes 
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| rothoſe that were ſtowed vnder : their preſent; keare madeithem; truly ap- 


prehend the danger, and betake themfelues to-theirdeuotions,, when ſud- 
denly oneccaſting vp his eyes,eſpyedan old woman ſitting on the top of the 
maine Maſt : the Maiſter ſaw her,and all choſe rhatwere aboue, beingat the 
ſight much amaſed. The rumor of this went doiwhie ; which the gemtlewo- 
man hearing (who was then ſitting with herchild in ber Cabbin,& warming 
ir ouera Charcoale fire madein the Kettle) O-God {ayth ſhe (rewembring 
her former words) then the old woman is come after me for her Kettle,the 
Maiſter apprehending the buſinefle,Marrie and then let her haue it;faith he, 
and takes the Kettle, coales and all, and caſts them-ouer-boord into the Sea. 
This was no ſooner done, but the Witch diſmounts her felfc from the Maſt, 
goes aboord the Braſle Kertle, and inamoment failes out of fight: the Ayre 
cleared, the Windes grew calme, the tempeſt ceafed,and ſhe had a faireand 
ſ1 peedie paſſage into England:and this the ſamegentlewomatrr hath often re- 
lated.Nor is this more mcredible than that which in Geneua is ſtill memo- 
rable. A young wench inſtructed in this damnable {cience,had an Iron Rod, 
with which whomſocuer ſhe touched}; they were farced todance without 
ccaſing,til they were tired,& lay down with wearinefſe;She for her Witch- 
craft was condemned to the fire, to which ſhe went vnrepentant with great 
obſtinacie: and ſince whichtime (as Bodznrs ſaith, who records this hiſtorie) 
all daticing in memorie of her is forbidden,and held euen till this day abho- 
minable amoneſt thoſe of Geneua. Our moſt learned writersare of opinion, 


that theſe 'Inchantrefſes'can bewitch ſome, but notall, tor there are ſuch 
ouer 
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oucr whom they haue no power. The ſame Author teſtifies, T hat he. ſaw'a 

- Witch of Auerne,jn the yerc 1 579,who was taken in Lutetia, about whom 
was found a Booke of a large Volume; in which were drawne the hayres of 
Horſes, Oxen, Mules; Swine, and other beaſts, of all colours whatſocuer: | 
| She(if any beaſts were ficke) would vndertake their cure,by recciuing fome | 
number of their hayres,with which ſhe made her Spells and Incantations , | 
neither could ſhe helpe any beaſt,by her owne confethon, but by transferring | 
that diſeaſe or maladic vpon another z neither could ſhee cure any creature, 
| if ſhe were hyred formoncy: therefore ſhe went poorely, in a coat made vp | 
with patches. A nobleman of France fent ro one of theſe Witches,to cue | 
a {ſicke Horſe whom he much loued : thee returned him anſwer, That of ne- 
| ccflitie his Horſe or his Groome muſt dic, and bid him chuſe whether : The | 
nobleman crauing ſome time @f pawſe and deliberarion, the ſeruant in the | 
interim diced, and the Horſe recouered; for which tact ſhe was apprehended | 
| andivdged. Irisa generall obſcruation, That the Deuill (who is a deſtroyer) | 
| never heales one creature but by hurting another, and commonly he tranl- | 
| mits his hate from the worſe vnto the better: For inſtanceit a Witch cute a 
| Horſe,the difeaſe falls ypon one of hi&her price; it ſhee heale the wite, ſhee | 
harmes the husband , if helpe the ſonnethe infects the father. Of this I will |

roduce one or two credible inſtances : The firſt,of the Lord Furnerivs Ay. | 
relienſis, who finding himfelfe mortally (as hee thought) diſeaſed, ſent ro a 
Witch to counſaile with her about his recoucric , who told him, there was 
| nohope of his life vnleſſe he would yecld that his yong ſonne (then ſucking | 
| atrhe Nurſes breaſt) ſhould haue his morrall infirmitic confirmed vpon it. | 
| The father to fauc his owne life, yeelds that his fonne ſhould'periſh : of | 
 whichthe Nurſe hearing,iuſt at the houre when the father ſhould be kealcd, 
| isabſfent and conccales thechild. The father is no ſooner toucht, bur helped | 
of his diſcaſe; the Witch demands for the child, to transferre ieypon him ; | 
| thechild is miiling,and cannor be found : which the Witch hearing, broke 
: | out into this exclamation, Attym et, de me, puer vbinam ct? i. am vndong, | 
| whereis the child * when ſcarce hauing pur her foot over the threſhold ro 
| refurne home; but ſhe fell downe ſuddenly dead,herbody bring blaſted, and 
25 blacke as an Athiope. The like remarkable Indgement fell vpona Witch 
| —_ the Nanuerz,who was accuſed of bewitching her neighbour: The 

magiſtrates commanded her but to tonch the partie diſtempered with her 
| Inchantments (whichisa thing much vſcd by all the German Iudges, cuen 
| inthe Impcriall Chamber it ſelfe) the Witch denyed to doe it: bur ſecing 
| they began to compell herby force, thee likewiſe cryed our, I am then yn- |

| done, when inſtantly the ſicke woman recoucred, and the Witch then in 

| health, fell downe ſuddenly and died, whoſe bodie was aftcr condemned to 

; the fire: And this, Bodimw afhrmes to haue heard related trom the mouth of 

| one of the Iudges who was there preſent. In Tholoſa there was one skilfull 

| in Magicke, who was borne in Burdegall : hee comming to vilit a familiar 
friend of his (who was cxtreamely afflicted with a Quarrane Ague, almoſt | 
| cuen ro death) told him he pirricd his caſe exceedingly ; and theretore it he 

| hadany enemie, but giue him his name, and he would take away the Feauer 
| from him,andtransferre it vpon the other. The ſick gentleman thanked him | 
| for his loue, but rold him, there was not that man living whom he hated fo 

' much,as to puniſh him with ſucha torment : Why then (ſaith he) giue it ro 


thy ſeruant; the other anſwering, That he had not the conſcience ſo ro ze | 
ward | 
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; ward his 00d ſeruice : Why then giue it me fayththe Magician : Whopre- 
ſently an{wered, With all my heart take it you, who it ſeemeth, beſt knowes 
how rodiſpoſe it.Vpon the inſtant the Magician wes ſtroke with the feauer, 


perfetly recouercd. Gregorie Turonenfis lib.6.cap.35. ſayth, Thatwhen the 
wife of king Chilperick perceiued her young fonne to bee taken away by 
Wutch-craft, ſhee was ſo violently incenſed and inraged againſt the verie 
name of a Sorcereſſe, that ſhe cauſed diligent ſearchrobe made, and all 
ſuch ſuſpeed perſons vpon the leaſt probabilitie to be dragged to the 
ſtake,or broken on the wheele, moſt of theſe confeſſed that the kings ſonne 
+ was bewitched to death, for the preſcruation of 2fummo the great Maſter, 
2 potent man in the kingdome : this man in the middeſt of his rorments 


cerilts, that made him vnſenſible of paine : but wearied with the multi- 
tude of torments, he was ſent to OBI act haben henot lang atter died. | 


purpoſes, offer themſelues vntome at this preſent ; but theſe few teſtimo- 
nies proceeding from authenticke Authors, and thearteſtations of ſuch as 
| haue beene approouedly learned, may ſerve inthis place, as well as to re- 
latea hugenumber of vaneceſlarie diſcourſes from writers of leſle fame 
and credit. Neither is it toany purpoſe heare to ſpeake of the Witches in 
Lap-land , Fin-Jand, and theſe miſerable and wretched cold countries, 
whereto buy and ſell winds betwixt them and the merchants,is ſaid to be 
as frequent and familiarly done amongſt them as ezting and ſleeping. 
There is another kind of Witches that are called Extafifts,in whoſe dil- 
coueric I will ſtrive to be briefe . Alearned Neapoheran ( ina Hiſtorienot 
long fince publiſhed, that treatcs altogether of narurall Magicke)ſpeakes of 
a Witch whom he ſaw ſtrip her ſclfe naked, and hauing annointed her bo- 
dic with a certaine vnguent, fell downe without fence or motion,in which 
extaſic ſhe remained the ſpace of three houres ; after,ſhe came to her ſclfe, 
| difcouering many things done at the fame time indiuers remoteplaces, 
which afcer inquirie made were found to be moſt certaine. Anſwerablero 
this, is that reported by the Preſident Turetravae, who in the Delphinar 


uant to an honeſt citiſen, who comming home vnexpected, and-calling for 
her,bur hearing none to anfwere, ſearching the roomes, he found her lying 
| allalong by a fire which ſhe had before made in a priuate chamber ; which 
ſecing,he kickt her with his foot,and bid her ariſe like a lafie huſwite as ſhe 
was and get her about her bufineſſe : bur ſecing hernot tro mooue,he tooke 
atoughand ſmart wand and belabored her verie foundly;but perceiui 
her neither to ſtirre nor complaine, he viewing her better, and finding all 
the parts of her bodie vnſenfible, rooke fireand put it ro ſuchplaces of her 
bodie as were molt render, bur perceiuing her to have loſt all feeling, was 
perſuaded ſhe was dead,and called in hisnext neighbours, telling them in 
what caſe he found her, but concealing vnto them the ſhrewd blowes he 
had giuen her : the neighboxs left the houſe,the maſter and muſtrefle cauſed 
ber tobe laid out, ſo left herand wentt6 their reſt ; but towards the mor- 
ning, hearing ſome bodie roſtir and groane inthe chamber, they found 
their ſcruant remooued, and laid in her bed, at which the good manmuch

Ar Burdegall in the yere 1571, 
when there was a decree made in France, againſt the ſtri&t proſecution of 
1 Witches,an old Sorcereſle of that place, amongſt many horridand feare- | 
full things confeſſed by her, ſhe was conuicted and impriſoned, where D. 

| Boletus viſited her, deliring to beeye-witneſſe of ſome of thoſe things be- | 
fore by her acknowledged : ro whom the Witch anſwered, That ſhe had | 
| not power to do any thing in priſon.But defirous to be better ſarisfied con- By 
| cerning ſuch things,he commanded her forthepreſent to be releaſed and 
| brought out of the Gaole to another lodging, where ſhe in his preſence 
hauing annointed her bodie with a certairſe vnguenr, from the crowne to 
the heelenaked, fell into a ſodaine apoplex, appearing to them as dead, de- 
priued of all ſence or motion : bur after five houres returning to her ſelfe,as | 
| if ſhe awaked out of a dreame, ſhe related many things done neere and 
farre off in that interim , of which ſending to know the truth, they found 
| her tocrre innothing : this was confirmed ro Bodinus by an Earle of great 
honour,who was then preſent when this thing was done. Olaws Magnxs in 
his hiſtoric, ſaith, That thoſe things are commonin the Nortkren parts of 
- | the world,andrthat the friends of thoſe Extaſiſts diligently keepe and fafe- 
; 2uard their bodies whileſt their Spirits are abroad, eitherto carrie rings, 
rokens,or letters totheir friends though neuer ſo farre off, and bring them 

anſwers backe againe, with infallible tokens of their being there. Many I 
could here produce tothe like purpoſe, I will end with S. _AHnguſtine 1ib.de 
Cinitate Dei 18. who affirmes the father of Preftantins hath confeſt him- 
| ſelfe to haue beene tranſported with ſuch exrafies,rhat when his Spirit hath 
| returned ro him againe, he hath conſtantly affirmed that he hath beene 
PE changed into an horſe, and in the companie'of others carried prouiſion in-

Some obſerue, as Strangers Danes, andothers,thatno Witch can weepe 
| Things obſer- | ſhed a teare. Others(as the Germans in ſome parts) that a Witch can- 
| ucdin Wixch- | not finke, nor drowne in the water, and therefore to trie them being ſuſ- 
| pected,they caſt thein into moates and riuers. They can do nothing in pri- 
fon,ncither will they confeſſe any thingrill rhe Deuill hath quite forſaken 
them (I meane in his power to helpe them, not in his couenant to inioy 
them.) They are all penurious and needie,neither haue they the leaſt powet

Arpiſſa the daughter of Euenus was rauiſhed by Apollo, ſhee was the 

wite of 14:5. $0 Proſerpine the daughter of Tuptter and Ceresby Pluto, 

therefore hee is called by Claudian, Onid, and Sylas, 1b, 1 4.the inter- 
nall Rauiſher. Perh1bex by Axaus the ſonne of Oceanue , as Europa by Tuprter, 
and Auge by Hercules. Caſtor and Pollux who for their valour were called 
Dioſcuri,which imports as muchas the 1fſue of 7upiter ; they trom Mefſlene 
raped the two daughters of LZeucrppies, Phebe and 1/aira, whom they after 
married: of 'Pollux and Phabe was begot and borne Mneſil;us ; of Caſtor and 
Haire, Anagon, They with their affociats, 1das and Lynceas, the ſons of Apha- 
#exs; had driven away a great prey of cattell ; when they cameto diuide the 
bootie, a motion was madethat an Ox ſhould be diuided incofoure, accor- 
ding tothenumber of the brothers, withthis condition,thar he which could 
deuourehis quarter firſt ſhould haue the one halfe of the cartell, and hee 
thathad next inade anend of his part, ſhould poſſefſe the remainder. This 
was noſooneragrced vpon, but 14zs ſuddenly cate vp his owne portion, and 
preſently deuoured that which belonged to his brother, by which hee clai- 
med the whole heard, and being ſtronger in fation than the Dzoſcuri draue 
the prey backe to Meſſene. With which iniuric the two brothers incenſed, 
they leuied freſh forces, inuaded Meſſene , and tooke from thence a much 
greater bootic than the former: the ſpoile being ſafely diſpoſed off, Caſtor 
ind Pollux awaited the purſuers, ambuſhed themſelves beneath a broad

Theſeus rapt Ariadne daughter of king Ninws , as alſo Hellen the daughter 
of Tindarus and Leda, a nd fiſter to Caſtor and Pollux, long before Paris, but 
returned her backe vnuitiated . Achilles forced Diomeda the daughter of 
Phorbas from Lesbos, as Boreas the faire Orithea daughter of Eriſicthon from 
Arhens ; Hercules rauiſhed the nymph Pyrcne of Bebritia, from her the Py- 
renzan Mountaines tooke name,of whom Syl;xc :

From the Bebrician maid theſe hills tooke name,

The great enmitic betwixt the Grecians and Barbarians,though it might | 
ſceme | 
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ſeeme to ariſe by reaſon of the diſtance of countries and difference of 
manners ; yet moſt probable ir is that their inueterate hate and irreconfila- 
ble malice , tooke firſt originall from diuerle rapes committedoneither 
part : for firſt the Phoenician Merchanrs , mm their commodities to 

ublique ſale inthe citie of Argis, when 76 the kings daughteramongſt 0- 
ther damoſells came downe to the Key to take view of what marchandiſe 
ſhe beſt liked, to furniſh her ſelfe according to her womaniſh fancie , the 
Merchants beeing extreamely ſurpriſed with her beautic, ſciſed both her 


and the reſt of herattendants, and ſtowing them vnder hatches, hoiſed faile | 


and tranſported them into Mgypr. Not long after, the Cretenſes awaiting 
the like opportunitie, ſtole away Europa the danghter of the king of the 
Tyriansand bore her into Creer, in requitall of the former rape. The He- 
roes of Greece next, ſailed in the great Argoe to Cholcos, pretending 
their tourney for the golden flecece,and raped thence Hed-a the daughter of 
Areta;after whom ſending Embaſſadors intoGreece to redemand his daugh- 
ter, they returned him anſwere, That the barbarous Phaenicians had made 
no reſtitution nor ſatisfaRion at all for the rape of 79, neither would they 
for Medea . Aﬀeer that,Paris the ſon of Priam,ratherto reuenge the iniuric 
done to his Aunt He{ore, than for any loue or affeRion to Spartan Hellez, 
ſtole her from Lacedemon and brought her to Troy in Alia. The Princes 
of Greece redemanding her,anſwerewas returned , That ſince they made 
no reſtitution of Enropa,nor of Medea,nor Heſione , neither would they of 
Hellena : which was the originall of that memorable ſiege of Troy, and the 
deſtruction of that famous citie; Herodotus, Lib. 1. Thraſimenes being enamo- 
red of the faire daughter of Piſiſtratzs, and his affection dayly more and 
more encreafing, he gathered to himſclte a ſocietieot young men, and wat- 
ching the Ladic when ſhee came wich other young damoſelils to offer ſacri- 
fice (according to the cuſtome of the countrey) by the Seaftde, with their 
{words drawne they ſet vpon the companie that attended her, and having 
diſpierſed them, ſnarched her vpand nur ing her aboord, failed with her 
towards Agina . But Hyppras the elde ; of Pi[iſtratus,beeing then at 
Sea toclcere thole coaſts of Pyrats, by the ſwittneſſe of their Ores imagi- 
ning them tobe of the fellowſhip of the Sea robbers, purſued them, boor- 


| ded them, and tooke them ; who finding his fiſter there, brought her backe 


with the rauiſhers.Thraſimenes with the reſt of his fation being brought be- 
fore P:iſtratus , not withſtanding his knowne auſteritie, would neither doc 
him honour nor vſe towards him the leaft ſubmiffion , but with bold and 
yndaunted conſtancicattended their REY him, That when the at- 
tempt was firſt propoſed, they then armed themlſclues for death and all di- 


 faſters. Py/tratus admiring their courage and magnanimitie, which ſhowed 


thegreatcr in regard of their youth, called his daughter before him, and in 


| the preſence of his nobilitic, ro recompence his cel{itude of minde and ſpi. 


rit frecly beſtowed her vpon Thraſimenes , by which meanes he reconciled 
their oppoſition , aad entertainedthem into new faith and obedience, no 
more expreſſing himſelfe a Tyrant but a louing and bounrifull father , and 
wirhall a popular citiſen. Poline /ib.5. The daughters of king Adraſius were 
rauiſhed by AceFteneutrix,as Statizes [ib.1. hath left remembred, Enenus the 
ſonne of Mars and Sterope married <Marpyſſadaughter to Oenemars and Al- 
cippa, whom Apharetas eſpying as ſhe daunced amongſt other Ladies, grew 


innamoured of, and forcibly rapt her from her companie, Plutarch. in Paral. 
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Herſilia, with the Sabine Virgins, were likewiſe rap't by Romulus and his 


ſouldiers, at large deſcribed by Owid. Lib. de Arte Amandi, 1. Lucrece, the 


chaſt Roman Matron, was ſtuperated by Sextus Tarquinins : of whom, Se- 
neca in Octania thus faith : 


Nata Lucreti ftuprum ſeu paſſa Tyranni. 


 Eudoxia being left by Yalentimans, was baſely rauiſhed by the Tyrant 
Aaximus, who viſurped in the Empire : for which, ſhee inuited Genſericus 
out of Africke, toauenge her of the ſhame and diſhonour done vnto her. 
Sigebertus im Chronics. The ſame Author tells vs of 0gd:/o, Duke of Boia- 
ria, who forced the ſiſter of king Pepix - for which iniurie done to her, the 
king oppreſt him with a cruell and bloudie warrce, '

chilles. Plinie, Lib.36.cap.27. makes Ocriſjia the Damoſell to the Queene 
Tanaquil : ſo Horace makes Caſſandra to _Agamemnon. Gyee (as Platarch 
relates) was ſuch to Paryſatis Queene of Perſia, and mother to Cyr-. 
Threſſa was maid-ſeruant to Thales Mileſius, who (as Theodoricus Cyrenenſis 
affirmes) when ſhee ſaw her maiſter come home durtie and myrie , as being 
newly crept out of a Ditch, chid him exceedingly for gaz'-9 at the ſtarres 
to finde thoſe hidden things aboue , and had not the forefight'to ſee what 
lay below at his feer, but hee muſt urtible. Herodotus in Enterpe calls Rho- 
dope (the famous Zgyptian ſtrumpet) the Handmaid of 7admon Samins, a 
Philoſopher. Elos was a DamoſelT to king _Athamas , from whoma great 
citie in Achaia tooke denomination,and was called Alos. Lardana (as He- 


| rodotns aff rmes) was at firſt no better than a ſeruant, from whom the noble 


Familie of the Heraclide deriue their firſt originall. Titz/a (otherwiſe called 
Philotis) was a Roman Virgin of the like condition, and is remembred for

| 41:45, to have beene the Nurſe of Neptune, as Amalthea and Meliſſa were 
tO Ivpiter, who fed him with the Milke of a Goat in his infancie, when 
' hee was concealed from his father. Hence it came, that the: Poets fabled 
| how Iupiter was nurſed by a Goat, for which courtcſic hee was tranilaced 
| amongſt the ſtarres : Others ſay he was nurſed by Adraſtea and 14z,the two 
| daughters of king <Meliſzxs , tor ſo Eraſms teacherh m the explanation of 
| the Adage, Copie Cornu. Inowas the Nurle of Bacchins, as Onid witneſleth 
in 7b. where he likewiſe calls her the Ayat to Bacchrs, in this Verſe :

| Yet Liwie,and almoſt all the Roman Hiſtoriographers write, that Romu- 
lus and Remus werengurſtby Zupa, wife to the ſheepeheard Fauſtulus , ſhe 
was ſo called becauſe ſhe proſtituted herſelfe for gaine : they were caſt out 
by theking m«l:,and was found by the bounds of Tiber. Pl;xze calls her 
Acca Lanrentia. Philix was Nurſeto the Emperor Domitian,who when he 
was flainc,and his corſe lay deridedand negleRed, tooke vp his bodie and 
putting it in a common Beare,cauſed irby ordinarie and mercinarie bearers 
ro becarried to the {ubyrbs whereinſhe liued, and interred it in the Latine 
highway , Author S»eton. Macrina was a pious and religious woman, the 
diſciple and {choller of Gregorie Neoceſarienſis,ſhe was Nurſe andſchole mi- 
ſtreſſe (in the firſt foundation of Chriſtian religion) to the great Baſeline, as 
he himſelfe witnefſeth in an Epiſtle tro the Neoczſarienſes.From Nurſes, a 
word or two of Midwiues. | : 

Phanarite was one,the mother of © Arhenean Socrates,ſhe is remembred to 
be the firſt that diſputed of Morality(that which we cal Ethick InſtruRions) 
and tavght the myſtical! Philoſophic of the Starres and Planets, how it 
might be made familiar and haue correſpondence with our hymane and 
rerreſtriall ations. The ſonne imitated the mother,and prooued as happie a 
Midwife of the mind, as ſhe of the bodie, both helping intothe world 
ripe,timely, and fruitfull iſſues. Yolateran lib. 1 g. Laertins in teins vita, and 
Valerins Maxim.lib.,.cap.q. Plinic lib.28.cap.7. ſpeakes of two Midwiues, 
the one called' Sotyra, the other Salpe, whoſe opinionsand rules he obſer- 
neth in the cures of many diſeaſes ; of Salpe he ſpeakes more largely ,/ib.3 2. 


 cap.6. Lycoſthenes ſpeakes of one Philippa Midwife to 7olanta, who indu- 


red many diſtreſſesand changes of fortune. 

Of Srepmothers I will only name ſome few and ſo paſſe them ouer,be- 
cauſe where they be can be expreſt nothing but malice and vnnaturall cru- 
elticin women. The hiſtories muſt of force appeare harſh and vnpleaſant, 
befides, ſome of their bloodie afts I have touched before vnder another 
title. 7:0 was Sepmother to Phrixw, and Helles the daughter of _Athamus 
Hyppodamia to Chriſippus ; Stratonice,to _Antiochus Soter ; Tulia,to Anton. Ca- 
racalla , Gedica,to Cominius ; Iuno,to Hercules , 0pea,to Scylw king of Scithia ;

hold, after which ſhe intreared them in theſe words, It thou thinke me | 


worthie(faith ſhe) ro be a faithfull ſeruant to my Lord and God,vouchſate 
to enter my houſe, and abide there,and ſhe compelled vs, as Luke faith. By 
which is concluded,that women have beene the readie,willing,and deuout 
hearers of the word of God, 1c. A4poſt,r 6. Many (no queſtion) zealous 
and religious women haue to their power ſtriucd to imitate thoſe with 
their beſt of induſtrie. Amongſt others I might inſtance one, now of a

tions, hath verie well obſerued, that the Syrens ad Muſes may bee in ſome 


ſort compared rogether: for as there are three ſorts of Nymphs, namely, of 
Ayre, Water, and Farth, fothere are of the Muſes, ſome thartake their being 
from rhe continuall moouing and ſtirring of Waters, a ſecond, made by the 
agitation of the Ayre engendring ſounds z a third from the Earth, which 

is called Voice, or diſtinguiſhable words ſpoken to the capacitie of the hea- 
rer. So of the Syrens, Parthenope preſented with a womaniſh, amiable, and 
inchanting facc, importeth the Voice, and proceedeth from the Earth, as of 
thethreethe moſt materiall and weightie. Ligia denoreth Hartmonie, arri- 

fing from the melodious ſounds of the Ayre . And Lencoſea, called Alba 
dea, or the white goddeſle, isthe Hiefogliphick of the ebbing and flowing 
of the Sea, which begetterh the white froth or fome,of which Pens is ſaid 
ro be ingendred: ſo that by theſe three, the Nymphs, the Muſes,and the 
Syrens are comprehended: the art of Mulicke exiſting of threethings, Har- 

monie , Rythme, and Number ; 'Harmonie proceeding from the Ayre; 
Number from the Sea, bounded within his: compaſie, yet as wee ſee in 


Hexamiter and Pentamiter and other verſe, ebbing and flowing , according 


rothe growth and wane of the Moone: To theſe is added the Voice, which 
the Greekes call 4-25 the FrenchRomans Dz&hier.To Harmony are appropri- 
ted Sounds ; to Number ot Rythmie, Dances ; and to the Voice, all kind of 
Verſc. Burt to come to my preſent purpoſe, all theſe including one generall 
muficke, and Cz//zope as ſhe patticipates from euetic one, ſo comprehending 
all, I chinke it not impefrinent, 4s in a conſort many Inſtruments make but 
one melodie, ſoin this booke to recolle& my ſelfe and giue you a raſt of ma- 
ny or the moſt heads difcourſed of in the former , the berter to put you in 
minde of the penalrie due to the Vicious, and the guerdon and reward 
ſtored for the Vertuous;ahd that in compendious Hiſtorie: The Goddeſſes, 
 Nymphs, Graces, Muſes,Sybills, Veſtalls, &c. I omit, as ſufficiently ſpo- 
ken of, and apply my ſelfe to things more familiar and neceſſarie to inſtru- 
Qion . I begin with the bad, becauſe my defire is toend with the beſt, and 
of Inceſt firſt, 


The fiſter of Leucippus, 


Infiſt not of theſeueral ſorts of Inceſt,neither purpoſe I to ſtand vpon the 
niultiplicitie of Hiſtorie, ler this one ſerue toremember you of the for- 
mer. Lencippns the ſonne of Xanthijze, whoderined his genealogie from 
Bellerephors, tie was excellent both in ſttthgth and valour aboucall thar liued 
in his dayes, nor in priuat contentions onely but in forreine combulſtions, 
he demeaned himſclfe with ſuchgifcretion ard courage, that hauing ſub- 
; ded the Lycians, and awed all the tieighboutr nations about him , hauing 
noenemieto inuade,nor oppoſite peopleto lift vpa rebellions hand againſt 
him; hee retired himlſelfe into his countrey,and tying afide his victorious 
: hee abandoned himſelfe 
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other imploiment(as idlenefle is the yur? corrupter of vertue) he began 
to intertaine ſuch ynuſuall lames,and vnaccuſtomed cogitations, as before 
he had no time to feele,or leaſure to thinke on , fornow he caſt his inceſtu- 
ous eye vpon his ſiſter. His paſſions much troubled him, at the firſt, and all 
| poſſible meancs he vicd to ſhake them off, bur invaine : he lived in the ſame 
houſe with her, they dicted at one table,had hibertic of vaſuſpeted confe- 
rence, and he hauing nothing elſe to do, had only leaſure ro meditate on 
that which was fcarefull roapprehend, but horrible to enterpriſe. To this 
purpoſe 04id with great elegancie in remed._Amor. lib.1. ſpeaking of «£&ei- 
ftus, who in the ablence of CAgamemnon adulterated his queene Clitemme- 


{tra,thus writes :

Can tell,Becauſe that he was idle,when 
Others at Troy were fighting, and their men 
Led ſtoutly on : to which place were accited 


The Gretian Heroes with a force wnited, 

He no imploiment had - There was no war, 

In Argos where he lined (from Troy ſo far) 

No ſtrife in law, to which bens left behind, 

He carefully might haue imploid his mind, 

That which lay plaine before him,the man proou'd, 
And leaſt he ſhould do nothing therefore low'd. 


As 0uidof <Agiſtus, ſo may I ſay of Leucippus, whom "reſt, and want of 
action, in a ſtirring braine, and bodie, wrought this diſtemperature. A- 
ſhamed he was to court his fiſter, firſt becauſe he knew her modeſt, a ſe- 
cond impediment was , the was elſewhere diſpoſed, and contrated to a 
gentleman of anoble familie : beſides,ſhe was his fiſter,co whom he wiſhe 
all good, and then to corrupt her honor, he could deuiſe for her no grea- 
ter ill : he conſidered that to perſuade her to her owne vndoing, would 
ſhew ill ina ſtranger, but much worſe ina brother. In theſe diſtraRions, | 
what ſhould he doe, or what courſe take ? the thing he apprehended was 
prepoſterous, and the meanes to compaſle it was moſt prodigious ; for he 
came to his mother,told her his diſeaſe, and beſought her of remedie : his | 
words as they were vttered with feare,ſo they were heard with trembling, 
for they feauered her all ouer,Being into the knees, hee cared not now. 
to wade vp to the chinne, and proceeded, That if ſhe would not be the 
meanes for him to compaſllc his fiſter, notwithſtanding all obſtacles what 
ſocuer, he would by ſpeedie and ſudden dearh rid himſelfe out of all his. 
miſeries , deliring her ſpeedic anſwer, or with his naked poniard in his 
hand,he was as readie for execution, as ſhe to deny her aleance. I leaue' 
ro any mothers conſideration but to imJ4gine, with what ſtrange ambigui- 
ries,his words perplexed her, and what conuulfions it bred in her boſome, 
cuen tothe verie ſtrerching of hir heart ſtrings : but as ſhe knew his cou- 
rage todare, ſoſhe feared his reſolution toat, therefore more like a ten- 
der hearted mother,thana vertuous minded matron,rather defiringto haue 
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the pollution of her bodte,and deſtruction of her ſoulc,is not in me ro con- 
celue : I only come to the point, by the mothers mediation the brother is 
brought tothe bed of his fiſter, ſhe is vitiated,and his apperite glutted, yer 
not ſo, but that they continued their private meetings, in ſo much that 
cuſtome bred 1mpudence,and ſuſpirion certaine proofe of their inceſtuous 
conſocictic. At length ir comes to thecare of him that had contraQed her, 
with atteſtation of the truth thereof : he,though he teared the greatneſle 
of ar his knowne valor, and popular fauour, yet his ſpirit could not 
brooke {o vnſpeakeable an iniuric , he acquaints this noucll to his father. 
| and certainenoble friends of his, amongſt whom it was concluded by all 
tointly,to informe Xanthins of his daughters inchaſtitic : but for their owne 
ſafetic (knowing the potencie of Zeucrppw) roconceale the name of the 
adulrerer. They repaire to him,and informe him of the buſineſle, intreating 
his ſecrecietill he be himſelfe eye-witnelle of his daughters dithonor. The 
| farher atthisnewes is inraged, but armes himſclfe with inforced patience, 
much longing to 'know that libidonous wretch who had diſhonoured his 
familie, The inccſtuous meeting was watcht and diſcovered, and word 
brought to Xanthivs that now was the time toapprehend them; he calls for 
lights, and attended with her accuſers , purpoſes to inuade the chamber : 
grcat noiſe is made,ſhe affrighted riſes, and before they came to the doore, 
opens it, ſlips by, thinking to flie and hide her ſelfe, the father ſuppoſing 
her ro be the adulterer, purſues her, and pierceth her through with his 
ſword.By this Leuc:pps ſtarts vp, and with his ſword in his hand, hearing 
| her laſt dying ſhreeke, prepares himſelfe for kerreſcue,he is incountred by 
his father, whom in the diſtraQion of the ſodaine affright , hevnaduiſed- 
ly afſaulted and flew. The mother diſturbed with the noiſe, haſts to the 
place where ſhe heard the tumult was,and ſeeing her huſband and daughter 
fine, betwixt the horridneſſe of the fighr,and apprehenſion of her owne 
uilre,tell downe ſodainely and expired. And thefe are the lamentable cf- 
\ fects of Inceſt, the father to kill his owne daughter, the ſonne his father, 
| and the mother(the cauſe of all)to die ſodainely without the lcaft thoughr 
of repentance. Thele things ſo infortunately happening, Lencippus cauſed 
| their bodies to benobly interred, when forſaking his fathers houle in Theſ- 
| falic,he made an expedition into Creet, but being repulſt from thence by 
| the inhabitants,he made for Epheſia, where he tooke perforce a citie inthe 
/ proutince of Cretinza, and after inhabited it. Ir is {aid that Zeysophria the 
hrer of .. 3fazdrolita grew innamored of him, and betrayed the citic 
| mio his tiands,who after maricd her, and was ruler thercof. This hiſtorie is 
' remembred by Parthenins de Amatorys,ap.5. Of inceſt berwixt the father 
| and daughter,0u:d lib. Meram. ſpeakes of, whoſe verſes with what modeſtic 
Ecan, will gue youthe Englith of, and1o end with this argument,

 tingaſideall coniugallafteRion, or paternall pittic, he cauſed them firſt to 


be caſt in ſtritand cloſe priſon,and after vpon more mature deliberarion, 
to be arraigned, where they were conuicted, and loſt their heads, with all 
the reſt that had beene conſcious of the a, Fulgoſc/ib.5.cap. 1. I will bor- 
row leaueto inſert heare one remarkable puniſhment done vypon a Iew at 
Prague in Bohemia, inthe yeare x5 30,who being taken in adulterie with 
a Chriſtian woman, they _— himto ftand in a tonne pitched within, 
they boared a hole,in which they forced him to put in that part with which 
he had offended : iuſt by him was placed a knife without edge, blunted for 
the purpoſe, and there he ſtood looſe, ſaue faſtened by the part aforeſaid , 
fire being giuen,he was forced through the torment of the heat, with thar 
edgeleſſe knife ro cut away that pars wirils and ran away bleeding, after 
whom they ſet fierce maſtifes , who worried him rodeath, and after tore 
himto peeces, Lychoſt. in Theatro Human.vite. 


Of Adulterte. 


He wife of Argento-Coxus Calidonins, being tanted by Iulia _Uſnguſta, 

becauſe it was the cuſtome of their countrie for the noble men and 

women promiſcuouſly to mixe themſelues together, and to make 
their appointments openly without bluſhing;ro her thus anſwered,I much 
commend the cuſtome of our countric aboue yours,we Calidonians defire 
conſocietie with our equals in birth and qualitic,to farisfic the neceſſaric 
duties belonging to loue and affeRions, and that publickely ; when your 
Roman Ladies profeſling. outward temperance ab chaſtititie , proſtitute 
your ſelues priuatly to your baſe groomes and vaſlals. The ſame is reported 
to haue beene ſpoken by a Brittiſh woman, Dzon Nicews Xiphilin.in vita ſt- 
eri.Her words were verified(as in many others that I could heere produce) 
ſo in the French Queene: Frea;ganda,who though ſhe infinitly flattered the 
King Chilpericus her husband outwardly, yet ſhe inwardly affeted one Las. 
dricus,to whom ſhe communicated her perſon and honour : theſe in the 
Kings abſence were ſcarce tobe found aſunder, in ſo:much that Chilperick 


himſelfe could not more freely command her perſon by his power, than 
ks the 
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the other by his looſe and intemperate effeminacies . It happened , the 


king being on hunting, and leauing the Chaſe before his toure, ſtole ſud- 
dainely vpon his Queenc, and comming behind her as thee was taking her 
ProſpeR into the Garden , ſportingly toucht ker vpon the head with the 
Switch hee had then in his hand, without ſpeaking : ſhce not dreaming of 
the kings ſo ſuddaine returne, and thinking it had beene her priuate triend, 
(withour looking backe) Well ſwcet-heart Zandricis (faith thee) you will 
neuer leaue this fooling , and turning towards him withall,diſcouered the 
king, who onely biting his lippe,departed in ſilence. Shee tearing the kings 
diſtaſte , and conſequently his reuenge , ſends tor Landricws, andas if the 
king had beene the offendor, betwixt them two conſpired his death, and 
within few daycs cfic&ed ir (for {cldome doth Adulrerie bur goe hand in 
hand with Murther.) From the Sinne, I come to the Puniſhment, 

Amongſt the Ifraclitcs, it was firſt puniſhed with Fincs , as may be col- 
leted from the hiſtoric of Thamar : who being with child by Iudas, hee 
threatened her to the ſtake, and had accordingly performed it,had ſhee not 
ſhewed by manifeſt tokens that he himſelfe was the author of her vnlawfull 
iſſue : Geneſ. 38. The &gyptians condemned the Adulterer ſo deprchen- 
ded toa thouſand Scourges , the Adulterefſe to haue her Noe cut off, to 
the greater terror of the like Delinquents : Dzodor. Sicul. Lib.2. cap. 2. 
Cel. Lib.21. cap.25. By Solons Lawes, a man was permitted to kill x 
both in the a&, that ſo found them : Raniſ. In Iudza they were ſtoned to 
death. Plat. Lib. g. de Legibus Re Adulterie with dcath. The Lo- 
crenſes (by tradition from Zaluce) put out the Adulterers eyes. The Cu- 
mzi proſtituted the Adultereſſe toall men, till ſhee died by the ſame finne 
ſhee had committed : Alex. ab Alex. Lib.4. cap.1. It wasa cuſtome ainong(t 
the antient Germans , for the husband to cut off his wiucs haire ſo appre- 
hended, toturne her out of doores naked, and ſcourge her from Village to 
Village. One bringing word ro Dzozeres, That a fellow called Dyarmones 
was taken in the At: Hee is worthie then (faith hce) ro be hanged by his 
owne name; for Didymi inthe Greeke Tongue are Teſtics/r, 1n Engliſh che 
Teſticles,or immodeſt parts. By them therefore (from whence he deriued 
his name, and by which he had offended) he would haue had him to ſuffer : 
Laert. Lib.6. Hyettuq the Argiue flew one Molurws,with his wite,apprehen- 
ding them in their valawfull congreſhon : Cwzlizs. Tnlires Ceſar repudiared 
his wife for no other reaſon, but becauſe P. Codes was found in his houſe 
in womans Apparrell. And being vrged to procecd againſt her , hee abſo- 
lutely denyed it, alledging, That hee had nothing whereof to accule her : 
but being further demanded, Why then hee abandoned her ſocictie ? hee 
anſwered, That it was behoofefull for the wife of Ceſar, not onely to be 
cleare from the ſinne it ſelfe, but fromthe leaſt ſuſpirion of crime : Ful- 
goſ. Lib. 6. cap.1. Auguſtus baniſhed his owne Daughter and Neece (lo 
accuſed) into the Ifland called Pandateriacafter into Rhegium) comman- 
ding at his death, That their bodies ( being dead) ſhould not be brought 


' neere vato his Sepulchre. To omit many, Nzcolaus the firſt Pope of that

name, excommunicated king Lotharius (brother to Zewts, the ſecond Em- 
perour) becauſe hee diuorced his wife Therberga , and in her roome in- 
ſtated Gualdrads, and made her Queene. Befides, he degraded Regnaldys, 
Archbiſhop of Treuers, and Gunthrawns Archbiſhop of Collen, from their 
Epiſcopall dignities, for giuing their Pe tothat adulterate Marri- 
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| age. And ſo much for the puniſhment : I will conclude with the counſaile 
| of Horace, Lib.1. Satyr.2.

SiSters that haue murdred their Brothers. 


Fterthe vntimely death of Aydere,his brother 1/-ae! ſucceeded him in 

the Perſian Empire, who arriving at Casbin was of his ſiſter receiued 

with ioy, and of the people with loude acclamations: and beeing now 
poſſeſſed of the Imperiall dignitie , the better ( as heethoughr ) to ſecure 
himſelfe, hauing power anſwerable to his will after the barbarous cuſtome 
of rhe Turkiſh tyrannie, he firſt cauſed his eighr younger brothers to be he- 
headed, ſtretching his bloodie malice toall or the moſt part of his owne 
affinitic, nor ſuffering any ro liue chat had beenencere or deere to his de- 
ſcaſed brother , ſothat the cittie Casbin ſeemed to ſwimme in blood , and 
ccchoed with nothing bur lamentations and mournings. His crueltie bred 
in the people both feare and hate , both which were much more increaſed 
when they vnderſtood hee had a purpoſe to alter their forme of religion 
(who with great adoration honour their prophet Aly ) into the Turkiſh 
ſuperſtition , his infinite and almoſt incredible butcheries concerne not my 
project in hand, I therefore leaue them and returne ro his ſifter whoſe name 
was Periaconcona,who when this Tyrant was in the middeſt of his ſecurities, 
and the ſiſter ( as hee imagined) in her fiſterly loue and affetion , vpon a 
night when he was in all diffolute voluptaouſneſle ſporting amidſt his con- 
cubines, ſhe into whoſe truſt and charge he had eſpecially commirted the 
ſafetic of his perſon , hauing confederated with Calilchan, Emirchan, Pyry. 
mahomet,and Church Baſſa, the moſt eminent men in the Empire, admitted 
them into the Seraglio in womans attyre, by whom with her aſſiftant hand 
in the middeſt of his Inxuries hee was ſtrangled : an at though happily 


oneas ſtrived to paralel himin his vnnaturall cruelties, Turkiſh Hiftor. 
Equall with this was that of 2»enareda,who after the death of Ranulphus 
king of Mercia, his young ſonne Kenelme, a child of ſenen yeares of age 
raigning in his ſtead , whoſe royall eſtate and dignitie beeing enuied by his 
ſiſter,ſhee conſpired with one Heskbertres, by whoſe treacherous practiſe the 
king was inticed into a thick forreſt,& there murdered and priuatly buried ; 
his bodie long mifſed andnot found, and the conſpirators nor ſo much as 
ſuſpeRed : Bur after,as Willzelm.de regtrb.li. x .and de Pontificibuslib.g relates, 
a Doue brought in her bill a ſcroule writren in Engliſh golden letters , and 
layde it vpon the Altar of Saint Perer,which being read by an Engliſhman 
contained theſe words (by which the place where the bodice lay was diſco- 


uered ) At Clent in Cowbach Kenelme Keneborne lyeth under Thorne, heaued by 
weaued,that is in plainer Engliſh, Ar Clent in Cowbach vnder a thorne 
Kenelme 1yerh headleſle flaine by treaſon. Some ſay it was found by a light 
which ſtreamed vpinto the Ayre fromthe place where his bodie lay coue- 


red. His hearſe being after borne towards his ſepulchre, to be a ſecond time 
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| interred, with ſolemne Dyrges ſung by the Church: 1en . 2erareda fitting 


then in a window with a Pſalter in her hand , to ſcerthe funerall ſolemnely 


| both, is notcertaine , bur ſhe beganto fing the Pſalme of Te Dew laudams 
backeward ; when inſtantly both her eyes dropped out of her head, with a 


 relique in memorie of the divine indgement . What need I trouble you 


Auſonius remembers vs of one Achillas, who tindinga dead mans $skull ina 
place wherethree ſundrie wayes deuided themſclues , and caſting to hit ir 
with a ſtone, it rebounded againe from the skull and ſtroke himſclte on the 


forchead, his words be theſe ;

Themiito (the daughter of Hypſeus) Sphincins, or Plinthins , and Orchomenns, 
by Athamas , at the inſtigation of 70, the daughter of Cadmus . Tyres (the 
daughter of Sa/monens) two ſonnes, begot by Syſiphws the fonne of «£&olas, 
incited thereto by the Oracle of Apollo . Agane ( the daughter of Cadmus ) 

| Pentheus, the ſonne of Echion, at the importunitie of Liber Pater . Harpalice,

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the ſonne of Ixpiter and Alcmena, by the Treaſon of Neſſus the Centaure ; 
1liona (the daughter of Priam) Polymneftor, king of Three , Semyrams her 
husband Nznes, king of Babylon, &c. Some haue ſlaine their Fathers, 
others their Nephewes and Neeces all which being of one nature, may 
be drawne to one hcad : And ſee how theſe prodigious finnes haue beene 
uniſhed. 

Martina, the ſecond wife to Heraclins (and his Neece by the brothers 
ſide) by the helpe of Pyrrhus the Patriarch poyſoned Corſtantemus,who ſuc- 


cceeded in the Empire, fearing leaſt her ſonne Heraclizs ſhould not attaine 


to the Imperiall Purple, in regard that Conſtavtmus left iflue behind him 
two ſonncs, Conſtantes and Theodoſius, which he had by Gregoria, the daugh- 
ter of Nycetas the Patritian : norwithſtanding, hee was no ſooner dead, bur 
ſhee vſurped the Empire. Two yeeres of her Principalitie were not fully 
expired , when the Senate reaſſumed their power, and called her to the 
Barre , where they cenſured her to haue her Tongue cur our, leaſt by her 
cloquence ſhee might perſuade the people to her affiſtance : her ſonne He. 


raclius they maimed of his Noſe, ſoro make him odious to the multitude, 


and after, exiled them both into Cappadocia. Cſþinianws in vita Heracly. 
A more terrible Indgement was inflited vpon Brunechildiz, whoſe Hiſtorie 
is thus related : Theodericas, king of the Frenchmen, who by this wicked 
womans counſaile had polluted himſelfewiththe bloud of his owne na- 


| turall brother, and burthened his conſcience with the innþcent deaths of 


many other noble gentlemen,as well as others of meaner ranke and qualitie; 
was by her poyſoned and depriued of life : for when he had mage a motion 
ro haue taken to wife his Neece, a beautifull young Ladie,and the daughter 
of his late ſlaine brother, Brunechildzs with all her power and induſtric op- 
poſed the Match, affirming that Contra to be meerely inceſtuous, which 


} was made with the brothers daughter , ſhee next perſuaded him, that his 


ſon Theod:bertus was not his owne, bur the adulterate iffue of his wife by 
another : at which words he was ſo incenſed, that drawing his ſword, hee 
would haue inſtantly tranſpierſt her, bur by the aſliſtance of ſuch Cour- 
tiers as were then preſent,ſhee eſcaped his furie, and preſently after plotted 
his death, and effected ir as aforclaid. Trittenhemins de Regib. Francorum, 
and Robertus Gaguinus , Lib.2. Others write, that hee was drowned ina 
Riucr, after hee had reigned cighreene yeeres. CAventinus affirmes, That 
preſently after hee had flaine his brother (entring into one of his cities) hee 


was ſtrucke with Thunder. Anal. Boiorum, Lib.z. But this inhumane But- | 


chereſle Brunechildis (after thee had beent the ruine of an infinite number 
of people, and the death of ten kings) at length moouing aa vnfortunate 
warre againſt Lotharius (to whom ſhee denyed to yeeld the Kinggome) ſhee 
was taken in battaile, and by the Nobilitie and Captaines of the Armie 
condemned toan ynheard of puniſhment : She was firſt beaten with foure 
Baſtaones (before ſhee was brought before Lotharrus ) then all her Mur- 
thers, Treaſons, and Inhumanities were publikely proclaimed in the Ar- 
mie ; and next, her Legges and Hands being faſtened to the tayles of wild 
Horſes, pluckt to pieces, anddifſeuered limbe from limbe , Anne 1618. 
Sigebertus Trittenhemias, Gaguinus, and Awentinus. And ſuch bee the earthly 
puniſhments due to Patricides and Regicides. Touching Patricides, Solon 


(when hee inſtituted his wholeſome Lawes) made no Law to punith ſuch, | 


as thinking it not to be poſſible in nature to produce ſucha Monſter. _ 
| L1b.2. 
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Lib.2.cap.5. Romulus appointing no-puniſhment for that inhumanitie, in- 
cluded. Patricides vnder the name. of Homicides, counting Manſlaughter 
and Murther abhorred and impious, bur the other impoſſible: Plutareh. in 
Romulo. Mareus Malleolus having flaine his mother, was the farſt that was 
euer condemned for that fact amongſt the Romans ; his Sentence was to 
be fowed inaSack, together with a Cock, an Ape, and a Viper, and fo caſt 
inoithe River Tiber : a juſt inflition for ſuch immanitic. The Macedo- 
mans puniſhed Patricides: and Traitors alike, and-nor onely ſuch as perſo- 
hatly committed the fact, bur all that were any way of the confederacie. 
Alex. ab Alex. Lib.3. cap.5. and all ſuch were ſtoned ro death. The Agyp- 
tlans ſtabbed them wich Needles and Bodkins, wounding them. inall the 
$ of their bodice, but nor mortally {when bleeding all ouer from a thou- 
ſand (mall orifices, they burnt them in a pyle of Thornes: D:odoy. Sical. 
Lib.2, cap.2. de rebus antiq. The Lufitanians firſt exiled them from their 
owne confines; and when they were inthe next forraine ayre, ſtoned them 
todcath. Nero hauing ſlaine his mother Agr:ppine by the hand of Anzceres, 
had ſuch terror of mind and vnquietnefle of conſcience, that in the dead 
of the night he would leape out of his bed horribly affrighted, and fay, 
(when they that attended him,demanded the caulc of his diſturbance) Thar 
he heard the noyle of Trumpets,and charging of Battailes, with the groanes 
of ſlaughtered and dying men, fromthe place where his mother was inter- 
red.- Therefore he often ſhifted his houſes, bur all in vaine, for this horror 
ſill purſued himgcuen to his miſerable anddefpairingend; for ſo Xiphilinus 
teſtates, the Abbreuiator of/ Dzon. rm Netone. | | 

- The perfidiouſneſſe of Husbands to their Wives hath been thuspuniſhed, 
By the Law 144. all ſuch were condemned as rioted and waſted the Dow- 
ries'of their wives. The Romans did not onely hold fuch, impions and fſa- 
crilegious, that. prophaned their Temples, and deſpiſed the Altars of the 
gods, but thoſe alſo that were rudely robuſtious, and layd violent hands 
vpon their wiues and children , in ſuch a reuerent eſtimarion they held fa- 
ly love and coniugall pietic. Alex. Lib.4.cap.8. Albnaricus hauing mar- 
ried the ſiſter of the French king, and vfing her moſt contumelioully and 
baſely (for no other reaſon, but that ſhe was a faithfull follower of the true 
Religion, and quite renounced Arrianiſme) was by her brother Chilbertus 
vexed and tormented with a bloudie and inteſtme warre. cHichael Ritins, 
Lib. 1. de Regib. Francorum. M. V aler. Maximus and Cas. [anius Brutas being 
Cenſors, remoued L. Antoxizs from the Senate for no otherreaſon, but that 
without the aduice and counſaile of his friends he had tepudiated a Virgin, 
to whom hee had beene before contracted. Yal. Maxim. Lib. 2. cap. 4. So 
Tiberius Ceſar diſcharged an eminent Roman from his Quzſtorſhip, for di- 
uorcing his wife the tenth day after he had beene married; accounting him 
meerely void of faith,or conſtancic,that in a buſinefle ſo weightic,and of ſo 
great moment, in ſo ſmall a time expreſt himſelfe variable and inconſtant. 
Alex. Lib. 4. cap. 8. Rhodulphus Veromandorum Comes forſooke his wite, to 
marrie the ſiſter of the Queene Petronilla, for which he was excommunica- 
ted by the Church of Rome ; and the Biſhop Laudunenſis , Bartholomeus 
Noniocomenſis, and Simon Peter Sylnanettenſis, that were afliſtants to the Earle 
Rhodlulphns in that vauuſt Divorce, were allfuſpended by the Pope, Robertss 
Abbas im Chronicis, The reuenge of theſe libidinous inſolencies was molt 
apparant in the Emperour Andronicus,whoafterthedeath of Emanuel (who 
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preceded him) cauſed his ſonne (the immediate heire tothe Einpire) to be 


ſowed ina Sacke and caſt into the Sea. And being now ſecurely inſtalled 
inthe Conſtantinopolitane Principalitie , be{tdes a thouſand: Butcheries, 


Slaughrers,and other infufferable Cruelties,he addicted himſclte toalllux- 


urious intemperancc, as vitiating Virgins, corrupting Matrons, conramina- 
ting himſelfe with ſhamefull Whoredomes and Adulreries, not ſparing the 
religious Nunneries, but forcing the Cloylters; rauiſhing thence whom hee 


| pleaſed to glut his greedic and infatiate luſt , and when his owne defarcs 


were qualified, would deliuer chem vp to be ſtuperared by his groomes and 
vaſlales. With whoſe vnbridled appetites, and inſutfferable: madneſle, the 
people being vexed and tyred, they inuired 1/acias. ro the Empire, and be- 
fieging the Tyrant, tooke him and-preſented him before the Emperour cle+ 
&ed ; who, becauſe he had ſo maliciouſly treſpafled againſt cueric man, de- 
uiſed for him a puniſhment that might giue ſatisfationto all : hee there- 
fore firſt cauſed him to put off his Imperiall Robes, and toappeare no other 
than a priuate man, ſuch as he had maliciouſly offended ; next, cauſed one 
of his eyes to be pluckt our (che puniſhment deviſed by Lycurgss tor Adul- 
terers;) hee mounted him vponan Aſſe,with his face towards the tayle, 
which being forced to hold in his hand, and putting a Garland of Deriſfion 
abour his temples, commanded him to be ledet throughall the ſtreetes of the 
citie, allowing all men and women to ſpeake againſt him what opprobry 
they pleaſed, without limitation, and doe him all outrages that ſtretched 
nor rodeſtroy his life. Thus was the Tyrant conducted along through an 
implacable multitude, entertained by the way with Clamors,Shouts, Ray- 
lings, Curſes, and all manner of Contempts and Derifions , ſome ſpitting, 
others caſting ſoyle and durr, the women emptying vncleanely Veſſels vp- 
on his head, in{omuch, that no diſgrace orabic vſage could be deuiſed, 
of which he was nor then in ſome kind ſenfible. This done, he was carried 
to the common place of execution, and there like a Felon hanged vpon the 
lowes. Guido Bitwricenſis, And this which was done to him,vadoubtedl! 

belongs to all ſuch ſhameleſle, barbarous, and brutiſh women, who wi 
braſen impudence hauing abandoned all grace and goodneſſe, expolc 
themſclues to the profeſſion of all impuritic and abhominable diſhoneſtie, 
making their corrupt bodies no better than Sinkes of Sinnes, and Spittles 
of Diſeaſes ; not onely pleaſed in their owne ruines, without the deſtructi- 
on of others, till their Soules be cueric way as leprous as their infeted Bo- 


| dies : nay more, fince the Maladies and Aches of the one is but momen- 


tarie, and forthem the Graue is a Bed of Reſt, and Death the Surgeon 
but the other arc permanent and endleſſe, namely, thoſe of the Soule, of 
which, Hell is the Priſon, and the Deuill the Tormentor. From theſe 
oreater, I now proceed to leſle ; and though nor in that meaſure, yet in 


ſome kind puniſhable. 


Of Loquacitie and Exceſſe, and how they haue 
beene puniſhed. 
| 


Ecauſe I deſire Women to entertaine nothing , cither to the preiudice 
of themſclaes, or others, I could ingeniouſly wiſh, by taking away the 
cauſe ro remooue the effe@ , and by ſuppreſſing the remprartion, to 


cut off all occaſion that might allure meti to offend. Two things there | 
are, | 
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are, that' be great corruprers of Modeſtie , and prouokers to Sinne ; 
namely, Wanton ang vnbridled Difcourſe, and vaine and fantaſticke prod> 
galitic in Attyre : I will -ſpeake a little of the due reprehenſion belonging 
vnto theſe, ere I begin with others. IF then the tongue be the Orator of 
the heart, and by our words our minds are ſpecially (igniffed , how much 
care ought women to haue what they ſpeake, and with what modeſtic ro 
gouerne the Organ of rhgr thoughts, ſince corrupt words ariſe from cor- 
rupt apprehenſions, and nothing but what is pure and irreprouable ſhould 
proceed from a heart that is without ſtaine and blemiſh , Beſides; roo 
much Loquacitie I could wiſh you to forbeare, with whichnany of your 
Sex hath beene vnſparingly branded. Many alſo haue accuſed you robe ſo 
open breaſted, that you cannot conceale any lecrer committed, vato your 
truſt. I aduiſce you to be counſfailed by Horace, L1b. 1. Epiſtol. ad Seuam. 


Sed tacitus poſe fs poſſet Corvus, haberet 


Plus dapis, rixe multo minus inuidieque. 


Would the Crow eat in ſilence, and not prate, 
Mach better ſhe might feed, with much leſſe hate. 

It is reported of Theocritus Chiss, being taken in battaile, that in the way 
as the ſouldiers conducted him, wify purpoſe ro preſent him before the 
king Aztigonus, they perſuaded him when hee appeared before the eyes of 
the Conqueror, to beare himſelfe with all ſubmiſſe humilitic, and no doubt 
but he ſhould find the Prince r6yall.” He rather willing to. haſard his life, 
than loſe his ieaſt (notwirhſtanding his bonds and caprivitie) thus anſwe- 
red: If I cannot be aſſured of ſafetie till T,be brought before the eyes of your king 
Antigonus, he hauing but one eye (for he had loft the other in barraule ) what 
then ſhall become of me ? At which words Antizonus being, enraged, cauſed 
him inſtantly ro be ſlaine ; who had he kept his rongue, might haue beene 
ſent home ſafe and ranfomeleſle. Fnlgof. L1b.8. cap.1. Plautus in Aſinaria 
thus reprooues your verboſitie : 


Nam multum loquaces merito habemuy onnes 
Nec utam profecto repertam wvllam eſſe 
Hoaie dicunt mulierem, illo in ſeculo. 


Great praters all we women are, they ſay, 

And full of words : there's not amwne#t vs found 

Any that can keepe ſilence, but betray 

Our ſelues we muſt (and ſeeke the whole world round.y) 


If then Loquacitie be ſo reproueable in your Sex, how ill then would 
Lyes (which women tearme Excuſes) appeare in your mouthes £ For who 
will belecue the chaſtitic of your Liues,that finds no truth in your Lippes ? 
It is reported of two Beggars, who watching Epiphanius (a zealous and 
charirable man) as he came forth of his gates, ro gaine of him the greater 
almes, the one of rhem fell proſtrate ypon the earth, and counterfeited 
himlelfe dead, whileſt the orher ſeemed pitriouily ro lament the death of 
his companion, defiring of <4 ry ſomething rowards his buriall : The 
good man wiſhed reſt to the bodie diſeaſed , and dtawing out his Purſe, 
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Of \ Women in penerall,  Libo. 


gave bountifully rowards his Funerall,with theſe words Take charge of his 

Corſe, and ceaſe mourning my ſonne, for this bodie ſhall nas preſently riſe againe ; 
and ſo departed : who was no ſooner gone, but the: Beggar commending 
his fellow for ſocunningly diſſembling, iogges him on the elbow,and bids 
him riſe, that they might be gone, but he'was juſtly puniſhe for his difſh- 


mulation, for he was ſtrucke dead by the hand of Heauen : which his fel- | 


low ſecing, ran after Epiphariue with all the ſpeed he could make, _— 
him humbly to rayſe his companion againeto life 5 to whom he anſwered, 
The Indgements of God wg , are onchangeable , therefbre what hath happened 
beare with what patience thou canſt. Zoz.omenus, Lib. 7. cap.26. Therefore 
Plantus in Mercatore thus fayth: ALT 


Mihi ſcelus videtuy me parenti proloqui mendacium. 


4. It appearesa heynous thing ro me,to lye to my father. If Lying be ſode- 
teſtable, what may we thinke of Periurie £ The Indians vſed ro ſweare by 
the water Sandaracines (a floud fo called,) and whoviolated that Oath,was 
puniſhed with death, orelſe they.were curtailed of their Toes and Fingers. - 
In Sardinia was a Water, itrwhich if the Periurer waht his eyes, hee was 
inſtantly ſtrucke blind, but the innocent departed thence purer in his fame, 
and more perfe& in his fight, Alex. £;b,5- cap. 1 0. : Miraculous are thoſe 
Ponds in Sicilia, called Palici, neere tqthe riner Simethus, where Truths 
and Falſchoods were ſtrangely diſtinguiſhed : The Oathes of men and wo. 
menbeing written in Tables,and caſt in them, the Truths ſwum aboue wa- 
ter, and the Lyes ſunke downe tothe botrome. AN ſuch as forſwore rhem- 
ſelues, waſhing in theſe waters, dycd not long after, but others returned 
thence with more validitie and ſtrepgth. The ſinne of Periurie was hate- 
full amongſt the Agyptians, and the puniſhment fearcfull. All Periurers 
had their heads cur off,as thoſe that had two wayes offended,in their pictie | 
towards the gods, and in their faith to men. Diodor. Sicwl. Lib.2, cap.2. de | 
rebus antiquis. 

From inftructing your Tongues, I come next to your Attyres : but ha- 
ving touched it elſewhere, I will onely ſpeake of the iuſt Taxation, luxuri- 
ous Habitc, or prodigalitic in Apparrell hath been branded with in all ages, 
and reprooued in all perſons, eſpecially in ſuch whoſe garments exceed 
their eſtates, which argues apparant pride ; or ſuch as pretend to be meere 
Faſhion-mongers, purſuing euery fantaſticke and outlandiſh garbe, and ſuch 
may iuſtly be reprooued of folly : but fince they are both ſo common in 
our Nation, to diſcouer both too plainely, I ſhould bur contend againſt cy- 
ſtome, and ſeeking to pleaſe few,offend many. There was a Law amongſt 
the Grecians, That all ſuch as vainely ſpent their patrimonie, either in r10- | 
tous exceſſe,or prodigalitie inatryre,as well women as men were not ſuffe- 
red tobe buried inthe ſepulchres of their fathers. Alex-Lib.6. cap.14. So 
hatefull was ſpruceneſſe in habite,and effeminacie amongſt the Macedoni- 
ans, that Philip (the father of Alexander) deprived a Nobleman of Taren- 
tum of all his Honours and Offices, beim has bur delighred in warme 
Bathes, thus reproouing him : It ſtemes thou art neither acquainted with the 
cuſtomes nor manners of the Macedonians , amone# whom thou haſt not once 
heard of a woman (though great with child) yhut ever waſht but in cold water. 
I fee not how that which 1s ſo in men, can be any way com- 
mendable in women. What ſhall we thinke then of thoſe affected pleaſures 


now | 
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now adayes ſo much in vic, as Riots, Revels, Banquets, Pride, Surfets, 
Vinocitie, Voracitie : whichas in men (I meane being vſed inexcefle ) 
they appeare odious , ſo in young Virgins, in whom ſhould be nothing but 
aftected Modeſtie; in married Wiues, that ought be preſidents of Cha- 
ſtitie z and remperate and graue Matrons, that ſhould be the patternes and 
imitable obiedts of ſincere Vertue, they cannot but ſhew abhominable. 


de Bello Punici, when he thus ſaid : 


Inde aſpice late 
Florantes quondam luxus quas vertnit vrbes 
Luppe nec Ira Newn tantum, nec tela, Cc. 


Thence looke abroad and ſee 
How many flouriſhing Cities ruin'd bee, 
Famors of old, ſince neither the Gods Raze, 
The hoſtile Weapon,nor the Enemies ſtrage, 
Hath ruin'd Man in that abundant meaſure, 
As Riot hath, mixt with vnlawfull pleaſure. 


Theſe are the finnes that puniſh themſclues, who as it is ſaid of Lyſt, 
carrie their owne whips at their girdles. I was bold in ſome part of this 
Worke (preſuming on the goodnefle of yue Sex) as toſay,There was no 
excellent gift in man, which was not in ſome ſort paralleld by one woman 
or other. Therefore if any of you haue beene or are ſtill addicted to theſe 
enormities , I entreat them bur to remember whar is writ of Themiſtocler, 
who in his youth was ſo wholly giuen ouer to all difſoluteneſſe, namely 
theſe rwo exceſſes, Wine and Women , that his father baniſhed him his 

houſe, and his owne mather through griefe ſtrangled her ſelfe . 7aler. 
Max. Lib. 6. cap.11 : But after HMiltiades was made Generall, and fought 
that memorable battaile at Marathan, in which (againſt infinite oddes) hee 
defeated the Barbarians, there was neuer any thing ſcene or knowne in 

him,which was not modeſt and comely. And being demanded, how hee 
came ſo ſuddainely changed, cAilztia inquit, cc, The thought of Warre 
(faith hee) will admit neither flouth in me, nor wantonneſſe : Plagarch. in 
Grecor. Apotheg. Would you but entertaine into your thoughts as ſettled | 
an enmitte againſt all Vices (your publike enemies) as hee did againſt the 
Perſians (the forraine inuaders) you ſhall yndoubtedly (after the Batraile 
of the Mind, conſtantly fought againſt all barbarous temptations) be ran- 

ked equall with him in all his triumphs. Ir is likewiſe recorded of _ 
an Affyrian Sophiſt, who in his youth being giuen to all voluptuouſneſle 
and effeminate delicacies, but comming to riper vnderſtanding,aſſumed ro 
himſclfe a wonderous continencie of lite, and auſteritic inall his ations : 
inſomuch, thar a familiar friend of his ſeeing a beautifull young woman 
paſſe by, and asking him; If ſhee were not a faire one © To him hee an- 
| ſwered, nimwwn 59Sw1d, 5, Deſy laborare de oculis, 5. 1 am no more ficke of

pleaſant to the taſte * hee replyed , nm mim anoifen, 5, I haue forgot 
to looke after them ; and proceeded, I perceiue that I then gathered 
| all my Fruits out of the Garden of Tazte/xs : infinuating vnto vs , that

Accademies will they permit any ſuch to take degree in ſchooles ; though

the ſayings and deeds of king Alphonſe, tells ys of one Manes Florentinus,who 
being taken in forbidden congreſhon witha ſtrumpet, was adiudged to pen- 
nance, which was not altogether as our cuſtome in England is,to ſtandin a 
white ſheete;bur naked all ſaue a linnen garment from his waſt to his knees, 


/ afterthe faſhion of Baſes; the Prieſts comming toſtrip him inthe Veſtrie, 


 *would have put ypon himthat roabe to couer his ſhame , which heeno way 
| would admit, but was conſtantly reſolued roſtand (as ourphraſ&is) ſtarke 
| naked': but when the church officers demanded of him,If he were not aſha- 
med to ſhew his virile parts in ſuch a publike aſſemblic (eſpecially where 
| there wereſomany Virgins, married Wiues, and widow Women?) he an- 
| ſwered, Minimie gentium nam pudenda hec que peccauerunt, ea port [gmmum dare 
Peas decet;s.By no meanes,quoth he,moſt fitir is that thoſe ſhamefull things 
that haue offended and brought me tothis ſhame, ſhould likewiſe doe open 
ance. Pontius Offidianus, a knight of Rome, after he had foundby infal- 
{able fignes his daughters virginitie to be diſpoyled and vitiated by Famnins 
. Saturnizs her {choole-maiſter , was not content to extend his iuſt rage ypon 
his ſeruant, and puniſh him with death, but hee alſo flew hisdaughter, who 
rather deſired to celebrat her vntimely excquies,than follow herto her con- 
| taminated Nuptialls.'7al. 7b. 6. cap. 1. Pub. Attilius Philiſcus, notwithſtan- 
ding in his youth hee was compelled by his maſter to proſtſrute his owne 
pas to vinaturall luſts, for bruitiſh and vnthriuing gaine, yer after proo-

Antropol. Qnintus Fabius Seruilianus having his daughters chaſticie in ſuſpi- 
tion,firſt deltuered her to death, and after puniſhed liimſelic with voluntaric 
baniſhment , The puniſhment of theſe inchaſticies is by the Pocts rothe 
lite illuſtrated in the table of Titius the ſonne of Terra, who intending to 
ſtuperate Latona,vwas by Apollo flaine with an arrow,and being chruſt down 
into Hell and chained to a rocke, his Liuer and Hearr 1s perpetually ryred 
on by a rauenous Vulture,who ſtill renewes his inceaftble rorments. Yereu!! 
lib.Aneid.s.vnder theperſon of Titizs, would pourtray vnto vs the vnquiet 
conſcience, which though ſometimes it may be ar aſceming peace, yet the 
rorment by beeing ſtill renewed, dayly increaleth andgnawes the heart- 
ſtrings of all ſuch perſonsas tothemſelues are guiltic, 


Of Witches and the Puniſhment due to them. 


Incentizs cites this following Hiſtorie from Guillerimus in Specul. Hiſtor , 

lib. 26. Cap. 26. which alſo Iohannes Wyerins , Ranulphns, and others. 

commemorats ; an Engliſh woman that dwelt ar a rowne called Bark- 
ley .in England, being a Witch, yet not being much ſuſpected, lined in indif- 
ferent good opinion amongſt her neighbours, and becing feaſting vpon 
a time abroad and wonderous pleaſant in companie, ſhee had a tame'crow 
which ſhe had brought vp, that would be familiar with herand fit vpon her 
ſhoulder and prate to her inthe beſt language it could : ſhear this feaſt {the 
Table being readie to be drawne)ſported with her,which ſpake ro her morc 
plaincly than it viſed ſome wordes which ſhee berrer than thereſt of the 


| companie ynderſtood.at which ſuddenly her knife dropped our of her hand, 


her colour changed, the blood forſooke her checkes; and ſhee looked pale, 
readie to finke downe , and fetching ſome inward ſuſpires and grones, thee 
at length broke forth into this language , Woe is mee, my plow is now en- 
rred into the laſt furrow, for this day I ſhall heare of fome grearlofle which 
I muſt forciblly ſuffer. The reſt wondring at her ſudden change from myrth 
to paſſion, next at her alteration of looke, and laſtly at her myſticall lan- 
guage, when her words were ſcarce ended, but a meſſenger ruſhed haſtily 
into the roome, and told her that her eldeſt ſonne withall the whole fami- 
lieat home were found ſuddenly dead:which ſheno ſooner heard bur ouer- 
come with ſorrow ſhe fainred, and becing recouered and conducted to her 
owne houſe ſherooke her bed, and preſently cauſed rhe onely two children 
ſhe had living to be ſent for, the one a Monke the other a Nunne, who pre- 
ſently came ro viſit her and know her pleaſure, to whom with a/penſiue-and 


deſtracted heart,the tcares running from her eyes;,ſhe thus ſpeake + Alas my 
children behold me your mother , and commiſerat my wretched and*di- 
ſtreſſed eſtare, whoſe fate hath beene fo malcuolent and diſaſtrous, thar I 
haue hetherrobeenea wicked profefſor of diabolicall Witchcratr , hauing 
beenea miſtrefſe of that Art,and a great perſuader rorhoſe abhominarions; 
now, all the refuge I hauc to flie to is yourreligious-zeale, and pierie, in 


this 
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that perſuaded me to this miſchiete, are readie ro demand their Couenant. 
Therefore by a mothers loue I charge you, and by your filiall dutie I con- 


you will vſe your beſt endeuour and induſtrie forthe preſeruation of my 
Bodie. This therefore I cnioyne you, in ſtead of a Winding-ſheet, ſowe 
my Bodie in the skinne of a Hart, or Bucks Leather, then pur me ina Coffin 
of Stone, which couer with Lead, and after bind it with Hoopes or Barres

confeſſed himſelfe tobe a Witch, and profeſſor of Magicke ; and withall, 


| infants, and falting their fleſh and putting them into Pyes, and baking them 


lye three dayes quier, burie me the fourth day , though I feare the Earth 
for my manifold Blaſphemies will ſcarce giue entertainment to my Bodie. 


For the firſt two nights together, let there be fiftie Pſalmes ſung for me, |. 


and as rhany Maſles for ſomany dayes ; which ſaid, ſhee gaue vp her laſt 
breath. Shee dead, the brother and fiſter were carctull ro tat Pri the 
morhers laſt Will, and did all things accordingly. The friſt rwo nights, 
when the Quires of Church-men ſung Plalmes about the Bodic, the De- 
uils with much eaſe broke open the Church doores , which were bolted, 
barr'd, lockt, and propt., and broke two of the Chaynes by which the 
Coftn was faſtened, but the third remained ſtedtaſt. The third night, 
about the time when the Cocke begins to crow , the foundation of the 
Temple ſeemed to ſhake. with the noyſe of the Deuils who clamoured ar 
the doore : one of the reſt, taller in ſtature and more terrible in counte- 
[nance than his fellowes, knocked with more violence than thoſe which at- 
tended him, till hee had broken the doore to ſhivers ; when ſtalking to the 
Coffin, he called the woman by her name aloud, and bad her ariſe and fol- 
low him : to whom the dead bodice anſwered, I cannot for theſe Chaynes. 
To whom he anſwered, Thoſe ſhall be looſed to thy miſchiefe ; when tea- 
ring them aſunder as they had beene Linkes made of Ruſhes,hee ſnatched 
vp the Coffin, and carried it to the Church doore, where ſtood readie a 
blacke Sumprer-horſe, loudly neighing, whoſe hoofes were diuided like 
les tallons , vpon which he layde the bodie, hurried it away with ſce- 
ming ioy,whileſt all the Quirriſters looked on, and ſo vanithed : Her ſhrikes 
and ciulations were heard foure miles off. Let this one ſuffice for many : 
I come now to Temporall Puniſhments. 

The Iudges called Areopagite, when they deprchended a Witch,and were 
todcliuer herto death, it thee were with cluld, ſtayed the execution till 
ſhee were deliuered of her Infant, becauſe they would not puniſh the in- 
nocent with the delinquent : «&/iar. de var. Hiftor. Lib. 5. The Law to 
puniſh Witches amongſt the Perſians, was tobring them to a place where 
their heads were beaten to pieces betwixt two Rockes : So ſuffered Gyge, 
the handmaid to Pariſatides, the mother of Cyrus : Plutarch. in Artaxer ces. 
Charles the ſeuenth, king of France (or the Frenchmen) cauſed Prince Ze- 
divs de Raxa, Marſhall of France, to be firſt hanged, then burnt, becauſe hee 


ro:have beene the death of an hundred and twentie, children, and women 
great with child. A Witch of Auerne was burnt aliue, for killing young 


for publike ſale : Fulgoſ.

manie 4.cap.5. tells vs, That there is a Law ſacred in France, That if any 


Magician, or Witch, or Soothſayer, or Mathematician, (that ſhall goe by. | 
| yon 
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the Court, be heneuer ſo great in fauour, or potent in office, he thall be im- 
mediately degraded from all his honours, and pur to the racke and torture, 
And this Law is fitting (ſaith he)to be writ in golden characters vpon cucry 
Court gate, becauſe there is no greater Peſt extant either ro Prince or pco- 
ple,than this viperous brood : therefore (aboue our Chriſtian Princes) hee 
commends the Erhnick kings. In the time of Marizs,an Inchantrefle (whoſe 
name was Martha) who pretended ro fore-tell rorthe Roman Senart the ſuc- 
ceſle of the Cimbrian warre,was baniſhed: Plutarch. in Marto. Claudius Ceſar 
condemned a knight of Rome to death, and forteited allthis goods to the 
people, becauſe ke wore abour him a Cocks egge,as a Charme to diſpence 
with Religion, and that all the cauſes which hee had in controuerſie, ſhould 
(in deſpight of the Iudges) paſſe of his ſide. Euen fellowes that were ſcarce 
of any name or opinion in the world,thar were bur ſuſpefed of Negroman- 
cie,were condemned to death vnder Tiberi# Ceſar. The Emperor Caracalla 
adiudged all ſuch as but vſed inchanted hearbes to the curing of Agues and 
Feauers : Spartian. in Caracalla. The Scripture faith, Thou ſhalt nor ſuffer a 
Witch to hue. Bodrnrs (contrarie to Wyerins, who will ſcarce belecue there 
be any ſuch, accounting all thoſe Indges as condemne them to the Stake,or 
Gallowes, no better than Executioners and Hangmen) hee ſhewes diuerſe 
probable Reaſons why they ought nor to ltue. The firſt is, Becauſe all Wit- 
ches renounce God and their Religion; now the Law of God ſaith, Who- 
ſocuer ſhall forſake the God of Heauen,and adhere ro any other,ſhall be ſto- 
ned to death; which puniſhment the Hcebrewes held to be the greateſt could 
be inflited : R. Maymon,Lib.z. The ſecond thing is, That hauing renounced 
God and their Religion, they curſe,blaſpheme, and prouoke the Almightic 
toanger. The Law ſaith, Whoſoeuer ſhall blaſpheme, their linne ſhall re- 
maine with them;and whoſocuer ſhall rake his name invaine or in contempr;, 
ſhall be puniſhed with death. The third thing is, That they plight faith,and 
make couenant with the Deuil,adore him,and ſacrifice vnto himzas Ap#leirs 
teſtifies of Pamphila Lariſſans, a Witch of Theflalic , as likewiſe a Witch in 
the Laodunenſan ſuburbcs,in the month of May, 1 5 78. who bluſhed not to 
doe the like beforc many witneſſes : now the Law ſaith, Who that ſhall but 
incline or bow downe to Images (which the Greekes call +4) ſhall be pu- 
niſhed with death. The Hebrew word Tiſtazeb, and the Chaldzan F:ſeud, 
(which all our Latine Interpreters tranſlate Agorare) imports as much as to 
incline,or worſhip : now theſe Wirches doe not onely incline vnto him,bur 
inuoke and call vpon him. A fourrh thing is (which many haue confeſſed) 
Thar they haue vowed their children rothe Denill;now rhe Law ſairh,God 
is inflamed with reuenge againſt all ſuch as ſhall offer their children vnto 
Molech, which 1oſephus interpretes Priapus, and Philo,Satanus - but all agree, 
that by Moloch is ſignified the Deuill and malignant ſpirits. A fifth rhing 1s 
(gathered our of their owne confeſſions) Thar they haue ſacrificed Infants 
not yet baptized,torhe Deuill,and haue kild them by thruſting great pinnes 
into their heads. Sprangerws teftifies,that he condemned oneto the fire, who 


 confeſſed,thatſhe by ſuch meanes had been the dearh of one and forriechil- 


dren. A txt thing is, That they doe nor only offer children in the manner of 
ſacrifice (againſt which the Holy Ghoſt ſpeakes, That for that fiane alone 
God wilt extirpe and root out the people)but they vow them in the wombe. 
A ſeuenth is, That they are not themſclues blaſphemers and Idolaters only, 
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Of Women in generall, Lib.g. 


| butthey are tied by couenant with the Deuill, to allure and perſuade others 
| tothe like abhominations; when the Law teacheth, That whoſoeuer ſhall 
| perſuade another to renounce his Creator, ſhall be ſtoned to death. An 
cight is, That they not onely call ypon the Deuill, but ſweare by his name, 
which is direRtly againſt the-Law of God, which forbids vs to ſweare by any 
| thing ſaue his owne Name. A ninth is, That adulterous Inceſts are frequent 
amongſt them,for which in all ages they haue been infamous,and of ſuch de- 
teſtable crimes conuicted ; ſo that it hath almoſt growne toa Prouerbe, No 
Magician or Witch,but was cither begot and borne of the father and daugh- 
ter,or the mother and ſonne : which Cat» in this Diſtick expreſleth , 


Nam Mazus ex Matre, Of gnato gignatur oportet 
St vera eſt Perſarum impia Relligio. 


Intimating,that if the impious Religion of the Perſians were true, Witches 
of neceſlitic ſhould be the inceſtuous iſſue of the mother and ſonne, or elſe 
2 contra. A tenth, That they are Homicides, and the murtherers of Infants ; 
which Sprangers obſerues from their owne confeſſions, and Baprifta Porte 
the Neapolitan,in his booke de Magia : Next, That they kill children before 
their Baptiſme, by which circumſtances their offence is made more capitall 
and heinous. The eleuenth, That Witches cat the fleſh of Infants,and com- 
monly drinke their blouds,in which they take much delight. To which Ho. 
| raceſeemes toallude, when he ſaith : 


Neu pranſe Lamie vinum puerun extrahat Aluo. 


Nor from the ſtomacke of a Witch new din'd, 
Plucks he a yet 'liue Infant | 


If children be wanting, they digge humane bodies from their ſepulchres,or 
teed ypon men that haue been executed, To which purpoſe Lacan writes : 


Laqueum nodoſque nocentes 
ore ſuo rupit, pendentia corpora carpſit, 
Abraſit cruces, &c. 


* The Felons ſtrangling Cord ſhe nothing feares, 
But with her teeth the fatall Knot ſhe teares :

Apuleius reports, That comming to Lariſſa in Theſlaly, he was hyred for 
eight pieces of Gold to watch a dead body but one night, for feare the Wit- 
ches (of which in that place there is abundance ) ſhould gnaw and deuoure 
the fleſh of the partie deceaſed,cuen to the very bones, which is often found 
' amongſt them. Alſo, Murther by the Lawes of God and man is puniſhable 
with death : beſides,theythat cat mans fleſh,or deliuer it to be caten,are not 
worthie to liue : Cornel, Lib.de Sicarys, A twelfth is, That they kill as oft b 
Poyſons,as by Powders and Magick Spells : now the Law faith, It is worſe 
to kill by Witchcraft than with the Sword : Lib. 1. de Malific. A thirteenth 
1s, That they are the death of Catrell , for which, Auguſtanws the Magician | 
{uffreddeath,1569. A fourteenth, That they blaſt the Corne and Graine,and 
bring barrenneſſe and ſcarcitie,when there is a hoped plentic and abundance. 


A fifteenth, That they haue carnall conſocietie with the Deuill, as it hath | 
beene |

malefacors : I come now tothe Rewards due to the Vertuous, and frit of 
ſomenoblec Ladies, for diuerle excellencies worthicto be remembred. 


Of Tirgatao Mceotis, Comiola Turinga, and others. 


Irgatao,a beautifull and vertuous Ladie, was ioyned in marriage to He- 
caters, king of thoſe Indians that inhabite necre vnto the Boſphor, 
which is anarme of the Sea, that runneth berwixt two coaſts. This 
Hecateus being caſt out of his kingdome, Satyrus the moſt potent of theſe 
kings, reinſtated him in his Principalitie; bur conditionally, That he would 
marrie his onely daughter, and make her Queene, by putting Tirgatao to 
death. But he (though forced by the neceſflitie of the time, and prelent oc- 
cation) yet louing his firſt wife ſtil], would not put her to death, according 
to the couenant, but cauſed her to be ſhut in his moſt detenced Calſtle,there 
ro conſume the remainder of her life in perpetuall widowhood. The Ladie 
comforted wirh better hopes,& borne to fairer fortunes, deceiued the eyes 
of her {tri keepers, and by night eſcaped our of priſon. This being made 
knowne to the two kings, the ſonne in law and the father , they were won- 
derfully perplexed with the newes of her flight, as fearing if ſhee arrived in 
her owne countrey,ſhe might accite the people to her revenge. They there- 
fore purſued her with all diligence and ſpeed, but in vaine : for hiding her 
ſelfe all the day time, and trauelling by night through pathleſſe and vnfre- 
quented places, at length ſhe arriued amongſt the Ixomatz, which was the 
countrey of her owne friends and kindred, Bur finding her father dead,ſhe 
married-with him that ſucceeded in the kingdome : by which meanes now 
commanding the Ixomatzx, ſhe infinuated intothe breaſts of the moſt war- 
like people inhabiting about Mceotis, and fo levied a braue Armie, which 
ſhe her ſelfe conducted. She firſt inuaded the kingdome of Hecatexs, and in- 
feſted his countrey with many bloudie incurſions, the next waſted and made 
ſpoyle of the kingdome of Satyrus , inſomuch thar they both were forced 
with all ſubmiſſe entreaties,by embaſſadoursto ſue vnto her for peace ; to 
which ſhe aſſented, hauing before as hoſtage of rheir truce, receined Metro- 
derus, the ſonne of Satyrus. But the two kings fallified ro her their faith and 
honor : for Satyrus dealt with two of his ſubiets (whom hee beſt truſted) 
with whom he pretended hainous diſpleaſure, for which,flying and retiring 
chemſelues to her for refuge, they there attend a conuenient opportunitie, 
ro inſiderate her life. They ſubmitting-ro her, her Court becomes their 
ſanQuarie. Satyrus ſends to demand the offendors: ſhee by her Letters en- 
treats and mediates their peace and pardon. Theſe attend their next occa- 
fion : the one pretends priuate conference with her, and bowing fubmiſſcly 
to her, as ſhe enclines her bodie to attend. him, the other invades her with 
his Sword ; her fortunate Belt kept the Stecle from entring : Clamor is 
made, her {cruants enter, the traytors are apprehended,and confeſle all that 
before had paſſed betwixt Satyrs and them : Therefore ſhee commands 
his ſonne Herrodorus (the Hoſtage) to be ſlaine, and the two conſpirators 
with him , gathers another Armie, and inuades the Boſphorean Tyrant : | 
Shee puniſheth his petfidiouſneſſe with Rapes, Murthers, Cotnbuſtions, 
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| are aſſembled, where when the baſtard expected to heare her and her friends 


| themznexrihe laid open 
and laſtly, his corrupt anddiſhoneſt-heart,in lying to God and her, by deny- | 
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Of Women in generall, we 
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and all the calamities of warre,till S4ty7z himfelte (oppreſſed with miſcries | 
and ſurcharged with gricfe) expired, whom Gorgipp his ſonne ſucceeded | 
in the Principalitic, but not with any ſecuritic,till he had acknowledged his | 
Crowne as giuen to him by her, and with many coſtly and rich gifts com- | 
pounded for his peace :' Polyb. Lib. 8. This Ladic hatha merited name for : 
an inuincible courage and a maſculine ſpirit. | 
No leſſe worthic to be remembred, is Comiola Turinea; her hiſtorie is | 
thus reported : In that great Nauic which Peter king of Sicilie ſent againſt 
Robert king of Naples, in the aid of the Lyparitanes,with other Princesand | 
Noblemen, there was in that flect one Roland, baſtard brother to king Petey. 
The Sictlians being defeated by the Neapolitans , Ro{and ( among(t many 
other gentlemen) was ſurpriſed and caſt into priſon, Now when the friends 
and kin{men of all ſuch captiues had beene carefull of their releaſe, and al- 
moſt all of them were ranſ{omed thence, king Peter blaming the flouth and 
cowardiſe of his ſubie&s the Sicilians , negleted his brother, and would | 
entertaine no diſcourſe that tended to his redemption. Whereupon he was | 
t intoa more cloſe priſon, no betrer than a Dungeon, where he was de- | 
barrcd the benefit of light,and ſhortened of his dier, where he ſpent histime | 
in diſcontent and miſerie. This extremitie of his ( with the Dukes flack- | 
neſſe in his releaſe ) comming tothe eare of a beautifull young widow of | 
Meſſana, who had a large Dower from her parents, and was left infinitely 
rich by her husband : ſhee pittying his diſtreſſed eſtate, and withall being | 
ſomewhat cnamored of his perſon, ſent to him priuately by.ſuch as ſhe beſt | 
truſted, to know of him , If he would accept her as his wife, if ſhe did in- 
ſtantly pay downe his ranſome. The motion being made,he ſeemed oner- 
toyed, thanked the Heauens for their diuine aſſiſtance, and with great wil- 
lingnefſe accepted of the motion: They are contraRted by Proxie, and ſhee 
payes readie downe two thouſand ounces of Gold for his freedome. This 
done, and Re/and comming backe to Meſlana, he was ſo farre from acknow- 
ledging the Contract, that he would not ſo much as ſee her, or conteſle 
himſelfe obliged vnto her in the ſmalleſt courteſic, who (had it not, beene 
for her charitable loue and pictic) might haue languiſhed in an vncomfor- 
table durance all thedayes of his life. Comrola Twringa at this ingratitude 
much grieued; for ſhe had not onely payd downe ſo great a ſumme,but thar 
which moſt afflited her, was, that the fame of her marriage being all oger- 
ſpread, the Contra being denyed, and by Ro/andabiured, mult at leaſt re- 
dound to her | ſcorne, if not to the diſparagement of her fame and 
vertue. To falue both, with what conuenience ſhe could ſhe was aduiled to 
accite him into the Ecclefiaſticall Coutt by Proceſle,and to plead the fore- 
named Contract, and (which thee could eafily doe) prooue it by witneſle. 
Which the friends ani kindred of Roland hearing, perſuaded him(tothun the 
common fame which went of his-ingratitude) co reconcile the tongues of 
euill ſpeakers, and to preuent ail controuer{ies and troubles in Law, to,ac- 
cept of heras one that beſt deſerued him. With much adoe he accepts of the 
motion. A publike confluence of friends and kindred at anappointedday 


follicire him concerning the mariage,ſhe inthat publike conuearion firſt ripe 
vp her courtefies,and with whatacharicable and chaſt purpoſe ſhe had done 
his barbarqus-ingratitude,not to acknowledgethem 
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{Iihig, with their Puniſhments and Rewards.

It Leocritus 
the Athenian, and ſonne of Protarchas (being bur a priuate ſouldier vnder 
the Generall 0/impiodorus) at the aſſault of Pyrzum (then guarded and 
defenced by Demetrius, the ſonne of Antigonus) becauſe hee was the firſt 
that mounted and broke into the Rampier, then called Muſzum, in entrin 
which, hee was ſlaine ; yet for this'onely braue At of Reſolution had all 
Militarie Honours done to his Bodie,'his Shield: with his name engrauen 
thereon,with his valiant Enterpriſeinſcribed,as a thing ſacred to perpetuall 
memorie, and dedicated to Inpiter the Deliuerer : Pauſon. Lib. 1. What 
prayſe, what admiration, and condigne Honours may this magnanimous 
Sama Tyreatao Meotis clayme,who not in one, but many battailes, oppo- 
ſed two potent and puiſſant kings ; whoſe marriall valour righted her owne 
inturics in perſon, met them,braued rhem,and beat chem in field, and after 
many viorious defeats vaſſalled their inſolent pride, and ſubicted them

rothe price at which ſhee valued her paine: and $kill, ſhee thinking. ita 
gifr worthie an Empreſle , preſented it to Bertha, the wife.of Herry the 
fourth, Emperour, whoat that time: ſotourned in Patauia, Shee bothad- 
miring the excellencic of the Worke, and willing with her royall bountie 
tro-encourage the plaine Wench that: wrought it, commanded: herſteward 
to take the Yearne, and goe with the maid ro Montaguum, and out of 
the beſt ſoyle there, to meaſure ſo many acres of ground as that thread 
(ftretched'out in length ) would compaſle':: by which her royall boun- 
tie, poore Berta grew ſuddainely rich, and from a Dowerleſle Virgin be- 
came a Match enquired after by the beft men of the Counttey - inſo- 
much, that'from her flowed the illuſtrious Patritian Familie in Padua, 
which deriue themſelues from Montaguum «.. This the women of neigh. 
bour Villages ſeeing , they all began to ſtriue. to equall (if-not exceed ) 
Berta, at their Wheeles and Spindles, and hoping of the like reward; 
troubled and oppreſſed .the Empreſſe with multiplicitie of preſents ; 
who cauſing them all to appeare-before heratonce, ſhee: thus ſpake to 
them : If not in Art, yet Berta was before you in time , I thanke your lowe, 
and commend your kill , but ſhee hath prenented you of the bleſſmg.

their Offerings meerely for lucre and benefit, for ſuch come bur like faire 
weatherafter Harueft . And how could the Emprefles Vertue bee better 
rewarded, than tohaue' her Bountie outlaſt her Death; and her Wiſedome 
furuiue her Duſt e |” * | bfl 1271.6.

Touching Charitie, Bruſon. Lib.3.. cap.2 1.relates, That'a poore beg- 
ger defiring' an almes' of Zacon ; hee thus -anfwered him tf" I (giuerthee 
any thine ;'T make thee a ertater beeger , and thou mayeit curſe him that firſt 
gane thee , for it was het that made thee one . Armongit the I:acedemonians} 
= Rr no- 
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nothing was more ſhamefull than to begge , bcing an induſtrious Nation, 


haring flouth, and contenring themſelues with little. Notwithflanding, 
Charitic is commendable in all, and reckoned amongſt the beſt Theolo. 
gicall Vertues : neyther is it any fault ih ſuch, if their goodnefle and boun. 
tiebe nat a meanes to encqurage idleneſſe and fJouth in bad people , who 
make a pretence of want and penurie : therefore commendable ir is in 
any man that is apt to giue , to know ypon whom hee doth beſtow. 
King Archelans being at a banquet, where ſuch as hee vouchſafed ro ſet 
at his Table, were wonderous pleaſam about him , amongſt others, one 
thar had great familiaritie with him, demaunded as a gifr, a grear ſtan- 
_ bole which the king had then in his hand : which hee had no ſoo- 
nerſpoken, bur the king called to ane thatwaited at his elbow, ta whom 
hee ſayd , Hold, takethis bole and beare it to the Poet Euripraes , and tell 
him I beſtow it on him as my free gift.

Ir of Sinne and Diſcaſes. Or if hertxtraordinarie good fortune were ſuch, 
©, to eſcape the Spittle and the Surgeon, yet ſhee was a continuall vaſſall to 


| eucrie Conſtable and Beadle, neuer certaine of her Lodging, if not in the 
Stocks, in the Cage, but the chiefeſt.of her hopes in Bridewell, &c. To 
conclude, hee read ynto her fo ſtrict and auſtere a Lecture, concerning 
her baſe and deboſhr life, that from an impudent Strumper, hce wrought 
her to be a repentant Conuertite. Her Brafen fothead melted at his fie- 
rie zeale, and all thoſe skales of Immodeſtie (like-a Maske plucked off) 
| fell from her face, and ſhee appeared to him in her former ſimple and 
| janocentious life, When further queſtioning with her of her birth'and 
| countrey , ſhec freely confeſſed vnto him , That ſhee was borne in the 
North countrey, her father a gentleman, once of faire Reuenue ; but 
beipg. impoueriſhed by pecuith Suites in Law, her mother fitſt; and. hee 
(whether by age, orgriefe, ſhee knew not ) ſoone after died. Shee being

| that courſe gf life was-hatefull-vato her ; and had ſhee-any friend, or 
| kinſman, that could propoſe her any meanes to relinquifhthat Trade, 
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which in her ſoule ſhe deteſted, ſhe wonld become a new woman, deſiring 
that one moneth of her leaudneſſe might be forgot, for from that houre 
| ſhee proteſted Chaſtitic all her life timeafrer. Her apparant teares and ſee- 
ming penitence much perſwading with the gentleman, heproteſted , If it 
lay in him,he would otherwiſe diſpoſe of her according to her wiſhes , and 
withall charging her, That if hee ſent vnto her within two or three dayes 
with money, to acquit her of the houſe, that ſhee would attyre her ſelfe as 
modeſtly as ſhee could poſſibly, not bringing with her any one ragge thar 
belonged to that abhominable houſe, or any borrowed garment in which 
ſhe had offended, but inſtantly to repaire vnto him, ar his firſt ſending : and 
this being agreed berwixt them, for that time they parted. The gentle- 
man wonderous carefull of his vndertaking (becauſe thee was now his new 
creature ) came toa Matron-like gentlewoman, a kinſwoman of his afarre 
| off ( with whom and her husband hee had familiar acquaintance, and by 
that meanes daily acceſſe tothe houſe, who had prettie fine children, and 
were of a faire reuenue) and told her there was a ciuile maid (a kinſwoman 
of his , lately comcout of the countrey ) who wanted a ſeruice, whom if 
ſhee pleaſed to entertaine, it might prooue a great good to her, and no 
lefſe courteſie to him. Briefely, the motion was accepted , ſhee ſent for, 
according to appointment, and (after he had tutored her in all things which 
ſhee ſhould anſwere) accepted, and entertained. Her modeſt behauior and 
faire carriage, with her tender loue and diligence about the children, woon 
her in ſhort time a good opinion of her maiſter., a greater affetion from | 
her miſtreſſe, and a generall loue of the whole houſchold ; infomuch, thar 
within lefſe than a yeere ſhee was rayſed from a Chambermaid, to be 
Waiting-gentlewoman , and the onely boſome friend of her miſtreſle : 
who falling ficke, euen to death, readie to expire her laſt, ſo much doted 
on her new ſeruant, that ſhee ſent for her husband, and beſought him ( if 
it ſtood with his good liking ſo ro diſpoſe of himſelfe ) after her deceaſe 
to make that woman his wife, and mother to his children , for one more | 
louing and carefull hee ſhould not finde, and ſearch England thorow and | 
thorow. The gentlewoman ſoone after dyes , hee is left a widower, and 
the charge of the whole houſe committed to our new Convertite, with 
the bringing vp of his children. Which ſhee executed with ſuch fidelitie, 
that hee ing a more curious eye vpon her youth and beautie, and with- 
all remembring his wiues laſt words, not knowing for the preſent how 
better to diſpoſe of himſelfe (Time, Place, and Opportunitie, all things 
* | furthering her preferment ) hee contrated himſelfe vnto her, and they 
were-ſoone after married. But before any of theſe late paſſages happe- | 
ned, I muſt remember you, that inſtantly ypon the preferment of this 
young worman , the gentleman who brought her this fortune, aduentured 
all his meanes vpon a Voyage, which miſcarryed (for the ſhippe wherein 
hee ſayled, was taken by the Spaniard , and hee almoſt a tweluemoneth 
| kept priſoner in Lisbone.) But at length (by what meanes I know not) be- 
ing'ranſomed, he came for his countrey, but ſo poorely and deiected, that 
hee was aſhamed to ſhew himſelfe to any of his friends : for having tryed 
ſome, and finding their charitie cold, hee was loth ro make proofe of the 
| reſt, inſomuch, that hee walked by Owle-light , without a Cloake, and 
ſcarce had honeſt ragges to couer him from nakedneſſe , or hide him from 
ſhame. It happened, thar inſt ypon his returne the old gentleman died too, 
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and lefr her poſſeſſed of cight hundred a yeere during the minoritic of 
the children, bur the thirds howſoeuer : and withall (1o great and g00d 
opinion he had of her) that he made her full Execuror. Now iuſt as thee 
tollowed the Herſe to the Church (haning dwerſe ſuitors before her hus- 
bands bodie was ſcarce cold) this gentleman by chance comming by, like 
the picture of the Prodigall (as I betore related him to you ) ſhee caſting 
her eyc aſide, had eſpyed him, and preſently apprehended him to be the 
man he was, and whiſpering a ſeruant in the care (willing tobe truly ſaris- 
fic) bad him to fall into diſcourſe with him, to enquire his name, his Lod- 
ginp, with other queſtions,as ſhe directed him, and fo proceeded to the Fu- 
nerall , but in any caſe to ſpeake nothing 2s from her. The ſervant fell off 
from the Trayne, and d:d as he was commanded, and without ſuſpition of 
him that was queſtioned, brought her true word how all things ſtood. The 


| next morning (by her appointment ) came a gentleman very early to his 


Lodging (ſhee having taught him his Leſſon before hand) who defired to 
ſpeake with him,and firſt asked him his name, which (though loth) he told 
him: the other proceeded, that if he were the ſame man he pretended, he 
had hcard of his worth and noble qualities, and withall,of his caſualties at 
Sea , and not willing that any gentleman ſhould groane beneath fo great a 
barthen, told him there was a hundred, pounds, bad him furniſh himſelfe 
with apparrell and other neceſſaries,and fo was readie to take his leaue. The 
other extalied with ſo great a courtehte from a {tranger, whom hee, had not 
ſeene before, enforced him backe, to know what reaſon he had to be ſocha- 
ritable, entreating him ro conſider what hope he had of future ſatisfaRion, 
or at [eaſt ro reſolue him what ſecuntie he demanded. The other anfwe- 
red, That for th2 firſt, his courteſie was grounded vpon his worth , his fa- 
tisfaction, was in his acknowledgement , and his ſecuritie, in that he knew 
him honeſt, and told him ſome three dayes after he would call vpon him, * 
when heewas habited like himſelte, to entreat his further acquaintance, 
and ſo preſently left him.

Hee 
at Mercurtes intreaties,did ſo, There was then queſtion made how roname 
it, Ca would hauc it called after her ownename,Care ; but Ipiter would 
not agree tothat, but giue it his ; next, vp ſtart Tellus, 7, The Earth,and plea- 
ded the name belonged to her,becauſe from her it firſt proceeded. The deci- 
ding of this controuerſie was put to Saturne, who thus ended it: You Iupiter 
ſhall take charge of ir, and after d-ath receiue the Spirit backe thar firſt gaue

That they 
might cither Line well, or Dye ill. Thefifth, Whether the day was before the | 
night, or the night before the day © Reſp. The day, for one day was before 
another. The fixth, What was the bcſt way to make a man generally beloued | 
of all? Reſp. To be the beſt man and no tyrant. The ſeuenth, How might a 
v4 man bee madeagod 2 Reſp. By doing that which a man is not able to doe, The 
eigth, Whether is Life or Death the ſtronger * Reſp. Life, becauſe it beareth 
ſo many diſaſters.

| rewarded. If then for ambiguous anſweres to ſuch ſlight and yer doubrfull 
queſtions, A/exa»der thought them worthie of ſuch gifts and preſents, with 
|+what Memories, what Praiſes , what Crownes, Collumnes, and Statues | 
| ought we todignific and celebrate the names of queene Zenobia ? Amalaſun- 
tha, Aſpatia, Fuluia, (Morata, and others ? This Salomon the wiſeſt (not on- 
ly of kings) but of men, well knew, when hauing made proofe of the wiſe- 
dome of Nvcaulis Queene of Ethiopia, he ſent her backe into her countrey 
ſo liberally furniſhed and ſo royally rewarded . What I haue ſpoke of 
theſe may be pertinently applyde to our women ſtudious in Diuinitie, Ora- | 
torie,and Sophiſtrie , and laborioufly praQtiſed inall other liberall Arts and 
Sciences ; Nor can I more fitly in my mind conclude this worke,than as I 
| begun with goddeſſes, ſoto end with good women : Onely of the honour 
| due to Poeteſſes, becauſe it belongs ſomething ro mine owne profeſſion,
